INAUGURAL  EXERCISES. 

Symphony  Hall,  Boston,  Mass., 

Monday,  January  6,  1930. 

The.  ceremonies  attending  the  inauguration  of 
Mayor-elect  James  M.  Curley  and  the  City  Coun- 
cilors-elect of  the  City  of  Boston  were  held  in 
Symphony  Hall  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Mayor- 
elect  and  the  members-elect  of  the  Council  for 
1930  all  being  present. 

The  invocation  by  Rev.  Father  James  F.  Kelly, 
of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Church,  Jamaica  Plain,  was 
as  follows:

It  appeared  that  all  were  present.  A  roll  of  the 
members-elect  of  the  City  Council  was  called  by 
Assistant  City  Clerk  Hynes,  and  as  the  names  were 
called,  the  members  arose.  The  oath  of  office  was 
administered  to  them  by  Mayor  Curley. 

Mayor  CURLEY,  before  commencing  his  inau- 
gural address,  said: 


Honorable  City  Clerk,  Reverend  Father,  honored 
guests  and  friends,  and,  in  addition,  the  invisible 
radio  audience  unable  to  be  present  but  who  are 
listening  in,  and,  included  in  that  invisible  audi- 
ence, one  who  has  been  at  my  side  for  twenty-four 
years  at  every  public  function  and  who  would 
be  here  today  were  it  not  that  God  wills  otherwise. 
(Applause.)     For  her  I  ask  the  prayers  of  all. 

Mayor   CURLEY   delivered   his   inaugural   ad- 
dress, as  follows: 
Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council. 

This  year  1930  marks  the  passage  of  three  cen- 
turies since  a  group  of  men  and  women,  inspired  by 
faith  in  God  and  in  themselves,  founded  what  is  in 
our  day  known  as  Boston.  Despite  the  rigors  of 
climate,  a  soil  that  did  not  yield  readily  or  in 
abundance  and  the  constant  menace  of  hostile 
Indians,  they  progressed,  bequeathing  to  us  a 
lesson  in  the  value  of  self-reliance  and  the  necessity 
of  cooperation. 

The  problems  that  in  our  day  bulk  large  are 
infinitesimal  as  contrasted  with  those  in  evidence 
in  the  days  of  the  founders  and  can  be  solved  by 
the  same  methods  in  our  days  as  in  their  day, 
namely,  through  cooperation  and  self-reliance. 

The  necessity  of  a  program  for  the  development 
of  industry,  commerce  and  municipal  activities 
anticipating  so  far  as  may  be  humanly  possible  the 
requirements  of  the  next  half  century  is  evident. 
Such  a  program  should  be  undertaken  at  an  early 
date  and  pending  its  adoption  our  expenditures 
should  be  limited  to  immediate  requirements  which 
will  not  permit  of  delay. 

The  increased  cost  of  administering  the  activities 
of  the  city  in  1930  as  against  1929,  due  to  increase 
in  personnel  and  salaries,  will  be  approximately 
SI, 000, 000,  and  this  excess  cost  must  be  offset  if  we 
are  to  avoid  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  that  will 
prove  burdensome. 

Changes  in  administrative  policies  due  to  suc- 
cessive changes  in  administrative  officials,  coupled 
with  pride  of  origin  and  lack  of  definite  objective  or 
plans  for  future,  are  in  large  measure  responsible 
for  present  conditions  industrially,  commercially 
and  in  municipal  departmental  administration. 

City  Planning. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  invite  the  cooperation  of 
representatives  of  religious,  educational,  labor,  in- 
dustrial, commercial,  civic  and  financial  organiza- 
tions to  the  number  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  to 
serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  with  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board  in  the  creation  of  a  fifty-year  plan  for 
Boston. 

Some  progress  along  this  line  has  already  been 
made  in  the  Park  Department  where  plans,  de- 
vised in  1916,  anticipating  the  next  half  century 
have  been  the  basis  for  commendable  improve- 
ments. 

Similar  planning  has  been  inaugurated  in  the 
Hospital  Department  at  present  working  upon  a 
twenty-live  year  plan,  the  merit  of  which  so  com- 
mended itself  to  the  last  administration  as  to  permit 
of  its  acceptance  without  change,  thereby  making 
possible  by  1932  a  Municipal  Hospital  Department 
unexcelled  in  the  world. 

The  same  policy  with  reference  to  preventive 
health  work  is  represented  in  the  George  Kobert 
White  Health  Units  program  which  was  suffi- 
ciently meritorious  to  warrant  adoption  by  the  last 
administration  and  which,  upon  completion  of 
remaining  units,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  Doctor 
Vincent  of  the  Rockefeller  loundation,  result  in  an 
enormous  saving  of  human  life. 

It  is  desirable  in  connection  with  the  program  of 
installation  of  George  Robert  A\  lute  Health  Units 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  unit  in 
the  Roxbury  section  and  preferably  in  the  center  of 
Madison  Park.  The  health  authorities  regard 
this  section  as  one  in  which  steps  should  be  taken 
at  once  for  the  protection  of  the  entire  city  since 
disease  is  no  respecter  of  geographical  lines. 
/  The  success  achieved  in  these  departments  to 
•  which  I  have  made  reference  is  ample  prcof  not 
only  of  the  value  but  of  the  imperative  need  of 
early  action  in  the  application  of  this  policy  of  long 
period  planning  to  all  activities  ;£  the  municipality 

School  Buildings. 
The  pay-as-you-go  policy  on  appropriations  for 
land  and  buildings  for  schools,  adopted  in  1910,  was 
due  in  great  measure  to  the  fact  that  this  expense 
was  an  annually  recurrent  one  and,  so  long  as  the 
increase  in  requirements  was  normal  each  year,  it 
seemed  advisable  to  meet  it  from  current  taxes. 
In  1916  the  valuation  of  school  lands  and  buildings 
was  $22,000,000  and  the  bonded  indebtedness  was 
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$16,000,000.  Today  the  valuation  of  school  lands 
and  buildings  is  $42,000,000  and  the  bonded 
indebtedness  is  $9,900,000. 

The  reduction  of  portable  school  structures 
to  the  minimum  and  the  vigorous  prosecution 
of  a  construction  program  for  a  seat  in  a  permanent 
school  building  for  every  pupil  will  perhaps 
represent  expenditures  of  too  great  a  volume  to 
impose  immediately  upon  the  taxpayers.  I 
accordingly  advance  for  serious  consideration 
the  question  of  a  return  to  the  loan  policy  on 
school  lands  and  buildings  until  such  time  as  the 
school  buildings  plant  is  brought  up  to  the  point 
where  the  only  annual  requirements  will  be  those 
caused  by  the  normal  increase  in  school  population 
and  the  obsolescence  of  buildings. 

Prosperity  Program. 
Boston,  in  common  with  all  units  of  the  American 
Republic,  approves  the  program  of  national 
planning  inaugurated  by  President  Herbert 
Hoover  as  a  means  to  promote  prosperity  and 
to  end  if  possible  seasonal  unemployment. 
(Applause.)  In  conformity  with  the  policy  of 
the  President,  it  is  desirable  that  such  public 
works  as  may  be  undertaken  not  only  be  necessary 
but  also  be  such  as  to  provide  the  largest  oppor- 
tunity for  distribution  in  the  form  of  wages 
of  money  expended.  That  encouragement  may 
be  given  private  individuals  and  corporations  to 
aid  in  this  prosperitv  program  I  recommend  the 
expenditure  outside  the  debt  limit  of  $10,000,000 
for  the  acceptance  and  construction  of  streets 
upon  which  homes  or  business  establishments 
have  been  erected.  This  amount  may  seem  large, 
yet  it  is  but  one-fifth  of  what  could  be  expended 
to  put  our  highways  in  suitable  condition  for 
public  use.  The  expenditure  of  this  sum  should 
result  in  a  higher  health  standard,  a  lower  death 
and  accident  rate  through  designating  certain 
streets  in  each  section  of  the  city  as  play  streets, 
and  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  operation  of  motor 
vehicles. 

Conditions  in  the  building  industry  render  it 
advisable  to  prosecute  with  vigor  the  building 
construction  program  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital, 
and  it  is  my  purpose  to  confer  at  once  with  the 
hospital  trustees  with  a  view  to  speeding  up  this 
important  work.  It  is  essential  that  this  be  done, 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  public  health  and  as 
a  means  of  lessening  the  number  of  the  unemployed. 
It  will  result  in  an  early  and  large  distribution 
of  public  money  and  payment  for  labor  and 
materials,  and  thereby  aid  in  promoting  general 
prosperity. 

Library  Extensions. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  Trustees  after  a 
most  thorough  investigation  are  of  the  opinion 
that  a  fixed  policy  of  establishing  two  branch 
libraries  each  year  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
should  be  undertaken  at  once.  The  benefits  of 
this  method  of  distributing  books  is  so  self-evident 
that  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  some  such 
policy  has  not  been  previously  followed.  I 
believe  that  it  is  sufficiently  sound  to  justify 
adoption  and  that  it  will  prove  its  value  in  so 
pronounced  a  manner  as  to  make  desirable  its 
continuance  by  succeeding  administrations,  so 
that  at  the  end  of  the  twenty-year  period  the 
plant  value  of  the  library  should  have  increased 
four  millions  of  dollars  without  burdening  any 
generation. 

Health  Insurance. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  invested  in  the  develop- 
ment for  park,  bathing  and  general  recreation  pur- 
poses at  Columbus  Park  and  the  Strandway,  South 
Boston,  the  sum  of  $1,600,000.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  Park  Commission  this  work  could  be  completed 
by  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $750,000  and 
I  know  of  no  good  reason  why  it  should  not  be 
undertaken  at  once  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people 
of  the  city. 

The  value  of  the  L  Street  Bath  House  not  only 
from  the  standpoint  of  recreation  but  also  from  the 
standpoint  of  public  health  has  long  been  recog- 
nized. It  is  much  more  than  a  Boston  institution 
since  its  facilities  are  utilized  not  only  by  persons 
living  within  the  confines  of  greater  Boston  but 
even  by  persons  living  outside  of  the  Common- 
wealth . 

The  Dossibility  of  the  destruction  of  the  L  Street 
Bath  House  by  fire  occurring  either  prior  to  or  at 
the  height  of  the  summer  season  has  long  been 
recognized  and  the  importance  of  conserving  the 
health-giving  opportunities  of  this  institution 
must  be  apparent  to  everyone. 


Daring  my  previous  term  a  sufficient  sum  was 
made  available  to  provide  a  fire-resisting  bathing 
establishment  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  L 
Street  Bath  House  fire  hazard,  but,  for  what  the 
succeeding  administration  deemed  sufficient  reason, 
the  money  was  transferred. 

In  connection  with  the  completion  of  the  Strand- 
way  development,  which  should  include  the  build- 
ing of  permanent  concrete  bleachers  with  a  seating 
capacity  for  10,000  persons,  the  planting  of  grass, 
shrubbery  and  trees  and  the  general  improvement 
of  the  bathing  beach,  a  new  bath  house  should  be 
constructed.  The  proposed  bath  house  should 
contain  a  solarium,  handball  courts  and  facilities 
for  hot  salt  water  bathing  during  winter  months. 

I  realize  that  the  improvements  recommended 
may  involve  a  radical  departure  from  the  custom 
which  has  prevailed  in  the  past,  yet  I  nevertheless 
believe  that  rightly  interpreted  it  is  another  forward 
step  in  the  conservation  of  the  health  of  the  people 
which  should  be  undertaken  without  delay;  and  I 
propose,  accordingly,  to  recommend  an  appropria- 
tion in  the  sum  of  $750,000  to  provide  for  the 
improvements  here  outlined. 

Studies  have  been  made  relative  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Bayswater  section  of  Orient  Heights  at 
East  Boston.  An  expenditure  in  the  sum  of 
approximately  $1,000,000  would  give  to  this  section 
of  the  city  a  waterfront  park  similar  to  that  which 
has  been  established  at  South  Boston  and  it  is 
desirable  that  this  work  be  started  at  an  early  date. 
(Applause.) 

Traffic. 

The  change  in  the  Charlestown  district  from  a 
purely  residental  one  to  a  section  rapidly  becoming 
industrial  renders  it  essential  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  that  Bunker  Hill  street  be  smooth  paved 
and  a  "white  way"  be  established  thereon.  The 
estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $150,000  and  I  favor 
early  action  on  the  project.  It  is  also  advisable 
that  a  "white  way"  with  traffic  signal  system  be 
established  on  Chelsea  street,  both  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public  and  for  facilitating  traffic. 

The  intolerable  traffic  conditions  at  Governor 
square  have  for  a  period  of  six  years  been  the  sub- 
ject of  plans  and  discussion  but  without  results.  In 
my  opinion  the  time  has  arrived  to  provide  relief 
through  the  removal  of  surface  tracks  in  the 
square. 

During  my  previous  administration  I  urged 
upon  the  Legislature  the  necessity  of  meeting  this 
problem  and  introduced  legislation  which  was 
finally  passed  in  the  form  of  chapter  341  of  the 
Acts  of  1925.  This  act  authorizes  the  extension 
and  alteration  of  the  Boylston  Street  Subway  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  the  surface  cars  from  this 
square  and  the  improvement  of  street  car  service 
on  Comon wealth  avenue  and  Beacon  street.  It 
provides  for  financing  along  the  sound  lines  of  all 
our  previous  transit  legislation,  but  in  order  to 
become  effective  must  have  the  approval  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  in  the 
form  of  an  agreement  to  lease  the  extension. 
This  legislation  is  still  effective  and  it  is  my  inten- 
tion to  call  immediately  into  conference  the  Direc- 
tors and  Public  Trustees  of  the  Elevated  Railway 
Company  with  a  view  to  having  this  act  accepted 
and  construction  work  promptly  commenced  on  a 
layout  which  will  fit  into  any  future  comprehensive 
plan.     (Applause.) 

The  transportation  service  upon  the  Huntington 
avenue,  South  Huntington  avenue,  and  Centre 
street  lines  has  been  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the 
needs  of  this  fast  growing  section  of  Boston  and 
immediate  relief  should  be  provided  either  by  the 
extension  of  the  Boylston  Street  Subway  through 
Huntington  avenue  to  the  junction  of  Tremont 
street  and  Francis  street  or  to  Brookline  Village. 
I  shall  request  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  draft  a 
bill  for  this  purpose  for  immediate  presentation 
to  the  Legislature  believing  the  improvement  here 
outlined  is  one  that  is  absolutely  necessary. 
(Applause.) 

It  is  desirable  as  a  further  measure  of  relief  that 
an  underpass  for  motor  vehicle  traffic  be  con- 
structed at  Commonwealth  avenue  under  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  through  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the 
present  mall. 

Boston  Airport. 

The  development  of  the  airport  at  East  Boston 
represents  a  problem  that  merits  intensive  study 
and  early  action.  In  my  opinion,  the  airport 
should  be  extended  to  include  Governor's  Island 
and  it  is  desirable  that  the  approval  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Works  be  secured 
for  the  extension  of  the  line  of  the  airport  and  that 
arrangements  be  made  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
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ment  for  the  transfer  of  the  custody  of  Governor's 
Island  to  the  City  of  Boston.  In  the  event  that 
sanction  is  given  by  these  authorities  it  should  be 
possible  through  the  leveling  of  Governor's  Island 
to  grade  and  fill  the  flats  between  the  present  lines 
of  the  airport  and  Governor's  Island.  The  ex- 
tended area  thus  reclaimed  would  make  possible 
the  construction  of  a  dirigible  mooring  mast  upon 
the  island.  I  have  requested  a  study  of  the  de- 
velopment and  extension  if  airport  activities  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  Boston  Park  Commission 
and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  recommenda- 
tions involving  such  expenditures  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  the  end  that  Boston  may  take 
first  place  in  airport  facilities  over  any  city  upon 
either  the  Atlantic  or  Pacific  Coast.     (Applause.) 

Electrification. 

The  indications  are  that  a  consolidation  of  New 
England  railroads  will  shortly  be  proposed  and  in 
my  opinion  it  would  be  advisable  that  Boston 
refuse  to  assent  to  such  consolidation  unless  pro- 
vision be  made  for  electrification  at  least  within 
the  metropolitan  area  and  for  a  belt  line  connect- 
ing all  rail  and  steamship  terminals.     (Applause.) 

The  utilization  of  a  portion  of  the  roadbed  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  and  the  Narrow  Gauge  Railroad  as  a 
means  of  improving  rapid  transit  facilities  at  a 
minimum  of  cost  as  has  been  done  in  the  Dor- 
chester, Ashmont  and  Mattapan  sections  of  Bos- 
ton is  worthy  of  serious  study  at  the  present  time. 

Metropolitan  District. 
The  City  of  Boston  in  1929  waB  required  to  pay 
as  its  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  metropol- 
itan activities  the  sum  of  .$4,464,227.71,   divided 
as  follows:

Apparently  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  state  govern- 
ment to  extend  the  scope  of  its  activities  and  con- 
trol over  the  affairs  of  cities  and  towns  within  the 
metropolitan  area,  so  called,  until  such  time  as  the 
officials  in  charge  of  such  cities  and  towns  become 
purely  figureheads. 

The  deplorable  feature  of  metropolitan  district 
control  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  cities  and  towns 
comprising  the  metropolitan  district  have  no 
direct  voice  in  the  matter  of  expenditures  and  in 
the  case  of  Boston  are  practically  without  repre- 
sentation upon  the  membership  of  the  commis- 
sions. 

It  would  appear  desirable  in  view  of  the  mount- 
ing expense  of  the  metropolitan  district,  the  major 
portion  of  which  is  borne  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
that  the  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  metro- 
politan district  be  allowed  representation  upon 
these  commissions.     (Applause.) 

As  a  further  measure  of  protection  I  favor  the 
appointment  of  a  Metropolitan  District  Finance 
Commission,  the  membership  to  be  selected  by 
the  Mayors  and  Boards  of  Selectmen  in  each 
county  within  the  metropolitan  district,  and  the 
representation  to  be  proportionate  to  the  annual 
expenditures  made  for  the  support  of  the  metro- 
politan district;  and  the  Metropolitan  Finance 
Commission  so  appointed  to  be  given  the  power 
to  supervise,  investigate  and  report  upon  all  work 
now  or  hereafter  conducted  under  or  by  Metro- 
politan District  Commissions.  (Applause.)  Leg- 
islation to  this  end  should  be  sought  at  an  early 
date  and  I  shall  instruct  the  Law  Department  to 
draft  a  bill  at  once  with  a  view  to  safeguarding  the 
money  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  cities  and  towns 
within  the  metropolitan  district. 

The  problems  that  confront  the  City  of  Boston 
today,  an  equitable  solution  of  which  would  repre- 
sent an  expenditure  of  many  hundreds  of  millions 
of  dollars,  are  not  primarily  Boston  problems; 
rather  may  they  be  more  properly  termed  Greater 
Boston  problems.  The  city  has  its  limitations  in 
the  matter  of  expenditures  of  public  money  and 
could,  without  serious  burdening  of  the  taxpayers, 
conduct  its  business  upon  a  low  tax  rate  with  the 
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same  smug  complacency  as  other  cities  and  towns 
within  a  radius  of  fifteen  miles  of  the  State  House. 
An  ever-increasing  demand,  however,  is  constantly 
made  for  improved  transportation  facilities,  sub- 
way, tunnel  and  highway,  the  cost  of  which  is 
borne  by  the  City  of  Boston  despite  the  fact  that  in 
nearly  every  case  the  improvements  are  made 
largely  for  the  convenience  and  benefit  of  adjoining 
cities  and  towns. 

Metropolitan  Boston. 

I  am  fully  aware  of  the  objections  that  may  be 
presented  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  providing 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Greater  Boston,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  inclusion  of  ihe  cities  and 
towns  within  fifteen  miles  of  the  State  House  would 
give  Boston  fourth  rank  as  against  eighth  place, 
as  at  present,  among  American  cities.  The  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  benefits  that  would  accrue 
in  consequence  of  this  more  favorable  position  are 
self-evident.  It  must  be  likewise  apparent  to 
every  thoughtful  citizen  that  Boston  with  a 
population  approximating  800,000  cannot  con- 
tinue to  bear  the  burdens  that  should  be  borne  in 
part  by  the  cities  and  towns  within  the  Greater 
Boston  area,  which  are  beneficiaries  of  transit, 
highway  and  other  expenditures.  (Applause.) 
The  principal  argument  against  the  creation  of  a 
Greater  Boston  is  based  on  the  retention  of  local 
autonomy.  This  consideration  has  not  been 
permitted  to  prevail  in  the  case  of  the  seven 
leading  American  cities  _  which  today  outrank 
Boston  in  population  and  it  should  not  be  allowed 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  a  movement  beneficial  to 
every  city  and  town  and  to  the  state  itself. 

The  principle  which  actuated  the  joint  action  of 
our  cities  and  towns  in  developing  a  metropolitan 
water  district,  a  metropolitan  sewer  district,  and  a 
metropolitan  parks  district,  is  the  Bame  principle 
which  caused  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Los  Angeles, 
New  York,  Detroit,  and  practically  every  other 
great  urban  center  in  the  country,  to  initiate 
programs  looking  to  development  not  only  within 
their  own  physical  limitB,  but  including  at  the 
same  time  the  cities  and  towns  within  a  radius  of 
ten,  twenty  or  thirty  miles.  It  is  the  same  principle 
which  will  influence  the  region  in  the  vicinity  of 
Boston  at  no  far  distant  date  to  unite  in  its  con- 
sideration of  those  matters  which  are  of  common 
interest  and  common  concern. 

London  County  Council. 
In  many  respects  our  situation  here  in  Boston 
today  is  analogous  to  that  which  existed  in  the 
vicinity  of  London  up  to  seventy-five  years  ago. 
Previous  to  1855  the  government  of  London  was 
in  a  state  of  chaos.  Municipal  regulations  were 
administered  by  no  less  than  three  hundred  distinct 
boards,  and  more  than  10,000  persons  were  partici- 
pating in  the  government  of  the  community.  The 
statement  is  made,  and  this  is  not  without  counter- 
part in  our  own  vicinity,  that  in  some  districts  the 
dividing  line  between  adjoining  communities  ran 
down  the  center  of  the  main  road. 
,.rn  appealing  for  united  action  in  matters  of 
bmmon  concern  William  Gladstone  stated,  "The 
principle  of  unity  has  already  been  established 
under  the  pressure  of  necessity  as  a  matter  which 
could  not  be  resisted  .  .  .  unity  of  govern- 
ment in  the  metropolis  is  the  only  method  on  which 
we  can  proceed  for  producing  municipal  reform." 
The  agitation  finally  resulted,  in  1888,  in  the 
creation  of  the  London  County  Council,  which 
assumed  and  still  maintains  its  position  as  the 
central  governing  body.  In  addition,  there  have 
been  established  twenty-eight  metropolitan  bor- 
oughs, each  with  its  own  Mayor,  Board  of  Alder- 
men and  City  Council,  exercising  jurisdiction  over 
matters  of  local  concern  and,  in  conjunction  with 
the  London  County  Council,  over  the  larger 
matters  of  common  interest.  Thus  was  London 
unified  and  welded  together  by  the  adoption  of 
this  coordinated  system  of  government  and  for  the 
fi,rst  time  in  history  it  took  its  place  as  one  great 
city  rather  than  a  mere  conglomeration  of  petty, 
jarring  authorities.  The  principle  of  unity  was 
established  and  has  been  found  satisfactory. 

Borough  System. 
The  necessity  for  similar  action  in  our  own 
metropolitan  area  is  recognized  today.  The  only 
difference  of  opinion  lies  in  the  adaptation  of  that 
principle  to  our  own  needs.  If  the  solution  is  the 
borough  system  of  government,  which  has  brought 
order  out  of  the  great  problem  of  London  govern- 
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ment  which  had  so  long  vexed  and  perplexed 
successive  generations,  then  its  practical  applica- 
tion to  our  own  necessities  should  be  given  careful 
consideration.  If  the  solution  lies  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  regional  area  and  a  regional  plan,  as  has 
been  done  in  other  large  centers  of  population,  then 
that  also  should  have  the  most  careful  considera- 
tion. The  fact  remains  that  the  awakening  to  a 
new  social  consciousness  among  city  dwellers  may 
well  be  said  to  be  the  most  significant  tendency  of 
the  new  century.  We  have  become  regional- 
minded.  Failure  on  the  part  of  our  governmental 
agencies  to  recognize  this  tendency  in  our  social 
and  economic  life  is  nothing  short  of  a  repudiation 
of  our  traditional  system  of  a  democracy  for  the 
DeoDle  and  by  the  people. 

I  favor  the  appointment  of  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  recognized  authorities  upon  the  subject 
of  municipal  government  to  investigate  as  to  the 
feasibility  of  the  creation  of  a  metropolitan  dis- 
trict of  government  fashioned  possibly  along  the 
lines  of  the  London  County  Council,  as  I  am 
firmly  of  the  opinion  that  only  through  the  united 
action  of  the  cities  and  towns  within  the  metro- 
politan district  area  is  worthwhile  progress  possible. 
(Applause.) 

Unemployment  Relief. 

Investigation  discloses  the  fact  that  the  ranks 
of  the  unemployed  have  been  greatly  augmented 
due  to  business  depression  and  that  among  those 
seeking  aid  from  the  municipality  may  be  found 
hundreds  of  self-respecting  and  able-bodied  men 
who  have  never  previously  found  it  necessary  to 
request  aid  from  any  source. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  city,  in  so  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  sound  business  principles  and  humane 
instincts,  to  provide  for  the  employment  of  as 
many  of  these  men  as  may  be  possible. 

An  appropriation  for  an  additional  golf  course 
has  been  authorized  by  the  City  Council  and  the 
Park  Department  possesses  title  to  some  2,000,000 
square  feet  of  land  in  the  West  Roxbury  section 
which  could  be  cleared  and  made  available  as  a 
golf  course  and,  provided  no  additional  land  were 
necessary,  the  entire  amount  appropriated  for  this 
purpose  could  be  utilized  in  the  employment  of 
heads  of  families  in  the  clearing,  grading  and 
development  of  this  project.  (Applause.)  Accord- 
ingly I  commend  to  your  earnest  and  early  con- 
sideration action  upon  this  improvement  which, 
with  others  contemplated,  may  serve  a  most  helpful 
purpose. 

Tax  and  Loan  Limits. 

The  granting  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  authority 
to  determine  its  own  tax  limit  was  given  considera- 
tion by  the  Legislature  in  1929  and,  for  reasons 
with  which  I  am  not  acquainted,  the  former 
Mayor  was  not  in  favor  of  the  removal  of  the  tax 
limit.  The  City  of  Boston  occupies  a  most 
unfortunate  and  unique  position  as  contrasted 
with  other  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
matter  of  determining  its  tax  limit.  This  dis- 
crimination should  no  longer  be  tolerated.  I 
favor  the  adoption  of  such  legislation  as  will 
permit  the  City  of  Boston  to  fix  its  own  tax  limit. 
(Applause.) 

What  is  true  with  reference  to  the  tax  limit  is 
equally  true  with  reference  to  the  limit  for  sewer- 
age construction,  and  likewise  city  debt.  The  cost 
of  sewerage  construction  has  increased  some  300 
per  cent  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  statu- 
tory restrictions  and  as  a  consequence  the  city 
is  greatly  hampered  in  the  matter  of  extension 
of  sewerage  works.  I  accordingly  favor  the 
removal  of  the  restrictions  upon  limit  of  borrowing 
power  for  sewerage  purposes. 

The  debt  incurring  power  within  the  debt  limit 
is  inadequate  to  meet  present  day  requirements 
in  every  city  and  town  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  more  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  Boston. 
I  accordingly  favor  enactment  of  such  legislation 
as  will  permit  of  a  50  per  cent  increase  in  the  debt 
incurring  power  of  all  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth . 

Revenue  Apportionment. 
The  Gasolene  Tax  Law  has  resulted  in  the 
receipt  by  the  Commonwealth  of  a  larger  sum 
than  was  anticipated  and  much  larger  than  was 
formerly  received  by  the  Commonwealth  from 
automobile  fees  and  .  registrations.  The  cities 
and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  are  required 
to  bear  the  burden  of  additional  street  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  caused  by  increased  auto- 
mobile and  truck  traffic.  I  believe  this  burden 
should   be   alleviated   by   the   distribution   to   the 


cities  and  towns  of  at  least  half  of  the  revenue 
received  by  the  Commonwealth  from  the  gasolene 
tax,  for  the  purpose  of  highway  construction.  I 
shall  recommend  to  the  Legislature  that  legis- 
lation be  enacted  authorizing  such  a  distribution. 
(Applause.) 

I  am  advised  that  the  County  of  Suffolk  is  now 
bearing  an  unfair  proportion  of  the  expense  of 
transacting  court  business  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
and  Superior  Courts  of  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
due  to  the  fact  that  in  many  instances  causes 
arising  in  other  counties  are  transferred  to  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  This  in  my  opinion  should 
be  corrected  by  legislation,  which  will  require 
those  counties  wherein  these  transferred  causes 
arise  to  reimburse  the  County  of  Suffolk  for  the 
expense  involved. 

Street  Widening. 

It  requires  no  stretch  of  the  imagination  to 
foresee  that  very  much  must  be  added  to  our 
thoroughfare  system  within  the  next  few7  years 
if  it  is  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  constantly 
increasing  automobile  traffic.  The  automobile 
industry,  including  trucks,  pleasure  cars  and 
motorcycles,  has  increased  more  than  100  per 
cent  in  the  last  five  years,  while  road  building 
throughout  the  country  has  increased  only  one- 
eighth  as  fast.  This  means  that  net  only  Boston 
but  every  large  center  of  population  is  faced  with 
a  tremendous  construction  program  which  will 
in  many  respects  change  the  entire  aspect  of  our 
cities.  The  widening  of  Summer  street  and  of 
L  street  from  the  Army  Base  to  the  Strandway; 
the  widening  of  Dorchester  avenue,  from  Fort 
Point  channel  to  the  south;  the  widening  of 
Preble  street,  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  the 
Strandway;  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Federal  Building  for  an 
exchange  of  a  strip  of  land  15  feet  in  width  upon 
Devonshire  street  for  a  similar  strip  in  Post  Office 
square,  and  the  opportunity  for  similar  negotia- 
tions in  connection  with  the  development  of  the 
United  States  Hotel  property  are  all  matters 
obviously  in  need  of  consideration. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  practically  com- 
pleted a  comprehensive  thoroughfare  plan  designed 
to  provide  in  a  logical  way  for  traffic  needs  during 
a  twenty-five  year  period.  In  order  of  their 
urgency,  a  construction  program  and  a  financial 
program  are  also  being  worked  out.  There  is 
much  to  be  gained  by  following  a  consistent,  well- 
thought-out  program  of  public  improvements. 
Piecemeal  projects  are  invariably  wasteful.  Each 
new  improvement  should  fit  into  a  general  plan 
and  add  to  the  efficiency  of  those  already  accom- 
plished. Projects  involving  large  expenditures 
of  money  must  be  subjected  to  the  searchlight 
of  public  opinion  in  order  to  ascertain  not  only 
what  the  improvement  will  cost  in  dollars  and 
cents,  but  what  return  will  be\nade  to  the  commu- 
nity in  the  way  of  convenience  and  facility  of 
traffic  movement. 

Not  riches  but  the  life  that  a  community  provides 
is  its  real  wealth . 

Tercentenary  and  Veterans'  Memorial. 

The  celebration  of  the  tercentenary  of  the  settle- 
ment of  Massachusetts  Bay  affords  an  opportunity 
to  establish  a  permanent  memorial  to  the  founders 
and  at  the  same  time  discharge  an  obligation 
which  has  been  too  long  overdue;  namely,  a 
memorial  of  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who 
gave  of  their  health  and  strength,  even  to  the 
supreme  sacrifice  itself,  in  the  late  war,  in  order 
that  their  country,  state  and  city  might  endure. 
(Applause.)  No  more  fitting  recognition  of  the 
enduring  work  of  the  forefathers  and  the  war 
service  of  their  successors  in  this  generation  could 
be  devised  than  a  memorial  building  which  would 
stand  not  only  as  expression  of  the  appreciation  of 
their  fellow  citizens  but  also  as  a  reminder  to  the 
youth  of  this  and  future  generations  that  there  is 
no  higher  attribute  than  loyalty. 

Such  a  memorial  building,  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  State  House,  possibly  on  the  plot  bounded 
by  Mt.  Vernon,  Joy  and  Beacon  streets,  could 
appropriately  house  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
the  Land  Court,  the  Social  Law  Library  and  the 
Commission  on  Probation,  and  thereby  relieve 
for  a  considerable  period  the  overcrowding  of  the 
Suffolk  County  Court  House. 

Conclusion. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment are  an  unfailing  barometer  as  to  industrial

prosperity  or  depression,  and  the  amount  required 
in  the  closing  months  of  1929  indicates  that  there 
is  dire  need  at  present. 

Until  a  sane  economic  policy  is  devised  unem- 
ployment will  continue  to  exist.  In  its  train  come 
poverty,  crime  and  disease;  and  to  combat  these 
evils  it  is  necessary  to  furnish  work  and  wages  to 
those  in  need  of  sustenance  and  employment. 

The  city  can  do  much,  but  private  industry 
properly  encouraged  can  do  more,  and  to  the  pro- 
motion and  encouragement  of  commerce  and 
industry  our  every  effort  should  be  directed. 
(Applause.) 

The  solution  of  all  these  problems  requires  the 
action  and  approval  of  the  City  Council.  Too 
often  in  the  past  the  attention  of  the  citizens  has 
been  centered  on  the  inauguration,  personality 
and  policies  of  the  chief  executive;  losing  sight  of 
the  fact  that  this  ceremony  is  also  the  inauguration 
day  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  who  have 
been  selected  by  the  people  to  act  as  a  Board  of 
Directors.  Since  the  curtailing  of  their  powers 
along  certain  executive  and  administrative  lines 
by  the  so-called  Good  Government  Charter  of 
1909  it  has  become  customary  for  those  having 
little  knowledge  of  the  foundations  of  municipal 
government  to  make  light  of  the  City  Council 
membership  and  attempt  to  belittle  their  impor- 
tance. Nothing  is  more  unwarranted  and  unfair 
— and  no  one  can  more  appreciate  from  actual 
experience  their  power  and  influence  for  good 
administration,  and  the  necessity  for  their  hearty 
cooperation  and  assistance  than  I.  From  my 
knowledge  of  the  caliber  of  the  men  whom  the 
people  have  selected  to  represent  them  in  the 
present  honorable  body  I  feel  certain  of  that 
cooperation  and  assistance  to  the  fullest  degree. 
^Applause.) 

The  task  confronting  us  is  no  new  one,  and 
providing  we  essay  it  with  courage,  confidence  and 
faith  in  Almighty  God,  success  will  crown  our 
efforts  and  we  will  merit  the  appreciation  of  a 
grateful  citizenship. 

May  we  serve  with  fidelity,  and  achieve  mightily, 
and  as  God  was  to  our  fathers  may  He  be  to  us. 
(Great  applause.) 

The  Mayor  and  suite  and  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  withdrew  from  Symphony  Hall.

DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  before  that 
ballot  is  cast,  let  me  state  that  last  year  when 
this  Council  balloted  for  president  it  took  nearly 
one  hundred  ballots  to  elect  our  president.  It 
took  us  three  months  before  the  City  Council 
really  started  to  function.  Today  we  sit  down 
again  as  a  representative  body  of  the  citizens 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  we  find  nine  new  faces 
in  this  Council.  I  hope  and  trust  that  the  word 
will  not  go  out  today  that  the  City  Council  is 
again  deadlocked  on  this  issue.  It  is  very  plain 
who  a  majority  of  the  councilors  who  have  voted 
really  desire  to  have  as  their  president.  Then, 
why  prolong  the  situation?  Councilor  Gallagher 
of  Brighton  has  eleven  votes  for  the  presidency 
of  the  Council.  There  is  not  an  individual  here 
who  would  not  like  to  be  president.  I  do  not 
want  it  to  be  said,  however,  that  we  cannot  agree 
on  any  candidate.  We  can  and  should  do  so,  and 
I  hope  and  trust  that  on  the  next  ballot  Mr.

SAILORS.

Gentlemen, — As  pointed  out  in  my  inaugural 
message  the  municipality  has  its  limitations  in  the 
matter  of  providing  relief  for  unemployment  and 
without  the  assistance  of  individuals  and  corpora- 
tions, either  engaged  in  business  in  the  city  or 
contemplating  engaging  in  business  in  the  city, 
little  can  be  accomplished. 

The  really  important  work  confronting  the  city 
government  of  Boston  is  to  give  that  character  of 
aid  and  encouragement  that  will  not  only  inspire 
confidence  but  promote  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
enterprise  to  locate  in  Boston. 

A  tender  has  been  submitted  by  a  Boston  enter- 
prise for  the  purchase  of  an  unused  piece  of  realty 
comprising  a  portion  of  Bath  street  to  enable  them 
to  erect  immediately 'a  structure  with  an  estimated 
value  of  $1 ,000,OQ»and  to  which  later  they  propose 
an  addition  representing  an  equal  expenditure. 
The  conditioAfin  the  building  trades  at  the  pre- 
sent time  justify  a  suspension  of  the  rules  by  your 
honorable  body  that  action  may  be  expedited  and 
that  not  only  opportunities  for  the  unemployed  to 
secure  work  may  be  created,  but  that  in  addition 
taxable  property  may  be  erected  which  will  con- 
tinue permanently  to  add  to  the  revenues  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

Gentlemen, — The   Municipal   Printing   Depart- 
ment since  its  creation  has  occupied  leased  premises 


in  various  sections  of  the  city  and  in  every  case, 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  leases,  which  have 
usually  been  of  short  duration,  have  been  required 
to  pay  increased  rentals  or  compelled  to  move  at  a 
considerable  expense  to  the  city  because  of  the 
character  of  equipment. 

With  a  view  to  alleviating  this  situation  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  was  requested  by  me 
some  years  ago  to  permit  departmental  earnings  to 
accumulate  with  a  view  to  the  creation  of  a  sufficient 
fund  at  some  time  to  purchase  a  site  and  erect  a 
building  for  use  of  the  Printing  Department  and 
such  other  municipal  departments  as  it  might  be 
deemed  advisable  to  provide  quarters  for  therein. 

As  a  consequence  of  this  policy  the  Printing 
Department  at  the  present  time  has  in  its  posses- 
sion slightly  in  excess  of  $300,000,  a  sum  sufficiently 
ample  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  site  and  the 
erection  of  necessary  structure,  and  I  accordingly 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

RULES   OF  CITY   COUNCIL. 

Coun.  DONOVAN,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules , 
reported  a  draft  of  the  rules  for  the  government 
of  the  City  Council  for  1930-31,  being  the  same 
rules  as  were  in  force  during  the  term  of  the 
previous  City  Council,  recommending  its  adoption, 
viz.: 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time  the  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council  shall 
be  held  on  every  Monday  at  two  o'clock  p.  m. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at 
his  discretion,  and  by  the  City  Clerk  for  the  pur- 
pose only  of  drawing  jurors. 

President. 

Rule  2.  The  President  of  the  Council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Council  shall  have 
adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order,  and 
a  quorum  being  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regu- 
lar order  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall  preside 
as  temporary  president  or  until  a  presiding  officer  is 
chosen. 

Rule  3.  The  President  shall  preserve  decorum 
and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members  and  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any  member  may 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and,  when 
properly  seconded,  no  other  business,  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be 
in  order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has  been 
decided.     The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council?  "  The  vote  shall  be  by  a 
roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative 
unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  4.  The  President  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  un- 
less the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its 
nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and  fixing 
times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shal. 
be  put  first. 

Rule  5.  The  President  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  6.  The  President  shall,  without  debate,  de- 
cide all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business  to 
be  acted  upon. 

Rule  7.  The  President  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  tbe  President  shall 
cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and,  when  any 
member  so  requests,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be 
taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  8.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  com- 
mittees, fill  all  vacancies  therein,  and  designate  tbe 
rank  of  the  members  thereof. 

Rule  9.  When  the  President  of  the  Council  or 
the  president  pro  tempore  shall  desire  to  vacate  the 
chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond  an  ad- 
journment. 

Motions. 

Rule  10.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  if  the  President  shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall 
be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out 
being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be 
admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 


Rule  13.  When  an  order  or  resolution  relates  to 
a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and  re- 
ported upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  City 
Council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presen- 
tation, be  referred  to  such  committee.  When  a 
motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  different 
committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put 
in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  Council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  Council. 
Any    member    offering    a    motion,     order    or 

resolution,  which  is  referred  to  a  committee,  shall 
be  given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon,  provided  he  so 
requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  order  or  before 
final  action  by  the  committee. 

Any  matter  referred  to  a  committee  may  be 
recalled  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Council,  if  such  matter  is  not  reported 
upon  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  reference. 

Rule  14.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by 
the  President  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except 
by  unanimous  consent. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the 
following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained,  and 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  10.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or 
pending  a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that  motion, 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take 
from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Readings. 
Rule  17.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolu- 
tion shall,  unless  rejected,  have  two  several  read- 
ings, both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same 
session  unless  objection  is  made,  provided,  however, 
that  all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys, 
unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  Coun- 
cil, shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action 
thereon.  Whenever  the  second  reading  imme- 
diately follows  the  first  reading,  the  document 
may  be  read  by  its  title  only;  provided,  that  all 
orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restric- 
tions on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land  other 
than  school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the 
purchase  of  land  other  than  for  school  purposes, 
and  all  loans  voted  by  the  City  Council  shall 
require  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members 
of  the  City  Council,  and  shall  be  passed  only 
after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate 
votes,  the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to 
be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first. 

Reconsideration. 

Rule  18.  When  a  vote  has  been  passed  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof 
at  the  same  meeting.  No  member  shall  speak 
for  more  than  ten  minutes  on  a  motion  to  reconsider 

Rule  19.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered, 
and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless 
it  has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration; 
nor  shall  any  reconsideration  be  had  upon  the 
following  motions: 

To  adjourn. 

The  previous  question. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

Take  from  the  table. 

To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table 
or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such 
action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion 
to  reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members. 
Rule  20.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak 
shall  rise,  address  the  Chair,  and  wait  until  he  is 
recognized,  and,  in  speaking,  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall  con- 
fine himself  to  the  question  and  avoid  personalities. 
Any  member' who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges 
in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon 
the  character  of  another  member,  shall  make  an 
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apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting  at  which 
the  offence  is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeed- 
ing regular  meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be 
named  by  the  President  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate 
until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  21.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has 
not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member 
speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted 
by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  to  serve  on  any  commit- 
tee, where  his  private  right  is  immediately  con- 
cerned, distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by 
interest,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Council  for 
special  reason  shall  excuse  him.  Application  to 
be  so  excused  on  any  question  must  be  made  before 
the  Council  is  divided,  or  before  the  calling  of  the 
yeas  and  nays;  and  such  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Standing  Committees. 
Rule  24.     The  following  standing   committees 
of  the  Council,  and  all  other  committees,  unless 
specially   directed   by   the   Council,   shall   be   ap- 
pointed by  the  President: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  consist 
of  seven  members  of  the  Council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  such  appropriation  orders  as  may  be 
submitted  to  the  Council  from  time  to  time. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  Council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or 
neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  They  shall 
report  annually  an  account  of  the  claims  awarded 
or  approved  by  them,  and  the  amount  of  money 
awarded  or  paid  in  settlements  thereof. 

4.  A  Committee  on  County  Accounts,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  Council. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  seven 
members  of  the  Council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  applications  for  expenditure  which  involve  a 
loan.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  the  inclosed  order  of  the 
City  Council  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  assign  suitable  quarters  near  City  Hall 
for  the  use  of  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau, 
now  located  at  Haymarket  square,  I  respectfully 
report  that  there  is  a  fire  house  located  on  Church 
street  which  was  recently  turned  over  to  this  de- 
partment and  which,  I  think,  could  be  used  for 
this  purpose  by  the  expenditure  of  possibly  82,000. 
I  have  talked  this  matter  over  with  Mr.  Shields  j 
and  he  seems  favorably  impressed  with  the  loca- 
tion inasmuch  as  it  is  in  a  centrally  located  dis- 
trict where  much  activity  prevails.  By  the  utiliza- 
tion of  this  property  the  annual  rental  of  $2,400 
which  we  now  pay  for  the  Haymarket  square 
property  could  be  saved,  which  is  quite  in  keeping 
with  your  Honor's  suggestion. 


I  might  also  add  that  I  have  received  a  com- 
munication from  John  C.  Kiley  offering  stores  on 
the  Court  square  side  of  the  Kimball  Building  for 
the  purpose  of  housing  the  Employment  Bureau 
at  a  rental  of  $2,000  per  year.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  the  General  Manager  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Public  Trustees  and  believing  that  the 
position  taken  by  him  upon  the  matter  is  worthy 
of  consideration  I  beg  to  submit  to  your  honorable 
body,  for  such  action  as  you  may  deem  proper, 
an  amendment  to  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Boston  so  that  the  same  may  conform  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  as  at  present  in  force  in  the 
neighboring  cities  and  towns  served  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  System.

Dear  Sir, — In  the  effort  to  meet  the  practical 
situation  with  regard  to  running  satisfactory  bus 
service  we  are  confronted  with  short  periods  of 
time  where  fluctuations  in  movement  of  passengers 
for  short  distances  indicate  that  it  would  be  in 
the  interest  of  the  car  riders  themselves  to  have 
the  privilege,  up  to  a  reasonable  limit,  of  board- 
ing buses  in  excess  of  the  seating  capacity,  which 
limit  is  now  set  by  ordinance  at  the  seating  capacity. 

The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  which  they  have  laid  down  recog- 
nize and  provide  for  standing  passengers  up  to 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity,  as 
follows: 

"Standees  and  Seats.  Passengers  in  excess  of 
25  per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
motor  vehicle  shall  not  habitually  be  carried. 
Where  the  number  of  passengers  regularly  apply- 
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ing  for  transportation  exceeds  that  above  provided 
for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish 
additional  facilities  to  carry  such  passengers.  In 
no  event  shall  standing  passengers  be  carried  for 
a  distance  in  excess  of  15  miles." 

The  ordinances  in  the  towns  of  Arlington,  Bel- 
mont, Brookline,  Medford,  Maiden,  Somerville, 
Watertown  now  provide  for  standing  passengers 
to  meet  the  very  conditions  to  which  I  am  calling 
attention. 

The  more  modern  type  of  buses  which  are  now- 
being  manufactured  lend  themselves  to  this 
situation  also  in  a  very  much  more  noticeable 
degree. 

It  is  manifestly  impossible  for  car  riders  to 
carry  the  expense  involved  of  additional  operators, 
buses,  etc.,  to  take  care  of  such  brief  periods  of 
overload.  The  inconvenience  now  caused  such 
passengers  of  waiting  for  following  buses  can  be 
obviated  if  the  city  would  modify  the  ordinance 
to  coincide  with  the  regulations  now  in  effect  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

There  are  short  peaks  in  the  movement  of 
traffic  as  well  as  emergencies  where  it  would  seem 
as  if  such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  those 
who  ride. 

I  am  calling  this  to  your  attention  with  the  hope 
that  we  may  have  this  cooperation  extended  to  us 
in  Boston,  as  is  done  in  the  other  cities  and  towns.

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Passengers  on  Jitneys. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Kevised  Ordinances 
of  1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sectirn 
one  hundred  and  one,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  101.  The  license  issued  for  each  motor 
vehicle  shall  fix  and  specify  its  seating  capacity, 
exclusive  of  the  operator.  Passengers  in  excess 
of  twenty-five  per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity 
of  such  motor  vehicle  shall  not  habitually  be 
carried.  Whenever  the  number  of  passengers 
regularly  applying  for  transportation  exceeds  the 
number  hereinbefore  provided  for  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish  sufficient  additional 
facilities  to  carry  such  passengers.  No  person 
operating  or  in  charge  of  any  such  vehicle  shall 
take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  more  persons  to  ride  or 
to  be  carried  thereon  at  any  one  time  than  is 
authorized  by  this  section,  or  permit  any  person 
to  stand  or  sit  upon  any  running  board,  steps, 
fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or  permit  any  person 
to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle  outside  the  body 
thereof;  provided,  however,  that  in  addition  to 
the  number  of  passengers  which  said  motor  vehicle 
by  the  terms  of  this  section  is  permitted  to  carry, 
children  under  seven  years  of  age  may  be  carried 
therein,  in  arms,  or  seated  on  the  laps  of  adult 
persons  accompanying  them,  but  no  passenger 
with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on  the  lap  shall  be 
permitted  on  any  front  seat  of  the  vehicle.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Your  letter  to  the  Presi- 
dent has  been  referred  to  the  Navy  Department 
for  a  reply. 

The  department  regrets  that  a  statement  appeared 
in  a  local  newspaper  during  the  past  week  to 
the  effect  that  the  Boston  Navy  Yard  is  to  be 
closed  down  within  a  few  days,  because  no  work 
had  been  assigned  there,  whereas  the  facts  are  that 


the  work  load  of  the  Boston  Navy  Yard  has  been 
determined  for  the  next  year  and  the  yard  has  been 
instructed  relative  to  the  said  work  load. 

A  report  from  the  commandant  of  the  Boston 
Navy  Yard  states  that  it  is  very  probable  that 
additional  men  to  the  number  of  about  eighty  will 
be  taken  on  in  February  rather  than  having  a 
discharge  in  the  near  future. 

As  the  work  load,  which  includes  the  general 
overhaul  of  vessels,  has  been  assigned  to  the  various 
yards  for  the  next  year,  it  is  impracticable  to 
divert  the  work  from  one  yard  to  another  without 
upsetting  the  conditions  at  practically  all  yards. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  yard  will  not 
be  closed  down  and  that  the  department  does  not 
contemplate  the  discharge  of  several  hundred 
mechanics  and  skilled  laborers  from  the  Boston 
Navy  Yard.

LOANS  FOR  CITY  HOSPITAL  BUILDINGS. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — The  City  Hospital  Trustees  are 
desirous  of  completing  the  program  adopted  in  1922 
and  I  believe  that  the  work  should  be  expedited, 
b,oth  as  a  means  of  providing  necessary  hospitaliza- 
tion facilities  for  the  public  and,  in  addition, 
relieving  unemployment  through  a  building  con- 
struction program. 

At  a  conference  held  this  day  with  the  City 
Hospital  Trustees,  the  superintendent  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  and  the  architects  assigned  to 
the  drafting  of  plans,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  four  of  the  projects  involving  an  expenditure 
of  $1,000,000  can  be  completed  this  year. 

The  projects  in  question  are  the  Children's 
Pavilion,  $325,000;  Laundry  Building,  $175,000; 
Administration  Building,  $420,000;  remodeling  and 
reconstructing  Nurses'  Home  and  Administration 
Building  located  in  what  is  commonly  known  and 
called  the  South  Department,  $80,000. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
providing  for  hospitalization  facilities  the  muni- 
cipality is  required  to  provide  one  half  of  the  re- 
quired amount  within  the  debt  limit,  and  one  half 
outside  of  the  debt  limit.

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  September  30,  1929)  recommending  can- 
cellation of  lease  from  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  Airport  Development  Company  and 
payment  of  damages  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
815,000 — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  feel,  in 
order  to  act  intelligently  on  a  matter  like  this, 
that  I  should  ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
to  tell  the  Council  about  it. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  this  is  one 
of  the  orders  that  was  left  over  when  the  last 
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Council  went  out  of  office,  and  I  found  it  in  our 
box  when  I  came  in.  It  relates  to  the  airport 
in  Ward  1.  It  seems  that  five  or  six  years  ago, 
when  the  state  was  in  control  of  that  property, 
they  made  a  lease  with  a  concern  known  as  the 
Boston  Airport  Company  that  covered  a  period 
of  at  least  ten  years.  Since  that  time  the  city 
has  taken  over  the  property  and  enlarged  it  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  property  with  the  lease 
on  it  is  right  in  the  center  of  the  flying  field. 
Therefore,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Long  of  the 
Park  Department,  we  held  meetings  at  which 
representatives  of  the  two  Boston  newspapers  repre- 
senting the  airport  were  present  and  it  came  out 
that  no  federal  appropriation  will  be  made  until 
such  time  as  this  matter  has  been  cleared  up. 
Because  there  was  no  opposition  to  it  our  com- 
mittee saw  no  reason  to  take  any  other  action 
than  that  which  has  been  taken  as  presented  here 
today.  They  feel  that  there  should  be  a  cancella- 
tion of  the  lease  and  that  this  should  be  taken 
over  as  city  property. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  might  say  further,  in 
addition,  that  having  the  airdrome  in  the  middle 
of  the  field  prevents  the  landing  of  the  flyers,  and 
that  this  action  proposed  by  the  committee  will 
possibly  relieve  the  situation.

At  the  time 
they  bought  the  land  from  the  City  of  Boston 
it  was  so  restricted  that  it  could  not  be  sold  for 
anything  but  charitable  purposes.  Because  that 
section  has  long  since  outlived  its  usefulness,  from

McGRATH — Mr.  President,  they  are 
not  going  to  sell  immediately,  as  I  understand 
from  their  attorney,  Michael  H.  Coughlin,  but  in 
the  event  that  they  do  ever  sell,  inasmuch  as  the 
land  is  owned  privately,  the  question  of  an  upset 
price  is  not  up  to  the  City  Council.

WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  this  small  loan  order,  I  would  simply  state,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  new  members  of  the  Council, 
that  the  Committee  on  Parks  and  Playgrounds 
when  it  last  made  a  report,  under  the  previous 
administration,  recommended  seven  playgrounds, 
including  one  in  Ward  17,  for  which  they  sub- 
mitted a  figure  of  $21,000,  based  on  assessed 
valuation  of  the  three  previous  years.  After  a 
loan  order  for  that  amount  had  been  passed  by  the 
Council  and  signed  by  the  Mayor,  it  turned  out 
that  the  value  of  that  four  or  five  acres  was  slightly 
increased  by  the  latest  figures,  bringing  the  amount 
necessary  up  to  $25,000,  approximately,  instead 
of  $21,000.

SANITARY    CONDITIONS   AT    MUDDY 

RIVER. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  accompany- 
ing communication  from  the  Park  Department 
with  reference  to  the  improvement  of  sanitary 
conditions  at  Leverett  pond  and  Muddy  river. 
This  matter,  as  you  will  note  by  the  communica- 
tion, has  been  the  subject  of  investigation  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  town  of  Brookline  for 
ft  period  of  six  years,  during  which  time  the  con- 
/  ditions  have  steadily  become  more  menacing  to 
the  health  of  the  city. 

The  terms  arranged  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  sanitary  conditions  appear  equitable  and 
the  result  to  be  obtained  most  desirable. 

Under  the  circumstances  I  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — In  June  of  1924,  your  Honor  called 
the  attention  of  the  Park  Department  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  lower  end  of  Leverett  pond,  adjacent 
to  Huntington  avenue,  from  which  Muddy  river, 
so  called,  rises,  and  directed  this  department  to

take  it  up  with  the  Board  of  Health ;  also,  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Brookline  to  conditions. 

The  result  of  communications  forwarded  from 
this  department  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Town  Selectmen  of  Brookline  lead  to  a  conference, 
at  which  Henry  X.  Goodnough,  chief  engineer, 
Division  of  Sanitary  Engineer  Department  of 
Public  Health;  Henry  A.  Varney,  chief  engineer, 
representing  Brookline;  Arthur  A.  Shurtleff, 
landscape  architect,  representing  Boston,  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  make  a  report  and  esti- 
mate and  also  to  suggest  an  equitable  apportion- 
ment of  the  cost  of  removing  a  deposit  in  Leverett 
pond  and  the  Riverway. 

In  March,  1925,  a  report  was  received  from  this 
committee  advocating  that  Brookline  pay  58  per 
cent  and  Boston  42  per  cent  apportionment. 

In  August,  1926,  a  final  report  was  made  and 
a  60  per  cent-40  per  cent  agreement  was  reported. 
This  apportionment  was  not  satisfactory  to  the 
Park  Department  and  the  matter  has  been  hang- 
ing fire  during  the  past  four  years. 

I  have  had  a  number  of  conferences  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Brookline  and 
finally  have  made  an  agreement  with  them  that 
they  will  pay  66|  per  cent  and  Boston  33J  per 
cent.  This  seems  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  ap- 
portionment. It  means  that  Muddy  river,  from 
Brookline  avenue,  will  be  dredged  to  a  depth  of 
5  feet  to  a  point  in  Leverett  pond — 100  yards 
beyond  the  outlet  of  Mother  brook,  which  will 
clear  the  river,  allow  the  fish  to  again  use  the 
waters —  mosquitoes  will  be  done  away  with  and 
it  will  also  give  an  uninterrupted  flow  of  water  and 
remove  a  number  of  other  objectionable  features. 
_  It  is  estimated  that  ,40,000  cubic  yards  of  mate- 
rial will  be  removed;  also,  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  edge  planting  will  be  destroyed.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  this  work  and  the  restoring  of  the 
banks  of  the  river,  planting,  etc.,  will  be  S105.000. 
I  am  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  §35,000  for 
Boston's  share  of  the  expense  so  that  this  work 
can  be  started  during  the  winter  months  when  it 
will  be  least  objectionable.  It  will  also  allow  of 
the  placing  of  the  40,000  cubic  yards  of  material 
on  the  Strandway  improvements,  and  will  save 
the  city  the  expense  of  having  to  purchase  this 
amount  of  fill  that  will  be  required  to  do  a  portion 
of  the  work  at  this  point.

BUDGET  FOR  CURRENT  YEAR. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  27,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  section  3 
of  the  city  charter  the  Mayor  is  required  to  submit 
the  budget  within  thirty  days  after  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

Under  existing  law  the  city  may  raise  S6.52  on 
each  one  thousand  of  the  average  valuation  for 
three  years,  less  abatements,  for  general  municipal 
purposes,  exclusive  of  schools.  Since  1918  the 
statutory  figure  has  proven  inadequate  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  city.  As  a  result  it  has  been 
necessary  to  appeal  annually  to  the  Legislature  for 
an  increase  in  the  statutory  tax  limit. 

Boston  is  the  only  city  in  the  Commonwealth 
which  is  forced  to  make  an  annual  petition  of  this 
kind.  Believing  that  Boston  should  enjoy  the 
same  measure  of  home  rule  in  so  far  as  appropria- 
tions are  concerned  as  the  other  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth,  I  have  requested  the  Legislature 
this  year  to  remove  the  tax  limit.  Until  this 
request  is  acted  upon  it  is  impossible  for  me  to 
submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  annual  budget 
in  full  segregated  form. 

In  order  to   avoid   any   question  being  raised 


as  to  the  submission  of  a  budget  within  the  time 
limit  stated  in  the  city  charter,  I  submit  herewith 
the  budget  m  lump  sum  form.

DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  briefly  1 
might  explain  this  for  the  benefit  of  the  newer 
members  of  the  Council.  It  is  the  customary  loan 
order  allowed  under  the  Act  of  1908  for  $1,000,000 
annually  for  construction  of  the  sewer  system  of 
Boston.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  dire  need 
not  only  for  the  $1,000,000,  but  for  $3,000,000  or 
$5,000,000  to  carry  on  the  contemplated  sewer 
plans  of  the  Mayor;  and  it  will  require  large  ex- 
penditures to  make  the  necessary  improvements 
in  order  that  the  sewer  plans  may  be  carried  out  in 
such  sections  as  East  Boston,  Roxbury,  West  Rox- 
bury,  Dorchester  and  Hyde  Park.  For  example, 
twenty  streets  were  laid  out  and  accepted  last  year, 
but  not  constructed,  because  they  ran  out  of  money. 
Now,  if  a  proper  amount  of  money  is  not  allowed 
for  this  work,  and  there  should  be  $1,800,000 
instead  of  $1,000,000  at  the  present  moment  it 
must  be  curtailed.

WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  hear  something  with  reference  to  that  particular 
order,  feeling,  as  I  do,  that  we  have  enough  jitney 
bus  lines  in  the  central  district  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. We  now  have  bus  lines  going  down  School 
street,  up  along  Washington  street  and  other 
streets,  through  Post  Office  square,  that  ought  to 
be  abolished.  Therefore,  I  would  like  to  know  as 
to  the  necessity  for  this  particular  bus  line,  its 
route,  and  how  many  buses  are  involved. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  might  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  this  is  not  a  new  route,  but  is  really  a  cur- 
tailment of  an  old  route.  Instead  of  going  to 
Copley  square,  it  will  now  stop  at  Clarendon 
street.  It  was  at  the  suggestion  of  the  councilor 
from  the  district  that  the  committee  voted  to 
report  in  favor.  He  might  be  able  to  give  any 
information  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  wants 
to  have. 

Coun.  WILSON — I  understand  that,  so  far  as 
this  particular  bus  route  is  concerned,  it  means 
really  a  shorter  route? 

President  LYNCH — According  to  the  councilor, 
it  does. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — I  have  nothing  to  add  to  that, 
Mr.  President.  This  just  shortens  up  the  present 
route  and  makes  the  service  more  frequent.

of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  for 
the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  construction  of  a 
new  building  for  the  Municipal  Court  of  the 
Hoxbury  District,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tion the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City 
to  said  amount. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Council,  both  the  criminal  and  civil  business 
of  the  Roxbury  District  Court  has  been  increasing 
at  a  tremendous  ratio  for  the  last  few  years,  and 
the  business  has  outgrown  the  facilities  of  the 
court  to  handle  it.  On  any  day  when  business 
is  being  handled  at  the  court  you  will  find  that 
crowds  of  people  are  overflowing  the  courtrooms 
and  corridors,  almost  down  to  the  street.  There 
are  no  facilities  there  for  rooms  for  counsel,  where 
counsel  may  interview  clients;  there  are  no 
waiting  rooms  for  women;  the  wash  rooms  are 
inadequate,  and  the  entire  facilities  of  the  court- 
house are  in  a  disgraceful  condition,  because  of 
the  tremendous  increase  in  business.  The  time 
lias  arrived  when  something  has  to  be  done  in 
order  to  afford  increased  and  better  facilities. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  an  order  in- 
troduced here  for  an  increase  in  the  quarters, 
making  provisions  for  increased  quarters  for  the 
Probation  Department.  That  was  denied  by  the 
Council  for  reasons  then  stated.  But  increase 
in  those  quarters  alone  would  not  begin  to  satisfy 
conditions  out  there.  While  the  building  was 
originally  fairly  well  built,  it  was  built  without  any 
view  apparently  to  the  future  needs  of  the  district, 
because  the  business  has  far  outrun  the  capacity 
of  the  building.  It  would,  therefore,  seem  neces- 
sary as  well  as  desirable,  that  this  order  should 
pass,  in  order  that  we  may  have  a  new  courthouse 
for  that  district.

Furthermore, 
there  are  toilets  in  this  building  that  the  public  can 
have  access  to,  the  doors  being  open  at  all  times 
and  janitor  service  being  provided. 

However  I  will  be  glad  to  go  into  further  detail 
if  it  is  your  desire.

HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 
there  was  a  considerable  sum  of  money  appro- 
priated last  year  for  this  particular  celebration,  and 
spent  outside  the  city,  for  publicity  purposes,  and 
so  far  I  don't  think  the  City  Council  knows  any- 
thing at  all  about  how  it  has  been  spent.  So  I 
would  like  to  have  a  report  as  to  how  the  money 
has  been  expended,  so  that  we  may  get  some  line 
on  what  has  been  done,  and  whether  the  committee 
has  functioned  or  not. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think  we 
ought  to  be  precipitate  in  voting  for  this  order. 
As  I  understand  it,  ^25,000  was  appropriated  some- 
time last  year  for  this  committee,  and,  if  I  am 
correctly  informed,  only  $4,000  of  that  $25,000  was 
spent,  and  the  balance  was  turned  back  to  the  City 
of  Boston  from  the  Tercentenary  Committee  by 
the  Hon.  A.  C.  Ratshesky,  chairman  of  the  com- 


mittee.  I  think  I  read  in  the  newspapers  a  short 
time  ago  about  how;  Mr.  Ratshesky  was  com- 
plimented on  his  turning  back  of  that  $21,000.  If 
$4,000  has  been  spent  for  publicity,  newspaper  or 
otherwise,  inside  or  outside  Boston  and  the  Com- 
monwealtn,  of  course  there  will  be  a  report  in 
regard  to  that,  and  we  know  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  has  just  appointed  the  chairman  of  the 
Tercentenary  Committee  this  year,  which  we  have 
every  reason  to  believe  will  be  a  properly  function- 
ing committee,  because  of  the  dynamic  man  who 
has  been  placed  at  its  head  in  the  person  of  John  F. 
Fitzgerald,  former  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  think, 
judging  from  the  action  taken  last  Friday,  at  the 
Old  South  Meeting  House,  we  should  be  satisfied 
that  everything  will  go  along  in  a  proper  and  pro- 
gressive way.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  this  is 
not  the  time  to  request  the  present  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton to  have  a  report  made  in  regard  to  the  $25,000 
appropriated  last  year,  because  as  I  say,  $21,000 
has  been  turned  back,  and  I  believe  that  wnen 
the  money  has  been  spent,  together  with  the 
further  sums  that  will  be  authorized  from  time  to 
time,  a  proper  report  will  be  made  by  the  proper 
authorities.  I  do  think  that  there  is  no  need  for 
the  passage  of  this  order  offered  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  21  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
order  offered  by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  21 
should  perhaps  pass  at  this  time.  I  am  glad  to 
hear,  authentically  or  otherwise,  that  Mr.  Rat- 
shesky was  able  to  return  to  the  coffers  of  the  city 
at  least  $21,000  out  of  the  $25,000,  and,  knowing 
something  of  what  has  been  done  with  money 
appropriated  for  past  conventions,  I  think  he 
deserves  some  credit.  He  must  have  had  a  tough 
job  to  be  able  to  return  the  $21,000  out  of  the 
$25,000  with  that  particular  outfit.  I  would  like 
to  know  how  much  of  the  $25,000  is  still  available 
— whether  Mr.  Ratshesky,  with  the  difficulties  he 
must  have  encountered,  was  really  able  to  keep  the 
$21,000  intact  for  this  administration.  If  so,  we 
may  as  well  have  the  facts,  together  with  other 
expenditures  so  far  as  the  Tercentenary  Committee 
is  concerned,  and  may  also  be  able  to  find  out  what 
progress  has  been  made  since  the  new  administra- 
tion coming  in  the  first  part  of  January  this  year. 
For  that  reason,  I  favor  the  order;  I  believe  we 
should  know  what  the  money  has  been  spent  on, 
and  for  whom. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  it  was  not  my  idea 
to  reflect  on  anybody.  But  I  do  think  that  we 
should  know,  if  only  $4,000  was  expended,  how  it 
was  spent,  and  what  was  done  with  the  other 
$21,000.  If  the  committee  did  not  function, 
there  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  the  committee 

at  the  present  Mayor  will  appoint  will  function, 
and  will  be  able  to  use  whatever  money  is  available 
to  good  advantage.  So  I  should  like  to  know 
what  was  done  with  the  money  appropriated  last 
year,  as  well  as  getting  information  in  regard  to 
what  is  done  with  tne  money  appropriated  this 
year. 

Coun.  BUSH— While  I  feel  that  the  order  will 
not  serve  any  useful  purpose,  at  the  same  time, 
when  a  member  of  the  Council  desires  information 
about  funds  that  have  been  appropriated  for  cer- 
tain purposes,  I  think,  as  an  elected  representative 
of  tne  citizens  of  Boston,  he  is  entitled  to  the 
information.  This  is  an  order  looking  to  the  dis- 
covery of  facts,  and,  as  such,  I  think  it  should  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  January 
22,  1930,  in  which  you  request  information  as  to 
what  measures  are  necessary  for  the  Aviation 
Memorial  Committee  to  erect  certain  memorials 
at  the  Administration  Building  at  its  expense,  and 
which  the  City  of  Boston  would  take  over,  and 
the  desire  of  the  said  committee  to  turn  over  the 
balance  of  cash  which  they  have  on  hand  to  the 
City  of  Boston  be  advised  as  follows: 

It  will  be  necessary  that  an  order  be  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  and  approved  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  before  the  gifts  can  be  accepted.  It 
will  then  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  410  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  as 
amended  by  chapter  87  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919, 
which  provides  as  follows: 

Section  3.  "The  board  shall  have  the  custody 
and  care  of  all  works  of  art  owned  by  the  city  and 
heretofore  under  the  control  of  any  department 
thereof.  No  work  of  art  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise, 
until  it,  or  a  design  or  model  thereof,  and  the 
situation  proposed  therefor  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  board,  and  no  work  of  art,  until 
approved  by  the  board,  shall  be  erected  or  placed 
in,  over  or  upon,  or  allowed  to  extend  in,  over  or 
upon  any  street,  avenue,  square,  park  or  other 
property  belonging  to  the  city.  The  board  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  order  the  removal, 
relocation  or  alteration  of  any  existing  work  of 
art  owned  by  the  city,  and  no  such  work  of  art 
shall  be  removed,  relocated  or  altered  without 
such  order  and  approval.  The  board  shall,  at 
the  request  of  the  mayor,  study,  consider  and 
report  upon  the  design  of  any  municipal  building, 
bridge,  approach,  fence  or  other  structure  erected 
or  to  be  erected  upon  land  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  upon  the  design  of  any  arch,  bridge,  structure 
or  approach  which  is  the  property  of  any  person, 
firm,  or  corporation,  and  extends  in,  over  or 
upon  any  street,  avenue,  highway,  park  or  public 
place." 

Section  4.  "The  term  'work  of  art,'  as  used 
in  this  act,  shall  apply  to  and  include  all  paintings, 
mural  decorations,  statues,  bas-reliefs,  sculptures, 
monuments,  fountains,  arches,  ornamental  gate- 
ways and  other  structures  of  a  permanent  character 
intended  for  ornament  or  commemoration." 

1  am  inclosing  herewith  an  order  to  carry  your 
suggestion  into  effect.  If  this  order  is  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  and  approved  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  then  the  subject  matter  as  far  aB  it 
relates  to  the  memorial  should  be  referred  to  the 
Art  Commission  for  their  approval.

SALE  OF  LAND,  FANEUIL  STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  4,  1930. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Inclosed  find  order  wherein  the 
City  of  Boston  conveys  certain  land  situate  on 
Faneuil  street  in  Brighton  to  the  Florence  Crit- 
tenton League  of  Compassion  and  wherein  the 
said  League,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  mak- 
ing of  said  conveyance,  is  required  to  deliver  to 
the  City  of  Boston  an  instrument  in  writing  wherein 
the  said  League  agrees  to  waive  all  damages  and 
to  hold  the  City  of  Boston  harmless  against  all 
claims  for  damages  when  and  if  the  City  of  Boston 
lays  out  Faneuil  street  in  Brighton  as  a  public 
street  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

There  was  a  taking  made  to  widen  and  relocate 
Faneuil  street  and  filed  in  the  Suffolk  Registry 
of  the  Land  Court  September  9,  1919.  This 
taking  was  never  perfected,  however,  as  no  entry 
was  ever  made  for  construction.  By  deed  dated 
January  5,  1921,  Mr.  W.  Stanley  Tripp  of  Boston 
signed  and  delivered  to  the  City  of  Boston  a  deed 
which  purported  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Boston 
a  strip  of  land  to  be  used  in  the  widening  of  said 


Faneuil  street.  The  city  paid  nothing  for  this 
deed.  Mr.  Tripp,  however,  was  the  owner  of  only 
a  portion  of  the  land  and  he  was  the  only  one  who 
signed  the  deed.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that 
the  city  has  no  claim  upon  any  portion  of  said 
strip  except  that  strip  that  was  owned  by  the  said 
W.  Stanley  Tripp.  This  deed  was  not  recorded 
upon  the  proper  side  of  the  court,  namely,  the 
Land  Court  side,  so  that  it  was  not  binding  except 
between  the  parties  to  the  deed  and  those  who  had 
actual  notice  of  the  transaction. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  mentioned  facts 
that  the  City  of  Boston  owns  this  isolated  piece  of 
land  which  is  not  being  used  for  anything  at  the 
present  time  and  which  may  become  a  source  of 
trouble  to  the  city  in  that  the  city  is  charged  with 
the  care  of  it. 

The  Florence  Crittenton  League  of  Compassion, 
a  Massachusetts  corporation,  owns  the  land  abut- 
ting upon  the  said  strip  and  is  desirous  of  having 
an  entrance  from  their  land  to  the  highway.  It  is 
necessary  for  the  said  League  to  go  over  the  said 
strip  of  land  which  the  said  W.  Stanley  Tripp 
deeded  to  the  city  to  reach  the  highway. 

I  am  informed  that  the  purpose  of  the  Florence 
Crittenton  League  of  Compassion  is  caring  for 
wayward  girls. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order.

It  is  hereby  Ordered,  That  upon  the  convey- 
ance to  the  City  of  Boston  by  a  confirmatory 
deed  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Law  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  of  that  portion  of  the  prem- 
ises above  mentioned  which  were  owned  by  W. 
Stanley  Tripp  of  Boston  at  the  date  and  delivery 
of  said  deed  to  the  said  City  of  Boston,  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  grant  all 
its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  premises 
conveyed  to  it  as  aforesaid  by  the  said  W.  Stanley 
Tripp  to  the  said  Florence  Crittenton  League  of 
Compassion.

TERCENTENARY   MEMORIAL.

Gentlemen, — The  City  of  Boston  is  extremely 
fortunate  in  the  opportunity  that  is  presented 
through  the  vision  and  sacrifice  of  the  Commission 
on  the  Marking  of  Historical  Sites  in  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  observe,  even  though  in  a  modest 
way,  the  founding  of  Boston. 

This  commission  in  conjunction  with  a  former 
member  of  the  Park  Commission  and  a  pupil 
of  the  sculptor  Saint  Gaudens  have  submitted 
sketches  for  a  suitable  memorial  to  commemorate 
the  tercentenary  of  the  founding  of  Boston.

It  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Art  Com- 
mission and  that  it  may  be  completed  in  time  for 
unveiling  and  dedication  upon  Boston  Day, 
September  17th  of  the  present  year,  I  respectfully 
recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  order.

PURCHASE    OF    LAND    NEAR    LEVERETT 
AND   NASHUA   STREETS. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  10,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  improvement  of  Charles 
street  through  widening  to  a  width  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  makes  necessary  the  taking  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  recreation  park  land  commonly 
known  as  Charlesbank  Gymnasium.  The  im- 
provement contemplated  represents  the  contri- 
bution by  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  Charles  River 
Embankment  improvement  which  waB  in  a  large 
measure  made  possible  through  the  contribution 
of  $1,000,000  by  the  widow  of  a  former  member  of 
the  City  Council,  the  late  James  J.  Storrow. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  con- 
junction with  the  Leverett  and  Nashua  Street 
Development  purchased  from  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  approximately  86,000  feet  of  land.  At 
a  conference  at  which  were  present  His  Excellency 
Governor  Frank  G.  Allen,  the  State  Treasurer, 
the  State  Highway  Commissioners,  his  Honor 
James  M.  Curley,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
the  auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  an  agreement 
was  arrived  at  with  reference  to  the  amount  to  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  land  purchased 
by  the  Commonwealth  from  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad.  It  was  agreed  that  in  consideration  of 
the  construction  at  a  cost  of  $35,000  of  certain 
streets  in  the  industrial  section  of  state-owned  land 
in  the  vicinity  of  Summer  street  and  the  payment 
of  $25,000  that  title  to  the  land  would  be  conveyed 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  In  the  event  that  the  City 
Council  are  in  agreement  it  is  my  purpose  to  later 
provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  establishment  of 
suitable  bathing  facilities  in  conjunction  with  the 
park  development  created  upon   this  land.     The 


section  in  question  where  the  land  is  located  is  the 
most  congested  center  of  the  city  and  I  early 
recommend  the  early  adoption  of  the  acompany- 
ing  order.

IMPROVEMENTS,       WEBSTER       AVENUE 
PLAYGROUND. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  10,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — With  a  view  to  the  conservation 
of  health  a  program  was  started  some  ten  years 
ago  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  rid  the  city  of  at 
least  one  acre  of  unsightly,  unhealthful,  unwhole- 
some disease-breeding  tenement  property.  It 
was  my  belief  at  that  time,  and  1  have  had  no 
occasion  to  change  that  opinion,  that  this  policy, 
rigidly  adhered  to  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years, 
would  remove  twenty-five  acies  of  possible  sources 
of  contagion  and  death. 

Unfortunately  my  views  in  the  matter  seemingly 
have  not  appealed  with  sufficient  force  to  my 
successors.  Consequently  the  program  has  suf- 
fered abandonment  with  the  exception  of  expend- 
ing the  money  provided  by  me  for  the  taking  of 
land  and  with  no  action  upon  the  question  of 
development  for  public  use. 

A  sum  sufficient  was  provided  in  1925  for  the 
taking  of  land  and  for  the  establishment  of  a 
mothers'  and  children's  oasis  of  a  health-breeding 
small  park  in  the  most  congested  section  of  the 
North  End.  I  find  upon  examination  that  the 
entire  sum  was  expended  in  land-taking  and  legal 
settlements  and  that  no  money  is  now  available 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  purpose  for  which  the 
money  was  originally  appropriated. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    NEW    FIREBOAT.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  report 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  based  on  investigations 
of  Professor  Owens  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  and  of  Francis  Minot,  naval  archi- 
tect and  engineer,  with  reference  to  the  condition 
of  the  fireboats  in  the  service  of  the  city. 

From  what  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the 
best  character  of  protection  to  the  waterfront,  or 
the  property  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the  water- 
front, is  a  modern  fireboat  and,  in  view  of  the 
condition  of  the  fireboats  now  in  use  and  the 
length  of  time  they  have  been  in  service,  the 
recommendation  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  that 
the  city  construct  one  each  year  for  a  period  of 
three  years  is  worthy  of  immediate  consideration 
and  action. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — I  return  herewith  communications, 
addressed  to  your  Honor,  from  Mr.  Francis  Minot, 
naval  architect,  concerning  the  condition  of  the 
fireboats  in  the  service  of  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

For  some  time  past  the  fireboats  have  caused  the 
officials  of  the  Fire  Department  grave  concern  and 
it  has  been  only  because  of  that  fact  that  it  has 
been  possible  to  keep  the  boats  afloat  and  out  of 
consideration  of  the  large  expense  necessary  to 
replace  them  that  no  recommendations  have  been 
made  up  to  the  present  time  for  new  boats.  The 
three  boats  are  in  such  a  condition  that  it  would 
even  be  difficult  to  recommend  the  order  in  which 
they  should  be  replaced  if  it  was  decided  to  replace 
them  one  at  a  time. 

Engine  31  is  a  small  boat  with  one  pump  and  a 
capacity  of  3,000  gallons  per  minute.  The  boat 
was  put  in  service  in  1914,  but  the  engines  were 
second-hand.  Engine  44  has  two  sets  of  pumps 
and  a  capacity  of  6,000  gallons  per  minute.  This 
boat  was  put  in  service  in  1895.  Engine  47  has 
two  pumps  and  a  capacity  of  6,000  gallons  per 
minute.     The  boat  was  put  in  service  in  1909. 

Each  year  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  boats  out 
of  service  for  inspection  by  the  United  States 
Steamboat  Inspectors  before  the  licenses  are  re- 
newed for  their  operation.  As  a  reult  of  these 
inspections  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  make 
extensive  repairs  to  the  boats  each  year,  the 
amount  of  the  repairs  being  gradually  on  the 
increase. 

I  submit  below  a  table  of  the  amount  of  money 
expended  for  repairs  on  the  three  boats  during  the 
last  three  years.

The  boats  are  antiquated  and  out  of  date 
although  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  them 
in  first-class  condition. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  either  an  appropriation 
should  be  provided  for  the  purchase  of  one  new 
boat  each  year  for  three  years  or  an  appropriation 


be  provided  to  employ  a  naval  architect  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  officials  of  this  depart- 
ment in  making  a  study  in  the  preparation  of  plans 
for  new  boats  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

A  special  study  has  already  been  made  of  Fire- 
boat  Engine  31,  a  report  of  which  is  as  follows: 

In  connection  with  the  appropriation  for  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  1930  I  desire  to  call 
attention  to  the  serious  necessity  for  replacing 
Fireboat  Engine  31.  The  present  boat  was  built 
in  1910-11.  The  hull  is  of  wood  with  an  iron 
deck  house.  It  is  equipped  with  a  single  Babcock 
and  Wilcox  boiler  and  the  mam  engines  are  two 
Brown  and  Miller  compounds,  originally  built  for 
old  Engine  31  and  removed  when  it  was  taken  out 
of  service.  For  fire  purposes  there  is  a  piston 
pumper  of  3,000  gallons  per  minute  capacity. 
From  1925-29  this  department  has  spent  $28,- 
141.89  for  repairs. 

There  is  some  question  at  the  present  time  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  hull.  Recently  an  order 
was  given  for  repairing  or  renewing  three  frames, 
three  wales  and  the  ceiling  and  coal  bunkers. 
When  the  old  wood  was  torn  out  it  was  discovered 
that  twenty-five  frames  were  badly  rotted  and 
the  entire  ceiling  in  the  way  of  bunkers  together 
with  clamps  would  have  to  be  renewed. 

With  the  exception  of  three  frames,  the  entire 
section  from  the  forward  fire  room  bulkhead  to  the 
forward  end  of  the  water  tanks  in  the  engine  room 
has  been  renewed.  No  attempt  was  made  to  go 
forward  in  the  fire  room  bulkhead  or  aft  to  astern 
of  the  forward  end  of  water  tanks. 

There  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
frames  and  ceilings  between  engine  room  bulk- 
heads are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those 
in  the  fire  room  and  in  way  of  bunkers.  If  the 
present  boat  is  continued  in  service  during  the 
next  three  or  four  years  it  will  undoubtedly  be 
necessary  to  do  work  of  this  kind.  When  this 
does  become  necessary  it  will  be  a  very  costly  prop- 
osition since  it  will  require  the  moving  of  the 
water  tanks  and  considerable  machinery.  The 
tanks  would  probably  have  to  be  replaced  because 
they  will  almost  certainly  develop  leaks.  All 
steam  and  water  pipes  in  way  of  repairs  would 
have  to  be  removed. 

Forward  of  the  fire  room  bulkhead  where  recent 
repairs  stop,  there  will  be  found  the  same  condi- 
tion as  was  found  during  the  recent  work  since 
there  was  positive  evidence  of  this  when  the  bulk- 
head was  removed.  Decay  was  also  fouDd  in  the 
planking  in  several  places. 

The  boiler  is  now  over  eighteen  years  old  and 
has  caused  considerable  trouble.  During  the 
past  two  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  replace 
eighteen  tubes  and  there  was  every  evidence  to 
expect  that  it  would  soon  be  necessary  to  replace 
the  boiler  because  of  age.  The  ordinary  life  of  a 
boiler  of  this  type  is  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years. 
The  engines  of  the  compound  type  were  built 
for  old  Engine  31  to  operate  on  120  pounds  steam 
pressure  and  now  operate  on  160  pounds  pressure 
and  the  cylinders  have  been  rebored  from  10J 
inches  to  11  inches.  It  is  only  because  of  the  con- 
stant supervision  of  the  engineering  force  of  the 
boat  and  prompt  attention  to  defects  that  the 
6team  plant  is  kept  in  its  present  state  of  efficiency. 
The  fire  pump  being  of  the  direct  expansion  type 
requires  three  men  in  the  fire  room  to  supply 
steam  for  capacity  operation. 

In  my  opinion  the  maintenance  cost  of  the 
present  Engine  31  during  the  next  five  years  would 
reach  a  figure  out  of  all  proportion  of  the  value  of 
the  boat  as  an  efficient  unit  of  waterfront  pro- 
tective service.  Despite  any  amount  of  money 
expended  for  renovation,  we  would  still  have  a 
boat  depending  on  one  boiler  and  one  pump  to 
keep  it  in  service.

IMPROVEMENTS  FOR  BOSTON  AIRPORT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  13,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  enactment  by  the  Legislature 
of  a  bill  permitting  an  additional  lease  c*f  land 
from  the  state  to  the  city  permits  of  the.  enlarge- 
ment and  extension  of  the  Boston  Airport. 

Certain  improvements  are  necessary  at  once 
in  order  that  Boston  may  receiva  fyClass  1  rating 
from  the  Department  of  Commanre  as  to  size  of 
airport.  Among  the  improvements  desirable  at 
once  are  the  following: 

1.  The  building  of  a  hydroplane  ramp  to 
provide  a  landing  place  for  seaplanes  or  surface 
boats  in  proximity  to  the  present  hangars. 

2.  The  construction  of  a  permanent  road  in 
the  rear  of  the  hangars,  and  also  the  establishment 
of  a  large  area  for  parking  purposes. 

3.  The  erection  of  a  fence  with  opening  for 
planes  in  front  of  the  hangars  to  be  used  by  the 
operators  for  the  loading  and  unloading  of  pas- 
sengers. JT 

4.  The  development  of  a  perjnanejift  seaplane 
port  as  filling  progresses  to  permit  of>che  same. 

5.  The  establishment  of  suitable  concrete 
markers.  _  \r 

6.  Additional  lighting  equipment,  including 
beacon,  etc.,  and  such  obstruction  lighting  on 
nearby  buildings  as  may  be  necessary. 

7.  The  filling  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
of  the  triangular  space  between  the  National 
Guard  hangars  and  Wood  Island  Park.  (This 
area  to  be  used  for  such  additional  hangars  as 
may  be  required.) 

8.  The  general  development  of  the  airport. 
At   the   present   time   there   remains   an 

pended  balance  of  appropriation  amounting 
$80,000  which  can  be  utilized  in  part  upojr  this 
work.  The  probability  is  that  th$  completion 
of  the  airport  will  ultimately  represent  \0To  years' 
work  and  an  expenditure  approximating  one  and 
one  half  millons  of  dollars. 

I  recognize  that  it  is  impossible  to  provide  this 
entire  sum  in  one  year,  and  even  if  the  amount 
were  available,  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry 
through  the  projected  development  in  a  shorter 
period  of  time  than  two  years. 

I  am,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  in  addition 
to  the  unexpended  balance  on  hand  the  sum  of 
$250,000  additional  could  be  expended  during 
the  present  year,  and  I  accordingly  recommend 
the  adoption  by  your  honorable  body  of  the 
accompanying  order.

EXCHANGE  OF  LAND  WITH 
COMMONWEALTH. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  17,  L930 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, —  I  herewith  present  for  your  favor- 
able consideration  an  order  for  the  exchange  of 
lands  which  is  authorized  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  2G4,  Acts  of  1928,  "An  Art  Authorizing 
the  City  of  Boston  to  Exchange  Land  with  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  Purposes  of  Marine  Park 
in  Said  City,"  which  act  is  as  follows: 

"The  city  of  Boston,  by  vote  of  its  city  council 
approved  by  its  mayor,  is  hereby  authorized,  in 
consideration  of  the  conveyance  to  it  for  park 
purposes  of  land  at  least  equal  in  area,  to  convey 
to  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  by  deed 
approved  by  the  attorney  general,  all  the  rights, 
title  and  interest  of  said  city  in  and  to  certain  land 
and  flats  at  South  Boston,  being  a  part  of  an  area, 
now  known  as  Marine  park,  lying  easterly  of  Far- 
ragut  road  and  between  said  road  and  the  flats  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  acquired  by  said  city  for 
the  purposes  of  a  public  park  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  other- 
wise; and  the  state  department  of  public  works 
shall  have  charge  of  any  land  and  flats  conveyed  to 
the  commonwealth  hereunder." 

Negotiations  for  the  proposed  exchange  have 
been  pending  for  many  years  between  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  city.  On  September  29,  1925, 
I,  as  Mayor,  approved  a  former  order  as  finally 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  September  28,  1925, 
for  the  exchange  of  lands  in  substantially  the  same 
location.  The  exchange  was  never  consummated, 
due  to  the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  at  that 
time  that  the  City  of  Boston's  title  to  the  land  that 


it  proposed  to  convey  was  questioned.  In  con- 
sequence of  the  Attorney-General's  advice  and  the 
refusal  of  the  Commonwealth  to  make  the  ex- 
change at  that  time,  the  passage  of  chapter  264 
above  quoted  became  necessary.  No  further  ac- 
tion was  taken  until  I  again  assumed  the  office  of 
Mayor  this  year.  Negotiations  were  renewed  be- 
tween the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Governor  and  myself,  and  as  a 
result  of  these  negotiations,  an  agreement  was 
arrived  at  that  the  exchange  proposed  in  the 
accompanying  order  should  be  made  and  that  in 
addition  to  the  exchange  of  lands  in  South  Boston, 
the  Commonwealth,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  371,  Acts  of  1929,  "An  Act  Providing  for 
the  Improvement  of  the  Charles  River  Basin  for 
Recreation:]!  and  Other  Purposes  for  the  Laying 
Out  and  Constructon  of  Certain  Parkways  Along 
the  Basin  and  for  the  Improvement  of  Certain 
Streets  in  Boston  and  Cambridge  Near  Said  Basin." 
should  sell  and  convey  two  parcels  o!  land  formerly 
owned  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  situate  on 
Nashua  and  Lowell  streets,  containing  about 
83,081  square  feet,  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  play- 
ground, bathing  or  similar  purposes,  for  the  sum  of 
$25,000. 

You  now  have  under  consideration  an  order  for 
the  appropriation  of  said  sum  which  I  have  here- 
tofore transmitted.  The  city  is  also  to  agree  to 
lay  out.  construct  and  improve  largo  street  and  E 
street  in  South  Boston  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed 
$35,000,  when  these  streets  which  are  included  in 
the  proposed  exchange  are  conveyed  by  the  Com- 
monwealth to  the  city. 

This  exchange  of  land  and  the  improvement  of 
the  streets  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Park 
Department  and  will  allow  the  Commonwealth 
to  develop  its  land  bordering  on  the  Reserved 
channel  for  industrial  purposes,  which  will  develop 
business  and  add  to  the  taxable  property  of  the 
city.  The  acquisition  by  the  city  of  the  property 
of  the  Commonwealth  on  Lowell  and  Nashua 
streets  will  give  to  the  city  recreational,  playground 
and  bathing  facilities  much  needed  in  a  greatly 
congested  district. 

I  therefore  earnestly  urge  upon  you  the  wisdom 
of  your  favorable  action  as  speedily  as  possible  so 
that  all  matters  agreed  upon  between  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  city  at  the  conference  may  be 
concluded  at  the  same  time.

E  street  as  shown  on  plan  and  profile  marked 
"City  of  Boston,  E  Street,  South  Boston,  October 
6,  1903,  William  Jackson,  City  Engineer."

UNPAID   WATER   RATES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to  direct  the  City 
Collector  to  proceed  in  accordance  with  chapter 
391  of  the  Acts  of  1928  for  the  collection  of  unpaid 
water  rates. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  that  order  I  would  state  that  it  is  prompted  by 
newspaper  articles  I  have  seen  recently  to  the 
cITcrt  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  quite  properly 
in  mind  the  collection  of  the  lar.ce  amount  of 
unpaid  water  bills  amounting  to  $779,580,  up  to 
the  last  quarter  of  1929.  Unfortunately,  however, 
as  I  understand  the  situation,  the  Mayor,  if  the 
papers  are  correct,  has,  I  understand,  advised  the 
Water  Department  to  notify  all  owners  of  property 
in  the  City  of  Boston  that,  unless  the  water  bills 
are  paid  on  or  before  March  15,  the  City  of  Boston 
will  enforce  the  city  ordinance  and  thereby  shut  off 
water  in  the  City  of  Boston  from  houses  the  owners 
of  which  have  not  paid  the  tax.  I  would  call  the 
attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  two  years  ago,  in  March,  1928,  a  special 
committee  of  the  City  Council,  consisting  of 
Councilors  Ruby,  Murphy,  Fish,  Sullivan,  Mc- 
Mahan  and  Wilson,  was  appointed  by  the  President 
to  investigate  the  matter  of  water  shut-offs,  and 
as  a  result  ar  order  was  introduced  into  this  body 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  substituting  for  the 
shutting  off  of  the  water  a  tax  lien  on  property 
where  the  water  bills  were  not  paid,  as  an  alter- 
native to  the  shut-off.  As  I  remember,  at  a  hear- 
ing of  the  committee,  almost  every  member  of  the 
City  Council  was  present,  due  to  the  trouble 
caused  by  the  wholesale  shutting  off  of  water  in 
the  Dorchester  district,  and  the  question  of  the 
repeal  of  the  shut-off  provision,  under  section  22 
of  chapter  27  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925, 
was  considered.  There  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee at  that  time  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel 
Mr.  Lyons,  Mr.  Carven  of  the  Water  Department, 
and  other  witnesses,  and  the  proceedings  were 
printed  as  Document  50  of  1928.  At  that  time,  I 
would  call  to  your  attention  that  the  following 
question  was  asked  of  Mr.  Carven: 

"The  average  owner  of  a  house  pays  his  bills, 
and  your  trouble  has  been,  chiefly,  at  least  for  the 
last  four  or  five  years,  with  a  certain  clique,  a  cer- 
tain group,  the  same  men  year  after  year." 

And  Air.  Carven  replied,  "  The  same  number 
every  quarter."  And  then  Mr.  Carven  was  asked 
by  Councilor  Motley: 

"Have  you  any  solution  to  offer? 

"Mr.  Carven — As  to  the  remedy? 

"Coun.  Motley — Yes. 
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"Mr.  Cari'en — I  think  myself,  if  it  could  be  a 
lien  proposition,  that  would  be  the  prettiest  way, 
the  neatest  way,  having  the  lien  so  arranged  that  it 
could  go  on  automatically  and  function,  and  shut 
out  the  shut-offs  entirely.  Nobody  is  in  favor  of 
them,  Mr.  Councilor." 

We  also  had  before  us  Mr.  McMurray,  and  lie 
was  asked  this  question: 

"Taking  the  1,300  shut-offs,  or  whatever  the 
number  is,  in  the  course  of  a  year,  is  it  a  fact  that 
practically  all  the  time  you  find  the  same  bad 
actors? 

"Mr.  McMueeay — The  same  ones. 

"Coun.  Wilson — And  if  those  men  were  wiped 
out,  this  whole  shut-off  question  would  be  practi- 
cally eliminated. 

"Mr.  McMurrav — Yes,  sir." 

Nov/,  at  that  time  it  was  brought  out  that  as  of 
of  December  31,  1927,  there  was  only  $152,175  in 
unpaid  water  bills,  which  is  some  difference  from 
the  present  figure,  which  is  almost  three  times 
that  amount.  We  also  had  appear  before  us  the 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel,  Joseph  P.  Lyons, 
who  stated: 

"  I  should  say  that  under  the  law  of  1923,  the  lien 
law,  chapter  391  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  amending 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  powers 
and  duties  of  cities  and  towns,  you  could  collect 
all  the  water  bills  and  that  that  is  up  to  the  col- 
lector. " 

And  then  he  went  on  to  say, 

"Suppose,  whether  you  want  to  change  the 
ordinance  or  not,  you  do  have  the  lien  law  under 
which  you  can  collect  bills.  It  is  for  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  to  determine.  " 

I  have  gone  into  this  in  detail  because  the 
Council  in  1928  held  this  long  hearing  and  made 
this  long  report,  contained  in  Document  50  of  1928. 
At  that  time  it  was  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  this  shut-off  proposition 
should  be  done  away  with,  that  the  proper  method 
of  procedure  would  be  to  put  a  lien  on  the  owner's 
house  if  he  did  not  pay,  the  answer  being  that  if  he 
did  not  pay  the  bill  within  a  certain  length  of  time 
he  would  lose  his  house.  What  caused  the  diffi- 
culty at  that  time  was  because  there  were  some  bad 
actors  who  did  this  sort  of  thing  year  after  year, 
and  the  men  took  the  bit  in  their  teeth  in  1928 
and  felt  that  these  men  who  were  year  after  year 
refusing  to  pay  their  water  bills,  and  who  were 
the  cause  of  this  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  being  on 
the  books  ought  to  be  wiped  out.  For  that  reason 
I  have  introduced  the  order  requesting  that  the 
Mayor  ask  the  City  Collector  to  proceed  against 
these  same  bad  actors,  who  are  doing  this  sort  of 
thing  year  after  year,  letting  them  know  that  they 
will  lose  their  houses  if  the  bills  are  not  paid.  If 
that  had  been  done  two  years  ago,  the  amount  of 
those  bills  would  not  have  come  up  to  the  extent 
that  it  has  today.

APPROVAL  OF  MAYOR'S  APPOINTMENTS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
an  amendment  to  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  909, 
striking  out  that  portion  requiring  approval  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  appointment  by 
the  Mayor  of  heads  of  departments  and  members 
of  municipal  boards. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  it  has  recently 
come  to  our  attention  through  the  press  and  in 
other  ways  that  several  appointments  of  heads  of 
departments  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  have  been 
postponed  or  rejected.  Regardless  of  our  indi- 
vidual feelings  as  to  any  particular  appointment, 
nevertheless  the  Mayor  of  this  city  is  responsible 
for  every  department  within  the  confines  of  the 
city  over  which  he  has  jurisdiction.  That  being 
the  case,  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  for  the 
Mayor,  in  making  appointments  of  his  official 
family,  to  secure  the  confirmation  of  any  particu- 
lar body  because  of  the  fact  that  he  is  responsible 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  of  the  particular 
department  and,  therefore,  it  should  not  be  neces- 
sary for  him  to  make  a  second  or  third  choice. 
I  believe  in  a  city  such  as  ours  no  such  power 
should  be  given  to  any  state  body,  if  we  are  to 
have  home  rule  in  our  city;  our  Mayor  should  not 
be  obliged  to  go  to  the  Civil  Service  for  confirma- 
tion of  any  of  his  appointments.  I  believe  there 
is  pending  at  the  present  time  in  the  Legislature  of 


Massachusetts  a  bill  proposing  to  remedy  this 
situation,  and  I  feel  that  now  is  the  proper  time 
for  us  to  go  on  record  as  telling  the  Legislature 
that  we  favor  such  action,  so  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  may  make  such  appointments  as  he  sees 
fit,  he  being  responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
work  of  the  particular  departments  in  which  the 
appointments  are  made.  I  ask  that  the  order  be 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  10)  appropriating  $275,000  for 
East  Boston  Courthouse — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say  briefly  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  who  were  not  here  last  year — I  believe 
the  other  members  of  the  body  are  somewhat 
familiar  with  it — that  what  I  have  to  say  on  this 
matter  not  only  applies  to  the  order  for  $275,000 
for  East  Boston  Courthouse,  but  also  the  $160,000 
for  the  Brighton  Courthouse.  The  present  accom- 
modations for  both  the  East  Boston  and  the 
Brighton  courthouses  are  not  adequate  for  the 
business  being  done  there.  In  fact,  business  dur- 
ing the  last  four  or  five  years  has  doubled,  and  for 
many  years  the  accommodations  have  not  been 
adequate.  Consequently,  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
introduced  this  order  for  $275,000  for  East  Boston 
Courthouse  as  well  as  the  order  for  $160,000  for 
the  Brighton  Courthouse.  That  will  be  the  only 
building  that  Brighton  has  had  constructed  for  the 
last  fifty  years. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was  given 
its  first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 
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2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  27)  appropriating  $160,000  for 
erection  of  courthouse,  Brighton — that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  order  given  its  first  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  10)  appropriating  $45,000  for 
the  erection  of  a  Tercentenary  Memorial,  etc. — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  given  its  first  read- 
ing and  passage,  yeas  10,  nays  0. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  10)  appropriating  $40,000  for 
improvement  of  Webster  Avenue  Playground — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  given  its  first  read- 
ing and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0.

6.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  10)  appropriating  $25,000  for 
purchase  of  land  in  vicinity  of  Leverett  and 
Nashua  streets — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  for  some  information  in  reference  to  that 
order. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  introduced 
by  the  Mayor,  it  was  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  playground  facilities  in  the  West  End,  and,  as 
a  final  step,  to  increase  the  Charlesbank  Gymna- 
sium. This  sum  of  money  was  arrived  at  as  a 
result  of  a  conference  between  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  the 
State  Public  Works  Commissioner.  As  a  result 
of  the  conference  the  city  gets  two  acres  of  land, 
assumed  to  be  worth  $400,000,  in  return  for  this 
$25,000  appropriation  which  the  city  is  giving  for 
the  purchase  of  the  land.  It  is  a  much  needed 
improvement  down  there,  following  along  the  lines 
of  the  improvement  contemplated  by  the  Mayor 
in  widening  Charles  street  and  being  the  first  step 
in  the  direction  of  giving  to  the  people  of  the  West 
End  a  much  needed  improvement.  I  don't  know 
whether  I  have  adequately  described  the  situation. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  if 
that  is  the  land  which  the  city  is  swapping  for 
another  piece  of  land  owned  by  the  state  which 
is  under  water? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Yes,  it  is  the  same  place. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say  in  reference  to  the  proposition  that  it  would 
perhaps  be  well  to  read  to  the  Council  what  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  said  to  the  City  Council  with 
regard  to  the  matter  on  February  10,  1930: 

"Gentlemen, — The  improvement  of  Charles 
street  through  widening  to  a  width  of  120  feet 
makes  necessary  the  taking  of  a  large  portion  of 
the  recreation  park  land  commonly  known  as 
Charlesbank  Gymnasium." 

It  means  that  that  so-called  park  will  be  tem- 
porarily wiped  out  of  existence  for  two  or  three 
years  at  least. 

"  The  improvement  contemplated  represents  the 
contribution  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  Charles 
River  Embankment  improvement  which  was  in  a 
large  measure  made  possible  through  the  contri- 
bution of  $1,000,0,00  by  the  widow  of  a  former 
member  of  the  City  Council,  the  late  James  J. 
Storrow.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Leverett  and  Nashua  street 
development,  purchased  from  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  approximately  SB, 000  feet  of  land.  At  a 
conference  at  which  were  present  his  Excellency 
Governor  Frank  G.  Allen,  the  State  Treasurer,  the 
State  Highway  Commissioners,  his  Honor  James  M. 
Curley,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Auditor 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  an  agreement  was  arrived  at 
with  reference  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  land  purchased  by  the  Com- 
monwealth from  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad." 

The  state  originally  wanted  some  $400,000  for  it. 

"It  was  agreed  that  in  consideration  of  the  con- 
struction at  a  cost  of  $35,000  of  certain  streets  in 
the  industrial  section  of  state-owned  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  Summer  street  and  the  payment  of 
$25,000  that  title  to  the  land  would  be  conveyed 
to  the  City  of  Boston." 

In  addition  to  this  improvement  there  is  another 
improvement  that  goes  with  it,  taking  in  that  part 
of   the   city   represented   by   President   Lynch   or 


Councilor  Mahoney,  I  don't  know  which,  and 
$35,000  will,  as  stated  here,  be  given  to  lay  out 
certain  streets  in  connection  with  the  state-owned 
land  in  South  Boston.  That  is  also  included  in 
this  bargain,  and  the  Mayor  agreed  to  do  that. 

"In  the  event  that  the  City  Council  are  in 
agreement,  it  is  my  purpose  to  later  provide  suffi- 
cient funds  for  the  establishment  of  suitable  bath- 
ing facilities  in  conjunction  with  the  park  develop- 
ment created  upon  this  land.  The  section  in 
question  where  the  land  is  located  is  the  most  con- 
gested center  of  the  city,  and  I  recommend  the 
early  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order." 

That,  Mr.  President,  speaks  for  itself.  The  land 
to  be  taken,  now  owned  by  the  Boston  &  Maine, 
and  our  park  down  there,  will  be  completely  wiped 
out.  We  hope,  when  the  thing  is  completed,  that 
we  will  have  a  better  park  than  we  do  at  the  present 
time.  I  would  say,  also,  in  conjunction  with  this, 
that  there  are  four  or  five  millions  to  be  spent  for  a 
number  of  years,  which  will  take  in  the  section 
represented  by  Councilor  Curtis  and  also  the 
district  represented  by  both  gentlemen  from 
Brighton  and  Allston.  So  it  does  not  alone  cover 
the  people  of  the  district  I  represent.  It  will 
benefit  not  only  the  people  of  the  West  End  of 
Boston,  but  the  people  of  the  entire  city  and  people 
from  other  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  who  will 
come  in  here  to  enjoy  it  when  it  is  completed.  All 
that  held  it  up  was  the  question  of  what  the  City 
of  Boston  should  pay.  That  has  been  finally 
decided,  after  a  conference  between  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  HEIN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  question,  for  information.  The  gentleman 
says  that  this  will  be  an  improvement  for  Allston 
and  Brighton.  I  would  like  to  know  what  im- 
provement is  proposed  out  there? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  the 
gentleman  may  not  be  familiar  with  the  legislative 
bill,  but  this  contemplates  an  improvement  that 
will  extend  out  through  your  district  and  the 
district  represented  by  Councilor  Gallagher. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was  given 
its  first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0.

DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  there  are 
several  important  loan  order  appropriations  before 
your  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  today  deems  it  advisable 
to  serve  notice  on  the  rest  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  that  those  vitally  interested  in  the  several 
orders  pending  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  Friday  afternoon  at  two  o'clock.  By  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  last  Friday  there  was  a  banquet 
tendered  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  the  com-

volved in  getting  a  new  fireboat  or  a  new  ferryboat, 
and  how  much  work  can  be  done  on  the  printing 
plant  in  the  next  three  months  if  snow  conditions 
continue  as  they  are?

The  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  have  submitted  reports  to  me 
which  indicate  that  the  returns  are  not  as  great  as 
it  was  anticipated  they  would  be  when  the  new 
schedules  were  put  in  operation,  due  in  large  meas- 
ure to  the  fact  that  in  the  opinion  of  users  of  the 
Ferry  Service  they  are  prohibitive. 

It  has  not  been  definitely  determined  to  the 
present  time  whether  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge  shall  be 
constructed  connecting  the  mainland  with  East 
Boston  and  in  the  event  that  a  contract  were 
awarded  now  for  the  construction  of  either  tunnel 
or  bridge  the  shortest  possible  time  in  which  the 
work  could  be  completed  would  be  at  least  two 
years,  and  to  me  it  appears  an  injustice  to  require 
persons  using  the  ferries  to  pay  the  increased  tolls 
that  have  been  levied  since  there  is  no  prospect  of 
the  ferries  operating  in  competition  with  tunnel  or 
bridge  until  such  time  as  a  bridge  or  tunnel  will  be 
constructed  and  it  will  be  sufficient  time  to  con- 
sider the  effect  of  competitive  rates  when  the  tun- 
nel or  bridge  is  in  operation. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  revenue  derived  from 
the  increased  rates,  as  adopted  on  January  1,  1930, 
show  no  very  appreciable  increase,  and  in  view  of 
the  additional  fact  that  the  falling  off  in  the  number 
of  vehicles  approximates  in  excess  of  forty  per 
cent,  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  advisable  to 
adopt  a  revised  schedule  of  rates  equivalent  to  a 
fifty  per  cent  reduction  in  some  cases,  and  greater 
in  others,  over  the  rates  now  in  operation,  and  I 
accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  acom- 
panying  schedule  as  here  submitted,  the  new 
schedules,  in  the  event  of  approval  by  the  City 
Council,  to  be  effective  as  of  April  1,  1930.

Ordered,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
Bo.ston  City  Council  be,  and  said  committee  hereby 
is.  instructed  to  appear  in  support  and  record  the 
lioston  City  Council  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of 
House  Bill  No.  82  now  pending  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature  concerning  maximum  wages  of 
privates  and  officers  in  the  Police  Department  and 
Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON — Air.  President,  I  introduce 
that  order  at  this  time  supplementing  an  earlier 
order  introduced  with  the  idea  of  having  the  sup- 
port of  the  City  Council,  through  our  legislative 
committee,  of  legislation  for  pensions  for  the 
families  of  police  officers  and  firemen  killed  in 
performance  of  their  duty.  I  think  these  orders 
should  be  more  than  mere  gestures.  The  Legisla- 
tive Committee  of  the  City  Council  is  appointed 
for  a  real  purpose,  I  think,  and  where  there  is  a 
possible  opportunity  in  this  case  to  do  some  real 
good  in  this  way,  I  believe  we  should  do  it — not 
introducing  an  order  at  a  time  when  everybody  is 
excited  about  the  hardship  in  some  particular  case, 
and  then  forget  all  about  it  sixty  days  later.  I 
trust,  therefore,  that  we  will  be  well  represented 
in  favor  of  this  bill  in  the  interest  of  firemen  and 
police  officers  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LICENSING   TAXICAB   COMPANIES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  special  committee  consisting  of 
five  members  of  the  City  Council  be  appointed  by 
the  President  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  granting  of  licenses,  parking  or 
stand  privileges  to  taxicab  companies  or  taxicab 
owners  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  especially  the 
compensation  paid,  if  any,  for  the  use  of  any  part  of 
any  public  street  or  streets  by  such  company  or 
owner  to  the  owner  or  lessee  of  the  property  abut- 
ting on  such  street  or  streets,  or  to  any  other  person; 
also  information  relating  to  any  report  made  by 
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any  special  commission  appointed  in  1929  by  virtue 
of  Senate  Bill  383  of  1929;  and  finally  information 
relating  to  the  legal  right,  if  any,  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  prevent  the  payment  of  any  rentals  or 
fees  to  private  persons  or  corporations  for  the  use 
of  any  public  highway  in  the  City  of  Boston  for 
parking-  purposes. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
an   opportunity   to   speak   briefly   on    that   order, 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  particularly  the  new  members,  what  has 
been  done  earlier  in  this  matter  in  the  way  of 
investigation,  and  so  on,  in  the  Council  and  the 
Legislature,  with  a  view  to  action,  up  to  the  point 
where  apparently   an   unseen   hand  interested   in 
the  existing  taxicab  privileges  intervened  and  pre- 
vented action.     We  have,  for  example,  the  spec- 
tacle of  taxicabs  being  allowed  to  stand  out  here 
across  the  street  in  front  of  City  Hall,  on  a  one- 
way street,  barely  wide  enough  for  two  vehicles 
to  pass,  and  still  the  Council  and  the  Legislature 
seem   to   be   able   to   do  nothing   about   it.     On 
April  2,   1928,  a  former  councilor  introduced  an 
order  into   this   body   for   the  appointment   of   a 
special   committee   of   five   members   of   the   City 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information 
relative  to  the  circumstances  under  which  taxicab 
stands  are  allotted  in  the  public  highways  adjacent 
to  hotels,  theaters  and  railroad  terminals  and  other 
public  places,  together  with  the  fees,  and  so  forth, 
paid  for  these  special  privileges,  with  a  view  to 
increasing    the    city's   revenue   from    this   source. 
On  that  committee  of  five,  four  members  not  now 
members    of    this    body    were    appointed.      On 
July  16,  1928,  I  personally  inquired  of  that  com- 
mittee whether  any  progress  had  been  made  in  the 
previous  two  months  in  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
investigation,    and    whether    we    might    expect   a 
report.     I   then   stated   that  it  had  been  brought 
forcibly  to  my  attention  on  July  11,  1928,  at  half- 
past  ten  in  the  morning,  when  I  personally  counted 
eleven  Checker  cabs  parked    on    the    Columbus 
avenue  side  of  the  Hotel  Statler,  five  on  the  Arling- 
ton street  side,  and  three  on  the  St.  James  street 
side,  and  again,  on  July  14,  at  the  South  Station, 
at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  I  personally 
counted  seventeen  taxicabs  on  the  Summer  street 
side  of  the  South  Station  alone,  and  that  again  on 
the  morning   of  July   16   I   had  noticed  lines  of 
traffic  coming  down  School  street,  making  their 
usual  mass  formation  immediately  on  approaching 
four  or  more  Town  taxicabs  that  are  allowed  to 
park  in  a  one-way  street  across  from  City  Hall. 
Therefore,  on  July  16,  1928, 1  asked  that  committee 
what  progress,  if  any,  had  been  made  in  the  matter 
of  an  investigation.     I  repeated  that  request  on 
September  25,   1928,  at  which  time  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  replied,  "1  believe  that  the  com- 
mittee are  now  about  ready   to   make  up  their 
report.     It  is  a  long  report.     I  am  going  to  call  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  writing  up  the  report 
aad  the  evidence  presented  to  the  members  of  that 
committee."     On    November    19,    1928,    I    again 
inquired   whether   any   report   was  ready,   but  it 
appeared  that  it  was  not  ready  at  that  time,  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  stating  that  the  com- 
mittee felt  that  they  wanted  to  present  an  intelli- 
gent report  on  the  matter,  and  felt  that  they  should 
have  further  time.     On  December  31,   1928,   the 
last  day  of  the  session,  I  would  call  to  your  atten- 
tion the  fact — in  spite  of  the  earlier  statements  to 
the  effect  that  they  wished  to  make  a  long  report 
and  wanted  to  make  an  intelligent  report — in  the 
very   closing   minutes   of   the  year,    this   was   the 
report  that  was  made:    "The  Special  Committee 
on   Investigation  of  Taxicabs  respectfully  submits 
that  it  held  several  public  hearings  at  the  chamber 
of    the    City    Council;     that    on    account    of    the 
inability  of  the  city  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses   it   was   unable    to   secure    the   kind    of 
information  on  which  to  base  an  intelligent  report. 
Your   committee   therefore  recommends  that  the 
investigation  asked  for,  if  it  is  still  desired  by  the 
Council,   be  referred   to  the  next  City   Council." 
That  was  the  fate  of  this  matter  in  the  Council  of 
1928.     I  hold  in  my  hand  House  Bills  279  and  453, 
both  introduced   by   representative  Finnegan    of 
the  Dorchester  district,  and  both  very  effectively 
killed  by  Senate  Bills  No.  296  and  383.     I  under- 
stand  that  Senate  Bill  No.   383 — the  purpose  of 
which  was  to  kill  Representative  I'innegan's  House 
Bill  453 — was  a  resolve  providing  for  an  investiga- 
tion by  a  special  unpaid  commission  of  the  carriage 
and  taxicab  situation  in   the  City   of  Boston,  in 
place  of  Representative  I'innegan's  bill,  453,  which 
Was  an  act  regulating  taxicab  fares  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  that  the  result  under  the  substitute 


Senate  Bill  was  that  the  thing  died  a  natural 
death.  My  purpose  in  introducing  this  particular 
order  at  this  time,  phrased  in  detail  as  it  is,  is  to 
find  out,  once  and  for  all  by  a  committee  that  will 
not  lie  down  whether  the  City  of  Boston  is  going 
to  allow  two  inside  taxicab  companies  to  virtually 
monopolize  the  business  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
paying  rentals  to  hotels  and  railroads  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  for  the  privilege  of  using  the  city  streets 
— making  payments  to  the  tune  of  $20,000  and 
$30,000  a  year  in  the  ease  of  certain  hotels  affected. 
I  say  it  is  about  time  that  we  found  out  about 
the  situation,  in  view  of  the  way  the  matter  was 
hushed  up  in  1928  and  in  the  Legislature  of  the 
past  year;  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  find 
out  whether  the  City  Council  should  properly 
control  this  matter  by  ordinance,  through  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  or  otherwise,  or 
whether  the  matter  is  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
hotel  owners  and  the  railroads.  Certainly,  the 
matter  should  be  handled  by  some  authority, 
either  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  or  the 
Police  Commissioner — and  I  have  all  the  respect 
in  the  world  for  the  present  Police  Commissioner, 
leaving  to  one  side  the  fact  that  he  is  appointed 
by  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  I  simply 
want  to  know  why  the  use  of  our  streets  should  be 
let  to  two  taxicab  companies.  I  feel  that  it  is 
time  that  that  sort  of  thing  was  stopped.  Second, 
I  would  like  to  know  why  these  amounts,  I  under- 
stand $25,000  to  $30,000  in  the  case  of  some 
hotels,  should  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  city's 
streets  in  this  way  to  private  company  owners. 
I  say  further  that  this  is  something  that  is  -not 
allowed  elsewhere  in  the  United  States  or  Canada, 
permitting  the  use  of  the  city's  streets  in  any  such 
manner.  Therefore,  I  ask  the  appointment  of 
five  men  who  will  not  lie  down,  to  look  into  the 
matter. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules.

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  and  were  called  to  order  by  President 
LYNCH  at  3.43  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Coun.  MAHONEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petitions  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at 
places  of  public  amusement,  viz.: 

Ellen  M.  Carney,  East  Boston  High  School  Hall, 
February  28,  1930;  Ruth  M.  McShane,  Bernice 
Hall,  February  21,  1930,— that  leave  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  under  the  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  for  action 
relative  to  grade  crossing  at  Main  street  and 
Rutherford  avenue, — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  message  from  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  (referred  today)  establishing  new  tariff 
of  tolls  for  passengers  and  vehicles  on  East  Boston 
ferries, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and 
the  ordinance  was  passed. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  WILSON  said: 
Mr.  President,  I  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  whereby  we  passed  the  order  submitted  by 
the  Mayor  concerning  a  decrease  in  the  tolls  over 
the  East  Boston  Ferry.  Unfortunately,  I  was 
not  in  the  room  when  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  presented,  and  so  could  not  pre- 
sent my  views  at  that  time.  As  I  stated  in  the 
other  room,  we  had  some  figures  last  year,  when 
the  increase  in  toll  was  proposed  by  the  Mayor 
at  that  time,  that  there  was  a  deficit  of  $700,000 
per  year  as  a  result  of  running  the  ferries.  The 
proposed  increase  advocated  by  Mayor  Nichols 
would  wipe  out  from  a  quarter  to  a  third  of  the 
deficit,  still  leaving  an  annual  deficit  of  about 
half  a  million  dollars  a  year,  which  would  mean 
a  tax  of  50  cents'on  every  house  in  the  city,  includ- 
ing those  in  the  district  I  represent  in  Dorchester,  to 
pay  for  this  deficit  in  connection  with  the  East 
Boston  Ferry.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 
people  of  East  Boston  require  transportation  back 
and  forth.     I  also  appreciate  the  fact  that  people 


coming  into  the  city  from  East  Boston  and  going 
back  again  can  cross  the  ferry  for  one-tenth  of 
the  amount  that  it  costs  the  people  of  Dorchester 
to  come  into  Boston.  So  I  think  before  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body — at  least,  the  old  members  of 
the  Council — turn  a  complete  somersault  on  this 
matter  from  the  vote  they  cast  last  September, 
they  should  at  least  have  the  figures  available, 
so  that  they  will  know  what  they  are  about. 
In  other  words,  when  the  Mayor  of  this  year  sub- 
mits to  us  an  order  to  decrease  the  fare,  and  when 
so  recently  we  had  before  us  the  proposition  of 
increasing  the  schedule,  I  think  we  should  at 
least  have  a  week  to  consider  the  figures  before 
voting.  I,  for  one,  would  certainly  like  that 
opportunity,  to  compare  the  figures  as  presented 
last  year  with  the  figures  representing  the  pro- 
posed decrease  at  this  time.  Until  I  see  those 
figures,  I,  for  one,  am  not  prepared  to  take  a 
position.  It  seems  to  me  there  is  something  very 
strange  if  truck  drivers  are  not  willing  to  spend 
20  cents  to  cross  on  the  ferries,  with  the  saving  in 
time,  gasolene,  tires,  oil,  wear  and  tear  on  their 
trucks.  I  feel  that  certainly  the  figures  should  be 
looked  into,  and  I  also  feel  that  the  rest  of  the 
city  is  entitled  to  a  break.  I  am  surprised  to  see 
the  members  of  the  Council  so  unanimously  here 
today,  after  what  happened  here  last  September, 
vote  to  add  50  cents  tax  to  every  house  in  Dor- 
chester and  other  sections  of  the  city,  because  of 
this  reduction  in  tolls.  Therefore,  I  move  assign- 
ment of  the  order  for  one  week,  so  that  we  may 
not  only  look  into  the  old  schedule  of  rates,  of  1887, 
but  may  also  examine  into  the  so-called  Nichols 
rates  and  the  schedules  now  presented  by  Mayor 
Curley,  so  that  the  boys  in  the  chamber  may  at 
least  know  what  they  are  voting  upon. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  one 
question — if  he  can  give  one  substantial  reason 
to  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and  to  the 
people  of  Boston  why  there  should  be  a  toll  at  all 
on  ferries  going  over  to  East  Boston  or  on  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel?  Can  you  give  me  a  good, 
substantial  reason  why  there  should  be  a  toll 
imposed  on  the  people  of  East  Boston? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  can  give 
two  reasons — the  first  is  that  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester are  carried  into  the  City  of  Boston  on 
the  Boston  Elevated,  paying  a  10-cent  fare,  while 
people  can  go  to  and  from  East  Boston  on  the 
ferry  for  one  cent.  And  I  wish  to  say  also  that 
there  is  a  vast  difference  between  driving  a  6-ton 
truck  for  a  distance  over  the  streets  of  this  city, 
a  going  around  by  Charlestown  and  driving  the 
same  truck  onto  the  ferry  and  have  it  carried, 
not  under  its  own  power,  but  by  the  ferry,  across 
to  East  Boston.  As  I  understand  the  attitude 
of  the  gentleman  from  East  Boston,  his  real 
inward  feeling  is  that  nothing  should  be  paid  for 
going  to  East  Boston  either  overhead,  under- 
ground or  on  the  water,  either  by  bridge,  tunnel 
or  ferry.  He  would  not  really  want  a  toll  charge 
in  any  of  them. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  consist- 
ency is  a  virtue.  The  councilor  talks  about  a 
man  coming  from  Dorchester  to  Boston  and 
paying  10  cents  to  come  into  the  city.  Let  me 
briefly  refresh  his  memory  in  regard  to  the  situa- 
tion in  the  East  Boston  Tunnel.  People  who 
use  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  pay  a  6-cent  fare, 
one  cent  of  which  is  a  toll  tax.  Today  the  total 
valuation  of  Ward  1  is  over  Sol ,000,000,  while 
the  total  valuation  of  Ward  17  is  but  about 
S35,000,000.  That  is,  East  Boston  pays  on  a 
valuation  of  about  §16,000,000  more  than  the 
Dorchester  district  represented  by  the  gentleman. 
It  is  true  that  people  can  come  over  by  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  and  pay  one  cent,  but  they  ride 
less  than  a  mile  in  making  the  transit.  But  if 
they  take  the  street  cars,  of  course,  it  is  a  different 
question.  And  it  is  also  to  be  remembered  that 
if  there  were  a  zoning  of  the  transportation  sys- 
tem, people  coming  from  Dorchester,  Lower  Mills 
and  other  parts  of  the  district,  who  do  not  now 
pay  their  share  of  the  freight,  would  pay  much 
more  than  they  do.  As  I  say,  briefly,  the  ques- 
tion of  taxation  is  an  old  one,  as  I  have  stated,  or 
Ward  1  pays  on  a  valuation  of  over  $51,000,000 
and  the  gentleman's  district  on  a  valuation  of 
something  over  §35,000,000,  resulting  in  the 
people  of  East  Boston  paying  on  about  SI 6,000,000 
more  of  taxable  property  than  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester. There  are  only  seven  wards  in  our  city 
that  pay  more  in  taxation  than  East  Boston  does. 
That  you  can  see  by  examining  the  statistics. 
East  Boston  became  a  part  of  the  City  of  Boston 
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in  1637;  South  Boston  in  1804;  Roxbury  in  1868; 
Dorchester  in  1870;  Brighton,  Charlestown  and 
West  Roxbury  in  1874 — West  Roxbury  having 
at  one  time  been  a  part  of  Roxbury,  but  becoming 
separated  from  it,  Roxbury  becoming  a  part  of 
Boston  in  18S8,  and  West  Roxbury  later  coming 
in,  in  1874;  and  Hyde  Park  in  1912.  But  East 
Boston  has  been  a  part  of  Boston  ever  since 
1637,  and  has  been  confronted  year  after  year 
with  the  old  toll  system.  The  people  of  East 
Boston  pay  taxes,  Mr.  President;  they  have 
always  been  a  part  of  Boston.  I  might  give  one 
striking  example.  If  a  man  in  the  Dorchester 
district  goes  to  Boston  and  buys  fish  he  pays 
$5  a  hundred  to  get  it  back  to  Dorchester.  A 
man  from  East  Boston,  under  the  present  toll, 
has  to  pay  S5.42  to  get  the  fish  back  to  East  Boston. 
I  merely  point  that  out  to  bring  vividly  to  your 
mind  the  fact  that  the  people  of  East  Boston  are 
heavily  taxed  under  these  tolls  for  their  transporta- 
tion and  for  the  necessities  and  commodities  of 
life,  and  if  the  present  situation  continues  they 
will  be  compelled  to  pay,  as  compared  with  the 
people  of  the  rest  of  the  city,  an  excess  amount. 
That  certainly  is  not  justice,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  HEIN — The  taxicabs,  I  understand, 
have  to  pay  extra,  and  I  suppose  they  charge  the 
passengers  an  additional  fare  over  that  required 
by  the  meter,  going  over  you  way? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — They  have  not  been  doing 
it,  but  I  understand  that  they  are  going  to  make 
such  a  charge. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  some  one  once 
said  that  all  comparisons  are  odious,  and  the  com- 
parison that  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  makes 
is  a  particularly  odious  one  to  me,  when  he  states 
that  the  foot  passengers  from  East  Boston,  coming 
to  the  city,  pay  only  one-tenth  of  what  the  people 
of  Dorchester  have  to  pay.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
Mr.  President,  if  the  citizens  of  Dorchester  desire 
to  do  so,  they  can  walk  by  the  most  direct  route 
into  the  city  proper.  There  is  nothing  to  stop 
them  from  doing  so,  except  the  fact  that  it  involves 
a  little  exercise  and  some  wear  on  shoe  leather. 
The  citizens  of  East  Boston,  on  the  other  hand, 
cannot  walk  to  Boston,  unless  they  desire  to  go 
around  by  way  of  Chelsea  and  Charlestown,  or 
unless  they  invoke  the  aid  of  water  wings  or  an 
airplane.  As  I  said  in  the  executive  session,  there 
is  a  high  rate  charged,  an  increased  rate  charged, 
for  the  ferry  toll  service  to  and  from  that  part 
of  the  City  of  Boston  known  as  East  Boston. 
They  are  not  only  isolated,  but  the  rates  are  dis- 
criminatory, inasmuch  as  they  keep  business  people 
from  using  the  ferries,  and  that  sort  of  thing  in- 
creases, if  anything,  the  deficit  that  the  city  has 
to  bear.  Whether  that  deficit  is  a  just  or  unjust 
one  is  a  controversial  matter.  We  all  recognize 
the  fact,  I  believe,  that  every  outlying  district 
which  is  a  part  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  entitled 
to  reasonable  transportation.  The  fare  to  every 
other  part  of  the  city  is  the  same,  on  electric  cars 
or  trains.  It  is  all  the  same  to  any  part  of  the 
city.  The  only  part  of  the  city  which  is  discrim- 
inated against  at  the  present  time  is  that  part 
known  as  East  Boston.  Now,  the  present  ordi- 
nance requests  not  free  passage  to  East  Boston — ■ 
which  I  am  more  or  less  inclined  to  believe  ought 
to  be  furnished — but  merely  a  decrease  in  the 
excessive  rates  passed  last  year,  in  anticipation 
of  another  method  of  transportation  between  East 
Boston  and  the  city  proper,  namely,  the  tunnel. 
That,  however,  is  still  in  the  far  distant  future. 
We  certainly  cannot  expect  the  tunnel  to  be  com- 
pleted this  year.  It  seems  to  me  there  is  consid- 
erable justification  for  residents  of  East  Boston 
stating  that  until  that  tunnel  is  built  and  in  opera- 
tion they  ought  to  be  provided  with  the  proper 
kind  of  transportation  at  a  reasonable  rate.  This 
increased  rate  serves  to  effectually  cut  off  East 
Boston  from  the  rest  of  the  city.  It  serves  to 
block,  hinder  and  delay  easy  transportation. 
True,  it  provides  the  foot  passenger  with  trans- 
portation at  the  one-cent  rate,  but  surely  the  man 
who  owns  an  automobile  and  who  travels  over  the 
highways  is  entitled  to  equal  consideration  with 
a  man  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  if  he  lives  in  East 
Boston,  and  surely  the  business  interests  of  East 
Boston  are  entitled  to  consideration,  because 
every  addition  to  the  rates  for  transportation  of 
merchandise  and  freight  must  be  passed  on  to 
the  consumers  in  East  Boston.  Some  one  has 
to  pay  for  that  increase  in  rate.  The  people  of 
East  Boston  are  just  as  much  entitled  to  fair, 
just  and  equitable  distribution  as  are  people  from 
other  parts  of  the  city.  I  think  the  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  here  will  agree  with 


me  that  the  request  for  a  moderate  decrease  in 
the  rates  is  a  just  one,  and  I  recommend  its  passage. 
.  Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  agree  en- 
tirely that  the  people  of  East  Boston  are  entitled 
to  a  fair  decrease  in  the  rate,  but  1  also  feel  that 
we  are  entitled  to  know  the  facts.  Mention  was 
made  in  the  committee  room  about  the  doubling 
or  trebling  of  the  amount  of  the  old  rates.  1  have 
not  been  able  to  find  what  the  facts  are.  I  agree 
with  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Wil- 
son) that  before  we  vote  on  this  important  matter 
we  should  at  least  have  before  us  the  three  sched- 
ules. Then,  if  we  find  that  the  rates  are  so  high 
as  to  drive  traffic  over  the  road  by  way  of  Charles- 
town, instead  of  by  the  ferry,  we  can  act  with 
the  facts  in  mind.  But  I  certainly  feel  that  we 
should  know  the  facts  before  acting  upon  the 
matter. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  perhaps  I 
might  briefly  reply  to  the  gentleman  from  the 
Back  Bay  by  stating  that  when  the  gentleman 
from  Dorchester  referred  to  a  deficit  of  from 
$500,000  to  $700,000  a  year  in  the  running  of 
the  ferries,  it  is  also  a  fact,  as  I  understand,  that 
in  the  Bridge  Department,  whose  duty  is  to  main- 
tain the  bridges  of  the  City  of  Boston,  there  is 
also  a  deficit  of  $700,000.  But  that  seems  to 
be  a  horse  of  another  color.  The  same  reasoning 
applies  to  ferries,  Mr.  President,  that  applies  to 
bridges.  Now,  it  is  a  fact  that  the  rates  pre- 
viously in  vogue,  in  1929  were  increased  300  per 
cent.  That  is,  if  it  cost  you  before  3  cents  for 
an  automobile,  the  present  rate  would  be  about 
20  cents. 

Coun.  CURTIS— What  would  be  the  increase 
here  under  the  proposed  rate? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — 150  per  cent,  or  an  increase 
to  10  or  12  cents.  But  what  is  here  proposed  is 
at  least  a  modification,  a  reduction  of  a  300  per 
cent  increase.  This  idea  of  taxing  East  Boston, 
Mr.  President,  is  an  old  cry.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  should  not  be  a  toll  of  any  kind  for  the 
people  of  East  Boston  on  the  ferry.  That  is  not 
what  is  being  claimed  here  at  the  present  time, 
however.  This  merely  proposes  a  reduction  in 
the  toll  for  the  people  of  that  district.  Of  course, 
in  the  old  days  tolls  were  paid  in  going  from  the 
heart  of  the  city  to  other  sections — to  Dorchester, 
to  Charlestown,  and  I  believe  to  Cambridge. 
But  they  were  an  old  idea,  a  relic  of  the  past,  and 
they  have  been  removed  except  in  the  case  of 
East  Boston.  As  1  say,  however,  we  are  not  even 
claiming  here  today  that  the  tolls  should  be  re- 
moved, but  are  asking  for  a  modification  of  a 
too  high  rate,  which  seriously  affects  the  citizens 
and  the  business  interests  of  this  city. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  when  the 
councilor  from  East  Boston  refers  to  consistency 
being  a  virtue,  I  am  not  claiming  to  be  con- 
sistently virtuous  in  this  particular  case,  but  I 
would  like  to  answer  the  argument  of  the  gentle- 
man from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Bush)  when  he  speaks 
of  the  possibility  of  walking  into  the  heart  of  the 
city  from  the  Dorchester  district.  He  was  the 
one  who  stated  that  comparisons  were  odious,  and 
they  are  particularly  so  in  this  case,  because  if  a 
Dorchester  man  should  walk  from  Dorchester  to 
the  downtown  section,  he  would  have  five  or  six 
miles  to  cover,  whereas  an  East  Boston  man  going 
from  Maverick  square  by  way  of  Charlestown 
would  have  to  walk  only  about  three  miles.  So, 
on  that  basis  also,  Dorchester  gets  the  short  end 
of  it.  With  all  due  modesty,  I  must  also  remind 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  that  my  ward  is 
only  one-fifth  of  that  glorious  district.  The 
gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  (Coun.  Curtis) 
states  the  real  situation  here  as  far  as  the  members 
of  this  Council  are  concerned,  and  it  is  something 
that  the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  should  rec- 
ognize. We  are  entitled  to  have  a  proper  op- 
portunity for  the  consideration  of  facts  in  these 
matters.  We  all  realize,  of  course,  the  position  of 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston.  It  is  a  natural 
thing  that  he  should  wish  to  have  the  ferry  tolls 
reduced  or  removed  entirely.  That  is  a  thing  in 
which  his  district  is  particularly  interested,  and 
he,  just  as  you  or  I  under  the  same  circumstances, 
wants  to  reduce  or  eliminate  the  toll.  But  I  can- 
not for  the  life  of  me  understand  what  objection 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  can  have  to 
letting  the  boys  see  and  examine  the  three  sets  of 
figures,  to  see  whether  the  present  rates  are  extor- 
tionate, to  see  whether  rates  should  be  increased 
or  decreased.  I  haven't  anything  against  the 
people  of  East  Boston,  except  in  so  far  as  this 
proposition  directly  afleets  the  people  of  the  ward  I 
represent.     If  necessary  money  is  not  raised  in  one 
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way,  it  must  be  raised  in  another,  and  if  these 
tolls  are  not  paid  or  are  reduced  the  expense  must 
be  levied  on  other  parts  of  the  city.  Let  us  at 
least  have  a  chance  to  examine  into  the  facts,  to 
see  whether  the  ferries  are  expensive  or  inexpen- 
sive. If  it  is  a  question  whether  we  shall  try  to 
do  away  with  a  deficit  of  $700,000  a  year,  or 
whether  we  shall  allow  four  or  five  contracting 
concerns  to  use  these  ferries  for  little  or  nothing, 
and  let  the  rest  of  the  city  pay  the  bills,  I  think 
we  should  know  it.  Are  we  to  allow  free  trucking 
and  teaming  privileges  to  certain  companies?  I 
don't  know  why  this  deficit  should  be  made  up  by 
corresponding  assessments  on  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester or  other  sections.  So  I  say  that  the 
argument  which  has  been  thus  far  advanced  in 
favor  of  the  reduction  or  abolition  of  these  tolls 
is  bunkum.  It  is  not  a  question  of  whether  we 
should  have  a  ferry  or  not,  but  whether  we  should 
rurj  the  ferry  at  a  deficit  of  $700,000.  It  is  not  a 
question  at  this  moment  even  of  whether  the  tolls 
are  enough,  but  a  question  of  what  fair  tolls  are. 
It  is  a  matter  that  we  should  look  into,  and  we 
have  not  had  that  opportunity.  The  gentleman 
from  East  Boston  doesn't  want  any  tolls.  But  I 
say  at  least  there  should  be  no  objection  to  putting 
the  matter  over  for  one  week.  We  can  then  have 
an  opportunity  to  consider  whether  the  rates  now 
in  existence  are  proper  rates  or  not,  or  whether 
the  rates  suggested  by  Mayor  Curley  should  be 
adopted,  and  also  to  consider  whether  or  not 
Councilor  Donovan's  proposition  is  fair.  Ob- 
viously, there  can  be  no  legitimate  objection  to  an 
opportunity  for  proper  consideration.  Certainly 
you  gentlemen  of  the  Council  do  not  object  to 
learning  something  before  you  vote  on  a  matter. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
simply  say  in  reply  to  the  gentleman  that  this  is 
the  result  of  an  order  that  I  introduced  five  weeks 
ago  asking  for  improvement  in  transportation 
facilities  for  East  Boston.  The  Mayor  has  the 
data,  has  looked  into  the  matter,  and  as  a  result 
of  his  investigation  has  sent  to  us  the  order  which 
is  before  us  today.  He  shows  that,  as  a  practical 
matter,  there  is  a  40  per  cent  decrease  in  the 
utilization  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  as  a  result 
of  the  increased  charges.  Some  of  you  men  are 
familiar  with  the  East  Boston  ferries,  and  know 
what  the  situation  has  been  in  the  past  and  what 
it  is  now.  You  know  that  last  year  on  every  trip 
of  a  boat  to  or  from  East  Boston  you  would  find 
on  the  boat  thirty  or  forty  vehicles  being  trans- 
ported. Today  there  are  but  fifteen  vehicles  being 
transported  on  each  boat.  Before  the  change  in 
rates  it  was  customary  to  have  a  line,  sometimes 
half  a  mile  long,  waiting  for  a  chance  to  get  on  the 
boat.  At  the  present  time  there  are  no  vehicles 
waiting  to  be  transported  to  and  from  East  Boston. 
I  think  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  (Coun. 
Wilson)  despite  the  opinion  he  has  expressed  here 
today  realizes  full  well  what  the  situation  is  with 
regard  to  the  East  Boston  Ferry,  and  I  believe  he 
is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  rates  that  have 
existed  and  the  rates  that  it  is  proposed  to  put 
into  effect  on  the  East  Boston  ferries.  He  under- 
stands the  situation  today.  It  is  a  fact,  Mr. 
President,  that  the  rates  that  were  put  into  effect 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor  last  year  were  too 
high,  extortionate,  and  that  those  rates  should  be 
decreased. 

Coun.  HEIN— Question! 

Coun.  Wilson's  motion  to  reconsider  and  to  lay 
the  matter  over  to  the  next  meeting  was  declared 
carried. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  may  I  also 
move  at  this  time  that  the  clerk  obtain,  first,  the 
18S7,  old  rates  and  schedules,  second,  the  Nichols 
rates,  and  third,  the  rates  proposed  by  Mayor 
Curley,  so  that  we  may  know  what  we  are  voting 
on  a  week  from  today. 

President  LYNCH— That  will  be  carried  out.

FINANCE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  DONOVAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred February  17)  appropriating  $250,000  for 
Airport  improvements  —  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  this  money 
is  to  be  used  for  the  enlargement  of  the  present 
airport  and  the  reclamation  of  the  flats  in  the 
immediate  vicinity.  This  reclamation  project 
calls  for  forty  acres  of  solid  fill,  so  that 
the  largest  planes  in  use  at  the  present  day  may 
be  able  to  land.  Under  present  conditions,  the 
largest  planes  cannot  land  at  the  airport.  Part 
of  this  $250,000  is  to  be  used  for  lighting,  marking, 
the  building  of  a  solid  road  and  a  parking  space. 
Under  the  heading  of  lighting  comes  the  placing 
of  signal  lights  on  the  water  tower  of  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Railroad,  the  Assumption  Church  of 
East  Boston,  and  the  grain  elevator  located  in 
East  Boston.  Some  of  the  money  is  to  be  used 
to  build  a  road  in  back  of  the  airport. 

Report  accepted;  order  read  once  and  passed, 
yeas  20,  nays  0. 


2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred January  13)  recommending  appropriation 
of  $200,000  to  be  expended  by  Trustees  of  Boston 
Public  Library  for  establishment  of  Branch  Libra- 
ries —  that  same  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  the  opinion 
of  the  trustees  and  the  Mayor  is  that  two  branch 
libraries  should  be  established  each  year  for  a 
period  of  twenty  years.  They  have  at  the  present 
time  a  crying  need  for  ten  additional  buildings. 
Their  survey  showed  that  they  needed  thirteen 
new  branch  libraries.  According  to  the  report  as 
furnished  by  Mr.  Belden,  $75,000  will  be  needed 
for  the  building  of  the  proposed  libraries,  and 
$25,000  for  the  land  and  books.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  eyery  member  of  this  Council  is  vitally  inter- 
ested in  these  proposed  libraries,  and  by  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Belden  could  not  give  the 
desired  information,  your  committee  voted  this 
order  "ought  not  to  pass,"  and  instructed  its  chair- 
man to  file  a  substitute  order  for  $200,000,  in  order 
that  we  may  have  presented  to  us  by  the  trustees 
the  informaiton  that  the  Council  desires. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  Mayor's  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  that  this  should  only  be  judged  on  its  merits. 
This  is  either  a  necessary  appropriation  or  it  is  not, 
and  it  is  not  a  matter  for  logrolling  by  the  various 
members  of  the  Council  as  to  where  these  buildings 
are  to  be  placed.  It  does  not  make  a  great  deal 
of  difference  so  far  as  the  order  itself  is  concerned, 
whether  East  Boston  or  Brighton  is  the  place  to 
get  the  first  of  these  two  buildings;  but  it  does 
make  a  great  deal  of  difference  whether  the  pro- 
gram as  laid  out  is  to  be  started.  I  think  this 
Council  would  be  placed  in  a  very  embarrassing 
and  foolish  position  if  it  should  at  any  time  vote 
against  an  appropriation  of  such  vital  importance 
as  the  extension  of  the  Public  Library  system  in 
this  city.  Therefore,  I  want  to  make  this  sugges- 
tion, sir,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  "ought 
not  to  pass"  be  defeated,  and  that  we  substitute 
the  original  order  proposed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  for  $200,000  for  this  purpose. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
to  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that  there  was 
unanimity  of  opinion  that  the  order  ought  to  pass, 
but  different  councilors — I  believe  Councilors 
Murray,  Englert,  Kelly,  Power,  and  I  think 
others,  stated  that  there  had  been  mass  meetings 
held  in  their  respective  wards  in  the  matter  of  the 
necessaity  for  branch  libraries,  and  they  asked  that 
the  matter  be  postponed  for  just  one  week.  Added 
to  that  was  the  fact  that  the  time  limit  had  expired. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  is  perfectly  in 
accord  with  the  views  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
with  respect  to  this  $200,000  appropriation  for 
library  purposes,  but  I  thought,  iu  view  of  the  fact 
that  different  members  of  the  Council  wanted 
information  to  protect  themselves  in  their  own 
districts,  the  thing  ought  to  be  reported  in  this  way. 
The  chairman  repeats,  however,  that  he  is  heartily 
in  accord  with  the  idea  of  providing  $200,000  for 
this  purpose. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
councilor  from  Ward  1  whether  Mr.  Belden  has 
agreed  to  give  the  desired  information? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
for  the  councilor's  information  that  Mr.  Belden 
had  no  direct  knowledge  as  to  where  the  proposed 
libraries  were  to  be.  He  said  if  the  Council 
wanted  to  procure  the  information  it  would  be 
necessary  to  send  for  the  trustees.  I  believe  he 
mentioned  Mr.  Kirstein,  Monsignor  Connolly,  and, 
I  believe,  Mr.  Buxton,  and  said  they  would  be 
available  if  the  Council  wished  to  obtain  their  views 
this  week. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
that  I  was  at  the  meeting  and  that  I  asked  Mr. 
Belden  questions  in  regard  to  the  matter  as  to 
where  it  was  intended  to  locate  branch  libraries 
for  which  this  $200,000  would  be  spent.  Mr. 
President,  we  got  no  satisfaction  in  that  matter. 
Before  I  vote  for  $200,000  for  branch  libraries  in 
Boston,  the  people  of  my  district  demand  infor- 
mation as  to  where  they  are  to  be  put.  For  thirty- 
five  years  those  people  have  been  demanding  a 
branch  library,  and  no  attention  has  been  paid  to 
their  wishes.  I  shall  vote  against  the  order  until 
the  people  of  my  district  get  the  desired  informa- 
tion. I  certainly  feel  that  they  have  a  right  to 
know  whether  a  branch  library  building  is  to  be 
established  in  the  neighborhood  of  Forest  Hills. 
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Coun.  COX- — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me  the 
trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  who  have  been 
appointed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  are  best 
suited  to  say  where  these  libraries  shall  be  put.  I 
feel  that  the  order  submitted  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  should  pass,  for  this  reason.  There  is  a 
great  demand  that  projects  employing  labor  shall 
be  put  through  at  this  time  and  in  the  immediate 
future.  Many  laborers  and  mechanics  are  out  of 
employment,  and  such  unemployment  will  con- 
tinue if  works  like  these  are  held  up  and  building 
is  not  started.  I  think  the  trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  are  in  a  better  position  to  know  just  what 
communities  need  these  libraries,  whether  one 
community  is  in  greater  need  than  another,  and  I 
am  not  in  favor  of  logrolling  for  any  one  particular 
district.  The  Germantown  section  of  my  district 
needs  a  library,  but  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Public 
Library  Trustees,  some  other  section  needs  it  more, 
I  think  we  should  abide  by  their  decision.  I  am  in 
favor  of  and  will  vote  for  the  Mayor's  original 
order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  was  present 
at  the  meeting  held  by  the  Committee  on  Finance 
when  Mr.  Belden  was  interrogated  by  different 
councilors  relative  to  the  location  of  the  proposed 
new  libraries.  He  seemed  very  vague  and  evasive 
in  his  answers  to  the  questions  put  to  him.  So 
the  chairman — and  I  think  rightly  so — desired 
that  we  should  be  furnished  with  this  information 
before  we  are  called  upon  to  vote  away  $200,000 
of  the  city's  money.  We  asked  Mr.  Belden  when 
this  building  would  start.  He  did  not  know. 
Having  such  vague  answers,  we  felt  that  we  should 
have  the  Library  Trustees  before  us  for  informa- 
tion. The  people  of  Meeting  House  Hill  very 
strongly  need  and  desire  a  branch  library,  and 
I  would  most  earnestly  wish,  desiring  as  far  as 
possible  to  see  the  unemployment  situation 
cleared  up,  to  have  work  commence  right  away 
on  such  libraries,  which  are  desired  and  needed 
in  different  sections  of  this  city.  But  I  do  feel 
that  these  trustees  should  give  information  which 
will  be  helpful  to  us  and  helpful  to  the  public 
of  Boston.  I  certainly  feel  that  we  should  get 
such  information  before  we  are  expected  to  vote 
to  pass  such  an  order. 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  from  West  Roxbury  (Covin.  Cox)  struck 
the  nail  right  on  the  head  when  he  stated  that 
the  trustees  were  in  the  best  position  to  know 
where  these  branch  libraries  ought  to  go.  As 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Branch  Libraries 
several  years  ago,  I  came  in  close  contact  with 
the  trusetes  of  the  Public  Library  and  with  Mr. 
Belden,  in  particular,  and  I  requested  at  that  time 
for  the  use  of  the  committee  that  a  map  be  furnished 
me  showing  the  locations  of  all  the  branch  libraries 
at  that  time  and  of  the  areas  intended  to  be 
covered  by  those  branch  libraries,  with  an  indica- 
tion of  what  the  prospects  were  in  the  future 
for  the  construction  of  new  branch  libraries. 
That  map  is  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk  of 
Committees  and  shows  the  areas  which  are  served 
by  these  libraries  in  the  form  of  concentric  circles, 
giving  the  half  mile  and  mile  radius.  The  trustees 
and  the  director  of  the  Library,  Mr  President, 
are  in  the  best  position  to  be  able  to  determine 
where  branch  libraries  are  necessary  or  desirable. 
They  have  all  the  data  and  information  before 
them.  They  have  the  records  of  attendance  at 
the  various  branch  libraries,  and  they  are  able 
to  place  branches  in  locations  best  suited  to  the 
nature  of  the  territory  and  the  size  of  the  popula- 
tion. They  arrive  at  their  judgment  from  a 
purely  technical  study  of  the  different  parts  of 
the  city  and  are  far  better  qualified  to  know 
where  these  branches  should  go  than  any  member 
of  the  City  Council  or  any  citizen  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Furthermore,  with  reference  to  the 
statement  that  Mr.  Belden  seemed  to  be  evasive 
in  answering  the  questions,  I  wish  to  say  that  that 
is  not  a  just  accusation.  Mr.  Belden  is  a  very, 
very  capable  executive  in  the  particular  position 
which  he  happens  to  hold,  fortunately  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  Mr.  Belden  did  not  answer 
those  questions  because  he  could  not  answer 
them  of  his  own  knowledge.  He  would  not 
know,  nor  could  he  say,  with  any  definiteness 
or  certainty  where  any  of  these  branches  are 
going.  All  he  can  do  is  make  recommendations, 
and  the  trustees  are  the  ones  who  have  the  final 
decision  as  to  where  any  of  the  branches  are  to 
be  directed,  and  even  their  decision  is  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  So  it  is  perfectly 
obvious  that  Mr,  Belden  could  not  have  answered 
the  questions  members  of  the  committee  put  to 


him,  even  if  he  desired,  with  any  certainty.  I 
think  the  matter  can  be  safely  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  trustees,  who  are  an  unpaid  board,  to  fix 
the  locations  of  these  libraries  after  technical 
study  of  the  matter. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  can  the  President 
of  the  Council  advise  us  as  to  when  the  sixty-day 
period  terminates  on  this  loan  order? 

President  LYNCH— March  14. 

Coun.  DOWD — Well,  Mr.  President,  I  am 
personally  against  any  loan  order  to  which  the 
Council  cannot  give  two  readings.  We  cannot 
give  two  readings  to  this,  but  only  one,  and  it 
will  then  become  a  law  without  the  fourteen-day 
clause  as  to  second  reading  becoming  operative 
I  say  that  that  is  a  very  bad  precedent.  I  agree 
with  Councilor  McGrath  and  Councilor  Cox  that 
the  loan  order  should  pass,  and  I  understand  that 
the  Finance  Committee  instructed  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  substitute  today  a  loan  order 
for  $200,000.  If  there  is  no  objection,  at  this 
time  we  can  suspend  the  rules  and  give  that 
loan  order  which  the  chairman  has  introduced  its 
first  reading,  thereby  enabling  the  Council  to  give 
to  the  $200,000  order  the  customary  two  readings. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  see 
why  a  week's  delay  will  do  nay  harm.  -Mr.  Belden 
said  that  the  trustees  could  give  us  the  information 
we  desire.  Xow,  why  the  hurry?  What  is  the 
great  necessity  of  pushing  this  through  today? 
Why  not  wait  a  week,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to 
tell  the  people  of  our  districts  what  the  trustees 
tell  us?  If  we  obtain  the  information  from  the 
trustees,  it  will  then  be  available  to  the  people  of 
our  districts.  If  the  trustees  cannot  give  the 
information,  we  can  simply  state  to  the  people  of 
the  district  what  the  situation  is.  I  Bay  again  that 
the  people  of  my  district  have  for  the  last  thirty- 
five  years  been  fighting  for  a  branch  library.  They 
have  been  told  every  year  that  they  were  going  to 
have  one.  but  they  have  never  received  it  yet.  I 
would  like  to  have  the  trustees  brought  here  and 
have  them  state  what  the  answer  is.  We  can  then 
relay  the  story  back  to  our  constituents.  So  I 
say  that  the  order  should  lie  on  the  table  until  we 
hear  something  more  about  the  matter. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President.  I  cannot  agree 
with  the  report  of  the  committee,  because  as  long 
as  we  have  been  members  of  this  Council  1  don't 
think  there  has  been  a  branch  library  built  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  Within  the  hist  year,  however, 
the  Library  Trustees  have  inaugurated  a  building 
program,  and  they  intend  to  alleviate  the  situation 
within  the  next  ten  years,  and  any  action  that  may 
be  taken  to  place  branch  libraries  in  any  part  of 
the  city  is  a  step  forward  in  relieving  the  present 
situation  in  all  parts  of  Boston.  Some  members 
of  the  Council  who  have  spoken  today  have  ex- 
pressed an  unwillingness  to  act  at  this  time  because 
of  the  situation  in  their  districts.  Let  me  say  that 
I  have  been  after  a  branch  library  for  the  Franklin 
Field  section  of  Ward  14.  There  was  one  removed 
from  there  several  years  ago,  taken  from  the 
Hefeetory  Building  on  Franklin  Park  when  that 
building  was  leased  by  the  city  for  commercial 
purposes.  But  I  believe,  if  I  am  to  get  a  branch 
library  for  Ward  14,  or  if  the  councilor  fromtWard 
19  is  to  get  a  branch  library  for  his  district,  it  is 
encumbent  upon  us  at  least  not  to  interfere  with 
the  progress  that  will  naturally  be  made  under  the 
proposed  branch  library  program.  If  we  arc 
fortunate  enough  to  get  a  library  building  imme- 
diately, in  the  carrying  out  of  the  program,  so 
much  the  better  for  our  district:  but  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Library  Trustees  the  need  in  other 
districts  is  more  urgent  than  in  ours,  our  district 
should  be  satisfied  with  that  decision,  having  in 
mind  always  the  fact  that  the  more  progress  is 
made,  the  more  nearly  the  branch  library  program 
comes  to  completion,  the  nearer  we  are  coming  to 
the  time  when  our  district  can  be  taken  care  of. 
With  reference  to  giving  a  second  reading  to  a  bill  at 
this  time.  I  would  ordinarily  agree  with  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  S,  but  I  think  this  is  the  kind  of 
appropriation,  after  we  have  made  up  our  minds 
in  the  tirst  instance  to  vote  for  the  appropriation, 
where  such  action  might  well  be  taken.  This  is 
nothing  new  in  the  way  of  a  construction  program. 
It  is  an  old  program  that  the  trustees  have  tried 
to  carry  out  since  Councilor  Bush's  chairmanship 
of  the  committee  four  years  ago.  As  a  result  of 
the  agitation  at  that  time  by  various  councilors 
the  trustees  agreed  on  a  building  program.  For 
that  reason  I  believe  we  are  in  duty  bound  to  vote 
for  the  Mayor's  order,  so  that  the  Library  Trustees 
may  immediately  select  the  two  sites.  We  can, 
in  our  several  districts,  of  course,  hope  that  our 
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district  may  be  one  of  the  favored  ones  but,  if  not, 
the  program  is  to  be  pushed  through,  anyway,  from 
year  to  year,  and,  in  so  far  as  it  interests  all  of  our 
respective  districts,  will  be  advanced  so  much 
nearer  to  completion.  For  that  reason  I  believe 
that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  ought 
not  to  be  accepted.  I  believe  we  should  reject  the 
report  and  pass  the  loan  order  as  suggested  by  the 
Mayor. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  this  places 
the  Committee  on  Finance  in  rather  an  embarrass- 
ing position.  The  Committee  on  Finanoe  was  of 
the  opinion,  on  the  whole,  that  the  order  ought 
to  pass.  But,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  time  had 
expired  for  the  two  readings  of  the  bill,  the  chair- 
man was  instructed  to  introduce  a  new  order, 
which  was  really  a  copy  of  the  Mayor's  order. 
I  do  not  believe  it  will  be  a  violation  of 
parliamentary  procedure  if  we  should  vote  "  ought 
not  to  pass"  on  the  original  order,  and  then  sub- 
stitute a  direct  copy  of  the  Mayor's  order  and 
pass  it  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  I  think 
that  would  remove  the  necessity  for  such  discus- 
sion as  we  have  had  here.  But  the  thing  does 
place  the  Committee  on  Finance  in  an  embarrass- 
ing position,  due  to  the  fact  that  members  of  the 
Council  are  so  much  interested  in  hearing  what 
the  trustees  have  to  say.  This  would  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  trustees  to  come  in  and  make 
a  statement.  If  the  substitute  order  is  accepted, 
I  Bee  no  reason  why  it  should  not  receive  its  first 
reading  today.  It  is  a  direct  copy  of  the  Mayor's 
order. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
that  the  Council  should  go  through  with  the 
original  proposition  and  pass  the  appropriation 
order  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor.  If  we  don't 
we  are  liable  to  lose  the  whole  business.  The 
gentleman  from  East  Boston  (Coun.  Donovan) 
is  very  modest.  There  is  no  question  but  what 
East  Boston  sorely  needs  a  branch  library.  I  was 
for  some  years  a  member  of  the  examining  com- 
mittee of  the  Public  Library.  I  believe  Councilor 
Bush  is  now  a  member.  There  is  certainly  a 
crying  need  over  there  in  East  Boston  for  a  branch 
library.  The  condition  is  disgraceful.  It  is  an 
outstanding  disgrace  to  the  city  that  the  conditions 
in  East  Boston  in  this  respect  should  nave  been 
tolerated  as  long  as  they  have  been.  There  is  no 
other  section  where  such  conditions  exist.  There 
are  many  things  I  might  say  but  that  I  do  not 
desire  to  say  for  the  record.  In  the  last  report 
of  the  trustees  I  notice  mention  of  the  fact  that 
the  branch  over  there  should  be  changed  as  soon 
as  possible.  At  present  it  is  a  rented  building, 
and  so  infested  with  rats  that  it  is  a  positive 
disgrace.  Moreover,  the  building  is  a  building 
that  is  used  for  entertainments,  dances.  They  are 
compelled  to  have  two  or  three  police  officers  on 
duty  there,  according  to  the  evidence  that  I  was 
given  four  or  five  years  ago,  to  maintain  order. 
I  do  not  need  to  tell  you  what  conditions  should 
be  about  a  dance  hall  or  a  hall  used  for  entertain- 
ments for  little  girls  and  boys,  who  are  clamoring 
to  get  in,  especially  in  a  section  which  is  so  crowded 
and  where  the  population  is  so  dense.  In  the 
name  of  decency  and  fair  play  to  East  Boston, 
it  should  have  a  good  branch  library,  and  I  hope 
the  Council  will  follow  the  suggestion  of  Councilor 
McGrath. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  pas- 
sage, yeas  21,  nays  1:

Mr.  President,  I  would  move  a  reconsideration 
of  the  vote  on  branch  libraries.  I  think  the  Chair 
was  in  error  in  putting  the  vote  on  the  passage  of 
the  order.  The  report  of  the  committee  sub- 
mitted by  the  councilor  from  East  Boston  was 
that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

President  LYNCH — The  Chair  would  say  that, 
so  far  as  the  vote  on  accepting  the  committee's 
report  was  concerned,  we  had  nothing  else  to  do. 
The  acceptance  of  the  committee's  report  is  merely 
a  formality  to  discharge  the  committee  from 
further  consideration  of  the  subject.  If  the  vote 
had  been  the  opposite  way,  the  order  would  have 
been  returned  to  the  committee. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  now  make 
a  motion  that  we  reconsider  our  action  on  that 
library  matter. 

Coun.  Murray's  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost.

I 
realize  that  I  am  not  going  to  get  all  these  streets 
attended  to  at  once,  but  I  wish  at  least  to  let  the 


City  Council  and  city  officials  know  what  our 
condition  is.  These  are  unaccepted  streets.  I 
understand,  however,  that  the  sewers  are  in — that 
they  are  in  such  a  position  that  we  can  go  ahead. 
Any  of  you  councilors  who  may  have  attended  the 
meeting  at  the  State  House  last  Wednesday  must 
have  been  impressed  by  the  size  of  the  delegation 
from  West  Roxbury  demanding  that  some  action 
be  taken  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets.  I 
want  to  tell  you  now  that  they  are  all  in  a  very 
deplorable  and  neglected  condition.  Therefore, 
I  offer  these  orders,  and  I  shall  offer  the  forty  others 
I  have  spoken  of  next  Monday.

RESIDENCE    OF   RECENTLY    APPOINTED 
PATROLMEN. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  re- 
spectfully requested  to  furnish  to  the  Boston  City 
Council  the  names  of  the  most  recent  five  hundred 
men  appointed  as  patrolmen  in  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  together  with  the  addresses  of  each 
man  as  given  on  the  date  of  his  appointment. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  during  my 
sen-ice  of  the  last  four  years  in  this  body  it  has  been 
repeatedly  brought  to  my  attention  that  it  has 
been  the  custom  in  various  departments  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  employ  nonresidents.  In 
recently  looking  over  the  pay  roll,  with  names  and 
addresses  of  head  masters  of  grammar  and  other 
schools  in  this  city,  men  receiving  salaries  of  $4,450, 
or  more,  from  the  city,  it  came  as  quite  a  shock  to 
me  to  see  what  a  large  proportion  of  them  are 
living  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  city  that  is 
paying  them  their  salaries,  out  perhaps  where  the 
air  may  be  a  little  better.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
see  the  situation  in  other  departments  of  the  city 
and  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  where  people  whose 
salaries  are  paid  here  are  actually  living  outside,  in 
metropolitan  Boston.     It  «ould  seem  that  at  the 
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present  time  over  50  per  cent  of  the  employees  of 
the  city  see  fit  to  live  outside  the  city  limits.  This 
is  merely  one  of  several  orders  which  I  plan  to 
introduce  the  present  year — in  this  particular 
instance  wishing  to  ascertain,  for  example,  how 
many  members  of  our  Police  Department  vacate 
for  purposes  of  residence  the  city  into  whose  service 
they  are  so  anxious  to  enter. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  ON  LORING  STREET. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following:

NEW  EAST  BOSTON  FERRY  TARIFF.

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  unless  the 
councilor  from  East  Boston  is  in  a  hurry  to  get 
away  and  has  objection  to  the  disposition  I  now 
propose,  I  seen  no  reason  why  the  matter  in  ques- 
tion cannot  be  considered  in  Executive,  so  that  we 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  this  rather 
sketchy  outline  that  we  have.  I  understand  that 
the  gentleman  from  West  Roxbury  (Coun.  Cox) 
has  not  even  a  sketchy  outline, — so  I  will  give  him 
a  few  bites  of  mine. 

No.  8  was  assigned  until  later  in  the  session. 


LAW  ON  TAXI  STANDS. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  re- 
spectfully requested  to  advise  the  Special  City 
Council  Committee  on  Taxi  Stands  with  reference 
to  the  following: 

1.  By  virtue  of  what  authority  are  taxicab 
locations  now  granted,  with  any  rental  or  fee 
charged  by  any  private  owner  or  lessee  of  any 
building,  on  any  public  street  in  the  City  of  Boston? 

2.  Assuming  that  consent  is  given  by  the  owner 
or  lessee  of  an  adjacent  building,  is  the  proper  legal 
authority  for  the  granting  of  a  taxicab  stand  on  a 
public  street  in  the  City  of  Boston  legally  vested 
at  the  present  time  in  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners or  the  Police  Commissioner? 

3.  Has  the  Police  Commissioner  authority  to 
grant  a  license  for  a  taxicab  stand  on  any  public 
street  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  if  so  by  virtue  of 
what  act  of  the  Legislature  or  what  city  ordinance? 

4.  Has  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
authority  to  grant  a  license  for  a  taxicab  stand  on 
any  public  street  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and,  if  so, 
by  virtue  of  what  act  of  the  Legislature  or  what 
city  ordinance? 

5.  By  virtue  of  what  city  ordinance  or  what 
act  of  the  Legislature  do  the  owners  or  lessees  of 
hotel  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston  now  receive 
rentals  or  fees  for  the  use  of  adjacent  city  streets 
in  the  City  of  Boston? 

6.  In  your  opinion  is  the  present  practice  of 
granting  exclusive  taxi  stand  locations  on  Boston 
streets,  with  rentals  or  fees  paid  private  persons  or 
corporations,  legal;  and,  if  so,  by  virtue  of  what 
statute  or  ordinance? 

7.  Is  the  present  practical  monopoly  granted 
almost  exclusively  to  two  taxicab  concerns  for 
stands  on  public  streets  in  the  Boston  business 
district  legal? 

8.  Has  the  owner  of  any  hotel  building  or  rail- 
way terminal  in  Boston,  even  with  the  consent  of 
the  Police  Commissioner,  any  legal  right  to 
restrict: 

(a,)  The  parking  of  any  automobile  on  any 
part  of  any  public  street? 


(b)  To  grant  any  exclusive  use  of  any  part  of 
any  public  way  for  parking  purposes  even  where  a 
fee  or  rental  is  paid  the  owner  of  the  property 
immediately  adjacent? 

9.  By  exactly  what  legal  procedure  is  it  possible 
to  prevent: 

(a)  The  further  renting  of  any  part  of  any 
public  street  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  owner 
or  lessee  of  a  building  adjacent  thereto? 

(b)  The  further  granting  of  taxicab  parking 
privileges  on  any  part  of  any  public  street  in  the 
City  of  Boston  exclusively  to  any  person  or 
company? 

(c)  A  continuation  of  the  present  practice  now 
existing  in  Boston  of  allowing  any  corporation 
other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  or  any  person,  to 
receive  any  rental  or  fee  for  the  use  of  any  part  of 
any  public  street? 

10.  Exactly  what  are  the  present  legal  provi- 
sions effective  in  the  City  of  Boston  with  reference 
to  the  granting  of  a  taxicab  stand  on  any  part  of 
any  public  street? 

11.  By  virtue  of  what  authority  has  a  taxicab 
stand  been  granted  on  that  part  of  State  street 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  Custom  House? 

Coun.  WILSON — -Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  these  eleven  questions  here  submitted  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  advice,  I  will  simply  say 
that  they  are  the  eleven  questions  that  were  sub- 
mitted in  our  special  taxi  stand  committee  meeting 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  request  is  made  by  a  member,  Mr.  President, 
that  they  be  read  in  full  at  this  time. 

(The  clerk  read  Coun.  Wilson's  order  in  full.) 
Coun.  WILSON — I  will  merely  state,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  those  questions  were  submitted  by  the 
Special  Comittee  on  Taxi  Stands  to  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  at  a  meeting  last  week.  The  pur- 
pose of  introducing  them  in  this  form  at  this  time 
is  that  they  may  be  a  matter  of  record  in  our 
minutes — particularly  in  view  of  the  unexplained 
absence  from  our  file  of  the  report  of  the  hearings 
by  the  Special  Committee  of  1928.  That  report 
your  committee  has  been  able  to  find  in  the  files 
of  the  City  Council,  merely  being  able  to  obtain  a 
partial  copy  from  the  stenographer.  So  we  wish 
to  have,  so  far  as  our  present  committee  is  con- 
cerned, some  definite  record  of  this  sort  that  can 
be  found  after  the  investigation  is  over.  We 
summoned  before  us  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
he  was  given  these  particular  questions,  in  an 
endeavor  to  check  up  in  whom  the  authority  rests 
to  grant  these  stands.  Representative  Finnegan, 
who  introduced  last  year  in  the  Legislature  the 
original  orders  or  resolves  with  reference  to  this 
matter,  also  appeared  before  the  committee,  as 
did  other  witnesses.  We  obtained  also  the  report 
of  the  Special  Commission  on  the  Licensing  of 
Taxicab  Stands  in  the  City  of  Boston,  which  was 
appointed  under  a  resolve  of  the  Legislature,  in 
Senate  Bill  No.  240  of  last  year.  Under  that 
resolve,  Mr.  President,  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature appointed  as  its  representative  on  the  com- 
mission a  senator  from  Waltham,  a  representative 
from  New  Bedford  and  a  representative  from  the 
city  of  Chelsea,  to  investigate  and  decide  on  the 
question  of  the  use  of  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
this  city  being  in  the  unenviable  situation  ap- 
parently of  being  the  only  city  in  the  Common- 
wealth that  needs  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  run 
its  business  for  it.  That  commission  finally 
consisted  of  five,  being  composed  of  these  members 
of  the  Legislature,  not  one  a  representative  from 
Boston,  but  having  also  added  to  it  one  resident  of 
Boston  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  also 
a  resident  of  Milton,  fortunately  one  of  the  ablest 
attorneys  that  we  have  in  this  city,  Mr.  Racke- 
niann.  That  commission,  singularly  enough,  has 
followed  out  the  idea  that  our  own  committee  has 
expressed,  recommending  increasing  the  number  of 
public  or  open  stands  in  the  downtown  business 
area  of  Boston,  with  a  limitation  of  the  number  of 
taxicabs.  It  also  made  other  recommendations. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  find  out,  in  the  light  of  this 
particular  report  that,  taking  six  cities, — Chicago, 
New  York  City,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Cleveland 
and  Atlanta,  all  of  which  rank  favorably  in  size  with 
the  City  of  Boston, — that  every  one  of  those  six 
cities,  especially  including  New  York  City  and 
Chicago,  which  I  am  reliably  informed  have  at  least 
as  many  cabs  as  we  have,  operate  on  a  public  stand 
system.  I  do  wish  to  correct  one  item  that  came 
out  in  the  papers  last  week,  referring  to  an  inci- 
dent in  which  I  was  involved  on  State  street,  in 
the  matter  of  parking  a  car,  that  that  was  not  a 
move  in  the  line  of  what  came  up  two  years  ago 
but  merely  a  means  of  trying  out  the  law  on  the 
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point  in  question.  Now,  the  object  of  this  par- 
ticular committee  is  to  ascertain  the  information — 
which  has  been  ducked,  apparently,  down  to  date — 
as  to  the  source  in  which  the  taxicab  authority 
rests,  the  Street  Commissioner  or  the  Police  Com- 
missioner. I  have  no  quarrel  with  this  particul  ir 
Police  Commissioner,  as  I  understand  that  he  in- 
herited the  practice,  although  he  has  enlarged  it  to 
some  extent.  _  But  this  committee  wishes  to  place 
the  responsibility  where  it  properly  belongs;  and  I 
might  say,  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  Council, 
with  nil  due  mode.st3'  in  reference  to  this  particu- 
lar committee,  that  we  are  in  a  position  to  go  ahead, 
and,  if  we  have,  as  we  expect,  the  cooperation  of 
the  other  members  of  the  City  Council,  you  may 
be  sure  that  the  report  which  the  committee  makes 
will  result  in  something. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

PROPOSED    NEW    FERRY    TARIFF. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  called  up  assignment,  No.  8, 
viz.: 

Ordinance  establishing  a  new  tariff  of  tolls  on 
the  East  Boston  ferries,  to  take  effect  April  1,  1930. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
intend  to  burden  the  Council  with  any  further  re- 
marks in  regard  to  the  East  Boston  ferry  tolls. 
The  people  of  East  Boston  merely  ask  for  justice 
and  fair  play. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  we  are  told 
that  there  is  some  information  which  will  give  to 
those  members  of  the  Council  who  do  not  live 
in  East  Boston  perhaps  an  alibi  for  voting  differ- 


ently from  what  they  did  vote  four  or  more  months 
ago,  in  light  of  the  alleged  falling  off  in  the  travel 
of  teams  and  trucks  over  the  ferry  because  of  what 
are  claimed  to  be  exorbitant  rates.     We  are  told 
that  since  the  increased  tolls  were  put  into  effect 
the  revenue  has  fallen  off  to  a  great  extent.     I 
desire   to  make   two  points  in   reference   to  that. 
First,   if  I   am  correctly  informed,    one   excellent 
reason  for  the  falling  off  in  revenue  is  the  present 
practice    of    many    employees    of    truck    concerns 
going  back  and  forth  on  the  ferries  instead  of  buy- 
ing two  tickets  and  coming  back  the  same  way, 
going  over,  when  they  have  a  very  heavy  load, 
and   coming  back  by  the  roundabout  way  when 
they  are  empty,  but  charging  two  tickets  to  the 
concern.     So  that  may  account  for  some  of  the 
decreased    revenue    to    the    City    of    Boston.     I 
imagine  if  the  Truck  Association  would  check  up 
their  books  and  drivers  they  would  find  that  that 
is  being  done, — that  so  far  as  the  books  show  there 
has  been  no  reduction  in  the  ferry  traffic.     I  have 
every  sympathy,  Mr.  President,  with  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward   1,  who  represents  that  district, 
and  I  will  not  burden  the  Council  with  a  repetition 
of  what  I  said  along  that  line  last  week.     But  I  do 
object  to  the  manner  in  which  this  present  change 
is   being  effected.     Last  week  there  was  more  or 
less    talk    about    the    prospective    East    Boston 
Tunnel.     The   last    Mayor    of    Boston   for   many 
months — in  fact,   I   guess  for  several  years— had 
realized  that  there  was  an  annual  deficit  in  the 
Ferry    Department,    amounting    to    about    three- 
quarters  of  a  million  dollars  in  some  years.     That 
was   a   problem   that   was   continually   facing   the 
administration  in  this  city.     Finally,  there  was  the 
agitation  for  the  tunnel,  and   the  representatives 
of  that  ward   naturally  fought  for  the  tunnel.     I 
might  say,  also,  that  if  I  had   represented   East 
Boston  I  would  have  fought  for  the  tunnel.     But 
the  understanding  in  regard  to  the  tunnel  was  that 
the  people  of  East  Boston  would  accept  a  toll  in 
connection  with  it.     That  is  not  a  new  idea,  even 
in  American  democracy.     I  understand  that  there 
are  tunnels  in  New  York  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  and  that  tolls  are  paid  in  those  tunnels. 
But  until  the  tunnel  should  be  constructed,  there 
was  still  this  deficit  in  the  running  of  the  ferries  to 
be  reckoned  with.     Since  1887  this  sort  of  thing 
had  been  going  on.     There  was  a  tunnel  in  prospect, 
for  which  it  was  generally  understood  and  agreed 
that  tolls  should  be  paid,  but  in  the  meantime  the 
financial  situation  had  to  be  dealt  with.     Accord- 
ingly, an  ordinance  increasing  the  ferry  rates  in 
the  meantime  was  passed.     Now,  my  brother  from 
East  Boston  raises  the  question,  I  understand,  that 
the  tunnel  will  not  be  built  for  a  year,  or  probably 
for  two  years,  and  in  the  meantime  he  does  not 
want  this  additional  toll  imposed  on  the  ferries. 
Well,  of  course,  when  the  gentlemen  of  the  City 
Council  voted  last  year  to  increase  the  ferry  tolls, 
I  don't  imagine  anybody  thought  for  one  moment 
that  the  new  tunnel  would   be  completed  by  the 
first  of  January  of  this  year!     But  the  gentleman 
From  East  Boston,  after  the  Council  had  voted  to 
increase    the    tolls,    got    up    and    asked    that   the 
increase  be  postponed  until  the  first  of  January. 
Possibly  he  felt  that  with  the  change  in  adminis- 
tration the  thing  would  be  killed,  anyway.     Now,  I 
understand,   he  wishes  that  there  shall  be  a  de- 
crease in  tolls  because  of  the  delay  in  the  building 
of  the  tunnel — although,  I  repeat,  nobody  could 
have  thought  that  the  tunnel  would  be  built  before 
the  first  of  January,   and   there   was  no   possible 
argument  for  postponing  the  increase  of  the  ferry 
tolls  until  the  first  of  January  on  any  other  grounds. 
So  I  now  ask  the  gentleman  from  East  Boston, 
from  the  best  information  he  is  able  to  get,  if  he 
has  any,  when  he  expects  that  the  tunnel  will  be 
built  to  East  Boston,  or  when  be  expects  that  there 
will  be  a  bridge  to  East  Boston,  if  such  a  bridge  as 
is  suggested  by  the  Mayor  is  to  be  erected?     Of 
course,  the  tunnel  will  not  go  through  if  we  get  a 
bridge  to  East  Boston  through  the  Legislature.     A 
bridge  or  tunnel  will  certainly  take  two  or  three 
years  to  build.     Certainly  there  could  be  no  argu- 
ment for  postponement  on  any  other  grounds  than 
he  completion  of  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  suspending 
he  proposed   increase  until  the   bridge  or  tunnel 
went  into  effect.      Mr.  President,  I  think  nobody, 
even  with  the  optimism  of  my  brother,  would  feel 
that  such  a  bridge  or  tunnel  would  be  completed 
by  the  first  of  January  of  this  year.     So  what  he 
really  had  in  mind  was  probably  a  change  in  ad- 
ministration, under  which  he  expected  that  there 
would  be  a  real  change,  and  that  what  had  been 
done  last  year  would  be  uegatived. 

Coun.     DONOVAN— Mr.     President,     if     the 
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councilor  will  look  the  matter  up,  he  will  see  that 
after  the  action  that  was  taken  I  later  introduced 
an  order  asking  the  Mayor  to  suspend  the  increased 
tolls  until  we  had  either  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge.  I 
think  if  he  looks  it  up  he  will  see  that  that  is  so,  as 
a  matter  of  record,  that  it  was  to  be  postponed 
until  we  had  a  tunnel  or  bridge — instead  of  having 
the  increased  tolls  placed  in  operation  before 
January  1,  in  spite  of  our  protest. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  chief  reason  animating  the  councilor 
from  East  Boston  at  the  present  time  in  pressing 
for  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  is  that  there 
has  been  an  unexpected  delay  in  the  construction 
of  this  tunnel,  or  that  it  is  because  of  the  rising 
tolls  that  the  revenue  from  the  ferries  has  seriously 
dropped  off? 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
shown  that  the  revenue  from  the  East  Boston 
ferries  has  been  decreased,  and  under  the  present 
situation,  while  there  may  have  been  in  the  past 
a  deficit  of  $570,000  to  $700,000,  as  my  brother 
contends,  there  will  be  a  greater  deficit  in  the 
present  fiscal  year  if  the  present  rates  of  the 
schedule  are  kept  up.  My  colleague  from  Dor- 
chester states  that  he  does  not  blame  me  for 
taking  the  stand  I  do  on  this  matter.  Then 
there  must  be  some  merit  in  my  stand  on  the 
Question  of  tolls.  He  admits  that  if  he  were  in 
my  position  he  would  be  looking  for  this  very 
relief  for  the  citizens  of  his  district,  and  he  admits 
that  the  real  reason  he  has  for  taking  the  position 
he  does  today  is  because  he,  too,  feels  that  he  is 
looking  after  the  interests  of  his  constituents. 

Coun.  WILSON — Of  course,  Mr.  President, 
the  answer  is— although  the  argument  is  a  poor 
argument — that  under  our  present  charter  a 
councilor  primarily  represents  the  ward  from 
which  he  has  been  elected.  I,  of  course,  am  just 
as  strongly  against  the  proposed  decrease  in  the 
tolls  as  the  councilor  from  East  Boston  is  in 
iavor  of  it,  namely,  that  it  means  adding,  we 
will  say,  fifty  cents  a  thousand,  or  however  it 
may  figure  out,  to  the  taxation  of  the  people  in 
the  ward  I  represent.  Of  course,  you  cannot 
lose  money  in  one  part  of  the  city  without  making 
up  for  it  in  the  other  part.  Perhaps  that  is  a 
narrow  attitude  to  take,  but  it  is  the  attitude  that 
the  councilor  from  East  Boston  has  first  assumed 
in  this  matter,  and  representatives  from  the  other 
sections  of  the  city  should  realize  just  what  it 
means.  It  is  claimed  that  as  a  result  of  the  in- 
crease in  tolls  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
revenues  of  the  East  Boston  ferries.  We  should  go 
carefully  in  accepting  that  statement,  however,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  new  system,  inaugurated 
under  Mayor  Nichols,  has  been  in  effect  for  only 
sixty  days,  also  having  in  mind  the  statement 
that  has  been  advanced  that  truck  drivers  are 
going  one  way  over  the  ferries,  with  the  heavily- 
loaded  truck,  and  taking  it  back  by  the  rounda- 
bout way,  pocketing  the  amount  that  would  be 
paid  for  the  return  trip. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
say  in  answer  to  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester 
that  I  filed  an  order  asking  that  a  survey  be  made 
of  the  trucking  to  and  from  East  Boston,  and  then, 
despite  the  claim  made  by  the  gentleman,  there 
is  a  decrease  in  the  trucking  that  goes  over  the 
ferries,  resulting  in  a  decrease  in  revenue. 

Coun.  WILSON — Well,  can  the  gentleman  tell 
us  how  much  that  amounts  to? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  cannot  tell  the  amount, 
but,  as  one  continually  utilizing  the  East  Boston 
ferries,  I  can  see  what  is  happening.  Where  we 
used  to  commonly  see  a  line  of  forty  or  fifty 
waiting  to  get  on  the  boats,  at  the  present  time 
you  will  see  only  five  or  six  machines  going  over 
the  ferry  at  a  time.  That  is  common  knowledge, 
Mr.  President.  You  have  all  seen  in  the  past 
the  long  lines  of  vehicles  that  used  to  be  awaiting 
a  chance  to  go  across. 

Coun.  WILSON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  don't 
see  that  we  are  getting  anywhere  in  tnis  matter. 
I  think  we  are  entitled  to  further  figures,  further 
information,  and  I  move  that  the  matter  lie  on 
the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
carried.  Coun.  DONOVAN  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  8; 
nays  12: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Cox,  Gleason,  Kelly, 
Lynch,  Mahoney,  Murray,  Wilson — 8. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Curtis,  Donovan,  Dowd, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Green,  McGrath, 
Power,  Ruby — 12. 


Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
what  has  been  stated,  the  principal  argument 
appears  to  be  that  it  is  unfair  to  the  people  of 
East  Boston  to  expect  them  to  pay  even  the 
small  increase  shown  by  the  Nichols  increase,  as 
compared  with  the  amount  turned  in  since  1887; 
and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  estimated  last 
week  and  this  week  that  it  would  take  about  two 
years  to  complete  the  tunnel  or  the  bridge,  I  now 
offer  an   amendment   to   the   proposed   ordinance. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  be- 
ginning with  the  first  day  of  April,  1930.  The 
fees  herein  established  shall  continue  until  April  1, 
1932,  and  on  and  after  that  day  the  fees  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Passengers. 

Foot  passengers 1  cent 

Passengers     on     vehicles,     other     than 

driver,  each 1  cent 

Vehicles. 

One  or  two  horse  vehicles  with  driver. . .  15  cents 

Three  or  four  horse  vehicle  with  driver..  25  cents

Motor  truck,  six  tons  or  less,  with  driver,  20  cents 

Motor  truck,  over  six  tons,  with  driver..  30  cents 

Auto  bus  with  driver 30  cents 

Motorcycle,  with  driver 10  cents 

Trailer 20  cents 

Miscellaneous. 

Hand  cart,  or  wheelbarrow,  and  man.  .  .  10  cents 

Horse  and  rider 10  cents 

Horses  and  cattie,  each,  with  attendant,  10  cents 

Ticket  for  Vehicles. 
Tickets  in  packages  of  twenty  shall  be  sold  at  a 
reduction  of  20  per  cent  from  toll  rates. 

Funeral  Processions. 
Funeral  processions  shall  pass  free  of  tolls. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  since  the  argu- 
ment appears  to  be  that  the  present  ordinance 
should  be  accepted  because  it  will  take  two  years 
to  build  the  tunnel,  I  ask  for  an  amendment  which 
says  that  the  present  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
the  first  of  next  month  and  remain  in  effect  for 
two  years,  by  which  time  the  tunnel  will  have  been 
completed,  and  then  the  present  rates  now  in 
existence  can  again  go  into  effect.  In  view  of  the 
argument  advanced  by  my  colleague  from  East 
Boston,  I  certainly  can  see  no  objection  to  the 
amendment. 

President  LYNCH — Does  the  gentleman  accept 
the  amendment? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  accept  the  amendment. 

(The  proposed  amendment  was  read  at  request 
of  Coun.  Dowd.) 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  the  councilor  from  East  Boston  is  agreeable 
to  that  amendment? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  the  amendment  merely  means  the  adop- 
tion of  the  proposed  ordinance  introduced  by  the 
Mayor  at  the  present  time,  subject  to  this  other 
amendment  going  into  effect  in  1932.  Do  I 
understand  it  aright? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
any  misapprehension.  The  ordinance  as  now 
amended,  if  my  amendment  is  adopted,  will  reduce 
or  curtail  the  present  rates  for  the  coming  two  years 
at  the  expiration  of  which  time  it  is  estimated 
that  the  tunnel  will  have  been  built,  and  at  which 
time  the  rates  will  revert  to  the  rates  existing  to- 
day, on  March  3,  1930. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information.  Does  the  amendment  simply 
mean  that  the  Mayor's  present  schedule  is  to  go 
into  effect  with  a  time  limit  on  it,  a  limit  to  the 
time  within  which  it  is  to  operate? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  proposed 
amendment  means  that  this  Council  wishes  that 
the  proposed  ordinance  submitted  by  Mayor 
Curley  will  decrease  the  rates  for  the  next  two 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time,  according 
to  estimate,  there  will  be  a  new  East  Boston  tunnel 
or  bridge,  and  the  present  rates  will  go  back. 

President  LYNCH — Is  that  information  satis- 
factory to  Councilor  Bush? 

Coun.  BUSH — I  am  not  sure  that  I  understand 
it  as  yet. 

Coun.    DOWD— Mr.    President,   I    want    to  be 
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thoroughly^advised  in  this  matter.  As  I  under- 
stand the  amendment  proposed  by  Councilor 
Wilson,  he  simply  desires  to  have  Mayor  Curley's 
schedule  go  into  effect  for  two  years.  Is  that 
correct,  Councilor  Wilson? 

Coun.  WILSON— That  is  correct,  Mr.  President. 
I  want  to  make  this  additional  explanation.  The 
reason  why  I  am  proposing  that  amendment  at 
this  present  time  is  that  the  reason  advanced  for 
as  decrease  in  rates  is  only  a  valid  reason  until  a 
bridge  or  tunnel  is  built.  If  that  is  their  argu- 
ment, they  should  stand  by  it  and  then  let  the 
rates  revert  back  to  the  present  rates,  two  years 
from  today,  or  from  April  1,  by  which  time  they 
will  have  their  tunnel  or  bridge.  I  simply  want 
the  thing  clear  on  the  record,  so  that  it  will  not  be 
said  two  years  from  now  that  this  ordinance  was 
passed  without  any  such  understanding  this 
afternoon. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  being  an  ordinary 
layman  I  don't  know  much  about  engineeiing 
work,  but  1  do  say  that  this  proposed  East  Boston 
tunnel  or  bridge  will  not  be  built  possibly  within 
five  years.  Now,  why  should  we  go  on  record  that 
it  will  be  in  effect  in  two  years?  1  say  that  we 
should  accept  Mayor  Curley's  proposition  or  reject 
it.  I  do  not  believe  the  Council  should  adopt  any 
amendment  with  regard  to  the  completion  of  a 
bridge  or  tunnel,  because  even  to  the  ordinary  lay 
mind,  I  think  it  must  be  apparent  that  it  will  take 
four  to  five  years  to  complete  a  tunnel  or  bridge  to 
Kast  Boston.  I  hope  the  Council  will  not  favor 
any  amendment  that  will  prejudice  the  acceptance 
or  rejection  of  Mayor  Curley's  proposal. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  1  think  it  is 
fairly  obvious  that  when  the  bridge  or  tunnel  is 
constructed,  the  Council  can  take  any  action  it  sees 
fit.  At  the  present  time,  however,  it  must  be 
clear  to  any  fair-minded  man  that  the  people 
and  the  merchants  of  East  Boston  are  being 
unjustly  treated,  that  they  are  paying  exorbitant 
fares  at  the  present  time.  With  that  in  mird, 
regardless  of  tunnel  or  bridge,  I  am  heartily  in 
favor  of  the  Mayor's  proposed  schedule  being  put 
into  effect  today.  I  believe  then  the  Council 
can  wait  for  two  years,  or  whatever  the  time  may 
be,  to  see  whether  further  action  of  any  kind  should 
be  taken. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  let  us  lay  the 
cards  on  the  table  and  talk  plainly.  We  all  know 
the  action  of  the  Council  last  year,  and  how  the 
members  of  this  body  went  on  record,  in  view  of 
the  deficit  in  the  Ferry  Department,  in  favor  of 
increasing  the  tolls.  That  was  done  last  autumn, 
and  the  new  system  has  not  been  given  a  fair  trial, 
and  I  say  now  that  if  the  rates  are  reduced  with- 
out my  proposed  amendment  they  will  never  be 
raised  again.  The  councilor  from  East  Boston 
wants  us  to  let  the  thing  rest,  and  then  if  we  wish 
take  up  the  matter  two  years  from  now.  But  if 
this  amendment  is  not  passed,  two  years  from  now 
we  will  see  the  same  gentleman  from  East  Boston 
not  asking  for  an  increase  in  the  rates  but  for 
abolition  of  the  tolls,  i  press  the  amendment  for 
another  reason — that  I  like  to  see  the  members 
in  this  body  from  other  wards  squarely  represent- 
ing the  wards  that  elected  them;  and  two  years 
from  now,  if  this  amendment  is  not  adopted — 
whether  we  are  here  or  not, — the  point  will  not  be 
raised,  as  1  have  raised  it  now,  but  it  will  be  stated 
that  the  question  of  tolls  on  the  ferries  was  acted 
upon  without  any  such  agreement  or  understand- 
ing. So  the  time  to  take  this  action  is  right  now. 
If  something  is  not  done,  you  will  be  putting  on 
every  house  in  the  City  of  Boston,  in  every  one  of 
the  wards  outside  of  East  Boston,  the  burden  of 
carrying  the  deficit  that  will  be  created  on  the 
ferries.  Before  introducing  the  amendment  1 
asked  the  question  when  the  tunnel  or  the  bridge 
was  to  be  built,  or  completed.  We  had  a  sugges- 
tion from  East  Boston  today,  and  also  last  week, 
that  it  would  probably  not  happen  for  a  couple  of 
years.  That  is  why  I  have  put  in  here  the  date 
I  have,  in  1932. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  1  simply  rise  to 
ask  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  to  show  me 
any  time  when  I  voted  to  increase  these  rate  under 
Mayor  Nichols? 

Coun.  Wilson's  amendment  was  declared  re- 
jected. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  ques- 
tion of  information — whether  the  amendment 
offered  by  Councilor  Wilson  carries  with  it  going 
back  automatically  to  the  present  rates  in  two 
years,  or  whether  the  matter  would  have  to  be 
taken  up  and  perhaps  opened  up  at  that  time. 


My  question  merely  was  whether,  under  the 
amendment,  we  would  then  return  automatically 
to  the  present  rates? 

President  LYNCH— The  clerk  will  call  the  roll 
on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment. 

Coun.  Wilson's  amendment  was  defeated  on  roll 
call,  yeas  8,  nays  13. 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Cox,  Gleason,  Kelly, 
Lynch,  Maboney,  Murray,  Wilson— 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Curtis,  Donovan,  Dowd, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green,  Mc- 
Grath,  Norton,  Power,  Ruby — 13. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  passed.

PROPOSED   NEW   FERRY   TARIFF. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  re- 
consideration of  the  vote  we  have  taken  with 
reference  to  East  Boston  tolls  on  the  following 
ground — that  possibly,  if  the  matter  is  put  over 
for  one  week,  we  may  be  in  the  position  of  ascer- 
taining from  some  one  who  is  an  engineer  how 
long  it  will  take  to  build  the  proposed  tunnel  or 
bridge,  and  we  can  then  have  some  idea  of  the 
date,  and  will  have  more  information  which  will 
enable  us  to  vote  intelligently. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  my  col- 
league from  Dorchester  is  resorting  to  rather  what 
I  might  call  sharp  practice  in  this  matter,  because 
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some  of  the  members  have  departed  for  their 
homes,  not  expecting  anything  to  happen  after 
voting  to  accept  the  ordinance  presented  by  the 
Mayor.     I  therefore  oppose  reconsideration. 

Cour.  WILSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  realize  the 
friendly  spirit  in  which  the  gentleman  is  referring 
to  the  absent  members,  but,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  twenty-two  members  of  the  Council  are 
still  continuing  to  be  paid  $1,500  a  year  to  attend 
these  weekly  meetings  of  an  hour  or  two,  I  don't 
see  why  a  few  of  them  should  be  excused  for  leav- 
ing earlier  than  the  rest  of  us,  in  a  matter  of  this 
kind.  There  is  no  sharp  practice,  in  any  event, 
as  those  same  gentlemen  a  week  from  today  will 
have  a  chance  to  vote  on  the  same  question.  It 
will  simply  be  a  matter  of  a  week's  delay,  so  that 
we  may  obtain  some  information  in  regard  to  the 
matter. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared  carried. 
Coun.  DONOVAN  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  a  roll  call.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
adjourn. 

A  rising  vote  was  taken  on  the  question  of 
adjournment,  and  it  was  defeated,  8  to  8. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  now  before 
the  body  is  the  passage  of  No.  8  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  hears  no  ob- 
jection.    The  gentleman  will  proceed. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  the  action 
of  my  colleague  from  Dorchester  places  this 
Council  in  a  rather  peculiar  light.  At  the  same 
meeting  that  the  Council  goes  on  record  as  accept- 
ing the  ordinance  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor, 
specifically  voting  in  favor  of  it,  that  action  is 
reconsidered  and  the  question  is  put  over  to  the 


next  meeting.  That  has  been  possible  because 
of  the  fact  that  several  members  went  away  from 
the  meeting,  thinking  that  the  incident  was  closed. 
What  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has  jn  mind 
or  wants  to  learn,  I  cannot  understand.  We 
have  discussed  this  thing  over  a  period  of  four 
or  five  years,  going  on  five  years,  and  I  believe  all 
the  members  here  are  thoroughly  conversant  with 
it.  But  for  some  reason  the  councilor  wants  to 
hold  the  members  of  this  body  up  in  a  rather 
peculiar  light  before  the  voters  of  this  city. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  for  the  information  of  the  few  members 
who  are  left  here,  when  we  are  told  that  this 
places  us  in  a  rather  peculiar  light,  that  there  is 
no  real  reason  in  the  world  why  this  matter  should 
not  go  over  for  one  week,  so  that  we  may  ascertain 
whether  it  will  take  two  years  or  five  years  to 
complete  the  proposed  tunnel.  As  I  understand 
it,  all  those  who  voted  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  feel  the  same  way  as  I  do,  as  expressed 
in  my  proposed  amendment,  but  they  did  not 
think  it  was  wise  to  put  a  time  limit  on  the  thing, 
perhaps  not  thinking  that  it  would  be  completed 
in  two  years.  It  was  simply  in  order  that  we 
might  have  something  reasonably  definite  that  I 
have  requested  the  delay.  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  adjourn. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  make  a  statement,  with  unanimous  consent. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
no  further  debate  is  in  order. 

Coun.  GREEN— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
request  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  to  withdraw 
his  motion  to  adjourn,  temporarily,  as  I  would 
like  to  make  a  statement.  I  would  ask  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  Mr. 
President,  to  call  a  hearing  by  his  committee  at 
his  earliest  convenience,  because  I  would  like  to 
take  the  grade  crossing  matter  in  my  district  up 
before  that  committee.  It  means  a  lot  to  my 
district.  The  thing  is  a  menace  and  a  sore  spot 
over  there,  and  I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman 
of  that  committee  to  call  a  meeting  at  his  own 
convenience,  but  very  early,  if  possible. 

President  LYNCH — The  chairman  of  the 
committee  will  take  the  matter  under  advisement.

The  pull-out  to  get  the  bus  into  service 
was  a  long  one,  and  in  view  of  the  character  of 
traffic,  and  the  fact  that  a  rapid  transit  station 
exists  on  both  edges  of  the  district  involved  (the 
Atlantic  avenue  elevated  and  the  Washington 
Street  Tunnel),  making  the  length  of  route  so 
short,  the  trustees  did  not  believe  they  were 
justified  in  charging  against  cost-of-service,  a 
service,  of  this  character  for  such  a  minority  use.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  forward  herewith  com- 
munication received  from  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner requesting  an  appropriation  in  a  sum 
sufficient  to  permit  of  the  codification  of  the 
building  laws.  It  is  my  purpose  that  the  proposed 
codification  shall  be  applicable  to  the  entire 
metropolitan  Boston  area,  to  the  end  that  the 
city  may  not  be  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  matter 
of  construction  because  of  laws  in  the  remaining 
cities  and  towns  of  the  metropolitan  area  which 
are  lax  in  provisions  necessary  for  the  conser- 
vation of  health  and  the  protection  of  life  and 
property. 

The  codification  as  here  requested  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  competent  authorities,  necessary  for 
the  safeguarding  of  life  and  property  from  fire, 
and  represents  a  chapter  in  the  program  of  con- 
servation through  which  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  possible  for  Boston  to  reduce  by  one  half  the 
present  annual  fire  loss. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Building  Commissioner, 
as  set  forth  in  his  communication,  the  sum  of 
$15,000  to  $20,000  is  necessary  for  this  work 
but,   after   consultation   with   the   Budget  Com- 


missioner and  personal  investigation  I  feel  satisfied 
that  the  sum  of  $10,000  should  prove  ample  and 
I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order.

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE   ON   FINANCE. 

Coun.  DONOVAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  reports  as  follows,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  10)  appropriating  $350,000 
for  new  fireboat — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  Piesident,  I  might 
briefly  say,  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  that  the  appropriation  of  S350,000  is  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  fireboat.  The  informa- 
tion which  we  received  from  the  Acting  Fire  Com- 
missioner is  that  there  are  three  boats  in  bad 
shape,  Engine  31  being  in  the  worst  shape  of  the 
three,  which  has  one  pump,  built  in  1914,  and  has 
a  capacity  of  three  thousand  gallons  a  minute. 
Engine  44,  built  in  1895,  has  a  capacity  of  six 
thousand  gallons  a  minute.  Engine  47,  built  in 
1909,  has  a  capacity  of  six  thousand  gallons  a 
minute.  Every  year  these  boats  are  inspected  by 
the  United  States  steamboat  inspectors.  The 
cost  of  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  these  boats  in 
1927  amounted  to  $10,904.46,  and  an  additional 
$4,207.95  represents  work  performed  by  the 
department  mechanics.  In  1928  the  cost  of  the 
upkeep  was  $12,595.78,  and  the  work  supplied  by 
the  department  mechanics  $1,901.47.  In  1929 
the  cost  of  upkeep  was  $26,922.39,  with  the  depart- 
ment mechanics'  work  $1,151.23,  aggregating 
$57,SS3.68  for  repairs  and  upkeep  over  a  period  of 
three  years.  Each  boat  is  out  of  service  one 
month  each  year  for  repairs.  The  boiler  in 
Engine  31  is  eighteen  years  old,  and  last  year  they 
replaced  eighteen  tubes  in  this  boiler.  The  ordi- 
nary life  of  these  boilers  is  from  twelve  to  fifteen 
years.  A  steel  ship  is  contemplated  by  the  Fire 
Commissioner,  with  a  pump  that  will  throw 
between  eight  to  ten  thousand  gallons  a  minute, 
with  150  pounds  pressure.  The  estimated  cost  of 
construction  is  furnished  by  a  survey  by  com- 
petent men  in  their  respective  lines.  They  submit 
a  Type  A  construction,  costing,  complete,  $344,300. 
It  is  an  oil-burning  steamboat.  The  Type  B  is  a 
Diessel  pump  engine,  estimate  $483,450.  The 
gasolene     estimate     is     $310,200.    The     Diessel 


engine,  while  the  most  economical  engine  on  long 
runs,  is  not  adapted  to  fire  service.  The  steam  is 
a  moderate  triple  expansion  engine.  The  Diessel 
is  a  high  grade  engine,  and  the  gasolene  is  a  low 
grade  engine.  The  Acting  Fire  Commissioner, 
Mr.  Hultman,  stressed  the  crying  need  of  a  fireboat 
at  this  time. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  given  its 
first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  March  3)  that 
$40,000  be  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  Park 
Commission  for  erection  of  bleachers,  rearranging 
baseball  diamonds,  etc.,  on  Healy  Playground, 
Ward  19, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  19, 
nays  0.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
prohibit  the  parking  of  automobiles  on  Broadway, 
between  Dorchester  avenue  and  Farragut  road, 
during  the  passing  of  the  parade  on  Evacuation 
Day,  March  17. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  have  cleaned  and  put  in  proper  order, 
not  only  the  streets  to  be  used  for  the  parade  on 
Evacuation  Day,  March  17,  but  all  the  other 
streets  in  South  Boston,  so  that  the  thousands  of 
people  who  visit  the  district  on  that  day  will  find 
it  in  a  condition  creditable  to  the  City  of  Boston.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  1,  3,  5  and  7  Monks 
street,  Ward  6,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter

SEWERS  EMPTYING  INTO  ROXBURY 
CANAL. 

Coun.  COX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  engineers'  report 
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as  to  whether  or  not  the  present  system  of  sewers 
and  drains  now  emptying  into  the  Roxbury  canal, 
Fort  Point  channel  and  South  bay,  are  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  adjacent  limited  area  which 
they  now  serve;  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  they  are 
inadequate,  or  a  menace  to  public  health,  to  sub- 
mit to  the  City  Council  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
adequate  sewerage  and  drainage  requirements, 
together  with  estimated  cost;  and  whether  or  not, 
in  their  opinion,  in  the  construction  of  any  addi- 
tional sewerage  it  is  necessary  to  do  away  with  or 
fill  in  the  navigable  waters  of  Fort  Point  channel 
and  the  Roxbury  canal. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PARTITION  OF  FLATS. 

Coun.  COX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Law  Department,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  petition  the 
Court  for  a  partition  of  flats  as  provided  by  law, — 
to  establish  the  ownership  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  the  flats  within  the  original  tidal  area  of  South 
bav. 

Said  flats  of  South  Boston  were  formerly  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  towns  of  Boston,  Rox- 
bury and  Dorchester,  and  are  now  part  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Said  territorial  limits  are  substan- 
tially shown  on  plans  authorized  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  in  1794  and  recorded  in 
the  archives  at  the  State  House,  Boston. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  should  appreciate 
an  opportunity  to  say  a  few  words  explanatory 
of  my  reasons  for  offering  these  orders.  There  is 
now  before  the  Harbors  and  Public  Lands  Com- 
mittee, House  Bill  190,  a  report  of  the  special 
commission,  established  under  chapter  48  of  the 
Resolves  of  1929,  to  investigate  the  advisability 
of  filling  in  the  present  navigable  waters  of  Fort 
Point  channel  and  South  bay  above  Dorchester 
Avenue  Bridge,  and  the  disposal  of  the  drainage 
of  their  dependents,  Dorchester  brook  and  Rox- 
bury canal  into  the  lower  portion  of  Fort  Point 
channel.  Mr.  President,  I  am  interested  in  the 
industrial  development  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
1  am  deeply  interested  in  any  project  which  will 
restore  to  the  Port  of  Boston  its  commercial  im- 
portance. The  development  of  any  great  port 
includes  the  conservation  or  its  navigable  waters; 
and  the  wisdom  of  filling  in  a  navigable  channel 
now  serving  a  great  industrial  section  of  this  city 
seems  to  me  questionable.  The  future  commercial 
development  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  dependent 
on  its  available  harbor  facilities.  Fort  Point 
channel  extends  from  the  inner  harbor  at  Northern 
avenue,  southwesterly  to  Dover  street.  Roxbury 
canal  extends  from  Dover  street  to  Southampton 
street, — a  total  distance  of  nearly  two  miles.  The 
water  traffic  of  these  channels  has  consisted  of 
lumber,  logs,  coal,  brick,  lime,  sand,  building  and 
paving  materials  and  bulky  freight  that  can  only 
be  carried  profitably  by  water.  The  total  water- 
borne  traffic  of  these  channels  above  Dorchester 
Bridge  during  the  year  1927  was  over  277,000  tons, 
with  a  valuation  of  $3,041,000.  South  bay  was  a 
natural  drainage  basin  for  the  surrounding  terri- 
tory into  which  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  brooks 
discharged.  It  was  used  even  in  Colonial  and 
post-Revolutionary  times  for  the  navigation  of 
craft  serving  the  commercial  needs  of  Dorchester 
and  Roxbury  of  that  date.  At  low  tide  it  was  a 
mass  of  flats  and  marshes, — the  marshes  being  grass 
grown  and  utilized  for  cattle  grazing  and  hay- 
making by  the  earlier  settlers.  Originally  there 
were  about  100  acres  south  of  what  is  now  Dover 
street.  This  condition  continued  from  1630  to 
1800.  Between  1800  and  1850  a  large  area  of 
Boston  proper  was  filled  in  from  excavations  taken 
from  South  bay  and  the  adjoining  marshes, — 
thereby  enlarging  the  tidal  area  of  South  bay  to 
something  over  200  acres.  This  condition  con- 
tinued until  about  1900  and  from  that  time  on. 
South  bay  has  been  filled  in  by  the  various  railroad 
interests,  and  at  present  there  is  a  tidal  area  of 
approximately  twenty  acres.  Most  of  the  original 
South  bay  has  been  filled  in  and  is  now  claimed  by 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Kailroad. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  problems  of  South  bay 
can  be  divided  in  three  parts,  as  follows:  First, — 
The  commercial  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston — 
which  do  not  seem  to  me  to  be  advanced  by  this 
project  of  filling  and  destroying  a  navigable  por- 
tion of  Boston  Harbor.  Second, — The  question 
of  whether  or  not  there  is  a  necessity  for  additional 
sewerage  facilities,  and  whether  or  not  it  is  neces- 


sary in  this  connection  to  do  away  with  the  navi- 
gable waters  of  South  bay.  As  shown  in  the 
legislative  report,  1928,  this  work  would  cost  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  $6,734,000.  Third,— The 
question  of  ownership  ol  these  flats  in  Soutli 
bay,  which  has  never  been  determined.  From  a 
study  of  ancient  plans  of  the  South  bay  in  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  adjacent  towns  of  Dor- 
chester and  Roxbury,  it  is  evident  that  the  flats 
in  the  South  bay  were  owned  in  1630  by  Dor- 
chester, Roxbury  and  Boston  and  their  territorial 
limits  and  boundary  lines  were  recognized  by  the 
General  Court.  These  lines  remained  unchanged 
as  sho%vn  on  a  plan  authorized  in  1794  by  the 
General  Court.  In  1868  and  1870,  respectively, 
Roxbury  and  Dorchester  were  annexed  to  Boston. 
Boston  therefore  took  title  to  the  flats  belonging 
to  Dorchester  and  Roxbury.  There  has  never 
been  a  partition  of  the  flats  of  South  bay  as  re- 
quired by  law  aud  without  such  partition  there 
could  be  no  individual  ownership  of  these  flats. 
After  1900  the  Legislature  began  to  reduce  the 
area  within  the  Harbor  Comnussioners's  lines  of 
South  bay  and  licenses  were  given  from  time  to 
time  to  the  railroad  companies  to  fill  this  aban- 
doned area.  About  1868  there  were  approximately 
170  acres  of  flats  encompassed  by  harbor  lines  in 
South  bay;  and  the  tidal  flow  of  this  great  area 
twice  daily  carried  the  impurities  out  to  sea — 
thus  furnishing  a  natural  drainage.  This  exten- 
sion of  the  harbor  lines  by  the  Legislature  con- 
tinued until  May,  1929,  when  all  harbor  lines 
were  abolished;  but  there  are  still  remaining  about 
twenty  acres  of  tidal  area  out  of  the  170  acres 
originally  within  the  harbor  commissioner's  lines 
in  1868.  Chapter  134  of  the  Resolves  of  1914 
created  a  commission  consisting  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  the  Directors  of  the  Port  of 
Boston  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of 
the  City  of  Boston — who  was  at  that  time  Louis  K . 
Rourke — to  investigate  the  advisability  of  pre- 
venting the  nuisance  now  existing  in  South  bay . 
I  quote  as  follows  from  their  report: 

"In  a  report  made  by  Mr.  John  L.  Howard, 
assistant  engineer  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Hodgdon,  chief 
engineer  of  the  Directors  of  the  Port  of  Boston,  on 
this  matter  of  South  Bay  in  1912,  he  states  that 
according  to  statements  made  by  the  wharf 
owners  the  annual  tonnage  'accommodated'  by 
the  wharves  on  South  bay  was  1,216,000  tons, 
which  was  divided  up  about  as  follows:  coal, 
936,850  tons;  lumber,  73,000;  building  materials 
generally,  64,750  tons;  paving  material,  16,000 
tons;  and  garbage,  125,000  tons, — 1,216,000  tons 
in  round  numbers.  The  paving  and  garbage 
tonnage  represents  the  intake  and  output  traffic 
of  the  city  yards  on  Albany  street,  which  have  a 
water  frontage  on  the  South  bay;  and  the  coal 
supply  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  some  11,000 
tons  annually,  is  delivered  at  its  coal  sheds  on  the 
Koxbury  canal.  The  elimination  of  these  navi- 
gable channels  would  make  a  difference  in  the 
freight  and  cartage  bills  of  the  municipality  of 
Boston  serious  enough  to  deserve  consideration, 
even  if  the  question  of  convenience,  time-saving  in 
delivery  and  efficiency  of  administration  were 
ignored. 

"There  appears  to  be  a  difference  in  tonnage 
between  the  tonnage  statistics  of  the  United 
States  Engineer's  Office  and  those  of  Mr.  Howard 
for  the  year  1912  of  some  500,000  tons,  the  explana- 
tion of  which  has  not  been  ascertained;  but  as 
the  federal  figures  exclude  the  traffic  of  Fort  Point 
channel  and  the  municipal  garbage  and  waste 
tonnage  this  may  account  for  some  of  the 
discrepancy. 

"The  fact  cannot  be  ignored  that  there  is  a 
very  useful  and  flourishing  volume  of  business 
transacted  in  and  about  the  waters  of  South  bay, 
which  afford  transportation  facilities  that  are  the 
economic  salvation  of  that  business.  Deprived  of 
these  cheap  and  convenient  traffic  rovites,  as  they 
would  be  by  filling  in  South  bay  and  its  subsidiary 
channels,  the  wharf  owners  would  be  compelled  to 
seek  new  locations  and  new  transportation  facili- 
ties, to  the  disorganization  and  possible  loss  of 
their  business.  If  taey  sought  new  waterfront 
locations  in  Dorchester  bay,  as  has  been  suggested 
by  some  investigators,  they  would  move  to  a 
shore  front  whose  waters  would  hrst  have  to  be 
made  navigable  by  dredging;  and  they  would  find 
themselves  further  from  their  customers,  and  the 
deliveries  of  their  supplies  slower  and  more  expen- 
sive. If  they  remained  in  or  about  the  same 
locality  they  would  have  to  depend  upon  the 
railroads  for  tne  transportation  of  their  stock-in- 
trade,  and  it  is  a  trade  truism  that   coal,  building 
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materials,  and  neavy,  bulky  materials  of  tbat 
nature  must  have  water  transportation,  or  freight 
rates  equally  reasonable,  since  cheap  carrying 
facilities  are  the  breath  of  their  life.  Railroads  are 
not  either  eleemosynary  or  altruistic  institutions; 
when  competition  ceases  rates  rise. 

"If  the  business  is  displaced  or  destroyed  the 
owners  must  be  compensated,  not  only  for  the 
business  ruined  or  removed,  but  for  the  riparian 
rights  lost.  The  value  of  such  enterprises,  after 
ruin  or  removal,  grows  like  Jonah's  gourd. 

"Here  again  comes  up  the  purely  utilitarian 
and  economic  question  of  the  expense  to  the  com- 
munity such  charges  involve,  and  the  value 
derived  from  them  in  tne  increased  land  prices, 
business  development  and  asthetic  improvements. 
Unless  the  question  of  ttoe  public  health  and  the 
general  betterment  of  the  municipal  sanitation  is 
involved,  and  can  be  secured  only  by  the  com- 
plete elimination  of  South  bay,  the  state  and 
municipality  of  Boston  should  be  chary  in  engag- 
ing in  such  an  enterprise. 

"The  ownership  of  the  flats  beyond  the  harbor 
line  in  the  lower  part  of  South  bay,  between  the 
railroad  tracks  and  Albany  street,  which  are 
uncovered  at  low  tide,  appears  to  be  in  doubt; 
they  have  an  area  of  about  1,400,000  square  feet; 
the  Commonwealth  may  or  may  not  have  title  to 
them;  that  is  a  question  that  must  be  settled  by 
investigation,  and  until  it  is  settled  improvements 
there  at  public  expense  cannot  very  well  be  entered 
upon  .  .  .  and  until  the  legal  ownership  of  tne 
fiats  is  settled  such  action  would  be  ill-advised." 

It  is  my  understanding,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the 
City  of  Boston  has  title  to  flats  of  South  bay 
amounting  to  from  25  to  50  acres,  with  a  valua- 
tion if  this  property  is  filled  in  of  from  $25,000  to 
$50,000.  Therefore,  I  feel  that  this  is  properly  a 
matter  for  the  Law  Department  to  look  into. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands. 


PROPOSED  WARD  20    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  COX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  accept  and  lay  out  Schiller  road,  Ward  20,  as 
a  public  highway.

STREET   CAR  RESERVATION  IN 
HUNTINGTON   AVENUE. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  offered  the  following:

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  feeling,  as  I 
do,  that  this  is  the  psychological  moment  to  engage 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  most  members  of  this  body 
had  occasion  to  visit  Huntington  avenue  last  week, 
Thursday  night,  I  would  say  at  this  time  that  the 
congestion  then  in  evidence  is  not  an  unusual 
thing  upon  Huntington  avenue.  Last  night,  it 
took  me  ten  minutes  to  get  from  Westland  ave- 
nue to  my  office,  a  distance  of  about  six  blocks. 
The  records  of  accidents  during  the  years  of  1927, 
1928  and  1929  show  that  Huntington  avenue,  from 
Copley  square  to  Francis  street,  has  had  196 
accidents  resulting  in  personal  injury  or  death. 
Huntington  avenue,  from  curb  to  curb,  is  about 
75  feet  wide,  divided  into  two  25-foot  roadways 
and  a  25-foot  reservation  on  which  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  has  two  tracks.  This  reserva- 
tion is  bounded  on  either  side  with  granite  curbs. 
The  distance  from  the  outer  rail  to  the  curb  is 
3  J  feet  and  the  dummy  between  the  tracks  is 
about  8i   feet.     The  standard   width  of  dummy 


between  tracks  on  most  streets  is  5  feet.  If  both 
tracks  in  the  Huntington  avenue  reservation  were 
moved  in  so  as  to  make  a  Moot  dummy,  this 
would  give  a  clearance  of  5  feet  between  the  outer 
rail  and  curb  on  either  side  of  the  reservation. 
This  would  allow  room  enough  for  passengers 
entering  or  leaving  the  cars  to  stand  on  the  reserva- 
tion. As  it  is  now,  passengers  waiting  for  street 
cars  have  to  step  from  the  reservation  into  the 
roadway  on  the  approach  of  a  street  car,  thus 
placing  the  street  car  patrons  in  a  very  dangerous 
position.  These  track  changes  would  probably 
cost  upwards  of  $120,000.  An  alternative  prop- 
osition that  would  relieve  congestion  on  Hunting- 
ton avenue  would  be  to  remove  the  reservation 
entirely,  relay  the  tracks  so  that  a  5-foot  dummy 
would  be  between  tracks  and  have  a  continuous 
pavement  from  curb  to  curb.  Safety  zones  would 
have  to  be  established  at  each  car  stop.  A  study 
of  the  matter  has  been  made  by  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission, and  I  would  now  suggest  that  it  be  taken 
up  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  with 
a  view  to  having  something  done  which  will  re- 
lieve the  congestion  in  that  particular  area.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  populous  parts  of  downtown 
Boston,  and  I  believe  the  relief  suggested  by  either 
of  these  two  plans  would  mean  really  a  great 
benefit  to  the  public.  I  move  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order.

Hand  cart,  or  wheelbarrow,  and  man ...      10  cents 

Horse  and  rider 10  cents 

Horses  and  cattle,  each  with  attendant,  '  10  cents 
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Tickets  for  Vehicles. 
Tickets  in  packages  of  twenty  shall  be  sold  at  a 
reduction  of  20  per  cent  from  toll  rates. 

Funeral  Processions. 
Funeral  processions  shall  pass  free  of  tolls. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment: 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  am  op- 
posed to  that  amendment  as  offered  by  Councilor 
Wilson,  because,  as  I  view  it,  it  is  nothing  more 
nor  less  than  a  repetition  of  the  one  he  introduced 
last  week  askiDg  postponement  for  two  years. 
None  of  us  can  foresee  what  conditions  will  be  four 
years  from  today,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  good 
policy  to  leave  matters  so  that  the  Council  that  is 
here  at  that  time  may  deal  with  the  situation  that 
exists,  whatever  it  may  be. 

Coun.  NORTON— -Mr.  President,  I  come  from 
the  farther  end  of  the  city,  as  far  away  from  Coun- 
cilor Donovan's  ward  as  any  section,  and  I  am 
not  influenced  in  any  sectional  way,  therefore,  so 
far  as  East  Boston  in  concerned.  Nevertheless, 
for  some  years  I  have  been  interested  in  the  East 
Boston  section,  and  have  had  a  strong  feeling  that 
it  has  not  been  justly  dealt  with.  It  appears  to 
me  that  we  have  become  rather  toll-minded  so  far 
as  that  part  of  our  city  is  concerned.  It  has  been 
interesting  to  me  to  follow  the  history  of  Noddle 
Island  down  from  the  early  days  to  the  time  of  the 
Civil  War  and  since,  and  to  see  how  the  question 
of  a  bridge  or  some  means  of  communication  with 
East  Boston,  was  debated  and  considered  many 
years  ago.  Ferries,  instead  of  a  bridge,  were 
decided  on,  and  there  has  ever  since  been  continual 
controversy  about  the  tolls,  their  increase,  decrease 
or  abolition.  To  my  mind,  Mr.  President,  the 
whole  question  of  transportation  between  East 
Boston  and  the  city  proper  was  never  justly 
settled.  It  seems  to  me  rather  singular,  for 
example,  that  we  should  build  subways  here  in 
Boston  and  tax  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  4J 
per  cent  a  year  interest  to  pay  for  those  subways, 
and  yet  when  a  tunnel  was  built  to  East  Boston  a 
toll  should  be  charged,  which  has  been  in  existence 
for  over  twenty  years.  I  don't  see  why  that  toll 
should  ever  have  been  imposed,  as  I  do  not  see  at 
this  time  why  the  ordinance  proposed  by  Mayor 
Curley  should  not  be  passed.  It  seems  to  me 
simply  a  matter  of  justice.  While  it  may  be 
unfortunate  that  there  is  this  stretch  of  water 
between  Noddle  Island  and  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  fact  remains  that  East  Boston  is  a  part  of  this 
city  and  that  that  is  the  existing  condition.  There 
was  a  time  when  tolls  were  general,  not  only  for 
ferries  but  for  bridges,  a  time  when  tolls  were 
charged  going  over  the  bridges  to  Chelsea  and 
Charlestown,  a  time  in  the  old  days  when  people 
were  compelled  to  pay  tolls  to  travel  over  the 
Worcester  and  the  Newburyport  turnpikes.  But 
that  time  has  long  passed,  and  yet  still  we  see  this 
toll  existing  between  the  City  of  Boston  proper  and 
another  part  of  our  city,  East  Boston.  To  my 
mind  it  is  time  that  this  handicap,  so  far  as  the 
East  Boston  section  is  concerned,  was  eliminated. 
Councilor  Fitzgerald  at  the  last  meeting  spoke 
about  former  conditions  in  East  Boston,  and  about 
the  recent  period  of  decline.  It  is  a  fact  that,  par- 
ticularly within  the  last  twenty  years,  East  Boston, 
so  far  as  industrial  progress  is  concerned,  has 
declined.  It  is  unfortunate  that  we  have  treated 
East  Boston  in  the  way  we  have  as  compared  with 
other  outlying  sections  of  this  city.  Conditions 
have  changed.  We  have  seen  many  millions  spent 
upon  the  Army  Base  and  upon  the  Commonwealth 
Pier  in  South  Boston;  we  have  seen  the  develop- 
ment of  the  FiBh  Pier  and  the  diversion  of  a  great 
deal  of  shipping  and  commercial  movement  to  the 
South  Boston  area.  Forty,  fifty  and  sixty  years 
ago  East  Boston  was  the  great  pier  section.  It 
was  selected  by  Sam  Cunard,  when  he  came  here 
with  his  vessels,  and  they  and  some  others  are  still 
there,  in  spite  of  the  unfortunate  handicap  through 
tolls  and  tne  fact  that  the  section  is  hard  to  get  to. 
It  is  today  a  fact  that  a  teamster  or  truckman  who 
makes  eight  trips  between  the  Commonwealth 
Pier  or  Army  Base  in  South  Boston  and  the 
National  Warehouse  docks  in  East  Boston  has  to 
pay  tolls  which  amount  to  more  than  he  is  paid 
for  his  day's  labor.  It  is  unfortunate  for  the 
National  Dock  Terminal,  the  Hodge  Boiler  Works, 
the  Atlantic  Works  and  other  such  industries, 
situated  in  the  Noddle  Island  section,  that  they 
should  be  in  the  position  they  are  in  at  the  present 
time.     There  is  a  severe  handicap  to  the  National 


Dock  Company,  for  example,  with  an  investment 
of  over  $5,000,000  in  storage  property,  that  it  has 
to  compete  under  such  conditions  with  other  stor- 
age warehouses  in  various  sections  of  the  city. 
Traffic  goes  over  the  L  Street  Bridge,  Northampton 
street  and  other  bridges,  to  South  Boston,  as  well 
as  the  other  outlying  sections  of  the  city  besides 
South  Boston,  without  this  handicap  that  applies 
to  East  Boston  alone.  Over  all  the  bridges,  to 
South  Boston,  Charlestown,  to  Cambridge  to 
other  sections,  there  is  free  passage,  freely  availed 
of  by  the  industries  in  the  different  sections,  and 
East  Boston  alone  suffers.  Therefore,  I  feel  cer- 
tain that  increased  tolls  should  not  go  into  effect. 
The  idea  behind  Councilor  Wilson's  amendment 
is  that  such  increased  tolls  will  be  imposed  when 
the  tunnel  or  bridge  to  East  Boston  shall  have 
been  completed.  It  is  impossible  to  tell  at  this 
time  when  that  will  be.  I  would  like  to  make  the 
tolls  between  East  Boston  and  the  East  Boston 
section  as  small  as  possible  consistent  with  the 
finances  of  the  city.  When  the  great  President 
Wilson  sailed  up  to  the  Commonwealth  Pier  from 
abroad  in  1919,  he  asked  one  question  of  the  late 
Lieutenant-Commander,  and  that  question  was, 
"Show  me,  Mr.  Commander,  the  yard  of  Donald 
McKay,"  Robert  W.  Emmons  could  only  point 
out  the  general  section  where  the  yard  had  been, 
and  to  say  that  conditions  had  since  changed;  and 
the  reply  was  that  that  was  unfortunate  considering 
that  years  ago  that  section  was  the  primary  ship- 
building section  of  the  Commonwealth  and  of  the 
nation,  with  the  added  comment,  "And  see  the 
condition  it  is  in  now!"  That  vividly  illustrates 
the  contrast  between  past  and  present  conditions 
so  far  as  East  Boston  is  concerned.  1  feel  that 
many  of  us  would  like  to  see  conditions  in  that 
section  at  least  partially  restored,  as  might  well 
happen  with  the  removal  of  present  handicaps. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  who  lives  a  lot 
nearer  to  my  ward  than  to  East  Boston,  I  would 
simply  say  that  I  am  interested  in  as  low  tolls  as 
are  possible  consistent  with  a  proper  financial 
policy  of  the  city.  I  am  simply  wondering  how 
we  might  reach  such  a  figure.  But  we  must,  it 
seems  to  me,  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  there  is  at 
present  an  annual  deficit  on  the  ferries  in  the 
neighborhood  of  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars. 
I  am  wondsring,  looking  at  this  purely  as  a  matter 
of  financial  policy  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, how  long  we  are  justilied  in  continuing  that 
sort  of  thing  when  the  burden  must  be  borne  by 
other  sections  of  the  city.  I  do  not  for  a  moment 
endeavor  to  set  up  my  personal  judgment  against  a 
policy  that  has  been  pursued  for  the  last  forty-three 
years,  nor  against  the  policy  that  has  been  fol- 
lowed in  the  matter  of  tunnel  tolls  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  tunnel;  nor  for  a  moment  would  I  set 
up  my  judgment  against  the  apparently  satis- 
factory fiscal  policy  of  New  York  City,  which 
looks  upon  tunnel  tolls  as  no  particular  innovation. 
With  reference  to  the  figures  that  have  been  given, 
of  course,  they  make  excellent  material  for  popular 
appeal,  and  there  is  a  note  of  pathos  in  the  speeches 
in  favor  of  no  tolls  for  Fast  Boston,  when  stress  is 
laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  district  has  gone  back 
in  the  past  thirty,  forty  or  fifty  years. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  will  the 
councilor  yield  for  a  question? 

Coun  WILSON— Yes. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Would  the  gentleman  be  in 
favor  of  imposing  a  toll  on  bridges  connecting 
different  parts  of  Boston,  or  connecting  Boston 
with  other  communities? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
of  any  bridge  that  separates  my  ward  from  Boston, 
but  if  there  were  such  I  should  probably  object  to 
a  toll  on  a  bridge  across  which  I  had  to  go  under 
my  own  gasolene  power,  and  which  I  was  not 
carried  across. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  one  more 
question, — would  the  gentleman  be  in  favor  of 
paying  a  toll  on  the  bridges  from  Soutli  Boston  to 
Boston? 

Coun.  WILSON — No.  As  I  say,  I  would  object 
to  a  toll  on  a  bridge  where  1  went  across  under 
my  own  power,  just  as  I  would  suggest  that  the 
people  of  East  Boston  can  do,  by  taking  the 
three-mile  route  through  Charlestown  rather  than 
going  by  the  short  route  on  the  ferry,  and  in  going 
by  way  of  Charlestown  they  would  be  traveling  a 
much  shorter  distance  than  1  would  have  to  travel 
cniuing  in  from  Dorchester. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— One  further  question,— 
does  the  gentleman  realize  thai  there  is  a  deficit 
arising  from  the  operation  of  the  bridges  in  Boston 
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amounting  to  $600,000?  He  speaks  of  there  being 
a  deficit  of  $500,000  to  .$700,000  in  the  operation 
of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  but  does  he  realize 
that  there  is  an  annual  deficit  in  running  our 
bridge  system  of  $600,000,  for  which  the  people  of 
East  Boston,  as  well  as  the  people  of  other  parts 
of  the  city  are  taxed? 

President  LYNCH — The  Chair  would  rule  the 
question  which  the  councilor  originally  desired  to 
ask  has  been  answered. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  answer  the  gentleman's  question  in  this  way. 
1  don't  know  how  much  the  deficit  from  the  bridges 
is,  but  I  am  interested  to  learn  that  the  deficit 
from  all  the  bridges  of  Boston  is  $150,000  less 
annually  than  the  deficit  that  arises  from  running 
the  three  or  four  ferryboats  that  go  to  East  Boston 
and  back,  and  that  makes  my  argument  in  this 
matter  stronger,  that  house  owners  in  other  parts 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  be  called  upon  to 
meet  the  large  deficit  which  arises  from  simply 
running  these  few  ferryboats.  Nor  do  I  suppose 
that  the  previous  speaker  would  wish  me  or  any 
other  member  of  the  Council  to  agree  that  the 
mere  fact  that  vehicles  passing  over  on  the  East 
Boston  ferryboats  last  year  paid  a  total  of  $89,000 
imposed  such  a  hardship  as  to  account  for  the 
crippling  of  Fast  Boston  industry  in  recent  years, 
or  that  the  conditions  complained  of  would  be 
corrected  if  they  paid  only  ha'f  that  amount. 
I  don't  suppose  he  would  claim  that  if  the  people 
of  East  Boston  were  required  to  pay  only  .1630,00 
or  $40,000  in  tolls  it  would  bring  back  previous 
business  conditions,  that  it  would  result  in  con- 
cerns going  there  and  erecting  twenty  or  thirty 
story  buildings  against  the  skyline.  The  thing 
that  appeals  to  me  in  the  matter  is  this:  We  all 
know  the  action  that  was  taken  practically  unani- 
mously by  this  body  last  year.  We  now  see  a 
change  of  front,  and  I  don't  know  of  any  change 
in  the  conditions  that  has  brought  it  about.  The 
members  of  this  body  last  year  were  virtually  in 
complete  agreement  on  the  increased  rates  that  . 
were  put  through  by  that  body,  under  the  Nichols 
administration.  The  Nichols  rates  were  con- 
sidered for  a  year  and  a  half  or  two  years,  and 
there  came  a  day  when  the  people  of  East  Boston 
wanted  the  people  of  Boston  to  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  $16,000,000  or  more  for  a  tunnel. 
The  action  taken  last  year  had  the  construction 
of  such  a  tunnel  in  view,  and  the  people  of  East 
Boston  were  then  apparently  agreeable  to  the 
imposition  of  the  increased  rates  which  were  passed 
at  that  time.  Now,  if  you  want  a  tunnel  to  East 
lioston,  that  will  cost  $16,000,000  at  least,  and 
the  cost  of  which  will  probably  exceed  $20,000,000, 
isn't  it  a  fair  proposition  that  the  Nichols  amend- 
ment to  the  ordinances,  in  the  matter  of  rates, 
should  stand?  The  thing  went  through  on  that 
basis,  and  1  and  many  other  members  voted  for 
the  East  Boston  tunnel  on  that  understanding. 
That  was  the  basis  upon  which  it  went  through 
and,  therelore,  I  say  that  the  action  now  proposed 
is  unfair  and  improper.  I  say  that  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  sitting  here  this  afternoon,  and 
having  in  mind  that  the  action  then  taken  was 
upon  that  understanding.  1  say  it  is  now  poor 
sportsmanship  to  go  back  on  it  simply  because 
you  have  the  votes,  and  1  say  that  whether  you 
like  it  or  not.  A  point  has  been  made  in  regard 
to  the  difference  in  the  amendment  offered  last 
week  and  the  one  offered  this  week.  Last  week, 
asking  various  persons  how  many  years  it  would 
take  to  finish  the  tunnel,  we  got  the  figure  of  about 
two  years,  and  I  put  in  the  two  years  accordingly. 
Asking  the  chairman  of  the  Transit  Commission 
last  week  how  long  it  would  take,  he  said  it  would 
be  three  or  three  and  one-half  years.  So  I  have 
now  introduced  a  change  in  the  time,  accordingly, 
as  a  result  of  having  had  the  matter  put  over  for 
one  week,  until  this  meeting.  But  1  do  say  now 
to  the  members  from  sections  of  the  city  outside 
of  East  Boston,  who  took  the  action  they  did  last 
year  and  who  are  now  proposing  to  take  different' 
action,  that  they  are  not  giving  a  square  deal  to 
the  house  owners  who  elected  them. 

Coun.  BUSH — When  does  this  amendment  take 
effect? 

President  LYNCH— 1934. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Wilson)  speaks 
about  the  negligible  effect  that  the  payment  of 
$89,000  in  tolls  would  have  as  affecting  the  busi- 
ness prosperity  of  that  section.  I  would  remind 
the  gentleman  that  a  2-cent  differential  against 
the  port  of  Boston  is  considered  sufficient  to  send 
the  port  commercially  into  the  realm  of  oblivion. 


It  is  not  a  question  of  the  seemingly  small  total 
amount  that  you  may  figure,  but  the  estimates 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  show  that  a  differen- 
tial of  2  cents  per  100  pounds  against  the  port  of 
Boston  would  probably  result  in  the  ruin  of  the 
port,  because  of  the  effect  of  that  differential 
on  products  coming  from  the  Middle  West,  con- 
signed via  Albany,  Buffalo  and  Boston.  We  have 
spent  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  an  attempt 
to  have  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
eliminate  that  2  cents  per  100  pounds,  and  the 
argument  presented  is  that  that  2  cents  per  100 
pounds  will  probably  result  in  the  diversion  of 
freight,  that  would  otherwise  be  consigned  by 
way  of  Boston,  to  New  York  or  other  ports.  That 
is  the  result  that  is  feared  from  a  differential  of 
but  2  cents  per  100  pounds.  It  sounds  small, 
just  as  the  East  Boston  toll  seems  small  to  some, 
but  it  results  in  untold  injury  to  our  port.  So, 
when  we  are  told  that  the  question  of  $50,000  or 
$89,000  in  tolls  to  East  Boston  makes  no  differ- 
ence, I  say  that  a  very  small  charge  may  well 
result  in  toe  diversion  of  business  from  East  Bos- 
ton. While  $89,000  may  not  seem  large  as  a  total 
amount,  the  imposition  of  these  tolls  has  a  far- 
reaching  effect.  Trade  moves  according  to  the 
economics  of  finance,  and  a  five-cent  charge  on  a 
truck  going  to  the  East  Boston  section  is  very 
likely  to  divert  tne  truck  to  some  other  area.  So 
I  say  that  this  sort  of  thing  is  unfair  to  East 
Boston.  That  section  has  had  to  suffer  hardship. 
From  the  time  when  Samuel  Maverick  went  there 
and  settled,  we  have  had  discussions  regarding  tolls, 
ferries  and  bridges  for  the  East  Boston  section. 
During  the  Civil  War  East  Boston  appealed  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  give  to  them  the  benefit  of  the 
Boston  water  supply.  A  great  battle  was  put  up 
for  that  by  the  Noddle  Islanders  at  that  time,  but 
the  argument  used  against  East  Boston  was  that 
she  is  too  far  away,  too  hard  to  get  to.  Finally, 
East  Boston  got  the  Cochituate  water  supply. 
Bat  we  have  always  in  Boston  labored  under  the 
delusion  that  East  Boston  is  a  section  apart.  Why 
should  we  have  made  the  discrimination  that  we 
did  against  East  Boston  in  the  matter  of  subways 
or  tunnels?  Why  should  the  people  of  my  ward 
be  able  to  use  the  tunnels  and  subways  without 
the  payment  of  a  toll  charge,  while  for  twenty-one 
years  the  East  Boston  people  have  had  to  pay  a 
toll  in  the  East  Boston  tunnel?  When  we  are 
faced  by  the  fact  that  the  additional  toll  charges 
since  the  first  of  January  for  the  use  of  the  ferries 
have  resulted  in  a  decline  of  40  per  cent  in  the 
traffic  over  the  ferries,  isn't  that  a  good  argument 
for  remedying  the  situation  at  the  present  time? 
The  gentleman  talks  about  the  additional  burden 
that  may  be  placed  upon  $he  people  of  his  ward 
or  of  other  sections  because  of  these  tolls.  If  one 
section  suffers  seriously,  Air.  President,  all  sec- 
tions suffer.  If  East  Boston  is  unjustly  treated  as 
a  section,  and  suffers  serious  detriment,  every 
section  of  Boston  suffers.  We  cannot  go  forward 
in  the  Hyde  Park  or  Dorchester  sections  unless 
proper  treatment  is  accorded  to  other  parts  of  the 
city,  and  I  say  that  East  Boston  is  entitled  to  a 
fair  deal  and  to  justice  in  this  matter. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  keep  this  up  indefinitely,  but  I  do  not  want  to 
have  it  appear  on  record,  seemingly  through  my 
silence,  that  I  am  convinced  by  the  comparisons 
which  the  gentleman  from  the  adjacent  ward  has 
made.  Of  course,  there  is  no  fair  basis  of  com- 
parison between  the  2  cents  per  100  pounds  differ- 
ential rate  that  he  refers  to  and  the  $89,000  for 
East  Boston  tolls.  A  fair  comparison  might  be 
the  thousands  or  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollais 
total  affected  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  rate, 
not  simply  making  a  comparison  between  the  2 
cents  per  100  differential  and  the  $89,000  paid  for 
tolls.  Nor  do  I  want  to  appear  on  the  record  as 
apparently  having  fallen  for  the  argument,  for  one 
moment,  that  there  is  a  fair  basis  of  comparison 
between  the  Dorchester  elevated  tunnel  and  the 
East  Boston  Ferry.  Every  fair-minded  man 
knows,  also,  that  the  Dorchester  elevated  tunnel 
and  the  East  Boston  elevated  tunnel  were  treated 
on  the  same  basis. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  this  is  more  or  less  of  a  tempest  in  a  teapot 
at  the  present  time.  The  councilor  from  Dor- 
chester, in  the  amendment  to  the  ordinance  that 
he  has  offered,  calls  for  a  reduction  of  the  Nichols 
tolls,  or  tolls  on  somewhere  near  that  scale,  four 
years  from  the  present  time.  When  the  tolls 
were  increased  last  year  it  was  understood  that 
the  purpose  of  the  increase  was  to  reimburse  the 
city  for  the  deficit  it  was  forced  to  pay  because 
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of  the  running  of  the  ferries,  in  view  of  the  tunnel 
that  was  going  to  be  built,  and  that  it  was  the 
desire  to  help   meet  the  cost  of  the  tunnel.     As 
a    practical    matter,    when    the    tunnel   is    finally 
constructed    there   will   be   a   toll   charge   on   the 
tunnel  whicn  will  force  the  ferries  into  competition 
with  the  tunnel,  with  the  result  that  there  will  be 
a    considerable    amount    of    traffic    on    both    the 
ferries  and  the  tunnel.     The  ferries  may  eventu- 
ally have  to   be  abolished   entirely   or  they  may 
have  to  decrease  the  fares  or  the  tolls,  in  order 
to  compete  with  the  traffic  in  the  tunnel.     I  fail 
to   see,   however,   why   this   body   should   concern 
itself    with    that    contingency    until    it    arises.     I 
don't  think  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun. 
Wilson)     is     asking     anything     extraordinary     in 
placing  this  amendment  before  the  body,  to  take 
effect  four  years  from  now.     Undoubtedly  by  that 
time  either  a  tunnel  or  a  bridge  will  be  constructed, 
and  when  that  time  comes  there  will  then  be  an 
opportunity    to    take   the    matter    up    again   and 
arrive   at   a    decision   with    regard    to    ferry    and 
tunnel  fares  and  tolls.     I   think  the  amendment 
offered  at  the  present  time  is  a  fair  enough  amend- 
ment.    It  does  not  impose  any  hardship  for  the 
present,  and  four  years  from  now,  if  the  citizens 
of  East  Boston  feel  that  any   hardship  is  being 
imposed   upon  them,   can  have  the  matter  taken 
up  by  the  Council  with  a  view  to  determine  whether 
it  is   really   a   hardship,   is   really   inequitable   or 
unjust  to  the  citizens  of  East  Boston  to  continue 
the  ferry  tolls  at  all,  or  whether  new  rates  should 
go  into  effect. 

.  Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  burden  the  Council  today  with  any 
further  remarks  in  regard  to  the  East  Boston 
tunnel.  I  have  taken  the  position  I  have  here, 
as  representing  the  citizens  of  East  Boston,  the 
same  as  my  colleague  from  Dorchester  is  repre- 
senting the  people  of  his  section.  Let  me  say, 
however,  that  when  the  people  of  his  section  and 
of  the  rest  of  the  city  were  enjoying  the  privilege 
of  a  five-cent  fare,  the  people  of  East  Boston 
were  paying  a  six-cent  fare;  that  when  the  Dor- 
chester tunnel  was  put  through,  the  people  of 
East  Boston  did  not  say,  "You  should  pay  an 
extra  cent  to  ride  to  Dorchester,"  although  the 
people  of  East  Boston  have  had  to  pay  that 
extra  cent  on  the  East  Boston  tunnel.  Mr. 
President,  the  people  of  East  Boston  are  paying 
today  a  ten-cent  carfare  for  a  ride  of  less  than 
a  mile,  where  the  people  of  Dorchester  and  other 
outlying  sections  pay  only  a  ten-cent  carfare  for 
a,  very  much  longer  ride,  coming  in,  for  instance, 
from  Milton,  Dorchester  Lower  Mills  and  from 
Newton.  I  am  living  in  East  Boston,  because 
I  was  born  in  East  Boston.  There  are  some 
advantages  in  living  in  some  of  these  other  out- 
lying communities,  but  I  love  East  Boston,  I  am 
living  there  as  my  forefathers  lived  there;  and, 
as  my  forefathers  objected  to  unjust  taxation,  so 
do  I,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  East  Boston, 
object  today  to  unjust  taxation.  I  certainly 
trust  that  no  unjust  tribute  will  be  demanded  of 
the  people  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  represent. 
We  have  been  unjustly  treated  for  very  many 
years,  and  it  is  now  time  that  it  should  cease. 

Coun.  Wilson's  amendment  was  declared 
rejected.  Coun.  WILSON  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  Wilson's  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas 
7,  nays  14:

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  make  a 
motion  to  refer  that  order  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations. 

The  motion  to  refer  the  order  to  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  was  declared  lost. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  appear  too  persistent,  but  would  you  mind 
having  that  order  read  again? 

(The  clerk  again  read  the  order.) 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  thought  my 
hearing  was  good.  Now,  do  I  understand,  having 
heard  the  reading  of  that  order,  that  we  are  going 
to  spend  this  money  for  the  purchase  of  an  exist- 
ing building,  for  the  purchase  of  land  on  which  a 
building  is  to  be  erected,  or  just  what  is  proposed? 
1  have  the  misfortune  or  the  good  fortune  not  to 
be  on  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  I  am  wonder- 
ing perhaps  whether  such  a  small  detail  as  that 
has  been  gone  into  by  the  committee. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  understands 
that  the  order  contemplates  the  purchase  of  land 
and  the  erection  of  a  building.  I  think  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  may  give  any  further 
information  that  may  be  desired. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say,  for  the  benefit  of  my  colleagues,  that 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Printing  Plant  stated 
specifically  that  lie  had  no  particular  knowledge 
where  the  building  was  to  be  erected.  He  stressed 
the  point,  liowever,  that  he  would  like  to  have  a 
new  municipal  plant  and  said  he  would  like  to  see 
it  constructed  in  a  place  accessible  to  City  Hall. 
I  am  unaware  where  the  plant  is  to  be  located,  and, 
in  talking  with  the  superintendent,  he  did  not  know 
where  it  was  to  be  located.  He  merely  stressed 
the  point  that  he  wanted  a  new  municipal  printing 
plant. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
consistent  and  logical,  even  if  I  am  in  the  City 
Council,  and  it  is  hard  to  vote  logically  for  a 
proposition  when  you  don't  know  exactly  what  it 
means.  I  think  it  is  well  to  know,  when  we  are 
dealing  with  a  matter  that  involves  $300,000, 
what  it  is  proposed  to  do.  I  feel  that  we  are 
entitled  to  know,  in  regard  to  such  a  large  amount, 
whether  it  is  proposed  to  buy  a  building,  to  buy 
land  and  construct  a  building,  or  to  buy  building 
and  land.  We  might,  for  instance,  be  in  favor 
of  appropriating  $300,000  to  purchase  land  and 
erect  a  building,  when  we  mignt  feel  that  it  was 
too  much  for  simply  the  building,  to  be  placed  on 
city-owned  land,  perhaps  on  the  site  of  Station  8 
or  wherever  it  might  be.  I  would  like  to  Know 
from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  if  they  know, 
whether  it  is  proposed  to  take  the  site  of  Station  8 
and  erect  a  building,  or  whether  it  is  proposed  to 
buy  land  and  erect  a  building,  or  whether  this  is 
simply  intended  for  the  building  itself.  I  think 
it  is  well  to  know  about  these  things  and  not  to 
take  too  much  for  granted,  no  matter  what  outside 
assurances  we  may  have,  on  a  matter  involving 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  state 
for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the  Council  that 
when  this  matter  was  considered  by  the  committee 
at  its  first  meeting  1  received  notification  of  the 
meeting  by  special  delivery  which  arrived  at  my 
home  at  midnight  on  the  day  when  the  meeting 
was  held.  The  hearing,  I  understand,  was  at 
three  o'clock  that  afternoon.  Therefore,  1  was 
unable  to  be  present  at  that  first  meeting.  The 
order  was  passed  at  that  time,  but  because  of  that 
fact  was  not  introduced  earlier.  There  was 
another  meeting  held  here  last  week,  of  which  I 
received  no  notification  at  all,  although  the  Clerk 
of  Committees  said  he  did  send  a  notice  of  the 
meeting,  and  I  am  inclined  to  believe  him.  I 
never  received  it,  however,  and  therefore  I  was 
not  present  at  that  meeting.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  order  as  it  reads  at  the  present  time  is  not 
properly  signed.  I  may  be  wrong.  I  shall  vote 
for  the  order,  in  any  event,  but  it  seems  to  me  the 
order  should  be  phrased  so  as  to  include  the  land 
and  the  building,  rather  than  just  the  building 
itself. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  would  state  that 
the  City  Auditor  has  passed  on  this  order  and  that 
it  covers  both  land  and  building. 


Coun.  McGRATH— Might  I  suggest,  Mr. 
President,  that  this  order  has  been  introduced  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  and,  while  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, because  in  the  regular  course  of  procedure 
it  lias  to  report  the  order  that  has  come  to  it  in 
this  way,  has  so  reported  it,  we  can  rely  on  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  see  that  the  people  will  get 
a  good  deal,  no  matter  whether  the  order  in  its 
wording  applies  to  the  land  or  to  the  building.. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
those  remarks,  I  want  my  position  made  clear.  1 
have  every  respect  and  regard  for  the  Mayor  of 
this  city,  but  still  I  have  not  got  yet  to  the  point 
where  I  think  the  City  Council  should  be  done 
away  with,  however  bad  it  may  be.  Therefore, 
i  still  insist,  whether  1  am  voting  on  a  five-dollar 
bill  or  a  larger  amount,  that  I  want  adequate 
explanations,  no  matter  who  is  mayor  I  would 
therefore  ask,  if  the  order  does  not  include  land 
and  the  construction  of  the  building,  that  it  be 
amended  to  read  properly,  no  matter  what  city 
official  may  say  it  is  all  right.  While  I  continue  to 
be  a  member  of  the  body,  I  will  vote  on  my  own 
basis. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 
this  money  is  to  be  spent  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings,  and  I  think  if  the  Mayor  is  to 
have  jurisdiction  of  the  expenditure  of  this  $300,- 
000,  he  will  see  that  it  is  spent  to  good  advantage. 

Chairman  LYNCH — The  Chair  will  state  that 
the  money  is  to  be  expended  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing.  The  question  is  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  report. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  21,  nays  0. 

later  in  the  session  Coun.  WILSON  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  make  an  inquiry 
with  reference  to  the  order  we  have  passed  today 
concerning  the  printing  plant.  Do  I  understand 
that  that  is  an  appropriation  or  a  loan  order,  and 
whether  it  requires  a  second  reading? 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  state  that 
it  was  an  appropriation  order  and  requires  no 
second  reading. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  because  I 
thought  the  order  was  simply  having  its  first 
reading,  and  not  being  desirous  of  being  finicky, 
I  did  not  ask  to  get  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  the  matter  before  we  finally  acted  on 
it.  I  now  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  point — 
because  I  hate  to  be  in  the  position  of  voting  for 
$300,000  for  the  construction  of  a  building — that 
this  order  does  not  include  in  its  terms  the  purchase 
of  land  and  the  construction  of  the  building.  1 
still  do  not  think  the  order  is  in  proper  form. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  state  that, 
if  he  mentioned  that  the  order  had  simply  taken 
its  first  reading,  he  was  in  error. 


REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  January  20)  in  regard  to  standing  pas- 
sengers in  jitneys — recommending  passage  of 
accompanying  new  draft,  viz.: 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  Passengers  on  Jitneys. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
one  hundred  and  one,  and  inserting  in  place"  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  101.  The  license  issued  for  each  motor 
vehicle  shall  fix  and  specify  its  seating  capacity, 
exclusive  of  the  operator.  Passengers  in  excess  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity  of 
such  motor  vehicle  shall  not  be  carried.  Whenever 
the  number  of  passengers  applying  for  transporta- 
tion exceeds  the  number  hereinbefore  provided  for 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish  sufficient 
additional  facilities  to  carry  such  passengers.  No 
person  operating  or  in  charge  of  any  such  vehicle 
shall  take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  more  persons  to 
ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at  any  one  time  than 
is  authoiized  by  this  section,  or  permit  any  person 
to  stand  or  sit  upon  any  running  board,  steps, 
fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or  permit  any  person 
to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle  outside  the  body 
thereof;  provided,  however,  that  in  addition  to 
the  number  of  passengers  which  said  motor  vehicle 
by  the  terms  of  this  section  is  permitted  to  carry, 
children  under  seven  years  of  age  may  be  carried 
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therein,  in  arms,  or  seated  on  the  laps  of  adult 
persons  accompanying  them,  but  no  passenger 
with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on  the  lap  shall  be 
permitted  on  any  front  seat  of  the  vehicle. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  received,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  a  com- 
munication from  the  officials  of  the  Elevated  that 
I  would  like  to  have  the  clerk  read  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  members. 

The  clerk  read  the  communication  referred  to,  as 
follows: 

Boston  Elevated  Railway, 

Public  Trustees, 

Park  Square  Building, 

Boston,  January  9,  1930. 
Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 

Dear  Sir, — In  the  effort  to  meet  the  practical 
situation  with  regard  to  running  satisfactory  buB 
service  we  are  confronted  with  short  periods  of 
time  where  fluctuations  in  movement  of  passengers 
for  short  distances  indicate  that  it  would  be  in 
the  interest  of  the  car  riders  themselves  to  have 
the  privilege,  up  to  a  reasonable  limit,  of  boarding 
buses  in  excess  of  the  seating  capacity,  which 
imit  is  now  set  by  ordinance  at  the  seating  capacity. 

The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  which  they  have  laid  down  recog- 
nize and  provide  for  standing  passengers  up  to 
25  per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity,  as  follows: 

"Standees  and  Seats.  Passengers  in  excess  of 
25  per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
motor  vehicle  shall  not  habitually  be  carried. 
Where  the  number  of  passengers  regularly  apply- 
ing for  transportation  exceeds  that  above  provided 
for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish 
additional  facilities  to  carry  such  passengers.  In 
no  event  shall  standing  passengers  be  carried  for  a 
distance  in  excess  of  15  miles." 

The  ordinances  in  the  towns  of  Arlington,  Bel- 
mont, Brookline,  Medford,  Maiden,  Somerville, 
Watertown  now  provide  for  standing  passengers 
to  meet  the  very  conditions  to  which  I  am  calling 
attention. 

The  more  modern  type  of  buses  which  are  now 
being  manufactured  lend  themselves  to  this  situa- 
tion also  in  a  very  much  more  noticeable  degree. 

It  is  manifestly  impossible  for  car  riders  to  carry 
the  expense  involved  of  additional  operators,  buses, 
etc.,  to  take  care  of  such  brief  periods  of  overload. 
The  inconvenience  now  caused  such  passengers  of 
waiting  for  following  buses  can  be  obviated  if  the 
city  would  modify  the  ordinance  to  coincide  with 
the  regulations  now  in  effect  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities. 

There  are  short  peaks  in  the  movement  of  traffic 
as  well  as  emergencies  where  it  would  seem  as  if 
such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  those  who 
ride. 

I  am  calling  this  to  your  attention  with  the  hope 
that  we  may  have  this  cooperation  extended  to  us 
in  Boston,  as  is  done  in  the  other  cities  and  towns.

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  don't  believe 
there  is  an  Elevated  bus  running  today  at  the 
peak  hours  that  does  not  carry  passengers  to  the 
extent  of  the  standing  room.  They  are  just 
packed  in  like  a  lot  of  sheep,  the  same  as  they 
are  in  the  cars.  Now,  why  not  change  the  law, 
and  then  hold  them  up  to  compliance  with  the 
law? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Piesident,  the  amendment 
reported  by  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  is  simply 
a  repetition  of  what  the  Council  has  done  twice 
before  in  the  last  four  years.  The  question  for 
the  members  of  the  Council  to  determine  is, 
whether  they  are  going  to  allow  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  to  crowd  its  buses  the 
same  as  it  crowds  the  elevated  cars  in  the  tunnels 
and  elsewhere  at  night?  God  knows,  it  is  bad 
enough  to  ride  home  during  the  rush  hours,  any- 
way, without  having  the  cars  and  buses  crowded 
as  they  are.  I  feel  very  sorry  for  the  unfortunate 
persons  who  are  riding  thirty  to  thirty-two  in  a 
bus,  but  if  this  amendment  prevails,  an  addition 
of  20  to  25  per  cent  of  standees  will  be  added  in 
the  rush  hours — and  if  you  give  sanction  to  25 
per  cent,  what  will  happen?  Vou  know,  and  I 
know,  that  there  will  be  50  per  cent  of  standees, 
and  the  number  of  buses  rendering  service  will  not 
be  enlarged  but  lessened.  I  say  that  the  officials 
of  the  Elevated  Street  Railway  Company  obtain 
sufficient  revenue  to  supply  the  people  of  Boston, 
especially  in  buses,  with  seats  for  each  and  every 


person.  Only  two  weeks  ago  the  city  of  Cam- 
bridge, across  the  river,  rejected  this  same  offer. 
This  Council  has  already  on  two  occasions  rejected 
it,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  at  this  time  the  members 
of  the  Council  should  say  to  the  Boston  Elevated, 
"You  can  pack  the  people  of  Boston  into  your 
buses  like  cattle,  the  same  as  you  do  in  your 
tunnel  trains  and  on  your  Elevated  cars. "  I  say 
that  this  is  an  opening  wedge  for  pickpockets  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  giving  them  a  chance  to  operate 
in  the  buses  tne  same  as  they  are  operating  in  the 
cars.  So  I  say  it  would  be  a  mistake  on  the  part 
of  this  Council  to  give  to  the  Elevated  road  the 
rigbt  to  pack  passengers  into  the  buses  in  any  such 
way. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
just  a  word  for  the  information  of  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury,  who  has  made  reference  to  putting 
on  more  buBes  on  the  different  lines.  I  asked  the 
question  of  the  representative  of  the  Elevated  if 
he  was  limited  under  the  franchise  to  the  number 
of  buses  going  over  the  route.  He  said  he  was; 
that  they  were  limited  under  the  franchise  in  the 
number  of  vehicles  going  over  any  one  route. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say  that  when  this  order  came  in  originally  it  had 
in  it  the  word  "habitually,"  no  bus  being  allowed 
to  have  on  it  habitually  more  than  25  per  cent  of 
standees  in  addition  to  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
bus.  As  I  previously  voted  against  the  ordinance, 
I  appeared  before  the  committee  and  spoke  against 
it  as  it  appears  here.  It  was  the  word  "habitually" 
that  prevented  the  order  going  through  before. 
So  he  said  he  was  willing  to  remove  the  word 
"habitually"  and  have  it  read  that  25  per  cent  of 
standees,  and  no  more,  should  be  allowed.  When 
the  order  was  so  changed  I  told  the  members  of 
the  committee  that  I  would  vote  in  favor  of  it. 
I  only  speak  now  to  explain  my  position,  having 
fought  against  it  three  years  ago,  when  the  word 
"habitually"  was  in. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  one  who 
voted  against  the  same  ordinance  three  years  ago, 

1  simply  wish  to  say  that  I  feel  the  same  way  now 
as  I  did  then.  For  instance,  I  don't  feel  that  we 
are  in  a  position  to  decide  or  that  the  Boston 
Elevated  is  in  a  position  to  decide,  whether  a  man 
is  an  occasional  or  an  hibitual  drunkard.  As  far 
as  I  can  see,  the  Boston  Elevated  are  now  allowing 
standees  in  the  buses  in  the  entire  Dorchester  dis- 
trict, and  I  am  firmly  of  the  impression  that  if  we 
grant  the  entering  wedge  and  allow  25  per  cent  of 
standees  above  the  seating  capacity,  the  buses  will 
be  filled  up  to  the  doors.  I  am  willing  to  admit 
that  the  character  of  the  buses  on  the  Elevated 
has  changed  since  two  years  ago,  when  the  order 
came  in,  and  when  the  roof  of  the  buses  was  only 

2  or  3  inches  above  the  passengers'  heads.  Then, 
too,  there  may  be  substantial  number  of  patrons 
of  the  Elevated  who  would  prefer  to  stand  in 
buses  and  be  moving  along,  instead  of  waiting  in 
the  rain  for  another  bus.  But,  speaking  for  my 
district,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  great 
majority  of  the  people  in  the  Dorchester  district 
would  prefer  to  ride  safely  even  of  they  did  have  to 
wait  a  bit,  rather  than  to  submit  to  the  crowding 
that  would  otherwise  result.  However,  I  would 
ask  to  have  the  matter  lie  on  the  table  until  I  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  comply  with  my  usual 
custom  in  such  matters  affecting  the  district, 
getting  a  postcard  poll  of  the  opinion  of  the  people 
as  to  whether  they  wish  to  ride  standing  in  buses 
or  to  stand  in  the  rain  or  in  pleasant  weather 
until  another  bus  comes  along.  I,  for  one,  until  I 
get  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  district  can- 
not vote  for  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  GREEN— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
agree  that  this  matter  may  lie  on  the  table  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  so  that  the  gentle- 
man from  Dorchester  may  get  the  information  he 
desires. 

Coun.  Wilson's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was 
declared  lost.

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NEW   PLAYGROUND    IN   WARD    17. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  that  the  Park  Commissioner  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  respectfully 
requested  to  name  the  proposed  new  playground 
in  the  Dunbar  avenue  section  of  Ward  17  in  honor 
of  the  late  Corporal  Thomas  F.  Roberts  of  Dor- 
chester. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  in  regard  to  that  order  that  it  is  the  desire 
of  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Post  No.  216  of  the  American 
Legion,  in  Dorchester,  that  the  new  Ward  17 
playground  be  named  in  honor  of  Thomas  J. 
Roberts.  Thomas  J.  Roberts  was  born  and  always 
lived  in  Dorchester.  He  enlisted  in  Company  C 
of  the  old  "Fighting  Ninth"  Regiment  in  April, 
1917.  This  regiment  soon  after  became  part  of 
the  101st  Infantry  of  the  Twenty-Sixth  Division. 
He  was  the  first  man  in  his  company  to  give  his 
life  for  his  country,  and  it  is  likewise  felt  that  he 
was  the  first  Dorchester  boy  to  fall  on  the  field  of 
action  in  France  during  the  World  War.  He  is 
survived  by  his  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Henry  G.  Roberts,  now  living  at  105  Capen  street, 
Dorchester,  and  by  a  sister,  Kathyrn.  The  date 
of  Corporal  Roberts'  death  was  April  7,  1918.  He 
was  commended  for  conspicuous  gallantry  while 
on  the  field  of  duty  in  the  La  Raine  sector,  in 
France.  For  these  reasons  I  think  it  is  most 
fitting  that  this  playground  should  be  named  for 
him. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONSTABLES. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That   his  Honor  the   Mayor   be,   and 
he  hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to  furnish  the 
City   Council   with    the   annual   list   of   constables 
substantially  prior  to  May  1,  1930. 
Fassed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Ordered,  That  a  special  committee  on  constables 
be  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of  a 
reduction  in  the  large  number  of  constables  an- 
nually appointed  for  the  service  of  civil  process 
in  Boston,  and  especially  to  consider  the  quali- 
fications of  applicants  for  reappointment  as  con- 
stables for  the  Citv  of  Boston  on  and  after  May 
1,  1930. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  reference 
to  those  two  orders,  I  would  say  that  they  are 
largely  instigated  as  a  result  of  the  recent  hearing 
at  the  State  House  on  a  bill  introduced  by  a 
Dorchester  Representative  with  regard  to  the 
issuance  of  writs  by  constables,  at  which  time 
there  was  much  testimony  in  reference  to  the  gen- 
eral character  of  many  men  now  serving  as  con- 
stables of  the  City  of  Boston,  testimony  to  the 
effect  that  many  of  them  are  absolutely  unfit  for 
their  duty;  that  a  large  number  of  them  were  in 
fact  doing  the  work  of  collection  agencies  and 
various  credit  houses,  and  so  on.  The  point  was 
very  properly  raised  by  the  legislative  committee 
hearing  these  particular  bills  that  one  of  the  things 
that  might  well  receive  attention  was  the  character 
of  those  authorized  by  the  City  Council  and  by 
the  City  of  Boston  to  act  as  constables.  So  1 
think  it  might  be  well,  having  the  list  of  constables 
before  us,  to  carefully  go  over  it  and  analyze  each 
one  that  comes  in.  The  question  of  the  qualifi- 
cations of  these  appointees  is  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion from  time  to  time  in  our  various  wards,  and 
it  may  be  that  by  proper  supervision  we  could 
lop  off  25  to  50  per  cent  of  those  now  occupying 
these  offices  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pules. 


POLES   ON    RESIDENTIAL    STREETS. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  investigate 
the  continued  practice  of  erecting  telephone  and 
electric  light  poles  on  residential  streets  in  the 
City  of  Boston  as  well  as  the  possibility  of  taking 
such  steps  or  drafting  such  ordinances  as  will  pre- 
vent or  at  least  discourage  further  disfigurement 
of  our  residential  streets. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  reference 
to  that  particular  order,  and  having  in  mind  our 
recent  request  to  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners that  we  be  notified  of  these  various  peti- 
tions   that    have    been    slipped    through    by    the 


telephone  and  electric  light  companies,  with  re- 
sulting disfigurement  of  streets  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  1  would  merely  raise  the  point  that  prac- 
tically every  member  of  the  Council  is  interested 
in  this  matter,  on  behalf  of  his  constituents.  We 
all  know  how  new  streets  are  put  through,  and  then 
we  continually  see  poles  put  up  which  disfigure 
those  streets.  I  have  recently  seen  such  cases 
out  in  my  own  district.  I  know  of  cases,  and 
I  think  other  members  have  in  mind  such  cases  in 
their  own  wards,  where  the  companies,  where 
they  are  unable  to  put  in  poles,  will  make  a  pay- 
ment, say  of  $100  or  $200  to  a  property  owner, 
who  will  allow  the  company  to  put  up  a  pole  in  his 
rear  yard.  So  it  seems  to  me  it  might  be  well  to 
ascertain  if  there  would  not  be  some  means  of 
charging  the  companies  a  proper  amount  for  put- 
ting the  poles  in  back,  something  that  might 
make  it  worthwhile,  not  having  them  go  on 
and  make  these  deals  with  private  property 
owners,  to  the  injury  of  abutting  owners,  with 
the  city  receiving  nothing  in  return.  It  might  be 
well  to  see  if  some  arrangements  cannot  be  made 
with  the  Telephone  Company  and  the  Edison 
Light  Company  by  which  such  poles  may  be  put 
in  back  where  they  belong,  not  disfiguring  our 
streets.  I  suggest  that  the  rule  be  suspended  and 
the  order  passed,  and  that  the  City  Messenger  re- 
quest a  representative  of  the  Street  Commissioners 
to  attend  our  executive  meeting,  so  that  we  may 
ascertain  just  what  the  situation  is. 

The     order     was     referred     to     the     Executive 
Committee. 


PROHIBITION  OF  DOWN-TOWN  PARKING. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  be 
recorded  with  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  as 
apposed  to  the  recent  suggestion  by  garage  in- 
terests, two  favored  taTi  cab  companies,  trucking 
concerns  and  Park  Square  real  estate  operators  to 
create  a  closed  area  on  dead  parking  of  automobiles 
in  the  entire  down-town  business  district  and 
Beacon  Hill. 

Coun.  WILSON" — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
lo  this  particular  order,  I  might  say  that  last 
week  one  of  the  most  destructive  proposals  for 
alleged  traffic  relief  presented  to  date  was  made 
by  a  few  elements  in  the  community  seeking  to 
put  a  few  additional  dollars  in  their  own  pockets 
at  the  expense  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  business 
men  of  Boston  and  the  general  public.  As  the 
representative  of  retail  business  establishments  in 
Boston  well  pointed  out,  "the  only  justification 
for  any  regulation  of  parking  is  to  be  found  in 
anticipated  benefits  to  business."  Who  are  the 
proponents  of  the  present  drastic  proposals  to 
clear  every  Boston  down-town  street,  except  for 
the  exclusive  private  parking  stands  now  monopo- 
lized by  the  two  taxi  cab  concerns  who  block  any 
approach,  even  by  a  transient  vehicle  attempting 
to  leave  or  take  on  passengers  at  every  hotel, 
club  and  railway  terminal  in  the  city?  Who  are 
the  proponents?  First,  the  down-town  garages, 
one  of  which  for  example  does  more  to  block 
Custom  House  street  all  day  long  than  any  other 
factor,  and  all  of  which  have  one  sole  object  in 
view.  And  it  isn't  the  relief  of  traffic  congestion. 
Second,  two  favored  taxicab  companies,  compris- 
ing about  20  per  cent  of  the  licensed  cabs  in  the 
city,  have  obtained  a  monopoly  on  every  desirable 
private  stand  in  down-town  Boston  but  appar- 
ently are  unable  to  hog  all  the  business  even  with 
stacked  cards  and  so  would  like  to  drive  the  other 
80  per  cent  of  the  taxicab  drivers  out  of  down- 
town Boston  entirely.  The  granting  of  private 
stands  for  a  half  dozen  cabs,  for  example,  on  a 
narrow,  congested,  one  way,  no  parking,  inter- 
secting street  such  as  School  street,  is  an  outstand- 
ing example  of  the  real  attitude  of  these  favored 
taxicab  concerns  with  reference  to  an  unobstructed 
and  free  flow  of  traffic  into  the  down-town  busi- 
ness district.  The  removal  of  such  a  stand  would 
do  more  to  ease  the  general  traffic  flow  than 
complete  denial  of  reasonable  parking  rights  for 
the  general  public  on  any  twenty  adjacent  streets. 
Third,  numerous  trucking  concerns  favor  the 
excluding  of  your  car  and  mine  from  the  streets 
in  order  to  make  room  for  more  of  the  five  and  ten- 
ton  trucks  that  now  stand  for  hours  jutting  out 
into  the  street  with  tail  boards  to  the  curb  and 
a  plank  blocking  pedestrians  even  from  the  side- 
walk. Fourthly,  they  have  lined  up  one  of  the 
few  interests  in  Boston  which,  unless  they  have 
money  sunk  in  a  few  large  garage  projects,  appar- 
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ently  have  no  real  interest  in  the  matter  either 
way,  namely,  a  few  brokerage  and  investment 
houses,  whose  customers  probably  most  of  them 
telephone  in  their  orders.  Finally,  the  real  power 
behind  this  drastic  proposal,  I  say,  are  the  busi- 
ness houses  and  real  estate  speculators  of  the 
Park  square  district  who  see  an  opportunity  to 
force  business  away  from  the  down-town  stores 
and  out  beyond  Arlington  street  where,  for  some 
reason  parking  is  not  to  be  thus  restricted.  They 
want  the  suggestion  put  into  effect  for  at  least 
ninety  days.  In  other  words,  make  it  effective 
while  thousands  of  people  are  in  our  city  during 
the  next  few  months  incident  to  the  Tercentennial 
Celebration  or  on  one  of  the  many  conventions 
which  are  to  be  held  here.  The  stranger  on  a 
visit  back  to  the  old  home  town  who  wishes  to 
stop  his  car  long  enough  to  make  a  purchase  may 
either  shop  out  beyond  Arlington  street,  or  else 
park  his  car  out  in  Jamaica  Plain  somewhere,  and 
telephone  for  a  Checker  taxi  to  bring  him  in. 
So  I  say  that  this  body  should  record  itself  as 
against  a  proposal  made  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
one  or  two  chosen  classes  in  the  community  and 
solely  from  a  selfish  viewpoint.  We  are  here  to 
represent  the  real  business  interests  of  the  com- 
munity at  large  and  the  general  public  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  the  Council  ought  to  go  on  record  in  a  matter 
of  this  kind  without  having  some  information  in 
regard  to  it.  I  don't  know  whether  the  councilor 
was. present  at  the  hearing  before  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner or  not,  but  I  appeared  before  the  Traffic 
Commissioner  the  other  day  to  oppose  the  parking 
of  automobiles  in  certain  streets  in  the  district  I 
have  the  honor  to  represent.  I  also  have  the 
privilege  of  representing  this  part  of  Boston  that 
covers  the  entire  business  section.  If  any  man  in 
this  body  can  take  the  stand  that  we  should  allow 
on  a  15- foot  street  the  parking  of  automobiles  all 
day  long,  I  certainly  cannot  understand  his  posi- 
tion in  favoring  such  a  proposal.  I  believe  before 
the  Council  go  on  record  in  this  matter  they  ought 
to  wait  and  have  a  little  more  investigation,  get  a 
little  more  information.  We  have  a  situation  here 
in  Boston  that  is  deplorable.  The  people  living  in 
the  Beacon  Hill  section,  people  who  occupy  their 
own  homes,  are  unable  to  get  into  their  homes. 
The  cars  come  in  and  park  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  remain,  most  of  them,  until  5  o'clock 
at  night.  There  is  a  band  of  lawyers  in  this  city 
who  will  not  park  their  cars  in  public  garages,  but 
their  cars  can  be  found  any  day  parked  on  the  hill, 
and  they  can  be  found  parked  all  through  the 
district  that  I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  1  know 
that  the  gentleman,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  us,  must 
have  received  serious  complaints  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  Even  on  the  street  where  I  live  myself 
it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  those  living  there  to 
park  their  own  cars,  unless  they  get  them  there  at 
6  or  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  going  to  the  garage 
and  bringing  them  there,  and  leaving  them  there 
until  they  want  to  use  them.  That  is  the  situation 
that  you  will  find  on  Allen  street,  McLean  street, 
Chambers  street,  Green  street,  Lynde  street, 
Stamford  street,  Temple  street,  Hancock  and 
Derne  streets.  A  number  of  these  streets  are 
absolutely  cluttered  up  with  automobiles  all  day 
long.  I  don't  want  to  vote  for  this  proposition 
until  I  have  more  information  in  regard  to  it. 
I  simply  wish  to  have  my  position  understood. 
So  far  as  having  the  parking  such  as  is  now  going 
on  in  the  downtown  section  and  on  the  hill,  I  am 
absolutely  opposed  to  it.  Something  has  got  to  be 
done  sooner  or  later.  It  is  not  simply  a  matter  of 
Checker  or  Town  taxis  or  Independent  taxis.  It 
has  got  to  the  point  when  people  living  in  their 
own  homes  and  paying  large  rentals  are  blocked 
off  from  their  homes.  I  have  made  a  study  of 
this  matter,  with  other  people  to  assist  me,  and  we 
have  looked  up  a  number  of  cars.  Most  of  these 
cars  come  from  outside  the  confines  of  Boston,  and 
those  driving  them  in  do  not  leave  one  cent  here. 
But  they  leave  their  cars  on  the  streets  all  day 
long  and  then  go  out  in  them  at  night.  There 
is  also,  it  seems,  collusion  with  certain  officials  in 
regard  to  this  car  situation.  That  was  brought  out 
at  the  hearing  and  is  a  matter  of  public  record.  So 
I  feel  that  this  matter  should  be  laid  over  and  that 
the  official  proceedings  at  the  hearing  should  be 
brought  down  here,  so  that  members  of  the  Council 
may  look  over  the  proceedings  before  voting  on  the 
question.  I  think  before  arriving  at  an  intelligent 
solution  of  the  matter  we  should  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  read  the  records  of  the  hearing.  I  have 
no  quarrel  with  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester, 
so  far  as  the  situation  on  State  street  or  in  the 


neighborhood  of  the  Custom  House  or  other 
streets  down  there  is  concerned.  But  I  don't 
want  to  go  on  record  on  a  matter  which  vitally 
interests  the  people  of  the  section  I  represent, 
who  are  bitterly  opposed  to  this  promiscuous  park- 
ing in  town.  We  widen  and  extend  Cambridge 
street  and  other  streets,  expending  millions  of 
dollars,  and  then  advantage  is  taken  of  that  im- 
provement merely  for  parking  purposes.  There 
are  these  men  who  have  built  garages,  at  large 
expense  and  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating 
cars,  and  they  should  be  patronized.  1  am  not, 
however,  defending  them.  I  am  speaking  of  this 
general  situation.  Take  the  Suffolk  Law  School. 
Just  see  the  cars  that  are  parked  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  that  school.  There  are  enough  cars  there 
to  fill  a  garage.  Cars  are  parked  there  for  hours, 
cars  are  parked  over  that  section  by  lawyers  who 
will  charge  you  a  S50  or  $75  fee  if  you  wished  to 
consult  them  about  anything,  and  who  yet  are 
unwilling  to  pay  25  or  50  cents  for  parking  their 
cars.  As  I  say,  that  is  the  situation  on  Allen, 
McLean,  Chambers,  Green,  Lynde,  Staniford, 
Temple,  Hancock  and  Derne  streets,  and  all  down 
through  that  section,  to  the  great  annoyance  and 
objection  of  people  who  live  in  the  section,  and  who 
do  not  have  a  chance  to  get  access  to  or  egress 
from  the  houses  where  they  live,  so  far  as  the  use 
of  automobiles  is  concerned.  You  go  to  these 
lawyers  for  legal  advice  or  services,  and  they  will 
very  soon  let  you  know  where  they  come  in,  in  the 
matter  of  their  fees,  but  they  do  not  seem  to  be 
able  to  be  willing  to  spend  a  little  to  put  their 
cars  into  garages  and  off  the  streets.  They  are 
supposed  to  assist  in  upholding  the  laws  and  they 
are  constant  violators  themselves.  I  saw  recently 
a  car  parked  on  Somerset  street  at  12  o'clock  in  the 
day,  not  along  the  curb,  but  directly  across,  so 
that  a  truck  couldn't  go  up  or  down  the  hill,  and 
it  was  still  there  at  4  o'clock.  It  had  undoubtedly 
been  parked  there  all  day.  I  noticed  it  at  12 
o'clock  and  again  at  4  o'clock.  Finally  a  tag  was 
put  on  it.  But  they  also  tell  you  that  there  are 
different  ways  of  putting  on  tags,  when  you  are 
dealing  with  your,  friends  or  otherwise,  so  that 
sometimes  they  don't  mean  anything  when  you 
are  dealing  with  a  favored  man.  So  I  think  this 
matter  should  be  referred  to  our  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  that  it  might  be  well  for  us  to  get  the 
records  of  the  hearing  before  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner and  to  learn  something  about  what  was 
said.  There  were  some  serious  charges  made 
in  regard  to  police  and  others  in  connection  with 
this  parking  problem,  Mr.  President.  So  I  think 
it  would  be  well  for  the  Council  to  look  the  pro- 
ceedings over  before  we  vote  for  or  against  the 
proposed  order.  I  am  certainly  opposed  to  such 
parking  as  now  goes  on  in  front  of  people's  home 
all  day  long. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

NORTON— Mr  President,  on  April  1, 
a  week  from  tomorrow,  the  police  of  Boston  will 
list  the  residents  of  this  city  who  are  twenty  years 
of  age  or  over.  On  the  cards  they  will  use  are  two 
vacant  lines  at  the  bottom.  The  order  I  have 
just  introduced  asks  that  the  Mayor  be  requested 
through  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Listing 
Board,  to  place  a  stamp  on  these  two  last  lines — 
the  first  question,  "Wage  earner?"  and  the  second 
question,  "Employed?"  This  will  then  be  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  any  American  munici- 
pality that  an  attempt  is  made  to  definitely  ascer- 
tain who  is  out  of  work  and  what  the  number  of 
those  so  out  of  work  is.  There  is  no  problem  to- 
day in  American  life  calling  for  greater  attention 
than  that  question,  now.  Getting  the  desired  infor- 
mation, we  will  then  be  in  a  position,  knowing 
what  the  problem  is,  to  deal  with  it.  The  Mayor 
of  Boston,  for  instance,  says  that  there  are  75,000 
out  of  work  in  the  city;  others  say  100,000.  Some 
of  the  sunshine  fellows  claim  that  there  are  only 
20,000.  Here  is  an  opportunity  to  ascertain  from 
direct  data  who  is  a  wage  earner,  and,  if  a  wage 
earner,  whether  or  not  he  is  working.

Personal  Service. 

The  personal  service  requirements  of  the  city 
for  1930  are  $1,018,500.86  in  excess  of  the  appro- 
priations recommended  in  1929.  The  items  en- 
tering into  this  excess  are  indicated  in  the  following 
table :

The  increase  in  appropriations  for  permanent 
employees  has  been  caused  by  salary  increases 
granted  to  employees  of  the  city,  new  positions 
allowed  in  city  departments  where  increased  ac- 
tivities would  seem  to  warrant,  and  the  overlay 
resulting  from  personal  service  changes  made  dur- 
ing the  previous  year.  The  following  table  indi- 
cates the  relative  importance  of  these  items  in 
contributing  to  the  excess  under  discussion.

The  heavy  overlay  from  1929  may  be  attributed 
to  the  salary  increases  granted  and  the  new  posi- 
tions established  during  that  year.  Liberal  salary 
increases  granted  not  only  in  the  budget  but  also 
in  the  closing  days  of  the  year,  the  addition  of  184 
men  in  the  uniform  ranks  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Boston 
Traffic  Commission  were  important  contributory 
factors  to  the  heavy  overlay  burden  which  must  be 
borne  during  the  current  year. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  personal  service 
recommendations  for  366  new  positions.  Of  this 
number  271  positions  have  been  provided  at  the 
request  of  the  City  Hospital  Trustees  to  properly 
man  the  new  buildings  recently  completed  or  now 
Hearing  completion  at  the  City  Hospital  and  the 
Sanatorium  Division.  The  balance  of  the  new 
positions  are  spread  through  twenty-one  depart- 
ments and  may  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  in- 
creased activities  within  such  departments. 

The  proposed  budget  provides  increases  for 
2,369  city  employees.  In  the  main  these  increases 
have  been  granted  to  employees  working  under 
established  sliding  scales.  Provision  has  also  been 
made  for  reasonable  increases  to  the  lower  paid 
employees.  The  following  table  indicates  the 
distribution  by  groups  of  these  increases:

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The  amount  designated  "budget  savings" 
represents  deductions  made  from  departmental 
personal  service  requests  because  of  existing 
vacancies,  because  of  "slack"  anticipated  to 
develop  during  the  year  due  to  vacancies  occurring 
througn  the  sickness,  death  or  retirement  of  em- 
ployees, or  because  of  the  discontinuance  of  certain 
positions  no  longer  deemed  essential.  If  advan- 
tage had  not  been  taken  of  these  savings,  the  city 
budget  for  1930  would  have  been  approximately 
$160,000  in  excess  of  the  total  recommended. 

In  order  that  the  city  may  do  its  proper  share  in 
helping  to  alleviate  unemployment  conditions  in 
the  community  increased  appropriations  for  tem- 
porary employees  have  been  provided  in  the  budget 
of  the  Park  and  Public  Works  Departments.  It  is 
estimated  that  approximately  200  men  will  benefit 
by  this  appropriation  increase.  In  addition  pro- 
vision must  be  made  this  year  for  two  election 
functions,  the  State  Primary  and  State  Election, 
whereas  last  year  only  one  function  was  conducted. 
The  reduction  in  the  appropriations  for  overtime 
are  in  accord  with  the  policy  announced  early  in 
the  year  to  limit  payments  for  overtime  service  to 
the  lowest  possible  minimum. 

Contractual  Service. 

Appropriations  for  services  to  be  rendered  the 
city  by  individuals  and  corporations  are  segre- 
gated in  the  budget  under  twenty-four  items.  A 
compariosn  of  the  total  appropriations  recom- 
mended this  year  with  those  of  1929  indicate  that 
ten  items  show  very  slight  changes,  two  items  show 
large  decreases  and  twelve  items  reflect  large 
increases.  The  open  winter  and  a  change  in  the 
polioy  of  flushing  city  streets  have  made  possible 
large  reductions  in  the  appropriations  for  snow 
removal  and  hire  of  contract  trucks. 

Increased  appropriations  for  advertising  and 
property  registration  fees  have  been  provided  in 
the  budget  of  the  Collecting  Department  because 
of  the  large  amount  of  taxes  outstanding  at  the 
beginning  of  this  fiscal  year.  The  installation  of 
automatic  traffic  signals  in  the  downtown  area,  the 
erection  of  new  hospital  and  institutional  buildings, 
the  lighting  of  City  Hall  and  City  Hall  Annex  by 
Edison  current,  have  necessitated  increased 
appropriations  for  electric  current.  Increased 
costs  in  connection  with  the  hire  of  branch  library 
accommodations,  and  the  additional  eleation 
function  to  be  conducted  by  the  Election  Depart- 
ment, have  made  necessary  increased  allowances 
for  rentals.  The  natural  expansion  of  the  city's 
motor  equipment  and  the  policy  of  keeping  the 
horse-drawn  vehicles  of  the  city  in  an  efficient 
condition  have  resulted  in  increased  appropriations 
for  motor  and  motorless  vehicle  repairs.  Con- 
tracts for  the  removal  of  waste  during  the  current 
year  show  an  increase  of  $21,000  over  similar  con- 
tracts of  last  year,  making  necessary  additional 
appropriations  for  the  removal  of  ashes,  dirt  and 
garbage.  The  opening  of  new  health  units  has 
made  possible  an  increase  in  the  number  of  clinics 
offered  to  citizens  and  has  required  increased 
amounts  for  medical  services  rendered  at  these 
clinics.  To  modernize  the  records  of  the  Assessing 
and  Registry  Departments,  additional  allowances 
have  been  made  for  expert  engineering,  drafting 
and  stenographic  service.  The  number  of  children 
under  the  care  of  the  Child  Welfare  Department  has 
shown  a  tendency  to  increase  in  the  last  three 
years,  making  necessary  each  year  additional 
appropriations  under  the  budget  item  "Care  of 
persons."  Appropriations  for  the  repair  of  city 
property  in  five  departments  show  a  substantial 
increase.  In  the  Park  and  Public  Buildings 
Departments  approximately  $100,000  additional 
has  been  allowed  this  year  in  order  that  tne  parks, 
playgrounds,  and  public  buildings  of  the  city  may 
be  placed  in  proper  condition  for  observance  and 
use  during  this  tercentenary  year.  In  the  Hospital 
Department  the  erection  of  new  buildings  has 
necessarily  carried  with  it  additional  responsibilities 
in  the  matter  of  keeping  these  buildings  in  proper 
repair.  In  the  Paving  Division  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  allow  an  appropriation  of  $18,000  for  the 
replacement  of  the  wooden  bulkhead  on  Northern 
avenue  near  the  piers  of  the  Merchants  and  Miners 
Transportation  Company.  In  the  Sanitary  Divi- 
sion an  additional  allowance  of  $15,000  has  been 
provided  for  major  repairs  in  the  loading  station  at 
Fort  Hill  Wharf. 


Equipment. 
Allowances  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment 
are  segregated  in  the  budget  under  sixteen  items. 
Comparison  shows  that  six  of  these  items  reflect 
little  if  any  increase  over  1029  allowances,  two 
show  large  decreases  and  eight  reflect  large  in- 
creases. Purchases  of  special  machinery  made 
last  year  by  the  Library,  Paving  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, and  of  bathing  suits  in  the  Park  Department 
do  not  recur  this  year,  thus  making  possible  the 
reductions  in  the  appropriatons  for  machinery 
and  wearing  apparel.  The  activities  of  the 
Traffic  Commission  in  the  matter  of  installation 
of  automatic  traffic  signals  have  occasioned 
additional  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of 
cable,  timing  devices,  flashing  beacons,  signs  and 
miscellaneous  traffic  equipment.  The  heavy  duty 
trucks  purchased  four  years  ago  have  practically 
reached  the  limit  of  their  usefulness  and  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  $120,000  has  been  pro- 
vided in  the  motor  vehicle  items  of  the  different 
divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the 
replacement  of  these  trucks.  Increased  activities 
at  the  City  Hospital  and  its  Sanatorium  Division 
have  caused  increased  demands  for  furniture, 
fittings,  medical,  surgical  and  laboratory  equip- 
ment. The  installation  of  modern  office  equipment 
in  the  Treasury  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
increase  present  under  this  item.  At  the  request 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  an 
increased  appropriation  has  been  made  available 
for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Supplies. 
Department  appropriations  under  this  heading 
are  segregated  under  fourteen  items,  seven  of 
which  show  little  change  from  1929,  one  indicates 
a  large  decrease  and  six  reflect  substantial  in- 
creases. The  heating  and  lighting  of  City  Hall 
and  City  Hall  Annex  under  a  contract  with  the 
Edison  Company  has  resulted  in  material  fuel 
savings.  Tercentenary  activities  and  additional 
election  functions,  increased  activities  due  to  the 
motor  excise  tax,  and  an  increased  number  of 
patients  have  made  necessary  increased  appro- 
priations for  office  supplies  in  the  Mayor's  Office, 
Klection,  Assessing.  Collecting  and  Hospital 
Departments.  The  expansion  of  the  facilities  of 
the  hospitals  and  institutions  of  the  city,  making 
possible  the  handling  of  a  larger  number  of  patients, 
naturally  has  necessitated  increased  appropria- 
tions for  food,  medical,  surgical,  laboratory, 
laundry  and  cleaning  supplies.  During  the 
extensive  repairs  on  the  Central  Library  Building 
it  has  been  necessary  to  utilize  the  Central  court- 
yard as  a  storage  area.  This  yard  is  one  of  the 
beauty  spots  of  the  city  and  its  rehabilitation, 
especially  in  this  tercentenary  year,  is  an  im- 
portant item  of  increase.  The  increasing  numbers 
of  motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  city  necessarily 
involve  additional  appropriations  for  gasolene 
and  oils.  Increased  appropriations  for  chemicals 
and  disinfectants  are  essential  if  the  convenience 
stations,  swimming  pools  and  public  buildings  of 
the  city  are  to  be  maintained  in  a  sanitary  condi  tion . 

Materials. 

Appropriations  under  this  group  are  segregated 
in  ten  items.  The  allowances  under  six  of  these 
show  little  if  any  change  from  last  year,  and  the 
remaining  four  items  show  very  moderate  in- 
creases. The  expansion  of  the  property  and  plant 
of  the  Hospital  Department  have  made  increased 
appropriations  necessary  for  building  materials 
to  be  used  by  the  mechanics  of  the  department  in 
making  necessary  repairs.  The  activities  of  the 
Traffic  Commission  have  necessitated  increased 
appropriations  for  electrical  materials  to  be  used 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  automatic  traffic  signals, 
and  for  paint  and  traffic  buttons  to  be  used  in  the 
regulation  of  pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic. 
In  the  Park  Department  increased  appropriations 
have  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  materials  to 
be  used  in  repair  of  park  and  recreational  equip- 
ment. 

Special  Items. 

Of  the  eight  items  in  this  group  50  per  cent 
show  little  if  any  change  from  last  year,  and  the 
remaining  50  per  cent  show  substantial  increases 
over  the  appropriations  of  1929.  In  the  Police 
and  lire  Departments  increased  retirements  of 
the  older  members  of  the  uniformed  forces  have 
resulted  in  increased  appropriations  for  pensions 
and  annuities.  The  existing  commercial  and 
industrial  depression  has  been  heavily  felt  by 
the  Soldiers'   Relief  and  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
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ments  —  approximately  $500,000  additional  has 
been  provided  for  Soldiers'  Relief,  Mothers'  Aid, 
and  Care  of  Dependents,  in  this  year's  budget 
recommendations. 

Miscellaneous. 
Increased  appropriations  for  maintenance  of 
the  East  Boston  Airport,  special  investigations 
of  the  Finance  Commission,  City  Planning  Board 
and  Health  Department,  and  tercentenary  expendi- 
tures of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor's  Office, 
have  been  offset  by  the  fact  that  the  large  appropri- 
ation included  under  this  group  in  last  year's 
budget  for  the  furnishing  of  the  House  Officers' 
Building  at  the  City  Hospital  is  not  present  this 
year,  and  for  this  reason  the  group  appropriation 
shows  a  slight  decrease  from  that  of  1929. 

Special  Appropriations. 
Eight  of  the  nine  special  items  appearing  in 
this  year's  budget  also  were  present  in  the  1929 
budget.  Of  this  eight,  two  are  carried  at  the 
same  appropriation  as  of  1929,  two  indicate 
substantial  increases  over  last  year's  appropria- 
tions, and  four  reflect  material  reductions.  The 
appropriation  for  Public  Celebrations  has  been 
increased  $35,000  because  of  increased  demands 
resulting  from  the  proper  observance  of  1930  as 
the  tercentenary  year.  The  Reserve  Tund  of  the 
city  has  been  increased  $75,000  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  codification  of  the  building  laws,  increased 
activities  of  the  Commercial,  Industrial  and 
Publicity  Bureau,  and  the  entertainment  grant  to 
the  American  Legion  Convention  authorized  by 
the  Legislature.  Appropriations  for  granolithic 
sidewalks,  and  the  repair  and  reconstruction  of 
streets  have  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  pending 


the  action  by  the  Legislature  on  the  petition  of 
the  city  for  a  $10,000,000  loan  for  this  purpose 
outside  the  debt  limit.  Reductions  in  the  appro- 
priations for  the  reconstruction  of  park  roads 
have  been  possible  by  the  allocation  of  certain 
contemplated  projects  to  the  Parkman  Fund.  A 
new  appropriation  of  $75,000  has  been  provided 
for  the  proper  observation  by  the  city  of  the 
tercentenary  of  the  founding  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony.  Plans  now  in  process  of  preparation 
for  this  celebration  seem  to  justify  the  inclusion 
of  this  amount  in  the  1930  budget. 

City  Debt  Requirements. 

City  debt  requirements  for  1930  show  an 
increase  of  approximately  $250,000  over  similar 
requirements  in  1929.  Of  the  items  entering  into 
this  excess,  aerial  loan  requirements  show  an 
increase  of  approximately  $443,000.  This  increase 
may  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  the  policy  of 
the  Legislature  in  requiring  that  the  period  for 
which  municipal  loans  are  issued  shall  be  shortened. 
Sinking  Funds  requirements  show  a  decrease  of 
$36,000  largely  because  of  the  policy  of  crediting 
to  such  funds  betterments  collected  by  the  city. 
The  prevalence  of  easy  money  rates  at  the  present 
time  have  made  possible  a  reduction  of  $165,000 
in  the  estimate  of  interest  requirements  for  1930. 

County  Maintenance. 
Appropriations  for  county  maintenance  show 
an  increase  of  approximately  $02,000  over  similar 
recommendations  made  at  this  time  last  year. 
The  following  table  indicates  in  comparative  form 
the  group  distribution  of  this  excess:

It  is  apparent  from  the  above  table  that  in- 
creased personal  service  requirements  account 
entirely  for  the  increase  in  county  maintenance 
appropriations.  County  appropriations  for  per- 
manent employees  show  an  increase  of  $71,627.25 
over  1929  appropriations,  whereas  recommenda- 
tions for  temporary  employees  and  overtime  show 
decreases  of  $2,378.58  and  $2,676.00,  respectively. 
The  increase  for  permanent  employees  is  accounted 
for  as  follows:

As  explained  under  city  maintenance,  overlay 
represents  the  burden  which  must  be  borne  this 
year  because  of  salary  increases  granted  and  new 
positions  allowed  during  1929  in  county  depart- 
ments. 

There  is  now  before  the  Legislature  a  proposal 
to  classify  and  regulate  all  county  salaries.  Pend- 
ing action  on  this  matter,  salary  increases  to 
county  employees  have  been  limited  to  the  lower 
paid  employees.  Six  new  positions  have  been 
created  by  county  officials  under  authority  vested 
in  them  by  existing  statute,  and  the  city  is  bound 
under  existing  laws  to  provide  for  these  positions. 


The   term   "Budget   Savings"   has   already   been 
explained  under  the  head  of  city  maintenance. 

Improved  methods  in  regulating  the  services  of 
jurors  has  been  responsible  in  the  main  for  the 
decrease  indicated  in  the  preceding  table  under 
group  B.  The  decrease  in  materials  is  due  mainly 
to  the  fact  that  items  present  in  last  year's  allow- 
ances do  not  recur  in  the  current  year.  The  in- 
creases shown  in  the  other  four  items  in  the  table 
are  due  in  the  main  to  the  natural  expansion  of 
county  business. 

County  Debt  Requirements. 
The  increase  of  approximately  $14,000  in  county 
debt  requirements  is  due  to  increased  serial  loan 
and  interest  requirements  resulting  from  the 
issuance  during  1929  of  loans  for  improvements  at 
Charles  Street  Jail  and  House  of  Correction. 

Income  Department. 
The   increases   indicated   in   the   appropriations 
for  the  income  departments  of  the  city  are  occa- 
sioned   largely    by    the    natural    expansion    and 
growth  of  the  Printing  and  Water  Departments. 

Conclusion. 

The  delay  in  the  submission  of  budget  recom- 
mendations to  your  honorable  body  is  most  un- 
fortunate and  would  be  unnecessary  provided 
legislative  enactment  permitted  the  municipal 
authorities  to  determine  the  tax  limit  for  Boston. 
The  tax  limit  allowance  this  year  was  $16,  and 
through  a  painstaking  examination  of  the  budget 
it  has  been  possible  to  submit  departmental  esti- 
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mates  $1.50  less  than  the  tax  limit  allowed  by  law. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  state  authorities  will  at  some 
time  accord  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  privilege 
which  is  enjoyed  by  all  other  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth, namely,  the  determination  of  tax  limit  by 
municipal  authorities,  but  until  such  time  as  this 
right  is  accorded  to  the  City  of  Boston  there  must 
be  delay  in  the  submission  of  budget  requirements. 
The  chief  sufferers  annually,  until  a  change  has 
been  made,  must  of  necessity  be  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  the  Charities  Department  and 
the  Correctional  Departments,  and  what  has  been 
true  in  preceding  years  in  the  cases  of  these  depart- 
ments is  equally  true  today.     The  limit  of  expendi- 


tures permitted  under  the  law  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  budget  has  been  reached  in  these  depart- 
ments, namely,  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department, 
the  Charities  Department  and  the  Correctional 
Departments,  as  evidenced  by  the  submission  of  a 
separate  emergency  budget  order  to  your  honorable 
body  this  day.  The  early  consideration  and  pass- 
age of  the  budget  as  here  submitted  must  be 
evident  to  every  member  of  the  City  Council  and 
I  sincerely  trust  that  all  will  so  regard  it  and  act- 
accordingly.

Appropriations  and  Tax  Orders  for  the 
Financial  Year  1930. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  January,  1930,  for  performing 
the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  maturing 
debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respec- 
tive sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and 
schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  depart- 
ments and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter 
stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service  current  expenses  and  the  payment  to 
the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488 
of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amend- 
ment thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  require- 
ments or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation 
for  Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  department 
income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes; 
and  the  appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met 
by  the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropria- 
tions hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money 
remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31,  1929,  exclusive  of  the  money 
raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  require- 
ments of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appro- 
priation, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1930,  and  taxes  to  the  amount 
of  $39,490,133.14,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form 
no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  county  and  all 
taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  proportion 


of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1930,  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1930; 
that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October,  1930,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per 
cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1930,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which 
shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added 
to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  addi- 
tional appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made 
no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department 
for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in 
the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in 
excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated 
for  such  specific  purpose  or  item;  and  except  as 
aforesaid  no  salaries  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in 
excess  of  the  rates  specified  in  said  tables  and 
schedules.

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
AND  SOLDIERS'  RELIEF  DEPART- 
MENTS.

Gentlemen, —  Under  existing  statute,  city  de- 
partments may  expend  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
annual  budget  an  amount  not  in  excess  of  "one- 
third  the  entire  amount  appropriated  for  the 
department  for  the  previous  year."  Under 
ordinary  conditions  the  maintenance  costs  of  the 
city  departments  for  the  first  four  months  of  the 
financial  year  may  be  financed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  This  year,  however,  heavy  demands 
for  aid  and  relief,  resulting  from  the  unemployment 
situation  prevalent  throughout  the  country,  have 
materially  increased  the  expenditures  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  Public  Welfare  Departments. 
I  am  advised  by  the  Budget  Commissioner  that 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  has  already 
reached  the  statutory  limit  of  expenditure  and 
that  in  all  probability  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment will  reach  this  limit  within  a  few  days. 

In  order  that  the  needy  of  the  city  may  not  be 
estopped  from  securing  the  relief  necessary  to 
alleviate  their  condition,  I  deem  it  advisable  to 
suggest  to  the  Council  the  passage  of  an  order 
providing  for  the  appropriation  of  the  relief 
amounts  recommended  in  the  budgets  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  Public  Welfare  Departments. 
For  this  purpose  I  submit  herewith  the  necessary 
order  and  respectfully  suggest  its  immediate 
adoption  by  your  honorable  body.

At 
the  request  of  the  Port  Authority,  and  with 
your  Honor's  approval,  I  am  acting  as  counsel 
for  the  Port  Authority  together  with  Hon.  Johnston 
B.  Campbell  of  Washington,  D.  C,  former  Com- 
missioner of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
We  are  about  to  file  a  formal  complaint  on  behalf 
of  the  Boston  Port  Authority  with  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  this  connection.  We 
feel  that  it  is  essential  that  the  City  of  Boston 
join  with  us  as  a  party  complainant  and  in  order 
that  the  city  government  may  be  on  record  favor- 
ing the  filing  of  a  complaint  by  the  City  of  Boston 
I  am  inclosing  herewith  a  copy  of  an  order  which 
I  believe  should  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for  its  approval.  Heretofore  the  differential  cases 
brought  by  the  Maritime  Association  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  Port  of  Boston  have 
attempted  to  secure  differentials  under  Baltimore 
and  Philadelphia.

BEQUEST  TO  CITY  BY  LATE  MARY  P.  C. 
CUMMINGS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen, — Under  the  will  of  the  late  Mary  P. 
C.  Cummings,  a  former  resident  of  Woburn,  there 
was  bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  her  home 
and  some  two  hundred  acres  of  land  located  in  the 
City  of  Woburn  and,  in  addition,  the  land  and 
building  thereon  numbered  53  North  Market 
street,  Boston. 

It  has  been  customary  for  the  City  of  Boston  to 
conduct  outings  for  the  children  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Randidge  Excursion  Fund  to  one  of 
the  islands  in  the  harbor  during  the  summer  time. 
The  praotise  has  been  to  use  the  boat  upon  which 
prisoners  are  transported  to  Deer  Island  and  the 
outing  exercises  have  been  conducted  either  at 
Rainsford  Island  or  at  Long  Island. 


Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  the 
atmosphere  is  not  of  the  best  and  in  my  opinion  an 
opportunity  is  presented  to  not  only  provide  one 
that  would  be  more  cheerful  but  to  develop  a 
summer  recreation  resort  for  the  children  that 
would  be  beneficial  to  both  mind  and  body,  in  the 
acceptance  of  the  accompanying  order.

"To  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  I  give 
and  devise  all  the  land  together  with  the  buildings 
thereon  in  the  City  of  Woburn  and  in  the  town  of 
Burlington,  Massachusetts,  which  was  conveyed  to 
me  by  Charles  Fairchild  by  deed,  dated  February 
20,  1S90,  and  recorded  with  Middlesex  Deeds, 
Book  1907,  Page  131,  except  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  have  been  conveyed  by  me  in  my  lifetime  or 
is  herein  otherwise  specifically  devised  (the  same 
being  known  as  Babylon  Hill)  but  in  trust,  never- 
theless, for  the  following  purposes  and  uses,  to  hold 
and  keep  the  same  forever  open  as  a  public  pleasure 
ground  and  to  maintain  and  care  for  the  same  in  a 
suitable  manner  in  accordance  with  that  purpose; 
and  in  case  the  said  City  of  Boston  accepts  the 
foregoing  gift,  I  also  give  and  devise  to  it  the  land 
and  buildings  thereon  owned  by  me  numbered  53 
North  Market  street  in  Boston  and  the  stocks 
given  intrust  under  the  provisions  of  Item  2  and  3 
of  tliis  will  subject  to  said  trusts,  respectively. 
Said  last  named  real  estate  and  the  stocks  to  be 
taken  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  trust  to  apply 
the  net  income  therefrom  to  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  said  real  estate  in  Woburn  and  Burling- 
ton as  a  public  pleasure  ground  as  aforesaid.  In 
case,  however,  the  said  City  of  Boston  shall  de- 
cline or  fail  to  accept  said  real  estate  in  Woburn 
and  Burlington  for  purposes  aforesaid,  I  give  and 
devise  the  same  together  with  all  real  and  personal 
property  herein  given  to  said  City  of  Boston  for 
the  accomplishment  of  said  purposes  to  the  Play- 
ground and  Recreation  Association  of  America  in 
trust  for  the  same  purposes  and  on  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  as  are  herein  prescribed  concerning 
the  taking  of  same  by  the  said  City  of  Boston." 
and 

Whereas,  By  Clause  No.  8  of  said  will,  which  is 
the  residuary  clause  of  said  will,  the  said  Mary  P. 
C.  Cummings  devised  and  bequeathed  as  follows: 

"  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  the  rest,  residue 
and  remainder  of  my  property,  real  and  personal, 
of  which  I  shall  die  seized  or  possessed  and  to  which 
I  may  be  entitled  at  the  time  of  my  decease,  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  aforesaid,  if  it  accepts  the  gift  of 
real  estate  in  Woburn  and  Burlington,  specified  in 
Item  4  of  this  will  for  use  in  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  said  real  estate  as  a  public  pleasure 
ground  as  above  provided.  In  case,  however, 
said  City  of  Boston  declines  or  fails  to  accept  said 
gift  of  said  real  estate  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  I 
give  the  residue  of  my  estate  to  the  Plaj'ground  and 
Recreation  Association  of  America  for  the  same 
purposes  as  herein  specified  in  gifts  of  it  to  the  City 
of  Boston."

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  lay  out  a  sewer  in  Willowdean  avenue,  Ward  20, 
from  Weld  street  to  Ledyard  road. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  at  2.34  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  BUSH,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  President.  The  members  reassembled  In  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  LYNCH  at  3.41  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  MAHONEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  reports  as  follows: 

1.  Report  on  petitions  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at 
places  of  public  amusement,  viz.: 

Jennie  M.  Trainor,  Jordan  Hall,  May  13;  I.illa- 
f ranees"  Viles,  Current  Events  Hall,  April  2G; 
Rose  E.  Donaghey,  Municipal  Building,  Roslindale, 
May  9;  Marion  Thayer  Hiltz,  Municipal  Building, 
Vine  street,  May  15, — that  leave  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  on  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  appropriating  S2, 025,000  for  Pub- 
lic Welfare  Department  and  $300,000  for  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  order  that 
the  way  in  which  we  are  voting  may  be  made 
clear  on  the  record,  I  want  to  say  this,  having  in 
view  the  discussion  of  this  matter  in  the  Executive 
Committee,  that  I  do  not  believe,  merely  because 
any  member  of  this  Council  sees  fit  to  look  over 
an  order,  to  criticize  a  figure  or  to  use  his  own 
brains  on  any  particular  matter  that  comes  into 
the  Council,  he  must  necessarily  be  considered 
hostile  to  the  present  administration,  and  I  don't 
think  the  present  Mayor  will  resent  any  man  in 
this  present  body  of  twenty-two  members  using 
the  brains  that  God  presumably  gave  him  on  any 


occasion.  It  is  now  proposed,  under  the  report 
before  us,  to  pass  the  entire  appropriation  for 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  and  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  for  1930.  The  amount  for 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  is  $300,000,  and 
for  the  Public  Welfare  Department  82,625,000. 
I  certainly  cannot  believe  that  the  Mayor  of  this 
city  would  resent  any  member  of  the  Council 
voting  to  grant  $200,000  out  of  the  S300.000 
which  the  Budget  Commissioner  has  asked  for 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Budget  Commissioner 
tells  us  that  that  will  take  care  of  the  department 
certainly  until  the  first  of  June.  The  amount 
upon  which  we  are  asked  to  vote  at  this  time  for 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  the  appropriation 
for  the  whole  year  1930,  amounts  to  $2,625,000. 
The  order  as  drawn  asks  us  to  pass  that  without 
reference  to  the  Appropriations  Committee,  to 
pass  the  appropriation  that  they  say  they  require 
for  the  whole  year,  without  our  knowing  anything 
about  the  details  of  it,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  know  that  a  much  smaller  sum  will  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  department  for  some 
time  to  come.  The  Budget  Commissioner  has 
told  us  quite  frankly  that  if  we  should  vote 
$1,500,000  at  this  time  it  would  take  care  of 
every  conceivable  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  until  the  first  of  June. 
Knowing  those  facts,  I  don't  care  to  be  in  the 
position  of  voting  for  the  entire  budget  for  the 
year  at  this  time,  without  even  seeing  the  figures. 
It  is  for  that  reason — with  no  idea  of  criticizing 
any  administration  but  simply  in  order  to  fulfill 
the  duties  of  the  position  I  have  been  elected  to, 
that  I  move  to  amend  the  figures  so  that  for  the 
Public  Welfare  Department,  instead  of  $2,625,000, 
they  will  read  $1,250,000,  and  for  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  instead  of  $300,000,  they  will 
read  $200,000,  inasmuch  as  we  have  been  informed 
by  the  Budget  Commissioner  that  those  amounts 
will  take  care  of  these  very  necessary  departments 
certainly  until  the  month  of  June. 

Coun,  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor 
of  this  amendment.  I  believe  we  are  all  in  favor 
of  providing  these  departments  with  necessary 
funds.  The  only  question  before  us  is,  whether 
we  are  going  to  pass  the  whole  year's  appropriation 
without  any  consideration  whatever,  instead  of 
giving  the  departments  sufficient  to  take  care  of 
them  for  the  time  being  and  then  having  an 
opportunity  to  consider  the  whole  matter  in  an 
orderly  way.  I  think  we  should  do  the  latter. 
In  saying  this,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
opposing  the  expenditures  in  any  way.  I  simply 
think  these  matters  should  receive  proper  con- 
sideration. I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  Council 
will  vote  to  accept  the  amendment,  and  I  believe 
it  is  our  duty,  being  elected  here  to  give  proper 
consideration  to  financial  questions  affecting  the 
city,  to  vote  at  this  time  for  such  amendments. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  speaking 
upon  the  amendment  offered  by  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester,  I  might  call  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  City  Document  No.  1.  If  they 
have  it  before  them  they  might  read  it.  It  is 
the  Mayor's  inaugural  address,  and  in  it  he  says: 

"The  expenditures  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  are  an  unfaiUng  barometer  as  to 
industrial  prosperity  or  depression,  and  the 
amount  required  in  the  closing  months  of  1929 
indicate  that  there  is  dire  need  at  present.  The 
solution  of  all  these  problems  requires  the  action 
and  approval  of  the  City  Council.  Too  often 
in  the  past  the  attention  of  the  citizens  has  been 
centered  on  the  inauguration,  personality  and 
policies  of  the  chief  executive;  losing  sight  of 
the  fact  that  this  ceremony  is  also  the  inauguration 
day  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  who  have 
been  selected  by  the  people  to  act  as  a  Board  of 
Directors.  Since  the  curtailing  of  their  powers 
along  certain  executive  and  administrative  lines 
by  the  so-called  Good  Government  Charter  of 
1909,  it  has  become  customary  for  those  having 
little  knowledge  of  the  foundations  of  municipal 
government  to  make  light  of  the  City  Council 
membership  and  attempt  to  belittle  their  import- 
ance. Nothing  is  more  unwarranted  and  unfair- — 
and  no  one  can  more  appreciate  from  actual 
experience  their  power  and  influence  for  good 
administration,  and  the  necessity  for  their  hearty 
cooperation  and  assistance,  than  I.  From  my 
knowledge  of  the  caliber  of  the  men  whom  the 
people  have  selected  to  represent  them  in  the 
present  honorable  body,  I  feel  certain  of  that 
cooperation  and  assistance  to  the  fullest  degree.''

Now,  that  is  what  the  Mayor  himself  said  on 
inauguration  day,  and  what  is  this  Council  now 
doing?  Throwing  away  their  powers  in  an 
appropriation  of  this  kind.  Last  year  and  the 
year  before  last  we  were  led  to  vote  for  appropria- 
tions for  Long  Island,  and  every  time  we  were 
asked  to  do  anything  for  Long  Island  there  was 
a  plea  for  the  unfortunate  poor  and  sick  and  we 
were  urged  to  immediately  put  the  appropriation 
through.  How  much  of  the  money  so  appropriated 
was  used  for  improper  purposes  we  don't  lcnow. 
But  we  do  now  know  that  boilers  were  installed 
which  might  at  any  moment  blow  up  the  entire 
institution  and  cast  the  bodies  of  the  poor 
unfortunates  there  into  the  sea.  The  danger 
threatened  has  just  been  discovered  and  is  so 
threatening,  and  conditions  are  so  bad  as  to 
indicate  malfeasance  in  office  and  to  perhaps 
warrant  a  call  of  the  District  Attorney  to  proceed. 
In  this  matter  the  Council  is  now  proposing  to 
surrender  its  powers  and  perhaps  to  repeat  the 
very  sort  of  thing  that  I  have  just  referred  to. 
So  that  is  why  I  go  back  to  the  Mayor's  own 
words  when  he  spoke  on  inauguration  day,  indicat- 
ing what  our  duties  and  responsibilities  are.  We 
are  asked  to  vote  away  millions  of  dollars  to  help 
the  poor  veterans  and  to  afford  aid  to  the  un- 
fortunates who  come  under  the  Public  Welfare 
Department,  without  reading  or  seeing  the  budget. 
It  is  all  very  well  to  appropriate  sufficient  money 
to  carry  them  through  until  June  1,  and  the 
Council  can  then  go  into  the  figures,  exercising 
their  rightB  and  prerogatives,  and  pass  on  the 
necessities  of  the  department  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  The  Mayor  himself,  when  he  was  a  member 
of  this  body,  would  not  approve  of  its  taking 
such  action.  The  records  will  show  that  he  was 
always  an  active  member  of  the  body,  that  he 
always  insisted  on  observance  of  its  rights,  and 
that  he  wanted  to  have  the  body  obtain  the 
necessary  and  proper  information  before  voting 
for  appropriations.  Now,  however,  the  members 
of  this  Council  are  proposing  to  vote  blindly  for 
this  order,  which  will  grant  the  budget  asked  for 
by  these  departments  for  the  entire  year,  without 
an  opportunity  to  examine  into  the  matter  and 
see  if  we  would  thereby  be  doing  the  right  thing. 
We  voted  to  accept  the  tunnel  act,  with  a  possible 
ultimate  expenditure  of  $50,000,000,  without 
proper  investigation,  nobody  knowing  how  far 
it  would  go,  and  possibly  resulting  in  one  of  the 
greatest  scandals  in  the  history  of  the  city.  No- 
body knows  where  it  will  end.  So  I  urge  the 
members  of  the  body  not  to  surrender  their  rights 
and  prerogatives  today,  but  to  vote  for  the  amend- 
ment which  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has 
offered.  In  acting  upon  this  amendment,  I  ask 
you  to  bear  in  mind  and  to  read  the  words  uttered 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  when  he  spoke  here  on 
inauguration  day,  in  which  he  attempted  to  show 
the  members  of  the  body  that  they  amounted 
to  something  and  to  show  the  citizens  that  we 
here  were  elected  to  properly  perform  the  functions 
of  our  office,  and  that  we  had  real  power  and 
responsibility.  If  you  are  going  to  surrender 
your  rights,  however,  we  might  as  well  now 
acknowledge  that  we  are  merely  rubber  stamps 
and  adjourn  sine  die. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  from  what 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has  said,  I  believe 
the  amount  of  money  that  would  be  appropriated 
under  his  amendment  would  last  until  July,  or 
certainly  until  such  time  as  we  would  have  had  a 
chance  to  look  over  the  budget.  A  large  part  of 
the  trouble  we  have  had  in  connection  with  the  poor 
of  the  city  has  been  through  the  Public  Welfare 
Department.  If  we  adopt  the  amendment  today, 
we  will  have  a  chance  to  talk  with  the  men  there 
and  to  get  some  idea  about  conditions.  Every 
man  here  has  had  a  fight  with  the  visitors  to  people 
in  his  district.  Let  us  know  what  the  situation  is. 
I  am  going  to  stand  with  the  councilor  from  Dor- 
chester in  his  amendment. 

President  LYNCH— Will  Councilor  Wilson  re- 
peat his  amendment,  please? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  my  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  there  are  two  items 
under  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  the  item  for 
care  of  dependents,  $1,000,000  and  for  Mothers' 
Aid,  $725,000.  The  motion  I  make  is  to  amend 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  figures,  reducing 
the  amount  of  the  total,  $2,625,000,  to  $1,500,000, 
reducing  the  item  for  care  of  dependents  from 
$1,900,000  to  $1,000,000,  and  the  item  for  Mothers' 
Aid  from  $725,000  to  an  even  $500,000;  and  re- 
ducing the  amount  for  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
irom  $300,000  to  $200,000,  two  thirds  of  the  entire 


amount.  Those  figures  are  the  figures  that  the 
Budget  Commissioner  told  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  would  easily  carry  those 
departments  to  the  first  of  June,  at  least. 

Coun.  Wilson's  amendment  was  declared  re- 
jected. Coun.  WILSON  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  Wilson's  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas  9, 
nays  12: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Cox,  Curtis,  Fitzgerald, 
Kelly,  Murray,  Norton,  Ruby,  Wilson — 9. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fish, 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  Mahoney, 
McGrath,  Power — 12. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  20;  nays — Coun.  Curtis — 1. 

3.  Report  on  message  from  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  that  the  City  Council  favors  com- 
mencement of  proceedings  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  to  remove  rail  differentials 
which  now  adversely  affect  the  trade  and  commerce 
of  port  of  Boston,  and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
commence  such  proceedings  on  behalf  of  Boston — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

President  LYNCH — I  think  it  was  understood 
that  Coun.  Norton  was  to  explain  this  matter 
of  differentials  and  to  enlighten  the  members. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  wasn't  it 
understood  with  the  Clerk  of  Committees  that  this 
report  was  to  be  deferred  for  one  week? 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  ask  Coun- 
cilor Arnold,  he  being  the  gentleman  who  made 
the  motion. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  making  the  motion  I  did  in  executive  session 
was  that  I  felt  that  this  was  one  of  the  most 
important  things  affecting  the  City  of  Boston  in 
part  and  New  England  in  general,  and  that  a 
member  of  this  body,  who  I  felt  was  qualified  to 
do  so,  might  make  himself  heard  before  the  Council 
and  have  his  statement  go  forth  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston  as  well  as  of  New  England.  That  is  the 
reason  why  I  made  the  motion  at  that  time,  Mr. 
President.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  gentleman 
who  was  designated  as  the  one  best  informed  on 
this  matter  would  prefer  to  be  heard  a  week  from 
today,  I  would  move  that  the  matter  be  assigned 
to  the  next  meeting. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  is  informed  that 
it  might  defeat  the  object  of  the  order  to  lay  the 
matter  on  the  table  or  to  assign  it  for  one  week. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  this  matter  is 
one  of  paramount  importance,  and  to  lay  it  over 
for  a  week  would  serve  no  useful  purpose,  except 
perhaps  to  give  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  a 
chance  to  put  together  and  give  to  us  definite 
information  as  to  what  makes  up  the  rate  differen- 
tials under  which  Boston  is  handicapped  and  is 
laboring  at  the  present  time.  We  have  had  this 
question  up  before,  however,  and  I  believe  most 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  have  a  general  idea 
of  the  situation,  which  amounts  to  this,  that  the 
rate  differentials  as  they  now  operate  exclude 
the  City  of  Boston  from  a  certain  amount  of 
commerce  which  rightfully  belongs  to  New  Eng- 
land and  the  City  of  Boston  in  part.  There  have 
been  a  great  many  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  City  of  Boston 
in  the  past  to  have  for  Boston  a  more  favorable 
rate  differential,  which  will  permit  New  England 
to  obtain  some  of  the  traffic  that  is  now  kept  from 
us  by  reason  of  the  differential.  I  think  it  is 
sufficient  for  us  to  know  that  and  that  it  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  New  England 
in  general  to  pass  this  order  at  once,  in  order  that 
the  work  which  may  be  done  under  it  may  proceed. 
I  will  move,  therefore,  that  we  pass  on  this  matter 
today. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  my  only 
reason  for  suggesting  assignment  was  that  I  might 
present  next  week  some  data  that  would  be  of 
interest  to  the  members  of  the  Council.  I  agree 
with  Councilor  Bush  that  this  is  an  extremely 
important  matter,  and  that  if  time  is  of  the  essence 
of  the  matter,  it  should  be  passed  today.  While 
I  would  prefer  myself,  in  order  that  I  might 
properly  prepare  and  present  the  desired  informa- 
tion, to  have  the  action  deferred  until  next  week, 
I  think  I  can  say  a  few  words  at  this  time  that  will 
give  a  general  idea  of  the  situation  as  it  lies  in  my 
mind.  If  I  had  my  way,  instead  of  using  the 
expression  that  we  continually  see  in  the  news 
about  "differentials,"  I  would  use  the  expression 
that  there  was  against  Boston,  on  shipments  from 
the  West  a  handicap  of  2  cents  per  100  pounds,  so 
that  everybody  could  understand  what  was  meant, 
what    was   signified   by    the   abstract   expression 
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"differentials."  Numerous  people  in  the  past 
twenty  years  have  attempted  to  tell  us  what  was 
wrong  with  Boston  and  what  was  wrong  in  particu- 
lar with  the  port  of  Boston.  But  those  interested 
in  our  city  invariably  speak  of  the  "differential" 
against  the  port  of  Boston  in  attempting  to  give 
the  reason  why  we  have  not  retained  our  old  posi- 
tion in  the  great  galaxy  of  American  cities,  in  the 
matter  of  amount  of  freight  handled  as  related  to 
population.  "Differential"  means  this,  as  I 
understand  it,  that  as  applied  to  commodities  or 
freight  coming  from  the  great  Western  bread 
basket  of  America,  from  the  great  plains  of  the 
Rockies  via  Chicago,  there  is  a  charge  of  2  cents 
more  per  100  pounds  for  such  commodity  and 
freight  shipped  through  Boston  as  compared  with 
Baltimore  or  Philadelphia.  Naturally  the  farmer 
in  the  greatest  wheat-growing  section  of  the  world 
— Iowa,  Kansas  and  the  other  great  agricultural 
states — when  it  comes  to  shipping  his  commodity 
naturally  wishes  to  send  it  through  the  cheapest 
port;  and  the  reason  why  it  is  sent  through  the 
ports  of  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia — and  a 
certain  amount  by  way  of  New  York,  the  great 
trade  center  and  metropolis  of  this  hemisphere — 
is  that  there  is  this  handicap  of  2  cents  per  100 
pounds  on  freight  sent  through  Boston  as  com- 
pared with  Baltimore  and  Phildelphia,  with  the 
result  that  grain  elevators  and  facilities  for  hand- 
ling such  commodities  have  been  going  to  waste 
in  the  section  represented  here  by  Councilor 
Donovan  of  East  Boston  for  twenty  years  or  over. 
We  are  speaking  here  of  building  additional  grain 
elevators.  Whether  or  not  that  is  to  be  done, 
under  present  circumstances,  is  an  economic 
question.  But  the  result  of  this  discrimination 
against  Boston  has  been  that  grain  elevators  and 
facilities  for  handling  freight  in  the  East  Boston 
and  Charlestown  area  have,  as  I  say,  for  years 
been  going  to  waste,  that  there  has  been  nothing 
doing  in  a  business  way.  So  today  the  request  of 
Corporation  Counsel  Silverman  and  Mayor  Curley 
is  that  we  put  up  a  legal  battle  before  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  and  other  interested 
bodies  to  see  if  it  will  not  be  possible  to  remove 
that  2  cents  per  100  pounds  obstacle  against  mer- 
chandise going  through  the  port  of  Boston.  The 
chairman  of  the  Maritime  Division  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Frank  W.  Davis,  tells  us  that  the 
opening  of  the  Welland  Canal  and  the  moving  of 
freight  by  way  of  that  canal  and  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  is  destined  to 
result  in  shipping  more  grain  through  Boston,  and 
looking  forward  to  an  improvement  along  that 
line,  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
other  officials  are  now  considering  the  advisability 
of  erecting  in  the  South  Boston  area  a  grain  elevator 
to  handle  the  additional  grain  which  is  destined 
to  move  this  way,  because  of  the  fact  that  Canada 
has  built  that  Welland  Canal.  Mr.  President, 
grain  would  surely  move  this  way  if  it  were  not 
for  the  handicap  we  suffer  because  of  this  dis- 
crimination against  Boston  and  in  favor  of  other 
ports.  This  2  cents  per  100  pounds  handicap 
against  Boston  means  the  demolition  of  this  trade, 
means  the  destruction  of  the  commerce  which  has 
been  carried  on  so  successfully  through  this  port 
in  the  past  for  200  years.  So  that  is  the  threat  of 
the  differential.  In  stating  at  a  previous  meeting 
my  reason  for  differing  with  my  colleague  from 
Dorchester  (Coun.  Wilson)  with  regard  to  the 
effect  that  a  toll  that  was  not  very  carefully 
thought  out  might  have  in  injuring  East  Boston 

1  brought  up  as  a  parallel  instance,  to  show  the 
injurious  effect  on  business  of  a  charge  that  might 
in  itself  be  thought  small,  this  so-called  differential 
of  2  cents  per  100  pounds  against  the  port  of 
Boston  as  compared  with  Baltimore  and  Phila- 
delphia. Nothing  in  the  world  is  so  harmful  to 
commerce  as  a  sometimes  seemingly  small  charge 
against  one  city  as  compared  with  another.     That 

2  cents  per  100  pounds  makes  all  the  difference  in 
the  world  on  ocean-borne  freight  in  deciding  its 
destination,  whether  through  the  port  of  Boston 
or  through  some  other  port.  We  have  here  an 
attempt  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  Boston, 
under  the  direction  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place 
Boston  on  a  parity  with  other  North  Atlantic 
ports,  and  I  certainly  trust,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  order  will  be  passed. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed.

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Commit- 
tee— Coun.  Wilson  and  Gleason.  Whole  number 
of  ballots  18,  yeas  18,  and  the  appointments  were 
confirmed. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JITNEY 

LICENSES. 

Coun.  MURRAY,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way (referred  today)  to  operate  motor  vehicles 
from  Cambridge  line  to  Scollay  square  between 
midnight  and  6  a.  m. — that  license  be  granted. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  I 
was  not  paying  attention  and  did  not  catch  that. 
Do  I  understand,  however,  that  this  is  a  proposi- 
tion to  put  through  one  more  jitney  line  in  the 
downtown  business  district? 

Coun.  MURRAY— No,  sir.  It  is  planned  to 
run  this  jitney  line  from  Cambridge  through  the 
West  End  to  Scollay  square,  a  midnight  bus,  from 
the  hours  of  12  at  night  to  6  in  the  morning.  I 
think  the  councilor  representing  the  district  in 
which  it  runs  might  be  best  informed  as  to  whether 
he  thinks  they  need  it  or  not. 

Coun.  WILSON— Perhaps  the  councilor  from 
the  West  End  is  not  around  much  between  12 
midnight  and  6  in  the  morning  (laughter).  Do  I 
understand  that  the  license  specifies  that  this  is 
night  service,  or  is  wide  open? 

President  LYNCH — -It  is  night  service,  between 
the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  6  a.  m. 

At  request  of  Coun.  Wilson  the  clerk  read  the 
description  of  the  route  and  the  hours  between 
which  the  vehicles  are  to  be  operated,  as  follows: 

"Between  the  Cambridge-Boston  line  on 
Charles  river  dam  and  Scollay  square,  over  Charles 
river  dam,  Leverett  street,  Nashua  street,  Cause- 
way street,  Portland  street,  Sudbury  street.  Court 
street,  Scollay  square,  Cornhill,  Adams  square, 
Washington  street,  Haymarket  square,  Canal 
street,  Causeway  street,  Nashua  street,  Leverett 
street,  Charles  river  dam  (Boston  section  of  a 
route  between  Central  square,  Cambridge  and 
Scollay  square,  Boston) ;  to  be  operated  between 
the  hours  of  midnight  and  6  a.  m." 

Coun.  WILSON — Do  I  understand,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  the  restrictions  as  outlined  here  are  to 
be  maintained?  Perhaps  we  can  get  the  infor- 
mation from  the  clerk. 

President  LYNCH — The  clerk  informs  the 
Chair  that  the  license  will  be  granted  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  quoted. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald) 
a  question,  if  he  cares  to  answer  it, — whether  a 
part  of  the  route  in  question  will  interfere  with 
the  contemplated  improvement  of  the  Charles 
River  Basin,  which  I  understand  has  been  started 
or  is  immediately  to  start? 

Coun.  FIT7GERALD— I  would  say  to  the 
councilor  that  I  don't  think  it  will. 

Report  accepted;  license  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  petition  of  Eastern  Massachu- 
setts Street  Railway  Company  (referred  today)  to 
operate  motor  vehicles  from  Mattapan  Station 
to  Milton  line — that  license  be  granted. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
in  regard  to  this  report  that  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts Street  Railway  Company  now  has  a 
license  to  run  street  cars  across  the  bridge  to 
Mattapan  and  turn  to  the  left  on  River  street, 
and  then  stay  there  until  they  pick  up  their  freight. 
I  understand  that  they  are  asking  for  a  change. 
Of  course,  their  buses  on  the  other  side  of  the  line, 
in  Milton,  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  they  are  simply  asking  us  for  the 
privilege,  instead  of  turning  to  the  left,  to  turn  to 
the  right  and  go  into  the  rapid  transit  station  at 
Mattapan  square.  That,  I  believe  will  relieve 
congestion  on  Blue  Hill  avenue.     The  councilor 
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from  that  district  can,  I  think,  if  desired,  say  a 
word  as  to  how  it  affects  his  district. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  at  the  present 
time  the  situation  is  as  the  councilor  has  stated,  at 
Mattapan  square.  We  now  have  the  new  rapid 
transit  Mattapan  Station,  and  this  change  is  in- 
tended to  be  worked  out  in  connection  with  that 
(illustrating).  We  will  say  that  this  is  the  main 
thoroughfare,  Blue  Hill  avenue.  Over  here  is  the 
Mattapan  Station  of  the  rapid  transit.  Instead 
of  having  the  Mattapan  car  come  here  and  stay 
here,  say,  for  some  time,  blocking  traffic,  these 
buses  are  going  to  run  into  the  Mattapan  rapid 
transit  area,  coming  in  at  this  point.  It  will  be  a 
decided  improvement  from  the  standpoint  of 
traffic.     Therefore,  I  favor  it. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee  whether  the 
contemplated  change  meets  with  the  approval 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company? 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
to  the  councilor  that  if  he  wants  to  get  any  more 
information  he  can  call  up  the  Boston  Elevated. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  resent  the  last 
part  of  the  councilor's  answer  because,  if  the 
chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee  is  not  sincere,  I 
am.  I  feel  that,  while  this  largely  involves  Ward 
18,  it  also  involves  a  part  of  the  district  repre- 
sented by  myself,  and  I  wanted  to  make  sure  that 
I  was  voting  for  something  upon  which  all  the 
parties  concerned  were  in  accord, — because,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  right,  we  have  been  asked  in  the 
past  to  pass  on  matters  in  which  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated and  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  were  at 
variance.  I  refer  to  the  Hill  Top  street  matter, 
out  in  Councilor  Fish's  district.  So  I  tnink  we 
want  to  be  sure  that  the  persons  involved  have 
at  least  agreed  on  a  certain  proposition  before  we 
are  asked  to  vote  on  it. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Might  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
to  Councilor  Ruby,  that  our  committee  are  ready 
at  all  times  to  hear  all  interests  involved,  and  that 
we  give  a  hearing  to  all  parties  interested? 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask 
a  question.  Are  the  Boston  Elevated  employees 
going  to  carry  that  bus  into  Mattapan  or  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  employees? 

Coun.  MURRAY — The  bus  comes  to  about  90 
feet  from  the  bridge  to  the  Elevated,  and  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  will  run  the  bus.  That  is 
satisfactory,  I  understand,  also  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  employees'  union. 

Coun.  NORTON— It  was  understood,  Mr. 
President,  that  the  Boston  Elevated  favored  this 
idea,  and  it  was  also  acceptable  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  union  men. 

Report  accepted;  license  granted  on  usual 
conditions. 


STANDING   PASSENGERS   ON   JITNEYS. 

Coun.  GREEN  called  up  assignment,  viz.: 

3.  An  Ordinance  Concerning  Passengers  on 
Jitneys. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  one 
hundred  and  one,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

Section  101.  The  license  issued  for  each  motor 
vehicle  shall  fix  and  specify  its  seating  capacity, 
exclusive  of  the  operator.  Passengers  in  excess  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  above  tne  seating  capacity  of 
such  motor  vehicle  shall  not  be  carried.  Whenever 
the  number  of  passengers  applying  for  transporta- 
tion exceeds  the  number  hereinbefore  provided  for 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish  suffi- 
cient additional  facilities  to  carry  such  passengers. 
No  person  operating  or  in  charge  of  any  such 
vehicle  shall  take  on  or  suffer  or  permit  more  per- 
sons to  ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at  any  one 
time  than  is  authorized  by  this  section,  or  permit 
any  person  to  stand  or  sit  upon  any  running  board, 
steps,  fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof,  or  permit  any 
person  to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle  outside  the 
body  thereof;  provided,  however,  that  in  addition 
to  the  number  of  passengers  which  said  motor 
vehicle  by  the  terms  of  this  section  is  permitted  to 
carry,  children  under  seven  years  of  age  may  be 
carried  therein,  in  arms,  or  seated  on  the  laps  of 
adult  persons  accompanying  them,  but  no  passenger 
with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on  the  lap  shall  be 
permitted  on  any  front  seat  of  the  vehicle. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  two  weeks  ago 


I  presented  this  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances in  reference  to  standees  in  the  buses,  and 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  at  that  time  moved 
that  the  matter  be  assigned.  I  would  at  this  time 
call  up  the  assignment  and  ask  that  this  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Council  voted  to  refer  No.  3  on  the  calendar 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SALARY  OF  PORTERS  AT  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  add  to  the  salaries  of  the  ward  porters 
employed  at  the  hospital  the  sum  of  $4.50  per  week 
instead  of  allowing  said  porters  to  have  meals  at 
the  expense  of  the  city.  This  will  bring  their 
salaries  up  to  $28.50  per  week,  the  amount  on 
which  their  retirement  deduction  is  based  at  the 
present  time. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say  in  explaining  this  order  that  the  men  now 
employed  as  ward  porters  in  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  are  appointed  on  a  basis  of  $28.50  a 
week  less  amount  deducted  for  meals,  and  pay  in, 
on  a  4  per  cent  basis,  $1.14  a  week  to  the  Retirement 
Fund.  On  the  average,  these  men  eat  from  eight 
to  ten  meals  there,  while  they  are  taxed  for  twenty- 
one  meals.  They  want  to  waive  the  right  to  the 
meals  and  get  the  salary  with  which  they  are 
credited  on  the  pay  roll  books,  namely,  $28.50  a 
week. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CHILDREN'S  PAVILION,   CITY  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  7,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  have  informed  me  that  they  are  in  need 
of  additional  funds  for  the  construction  of  the 
children's  pavilion.  I  submit  herewith  report 
of  the  visiting  physician  in  charge  of  children's 
diseases  and  communication  from  Superintendent 
Dowling  to  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  the  order  submitted  to  your  honorable  body 
under  date  of  January  20,  1930,  provision  was 
made  for  a  four-story  building,  with  foundation  to 
permit  of  an  increased  height  to  provide  for  the 
medical  and  surgical  needs  of  the  children  admitted 
for  treatment  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

The  original  estimate  was  for  $324,000.  It  is 
now  deemed  wise  to  erect  an  eight-story  rather 
than  a  four-story  structure  and  $248,000  additional 
will  be  necessary  to  make  the  change  as  recom- 
mended. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  orders.

Dear  Mr.  Manning, —  I  am  inclosing  herewith 
a  typical  floor  plan  for  the  proposed  Children's 
Pavilion  at  this  Hospital,  for  which  his  Honor, 
Mayor  Curley,  has  appropriated  $324,000.  You 
may  remember  that  it  was  our  original  intention 
to  erect  a  four-story  building,  with  foundations 
sufficiently  strong  to  go  higher,  for  medical  children, 
and  then  house  the  surgical  children  in  the  surgical 
building  when  it  is  constructed  next  year. 

In  talking  the  matter  over  with  Doctor  English, 
he  believes  it  would  be  wiser,  as  do  I,  to  house 
all  children  under  fourteen  in  one  pavilion.  For 
this  purpose  it  would  be  necessary  to  construct 
an  eight-story  building.  By  tearing  down  old 
Wards  A  and  E  there  is  more  than  sufficient  land, 
so  that  we  would  have  splendid  sunlight  and  air 
on  both  sides.  To  build  an  eight-story  building, 
however,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  estimate 
that  the  cost  will  be  approximately  $572,000;  so 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  difference 
between  $324,000  and  $572,000,  or  approximately 
$248,000.  Half  of  this,  as  you  know,  would  be 
provided  within  the  tax  limit,  and  the  other  half 
outside.  The  basement  plans  are  blocked  out, 
and  it  is  proposed  that  we  have  a  solarium  on 
the  roof,  so  that  Mr.  Ritchie  is  ready  to  proceed 
with  the  work  and  have  it  on  the  market  in  the 
near  future.  As  the  Trustees  have  already  agreed 
to  the  idea  of  an  eight-story  building  it  would  be 
necessary  to  request  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for 
the  difference. 

Mr.  Ritchie  is  ready  to  proceed  with  the  plans 
either  way,  and  would  like  an  early  answer.

Dear  Doctor, — At  your  request  I  am  submitting 
my  opinion  as  to  the  proper  and  most  efficient 
solution  for  the  management  of  the  admission 
and  the  care  of  the  children  admitted  to  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  exclusive  of  infants  born 
in  the  maternity  wards. 

Children  admitted  to  the  hospital  come  in  the 
ambulance  or  are  admitted  from  the  Out-Patient 
Department  or  from  the  accident  floor.  The 
admissions  comprise  the  various  divisions  of  the 
diseases  of  children  such  as  surgical,  medical, 
eye,  ear,  nose  or  throat,  dermatological  and 
neurological,  the  vast  majority  being  surgical 
and  medical,  the  combined  numbers  of  admissions 
for  the  remainder  not  totaling  either  of  the  former. 

The  communicable  diseases,  such  as  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  mumps,  whooping  cough, 
chicken  pox,  German  measles  and  tuberculosis 
are  a  very  important  and  integral  part  of  disease 
incidence  of  the  first  ten  to  fifteen  years  of  life, 
a  great  many  of  the  organic  defects  of  adolescence 
and  adult  life  having  had  their  origin  in  one  or 
more  of  the  above  diseases,  such  as  valvular 
heart  disease,  Bright's  disease  or  tuberculosis, 
the  latter  often  arising  from  the  broncho-pneumonia 
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of  measles  or  whooping  cough.  As  a  consequence, 
it  is  the  duty,  obligation  and  absolute  necessity 
of  every  hospital  (non-contagious)  that  admits 
children,  to  utilize  every  effort  and  means  to 
prevent  the  admission  of  the  same. 

Every  child  is  potentially  a  communicable 
disease,  there  being  scarcely  a  child  in  such  a 
large  city  as  Boston  who  has  not  had  at  least 
one  or  more  of  these  contagious  diseases. 

At  present  medical  science  has  discovered  only 
one  preventive  measure  for  these  diseases,  that  is, 
the  toxin-antitoxin  for  diphtheria,  which  has 
decreased  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  in  this  city 
to  a  very  low  degree.  There  are  no  specific 
preventive  measures  for  the  others  of  this  group 
and  consequently  extreme  precautions  must  be 
taken  to  prevent  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  the 
like  from  being  admitted  to  the  wards.  Some- 
times children  with  medical  or  surgical  conditions 
are  admitted  who  are  in  the  incubation  period 
of  some  one  of  these  diseases,  who  later  in  their 
hospital  stay  present  the  disease. 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  feeling  that  all  children 
admitted  to  a  large  hospital  whose  exposure  to 
some  communicable  disease  is  unknown,  should 
be  managed  in  one  central  building,  from  a  central 
admitting  section,  and  should  have  a  careful, 
complete  examination  of  the  child  with  a  view  to 
the  possibility  and  probability  of  finding  some 
communicable  disease  or  with  the  view  to  the 
probable  exposure  of  the  same. 

For  the  past  six  years  no  child  has  been  admitted 
to  Ward  I  of  the  children's  wards  until  he  has 
been  examined  by  the  resident  physician  of  the 
Pediatric  Service  or  one  of  the  pediatric  internes, 
no  matter  what  the  admitting  diagnosis  had  been, 
and  as  a  result  a  communicable  disease  was  often- 
times detected  and  the  child  not  admitted  with  it. 

Previous  to  the  formation  of  the  Pediatric 
Service  the  children  were  admitted  to  the  various 
wards  of  the  hospital,  which  were  often  quarantined 
from  a  few  days  to  a  few  weeks,  because  of  one  or 
more  of  these  contagious  diseases. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  the  vast  majority 
of  the  children  who  have  had  some  communicable 
disease  on  entrance  or  later  contracted  it  from  an 
outside  or  inside  exposure,  have  been  among  the 
children  admitted  with  some  surgical,  ear,  nose  and 
throat,  or  dermatological  condition: 

If  children  are  to  be  admitted  to  separate 
buildings  or  wards  in  separate  buildings  set  apart 
for  a  surgical  and  nose  and  throat  condition,  and 
the  like,  you  undoubtedly  will  have  those  ward 
buildings  under  quarantine  many  times  during  the 
year,  in  other  words  making  conditions  the  same  as 
they  were  when  the  children  were  admitted  to  the 
various  wards  in  separate  buildings  of  former  times. 

From  my  own  personal  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience, both  from  the  standpoint  of  the  child  and 
the  hospital,  not  eliminating  the  cost  of  more  than 
one  building  or  a  section  of  another  building,  and 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  facility  of  management 
and  itB  expense,  such  as  a  6ingle  diet  kitchen  and 
laboratory,  chemical  laboratory,  room  for  person- 
nel, transportation,  etc.,  one  single  building  for  all 
the  children  offers  the  best  solution  of  the  manage- 
ment and  care  of  the  children  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital. 

Summary. 

1.     One  single  building  for  children  affords: 

(a)  Unified  executive  management. 

(b)  A  unified  organization  (different  services). 

(c)  Less  expense  (rather  than  2  buildings  or  a 
section  or  sections  of  another). 

(d)  A  single  admitting  service  (important). 

(e)  Better  detection  and  control  of  communi- 
cable diseases  (important). 

(f)  Simplifies  transportation. 

(g)  Simplifies  complete  segregation  from  adults. 

(h)  Promotes  better  cooperation  and  condensa- 
tion of  the  different  services  (surgical,  medical,  ear, 
nose,  throat,  etc.). 

(i)  Adequate  provision  for  future  bed  capacity 
(important).

INDORSEMENT  OF  ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL'S  ACTION. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,   That   the   City   Council   heartily   in- 
dorses the  actions  of  the  Attorney-General  of  our 
Commonwealth  and  his  assistants  in  their  attempt 
to  correct  certain  alleged  evils  that  existed  in  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  we  all  know, 
certain  officers  are  under  investigation  by  our 
Attorney-General.  We,  as  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  governing  body  of  this 
city,  should  lend  our  moral  support  to  this  inves- 
tigation, which,  dealing  with  the  law-enforcing 
department  of  this  city,  concerns  every  one  of 
us  in  our  homes.  We  all  know  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  is  inefficient,  that  Officer  Garrett 
has  been  accused  of  taking  graft,  and  that  testi- 
mony has  been  presented  showing  that  he  has 
taken  graft,  and  that  he  has  protected  places  of 
ill  repute  and  of  evil  resort  against  which  he  was 
supposed  to  have  defended  our  people.  So  I 
think  we  ought  to  go  on  record  in  this  matter. 
Furthermore,  I  think  we  all  ought  to  be  in  sym- 
pathy with  action  looking  towards  making  it 
impossible  for  such  an  officer  as  Garrett  to  receive 
a  pension  which  is  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston.  I  hope  and  trust,  therefore,  that  this 
resolution  will  be  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
the  resolution  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules.  If  the  gentleman  wishes  he  can  move 
to  suspend  the  rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  was  not 
listening  as  attentively  as  I  might  have  been,  and 
1  am  not  sure  just  how  the  resolution  reads.  I 
do  not  wish  to  place  myself  on  record  with  regard 
to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  any  man  until  the 
matter  has  been  properly  presented  and  passed 
upon  by  a  judge  or  jury.  No  matter  what  the 
newspapers  may  say,  a  man  is  entitled  to  his  day 
in  court.  I  understand,  however,  that  the  reso- 
lution merely  compliments  the  Attorney-General 
on  his  efforts  to  find  what  the  real  facts  are.  If 
so,  that  is  all  right.  If  it  goes  farther  than  that, 
and  if  it  prejudges  any  case,  I  could  not  vote  for 
it  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

(The  resolution  was  read  for  information.) 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  if  I 
understand  correctly,  that  resolution  mentions 
nobody,  does  not  give  any  names? 

President  LYNCH — Merely  refers  to  the 
Attorney-General. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Well,  that  is  all  right, 
the  Attorney-General. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended.  Coun. 
KELLY  doubted  the  vote. 

The  rule  was  suspended  by  a  rising  vote,  and 
the  resolution  was  passed. 

Coun.  GALLAGHER— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  make  a  state- 
ment in  reference  to  this  resolution.  I  personally 
am  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  not  meddle  in 
this  affair  at  all.  The  Attorney-General  and  his 
assistants  are  looking  after  the  matter,  as  we  all 
know,  and  I  don't  think  it  concerns  the  Council 
at  this  time  at  all.  What  do  we  know  about  what 
is  going  on  up  there,  other  than  what  we  read? 
These  men  are  not  being  tried  before  a  jury,  and, 
if  the  facts  warrant,  the  case  will  undoubtedly 
later  go  before  a  jury,  who  can  take  care  of  it. 
But  it  is  not  for  us  to  take  action  in  the  matter 
at  this  time.  1  know  nothing  personally  wrong 
about  these  men,  other  than  what  I  have  been 
reading.  But  I  don't  think  it  is  fair  for  us  to 
enter  into  the  thing  at  this  time.  If  anything 
wrong  is  proven,  well  and  good.  Let  us  act  when 
the  facts  are  clearly  brought  out.  But  until  that 
time,  I  don't  think  this  matter  concerns  the 
Council. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH — Proceed,  councilor. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  think,  Mr,  President,  the 
matter  of  charges  against  the  Police  Department 
of  our  city  is  certainly  our  business,  and  I  think 
the  councilor  from  Brighton  misconstrues  my 
resolution.  I  agree  that  the  Attorney-General  is 
conducting  this  investigation  as  it  should  be  con- 
ducted, and  I  feel  that  it  is  certainly  our  business, 
where  there  is  vice  and  corruption  in  a  depart- 
ment that  is  supposed  to  be  protecting  us  and  our 
citizens  in  Boston,  a  department  whose  bills  are 
paid  by  the  citizens  of  Boston,  to  interest  ourselves 
as  is  suggested  by  this  resolution.

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
at  this  time  an  order  covering  333  unaccepted 
streets  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  my  section,  I 
have  introduced  the  order  in  this  form  without 
the  formality  of  preparing  a  separate  order  for 
each  street.  I  would  say  that  at  this  time  when 
the  Legislature  is  considering  the  question  whether 
or  not  it  will  allow  the  Mayor  of  Boston  the 
amount  of  money  for  which  he  has  asked  for 
streets,  accepted  or  unaccepted,  it  may  be  of 
interest  for  the  citizens  to  know  that  we  have  in 
Ward  18  more  unaccepted  than  accepted  streets. 
In  1928  we  had  more  houses  built  in  Ward  18 
than  in  all  the  other  wards  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  ward  geographically  covers  one  sixth  of  the 
area  of  the  city,  with  as  much  territory  as  you 
will  find  in  Wards  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  collectively. 
So  I  am  merely  in  this  way  calling  to  the  attention 
of  the  public  the  fact  that  we  have  so  many 
unaccepted  streets  in  Ward  18.  I  don't  want 
anybody  to  think  that,  because  the  order  covering 
this  list  of  streets  comes  in  at  this  time,  all  the 
streets  are  going  to  be  taken  care  of  this  year. 
I  am  merely  calling  the  attention  of  the  Legislature, 
while  they  are  considering  this  matter  of  streets 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  that  in  Ward  18  there  is 
this  immense  number  of  unaccepted  streets  that 


need  attention  at  the  present  time,  and  there  are 
very  many  such  streets  also  in  Wards  17,  19  and 
20.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  as  I  say,  Ward 
18  has  more  unaccepted  than  accepted  streets. 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18  a  question  if 
he  is  willing  to  answer  it. 

Coun.  NORTON— Yes,  councilor. 

Coun.  BUSH — Councilor  Norton  has  made  a 
statement  in  regard  to  the  geographical  area  of 
his  ward,  which  he  states  is  as  great  as  the  com- 
bined Wards  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5.  I  don't  doubt 
that  statement  at  all,  but  I  would  like  to  ask 
him  if  he  knows  what  the  total  assessed  valuation 
of  the  property  in  Hyde  Park  is  at  the  present 
time? 

Coun.  NORTON— If  I  had  time,  I  would  like 
to  go  into  that.  It  is  all  in  this  statistical  book 
here.  But  I  believe  the  total  valuation  of  the 
ward  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  city,  close  on  to 
$50,000,000.  (Coun.  Norton  examined  the  book 
containing  statistics  of  the  different  wards.) 

President  LYNCH — In  the  meantime,  the  Chair 
will  put  the  question  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

COMPENSATION  TO   DISABLED 
VETERANS. 

Coun.  BUSH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  very  recent  astounding  disclosures 
in  the  Boston  press  relative  to  the  large  sums  of 
money  being  drawn  as  compensation  by  high  state 
and  federal  officials  with  minor  disabilities  have 
aroused  a  widespread  furor  of  indignation  and 
shocked  the  conscience  of  the  entire  country:   and 

Whereas,  Many  unemployed  disabled  veterans 
who  served,  bled  and  suffered  for  our  country  in 
the  ranks,  in  her  hour  of  need  and  who  came  out  of 
the  war  with  maimed,  racked,  tortured,  dis- 
figured and  dismembered  bodies,  are  struggling 
to  keep  body  and  soul  together,  unable  to  obtain  a 
fair  measure  of  justice;    be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  as  condemning  the  discriminatory  injustice 
done  to  the  rank  and  file  of  our  really  disabled  War 
Veterans  and  calls  upon  our  United  States 
to  investigate  and  remedy  the  shocking  and  flagrant 
condition  now  existing,  as  disclosed  by  the  prcs*. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  was  very  much 
amazed,  shocked  and  grieved  at  the  astounding 
disclosures  made  by  the  Boston  Post  yesterday 
morning  and  this  morning  relative  to  the  situation 
that  has  arisen  under  the  Emergency  Retirement 
Act,  whereby  army  officers  who  served  in  the 
late  World  War  were  able  to  retain  three-quarter? 
of  their  regular  pay  for  disability  received  in  the 
service.  It  develops  from  these  disclosures  that 
some  of  these  officers  are  receiving  as  high  as  $2S1 
and  some  odd  cents  a  month  for  very  minor 
disabilities— in  fact,  so  minor  that  they  are  not 
visible  and  are  apparently  of  no  consequence, 
that,  in  addition,  they  are  holding  federal  and 
state  positions  in  which  thev  receive  salaries  of 
anywhere  from  $4,000  to  $8,000  a  year.  I  have 
no  quarrel  with  a  retired  army  officer  who  was 
actually  disabled  in  the  war  receiving  compensa- 
tion which  will  properly  compare  with  the  sums 
paid  to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  veterans  who 
suffered  actual  disability.  I  recall,  gentlemen, 
that  before  the  Sweet  bill  was  passed  in  Congress, 
and  before  my  own  discharge  from  the  service,  a 
man  who  lost  a  leg  above  the  knee  received  66 
per  cent  disability,  the  pay  then  being  $30  a  month 
for  total  permanent  disability,  and  that  for  the 
lass  of  a  leg  below  the  knee  he  received  40  per 
cent  disability.  Later,  when  the  Sweet  bill  was 
passed,  the  pay  was  made  $100  a  month  for  total 
and  permanent  disability.  And  what  is  total  and 
permanent  disability?  The  loss  of  a  leg,  au  eye 
and  a  hand  is  considered  total  permanent  disability, 
and  the  loss  of  any  two  of  those  is  a  major  dis- 
ability. The  loss  of  both  hands,  both  feet  or 
both  eyes,  is  considered  100  per  cent  total  and 
permanent  disability,  for  which  a  man  receives 
$100  per  month.  Under  the  original  act,  if  a  man 
lost  a  leg,  disarticulated  at  the  hip,  and  an  arm. 
disarticulated  at  the  shoulder,  and  the  sight  of  an 
eye,  he  could  receive  $30  a  month.  That  was  the 
maximum  disability.  Later,  the  Sweet  bill 
changed  that  to  $100  a  month,  which  is  now  in 
force  and  effect.  There  is  a  further  provision  in 
the  Sweet  bill  that  a  man  who  has  lost  both  legs 
and  both  hands,  or  both  legs  and  both  eyes,  or 
both  hands  and  both  eyes,  gets  what  they  call  a 
double  total  disability,  paying  $200  a  month,  and 
allowing  him  up  to  $50  a  month  for  a  nurse  to 
attend  him.     So  if  a  man  has  lost  both  legs  and 


both  eyes,  or  both  hands  and  both  feet,  he  can 
receive  a  maximum  of  $250  a  month.  Yet  one  of 
our  state  officials  at  the  present  time,  without 
impairment  or  loss  of  any  of  his  members,  is 
receiving  $281.25  a  month  from  the  government 
as  a  disabled  officer,  and  is  receiving  a  salary  of 
some  $8,000  a  year  besides  from  the  state.  There 
are  many  other  cases  similar  to  that,  where  men 
who  are  officers  are  receiving  lesser  sums  from  the 
government,  while  the  men  who  actually  served 
in  the  front  fines  and  in  the  trenches,  who  really 
suffered  and  who  came  back  maimed,  disfigured 
and,  dismembered,  can  receive  a  maximum  of  but 
$100  a  month  with  no  further  allowance  for 
dependents.  That  is  the  total  amount  he  can 
receive.  I  want  you  to  contrast  these  cases, 
gentlemen,  because  these  disclosures,  as  they 
appeared  in  the  Boston  Post  of  yesterday  and  today 
will  arouse  such  a  widespread  furor  of  indignation 
that  the  entire  country  will  be  aroused  over  it. 
The  purpose  of  this  compensation  originally  was 
to  supplement  an  injured  man's  earning  capacity 
and  not  to  provide  a  gratuity.  It  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  government  to  give  a  gratuity  to 
the  men  who  served.  It  was  the  intention  to  give 
them  something,  because  of  the  injury  they  had 
received  in  the  service,  to  supplement  what  they 
lost  by  virtue  of  their  injury,  and  because  their 
earning  capacity  was  handicapped.  Yet  we  find 
some  of  these  officers  with  no  physical  or  apparent 
disability  of  any  consequence  receiving  far  in 
excess  of  the  amount  received  by  our  worst  dis- 
abled veterans,  although  they  are  holding  posi- 
tions also  which  are  paying  them  very  large  and 
comfortable  salaries.  I  ask  you,  gentlemen,  is 
there  any  justice  or  fairness  in  that?  It  further 
develops  that  President  Coolidge  was  aware  of  the 
provisions  of  the  act  and  vetoed  it,  and  that  it 
was  passed  over  his  veto.  The  truth  of  the  matter 
is  that  the  members  of  Congress  were  not  aware 
how  the  provisions  of  the  act  would  work  out 
and  the  abuses  that  would  arise  under  it.  If 
these  officers  were  disabled  in  the  same  manner 
that  some  of  our  rank  and  file  veterans  were 
disabled,  I  should  have  no  complaint  to  make,  nor 
would  anybody  else  have  anv  just  cause  of  com- 
plaint ;  but  when  a  man  who  has  no  real  disability 
receives  an  amount  far  in  excess  of  some  of  our 
badly  disabled  veterans,  it  is  time  for  the  country 
to  know  why.  These  officers  are  receiving  any- 
where from  $2,000  to  $4,000  from  the  government 
and  are  also  enabled  to  obtain  salaries  in  the 
employ  of  the  state  and  federal  government 
totaling  an  additional  $4,000  to  $8,000,  while 
some  of  our  veterans,  whose  sense  of  pride  pre- 
vented their  making  an  immediate  claim  on  the 
government  for  minor  disabilities,  but  whose 
minor  disabilities  later  developed  into  very  major 
disabilities,  are  now  forced  to  crawl  on  their  knees 
and  pray  for  a  chance  to  claim  the  compensation 
they  should  have,  and  are  being  rejected  by  some 
of  these  very  officers  who  arc  receiving  such 
enormous  gratuities  from  the  government,  al- 
though having  no  disabilities  at  all  or  very  nuuor 
disabilities.  Also,  a  great  many  other  veterans 
who  may  have  no  apparent  disability,  but  who 
were  tremendously  6hell-shocked,  are  now  begin- 
ning to  feel  the  strain  and  to  break  down  under  it 
mentally  and  physically.  Those  men  have  to 
bring  in  all  sorts  of  affidavits  and  unquestionable 
proof  that  their  disabilities  originated  in  the  serv- 
ice, while  these  officers  find  no  difficulty  what- 
ever in  obtaining  the  passage  of  a  bill  which  makes 
it  possible  for  them,  with  only  minimum  disabili- 
ties, to  obtain  a  monthly  sum  which  is  magnificent 
in  comparison  witli  that  received  by  the  worst 
disabled  veterans  in  the  service.  I  spoke  about 
the  purpose  of  it  originally  being  to  supplement 
the  earning  capacity.  I  happen  to  recall  that 
upon  the  occasion  of  my  own  discharge  from  the 
service  I  appeared  before  one  of  those  officers  at 
the  Walter  Ueed  Hospital,  in  Washington,  for  a 
disability  rating.  The  rating  that  he  wanted  to 
give  me  was  60  per  cent.  I  knew  of  a  case  similar 
to  mine — where,  in  fact,  the  man  had  suffered 
the  loss  of  a  leg  but  no  injuries  in  addition,  and 
where  he  received  a  disability  of  SO  per  cent.  I 
asked  this  colonel — he  happened  to  be  a  colonel — 
why  was  that.  He  said,  "Why,  you  are  a  man 
of  intelligence  and  you  can  go  out  and  earn  a 
living,  and  this  other  man  is  ignorant,  illiterate, 
and  will  not  be  able  to  earn  a  living.  That  is 
why  we  gave  him  the  greater  disability."  I  asked 
that  colonel  what  he  thought  a  man  who  h3d  lost 
a  leg  and  the  sight  of  an  eye,  and  had  an  injured 
hand,  could  do.  Well,  gentlemen,  he  said  he 
could  operate  a  street  car,  as  a  motorman!  I  said 
to  him,  "Why,  colonel,  do  you  know  of  any  street 
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railway  company  in  the  country  that  would 
employ  a  man  operating  a  car  in  that  condition?" 
"Well,  sir,"  he  said,  "You  may  be  right, — they 
probably  would  not.  But  there  must  be  some 
other  thing  that  you  could  do."  I  said  to  him, 
"  Colonel,  you  are  an  eminent  surgeon,  or  a  surgeon 
of  some  repute.  It'  you  had  lost  one  or  two 
fingers  from  your  right  hand, — which  I  assume  to 
be  the  hand  you  use  for  operating, — would  you  be 
content  if  some  one  in  your  position  would  tell 
you,  'Why,  you  may  be  disabled  as  a  surgeon, 
but  can't  you  take  a  position  in  a  butcher  shop, 
cutting  meat,  as  long  as  you  have  had  some  ex- 
perience in  that  line?'"  He  said,  "I  see  your 
point."  But  it  took  a  concrete  illustration  to 
show  that  man,  who  held  the  rank  of  colonel  in  the 
army,  that  he  was  mistaken  in  his  estimate  of 
disability.  There  are  men  who  were  disabled  in 
the  service  who  had  disabilities  that  prevented 
them  or  handicapped  them  in  every  line  and  form 
of  human  endeavor,  and  yet  who  are  unable  to 
receive  anywhere  near  the  scale  of  compensation 
that  is  received  by  these  officers.  It  seems  to  me, 
gentlemen,  that  there  is  no  question  but  what 
the  City  Council  and  every  citizen  in  Boston  and 
in  the  whole  country  is  interested  in  a  matter  of 
this  kind.  They  are  interested  in  seeing  that 
justice  and  equity  are  accorded  to  the  men  who 
served  in  the  World  War,  or  in  any  war  of  the 
country,  and  who  not  only  gave  their  time  and 
service  but  came  out  practical  wrecks. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  this  is  a  very 
appealing  project,  upon  which  the  councilor  of 
Ward  12"  (Coun.  Bush)  has  expressed  himself 
exceedingly  well.  But  it  seems  to  me  we  are  get- 
ting a  little  far  afield  here.  I  don't  see  how  this 
Council  can,  within  the  line  of  its  duties,  express 
itself  on  every  injustice  or  wrong  that  crops  up  in 
the  country,  upon  matters  about  which  it  has  noth- 
ing whatever  to  do.  The  act  to  which  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  12  refers  is  an  act  that  was  passed 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  .States,  making  cer- 
tain provisions  for  retirement  pay  for  officers. 
Even  assuming  that  that  act  is  wrong,  it  seems  to 
me  we  are  getting  on  dangerous  ground  \\  hen  we 
start  expressing  ourselves  on  all  these  outside 
matters.  Last  week  a  matter  pending  before  the 
State  Legislature  was  brought  in  here  and  we  were 
asked  to  express  ourselves  on  that.  We  are  here 
asked  to  express  ourselves  on  a  matter  that  con- 
cerns the  Congress,  and  next  week  the  question 
may  be  a  matter  on  the  tariff.  So,  while  this  is  an 
appealing  subject,  I  don't  see  why  we  should  go  on 
record  on  matters  of  this  type. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  heartily 
agree  with  everything  Councilor  Bush  has  said  on 
the  floor  here  today  as  to  this  outrage.  I  was 
unaware  myself  that  there  was  such  a  bonus  granted 
to  the  officers  until  I  saw  it  referred  to  in  the  papers. 
The  only  way  in  which  we  can  arouse  the  senti- 
ment of  the  people  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  is  to 
memorialize  Congress,  and  if  it  is  done  from  every 
section  of  the  country  it  will  undoubtedly  have 
some  effect.  I  know  of  a  case  myself,  in  East  Bos- 
ton, of  a  young  man  who  was  in  the  service  who 
received  a  severe  gassing  and  was  wounded,  and 
suffers  a  mental  affliction.  He  now  receives  .$25 
a  month.  He  received  nothing  up  to  a  month  ago, 
when  out  of  the  largeness  of  their  heart  they  gave 
him  $15  a  month.  Upon  further  consideration  the 
Board  allowed  him  $25  a  month.  Here  is  a  man 
who  gave  all  to  his  country  and  received  no  com- 
pensation until  about  a  month  ago.  The  only  way 
to  have  proper  attention  given  to  these  questions  of 
compensation  under  the  act  is  to  arouse  the  coun- 
try, and  that  can  be  done  by  just  such  bodies  as 
ours  going  on  record  and  memorializing  Congress, 
asking  that  the  act  be  changed.  After  all,  it  is  a 
question  of  proper  adjudication  of  these  matters. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  anything  that 
affects  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
germane  matter  for  the  Council  to  act  upon.  In 
answer  to  my  brother  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun. 
Curtis)  I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  this  year's  budget  there  is  an  approprition 
of  $377,685.43  for  soldiers'  relief.  These  men  who 
served  in  the  war  are  compelled,  because  they  are 
unable  to  get  employment  because  of  their  injuries, 
to  come  as  paupers  and  beggars  to  the  City  "f 
Boston  for  relief,  and  we  pay  almost  $400,000  for 
that  relief,  when  the  burden  should  properly  be 
borne  by  the  United  States  Government  as  a  whole, 
in  the  form  of  pensions,  rather  than  making  those 
men  feel  like  paupers,  coming  here  to  beg  for  some- 
thing to  which  they  are  not  entitled.  I  repeat, 
gentlemen,  that  the  City  Council  is  perfectly  justi- 
fied in  acting  upon  this  resolve  and  that  it  is  scum- 


thing  germane  in  the  affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  from  the 
resolution. 

The  preambles  and  resolution  were  passed  under 
the  suspension  of  the  rule. 


WARD    1    IMPROVEMENTS. 
Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the   Board   of   Street   Commis- 
sioners   be    requested,     through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  lay  out  and  accept  Waldemar  avenue, 
Ward  1,  as  a  public  highway. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  with  smooth  paving  Marginal  street, 
from  Clyde  street  to  Jeffries  street,  Ward  1. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


WIDTH  OF  VEHICULAR  EAST  BOSTON 
TUNNEL. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  construction  of  the  roadway  in  the  proposed 
East  Boston  vehicular  tunnel  to  a  width  of  twenty- 
two  feet  and  ten  inches,  thereby  affording  sufficient 
space  for  three  traffic  lanes. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  on  this  resolution. 
The  contemplated  vehicular  tunnel  between  Boston 
and  East  Boston,  under  the  proposed  plan  of  the 
Traffic  Commission  of  the  city,  is  to  be  about  5,000 
feet  long  and  30  feet  wide.  If  the  members  of  the 
Council  will  bear  with  me  I  will  briefly  read  this 
section  of  chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  which 
has  a  bearing  on  the  width  of  the  East  Boston 
tunnel: 

"The  city  of  Boston,  hereinafter  called  the  city, 
acting  by  the  Transit  Department  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  hereinafter  called  the  department,  shall 
proceed  in  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  a 
tunnel  which  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  road- 
ways or  lanes  for  vehicular  traffic  contained  in  one 
or  two  tubes." 

Now,  it  is  optional  with  the  Transit  Commission 
of  our  city,  in  constructing  the  tunnel,  to  build  it 
to  a  width  of  22  feet  and  10  inches,  if  they  wish  to 
do  so,  and  that  is  a  very  practical  width  for  a  tunnel 
of  this  sort.  It  is  the  width  of  the  tunnel  at 
present  running  between  Alameda  anrl  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  California, — a  tunnel  22  feet  10  inches  in 
width,  which  will  allow  of  three  lanes  of  traffic. 
And  so  in  this  resolution  I  ask  that  a  vehicular 
tunnel  of  22  feet  X  inches  be  constructed,  allowing 
for  the  passage  of  three  lanes  of  traffic,  which  is 
successfully  done  in  the  tumiel  between  Alameda 
and  San  Francisco. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  had  a  similar 
order  drawn  requesting  the  construction  of  a 
vehicular  tunnel  of  22  feet  in  width,  with  the  same 
idea,  that  it  would  allow  for  the  passage  of  three 
lanes  of  traffic,  and  consequently  I  would  favor  the 
order  introduced  by  the  gentleman  from  East 
Boston,  from  whom  such  an  order  most  properly 
comes.  Most  of  our  members  are  familiar  with  the 
proceedings  of  last  June  in  great  detail,  but,  that 
they  may  be  a  matter  of  public  record,  I  would  like 
to  make  a  few  points  clear  so  as  to  bring  our  pro- 
ceedings down  to  date  in  this  matter.  On  June  5, 
1929,  there  was  a  public  hearing  in  this  room  on  the 
question  of  the  acceptance  by  the  City  Council  of 
chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of  192.) — which  act  author- 
ized the  Transit  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  construct  a  tunnel  consisting  of  two  or  mine 
roadways  or  lanes  for  vehicular  traffic,  including 
plazas  and  street  approaches  extending  not  more 
than  1,000  feet  from  the  tunnel  entrances  and 
exits,  the  entire  cost  of  the  tunnel  and  approaches 
not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  to  be  raised  by  a  loan 
issue  to  mature  in  not  more  than  fifty  years.  A 
time  limit  for  acceptance  of  the  act  was  fixed  as  July 
1.  1929.  The  members  of  the  Legislature  who 
Hocked  down  here  to  the  hearing  on  the  fifth  of 
June  urged  absolutely  immediate  acceptance  of 
the  act,  because  they  said  it  would  probably  re- 
lieve the  unemployment  situation.  That  perhaps 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  subject  now  before  us. 
except  that  I  might  say  as  an  aside  that  there- 
has  not  been  a  public  improvement  proposed  - 
whether  the  East  Boston  tunnel,  a  million  dollars 
for  streets,  money  for  an  annex  to  the  City  Hospital 
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or  for  a  broken  sidewalk,  that  somebody  has  not 
claimed  should  be  immediately  rushed  through  in 
order  to  put  men  at  worK.  We  could  look  out 
the  window  and  see  thousands  of  men  out  of  work 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  therefore  every  order 
must  be  rushed  through,  and,  of  course,  they  have 
been  rushed  through  this  body.  That  act  was 
rushed  through  last  June,  and,  as  far  as  I  am 
aware,  except  on  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  there  has 
been  no  labor  activity  as  a  result  up  to  this  time. 
The  City  Council  accepted  the  act,  however,  in 
reliance  on  certain  definite  representations  made 
to  the  Council  on  June  5,  1929,  and  I  make  special 
reference  to  statements  concerning  the  width  of 
the  tunnel  and  as  to  the  cost  of  it.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  public  of  Boston  nor  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  body  until  recently  really  had  a 
detailed  knowledge  of  what  this  bill  means.  The 
impression  purposely  given  was  that  the  entire 
cost  would  not  exceed  $16 ,000,000  iu  any  event, 
all  of  which  would  be  easily  taken  care  of  by 
tunnel  tolls,  and  that  while  we  were  about  it  an 
adequate  tunnel  would  be  built,  at  least  22  feet 
in  width.  First,  on  the  question  of  cost,  Colonel 
.Sullivan  quite  frankly  estimated  the  cost  of  a 
22-foot  tunnel  by  5,100  feet  long  as  $10,000,000. 
He  said,  "We  feel  we  can  build  the  entire  project 
for  $16,000,000  or  less."  Mr.  Harriman  esti- 
mated the  cost  of  a  5,100-foot  tunnel  26  feet  wide 
as  only  $6,000,000.  Mr.  Harriman  said,  "80,000,- 
000  will  be  ample  for  a  single  tube  tunnel. " 
And,  again,  "I  feel  that  the  approximation  (of 
$16,000,000.)  is  ample  for  a  single  tube  tunnel 
with  adequate  approaches  of  1,000  feet  in  every 
direction  on  either  side."  So  much  for  the  cost. 
Mr.  Harriman's  estimate  was  $4,000,000  lower 
than  Colonel  Sullivan's  figure — and  for  a  tunnel 
at  least  4  feet  wider.  But,  at  least,  both  agreed 
that  the  entire  job  could  be  done  for  $16,000,000, 
or  less,  and  each  agreed  that  the  tunnel  width 
should  be  not  less  than  22  feet;  and  the  figures 
of  each  were  based  on  a  width  of  at  least  22  feet. 
So  far  as  the  tolls  paying  for  the  cost  and  the 
operation  of  the  tunnel  is  concerned,  it  would 
appear  that  the  experts  are,  again,  a  long  ways 
apart.  They  told  us  in  June,  1929,  that  the  tunnel, 
if  the  original  outlay  was  $16,000,000,  would  mean 
an  annual  requirement  of  $955,000  in  tolls.  It 
could  be  done  on  3,000,000  vehicles  at  thirty  cents 
a  trip,  or  4,000,000  vehicles  a  year  at  twenty-five 
cents  a  trip.  Four  million  vehicles  a  year  would 
necessitate  333,000  vehicles  a  month,  or  over 
11,000  vehicles  each  day  all  the  year  round. 
The  Planning  Board  tells  us  that  the  volume  al- 
most at  the  start  will  be  6,000,000  vehicles  a  year, 
which  is  the  estimated  total  capacity  of  the  tunnel; 
Mr.  Harriman  estimated  4,000,000  vehicles,  and 
Colonel  Sullivan  1,000,000  at  the  start.  Colonel 
Sullivan  looks  for  a  deficit  for  the  first  eight  years 
at  least.  The  Planning  Board  claim  that  the  tun- 
nel will  carry  itself  from  the  very  start.  Appar- 
ently the  Legislature  was  not  so  optimistic,  because 
they  provided  in  Section  9  of  the  act  that  if  there 
was  a  deficit  in  any  year  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities,  could  increase  the  tolls  the  follow- 
ing year,  or  establish  such  a  schedule  of  tolls  as 
would  produce  the  maximum  revenue, — in  other 
words,  experiment  with  lower  tolls.  How  many 
of  the  people  of  Boston  realize  that  under  Section 
11  of  the  act,  if  the  receipts  any  year  are  insufficient 
to  meet  operating  cost,  including  sinking  fund 
requirements,  the  treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
to  draw  a  check  for  the  deficit,  and  the  amount  is 
to  be  raised  in  the  next  annual  tax  levy?  In  other 
words,  the  expense  will  not  be  met  by  tolls,  and  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  in  the  last  analysis  will  have 
to  come  through  for  the  deficit,  perhaps,  of  the 
first  eight  years.  Now,  what  about  the  tunnel 
width?  We  are  concerned  with  that  in  this  way. 
On  November  18,  1929,  this  body  had  a  public 
hearing  on  receipt  of  formal  notice  from  the  State 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  with  reference  to 
application  by  the  Transit  Department  for  the 
approval  of  plans  for  the  proposed  tunnel.  At  that 
time  the  information  was  disclosed  first,  that  it 
was  planned  to  put  a  curve  in  the  tunnel  at  an 
increased  cost  of  over  $450,000  for  225  additional 
feet  in  length;  and,  second,  that  the  proposed  road- 
way was  to  be  only  20  feet  in  width — despite  the 
figures  given  us,  in  reliance  upon  which  in  June  last 
we  passed  the  tunnel  bill  or  accepted  the  act  of  the 
Legislature.  I  say  that  narroiwing  the  width  to  20 
feet  was  a  breach  of  faith  with  the  City  Council 
and  with  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  What  did  the 
eager  proponents  of  the  tunnel  assure  the  City 
Council  on  June  5,  1929,  just  prior  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  act?     Mr.  Vorenberg,  the  eminent  mer- 


chant of  Boston,  appearing  in  the  matter,  said,  "I 
arust  we  will  not  make  the  mistake  of  not  having 
the  width  of  the  tunnel  absolutely  adequate."  Mr. 
Harriman,  the  expert,  whose  qualifications  have 
been  somewhat  disqualified  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission  recently,  said,  "I  think  it 
would  be  a  very  grave  mistake  to  build  a  tunnel  of 
less  than  25  to  26  feet  between  curbs,  so  that  there 
might  be  any  question  of  blockage  on  one  line  of 
vehicles  passing  around  a  blockaded  vehicle 
without  holding  up  the  whole  tunnel."  The 
Alameda  tunnel,  he  said,  had  been  in  operation  over 
a  year  without  blocks  of  any  kind,  because  the 
width  is  sufficient  so  that  in  case  of  a  tire  blow-out 
or  any  accident  other  vehicles  can  still  pass  by. 
Colonel  Sullivan  pointed  out  that  the  Alameda 
tunnel  was  22  feet  10  inches  between  the  curbs. 
In  response  to  a  question  whether  he  had  given 
up  any  idea  of  three  lanes,  Colonel  Sullivan  said, 
"Well,  it  would  be  wide  enough  for  three  lanes." 
In  other  words,  he  figures  on  a  22-foot  width 
there,  which  is  substantially  the  width  between 
curbs  on  this  end  of  Beacon  street.  That  would 
be  clearly  wide  enough  for  three  lanes.  When 
Colonel  Sullivan  was  asked  "Is  22  feet  wide 
enough"  he  exclaimed,  "If  anything  happens  you 
simply  set  your  signal  system  and  everything 
stops.  A  wrecking  crew  goes  in  and  takes  out 
any  vehicle  that  may  be  causing  obstruction. 
With  your  22  feet,  you  would  have  your  two 
lines,  and  in  case  of  emergency,  there  would  be 
room  for  a  third."  Since  June  5,  1929,  there 
has  been  a  lot  of  talk  about  the  location  of  the 
tunnel  entrances,  whether  the  tunnel  shall  be 
curved  or  straight,  and  whose  land  shall  be  taken, 
and  whether  we  should  spend  $4,000,000  more 
for  a  new  traffic  artery.  But  no  one  has  worried 
much  about  the  area  of  the  tunnel  itself,  except 
to  whittle  it  down  2  feet.  The  proceedings  of 
the  last  six  or  eight  months — this  beating  around 
the  bush,  chasing  plans,  which  the  Corporation 
Counsel  here  said  could  not  be  changed  after 
once  signed — all  that  sort  of  thing  reminds  me 
very  much  of  what  might  happen  in  a  boys' 
organization.  The  boys  are  planning  to  get  up 
something,  we  will  say,  and  invite  the  public, 
and  the  whole  thing  is  done  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  or  some  other  civic 
body  and  is  to  be  in  some  available  hall.  The 
boys  get  together  and  decide  how  many  tickets 
they  should  sell,  what  the  transportation  facilities 
should  be,  all  that  sort  of  thing,  and  decide,  we 
wiD  say,  that  they  will  sell  3,000  tickets.  The 
evening  of  the  event  comes  around,  the  boys 
get  there,  decorated  with  boutonnieres,  the  big 
committee  on  arrangements  is  on  hand,  everything 
is  prepared,  and  then  one  of  the  men  in  charge 
of  the  hall  says,  "  Well,  how  many  tickets  have 
you  sold?"  "Well,''  says  the  boy  in  charge  of 
that  part  of  the  program,  "we  have  sold  3,000 
tickets."  "But,"  is  the  reply,  "there  are  only 
500  seats  in  the  hall."  And  so  that  is  about 
the  situation  here.  Months  have  been  spent  on 
this  matter,  the  plans  been  changed,  wide  ap- 
proaches and  plazas  have  been  projected,  circular 
stairways,  all  that  sort  of  thing,  with,  except 
perhaps  folding  doors,  and  all  the  time  they  have 
been  whittling  down  the  tunnel,  so  that  is  is  now 
only  to  be  20  feet  wide.  And  if  there  is  a  jam, 
as  there  is  sure  to  be,  how  are  they  going  to  take 
care  of  it?  I  sav  that  the  main  object  of  spending 
816,000,000  or  "more  for  a  tunnel  is  to  provide 
an  adequate  outlet  for  traffic  to  East  Boston  and 
the  North  Shore, — not  to  help  real  estate  specu- 
lators unload  their  holdings.  Apparently  believ- 
ing from  the  public  press  that  the  plans  as  proposed 
were  to  be  carried  through  successfully,  the  real 
estate  speculators  got  busy,  following  the  hearings 
before  the  City  Council.  Two  cliques  of  real 
estate  operators  in  this  city  have  been  fighting  to 
have  the  tunnel  opening — lor  the  one  outfit  on 
Hanover  street,  for  the  other  outfit  on  Cross 
street.  It  looks  now  as  though  we  are  to  reduce 
the  tunnel  width  to  an  inadequate  20  feet  in  order 
to  insure  a  second  tunnel  in  the  next  five  or  ten 
years,  so  that  the  losing  clique  can  unload  their 
bag.  And  so  I  urge  the  passage  of  Councilor 
Donovan's  order  at  this  time  for  these  two  reasons, 
— first,  the  way  to  attract  traffic  to  the  new  tunnel, 
in  sufficient  volume  so  that  the  tolls  shall  anywhere 
near  pay  for  the  timnel  is  to  make  the  tube  wide 
enough  so  that  one  trip  through  won't  be  a  lesson 
never  to  try  it  again.  The  widest  approaches  iu 
the  world  will  not  help  much  if  the  tunnel  itself 
is  choked.  Second,  and  most  important,  I  say 
again  that  the  people  of  Boston  are  advancing 
this  money  for  the  building  of  an  adequate  tunnel, 
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not  to  help  speculators  unload  real  estate.  And 
we  don't  want  to  have  the  tunnel  narrowed  that 
all  important  extra  foot  or  two,  merely  because 
it  may  force  the  early  building  of  a  second  tunnel, 
with  more  land-takings,  five  or  ten  years  from  now. 
And  so  I  have  drawn  my  order  for  the  tunnel 
22  feet  wide,  and  I  now  strongly  favor  the  order 
of  Councilor  Donovan,  making  the  width  of  the 
proposed  tunnel  that  of  the  tunnel  between 
Alameda  and  San  Francisco,  22  feet  and  10  inches 
wide,  that  being  the  proper  width  as  cited  by  both 
Mr.  Harriman  and  Colonel  Sullivan — in  reliance 
upon  which  the  Council  last  year  accepted  the 
legislative  act. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
favors  such  action  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  that  gold 
star  mothers  who  are  unable  to  make  the  trip 
to  the  European  battlefields  be  paid  a  sum  of  $850 
in  lieu  of  their  being  unable  to  make  said  trip. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  this  summer 
the  United  States  Government  is  to  send  to 
Europe  mothers  of  the  soldiers  who  gave  their 
lives  in  the  World  War.  There  are  many  such 
mothers  in  this  country,  and  quite  a  few  in  this 
city,  who  will  be  unable  to  go,  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  have  families  to  take  care  of,  that  they 
have  not  the  proper  clothes  to  wear  to  make  the 
trip  to  Europe  and  one  reason  and  another. 
Therefore,  I  think  the  right  thing  to  do  would 
be  to  give  to  those  mothers  who  are  unable  to 
take  the  trip  the  $850  in  cash  which  will  be  neces- 
sary to  send  one  of  these  mothers  to  the  European 
battlefields.  Because  a  mother  is  unable  to 
leave  her  home,  where  she  is  perhaps  taking  care 
of  young  children,  or  because  she  does  not  have 
the  proper  clothing  to  make  the  trip,  should  be 
no  reason  why  something  should  not  be  done  for 
her  in  lieu  of  the  otherwise  great  trip  of  her  life. 
I  agree  with  Councilor  Curtis  when  he  says  we 
should  stick  to  our  own  business,  but  I  have  a 
question  in  my  mind  as  to  just  how  much  business 
we  will  have  to  work  on  after  we  pass  the  budget 
here.  Last  week  we  passed  an  order,  commending 
the  Attorney-General  upon  his  effort  to  clean  up 
Boston  from  a  ring.  True,  we  had  nothing  to  do 
with  that,  but,  at  the  same  time,  as  a  part  of  the 
official  family  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  think  we 
could  well  say  to  the  Attorney-General  that 
"as  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned,  we  favor 
your  effort  to  clear  this  city  of  a  band  of  people 
who  have  been  terrorizing  the  citizens  of  the 
community  under  the  guise  of  police  officials." 
And,  equally  true,  we  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  details  of  this  tunnel  matter,  after  accepting 
the  act,  chapter  297  of  1929,  which  Councilor 
Wilson  and  Councilor  Donovan  have  just  referred 
to.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  Transit  Com- 
mission of  this  city  now  have  all  the  power,  and 
the  Council  has  no  power  after  approving  the 
act  last  year.  Nevertheless,  this  Council  has  the 
prerogative  and  right  to  say  to  the  Boston  Transit 
Commission  and  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  "Before 
you  erect  that  tunnel,  consider  carefully  the  ques- 
tion whether  it  should  not  be  wide  enough  to 
take  care  of  the  business."  We  have  that  right, 
although  we  have  no  power  in  the  matter,  but 
the  force  of  public  opinion  emanating  from  this 
Council  certainly  has  some  weight.  Therefore, 
Mr.  President,  I  ask  that  this  resolution,  calling 
upon  Uncle  Sam  to  give  the  unfortunate  mothers 
of  this  country  whose  boys  are  in  France,  and  who 
themselves  are  unable  to  take  this  trip,  $850  in 
lieu  of  the  European  trip  which  they  are  obliged 
to  give  up. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  ask  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  that  the  resolution  may  be  put.

CITY    COUNCIL. 


^A  survey  of  the  situation  has  been  made  and  I 
submit  the  following: 

The  quarters  of  Engine  2,  located  at  the  corner 
of  Fourth  and  O  streets,  and  the  quarters  of 
Ladder  19,  located  on  Fourth  street,  between  K 
and  L  streets,  are  both  inadequate  for  the  present 
needs  of  these  companies. 

The  building  of  Engine  2  was  originally  designed 
for  horse-drawn  apparatus  and  is  at  present  too 
small  to  house  a  two-unit  engine  company.  The 
quarters  for  the  officers  and  men  are  also  too  small 
and  it  will  require  an  expenditure  of  approximately 
$30,000  to  put  the  building  in  proper  condition. 
Even  with  this  expenditure  the  building  would  not 
be  satisfactory  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Ladder  19  is  a  very  old  building,  designed  for 
horse-drawn  apparatus  and  is  in  need  of  extensive 
repairs  to  place  it  in  serviceable  condition.  Like 
Engine  2  the  quarters  are  cramped  and  sufficient 
accommodations  are  not  provided  for  the  officers 
and  men.  The  building  itself  is  poorly  located, 
being  on  a  very  narrow  street,  which  results  in 
considerable  delay  to  the  apparatus  in  responding 
to  an  alarm  or  fire.  The  growth  of  this  section 
requires  that  an  85-foot  aerial  truck  be  placed  in 
this  house.  I  would  not  recommend  the  expendi- 
ture of  any  considerable  amount  of  money  for 
repairs  to  either  of  these  buildings. 

1  am  of  the  opinion  that  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  erection  of  a  new  station  to  accommo- 
date both  companies  in  the  vicinity  of  Broadway 
and  K  street.  This  house  should  be  of  the  two- 
door  type,  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  double- 
unit  engine  company  and  an  85-foot  aerial  ladder 
truck.  The  building  should  be  so  situated  that  it 
would  front  on  a  wide  street  which  would  permit 
prompt  response  of  apparatus  from  quarters 
unhampered  by  traffic  conditions. 

I  understand  that  some  time  ago  there  was 
some  thought  of  combining  the  fire  and  police 
stations  in  this  district.  If  such  a  plan  is  to  be 
considered  the  Fire  Department  station  should  be 
entirely  separated  from  the  Police  Department 
station  in  every  detail,  including  separate  lighting, 
heating  and  plumbing. 

The  territory  which  the  apparatus  in  this  new 
station  would  cover  in  the  vicinity  of  Summer  and 
L  streets  is  rapidly  being  built  up  with  new  com- 
mercial buildings  which  requires  the  use  of  an 
85-foot  aerial  ladder  truck  and  the  additional  pro- 
tection of  a  double-unit  engine  company. 

Exclusive  of  the  land  the  building  would  cost 
approximately  $150,000.

APPROPRIATION   AND   TAX    ORDERS. 

Coun.  WILSON,  for  the  Committee'on  Appro- 
priations, submitted  the  following: 

The  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year  in  full 
segregated  form  and  in  substitution  for  the  lump 
sum  recommendations  submitted  on  January  27, 
1930,  was  finally  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  March  31,  1930,  being 
once  more  delayed  because  of  that  inexplainable 
paternalism  in  the  government  of  this  Common- 
wealth which  each  year  at  the  outset  permits  the 
Legislature  to  delay  and  hinder  the  City  of  Boston 
in  the  orderly  and  proper  conduct  of  its  local 
official  business. 

The  allowances  recommended  by  the  Mayor 
total  $49,501,799.53,  representing  a  reduction  of 
$3,431,243.71  from  original  departmental  esti- 
mates for  1930,  and  an  increase  of  $1,918,210.17 
above  total  budget  recommendations  made  in  1929. 

From  a  taxation  standpoint  the  proposed  budget 
for  1930  represents  an  increase  in  the  tax  burden 
of  $3,733,760.35,  or  approximately  $1.95  increase 
in  the  tax  rate.  The  factors  in  this  increased 
burden  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

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Although  on  January  1,  1929,  there  was  present 
in  the  treasury  "Free  Cash"  available  for  appro- 
priation purposes  in  the  sum  of  $2,786,378.39,  at 
the  beginning  of  this  year  "Free  Cash"  in  the 
treasury  totaled  only  $884,635.88.  This  shrinkage 
alone  places  an  additional  tax  burden,  expressed  in 
terms  of  the  tax  rate,  of  approximately  98  cents  on 
the  property  owners  of  the  city. 

Approximately  75  per  cent  of  the  increase  in 
personal  service  requirements  in  this  year's  budget 
may  be  attributed  to  overlay  resulting  from  salary 
increases  granted  and  new  positions  established 
during  1929.  The  balance  of  the  pay  roll  increase 
is  caused  by  salary  increases  granted  under  sliding 
scales  to  city  and  county  employees,  new  positions 
allowed  in  city  and  county  departments  where 
increased  business  and  activities  warrant  the  same, 
and  increase  in  appropriations  for  temporary 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  helping  to  alleviate 
unemployment  conditions  in  the  community. 
The  same  conditions  are  responsible  for  the  increase 
in  Welfare  and  Relief  appropriations  distributed  by 
the  Public  Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ments. 

The  increase  in  debt  requirements  is  caused 
largely  by  the  continued  insistence  of  the  Legis- 
lature that  loans  authorized  outside  the  debt 
limit  in  recent  years  be  issued  for  shorter  terms 
than  previously  prevailed,  thereby  unfairly  placing 
a  disproportionate  burden  on  present  tax  payers 
and  those  of  the  more  immediate  future. 

More  in  detail  the  committee  would  point  out 
that  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  1930  increase 
in  the  expense  of  operating  the  city  business  is 
composed  of  $672,741.28  in  salary  increases  granted 
and  new  positions  created  by  the  previous  adminis- 
tration in  1929;  the  sum  of  $246,072.47  for  new 
positions  in  Hospital,  Institutions  and  other  depart- 
ments due  to  expansion  resulting  from  new  build- 
ing, etc.;  $204,724.89  provided  for  temporary 
employees  largely  to  relieve  unemployment  con- 
ditions, as  well  aB  for  the  extra  election  this  year; 
an  increased  budget  of  $387,198.27  for  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  and  $37,724.88  for  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  thereby  locally  reflecting  the 
continued,  nation-wide  industrial  depression; 
$136,797.16  in  salary  increases  for  2,369  of  the 
lowest  paid  city  employees;  $45,000  representing 
additional  pension  requirements  in  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  for  the  retirement  of  the  older  mem- 
bers of  the  uniformed  forces;  $233,000  additional 
for  food  and  medical  supplies  in  the  hospitals  and 
institutions  of  the  city  because  of  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  patients  following  the  construction 
of  new  buildings;  approximately  $120,000  for 
necessary  trucks  in  the  Paving  and  the  Sanitary 
Divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  chiefly 
for  replacement  of  heavy  duty  trucks  purchased 
four  years  ago;  $75,000  incident  to  proper  observ- 
ance of  the  Tercentenary;  $20,000  additional  for 
increased  purchases  of  books  for  the  Public  Library; 
$7,000  for  correction  and  codification  of  birth 
records  in  the  Registry  Department;  a  similar 
item  of  $6,000  for  the  modernizing  of  assessment 
maps  and  planB  in  the  Assessing  Department;  and 
finally  an  increase  of  $9,500  for  the  proposed  sub- 
stitution of  Edison  current  at  City  Hall  in  place  of 
our  own  inefficient  and  worn-out  plant,  which 
increased  expense,  however,  should  be  reflected  in 
a  substantial  fuel  saving. 

There  were  prepared  for  the  committee  member- 
ship by  the  Budget  Commissioner,  detail  sheets 
for  each  department  disclosing  in  segregated  form 
and  covering  each  of  the  3,600  or  more  items,  the 
actual  expenditure  for  each  item  in  1927,  in  1928, 
and  in  1929,  together  with  the  department  estimate 
in  each  case  submitted  for  1930,  and  finally  each 
allowance  as  made  by  the  present  Mayor.  Your 
committee  has  fully  realized  its  responsibility,  and 
that  of  the  City  Council,  in  checking  back  allow- 
ances of  the  Mayor  made  in  the  light  of  present 
department  estimates  as  well  as  by  comparison 
with  expenditures  during  each  of  the  past  three 
years.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  that  while  the  final  check  of  the  annual 
Budget  by  the  City  Council  is  a  wise  and  proper 
provision  in  the  Charter,  in  order  that  the  city 
may  be  protected  against  unexplained  or  improvi- 
dent increases  in  any  item  or  items  by  any  depart- 
ment head  in  any  year  by  any  Mayor,  yet  the 
Mayor,  and  especially  a  Mayor  with  eight  years 
of  previous  experience  at  the  head  of  our  City 
Government,  may  himself  be  assumed  at  the  out- 
set to  possess  a  certain  degree  of  intelligence  and 
business  efficiency  in  the  operation  of  the  vast 
business  of  which  he  is  the  Chief  Executive.  Like- 
wise department  heads,  especially  with  the  seal  of 


Civil  Service  approval,  and  with  some  degree  of 
business  training,  may  be  assumed  on  the  average 
to  possess  honesty,  and  administrative  ability, 
fairly  comparable  even  with  those  critics  of  our 
city  government  who  most  frequently  criticize  the 
City  Council  for  any  failure  on  its  part  to  slash 
and  tear  the  Mayor's  budget. 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature  this  year  in  its 
fixing  of  a  $16  tax  limit  has  displayed  a  wre!eorae 
tendency  to  place  some  measure  of  reliance  on  our 
present  municipal  government,  and  that  con- 
fidence to  date  would  appear  to  have  been  not 
wholly  misplaced  in  the  light  of  the  use  of  a  tax 
limit  of  $1.50  a  thousand  below  the  maximum 
granted.  Your  committee  hopes  that  the  Legis- 
lature in  its  wisdom  will  go  one  step  further  by 
granting  the  requested  ten  million  dollars  for  street 
improvements  and  repairs  with  a  realization  that 
such  an  appropriation  would  for  once  permit  the 
capital  city  of  New  England  to  do  more  than  merely 
scratch  the  surface  annually  in  street  construction, 
and  incidentally  supply  employment  when  work  is 
needed  most.  In  hopeful  anticipation  that  the 
Legislature  will  this  year  permit  the  requested 
loan  outside  the  debt  limit  for  this  reconstruction 
and  repair  of  streets,  and  for  sidewalks,  only 
nominal  sums  have  been  allotted  to  those  items 
in  the  Budget. 

At  its  hearings  held  on  April  9,  10,  11,  15,  16  and 
17  there  appeared  before  your  committee  the  head 
or  acting  head  of  every  department,  both  city  and 
county,  included  in  the  Budget.  While  individual 
opinion  may  well  differ  as  to  the  possible  advis- 
ability of  certain  increased  expenditures,  as  well  as 
the  inadvisability  of  certain  cuts  over  which  we,  of 
course,  have  no  control,  your  committee,  after 
hearing  at  length  the  detailed  explanation  of  each 
department  head,  and  with  the  above  and  expert 
assistance  of  the  Budget  Commissioner,  feels  that 
the  Budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  particularly 
in  the  light  of  similar  expenditures,  in  most  in- 
stances, by  experienced  department  head6  for  each 
of  the  past  three  years,  and  especially  as  the  initial 
Budget  of  a  new  administration,  should  pass  with- 
out further  reduction. 

In  passing,  the  committee  calls  attention  to  the 
efficient  reduction  in  jury  expenses  by  the  present 
District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  from  $165,000 
in  1926  to  $106,640  in  1929;  the  1929  profit  in  the 
Water  Department  amounting  to  $451,000;  the 
Printing  Department  net  profit  of  $23,000  on  a 
business  volume  of  $364,245;  a  continued  annual 
Ferry  deficit  in  excess  of  $675,000;  and  a  net  loss 
of  $8,058.91  in  the  Statistics  Department  chiefly 
due  to  the  perhaps  preferable  procedure  of  the 
Collecting  Department  inaugurated  three  years 
ago  whereby  tax  sales  are  advertised  by  that 
department  in  the  City  Reconl  only  once  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

Other  items  perhaps  worthy  of  comment  by  the 
committee  are  as  follows:  The  Special  Survey  on 
Lighting  made  last  year,  at  a  cost  of  $5,650,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  present  Public  Works  Commissioner 
has  proved  wholly  valueless.  The  total  number 
of  nurses  now  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  is  100 
in  excess  of  the  number  one  year  ago,  and  present 
budget  provisions  assure  30  more  graduate  nurses 
during  1930  besides  25  additional  nurses  at  the 
Sanatorium.  An  increase  this  year  from  $200  to 
$2,000  for  witness  fees  at  the  Chelsea  Court  is  an- 
other reminder  of  this  continued  injustice  to  the 
tax  payers  of  Boston.  In  every  district  court  in 
Suffolk  County,  except  Chelsea,  the  recent  legis- 
lative increase  of  witness  fees  from  50  cents  to 
$1.50  has  resulted  in  no  increase  in  the  Budget, 
because  fees  in  those  courts  are  paid  out  of  revenue 
received  from  fines,  etc.  In  the  Chelsea  Court, 
however,  under  existing  statute,  all  the  revenues 
which  should  properly  be  utilized  to  absorb  this 
increase  must  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  City 
of  Chelsea.  With  reference  to  a  continued  annual 
expense  averaging  $25,000  for  repairs  on  the  boat 
"Michael  J.  Perkins"  the  committee  agrees  with 
the  Budget  Commissioner  that  early  consideration 
might  well  be  given  to  replacement  of  the  boat, 
since  this  annual  cost  of  repairs  alone  would  almost 
cover  all  interest  requirements  of  a  loan  for  a  new 
boat. 

The  present  Institutions  Commissioner  reports 
that  the  pulverizing  units  and  new  boilers  recently 
installed  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  at  a  total 
cost  in  excess  of  $185,000,  are  highly  dangerous 
and  should  never  have  been  installed.  A  later 
request  for  funds  this  year  to  rectify  the  situation 
may  mean  an  additional  appropriation  for  that 
department  as  high  as  $100,000. 

The  Traffic  Commission,  created  only  last  year, 
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lias  already  grown  to  a  budget  amounting  to 
$271,838.70,  with  61  employees.  There  may  well 
be  grave  doubt  as  to  the  practical  advisability  or 
efficiency  of  creating  any  such  commission  of  five 
members,  four  of  whom  are  each  at  the  head  of 
some  other  important  and  busy  department,  viz., 
Police,  Public  Works,  Park  Department,  and 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 

The  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission made  incident  to  his  urgent  request  for  an 
additional  item  of  $10,000  for  an  investigation  of 
the  School  Department  discloses  a  surprising  ten- 
year  increase  in  school  expenditures  from  $7,495,052 
in  1918  to  $20,307,391  in  1928,  which  would  appear 
to  justify  the  request  made. 

The  committee  has  appreciated  the  courteous 
and  helpful  cooperation  of  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner as  well  as  the  assistance  of  those  members 
of  the  Council  who  have  been  able  to  attend  any 
or  all  of  the  committee  meetings. 

In  closing  the  committee  would  point  out  that 
out  of  a  total  City  Budget  amounting  to  $35,189,- 
249.12  the  sum  of  $21,179,674.62  represents  per- 
sonal service,  viz.,  salary  and  wages;  out  of  the 
total  $3,596,837.22  comprising  the  County  Budget, 
$2,183,132.95  represents  personal  service.  In 
short,  60  per  cent  of  the  appropriations  subject  to 
Council  review  cover  compensation  paid  for  ser- 
vices rendered  by  City  and  County  employees. 

Mr.  Pratt,  representing  the  Good  Government 
Association,  sat  in  at  all  hearings  before  your 
committee,  and  at  the  close  of  the  final  session 
made  the  following  comment,  "In  the  first  place  I 
would  like  to  say  out  of  fairness  that  I  think  this 
is  one  of  the  best  budgets  that  has  been  submitted 
to  the  City  Council.  On  the  whole  I  think  it  is 
fairly  water  tight,  and  I  think  the  committee  has 
gone  into  it  very  intelligently, — if  the  committee 
has  no  objections  I  would  like  to  speak  first  of 
four  fairly  general  things  which  might  not  show 
any  general  reflection  in  the  Budget  for  1930  but 
which  might  offer  an  opportunity  for  economics  at 
some  future  date."  Mr.  Pratt  first  called  atten- 
tion to  the  apparent  economic  waste  of  space 
taken  up  by  stairways  and  elevators  at  City  Hall 
in  a  district  with  floor  space  worth  not  less  than 
$3  per  square  foot.  Second,  he  commented  on  the 
undoubted  extra  expense  incurred  through  con- 
tract painting,  carpentry  and  general  repair  work 
in  City  Hall  and  at  the  Suffolk  County  Court 
House  where  savings  might  be  well  effected 
through  the  use  of  permanent  employees  for  the 
purpose  in  departments  similarly  situated.  Third, 
he  commented  on  the  rapidly  mounting  personal 
service  item  in  the  Police  Department  from  $3,- 
720,000  in  1925  to  $5,285,000  in  1930,  largely  due, 
of  course,  to  the  addition  of  425  more  men  during 
the  past  four  years  as  well  as  by  sliding  scale 
salary  increases,  but  extension  of  which  in  the 
future,  he  pointed  out,  might  be  somewhat  mini- 
mized by  further  motorization  in  the  Police  De- 
partment. Fourth,  in  commenting  on  the  $90,000 
annual  expense  for  the  fast  depreciating  vessels 
"Hibbard,"  "Minot,"  and  "Perkins,"  Mr.  Pratt 
suggested  the  advisability  of  an  early  purchase  of 
two  fast,  adequate  boats  in  substitution  for  the 
three  expensive  antiques  now  in  use.  Among 
general  items  he  finally  pointed  out  the  recurrent 
annual  "slack"  in  the  personal  service  items  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  Hospital  Department 
with  a  suggestion  that  the  average  annual  "slack" 
consistently  in  excess  of  $20,000  in  each  depart- 
ment over  the  past  five  years  might  properly 
warrant  a  reduction  in  these  items  of  next  year's 
Budget. 

Particularly  with  reference  to  the  initial  annual 
Budget  of  a  new  administration,  the  committee  is 
inclined  to  concur  with  the  not  wholly  expected 
but  nevertheless  fair  and  welcome  comment  of  the 
representative  of  the  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion, and  without  change  or  deduction  reports 
back  to  the  Council  that  the  1930  estimates  sub- 
mitted by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  "ought  to  pass."

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  January,  1930,  for  performing 
the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  maturing 
debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respec- 
tive sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and 
schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  depart- 
ments and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter 
stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service  current  expenses  and  the  payment  to 
the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  48S 
of  the  Acts  of  1S95,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amend- 
ment thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  require- 
ments or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation 
for  Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  department 


income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes: 
and  the  appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met 
by  the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  excess 
over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropria- 
tions hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money 
remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  bus 
on  December  31,  1929,  exclusive  of  the  money 
raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  require- 
ments of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appro- 
priation, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1930,  and  taxes  to  the  amount 
of  $36,565,133.14,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City, 
of  Boston.

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
there  is  a  great  deal  to  add  to  what  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  has  already 
said.  I  think  the  committee  report  speaks  for 
itself.  I  think  that  the  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee is  entitled  to  the  praise  of  the  members  of 
the  Council,  not  only  for  his  very  constructive 
and  intelligent  report,  but  because  of  the  way  in 
which  he  handled  the  hearings  this  year.  When 
we  consider  that  there  are  3,600  items  to  be  con- 
sidered by  the  committee  and  when  we  realize  that 
every  department  item  was  explained  either  by  the 
head  of  the  department  or  some  member  of  the 
department,  we  can  appreciate  how  well  this 
matter  was  covered.  The  various  department 
heads  in  submitting  their  budgets  were  told  that 
they  would  have  to  prune  it,  and  yet  after  they 
pruned  it  and  submitted  it  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
he  cut  it  a  further  three  and  one-half  millions;  so 
that  when  it  was  received  by  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Appropriations  there  was  very  little 
left  for  us  to  do.  However,  I  feel  that  there  is  one 
item  there  that  may  call  for  a  little  explanation 
on  the  part  of  certain  members  of  the  committee, 
and  that  is  the  one  in  reference  to  an  additional 
appropriation  for  the  Finance  Commission.  As 
one  member  of  the  committee,  I  feel  that  we  have 
had  enough  for  the  present  of  investigations  that 
tend  towards  charges  of  corruption  and  graft,  in 
this  tercentenary  year,  when  we  are  attempting  to 
put  our  best  foot  forward  and  show  the  citizens  of 
the  rest  of  the  country  that  Boston  has  something 
to  offer,  other  than  investigations  that  ruin  the 
names  of  good  citizens,  with  nothing  else  resulting. 
So  I  was  sufficiently  interested  to  question  the 
head  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  ask  him 
what  the  nature  of  this  investigation  was  going  to 
be.  As  the  report  of  the  chairman  has  well 
pointed  out,  the  increase  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
schools,  together  with  the  other  appropriations, 
has  caused  an  increase  of  175  per  cent  in  the  last 
ten  years.  The  head  of  the  finance  Commission 
assured  us  that  the  investigation  was  not  for  the 
purpose  of  smirching  some  men's  reputations  but 
was  for  the  sole  purpose  of  attempting  to  curb  the 
fads  and  fancies  that  have  sprung  up  in  our  school 
system,  and  which,  as  result,  have  added  such  a 
tremendous  expenditure  to  the  entire  city  budget. 
He  referred  to  the  fact  that  it  aimed  at  waste  and 
extravagance,  rather  than  corruption,  and  he 
thought  it  could  be  very  well  looked  into  from  the 
standpoint  of  curtailing  the  various  appropriations. 
Now,  the  reasons  why  I  appreciate  so  thoroughly 
the  thought  and  work  behind  this  report  as  sub- 
mitted to  you  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
today  is  because  I  believe  that  the  chief  work  of 
the  Council  every  year  is  the  consideration  of  the 
budget,  and  no  matter  how  much  consideration  the 
heads  of  departments  and  the  Mayor  will  give  to  a 
budget,  there  are  always  elements  in  the  com- 
munity who  feel  that  a  budget  is  surrounded  with 
secrecy  and  suspicion.  And  so,  when  we  hold 
meetings  such  as  we  have  held  here  for  a  period  of 
five  days,  where  all  the  representatives  of  the  press 
are  invited  and  at  which  the  chief  critic,  the  Good 
Government  Association,  has  a  representative, 
and  when  every  item  is  gone  over  closely  and  we 
get  constructive  criticism,  I  believe  that  when  the 
budget  is  finally  adopted  no  citizen  of  Boston  who 
is  interested  enough  to  come  here  can  doubt  or 
challenge  the  various  items.  And  so  I  think  the 
policy  adopted  by  the  City  Council  committee  in 
making  the  hearing  an  open  one  and  listening  to 
the  suggestions  of  those  interested  in  the  budget 


has  a  tendency  to  arouse  confidence  on  the  part 
of  the  public  generally  in  the  work  of  the  City 
Council  and  of  the  members  of  the  committee  on 
the  matter. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
a  vote  of  confidence  in  Chairman  Wilson. 

President  LYNCH — The  motion  is  out  of  order 
at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  if  I  remember 
rightly,  when  the  Public  Library  Department  was 
here  before  the  committee,  one  of  the  items  in  the 
budget  of  that  department  was  $10,000  that  they 
wanted  to  use  for  repairs,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Trustees  was  asked  if  they  intended  to  let  out  the 
work  by  bids.  The  answer  was  no,  that  they  did 
not,  that  it  was  going  to  the  original  builder — as  if 
they  knew  now  who  the  original  builder  was!  The 
architects  happened  to  be  McKim,  Mead  and 
White  of  New  York.  But  the  work  on  that  library 
dates  back  to  August,  1888.  So  it  looks  at  present 
as  if  it  were  possible  that  no  builders  in  this  city 
will  get  five  cents  worth  of  work.  I  certainly  think 
that  before  we  grant  that  item  of  $10,000  we  should 
have  some  assurance  as  to  whether  they  are  going 
to  let  that  work  out  on  bids. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  budget  orders 
were  passed,  yeas  2] ,  nays  0. 


NEW    STEAMBOAT    FOR    PENAL 
INSTITUTIONS  DEPARTMENT. 
Coun.  MAHONEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That   the  sum   of   two   hundred   fifty

STANDEES    IN    BUSES. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information.     Do  I  understand  that  action  on 
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the  proposed  ordinance  with  reference  to  standees 
in  buses  has  been  postponed  at  the  request  of  the 
Elevated? 

President  LYNCH — The  Chair  has  no  informa- 
tion about  that.  Perhaps  the  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  can  tell  us. 

Coun.  MAHONEY — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
in  answer  to  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that 
last  week,  through  action  taken  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  Mr.  Dana,  the  general  manager  of  the 
Elevated,  was  notified  to  be  here  today  at  one 
o'clock.  I  understand,  however,  from  the  Clerk 
of  Committees  that  he  sent  word  that  he  would  be 
in  conference  with  the  chairman  of  the  Carmen's 
Union.  So,  upon  the  petition  you  are  now  referring 
to,  we  hope  to  have  him  here  next  week. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
quarrel  with  the  Elevated  Trustees  nor  with  the 
men  of  the  Union.  I  have  very  high  regard  for 
both  factions.  My  only  point,  however,  is  to  give 
passengers  a  chance  to  sit  down.  I  would,  how- 
ever, request  a  report  on  this  matter  at  our  next 
meeting,  whether  the  local  civil  war  is  settled  or 
not.  So  I  would  ask  the  committee  to  report  back 
at  that  time.  I  don't  think  the  only  thing  to  be 
considered  here  is  the  war  between  contending 
factions,  regardless  of  the  respect  we  have  for 
either  side.  I  think  the  people  who  ride  in  buses 
are  the  ones  who  are  mostly  interested.

Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  said  Board  hereby 
is,  respectfully  requested  to  furnish  the  City 
Council  with  copies  of  the  proposed  Report  of  the 
City  Planning  Board  with  reference  to  a  compre- 
hensive plan  of  street  improvements. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  that  particular  order,  it  was  brought  out  in  the 
hearings  before  the  Budget  Committee  that  the 
City  Planning  Board,  after  laborious  efforts  for 
the  last  two  and  one  half  or  three  years,  and  after 
rather  substantial  expense,  has  now  finished  a 
rather  unique  survey  of  the  streets  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  would  suggest  that  some  of  the 
persons  most  interested  in  procuring  street  im- 
provements are  people  elected  as  city  councilors 
to  represent  the  different  wards  of  this  city,  and 
that  they  could  very  well  use  copies  of  this  report. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of-  the 
rule. 


ADDITIONAL   PORTABLE   BAND   STANDS. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
respectfully   requested   to   purchase   or  have   con- 
structed  an   adequate   number   of   portable   band 
stands  adequately  to  take  care  of  city  requirements. 
Coun.    WILSON — Mr.    President,    information 
was  brought  out  at  the  committee  meetings  of  the 
Appropriations  Committee  that  at  present  there 
are  seven  of  these  portable  band  stands  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Department.     This  may 


seem  a  simple  matter,  but  to  those  of  us  who  are 
looking  for  concert  facilities  on  the  Fourth  of  July 
and  other  holidays,  and  who  have  considerable 
trouble  and  have  to  indulge  in  a  good  deal  of  tele- 
phoning throughout  the  city  and  to  various  de- 
partments, in  connection  with  each  man  getting 
concerts  for  his  ward,  it  is  important.  We  under- 
stand from  the  Park  Commissioner  that  this  is  a 
matter  that  might  more  properly  be  handled  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  These  portable 
stands  cost,  I  understand,  but  §1,200  to  $1,400 
apiece,  being  such  a  small  matter  that  it  would 
seem  that  the  city  can  well  afford  to  use  a  few  more 
of  the  stands.  The  Public  Works  Department 
is  suggested  because  its  yards  are  distributed 
throughout  the  city,  and  each  ward  will  thereby  be 
enabled  to  get  fair  treatment  on  each  holiday. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TAXICABS  IX  BOSTON. 

Coun.   WILSON   offered   the   following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  be  hereby  re- 
corded as  favoring  the  location  and  control  of  taxi- 
cabs  on  the  streets  of  this  city  by  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  be  hereby  re- 
corded as  opposed  to  Senate  Bill  No.  240,  with 
reference  to  the  location  and  control  of  taxicab 
stands  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  purpose  of 
introducing  these  two  resolutions  at  this  time  is  in 
view  of  the  situation  which  from  the  newspapers  I 
understand  exists  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature, 
in  reference  to  the  taxicab  situation  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  As  I  understand  it,  there  are  now  two 
bills  before  the  Legislature  — one  the  bill  of  Repre- 
sentative linnegan,  in  the  House,  and  the  second 
the  Senate  Bill,  which  I  have  referred  to,  in  the 
second  order  which  has  been  read,  following  the 
report  of  the  majority  of  the  Special  Commission 
that  went  into  the  question  last  summer,  and 
carrying  out  the  recommendations  of  the  senator 
from  Waltham  and  the  representatives  from 
Chelsea  and  New  Bedford,  as  to  the  manner  and 
mease  by  which  traffic  will  be  regulated  in  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  so  far  as  taxicabs 
are  concerned.  I  have  every  regard  for  gentlemen 
who  represent  out-of-town  constituencies  in  the 
Legislature,  but,  unfortunately,  perhaps,  I  am 
one  of  those  who  still  feel  that  the  City  of  Boston 
should  have  something  to  say  in  reference  to  the 
way  in  which  its  own  affairs  are  handled.  Even 
though  perhaps  in  state  politics  I  belong  to  the 
majority  party  which  is  largely  responsible  for 
taking  home  rule  from  Boston,  yet  it  strikes  me  as 
most  peculiar  that  this  city  should  be  the  one  city 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  if  I  am 
correctly  informed,  which  is  not  given  a  large 
measure  of  home  rule.  I  believe  it  is  the  one  city 
which  has  its  building  ordinance  and  building 
regulations  controlled  by  state  statute,  that  it  is 
the  only  city  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts  that 
lias  its  police  department  run  for  it  by  the  state, 
with  doubtful  success;  and  now,  they  are  proposing 
to  take  charge  of  the  taxicab  situation  here,  allow- 
ing outsiders  —  with  all  due  respect  to  representa- 
tives who  reside  in  Waltham,  New  Bedford  or  else- 
where, to  tell  us  whether  we  can  have  public  or 
private  stands  on  the  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  how  many  of  them.  I  understand  that  the 
Senate  Bill,  which  lias  gone  to  a  second  reading, 
provides  that  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
be  automatically  restricted  to  3,000  in  number. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  Senate  Bill  carries  the 
entire  situation  to  a  ridiculous  extent,  not  only 
telling  us  whether  we  shall  have  private  or  public 
stands,  but  telling  us  how  many  taxicabs  we  can 
have  at  stands  in  the  City  of  Boston.  For  that 
reason,  I  would  like  to  see  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
City  Council,  first  in  opposition  to  the  Senate 
Bill,  which  has  at  last  reached  a  second  reading, 
and  second,  I  believe,  and  in  this  I  am  supported 
by  Representative  Finnegan  and  also  by  former 
Councilor  and  present  Senator  Parkman,  that  the 
matter  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Traffic 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  not  the 
Police  Commissioner.  I  believe  it  should  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  City  of  Boston  official  and  not  in 
the  hands  of  one  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  the 
Governor  or  anybody  else.  I  feel  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  properly  handle  its  own  police,  and 
it  seems  to  me  high  time  that  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  should  realize  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  no  longer  wearing  short  pants.

SECTIONS  OF  ADDITIONAL  WIDTH,  EAST 
BOSTON   TUNNEL. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor — in  the  actual  construction 
of  the  proposed  East  Boston  Tunnel, — be,  and  said 
Commission  hereby  is,   requested   to   provide  for 
sections  of  additional  tunnel  width  substantially 
every  500  feet  to  allow  an  approximately  regular 
flow  of  traffic  through  the  proposed  tunnel  even  in 
cases  of  tie-up  or  accident. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  this  may  seem 
like  rushing  the  mourners,  or  participating  in  a 
funeral  ceremony,  to  again  pass  an  order  in  regard 
to  the  now  famous  but  long  delayed  East  Boston 
Tunnel.  Whatever  disposition  may  have  been 
made  of  the  matter  last  week,  however,  it  seems  to 
me  that  at  least  the  proper  width  of  the  tunnel  is  a 
matter  that  can  very  well  come  up  and  be  provided 
for  at  this  time,  as  a  matter  of  proper  care  of 
traffic  conditions  in  connection  with  the  tunnel. 
Therefore,  I  am  making  this  one  last  effort.  I  do 
not  feel  that  it  is  too  late,  because  last  June,  when 
we  were  called  upon  to  accept  the  tunnel  act,  and 
last  fall,  when  we  were  told  by  the  former  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  that  once  signed  the  plans  could  not 
be  changed  again,  nevertheless,  there  followed  in 
last  November  a  hearing  upon  it  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  at  the  State  House,  who  sent 
down  to  us  notice  of  the  hearing  on  November  29. 
If  that  could  be  done  after  the  plans  had  been 
signed,  it  occurs  to  me  that  it  still  is  not  too  late  to 
urge  that  the  new  plans  shall  contain  a  provision 
for  proper  width  of  the  tunnel  between  curbs.  We 
all  remember  what  Colonel  Sullivan  said  last  year 
in  regard  to  the  proper  width  of  such  a  tunnel  to 
carry  traffic,  and  we  all  know  Colonel  Sullivan's 
reputation  as  an  expert  and  an  engineer;  and  we 
also  know  that  what  he  said  at  that  time  was  sub- 
stantiated by  Mr.  Harriman,  whose  opinion  at 
that  time  as  an  expert  must  have  amounted  to 
something.  They  both  said,  and  they  stood  only 
three  feet  away  from  him  here  when  they  said  it. 


that  the  tunnel  should  be  22  feet  in  width.  So  I 
still  urge  that  22  feet  in  width.  But  if.  we  cannot 
have  £hat  provision  in  the  tunnel — which  I  under- 
stand was  to  be  5,200  feet  in  length,  a  little  under  a 
mile,  and  is  now  to  be  5,400  feet  in  length,  some- 
thing over"  a  mile, — we  should  at  least  make  a  pro- 
vision that  in  every  500  feet  or  so  an  arrangement 
may  be  so  that  if  there  is  a  blockage,  a  breakdown 
of  a  vehicle,  there  will  be  some  way  to  take  it  out, 
and  that  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  which  may  break 
down  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  East  Boston, 
may  not  have  to  wait  until  he  grows  old  for  the 
traffic  jam  to  be  cleared.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council,  requesting  information  whether  the 
United  States  Navy  planes  and  the  planes  of  the 
Naval  Air  Station  at  Squantum  are  allowed  the  use 
of  the  East  Boston  Airport,  etc. 

The  navy  has  the  use  of  the  airport  as  far  as  is 
consistent  with  safety.  The  use  of  the  airport  is 
increasing  and  conditions  arise  when  it  would  be 
unwise  for  student  aviators  to  practice  landings. 
I  desire  to  say  that  this  department  is  the  best 
judge  of  when  it  is  safe  for  the  naval  authorities 
to  use  the  field.

Sir, — In  connection  with  attached  communica- 
tion from  W.  J.  Doyle,  City  Clerk,  concerning  the 
installing  of  a  Bpotlight  for  the  traffic  officer  at 
Commonwealth  avenue  and  Gorham  street  as 
recommended  by  Councilor  Hein  of  Ward  21,  I 
respectfully  report  that  we  formerly  had  a  spot- 
light at  this  location  which  was  installed  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  the  traffic  officer  and  for 
the  guidance  of  operators  of  motor  vehicles  and 
for  the  pedestrians,  but  this  spotlight  was  so  little 
used,  in  accordance  with  the  meter  readings,  that 
the  Traffic  Commission  took  out  this  spotlight  and, 
on  our  recommendation,  installed  the  same  at 
Washington  street  and  Commonwealth  avenue 
where  such  a  light  was  badly  needed. 

At  the  present  time  Division  14  covers  the 
location  at  Gorham  street  from  7.30  to  8.15  p.  m. 
and  from  10.15  to  11  p.  m.  each  night  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  going  to  and  coming  from 
the  Capitol  Theater. 

It  is  a  dangerous  spot  for  both  the  officer  and 
the  public  and  I  so  stated  when  this  spotlight  was 
originally  installed  at  this  location,  and  I  respect- 
fully recommend  that  this  matter  be  forwarded 
to  the  Traffic  Commissioner  for  his  consideration 
and  I  approve  of  the  installation.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  order  as  made 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  city,  which  was  passed 
March  3,  1930,  a  copy  of  which  order  I  hereto 
annex,  I  herewith  submit  my  advice  to  the  Special 
City  Council  Committee  on  taxi  stands  with 
reference  to  the  questions  propounded  in  the  order: 

(1.)  Taxicab  locations  now  granted  are  granted 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  under  Rule  58  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Police  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  year  1927,  which  is 
made  by  virtue  of  the  authority  contained  in 
chapter  244  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1878,  in  chap- 
ter 323  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1885,  and  in  chap- 
ter 291  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1906,  and  section  4 
of  said  Rule  58,  which  is  particularly  applicable,  is 
as  follows: 

"The  police  commissioner  may  assign  to  any 
person  or  corporation  licensed  to  set  up  and  use  a 
hackney  carriage,  a  place  as  a  special  stand  for 
such  licensed  hackney  carriage,  and  the  owner  of 
more  than  one  licensed  hackney  carriage  may 
keep  any  of  his  licensed  hackney  carriages  on  a 
stand  assigned  to  him,  but  not  exceeding  at  any 
time  the  number  specified  for  each  place.  No 
such  special  stand  shall  be  assigned  or  granted  to 
any  person  who  is  not  the  owner  of  such  licensed 
hackney  carriage.  Permits  for  special  stands  will 
be  issued  as  distinct  from  licenses  of  owners  or 
drivers  and  may  be  revoked,  suspended  or  trans- 
ferred without  affecting  the  validity  of  such 
licenses." 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  charging  of  a 
rental  or  fee  for  such  stand. 

(2.)  The  legal  authority  for  the  granting  of  a 
taxi-cab  stand  on  a  public  street  in  the  City  of 
Boston  is  vested  at  the  present  time  in  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  not  in  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners. 

(3.)  The  Police  Commissioner  has  the  authority 
to  grant  a  license  for  a  taxicab  stand  on  any  public 
street  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  244  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1878, 
and  as  further  provided  by  chapter  323  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1885  and  by  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1906.  These  acts  give  the  Police  Com- 
missioner power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  as 
regards  licenses  and  stands  for  taxicabs,  and  Rule  58 
above  quoted  has  been  legally  passed  by  the  Police 
Commissioner. 

(4.)  The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  has  no 
authority  to  grant  a  license  for  a  taxicab  stand  in 
any  public  street  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

(50  The  owners  or  lessees  of  hotel  buildings  in 
the  City  of  Boston  have  no  authority  by  such 
ordinance  or  act  of  the  Legislature  to  charge  rentals 
or  fees  for  the  use  of  adjacent  city  streets  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

(6.)  See  answer  to  the  first  question  propounded 
in  the  order. 

(7.)  The  authority  to  grant  licenses  for  taxicab 
stands  is  vested  in  the  Police  Commissioner  and 
if  he  acts  in  good  faith  he  has  a  right  to  grant  ex- 
clusive stands  at  such  locations  to  particular  indi- 
viduals or  corporations. 

(8.)  (a.)  So  far  as  Question  8  is  concerned,  if 
it  relates  to  taxicab  stands  being  licensed  by  the 
Police  Commissioner,  he  has  a  right  to  restrict 
the  parking  of  automobiles  in  any  part  of  any 
public  street.  If  it  relates  to  motor  vehicles  other 
than  for  taxicab  stands,  that  authority  is  vested 
in  the  Traffic  Commission. 

(b.)  If  your  question  relates  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  any  public  way  for  a  taxicab  stand,  the 
Police  Commissioner  has  the  right  to  grant  a 
license  for  such  stand,  but  there  is  no  authority 
in  law  for  the  owner  of  property  immediately 
adjacent  to  charge  a  fee  or  rental  for  such  purpose. 

(9.)  The  answer  to  (a),  (6)  and  (c)  is  that  the 
procedure  to  which  you  refer  it  is  possible  to  pre- 
vent by  the  passage  of  appropriate  legislation. 

(10)  and  (11.)  In  connection  with  Questions 
(10)  and  (11)  I  refer  you  to  my  answer  to  Question 
(1),  which  is  my  answer  to  (10)  and  (11). 

The  powers  of  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston  as  to  the  suspension  and  revocation  of 
licenses  granted  to  drive  hackney  carriages  was 
treated  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Raf- 
ferty  v.  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  in  259 
Mass.,  page  145.  The  question  of  the  licensing 
of  taxicab  stands  in  public  highways  was  trrated 
in  the  case  of  Morley  v.  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  261  Mass.,  page 
269,  and  at  page  276  it  was  said: 


"The  right  to  engage  in  the  business  of  carrying 
people  for  hire  upon  public  ways  is  subject  to 
reasonable  control.  The  police  commissioner  had 
authority  to  make  rules  and  regulations  concern- 
ing this  business.  The  power  to  regulate  the 
business  gives  the  power  to  require  those  engaged 
in  it  to  be  licensed.  .  .  .  The  holder  takes  it 
subject  to  the  right  of  suspension  and  revocation 
authorized  by  statute,  and  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  and  to  the  express  conditions  made 
a  part  of  the  license.  .  .  .  The  designation 
of  stands  for  carriages  licensed  to  transport  pas- 
sengers for  hire  would  be  a  useless  ceremony  unless 
thedriver3  were  required  to  operate  from  the  stands 
designated.  .  .  .  The  designation  of  stands 
and  the  requirement  that  licensees  maintain  ser- 
vice at  them  are  justified  for  reasons  based  on  the 
public  welfare  and  convenience."

His  name  will  be  one  to  conjure  with  to  genera- 
tions yet  unborn  as  typifying  the  advantages  that 
come  to  all  through  a  properly  directed  interest 
in  athletics. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  while  I  might 
agree  with  everything  that  has  been  said  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  with  reference  to  the  par- 
ticular person  in  question,  I  cannot  for  the  life  of 
me  see  how  any  of  us,  even  including  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18,  can  in  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
vote  to  name  a  street  in  a  certain  section  of  this 
city  after  one  who  is  a  nonresident.  We  have 
men  in  our  city  who  are  just  as  mighty  in  their 
particular  lines  and  whose  memory  would  be  just 
as  deserving  of  being  kept  alive,  men  of  high: 
character  and  accomplishment  who  are  citizens 
of  Boston.  While  we  all  honor  this  wonderful 
athlete  who  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  win  a 
number  of  Marathon  races  conducted  by  an  asso- 
ciation in  Boston,  and  while  we  feel  proud  of 
his  accomplishments,  there  are  thousands  and 
thousands  of  young  boys  throughout  the  entire 
country  today  who  cherish  the  name  of  Babe  Ruth 
or  the  name  of  Honus  Wagner  and  other  athletes 
of  the  present  and  previous  days.  But  to  name 
streets  in  different  sections  of  Boston  after  these 
men,  because  of  their  wonderful  athletic  ability, 
would,  in  my  opinion,  establish  the  sort  of  prece- 
dent for  which  we  might  be  sorry  at  some  future 
time.  I  hope  the  order  introduced  by  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  18  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  I  also  want  to 
take  issue  on  this  matter,  although  from  a  different 
angle  entirely.  The  councilor  from  Dorchester 
makes  the  statement  that  this  man  is  a  nonresi- 
dent, and  that  is  the  reason  he  gives  why  we  should 
not  vote  to  name  a  street  after  him.  But  we  have 
Washington  street  and  Franklin  street,  and  Wash- 
ington and  Pranklin  were  not  residents  of  this 
city,  either.  So  that  is  not  entirely  the  angle 
from  which  we  should  look  at  this  question.  But 
I  am  opposed  to  the  naming  of  any  street  or  public 
building  after  a  man  who  is  still  living.  The  cus- 
tom in  the  past  has  been  to  name  public  buildings 
and  streets  after  notable  men  who  have  some 
great  accomplishment  to  their  credit  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  publio  or  of  humanity,  but  it  has  been 
as  a  tribute  to  their  memories  after  they  have 
passed  away.  To  name  a  street,  as  is  here  pro- 
posed, after  a  man  who  is  still  living,  I  think  is 
a  very  bad  precedent  for  the  Council  to  establish, 
and  in  my  opinion,  therefore,  this  measure  ought 
to  be  defeated. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  sitting  in  this 
Council  as  the  representative  of  the  district  in 
which  Exeter  street  and  Blagden  street  are  located, 
I  was  somewhat  surprised  when  the  order  which  has 
just  been  introduced  by  the  councilor  from  Ward 
18  was  read:  I  want  to  inform  him,  through  you, 
sir,  that  we  have  plenty  of  traditions  worthy  of 
commemoration  in  the  names  Exeter  and  Blagden ; 
and  if  there  are  any  memorials  desired  for  this  or 
other  athletes,  I  would  suggest  to  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18,  having  in  mind  the  286  unaccepted 
streets  in  his  ward,  that  he  pick  on  his  own  ward. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  answering 
my  colleague  from  Dorchester  as  to  the  naming 
of  a  street  after  a  person  who  is  living,  I  might 
simply  say  that  we  have  the  great  Father  Cummins 
Highway  that  goes  through  the  West  Roxbury 
section  to  Mattapan,  named  after  one  of  the  great- 
est living  men  in  Boston  today,  the  Reverend  John 
Cummins.  I  might  also  say  that  Dewey  square 
was  named  before  Admiral  Dewey  died,  and  that 
other  streets  in  this  city  have  been  named  after 
living  heroes  of  the  World  War.  We  have  also 
in  my  district  a  court  named  Arbuckle  court,  after 


a  living  family.  Now,  Mr.  President,  here  is  a 
splendid  type  of  man,  a  fine,  clean  athlete,  a  man 
deserving  of  high  honor  in  any  community.  He 
lives  near  this  city  and  has  been  associated  with 
it  in  his  career.  Certainly  we  have  in  Clarence 
DeMar  an  exponent  and  exemplar  of  high  virtues 
and  abilities,  whom  we  may  well  honor  in  this  way. 
It  is  simply  a  matter  of  naming  a  short  section 
of  the  street,  about  200  feet  in  length,  as  a  memo- 
rial to  his  achievements;  as  a  monument  to  a  man 
who  has  done  something  that  no  other  man  has 
ever  done.  Let  me  say  to  the  gentleman  from 
the  Back  Bay,  who  represents  the  district  in  which 
this  street  lies,  that  to  my  mind  we  are  not  only 
honoring  the  man  but  honoring  the  district  by 
paying  to  Clarence  DeMar  this  tribute.  And  so 
I  feel  that  we  may  well  recognize  Clarence  DeMar's 
athletic  prowess  in  this  way.  His  fame  knows  no 
ward  lines;  it  virtually  envisages  America. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want  to 
lengthen  this  debate,  but,  in  order  that  the  records 
may  be  right,  I  wish  to  say  just  a  word.  I  claim 
some  of  the  credit  for  the  naming  of  a  road  in 
honor  of  Monsignor  Supple  while  he  was  still  alive, 
and  I  offer  no  apology  for  that.  Had  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  18  been  listening  to  the  partici- 
pants in  the  present  debate  he  would  have  noticed 
that  it  was  not  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun- 
cilor Ruby)  who  stated  that  he  was  not  in  favor 
of  naming  streets  in  honor  of  living  persons.  The 
councilor  from  Ward  14  made  no  such  statement 
during  the  progress  of  this  debate. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  never  stated 
that  it  was  the  councilor  from  Ward  14.  I  believe 
the  stenographic  record  will  show  that  I  referred 
to  the  councilor  from  Dorchester,  not  designating 
any  particular  councilor. 

Coun.  RUBY — The  councilor  who  made  that 
statement  is  from  Roxbury. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  might  I 
answer  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Councilor 
Norton)  by  saying  that  we  of  our  district,  including 
myself,  feel  that  we  owe  no  apology  to  him  or 
anybody  else  for  naming  the  highway  running 
from  Roslindale  to  Mattapan  after  the  greatest 
living  man  in  our  district,  Father  Cummins. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  bv  President 
LYNCH  at  4.49  p.  m. 


REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
CONSTABLES. 

Coun.  WILSON,  for  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stables, submitted  the  following  report: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Constables  appointed 
to  report  for  appropriate  action  the  proposed 
confirmation  of  a  list  of  fifty-three  constables 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  connected  with  official 
positions  and  to  serve  without  bonds, — hereinafter 
referred  to  as  List  1, — as  well  as  219  constables  of 
the  City  of  Boston  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as 
authorized  to  serve  civil  process  upon  filing  of 
bonds  for  the  year  commencing  May  1,  1930,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  List  2,  reports  as  follows: 

In  accordance  with  vote  of  the  City  Council  on 
April  14,  1930,  each  of  the  219  constables  included 
in  List  2  was  forwarded  a  copy  of  twenty-five  in- 
quiries with  reference  to  the  qualifications  of  each, 
the  answers  to  such  inquiries  to  be  subscribed  and 
sworn  to  by  each  applicant.  Each  of  the  219  were 
in  addition  requested  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Special  Committee  called  for  Thursday,  April  24, 
at  1  p.  in.  and  your  committee  sat  on  that  day 
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until  5.40  p.   m.t  interviewing,  without  exception, 
every  applicant  who  appeared. 

The  committee  might  state  that  the  names  com" 
prising  List  1  in  the  year  1927  numbered  thirty- 
one,  in  1928  numbered  thirty,  in  1929  numbered 
thirty-five,  and  this  year  numbers  fifty-three. 
Out  of  twenty-five  new  men  added  to  List  1  since 
1929  only  two  appear  to  have  served  in  any 
capacity  as  a  constable  in  the  City  of  Boston  dur- 
ing the  past  four  years,  and  it  may  therefore  be 
advisable  that  your  committee  interview  the 
twenty-three  new  and  presumably  inexperienced 
appointees. 

The  committee  would  further  point,  out  that  in 
1927,  when  the  first  Special  Committee  on  Con- 
stables in  the  new  City  Council  of  twenty-two 
members  first  held  hearings,  prior  to  actual  con- 
firmation of  such  appointments  there  were  205 
applicants  on  the  list.  The  Special  Committee 
then  as  now  found  a  large  majority  of  our  con- 
stables courteous,  well  qualified  and  experienced, — 
men  rightly  depended  upon  to  serve  civil  process 
as  officers  of  the  law  with  all  due  regard  for  the  indi- 
vidual rights  of  citizens  of  our  city  under  the  law 
but  the  committee  then  and  now  has  felt  that  the 
list  of  constables  should  not  be  passed  annually  in 
any  purely  perfunctory  manner.  The  real  interest 
of  the  public  suggests  the  advisability  of  some  real 
examination  into  the  personal  qualifications  of 
these  public  officials  and  at  least  a  well-defined 
opportunity  for  the  citizens  of  the  city  annually  to 
lay  before  this  body  any  merited  complaints 
against  such  constables  as  may  appear  clearly  to 
have  abused  the  power  of  their  office. 
.  It  appears  that  the  public  at  large  is  not  cog- 
nizant of  its  right  to  complain  at  any  time  to  the 
office  of  the  Mayor  with  reference  to  an  unfit  con- 
stable and  therefore  the  annual  confirmation  of 
the  Mayor's  reappointments  is  a  most  convenient 
and  appropriate  time  periodically  to  take  stock. 

It  is  the  earnest  belief  of  certain  members  of 
your  committee  that  a  more  general  restriction  in 
the  number  of  constables  for  the  City  of  Boston 
and  more  stringent  requirements  of  appointment 
would  enure  not  only  to  the  welfare  of  the  general 
public  but  also  prove  of  distinct  benefit  to  the 
scores  of  experienced  and  competent  constables 
who  are  admittedly  a  credit  to  the  office. 

One  apparent  effect  of  an  annual  check-up  may 
be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  names  on  List 
2  in  1927  numbered  205,  but  in  1928  only  166,  and 
in  1929  only  174,  although  this  year  the  number 
has  increased  to  219.  Although  sixty-four  of  the 
present  number  have  served  continuously  in  the 
capacity  of  constable  for  five  years  or  more, — 
twenty-nine  of  the  men  having  served  for  ten  5  ears 
or  more,  and  one  man  sixty  years, — and  although 
six  more  hold  regular  city  positions, — a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  list  is  composed  of  comparatively 
new  men  with  little  if  any  experience,  and  many 
of  them  obviously  hoping  for  city  employment  only. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  out  of  the  entire  219  a 
total  of  sixty-eight  failed  to  appear  in  person  or 
file  sworn  answers  to  the  Council  written  inquiry 
as  to  their  qualifications,  if  any,  we  are  inclined 
to  believe  that  the  requirement  of  a  detailed  sworn 
statement  has  automatically  weeded  out  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  undesirables. 

The  committee  was  also  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  serious  complaints  in  general  were  this  year 
far  less  numerous  than  usual  and  it  is  therefore 
reasonable  to  believe  that  the  adopted  custom  of 
an  annual  check-up  during  each  of  the  past  four 
years  has  resulted  first  in  a  general  reduction  of 
the  number  of  persistent  offenders,  and  second  has 
resulted  in  more  consistently  careful  conduct  on 
the  part  of  those  remaining  constables  who  expect 
to  continue  an  uninterrupted  career. 

In  view  of  the  earnest  endeavor  on  the  part  of 
your  committee  to  prove  of  some  real  value,  the 
committee  fully  relies  on  the  support  of  the  Council 
membership.  Names  on  either  list  not  reported 
today  for  confirmation  include  the  names  of  those 
not  yet  interviewed  by  the  committee,  the  names 
of  those  from  whom  no  reply  has  been  received, 
the  names  of  men  of  no  experience  or  of  doubtful 
qualifications,  and  finally  the  names  of  such  men 
as  should  be  heard  further  with  reference  to  com- 
plaints made. 

The  committee  noted  numerous  instances 
where  the  address  given  on  sworn  answers  to  the 
City  Council  questionnaire  failed  to  agree  with 
the  address  available  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk 
as  late  as  April  13.  The  correct  address  of  every 
constable  of  the  City  of  Boston  should,  of  course, 
be  constantly  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk 
and  any  failure  on  the  part  of  a  duly  appointed 


bonded  constable  to  promptly  advise  the  City 
Clerk  of  any  change  of  address  should  be  ground 
for  severe  criticism  and  appropriate  action. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  it  be  not 
discharged  at  this  time  but  that  it  may  be  per- 
mitted further  in  behalf  of  the  Council  to  con- 
sider names  not  reported  for  confirmation  at  this 
time  as  well  as  such  other  and  further  constable 
appointments  as  may  be  made  during  the  balance 
of  the  year  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Council. 
The  committee  respectfully  recommends  con- 
firmation of  the  thirty  names  on  List  1  and  the 
119  names  on  List  2  underlined  in  the  copy  of  City 
Document  47  of  1930  attached  hereto.  In  short, 
confirmation  is  recommended  at  this  time  for 
thirty  out  of  fifty-three  appointees  to  serve  with- 
out bond  and  for  119  out  of  219  appointees  for 
service  of  civil  process  upon  filing  bonds.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  Council,  I  would  like  to  state  in  addition, 
in  reference  to  this  report,  that  it  is  the  desire  of 
this  committee  to  continue  its  work  in  this  matter, 
and  in  doing  so  to  be  of  some  help  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  We  have  tried,  and  shall  continue  to 
try,  to  weed  out  the  undesirable  constables  in  this 
city,  of  which  there  are  many.  Neither  the  chair- 
man nor  any  other  member  of  the  committee  holds 
any  brief  for  or  against  any  of  the  individuals  in 
the  list  of  constables,  personally.  A  number  of 
these  men  serve  writs  and  are  identified  in  various 
ways  with  our  own  wards,  that  applying  also  to 
the  ward  I  represent.  We  have  played  no  favor- 
ites. The  reason  why  a  man's  name  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  list  of  today  simply  means  that 
it  is  not  reported  this  week.  It  may  be  reported 
among  the  names  of  next  week.  We  have  not 
finished  our  work.  We  had  an  extended  hearing 
last  week  and  went  as  far  as  we  could,  but  were 
not  able  to  go  into  all  the  detail  that  we  expect 
to  go  into  or  pick  out  all  the  names  that  we  think 
should  be  favorably  acted  upon,  because  we  have 
not  had  sufficient  time;  and  the  reason  why  many 
names  were  not  selected  for  favorable  action  at 
this  time  is  because  in  many  cases  the  men,  who 
were  invited  to  appear  before  us,  did  not  come  or 
did  not  send  a  response  to  the  notice  that  they 
received.  Our  examination  is  to  be  continued, 
however,  and  the  men  are  to  be  given  every  proper 
opportunity.  So  the  fact  that  a  particular  name 
does  not  appear  here  today  does  not  mean  at  all 
that  it  is  to  be  ultimately  held  up.  Perhaps  it 
might  be  well  for  me  to  read  the  names  on  the 
list  which  we  at  the  present  meeting  report  favor- 
ably upon.  First,  on  pages  2  and  3,  we  have 
constables  connected  with  official  positions  and 
who  serve  without  bonds,  as  follows:  John  A.

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  just  one  question? 
Did  I  understand  him  to  read  the  name  of  Thomas 
C.  Carr,  near  the  bottom  of  page  4,  and  of  Edmund 
C.  Grady,  at  the  top  of  page  6? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  glad 
to  answer  that  question.  As  I  stated  before,  we 
have  not  reported  at  this  time  on  the  names  of 
those  who  did  not  present  themselves  or  who  did 
not  report  back  to  us  at  our  meeting.  There  are 
some  such  against  whom  there  is  no  legitimate 
ground  of  criticism,  and  whose  names  will  be 
considered  later,  as  well  as  some  against  whom 
there  are  complaints,  and  rather  serious  com- 
plaints. But  this  list  is  not  at  all  conclusive.  We 
intend  to  act  and  to  report  further.  However,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  answer  the  councilor  as  to  some 
particular  name,  except  it  be  a  case  where  it  might 
not  be  pleasant  to  the  applicant  to  do  so.  What 
are  the  names  you  refer  to? 

Coun.  DONOVAN — These  are  constables 
attached  to  the  East  Boston  Court — Mr.  Carr 
and  Mr.  Grady,  and  they  were  not  able  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  court  was  in  session. 

Coun.  WILSON — We  have  reported  Thomas 
C.  Carr,  on  page  4.  I  would  say,  however,  that 
there  are  two  Gradys,  and  that  there  was  some 
question  of  a  complaint  against  one  or  the  other 
of  the  Gradvs.  It  probably  was  not  the  court 
officer,  but  the  initials  were  not  furnished  to  the 
committee. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  confirmation  of  the  constables  whose  names 
were  read  above  by  Coun.  Wilson.

STANDEES   IN   BUSES. 

Coun.  MAHONEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  a  report  on  the  ordinance 
(referred  March  31)  relative  to  passengers  on 
jitneys — recommending  reference  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  ordinance  was  recommitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  I  might  say, 
as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  lint  1 


would  like  to  ask  a  recess  of  five  minutes  so  tha  t 
we  may  have  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  on  this  matter  and  be  able  to  take 
some  action  on  it  today. 

The  Council  voted  at  5.07  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  MAHONEY,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  at  5.21  p.  m. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  con- 
cerning passengers  on  jitneys  (recommitted  today) 
— that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  three  weeks  ago 
the  representatives  of  the  Carmen's  Union  were 
extended  the  privilege  of  talking  before  our  honor- 
able body  on  this  particular  question.  At  that 
time  they  told  us  that  they  were  firmly  against 
and  that  the  employees  of  the  Elevated  were 
firmly  against  standees  in  the  Boston  Elevated 
buses.  Today  they  came  before  our  committee 
and  changed  their  story,  telling  us  that  they  are  in 
favor  of  standees.  I  wonder  why  this  rapid 
change  of  mind?  They  further  stated,  under 
examination  by  myself,  that  at  the  meeting  at 
which  they  changed  their  minds,  the  meeting  after 
the  first  meeting,  there  were  350  employees  present 
out  of  a  total  of  6,600  employees,  and  that  312  of 
the  350  voted  in  favor  of  standees — in  other  words, 
312  for  and  38  against.  But  350  members  out  of 
0,600  were  present  at  that  meeting.  I  have 
sounded  out  the  opinion  of  many  car  riders  in  my 
ward,  and  I  find  it  three  to  one  against  allowing 
standees.  Further,  I  have  sounded  out  the  feeling 
among  employees  of  the  Elevated  in  my  district, 
and  I  find  it  ten  to  one  against  standees.  Now, 
gentlemen,  the  Elevated  has  agreed,  according  to 
the  representatives  of  the  Carmen's  Union,  not  to 
lay  off  any  of  the  men  if  standees  are  allowed.  We 
all  know  that  if  standees  are  allowed  in  the  Boston 
Elevated  buses  men  are  going  to  be  laid  off.  I 
asked,  in  the  committee  room,  the  legal  adviser  of 
the  trustees,  Mr.  Muleahy,  if  he  did  not  think  it 
was  illegal  to  make  an  agreement  of  that  kind, 
that  they  would  not  lay  off  men  employed  on  the 
Boston  Elevated  if  this  ordinance  was  passed. 
He  dodged  the  issue.  Now,  I  am  informea,  that 
any  agreement  to  employ  a  man  is  illegal  and  can- 
not be  enforced  by  law;  and  yet  these  men,  repre- 
senting 350  out  of  6,600,  are  coming  here  today 
and  changing  their  minds,  for  reasons  best  known 
to  themselves,  and  voting  that  people  of  my  dis- 
trict and  other  districts  be  compelled  to  stand, 
instead  of  being  given  a  seat  for  10  cents.  I  am 
firmly  against  it,  and  I  want  the  body,  when  it  is 
recorded,  to  have  these  facts  in  mind. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  there  has  been 
a  good  deal  said  about  what  the  attitude  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Carmen's  Union  is,  one  way  or 
the  other.  With  all  due  respect  to  the  organiza- 
tion, I  am  not  primarily  interested  in  what  their 
vote  may  have  been  three  weeks  ago  and  what  it 
is  today,  or  w  hat  it  will  be  next  week,  if  they  have 
another  chance  to  vote.  The  thing  that  deter- 
mines my  position  in  the  matter  is  the  attitude  of 
the  car  riders  of  the  district  I  represent.  On 
March  10  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  reported 
back  "Ought  to  pass"  on  this  ordinance.  I  ap- 
preciate very  much  the  attitude  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  in  allowing  the 
matter  to  go  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  give 
me  an  opportunity  to  follow  the  custom  I  have 
usually  followed  in  matters  of  this  kind  of  en- 
deavoring to  find  out  the  attitude  of  the  people  in 
my  ward  who  are  affected  by  this  particular 
measure.  The  sentiment  of  the  people  f  represent 
is  what  governs  me.  Taking  advantage  of  the 
time  given  me,  I  sent  out  3,000  postcards,  one  to 
each  voting  family  in  the  district  that  would  be 
affected  by  the  bus  lines,  taken  from  the  voting 
list,  reading  as  follows: 

"Three  years  ago,  as  your  city  councilor,  I 
voted  against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  pro- 
posed by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  to  permit 
jitney  buses  to  carry  standees.  I  felt  that  it  was 
unsafe  to  allow  passengers  to  stand  with  heads  a 
few  inches  from  the  roof,  on  rough  surface  streets, 
and  that  majority  sentiment  in  Dorchester  favored 
even  delay  in  preference  t"  a  trip  standing  up. 
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"The  Elevated  has  now  reintroduced  the  ordi- 
nance, claiming  first  that  the  newer  and  larger 
buses  will  safely  permit  20  per  cent  of  the  passen- 
gers to  stand;  and  second  that  the  great  majority 
of  car  riders  in  rush  hours  prefer  standing  in  a  bus 
to  standing  in  the  rain  waiting  for  a  bus.  A 
Council  Committee  reported  'ought  to  pass,'  but 
at  my  request  the  question  was  tabled  until  1 
could  find  out,  for  myself,  the  sentiment  of  Ward  17 
car  riders. 

"There  is  no  possibility  of  additional  buses,  or 
much  improved  service,  for  some  time  to  come. 
Therefore  the  present  issue  is  whether,  with  the 
present  service,  you  favor  allowing  buses  to  stop 
and  take  on  additional  passengers  after  all  seats 
are  occupied. 

"Do  YOU  favor  allowing  a  limited  number  of 
standee  bus  passengers? 

"If  you  want  me  to  know  YOUR  preference, 
write  'yes'  or  'no'  on  an  ordinary  postcard,  sign 
your  name  and  address,  and  mail  the  card  at  once 
to: 

City  Councillor  Robert  Gardiner  Wilson,  Jr. 
44  Kenwood  Street,  Dorchester,  Mass." 

I  regret  to  state  that,  although  3,000  of  those 
cards  were  sent  out  at  my  expense, — for  the  cards, 
the  printing  and  addressing,  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict— like  the  people  of  every  district,  were  so 
disinterested  that  94  per  cent  made  no  reply  what- 
soever. I  did  receive  replies  from  approximately 
6  per  cent,  and,  for  the  benefit  of  other  members 
of  the  Council  who  may  have  similar  situations  in 
their  own  wards,  I  would  say  that,  taking  the 
responses,  108  families  were  against  the  proposed 
change  in  the  ordinance,  and  47  in  favor.  Many 
of  the  cards  had  more  than  one  name,  so  that  the 
votes  read,  141  opposed  and  65  in  favor.  In  other 
words,  although  I  received  only  6  per  cent  of 
replies,  I  did  get  a  cross  section  of  the  sentiment 
of  the  ward  which  apparently  was  somewhere  near 
two  to  one  against  the  change  in  the  ordinance, 
i  will  admit,  in  order  to  be  fair,  that  in  many 
instances  I  received  cards  from  adjoining  houses, 
some  voting  for  and  some  against  on  the  same 
question,  and  in  one  case  I  received  a  card  from 
one  member  of  the  family  voting  one  way  and 
two  members  voting  against.  But  at  least  I 
received  a  cross  section  of  the  sentiment  of  the 
community,  which,  of  course,  will  govern  me  in 
my  vote  on  this  particular  matter.  The  responses 
I  received  were  two  to  one  against  the  proposed 
change,  although  the  bus  lines  in  my  district  do 
not  have  a  long  run.  I  am  not  at  all  governed  in 
my  vote  today  by  any  desire  of  the  Elevated 
Trustees  or  by  the  wishes  of  the  Elevated  Union 
factions  for  or  against.  As  I  have  said,  the  thing 
that  will  influence  my  attitude  on  the  question  is 
simply  the  feeling  of  the  people  of  my  district  who 
ride  in  the  cars  and  pay  the  price. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  from  the 
very  first  my  position  on  this  matter  has  been,  as 
it  will  be  today,  that,  due  to  the  effect  such  an 
ordinance  would  have  on  elimination  of  labor, 
1  am  against  it.  When  the  Boston  Elevated  Road 
in  1918  asked  for  permission  to  run  the  first  single 
man  operated  car,  with  one  motorman  and  no 
conductor  from  Spring  and  Centre  streets,  West 
Roxhury,  to  Grove  street,  it  was  said  that  that  car 
was  merely  an  experiment.  In  the  decade  that 
has  transpired  we  have  found  that  it  was  not 
merely  an  experiment,  but  represented  an  im- 
portant change  in  the  methods  of  operation  of  the 
road,  with  the  result  that  today  90  per  cent  or 
more  of  the  Elevated  cars  in  Boston  are  run  by 
one  man.  The  labor  situation  today  is  an  acute 
one.  There  are  some  who  have  studied  the  situa- 
tion who  believe  that  we  will  within  the  next  few 
months  work  out  of  the  present  unemployment 
condition.  But  I  want,  for  purposes  of  the  record, 
to  make  this  prediction,  that  for  a  long  time  we 
will  have  a  period  of  depression  in  the  matter  of 
unemployment.  For  the  last  fifteen  years  we 
have  advanced  farther  in  the  matter  of  machine 
operation,  in  manufacturing  and  otherwise,  along 
technical  lines,  than  in  all  the  world's  previous 
history;  with  the  result  that  anywhere  today, 
where  you  will  show  me  100  men  working,  I  will 
show  you  efforts  being  made  along  the  lines  of 
invention  to  eliminate  that  labor.  We  have 
45, 000, 000  people  in  America  who  are  wage 
earners,  people  who  must  earn  a  living.  Because 
of  new  problems  that  have  arisen  since  the  War, 
because  of  the  injection  of  women  into  industries 
to  an  extent  never  before  known  in  the  world's 
history,  taking  the  place  of  men,  a  new  situation 
has   arisen.     We    have    also    the    moving    picture 


theaters  going  all  over  America  every  night, 
almost  entirely  run  by  machinery,  with  the  result 
that  we  have  40,000  musicians  thrown  out  of  work. 
That  is  only  one  instance  of  many.  It  is  a  machine 
age,  with  a  continually  increasing  tendency  toward 
eliminating  the  individual.  On  our  western 
prairies  and  on  farms  all  over  this  country  ma- 
chinery has  been  introduced  to  such  an  extent 
that,  while  larger  crops  are  produced,  many  less 
men  are  employed  in  producing  them  than  were 
employed  ten  years  ago.  It  is  so  all  along  the 
line,  and  there  is  our  fundamental  difficulty  today. 
The  result  is  that  you  have  45,000,000  people  who 
must  obtain  jobs  in  order  to  make  a  living,  and 
yet  the  machinery  that  is  being  employed  has 
greatly  cut  down  their  opportunities  to  obtain 
positions.  So,  from  the  labor  standpoint,  that  is 
our  problem,  that  we  have  machines  largely  per- 
forming work  that  in  the  past  history  of  the 
world  has  been  done  by  human  man.  The  result 
of  the  activities  of  this  machine  age,  of  course, 
have  resulted  in  more  and  more  luxury  for  the 
people,  luxury  such  as  has  never  been  known 
before,  so  that  comforts  are  within  the  reach  of 
the  poor,  the  ordinary  man,  that  were  not  in 
reach  of  the  rich  formerly.  But  with  that  in- 
creased comfort  and  luxury  has  come  this  other 
result  of  great  decrease  in  opportunities  for  em- 
ployment. And  so  with  these  great  advantages 
that  have  come  to  everyday  people  from  the 
machine  age  there  has  also  come  this  great  economic 
problem, — how  are  people  going  to  find  work? 
The  professors  and  economists  tell  us  that  with 
the  new  vistas  opened  up  through  the  develop- 
ment of  new  machinery,  new  methods  of  employ- 
ment will  also  be  offered.  But  in  the  great 
transition  now  going  on  we  do  not  find  that  to 
be  the, case.  Go  over  here  and  see  the  progress 
under  the  Tomasello  contract  on  the  Strandway. 
How  many  men  will  you  find  working  over  there? 
You  will  find  a  great  steam  shovel  doing  the  work 
of  100  men.  In  every  conceivable  mechanical 
line  that  is  the  story.  Mr.  President,  the  way 
things  are  going,  how  are  men  who  are  out  of 
employment  going  to  get  work?  I  am  deeply 
interested,  my  friends,, in  this  great  unemployment 
problem.  It  is  the  great  problem  before  people 
today.  Senator  Wagner  of  New  York  haB  intro* 
duced  measures  in  the  United  States  Senate 
which  attempt  to  deal  with  this  situation.  He 
wants  Uncle  Sam  to  set  aside  sums  for  public 
works  which  may  be  spent  in  times  of  stress 
crises  of  unemployment,  along  similar  lines  to 
those  that  have  been  adopted  in  some  of  the 
European  countries,  and  is  attempting  to  deal 
with  this  menace  in  a  scientific  way.  We  have 
never  known  in  America,  Mr.  President,  how 
many  men  were  out  of  work  at  any  time.  We 
find  out  how  many  sheep  and  cows  there  are,  and 
how  many  quarts  of  milk  are  produced  each  day, 
how  many  eggs  are  laid,  all  that  sort  of  thing,  but 
we  have  never  found  out  how  many  people  were 
out  of  work.  Our  census  figures  are  now  being 
taken,  but  they  do  not  include  that  question. 
At  the  time  when  the  figures  were  being  started 
here  in  Boston,  through  the  Police  Department, 
I  asked  and  succeeded  in  having  that  question 
included,  so  far  as  Boston  was  concerned,  for  the 
first  time  in  history.  And  so,  on  April  1,  for  the 
first  time,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  we  found  out 
how  many,  male  and  female,  in  all  the  families 
of  Boston  were  out  of  work.  The  results  showed 
that  over  40,000  people  here  admitted  that  they 
were  out  of  work.  Based  on  those  figures,  I  feel 
sure  that  there  are  100,000  out  of  work  in  Boston, 
because,  in  the  case  of  the  average  man,  when  a 
policeman  comes  along  and  finds  that  John  .Tones 
is  in  a  house  and  Bays,  "John  Jones, — working?" 
John  Jones  has  a  certain  sense  of  pride.  He  does 
not  like  to  tell  the  policeman  he  is  out  of  work. 
And  so,  as  I  say,  instead  of  there  being  40,000  out 
of  work  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  am  personally 
satisfied  that  there  are  100,000  out  of  work. 
Mr.  President,  there  are  many  millions  out  of 
work  all  over  this  country  today,  and  the  situation 
is  going  to  grow  increasingly  serious,  instead  of 
better,  as  time  goes  on.  My  colleagues  in  this 
body  know  it.  You  don't  need  to  be  told  that 
there  is  an  unemployment  crisis.  You  see  the 
situation  in  all  of  your  wards,  and  it  is  a  situation 
that  is  countrywide.  And  it  is  brought  about  bv 
the  very  machinery  which,  as  I  say,  has  brought 
many  blessings,  but  which  has  also  rendered  the 
employment  of  a  large  part  of  our  population 
unnecessary.  I  venture  to  say  that  we  must  soon 
have  the  five-day  week,  as  well  as  old-age  pensions. 
Those  things  have  got  to  come,  in  order  that  we 
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may  find  a  way  out  for  our  people.  And  this 
question  that  we  have  here  before  us  today,  Mr. 
President,  has  a  very  vital  bearing  on  this  same 
matter.  By  allowing  standees  in  the  buses  it 
means,  and  must  mean,  eventually  taking  off  a 
certain  number  of  men.  It  can  ouly  mean  the 
elimination  of  labor.  That,  Mr.  President,  is  the 
great  fundamental  question  before  all  our  labor 
organizations  and  before  all  our  people,  today. 

Conn.  G KEEN— Mr.  President,  L  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  a  question. 
Before  the  Executive  Committee,  wasn't  that 
same  question  asked  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Boston  Elevated,  the  representatives  of  the 
trustees,  where  the  passing  of  this  ordinance  would 
curtail  expense  and  mean  the  discharge  of  em- 
ployees, and  didn't  the  two  representatives  of  the 
trustees  who  were  present  say  "No"  in  answer  to 
the  question?  t  believe  Councilor  Mahoney  put 
the  question  to  the  representatives  of  the  trustees. 
President  LYNCH — The  councilor  is  out  of 
order.     Councilor  Norton  has  the  floor. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  in  answer  to  my 
colleague  from  Charlestown,  Mr.  President,  I  find 
by  referring  to  the  records  ten  years  ago,  when  the 
question  of  operating  single-man  cars  out  in  West 
Koxbury  was  un,  running  to  Gove  street,  that 
the  officials  of  the  Boston  Elevated  road  in  that 
particular  case  stated  that  it  would  not  eliminate 
labor.  But  we  all  know  that  that  has  not  been 
the  result.  The  same  statement  was  made  by 
the  representatives  of  the  telephone  company 
when  the  question  of  automatic  switching  was  up, 
that  it  would  not  eliminate  the  telephone  girls. 
But  we  all  know  that  these  statements,  and  other 
such  statements,  have  been  proven  untrue.  There 
has  been  more  labor  eliminated  in  the  past  ten 
years  in  these  and  other  such  ways  than  in  any 
other  decade  in  the  world's  history.  And  so  we 
too  have  this  unemployment  problem  confronting 
us,  all  along  the  line,  and  this  is  simply  one  mani- 
festation of  it.  Of  course,  I  suppose  we  would 
hardly  expect  representatives  of  the  Elevated  road 
to  admit  that  this  sort  of  thing  will  eliminate  help. 
But  it  does,  the  same  as  all  these  devices  which 
have  that  result.  And  so  I  am  against  this  ordi- 
nance, because  it  means  eventually  laying  off  men 
at  a  time  when  we  are  confronted  by  this  acute 
unemployment  situation,  which  the  best  minds  in 
this  and  other  communities  all  over  the  United 
States  will  be  called  upon  to  help  solve. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  my  experience  in 
the  matter  of  testing  out  the  wishes  of  the  people 
of  my  district  has  been  somewhat  similar  to  that 
of  Councilor  Wilson  with  his  constituents;  only 
in  my  case  1  furnished  the  actual  bus  riders  with 
an  addressed  postal  card  upon  which  they  had  to 
simply  vote  "yes"  or  "no",  and  put  it  in  the  mail. 
As  a  result,  I  obtained  a  response  about  4  per  cent 
higher  than  that  of  Councilor  Wilson,  or  10  per  cent. 
I  stood  in  Monument  square,  Jamaica  Plain,  and 
as  the  buses  unloaded  I  passed  out  these  postal 
cards,  and  then  as  passengers  got  on  the  buses  I 
passed  out  the  cards.  The  return  on  those  postals 
was  about  ninety-four.  About  fifty-five  were  in 
favor  of  it  and  the  balance  against.  But  where 
people  are  already  standing  in  the  buses,  what 
are  you  voting  on?  The  real  question  is  not, 
whether  or  not  we  will  continue  to  stand  in  them, 
but  the  question  is,  whether  or  not  men  will  be 
laid  off.  I  was  interested  when  the  councilor 
from  Hyde  Park  brought  up  the  Spring  street- 
Grove  street  line  single-man  car  question.  I  have 
lived  in  that  section  for  twenty  years  and  am  more 
or  less  familiar  with  the  transportation  service  that 
we  have  in  West  Roxbury.  I  recall  very  definitely 
that  when  they  were  running  a  line  of  cars  over 
Spring  and  Grove  streets  to  Washington  street  we 
had  two  cars  where  today  we  have  one  bus,  and 
that  bus  runs  every  half  hour.  When  you  put  it 
up  to  them  and  say  there  should  be  more  buses, 
they  reply,  "We  can't  put  on  another  bus,  because 
it  will  not  pay."  Well,  it  doesn't  pay  because  if 
people  have  to  wait  half  an  hour  to  ride  in  one, 
they  will  walk  that  mile  in  less  than  the  half  hour. 
There  is  also  another  element  that  has  not  been 
brought  into  this  question  at  all,  and  that  is  that 
it  does  not  alone  concern  the  people  served  by 
the  buses,  but  the  people  driving  automobiles 
and  who  are  forced  to  drive  behind  these  buses. 
There  is  also  the  type  of  buses  to  be  considered. 
In  my  section  they  are  unfit  to  carry  standees. 
Therefore,  I  shall  vote  against  this  ordinance,  but 
would  make  an  amendment  that  they  may  carry 
standees  only  in  the  buses  that  are  used  for 
metropolitan  service. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  Mahoney  the  main  ques- 


tion was  ordered,  and  the  ordinance  was  declared 
rejected.  Coun.  Arnold  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  standing  vote. 

The  Council  divided,  and  the  ordinance  was 
declared  passed,  10  to  8. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  Councilor  Dowd  is  not  present  today,  and 
that  Councilor  Murray  is  not  now  in  attendance  at 
the  meeting,  I  would  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  on  the  ordinance. 

Reconsideration   was    declared    carried. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote  and  ask  for  a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
for  a  roll  call  on  that. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  prevailed,  yeas  15, 
nays  5. 

Yeas — Coun.  Bush,  Cox,  Donovan,  Englert, 
Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Green,  Kelly,  Lynch,  Mahoney, 
McGratli,  Norton,  Power,  Ruby,  Wilson — 15. 

Nays — Coun.  Arnold,  Curtis,  Gallagher,  Gleason, 
Hein — 5. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  assign- 
ment to  the  next  meeting. 

The  matter  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting.

Coun.  FITZGERALD  for  the  Committee  on 
County  Accounts,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  communcation  from  Chief  Justice 
"f  Municipal  Court  relating  to  expenditures  for 
clerical  service — recommending  passage  of  accom- 
panying order,  viz. : 

Ordered,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  the  sum 
of  $33,400  per  annum  be  allowed  for  clerical  as- 
sistance in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court  for  Civil  Business,  and  the  said  clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  to  expend  annually  the  said 
sum  for  said  purpose.

A   QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE 

Coun,  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  LYNCH — Coun.  (Ireen  asks  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement.  Proceed, 
councilor. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  honorable  body  of  which  I  have  the  proud 
pleasure  of  being  a  member,  I  know  you  are  pretty 
tired  this  afternoon  after  sitting  here  almost  four 
hours,  and  I  am  not  going  to  wear  you  out  with. 
any  lengthy  remarks.  Mr.  President,  on  my 
return  from  New  York  on  a  business  trip,  I  picked 
up  a  copy  of  one  of  the  daily  papers  here  in  which 
1  was  quoted  as  having  made  derogatory  state- 
ments about  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  the 
veterans  of  the  World  War  and  the  veterans  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  should  not, 
of  course,  Mr.  President,  dignify  who  released  that 
story  to  the  press  by  a  reply;  but  1  would  merely 
like  to  say  on  the  floor  of  this  honorable  body  that 
at  on  time  did  I  ever  make  the  statements  with 
which  I  was  charged  in  that  paper.  I  met  at  my 
home  a  committee  interested  in  the  candidacy  of  a 
gentleman  for  chief  marshal  of  the  17th  of  June 
parade,  and  when  that  committee  left  my  house 
they  shock  my  hand  and  said  I  had  been  very  fair. 
All  I  am  asking  to  be  given  the  same  space  in  the 
newspapers  tomorrow  for  my  statement  that  was 
given  to  the  statement  against  me.  That  state- 
ment merely  meant  that  peanut  politics  were  being 
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played  at  the  expense  of  the  councilor  from  the 
district  by  a  crowd  of  political  parasites.  The 
polls  are  never  closed  in  Charlestown;  they  fight 
365  days  in  the  year,  and  1  am  simply  the.  victim 
of  another  unjust  attack  by  those  men.  But  we 
have  a  little  graveyard  of  our  own  over  there  in 
Charlestown,  Mr.  President,  where  a  new  grave 
is  opened  every  year  and  we  deposit  what  remains 
of  just  the  type  of  man  who  issued  that  statement. 
I  know  how  the  veterans  feel  towards  me,  because 
they  know  that  my  every  vote  and  my  voice  and 
endeavor  at  all  times  have  been  in  behalf  of  the 
veterans,  since  I  have  been  holding  public  office. 
I  have  had  to  conduct  bitter  and  hard  political 
fights,  Mr.  President,  but  never  at  any  time  in 
the  hardest  political  fights  I  have  ever  had,  have  I 
said  one  word,  publicly  or  privately,  against  a 
veteran  of  tne  World  War,  of  the  Spanish-  American 
War,  or  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

Dear  Sir, — I  respectfully  request  that  an  addi- 
tion be  made  to  the  force  of  deputy  sealers,  owing 
to  the  urgent  demand  made  upon  us  for  service 
owing  to  ever-increasing  legislation.  I  feel  that 
in  order  to  keep  abreast  with  these  demands  that 
at  least  two  more  men  should  be  added  to  present 
force  as  soon  as  possible. 

Annually  in  the  reports  of  the  department  for 
the  past  several  years  I  have  called  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  increasing  the  number  of  deputy 


sealers.  The  eleven  deputy  sealers  now  working 
cannot  perform  the  work  which  under  existing  law 
is  demanded  of  them. 

The  attention  of  your  Honor  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  within  the  past  thirty-four  years  only  two 
have  been  added  to  the  force  of  deputy  sealers. 
Within  that  period  the  population  of  the  city  has 
increased  282,700,  that  is,  from  496,920  to  779,620, 
according  to  the  latest  state  census.  The  cities 
and  towns  of  the  metropolitan  area  have  also 
increased  in  the  same  proportion  and  as  many  of 
the  residents  of  these  surrounding  cities  and  towns 
do  a  large  part  of  their  purchasing  in  Boston,  this 
department  has  practically  the  supervision  over  the 
weighing  and  measuring  devices  of  commercial 
and  industrial  enterprises  that  cater  to  a  population 
of  approximately  1,800,000  persons. 

Therefore,  based  upon  the  aforesaid  increase  in 
population  and  the  necessarily  increased  use  of 
measuring  devices  and  the  incidental  inspectional 
work,  I  sincerely  trust  that  your  Honor  will 
consider  favorably  the  request  for  these  additional 
two  deputy  sealers  of  weights  and  measures.

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  respect- 
fully requested  to  advise  the  City  Council  forthwith 
in  detail  concerning  any  increase  or  increases  in 
fire  apparatus,  fire  equipment,  fire  stations  or  men 
during  the  past  ten  years  in  Wards  16  and  17. 

Coun.  WILSON  —  Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  that  order  so  that  we  may  obtain 
information,  and  I  hope  that  we  will  get  it  in  the 
course  of  the  next  week  or  ten  days,  a  complaint 
having  been  made  by  the  Dorchester  Board  of 
Trade  with  regard  to  the  situation  in  the  Dorchester 
district,  particularly  Wards  16  and  17,  from 
Neponset  river  over  to  Blue  Hill  avenue.  The 
point  has  been  raised  by  that  organization  that, 
despite  the  immense  increase  in  the  number  of 
houses,  families  and  buildings  in  that  district  ot 
Dorchester,  there  is  absolutely  no  improvement 
in  fire  protection  conditions.  That  may  or  may  not 
be  true,  but  it  is  my  hope  to  ascertain  what  the 
situation  really  is,  to  find  out  what  increase 
there  has  been  in  fire  houses  and  in  fire-fighting 
facilities  in  that  district,  and  also  to  obtain  the 
figures  showing  the  great  increase  in  number  of 
buildings.  Having  the  inf  rmation,  1  shall  then 
endeavor  to  call  the  attention  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  the  fact  that  that  section  of  Dorchester 
particularly  is  not  at  present  properly  protected 
against  fire,  especially  when  we  consider  that  for 
fires  in  town  or  in  other  sections  the  apparatus  from 
that  section  is  moved  in.  In  case  of  a  serious 
fire  downtown  the  River  street  and  Neponset 
engine  houses  are  called  upon,  so  that  that  section 
out  there  is  practically  left  without  protection. 

Coun.  RUBY  —  Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
councilor  from  Ward  17  it  he  would  have  any 
objection  to  including  in  that  order  as  an  amend- 
ment Wards  li,  14  and  15  of  the  Dorchester 
section,  because  I  think  the  Dorchester  Board  of 
Trade  intimated  at  the  meeting  to  which  the 
councilor  refers  that  the  entire  five  wards  of 
Dorchester  might  properly  be  considered  in 
connection  with  this.  So  I  think  they  might 
well  be  included  in  the  order. 

Coun.  WILSON  —  Mr  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  amendment  proposed  to  the  order 
by  Councilor  Ruby,  including  Wards  13,  14,  15, 
16  and  17,  taking  in  all  the  Dorchester  wards.  I 
did  not  want  to  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  other 
wards  not  represented  by  me  unless  an  intimation 
was  made  to  that  effect  by  some  oi  the  other 
councilors.     Wards   16  and   17   were  the  outlying 


wards  that  I  had  particularly  in  mind  as  being 
seriously  affected  by  the  present  situation.  But  I 
have  no  objection  to  the  proposed  amendment. 

Coun.  FISH  —  Mr.  President,  last  year  I  put  in 
an  order  raising  a  question  why  Engine  20  out  in 
that  district  should  be  called  upon  to  respond  to 
second-alarm  fires,  leaving  the  district  unprotected. 
So  I  would  certainly  like  to  have  this  matter 
looked  into  and  reported  upon,  to  see  if  it  cannot 
be  straightened  out  in  such  a  way  as  will  keep 
Engine  20  in  Neponset. 

The  amendment  suggested  by  Councilor  Ruby, 
to  include  Wards  13,  14  and  15,  was  adopted,  and 
the  order  as  amended,  covering  Wards  13,  14,  15, 
16  and  17  —  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORT  ON  CONSTABLES. 

Coun.  WILSON  — Mr.  President,  I  have  a 
business  duty  to  perform  at  this  time,  acting  for 
the  Committee  on  Constables,  to  the  extent  of 
presenting  further  names  to  the  body  for  confirma- 
tion. I  might  state  that  a  further  meeting  was 
held  on  Friday,  and  that  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mittee has  not  proved  to  be  necessarily  a  pleasant 
one,  because  there  seems  to  be  an  attitude  on  the 
part  of  some  constables  in  Boston  of  not  wishirg 
to  cooperate  with  th?  committee.  They  seem  to 
require  jacking  up.  While  our  proceeding  is 
merely  of  a  formal  and  routine  character,  they 
feem  to  entirely  disregard  any  efforts  by  us,  when 
we  are  merely  attempting  to  look  into  complaints 
and  to  hear  both  sides,  to  try  to  clear  up  the 
situation.  There  are  certain  names,  however,  on 
which  we  desire  to  report  favorably  at  this  time. 
Assuming  that  the  members  of  the  Council  still 
have  some  reliance  on  the  committee,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  for  one,  being  willing 
to  continue  only  so  long  as  there  is  a  degree  of 
confidence  in  him  and  his  committee,  we  have 
reported  favorably  upon  certain  names  of  constables 
connected  with  official  positions  and  to  serve 
without  bonds,  and  others  authorized  to  serve 
civil  process  upon  filing  bonds.  Of  the  first  — 
those  connected  with  official  positions  and  to  serve 
without  bonds  —  we  have  reported  favorably 
upon  twenty-three  names.  There  were  those 
twenty-three  names  held  up  a  week  ago  because 
the  committee  had  checked  up  on  some  constables 
in  the  last  three  or  four  years  and  these  names 
had  not  appeared.  But  we  found  upon  summon- 
ing each  of  those  men  that  they  are  now  con- 
nected with  official  positions,  to  serve  without 
bonds;  that  they  had  suffered  the  fortunes  of  war, 
unfortunately,  in  the  previous  administration, 
not  being  continued  under  it,  and  that  now  the 
pendulum  has  swung  again  and  they  ar.>  with  the 
right  administration  once  more!  The  names  are 
as  follows:  Frederick  A.  Cronin,  Barney  C.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  copies  of 
statutes  just  enacted  by  the  Legislature  author- 
izing expenditures  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  (a) 
sewerage  works,  (b)  widening  and  construction  of 
Summer  and  L  streets,  (c)  reconstruction  of  ac- 
cepted streets,  (d)  acceptance  and  construction  of 
new  streets.  All  four  of  these  acts  require  accept- 
ance by  the  City  Council  and  I  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  four  orders  providing 
for  their  acceptance. 

In  view  of  the  delay  in  obtaining  this  legislation 
and  the  lateness  of  the  season,  I  respectfully  re- 
quest that  these  acceptance  orders  be  adopted 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  While  I  hesitate 
to  urge  the  Council  to  take  hasty  action  on  such 
important  matters,  I  may  point  out  that  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  acts  in  question  merely  opens  the 
way  for  the  submission  of  the  tax  and  loan  orders 
necessary  to  meet  the  conditions  imposed  by  the 
Legislature.

VETO  OF  ANNUITY  TO  WIDOW  OF 
FRANK  H.  LASKEY.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  the  order  of  your  honorable  body  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  the  widow 
of  Frank  H.  Laskey,  late  member  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. Mr.  Frank  H.  Laskey  collapsed  and 
died  suddenly  while  visiting  Deer  Island  upon  a 
tour  of  inspection. 

The  statutes  providing  for  annuities  to  the 
widows  of  firemen  and  policemen  have  been  passed 
upon  and  construed  by  every  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  past  thirty  years.  They  have  successively 
decided  that  in  order  to  entitle  the  widow  to  an 
annuity  there  must  have  been  a  physical  injury 
received  in  the  performance  of  duty,  which  injury 
was  the  direct  cause  of  death.  From  the  medical 
report  in  the  Laskey  case  it  does  not  appear  that 
his  death  comes  within  the  limits  of  such  a 
definition. 

A  similar  order  providing  payment  of  an  annuity 
to  the  widow  of  Frank  H.  Laskey  was  vetoed  by 
my  predecessor,  Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols,  in  con- 
sequence of  an  official  opinion  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. 

I  sympathize  with  the  families  of  deceased  fire- 
men and  policemen  when  the  death  results  from 
overwork  or  exposure  but  the  terms  of  the  statute 
preclude  the  city  from  granting  annuities  in  such 
cases,  and  there  is  no  other  course  open  but  to 
disapprove.

Gentlemen, — After  considerable  delay  the  Legis- 
lature has  authorized  the  city  to  borrow  outside 
the  statutory  limit  of  indebtedness  the  sum  of 
$2,000,000  for  the  reconstruction  of  streets.  The 
necessity  for  an  appropriation  of  this  character  is 
self-evident  and  has  been  emphasized  by  me  ever 
since  my  inaugural.  As  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  authorization  of  this  loan  "a  sum  equal  to 
50  cents  on  each  $1,000  of  valuation  upon  which 
taxes  are  assessed"  must  be  provided  from  taxes 
"in  the  year  in  which  the  loan  is  authorized." 
The  act  provides  that  the  sum  included  in  the 
budget  for  "reconstructing  and  repairing  streets 
by  contract"  shall  be  taken  into  consideration 
in  determining  the  amount  to  be  provided  under 
the  act  from  taxes.  On  the  average  valuation 
of  the  current  year  50  cents  will  produce  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000;  hence,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  it  is  necessary  to  appropriate  in  addition 
to  the  amount  already  provided  in  the  budget 
the  sum  of  $750,000.  I  submit  herewith  two 
orders  as  required  by  statute,  one  providing  for  a 
loan  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  and  the  other 
for  an  appropriation  from  taxes  in  the  amount  of 
$750,000.

Dear  Sir, — By  request  of  your  Honor  the  City 
Planning  Board  has  considered  the  question  of  a 
playground  location  within  the  area  bounded  by 
Faneuil  street,  Parsons  street,  Arlington  street  and 
Market  street,  Brighton  district,  and  begs  to  sub- 
mit herewith  its  conclusions  and  recommendations 
in  connection  therewith. 

On  July  30,  1926,  in  response  to  a  City  Council 
order,  the  Board  recommended  the  acquisition  for 
playground  purposes  of  an  area  in  the  adjoining 
block,  bounded  by  Faneuil,  Parsons,  Harriet,  and 
Hobart  streets,  on  the  ground  that  the  district  was 
developing  rapidly  for  residential  purposes  and  if 
not  taken  advantage  of  immediately  for  play- 
ground use  the  opportunity  would  be  lost.  There 
was  available  at  that  time  approximately  five 
acres  of  vacant  land.  This  has  since  been  devel- 
oped and  there  is  now  remaining  in  that  particular 
block  only  about  one  acre  of  undeveloped  land. 

The  Committee  on  Future  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds, appointed  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Malcolm 
E.  Nichols,  reported  that  there  was  need  for  a 
playground  of  four  or  five  acres  near  the  center  of 
the  Brighton  district,  at  the  same  time  recommend- 
ing the  widening  of  the  present  playground,  known 
as  Rogers  Park. 

In  a  report  on  "  Future  Parks,  Playgrounds  and 
Parkways,"  published  by  the  Boston  Park  Depart- 
ment under  date  of  November,  1925,  although  no 
specific  recommendation  is  made,  one  of  the  dia- 
grams indicates  that  recreation  facilities  are  needed 
in  the  locality  under  consideration. 

A  study  of  population  figures  shows  that  there 
is  within  a  quarter  mile  radius  of  the  block  bounded 
by  Faneuil,  Parsons,  Arlington  and  Market  streets 
a  total  of  4,589  persons,  according  to  the  1925 
census.  The  distribution  of  this  population  is 
shown  on  the  accompanying  map  (Fig.  1)  also  the 


site  of  the  proposed  playground  in  its  relation  to 
the  other  recreational  facilities  of  the  district. 

The  Faneuil  section  is  essentially  a  residential 
district,  the  block  in  question  being  zoned  almost 
entirely  for  residential  use.  There  is  in  the  center 
of  this  block  a  considerable  area  of  vacant  land 
which  the  Board  believes  should  be  taken  at  this 
time  for  playground  purposes.  It  also  believes 
that  the  buildings  fronting  on  Faneuil  street  should 
be  taken  at  the  same  time  in  order  to  allow  free 
access  from  the  north. 

A  playground  area  as  indicated  on  the  accom- 
panying plan  (Fig.  2)  contains  281,207  square  feet, 
or  approximately  6.4  acres.  This  is  ample  for  a 
full-size  baseball  diamond,  bleachers,  tennis  court, 
children's  corner,  and  such  other  equipment  as 
might  be  desirable.  This  entire  area  has  an  as- 
sessed value,  land  and  buildings,  of  828,500.  Much 
of  the  rear  lands  has  been  used  for  agricultural 
purposes  and  are  assessed  upon  an  acreage  basis,  no 
change  having  been  made  in  the  assessment  over  a 
considerable  period  of  years. 

This  area  is  recommended  by  the  City  Planning 
Board  as  desirable  in  location  and  size,  with  its 
frontage  on  Faneuil  6treet  and  an  approach  from 
the  south  by  means  of  Arlington  place. 

The  district  is  developing  rapidly.  Very  few- 
tracts  of  land  available  for  playground  purposes 
remain  vacant  at  the  present  time.  Development 
has  already  started  in  this  area  and  the  Board 
believes  that  action  should  be  taken  immediately 
in  advance  of  further  construction.

DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say,  briefly,  upon  this  order  I  have  just  introduced, 
that  I  put  it  in  in  conformity  with  the  views  of 
the  survey  of  the  doctors  appointed  by  former 
Mayor  Nichols,  and  also  in  line  with  the  views  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  They 
are  opposed  to  the  continuation  of  the  installation 
of  relief  stations  in  various  sections.  In  East 
Boston  we  have  an  East  Boston  relief  station, 
where  some  20,000  cases  a  year  are  treated;  but 
at  that  station  at  the  present  time  major  operations 
are  not  performed,  where  persons  are  injured. 
At  the  present  time  and  in  the  immediate  future, 
due  to  the  increased  business  that  will  come  to 
East  Boston  because  of  the  new  airport  and  the 
introduction  of  industries  of  one  ldnd  and  another, 
it  is  very  important  that  we  should  have  proper 
hospital  accommodation.  I  have,  therefore,  intro- 
duced this  order  with  that  end  in  view.  With  this 
amount  it  will  be  possible  to  build  an  up-to-date 
hospital  in  East  Boston,  using  the  present  East 
Boston  Relief  Station  as  a  nucleus.  It  is  very 
important,  as  I  say,  that  that  section,  being  near 
the  waterfront,  and  having  the  present  increased 
demands  upon  it,  should  have  such  hospital 
facilities. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.

CENSUS   FIGURES   FOR   WARD    13. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
a  retabulation  of  the  United  States  census  enumera- 
tion figures  for  Ward  13  before  they  are  made 
official,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  sent  to 
Mr.  Leonard  A.  Frink,  Supervisor  of  the  Thirteenth 
Suffolk  census  district. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
say  just  a  few  words  upon  this  resolution  that  I 
have  introduced.  I  think  every  member  of  the 
Council  appreciates  the  fact  that  the  buying  power 
of  the  city  and  its  importance  along  different  lines 
are  regulated  to  some  degree  by  the  number  of  its 
inhabitants;  and  many  of  us  are  concerned  because 
one  of  the  important  wards  of  our  city,  Ward  22, 
has  apparently  suffered,  through  the  figures  sub- 
mitted in  the  papers,  a  loss  of  800  or  more  in- 
habitants in  the  last  ten  years.  It  is  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  that  really  is  a  fact  that  I  pre- 
sent this  order  today.  Before  doubting  the  official 
count  in  that  district  I  have  gathered  information 
from  a  number  of  people  in  the  district.  I  am 
told,  for  example,  by  a  reputable  business  man  in 
the  Savin  Hill  section  that  the  census  enumerator, 
one  of  the  young  fellows  covering  that  district, 
had  spoken  of  a  certain  house  he  had  visited  on 
four  occasions,  and  could  not  find  anyone,  because 
the  husband  and  wife  were  both  working,  and  he 
said,  "If  they  think  I  am  going  back  to  that  street 
again  to  get  four  cents  a  name,  they  are  mis- 
taken." So  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  he 
purposely  failed  to  go  back  there  and  get  the 
names.  With  the  thought  in  mind  that  the 
number  of  inhabitants  in  our  city  governs  the 
standing  of  our  city  among  the  other  cities  of  the 
country,  and  that  our  position  as  seventh  or  eighth 
city  in  the  United  States  may  be  decided  by  the 
result  of  this  census,  I  am  sincerely  interested  in 
seeing  a  fair  count  made.  The  last  official  count 
that  was  made  was  made  in  1925,  by  the  state  of 
Massachusetts,  and  the  count  at  that  time  showed 
that  there  were  29,266  people  living  in  Ward  13. 
That  was  an  increase  over  ten  years  before,  1915, 
of  2,781  people.  Since  1925  there  has  been  put 
through  the  new  old  Colony  Boulevard,  which 
gives  splendid  motor  service  to  our  city.     It  has 
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been  opened  up  directly  through  that  ward. 
There  are  also  two  stations  of  the  Dorchester  rapid 
transit,  Columbia  and  Savin  Hill,  which  have 
been  opened  in  that  ward.  Everyone  who  knows 
about  such  developments  appreciates  the  fact 
that  no  residential  or  business  section  is  stronger 
than  the  transportation  facilities  afforded  there. 
A  city  is  like  a  human  being,  with  heart  and 
arteries,  the  heart  sending  the  current  through  the 
arteries  and  supplying  life  to  the  limbs  of  the  indi- 
vidual and  the  different  branches  of  the  city. 
That  is  what  brings  health,  and  if  you  sever  an 
artery  of  the  individual  or  of  the  city,  death  of  the 
member  supplied  by  it  follows.  But  we  have  out 
there  in  that  ward  the  finest  transportation  avail- 
able in  Boston,  as  a  result  of  which  during  the  last 
three  years  there  have  been  235  new  apartments 
furnished,  in  seventy  buildings.  Each  of  those 
235  apartments  contains  from  four  to  seven  rooms. 
Those  familiar  with  such  figures  know  that  you 
can  figure  at  the  minimum  four  members  to  a 
family.  So  at  that  rate  we  would  have  an  increase 
there  of  932  people.  But  I  have  gone  farther 
and  have  checked  births  against  deaths.  In  the 
five-year  period  there  have  been  2,727  births,  with 
1,842  deaths,  or  a  net  gain  of  885  people  in  the 
ward.  I  have  also  taken  a  typical  school  district, 
the  Edward  Everett  School  section,  covering  six  of 
the  precincts  of  the  ward,  and  including  the  St. 
William's  elementary  school,  and  I  find  that  the 
number  of  pupils  has  increased  from  1,629  in 
1925  to  1,890  in  that  same  district  this  year. 
Those  are  facts,  statistics,  which  can  be  easily 
verified.  I  have  drawn  up  some  facts  and  figures 
here  concerning  the  population  of  the  ward  which 
I  will  give  to  the  reporter  for  inclusion  in  the 
record.  This  is  intended  in  no  way  whatever  as  a 
reflection  upon  Mr.  Leonard  Frink,  in  whom  is 
placed  the  responsibility  of  the  census  of  the  dis- 
trict, because  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  his  task 
is  a  hard  one.  I  simply  ask,  however,  that  before 
the  total  of  this  ward  is  sent  on  to  Washington  and 
made  permanent,  it  be  checked  up  by  a  retabula- 
tion  of  the  figures.  I  also  ask  that  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Dorchester  Board  of 
Trade  and  the  Uphams  Corner  Citizens  Associa- 
tion be  sent  a  copy  of  this  resolution  and  of  these 
statistics  which  I  have  compiled,  so  that  they  may 
interest  themselves  in  the  situation.  I  feel,  in  all 
fairness  to  the  ward  I  represent  here  and  to  the 
city  which  we  all  represent,  that  there  should 
be  a  check-up.  It  looks  as  if  the  figures  had  been 
obtained  by  people  who  were  more  interested  in 
what  they  were  to  earn  through  their  work  than 
in  the  standing  of  the  city.  So  I  believe  the 
figures  should  be  retabulated  and  proper  figures 
obtained  before  the  results  are  sent  to  Washington. 
This  is  an  important  matter  upon  the  results  of 
which  our  city,  commercially  and  otherwise,  is 
judged.  Therefore,  I  believe  that  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  local  boards  and  improve- 
ment associations  should  try  to  have  a  conference 
with  Mr.  Frink,  where  all  parties  can  sit  down  and 
thresh  the  thing  out.  I  trust,  therefore,  that 
the  resolution  will  be  adopted  by  the  Council. 

The  table  submitted  by  Coun.  McGrath  is  as 
follows: 


Statistics  on  Ward  13,  Dorchester,  Pertinent 
to  the  Present  Federal  Census. 
The  census  of  1915  comprising  the  exact  streets 
now  in  Ward  13,  showed  a  total  population  of 
26,475  people.  The  census  in  1925  showed  a 
total  of  29,266,  an  increase  of  2,781  people.  The 
figures  as  submitted  tentatively  in  the  papers 
for  the  1930  census  show  a  total  of  28,458  people, 
or  a  falling  off  of  808  inhabitants  during  the  last 
five  years.

There  is  a  compilation  and  accumulation 
of  valuable  business  statistics  covering  the  entire 
country,  and  in  fact  the  world;  you  will  find 
provided  there  directories  of  every  large  city  in 
the  United  States,  and  important  facts  and 
statistics  with  regard  to  all  our  industries,  agri- 
cultural, manufacturing,  commercial  and  raw 
materials.  Thus  vital  information  is  afforded  to 
the  business  men  of  this  city.  We  have  had  many 
magnificent  gifts  of  one  kind  and  another  to  the 
inhabitants  of  this  city  in  the  past,  from  private 
individuals,  and  we  hope  that  they  will  see  their 
way  clear  in  the  future  to  continue  such  gifts. 
I  do  feel,  however,  that  this  is  the  time  for  us, 
in  the  particular  matter  of  this  Kirstein  Memorial 
Library,  as  representatives  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston,  to  extend  officially  our  recognition  and 
appreciation  of  this  extremely  valuable  gift  to 
our  city.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
signature,  your  order  passed  May  12,  1930,  to  name 
a  plot  of  land  in  Breed  square,  William  A.  Carey 
Rest. 

I  have  expressed  the  opinion  on  several  occasions 
that  the  naming  of  so-called  squares,  which  are 
often  merely  street  intersections  and  junctions, 
after  World  War  veterans  was  far  from  being  the 
most  suitable  method  of  honoring  them;  and  have 
advocated  the  construction,  as  a  fitting  memorial, 
of  a  building  with  tablets  containing  the  names  of 
all  who  entered  the  service  of  their  country  from 
this  city. 

However,  the  practice  of  naming  squares  and 
intersections  after  war  heroes  has  become  estab- 
lished to  such  an  extent  that  there  are  few,  if  any, 
locations  remaining  unnamed.  It  has  been  the

It  is  well 
recognized  today  that  the  Franklin  Park  golf 
course  is  one  of  the  best  patronized  golf  courses  in 
the  Commonwealth,  and  is  easily  paying  for  itself. 
I  understand  that  today  there  are  about  600  lockers 
in  a  very  poor  and  unsatisfactory  location  in  tin' 
park  and  that  there  is  a  waiting  list  of  probably 
900  or  1,000  people  who  would  like  to  secure  lockers, 
people  who  use  the  Franklin  Park  golf  course.  I 
understand  that  there  are  over  1,600  golfers  today 
paying  the  city  $10  each  a  year  for  the  privilege  of 
using  the  links  and  that  there  are  thousands  of 
others  who  go  to  these  links  and  pay  for  the  use  of 
the  course  as  they  play.  I  believe  the  money  spent 
by  the  city  as  here  proposed  would  quickly  come 
back,  especially  when  you  consider  the  fact  that 
for  tlie  last  three  or  four  years  there  has  been  an 
estimated  profit  on  the  Franklin  Park  golf  course 
of  anywhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $25,000  to 
$50,000  a  year.  I  trust  that  the  Committee  on 
Finance  will  meet  as  soon  as  possible  and  report 
back  this  order  to  the  City  Council  for  adoption.

THE    BOSTON    CENSUS. 

Coun  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH — There  being  no  objection, 
the  councilor  will  proceed. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  last  Mon- 
day I  introduced  an  order  relative  to  the  census 
enumeration  in  our  ward,  and  during  the  week  I 
have  received  notice  from  the  census  enumerators 
that  on  a  recheck  of  Ward  13  instead  of  28,458 
inhabitants  there  are  29,525.  That  means  a  total 
increase  of  1,067  people  in  that  ward.  If  that 
kind  of  mistake  has  been  made  in  the  twenty-two 
wards  of  Boston,  we  can  readily  see  where  our 
city  might  not  receive  the  proper  relative  standing 
to  which  it  is  entitled  among  the  other  cities  of 
the  country.  I  simply  wish  to  thank  the  Council 
for  allowing  my  resolve  of  last  week  to  be  adopted, 
and  I  know  that  there  are  organizations  in  our 
city,  that  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  city, 
which  are  extremely  pleased  with  the  pr  eseiit 
show  ing.  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  which  they  congratulated  the 
Council  upon  its  activity  and  alertness  in  this 
matter,  and  say  that  it  has  achieved  results.  Now , 
with  the  thought  in  mind  not  only  of  the  business 
standing  of  our  city  being  judged  by  the  number 
of  its  inhabitants,  but  also  the  thought  in  mind 
that  our  Congressional  districts  will  soon  be 
established  and  this  thousand  extra  inhabitants  in 
our  ward  will  materially  affect  our  Congressional 
district,  I  simply  suggest,  through  you,  Mr  Chair- 
man, to  other  members  of  this  body   that  if  there 
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is  any  doubt  of  the  situation  in  their  wards  they 
follow  the  same  program  of  seeing  that  the  figures 
are  rechecked  or  retabulated;  because  we  all  have 
at  heart  the  interest  of  the  city,  and  an  additional 
thousand  inhabitants  in  any  one  of  our  wards  may 
well  have  a  very  important  bearing  not  only  on 
the  standing  of  our  city  in  the  country  at  large, 
but  on  our  Congressional  districts  and  otherwise. 
So  I  trust,  if  any  of  you  have  any  doubts  about 
the  figures  in  your  wards,   you  will  have  them 


checked  up  before  they  are  sent  to  Washington 
to  make  sure  that  they  are  correct.  I  think  we 
all  realize  that  Boston  is  entitled  to  the  place  it 
should  properly  hold  in  the  matter  of  population 
among  the  cities  of  the  country,  and  that  our 
wards  are  also  entitled  to  a  full  enumeration  of 
their  inhabitants.

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Orders  have  been  issued  to  install  three  more 
boxes  in  Ward  14  and  one  more  box  in  Ward  17. 

The  fire-fighting  equipment  of  the  department 
has  undergone  considerable  change  and  improve- 
ment during  this  period,  as  complete  motorization 
of  the  apparatus  in  the  wards  mentioned  was 
effected  during  the  ten  years  just  past. 

All  companies  are  now  motorized,  and  in  con- 
nection with  this  change  in  fire-fighting  equipment 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  efficiency  of  engine 
companies  was  practically  doubled,  inasmuch 
as  the  gasolene  pumper,  which  replaced  the  steam 
fire  engine,  carries  hose,  extinguishers  and  other 
fire-fighting  equipment,  enabling  it  to  operate  at 
fires  without  a  hose  wagon.  Every  engine  com- 
pany today  carries  practically  twice  as  much 
hose  and  other  equipment  as  engine  companies  did 
when  the  steam  fire  engine  was  in  vogue. 

Another  feature  which  has  increased  the  effi- 
ciency of  motorized  companies,  namely,  engine  and 
city  service  ladder  companies,  is  that  each  is 
equipped  with  chemical  tanks  and  250  feet  of 
chemical  hose.  This  equipment  could  not  be 
carried   on  the  horse-drawn  apparatus. 

Another  feature  which  should  be  considered  is 
that  motor  fire  apparatus  has  a  greater  radius  of 
operation  than  the  horse-drawn  equipment.  The 
horse-drawn  equipment  was  restricted  to  a  limited 
territory  and  on  busy  days  the  horses  would 
become  exhausted,  requiring  that  they  be  relieved 


at  different  times  by  other  horses.  Such  a  method 
naturally  interferes  with  the  efficient  operation 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  introduction  of 
motor  equipment  was  a  distinct  improvement 
which  resulted  in  a  great  increase  in  efficiency. 

This  year  it  is  planned  to  replace  the  present 
hose  car  at  Engine  20,  Walnut  street,  Neponset, 
with  a  new  six-cylinder  hose  car  equipped  with  a 
Booster  pump.  It  is  also  planned  to  equip  Engine 
16,  River  street,  Mattapan,  with  two  pieces  of 
apparatus  instead  of  one.  The  six-cylinder  hose 
car  which  will  be  installed  at  Engine  16  will  also 
be  equipped  with  a  Booster  pump. 

I  am  inclosing  herewith  a  detailed  report  of  the 
various  changes  and  improvements  which  have 
occurred  in  Wards  13,  14,  1.5,  16  and  17  since 
1920.  An  effort  was  made  by  me  in  connection 
with  this  study  to  ascertain  the  growth  of  the 
city  in  the  particular  wards  mentioned  during 
the  past  ten  years,  both  with  reference  to  increase 
in  population  and  increase  in  the  number  of 
buildings.  Because  of  the  fact  that  the  ward 
numbers  have  been  changed  as  well  as  the  ward 
lines  the  Building  Department  and  the  Statistics 
Department  informed  me  that  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  furnish  the  figures  that  I  desired.  I 
am  submitting  a  statement  of  the  population  and 
number  of  buildings  in  these  wards  at  the  present 
time.

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  has  been  consider- 
able increase  in  the  population  and  the  number  of 
buildings  during  the  past  ten  years. 

In  connection  with  this  study  as  to  the  fire  pro- 
tection in  the  wards  mentioned  consideration  was 
given  to  the  location  of  fire  stations.  It  is  very 
apparent  that  some  of  the  stations  are  not  properly 
located  to  give  the  greatest  measure  of  protection. 
A  fire  station  should  be  so  located  that  it  will  have 
an  operating  radius  in  all  directions.  It  should 
not  be  limited  to  movement  in  one  direction.  The 
quarters  of  Engine  Company  20  and  Ladder  27 
are  located  at  the  edge  of  the  city  on  the  corner  of 
Walnut  street  and  Old  Colony  Boulevard. 

When  it  is  possible  to  provide  funds  to  do  so  a 
new  station  should  be  erected  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  Neponset  avenue  and  Victory  road 
and  the  present  station  at  Walnut  street  and  Old 
Colony  Boulevard  abandoned.  A  station  at  the 
new  location  would  give  better  protection  and 
quicker  response  to  the  entire  district. 

The  quarters  of  Engine  16  and  Ladder  6  are 
located  on  River  street  at  the  edge  of  Boston 
near  the  Milton  line.  In  order  that  this  com- 
pany could  give  the  best  possible  protection  for 
the  entire  district  which  it  serves  it  should  be 
moved  to  a  location  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of 
Codman  street  and  Gallivan  Boulevard. 

The  approximate  cost  of  these  new  stations, 
exclusive  of  land,  would  be  approximately  3125,000 
each.

LaFrance  City  Service,  Type  14,  truck. 

Note. — On  February  15,  1928,  Engine  Com- 
pany 17,  Ladder  Company  7  and  District  Chiefs  10 
were  moved  into  new  quarters  on  Meeting  House 
Hill,  thus  having  this  apparatus  under  the  one  roof. 
This  is  in  fine  with  the  policy  of  centralizing 
apparatus  at  certain  given  points  to  increase  the 
general  efficiency. 

Equipment: 

Engine  17  on  November  28,  1923,  was  furnished 
with  a  Ross  hydrant  thawing  device. 

Engine  17  also  furnished  with  an  air  compressor 
for  pumping  up  pneumatic  tires  on  apparatus,  one 
horse  power  hydrant  wrench,  seven  Miners'  wheat 
lights,  etc. 


In  1920,  Engine  17  was  equipped  with  2,000  feet 
of  2i-inch  hose  and  its  complement  has  been 
increased  as  follows:  400  feet  of  2J-inch,  200  feet 
of  3-inch,  and  300  feet  of  f-inch  hose. 

I/adder  7  furnished  with  one  horse  power 
hydrant  wrench,  one  carbic  flare  light,  six  Wheat 
miners'  lights,  two  Burrell  gas  masks  and  one 
Model  C  Atmos  inhalator. 

In  1920,  Ladder  7  was  equipped  with  250  feet  of 
3-inch  hose,  no  increase. 
Stations: 

Previous  to  1928,  Engine  17  and  Ladder  7 
were  housed  in  separate  houses  in  close  proximity 
to  each  other.  Their  quarters  were  razed  and  a 
completely  new  quarters  was  erected  on  the  same 
ite  at  a  cost  of  $104,703.33  above  the  la  nd. 

This  building  is  of  brick  and  limestone  trim- 
mings, three  stories  in  height  and  is  equipped  with 
all  the  modern  conveniences  for  a  fire  station. 

On  February  15,  1928,  Engine  Company  17, 
Ladder  Company  7  and  District  Chief  10  were 
moved  into  the  new  quarters,  these  companies 
having  been  temporarily  housed  in  American 
Legion  Building,  which  is  situated  nearby. 

Headquarters  for  District  Chief  10  moved  from 
Engine  18  to  Engine  17 's  new  quarters. 

This  is  in  line  with  the  department's  policy  of 
centralizing  apparatus  in  certain  centers,  both  as  a 
matter  of  economy  and  with  a  view  of  prompter 
dispatching  of  apparatus  in  the  interest  of 
efficiency. 

Ward  16. 
Apparatus: 

Engine  20.— On  October  29,  1921,  an  American- 
LaFrance  750-gallon  combination  hose  car  and 
pumper  was  installed  in  service,  replacing  horse- 
drawn  engine. 

Engine  20  Pump. — In  August,  1928,  Leece- 
Neville  self-starter  and  generator  installed  on 
pump  and  in  April,  1929,  Kelly-Springfield  pneu- 
matic tires  were  installed. 

Engine  20  Hose  Car.— In  October  28,  1927,  an 
American-LaFrance  combination  hose  car  was 
installed  in  service,  making  Engine  20  a  double- 
unit  company. 

In  October,  1929,  Leece-Neville  self-starter  and 
generator  was  installed. 

Engine  46  Pumper. — A  Robinson  tractor  was 
attached  to  steam  engine  in  June,  1914.  In  May, 
1915,  a  Christie  tractor  was  attached  to  steam 
engine. 

July,  1924,  a  new  American-LaFrance  750- 
gallon  combination  pump  and  hose  car  was  in- 
stalled in  service,  replacing  same  type  pump, 
Serial  No.  129-P,  which  had  been  installed  on 
October  25,  1920,  replacing  steamer. 

April,  1929,  Leece-Neville  self-starter  and 
generator  was  installed  on  present  Serial  No. 
163-P,  also  had  Kelley-Springfield  pneumatic  tires 
installed. 

Engine  46  Hose  Car. — On  June  2,  1926,  a  new 
American-LaFrance  hose  car  (Combination  Type 
75)  Serial  No.  351  was  installed  in  service,  replac- 
ing same  make,  but  a  Type  10  hose  car,  which 
had  been  in  service  since  1914. 

April,  1929,  a  Leece-Neville  self-starter  and 
generator  installed,  also  Kelley-Springfield  pneu- 
matic tires. 

Ladder  27.— On  September  28,  1923,  a  new 
American-LaFrance  City  Service,  Type  14,  motor 
truck  placed  in  service,  replacing  horse-drawn 
truck. 

September,  1923,  chemical  tank  installed  on 
truck. 

November,  1928,  Leece-Neville  self-starter  and 
generator  installed,  also  had  Goodrich  pneumatic 
tires  installed. 

District  14  Car. — On  January  11,  1929,  a  new 
Graham-Paige  four-door  sedan  was  installed  for 
use  of  district  chiefs,  replacing  Buick  roadster. 
This  car  was  equipped  with  fire  extinguishers,  axes, 
saws,  elevator  accident  jack  and  tools,  wire-cutter 
and  gloves,  Burrell  gas  masks,  medicine  cabinet, 
with  supplies,  chemical  hose  and  reducer  to 
connect  to  hydrant.

CONDITION    OF    WALL    AT    MORTON 
STREET  PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
a  thorough  examination  of  the  construction  and 
materials  of  the  wall  and  pillars  at  the  Morton 
Street  Playground,  Ward  3,  and  to  report  to  the 
City  Council  whether  the  specifications  were  fully 
followed  in  their  erection. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  have  offered  the  order 
for  the  following  reasons:  On  Friday  evening. 
May  23,  1930,  the  pillars  and  ornamental  copings 
at  the  Morton  Street  Playground,  situated  in  the 
North  End  of  Boston,  a  part  of  the  district  I  have 
the  privilege  to  represent,  collapsed.  My  order 
calls  for  an  investigation  into  the  causes  which  led 
to  the  loss  of  life  of  a  boy  named  McGonagle,  and 
the  injuries  to  several  others.  Had  this  taken  place 
during  the  day,  hundreds  of  lives  might  have  been 
sacrificed.  The  contractor  who  completed  this 
work  had  absolutely  no  competition,  and  received 
some  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars,  which  seems 
strange,  that  he  had  no  competition  in  a  city  with 
so  many  contractors,  and  I  am  informed  that  we 
now  have  as  many  contractors  doing  city  work  as 
w-e  have  adults.  I  believe  a  complete  investigation 
should  be  undertaken,  and  I  condemn  the  quick 
action  taken  by  the  authorities  to  remove  the 
debris  which  had  fallen  for  a  length  of  forty-two 
feet,  causing  the  death  of  McGonagle.  I  believe 
that  should  have  been  left  there  until  the  proper 
investigating  body  had  an  opportunity  to  view  it, 
and  have  the  pillars  and  copings  analvaed.  Only 
yesterday  I  visited  the  Tyler  Street  Playground, 
and  I  found  the  pillars  there,  which  were  built 
identical  with  those  at  the  Morton  Street  Play- 
ground, in  my  opinion  in  very  bad  condition,  being 
chipped  and  cracked.  This  same  thing  could 
happen  in  any  other  part  of  Boston.  If  the  in- 
spectors who  worked  on  that  job  are  now  employed 
by  the  city,  or  the  engineers  who  approved  the 
specifications  of  this  contract  are  now  employed 
by  the  city,  they  should  be  brought  forward  to 
explain  their  actions  at  that  time.  The  people 
should  know  whether  the  proper  amount  of  cement 
wa«  put  into  the  work.  It  could  be  easily  verified 
by  having  the  material  analyzed.  I  sincerely  hope 
the  rule  will  be  suspended  and  that  we  will  at  least 
hear  something  in  the  future  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
accident.

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
providing  the  sum   of   thirty   thousand   dollars  is 
furnished  by  the  funds  of  the  Citizens'  Tercente- 
nary Committee,  to  send  to  the  City  Council  an 
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appropriation  for  a  like  amount,  to  be  expended 
for  a  Boston  pageant  during  the  coming  summer 
season. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


MARKING  OF  OLD   DORCHESTER   ALMS- 
HOUSE,  ETC. 
Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested , 
in  connection  with  the  tercentenary   observance, 
to  direct  that  the  old  Dorchester  Almshouse  and 
jail    on   Hancock   street,    Dorchester,    now   owned 
and    used    by    the    Public    Works    Department, 
he  sand-blasted  and  marked  with  a  suitable  tablet. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


OFFICIAL    COUNT    OF    BOSTON    CENSUS. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  communicate  with  the  Supervisors  of  the 
Census  for  the  Boston  districts  to  ascertain  why 
the  complete  official  Boston  count  has  not  been 
promulgated,  and  to  advise  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  for  the  last 
two  weeks  we  have  seen  reports  in  the  papers 
showing  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  various 
cities  in  this  country  of  the  size  of  Boston.  The 
enumerators  have  been  working  on  the  tabulation 
here  just  a3  long  as  they  have  been  working  in 
any  other  city,  and  yet  there  is  not  even  a  semblance 
of  a  final  report.  Other  cities  of  the  country 
know  what  their  standing  is  already;  but  the  City 
of  Boston  does  not  know.  If  this  sort  of  thing  is 
allowed  to  continue,  I  am  sure  that  when  the 
report  is  finally  given  out  a  great  many  of  our 
citizens  will  be  skeptical.  Why  is  it  that  the 
City  of  Boston  is  always  the  football  for  the  rest 
of  the  country?  Here  is  a  federal  tabulation  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  made  once  in  ten 
years,  at  a  tremendous  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 
Let  us  at  least  know  what  the  returns  are.  We 
know  what  the  returns  show  in  Cleveland;  we 
know  where  Detroit  stands;  the  figures  for  Los 
Angeles  have  been  given  out.  The  figures  in 
these  other  cities  are  known  to  the  business  concerns 
and  Chambers  of  Commerce,  who  have  been  kept 
in  constant  touch  with  just  what  is  going  on. 
But  in  Boston  we  don't  hear  a  single  word.  We 
have  no  way  of  knowing  whether  the  returns  will 
be  given  out  in  a  month,  or  two  or  three  months. 
As  one  individual  member  of  this  body,  I  intro- 
duced an  order  for  a  recheck  of  a  count  that  was 
supposed  to  be  final  in  my  ward,  and  within 
forty-eight  hours  had  figures  produced  that  showed 
that  the  true  count  was  1,067  people  more  than 
the  count  originally  given  out.  I  feel  a  little  bit 
skeptical  about  the  entire  city  returns.  1  would 
like  to  know  what  is  going  on.  I  would  like  to 
have  his  Honor  the  Mayor  get  in  touch  with  Mr. 
Frink  and  Mr.  Sensale,  so  that  we  may  find  out 
what  the  standing  of  Boston  is  among  the  cities 
of  the  country.  I  have  had  a  number  of  members 
of  the  Council  tell  me  within  a  week  that  their 
homes  had  not  been  counted;  I  have  had  people 
in  Dorchester  within  the  last  three  days  say  to  me, 
"When  is  the  census  man  coming  around  to  our 
place?"  Of  course,  we  all  know  that  Boston  is 
made  a  political  football.  We  know  that  two 
of  the  Democratic  Congressmen  from  Boston 
have  had  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  whole 
matter.  We  know  that  people  have  been  sent, 
for  instance,  out  into  Dorchester,  from  the  West 
End  and  other  sections,  people  who  knew  nothing 
about  the  section,  and  who  have  been  sent  out 
from  the  center  of  the  city.  We  know  that  the 
whole  thing  has  been  muddled  up.  Therefore, 
as  citizens  of  Boston,  having  the  interest  of  the 
city  at  heart,  I  feel  that  we  have  a  right  to  know 
the  tabulation.  Therefore,  let  us  call  on  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  get  in  touch  with  Mr.  Frink 
and  Mr.  Sensale,  and  whoever  else  may  be  m 
charge  of  this  matter,  and  settle  once  and  for  all 
what  the  total  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  City  of  Boston  is. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CONDITION  OF  WALL  AT  TYLER  STREET 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
examine  the  pillars  supporting  the  wall  at  the 
Tyler  Street  Playground,  Ward  3,  and  report  to  the 
City  Council  as  to  the  safety  of  their  construction. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REGISTRY   OF   ROOMS. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Celebra- 
tions be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  appoint  a  subcommittee  on  housing  of  the 
general  Tercentenary  Committee,  which  will 
maintain  a  register  of  persons  with  rooms  to 
rent,  for  the  convenience  of  visitors  during  the 
tercentenary  observance. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
on  that  order.  It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that 
there  are  many  people  in  the  City  of  Boston  who 
will  have  rooms  available  during  the  tercentenary 
celebration,  and  which  might  be  availed  of  by 
our  visitors.  Many  people  will  come  here  who 
will  not  be  able  to  pay  the  usual  hotel  rates  during 
their  visit,  and  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be  a  very 
convenient  thing  for  them  to  have  some  place 
where  there  might  be  i  registered  such  rooms  or 
space  as  is  available  to  such  visitors,  with  the 
price  of  the  same.  That  would  be  a  great  con- 
venience to  visitors  and  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  our  own  citizens. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ROPING     OFF     MASSACHUSETTS 
AVENUE. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  rope  off  that  section  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  which  will  be  the  place  of 
the  dedication  exercises  of  the  Edward  E.  Ginsburg 
memorial  bridge  at  noon,  May  30,  the  expense  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City  Council, 
Flags,  Ropes  and  States. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  may  I  say 
in  connection  with  that  order  that  the  bridge 
mentioned — the  Edward  E.  Ginsburg  Memorial 
Bridge — will  be  dedicated  on  Memorial  Day,  and 
I  want  at  this  time  to  invite  such  members  of 
the  Council  as  may  wish  to  do  so  to  attend  the 
celebration.  Their  attendance  will  be  most 
welcome  at  these  exercises. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


STANDEES     ON     ELEVATED      BUSES. 

Coun.  GREEN  called  up  assignment,  viz.: 

6.  An  Ordinance  Concerning  Passengers  on 
Jitneys. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
one  hundred  and  one,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  101.  The  license  issued  for  each  motor 
vehicle  shall  fix  and  specify  its  seating  capacity, 
exclusive  of  the  operator.  Passengers  in  excess 
of  twenty-five  per  cent  above  the  seating  capacity 
of  such  motor  vehicle  shall  not  be  carried.  When- 
ever the  number  of  passengers  applying  for  trans- 
portation exceeds  the  number  hereinbefore  provided 
for  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish 
sufficient  additional  facilities  to  carry  such  pas- 
sengers.    No    person    operating    or    in    charge    of 
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any  such  vehicle  shall  take  on  or  suffer  or  permit 
more  persons  to  ride  or  to  be  carried  thereon  at 
any  one  time  than  is  authorized  by  this  section, 
or  permit  any  person  to  stand  or  sit  upon  any 
running  board,  steps,  fender,  dash  or  hood  thereof, 
or  permit  any  person  to  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle 
outside  the  body  thereof;  provided,  however,  that 
in  addition  to  the  number  of  passengers  which 
said  motor  vehicle  by  the  terms  of  this  section 
is  permitted  to  carry,  children  under  seven  years 
of  age  may  be  carried  therein,  in  arms,  or  seated 
on  the  laps  of  adult  persons  accompanying  them, 
but  no  passenger  with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on 
the  lap  shall  be  permitted  on  any  front  seat  of  the 
vehicle. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  rejected. 

Coun.  GREEN  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  gentleman  is  out 
of  order  at  this  time,  while  we  are  solving  a  doubt. 
The  Chair  has  called  for  a  rising  vote. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  passed  by  a  rising 
vote,  10  to  8. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  this  particular  ordinance,  on  which  I  am  now 
going  to  ask  for  a  roll  call,  I  would  like  an  oppor- 
tunity, with  unanimous  consent,  to  make  a  state- 
ment which  will  perhaps  save  you  hammering  the 
anvil. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  gentleman  will 
proceed,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  WILSON — With  reference  to  this  par- 
ticular ordinance,  Mr.  Chairman, — so  that  it  shall 
be  a  matter  of  record  and  so  that  none  of  us  a  year 
from  this  November,  for  example,  will  conceivably 
go  before  the  people  of  our  district  and  say  we 
misunderstood  for  one  moment  what  the  ordinance 
means,  let  it  be  a  matter  of  record  that,  under  the 
ordinance  as  it  Btands  before  us  today,  and  which 
the  members,  representing  the  people  of  this  city, 
have  just  voted  to  pass,  means  that  standees  shall 
be  allowed  in  buses  throughout  the  districts,, 
including  my  own.  Not  wishing  personally  to  be 
placed  in  the  position  of  voting  for  such  an  ordi- 
nance, and  not  wishing  to  see  it  dettled  by  either  a 
voice  vote  or  a  stand-up  vote,  I  would  ask  a  roll 
call  on  the  ordinance. 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  I  may  ask 
a  question  of  the  Chair,  I  would  ask  unanimous 
consent  on  a  point  of  information,  and  that  is 
whether  the  vote  should  not  first  have  been  taken 
on  the  motion  to  take  the  ordinance  from  the 
table,  before  it  was  put  on  the  question  of  passing 
the  ordinance  which  appears  on  our  calendar  as 
assignment  No.  6? 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  matter  could  be 
called  up  by  any  member  of  the  Council,  and  the 
question  would  then  come  on  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  should  the  question 
first  come  on  taking  from  the  table,  or  on  taking 
up  the  assignment,  before  putting  the  question 
on  passage  of  the  ordinance?  Under  our  parlia- 
mentary procedure,  would  it  not  be  necessary  first 
to  vote  on  taking  the  matter  up? 

Chairman  McGRATH — Does  the  gentleman 
wish  to  ask  a  question  or  to  make  a  statement? 

Coun.  NORTON — I  wish  to  ask  a  question  first, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  McGRATH — Councilor  Norton  asks 
consent  to  ask  a  question. 

Coun.  NORTON— Do  I  understand  that  the 
first  vote  to  be  taken  under  such  circumstances  is 
on  the  question  of  whether  we  shall  take  the 
matter  from  the  table,  or  whether  the  vote  should 
first  be  put  on  the  question  of  passing  the  ordi- 
nance? 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  matter  was  not  on 
the  table.  It  was  an  assignment,  and  could  be 
called  up  by  any  member  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  Chairman,  in  conformity 
with  my  request  that  a  unanimous  consent  be 
granted  to  my  making  a  statement,  I  would  like 
merely  to  reiterate  what  I  said  some  weeks  ago. 
Allowing  standees  in  buses  means  the  employment 
of  a  fewer  number  of  men,  means  less  help,  and  it 
means  that  at  a  time  when  in  our  city  we  are 
facing  the  worst  economic  problem  of  unemploy- 


ment that  this  country  has  seen.  Standees  mean 
fewer  men  and  fewer  buses;  no  standees  means 
more  men  and  more  buses.  I  cited  the  situation 
that  started  in  1918,  when  the  Boston  Elevated 
first  petitioned  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
and  this  Council  to  operate  the  first  one-man  ' 
car  in  Boston.  At  that  time  the  words  were  used, 
"This  is  an  experiment."  It  has  since  developed, 
however,  as  the  result  of  that  experiment,  that 
over  90  per  cent  of  the  Elevated  buses  and  cars 
are  now  one-man  operated.  We  arc  facing  in  this 
city  at  the  present  time,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  worst 
situation  in  the  matter  of  unemployment  that  we 
have  ever  faced.  It  means  that  every  line  of 
industry  must  be  asked  to  keep  in  its  employment 
as  many  men  as  possible,  that  as  many  in  public 
improvements  as  can  be  should  be  carried  through. 
The  call  was  sent  forth  by  tne  President  of  the 
United  States  sometime  ago  to  the  great  industries 
of  the  nation  to  carry  on  as  much  activity  as 
they  were  able  to,  in  the  interest  of  our  people. 
The  question  presents  itself,  Mr.  Chairman,  what 
are  we  going  to  do  with  forty-five  million  people 
who  must  earn  a  living  in  America,  when  the 
automatic  machines,  machines  where  the  human 
element  is  immensely  reduced,  are  disseminating 
the  ranks  of  American  labor,  to  an  extent  that 
was  never  before  known  in  the  world  history; 
when  machines  in  the  theaters  cut  out  the  employ- 
ment in  this  country  of  40,000  musicians;  when 
labor-saving  devices  employed  by  Kuppenheimer 
and  Hart,  Schaffner  &  Marx,  and  others  in  the 
clothing  line,  have  immensely  reduced  the  number 
of  operatives  in  that  industry 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Coun.  NORTON — No,  not  just  now — when  the 
present  day  telegraph  and  other  instruments  in 
newspaper  offices  have  virtually  done  away  with 
the  old-time  telegrapher;  when  a  machine  digs 
up  a  street,  lays  the  pipes  and  puts  back  the 
surface  dirt;  when  if  you  visit  the  Strandway, 
where  a  million-dollar  job  is  in  progress,  you  cannot 
count  one  hundred  men  working  there.  The 
great  question  is,  Mr.  Chairman,  how  are  our 
forty-five  million  men  and  women  to  earn  a  living? 
There  is  a  less  number  of  people  working  for  the 
Elevated  now  than  there  were  a  few  years  ago. 
A  number  of  men  received  notice  to  quit  last  year. 
There  is  a  less  number  of  platform  men,  less  repair 
men,  less  men  in  other  lines  than  they  ever  had 
before  in  their  history,  and  they,  and  many 
thousands  of  others  in  this  city,  are  now  suffering 
from  unemployment  at  a  time  when  they  can't 
afford  it.  Therefore,  as  an  economic  matter,  I 
say  that  this  ordinance  should  not  be  passed.  It 
means  that  more  men  will  be  discharged.  It 
means  probably  that  within  one  month  there  will 
be  200  or  300  fewer  men  working  for  the  Elevated 
than  are  working  today,  and  the  number  of  men 
working  for  the  road  has  already  been  seriously 
reduced.  We  will  have  to  spend  more  money  on 
our  Poor  Department  than  ever.  It  will  coat  us 
three  million  this  year  and  next  year  it  will  be  over 
three  million.  The  question  is,  how  are  men 
going  to  find  work?  Are  we  going  to  let  the 
Elevated  lay  off  men  while  we  are  appealing  to 
private  industry  generally  to  keep  men  employed, 
while  the  President  and  others  are  appealing  to 
the  different  industries  to  hold  fast  to  their  present 
forces,  to  employ  men  of  over  forty,  and  to  cut 
out  the  automatic  machinery  so  far  as  possible? 
The  automatic  machinery  has,  of  course,  made 
luxuries  of  the  past  the  necessities  of  today. 
We  have  seen  great  changes  in  our  fives,  but  those 
changes  also  carry  with  them  another  significance, 
and  we  can  already  see  to  what  the  present  unem- 
ployment situation  is  tending  for  this  year  and 
next  year.  I  agree  with  the  position  taken  by 
Mayor  Gallagher  of  Woburn,  in  cutting  out 
automatic  machinery,  so  far  as  possible,  where 
there  are  500  families  in  his  community  out  of 
work,  and  going  back  to  the  pick  and  shovel. 
While  automatic  machinery  has  been  a  great 
factor  in  progress,  at  the  same  time  it  has  brought 
about  a  great  deal  of  unemployment,  and  the  best 
minds  of  the  country  will  have  to  apply  their  most 
intensive  effort  to  solve  the  problem.  Mr.  Chair- 
man, standees  in  buses  means  less  men  to  operate 
buses — less  buses  and  less  men.  Therefore,  I 
am  against  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  make  his  statement. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  after  listening 
to  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park,  I  would  like  to 
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ask  the  gentleman  one  question, — if  he  was  in  the 
executive  committee  when  the  representatives  of 
the  union,  the  Elevated  Car  Men's  Union,  waited 
on  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and  asked 
them  to  vote  for  this  same  proposition? 

Chairman  McG  RATH— The  Chair  will  state 
that  no  debate  is  in  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  answer  the  question,  and  I  will  ask  unanimous 
consent  that  I  mas'  answer  it. 

Chairman  McGRATH — -The  councilor  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  answer  the  question.  If 
there  is  no  objection,  he  may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  was  in  the 
room  when  the  representatives  of  the  union  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railroad  requested  the  Council 
to  pass  that  ordinance;  but  I  was  also  in  the 
chamber  when  a  few  weeks  previously  the  repre- 
sentatives of  that  same  union  came  and  asked 
me  personally  to  be  against  standees  in  the  buses, 
,and  when  they  use  virtually  the  same  argument 
that  I  have  used  here  this  afternoon  in  support 
of  that  position.  The  representatives  of  the 
Elevated  Union  who  appeared  in  the  room  in 
favor  of  standees  were  the  same  men  who  appeared 
later  and  changed  their  position  after  the  gun  had 
been  put  to  their  head  and  after  they  had  been 
given  their  orders.  And  it  was  a  very  sheepish 
group  of  men  who  appeared  before  the  Council 
here  the  second  time  in  favor  of  the  very  ordinance 
which  three  weeks  before  they  had  opposed. 
Certainly  if  a  committee  of  men  ever  turned  com- 
pletely around  and  changed  their  opinion,  it  was 
that  group  of  men  who  came  to  our  executive 
meeting  later  and  said,  "We  want  standees  in  the 
buses."  Previous  to  that  time  they  did  not  want 
them.  Therefore,  Mr.  Colleague,  I  don't  think 
cognizance  should  be  taken  of  the  opinions  of 
that  committee.  When  they  came  here  and 
requested  that  the  ordinance  be  passed,  later,  it 
was  under  duress.  Mr.  Chairman,  at  the  very 
time  when  everybody,  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States  down,  is  doing  his  utmost  to  have 
men  kept  in  employment,  certainly  we  should 
not  pass  this  ordinance  permitting  standees  in 
buses,  when  it  will  simply  lead  to  the  employment 
of  a  less  number  of  men  and  a  less  number  of 
buses.  It  was  certainly  a  sheepish  lot  of  men 
who  appeared  here,  three  weeks  after  they  had 
made  their  first  request  that  we  defeat  the  ordi- 
nance, and  asked  us  to  favor  it.  We  know  why 
they  later  asked  us  to  favor  it.  You  heard  their 
statement  of  what  had  transpired  in  the  Union 
meeting,  where  action  was  taken  by  a  small  num- 
ber of  men,  representing  but  a  small  proportion 
of  the  employees.  As  I  say,  they  came  here  later 
and  said  they  had  changed  their  minds.  And 
why?     Because  the  gun  was  put  to  their  heads. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  happened  to  be  out 
of  the  chamber  when  the  vote  was  taken  on  this 
matter,  but  if  the  remarks  of  the  previous  speaker 
are  true  I  think  action  on  this  matter  ought  to  be 
postponed  and  the  thing  investigated.  If  such 
charges  as  he  makes  are  true,  and  these  men 
were  coerced,  it  means  nothing  less  than  a  con- 
spiracy on  the  part  of  this  great  corporation, 
and  they  should  be  investigated  by  the  District 
Attorney.  I  want  to  say  that  it  was  the  Elevated 
employees,  who  at  meetings  at  Tremont  Temple 
three  years  ago,  brought  about  the  10-cent  car- 
fare, and  I  think  investigation  will  show  that 
many  of  the  wives  of  the  men  on  the  Elevated 
Railroad  are  occupying  positions  not  only  in  the 
city,  state  and  nation,  but  in  private  corporations 
as  well.  They  talk  about  unemployment.  I,  for 
one,  before  my  vote  is  passed,  would  like  to  have 
the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton) 
state  where  he  gets  the  information  that  200  or 
300  men  are  to  be  laid  off  if  we  vote  in  favor  of 
standees  on  the  buses  of  the  Elevated.  I  think 
we  should  have  that  information,  if  he  has  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  before  we  take 
a  vote  on  this  important  measure,  I ,  want  to 
inform  you  what  I  have  found  out  through  talking 
with  motormen  and  conductors  in  the  Fields 
Corner  section  of  my  district.  They  are  convinced 
that  two  leaders  sold  them  out,  sold  them  out 
cold,  here,  as  Councilor  Norton  has  said.  Three 
weeks  before  they  came  here  and  favored  the  ordi- 
nance they  came  to  me  and  implored  me  to  vote 
against  standees,  on  the  theory  that  the  ordinance 
would  put  men  out  of  work,  that  from  the  two- 
man  car  in  a  little  while  we  would  go  to  the  one- 


man  bus.  That  is  just  what  it  is  coming  to  today. 
If  you  gentlemen  will  recall,  thinking  this  matter 
over  before  we  come  to  the  roll  call,  when  I  asked 
the  supposed  leaders  of  the  Union  why  they  had 
changed  their  minds  in  the  matter,  I  was  greeted 
with  this  answer: — "The  Elevated  has  agreed  not 
to  lay  off  any  men."  I  asked  the  man  who  was 
speaking  at  the  time  if  he  knew  that  such  an 
agreement  was  illegal  and  could  not  be  enforced. 
He  said  he  thought  it  could  be  enforced.  I  then 
asked  the  representatives  of  the  Elevated  Trustees 
what  they  thought  about  it,  and  they  said  that 
the  agreement  was  illegal  and  unenforcable.  Mr. 
President,  the  people  of  my  district,  when  they 
buy  a  ticket,  want  a  seat,  and  I  am  here  to  see 
that  they  get  a  seat.     I  am  against  standees. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  correct  some  of  the  remarks 
made  by  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun. 
Norton). 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  Chairman,  he  stated  that 
these  delegates  of  the  Carmen's  Union  appeared 
before  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  gave  as  a  reason  for  their  opposition  to 
the  standees  in  buses  that  it  would  lay  off  men. 
I  recall  that  I  asked  them  that  very  question 
and  that  they  denied  that  that  was  the  reason 
why  they  were  appearing  before  the  Executive 
Committee  in  opposition  to  standees  in  the  buses. 
Their  entire  argument  in  opposition  was  based  on 
the  question  of  public  safety.  I  recall  distinctly 
that  the  argument  they  presented  was  that  standees 
in  buses  would  prevent  the  operator  of  the  bus 
from  seeing  what  was  happening  at  his  rear. 
That  was  the  main  argument;  and  I  remember 
asking  them  the  question  whether  it  would  affect 
the  matter  of  employment.  They  denied  that  it 
would  affect  the  matter  of  employment,  and,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  that  was  not  a  part  of  their  argu- 
ment at  all. 

Coun.  GLEASON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  GLEASON — Mr.  President,  the  reason 
why  I  am  voting  in  favor  of  standees  today  is 
because  the  Elevated  officials  and  the  Union 
officials  appear  before  our  Executive  Committee 
and  have  come  to  an  agreement.  But  if  the 
charges  that  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park 
(Coun.  Norton)  presents  before  this  Council 
today  are  true,  and  he  can  prove  them,  I  will 
change  my  vote. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  .1  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there,  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  somewhat 
surprised  that  some  of  the  statements  made  to 
the  effect  that  the  Union  officials  have  appeared 
before  the  Council  and  have  asked  the  Council  to 
allow  standees  on  the  Elevated  buses.  Every 
member  of  the  Council  remembers  the  fight  that 
they  made  for  perhaps  three  years.  You  all 
remember  very  well  the  fight  that  former  Coun- 
cilor Murphy  made  with  regard  to  the  Elevated, 
in  this  matter.  I  simply  want  to  substantiate 
the  charges  that  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park 
(Coun.  Norton)  has  made,  and  I  will  go  a  step 
farther.  The  day  after  the  ordinance  was  first 
introduced,  I  had  been  the  first  to  rise  in  objection 
to  it,  and  the  following  week  I  was  visited,  not  at 
the  Council  Chamber,  but  at  my  place  of  business, 
by  the  attorney  of  the  Carmen's  Unon,  and  was 
asked  to  lead  the  fight  against  having  standees 
in  the  Elevated  buses.  In  view  of  the  situation  as 
it  exists,  I  fail  to  see  wherein  the  Council  can  pass 
this  ordinance. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  am  not  interested  in  the 
Elevated  trustees,  or  the  Union,  or  any  of  the 
officials  of  the  Union  of  the  Elevated  employees; 
but  I  am  interested  in  the  car-riding  public. 
It  is  ovious  that  the  word  "service"  is  entirely 
foreign  to  the  trustees  of  the  Elevated  Railroad. 
We  have  had  an  instance  of  that  in  East  Boston. 
Not  content  with  herding  the  people  [ike  Cattle, 
they  have  installed  one-man  cars  over  there, 
I  have  not  seen  one  single  instance  where  (lie 
trustees  of  the  Elevated  Railroad  have  been 
giving  consideration  to  the  car-riding  public. 
With  them,  it  is  a  case  of  serving  the  Elevated 
directors,  and   their  action   is  not   from   the  stand- 
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point  of  serving  the  car-riding  public.  We  have 
no  buses  in  East  Boston  yet,  and  we  don't  want 
them,  but  I  can  readily  visualize  that  perhaps 
within  a  year  we  will  be  asked  to  allow  them  to  be 
installed,  and  the  people  will  be  forced  to  walk 
up  and  down  steps,  and  to  suffer  inconvenience 
generally,  because  this  form  of  transportation  is 
being  introduced  against  the  wishes  and  interests 
of  the  car-riding  public.  I  am  opposed  to  standees 
in  buses,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Corn.  WILSON — Mr.  Fresident,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  let  me  state, 
first  of  all,  that  a  councilor  is  put  in  an  unfortunate 
position  when  he  must  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  make  a  statement  on  such  an  important  mat- 
ter prior  to  a  roll  call.  It  seems  to  me  we  should 
have  a  right  to  make  such  statements  without 
asking  unanimous  consent.  However  that  may 
be,  I  agree  with  the  councilor  from  East  Boston 
(Coun.  Donovan),  who  is  more  fortunate  in  his 
district  than  the  people  of  my  district  are.  He 
says  he  has  no  buses  in  his  district,  while  there 
are  three  or  four  bus  lines  in  the  district  I  repre- 
sent. But  I  agree  with  him  that  we  are  to  be 
governed  by  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  our  dis- 
trict, the  wishes  of  the  car-riding  public,  and  not 
by  the  wishes  of  the  Carmen's  Union,  the  Elevated 
Trustees,  or  anybody  else.  The  persons  in  whom 
we  are  primarily  interested  are  the  car-riding 
public — who,  in  answer  to  a  post-card  poll  sent 
out  to  3,000  voters  in  my  ward,  voted  two  and 
one-half  or  three  to  one  against  standees  in  buses. 
So  I  don't  care  how  many  times  the  officials  of  the 
Carmen's  Union  change  their  minds — as  they 
have  done — or  for  their  motives  when  they  change 
their  minds;  but  I  am  interested  primarily  in 
the  people  of  my  district  and  their  wishes,  in  so 
far  as  they  are  made  known  to  me.  Those  are 
the  people  in  whose  interest  I  am  voting  today, 
those  are  the  people  whom  I  am  sent  here  to 
represent;  and  I  am  surprised  that  members  of 
the  body,  simply  because  two  or  three  Union 
officials  come  in  here  at  one  time  and  say  one 
thing,  and  then  come  in  at  another  time  and  say 
something  else,  should  allow  that  to  affect  their 
minds  and  their  votes.  I  shall  be  very  much 
surprised  if  men  here  will  change  their  minds 
because  of  any  such  reason.  The  people  whom 
we  represent  are  the  car-riding  public,  and  I  will 
simply  say,  so  far  as  the  people  of  my  ward  in 
Dorchester  are  concerned,  that  they  have  spoken 
by  a  vote  of  two  and  one-half  or  three  to  one 
against  the  proposed   change  in   the  ordinance. 

Several  members  addressed  the  Chair. 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  say  that 
there  was  sufficient  opportunity  to  debate  the 
order  when  the  question  first  came  up  and  was 
open  for  discussion.  We  are  now  attempting  to 
solve  the  doubt,  and  no  debate  is  in  order. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  address  the  body. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  LYNCH — The  only  argument  advanced 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  order  is  that  the 
officials  of  the  Union  wish  it  passed.  I  think 
every  member  of  the  body  knows  that  the  two 
officials  who  appeared  here  first  came  to  me  and 
asked  for  the  privilege  to  be  heard  before  our 
Executive  Committee  when  the  ordinance  was 
first  offered.  Permission  for  them  to  appear 
before  the  Executive  Committee  and  make  a 
statement  was  granted.  They  then  asked  that 
the  ordinance  be  defeated.  About  two  weeks  later, 
or  a  short  time  later,  they  came  in  with  the  officials 
of  the  Elevated  road  and  asked  that  the  ordinance 
be  passed.  They  could  give  no  reason  whatsoever 
for  their  about-face,  and  I  think  every  member 
who  was  present  at  that  executive  hearing  positively 
believes  that  both  men  were  lying.  I  am  against 
standees  in  buses,  Mr.  President.  In  South 
Boston  at  present  the  streets  are  in  poor  condition, 
and  that  would  mean  that  standees  in  buses 
would  be  badly  thrown  about.  But,  whether  or 
not  the  streets  are  in  good  condition,  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  stand  in  a  bus  going  along  at  twenty 
or  thirty  miles  an  hour  without  being  thrown 
about  or  shaken  up.  Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
this  ordinance  will  not  pass. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  interested 


in  the  stand  of  the  Union  or  the  stand  of  the 
Elevated  on  this  matter.  I  am  interested  in  the 
car-riders.  In  addition  to  that,  let  me  say  that 
this  ordinance  as  framed  at  the  present  time  is 
most  vague.     It  says: 

"Passengers  in  excess  of  twenty-five  per  rent 
above  the  seating  capacity  of  such  motor  vehicle 
shall  not  be  carried.  Whenever  the  number  of 
passengers  applying  for  transportation  exceeds  the 
number  hereinbefore  provided  for  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  licensee  to  furnish  sufficient  additional 
facilities  to  carry  such  passengers." 

Neither  does  it  say  who  shall  be  the  judge  as  to 
whether  the  percentage  is  25  or  more.  So  I  say 
that  the  ordinance  as  framed  is  vague.  It  simply 
gives  to  the  Elevated  the  right  to  carry  legally 
as  standees  25  per  cent  of  the  number  sitting, 
and  as  many  more  as  they  can  crowd  in.  Mr. 
President,  I  wish  *o  record  my  vote  against  this 
ordinance,  purely  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
liublic  and  of  public  safety,  for  the  protection  of 
the  people  who  are  to  be  driven  in  these  buses  and 
who  will  be  crowded  into  them  if  the  opportunity 
to  do  so  is  given  to  the  Elevated. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection 
the  gentleman  mav  proceed. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President.  I  would  not 
have  risen  at  this  time  if  I  did  not  believe  it  was 
better  for  me  to  do  so  than  to  sit  here  quietly 
while  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
speak  three  or  four  times  upon  the  question, 
members  who  are  obviously  upon  the  same  side 
that  they  were  when  they  spoke  previously.  I 
have  been  through  this  matter  before.  I  voted 
in  favor  of  standees  before,  and  I  received  on 
account  of  my  vote  a  protest  from  just  one  person 
in  my  district,  who  took  issue  with  me  because 
of  that  vote.  I  explained  to  him  as  best  I  could 
my  reasons,  and  he  accepted  them,  and  was  very 
enthusiastic  in  his  support  of  me  for  re-election, 
although  a  member  of  the  opposite  political  party. 
I  have  many  men  in  my  ward  who  are  employed 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  still — many  motormen, 
many  conductors,  but  I  have  yet  to  receive  from 
them  a  word  of  any  kind  to  the  effect  that  they  are 
against  this  proposition.  I  should  think,  in 
order  to  be  consistent,  that  they  would  be  em- 
phatically in  favor  of  it,  because  obviously, 
if  this  ordinance  prevails,  there  will  be  a  less 
number  of  standees  in  the  buses  on  the  Elevated 
system  than  there  are  at  the  present  time.  I 
am  interested,  as  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
are  interested,  Mr.  Fresident,  in  extending  the 
service  of  the  Boston  Elevated  to  all  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  Metropolitan  District.  I  am  interested 
in  extending  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  and  I 
believe  if  this  ordinance  becomes  a  part  of  the 
recognized  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
wo  will  have  an  improvement  in  conditions.  We 
will  not  see  the  monstrous  spectacle  of  buses 
coming  into  Boston  asking  passengers  to  unload 
before  they  come  into  this  city.  Let  us  be  con- 
sistent throughout  the  system.  I  recall  very 
well  in  191$,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Metropolitan  Affairs,  who  reported  the  bill  which 
gave  over  this  great  system  to  the  people,  the 
circumstances  existing  at  that  time.  Some  of 
the  members  of  the  Council,  Mr.  President,  do 
not  seem  to  recognize  the  fact  that  the  people 
are  really  running  this  corporation  at  the  present 
time  and  have  been  since  191S,  and  that  the 
policies  adopted  bv  the  Elevated  system  are  the 
policies  advocated  by  representatives  of  the 
people  throughout  the  district.  I  believe  we  have 
a  unique  situation,  where  the  management  of  the 
Elevated,  the  trustees,  the  general  manager  and 
the  employees,  are  in  full  accord.  I  believe  we 
should  pass  this  ordinance. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  gentleman  may 
proceed,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not  intend 
to  inject  myself  into  this  prolonged  debate.  As  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  one 
who  voted  to  bring  this  ordinance  up  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council,  in  view  of  some  of  the  remarks 
that  have  been  made  I  think  the  members  of  the 
Council  ought  to  be  familiarized  with  the  ordinance 
as  it  came  to  the  committee,  as  well  as  the  ordi- 
nance that  is  now  before  the  Council.  I  think 
we  are  getting  a  little  bit  disturbed  about  the 
situation,  unnecessarily.  The  councilor  from 
Ward  IS  (Coun.  Norton)  in  an  eloquent  speech 
Started   in   today   to  debate   the  question   of   un- 
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employment,  which  has  concerned  this  body  for 
almost  a  year  and  a  half.  For  a  considerable 
period  we  have  been  faced  with  the  unemployment 
situation.  But  I  also  say,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council,  that,  regardless  of  what 
we  did  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  and  what  we  have 
done  since,  we  have  not,  in  my  opinion,  relieved 
the  unemployment  situation  one  bit.  Surely  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  is  not  going  to  hold  the 
members  of  this  Council  responsible  for  the 
machinery  and  the  new  devices  that  have  gone 
into  effect,  with,  which  we  had  absolutely  nothing 
to  do.  I  might  remind  the  councilor  from  Ward 
18,  as  well  as  the  other  members  of  the  Council 
who  have  spoken,  that  today  the  Boston  Elevated 
Trustees  are  allowing  their  operators  of  every 
single  bus  in  every  part  of  Boston  to  overload 
the  bus  with  standing  passengers  to  the  capacity 
of  the  bus.  .  When  we  received  this  contemplated 
ordinance  from  the  Elevated  Trustees,  there 
were  in  it  the  words  "Shall  not  habitually  carry 
over  25  per  cent."  The  members  of  the  committee 
felt  that  if  the  ordinance  were  passed,  with  that 
clause  in  it,  the  Elevated  would  be  permitted  to 
carry  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  standee  passengers,  if 
the  size  of  the  bus  warranted  it.  So  we  reported 
the  ordinance  back  and  said  to  the  Elevated 
Trustees  that  the  number  of  standees  must  be 
limited  to  25  per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  bus.  Mr.  President,  it  is  my  firm  conviction 
that  if  we  permit  this  ordinance  to  pass  as  it  has 
been  reported,  the  car-riders  of  Boston  will  be 
getting  a  better  deal,  because  then  and  only  then 
will  we  have  control  over  the  bus  situation,  and 
then  and  only  then  will  councilors  from  Ward  18, 
Ward  17  and  Ward  20  be  able  to  see  that  buses  in 
their  district,  the  capacity  of  which  is  twenty- 
eight,  will  not  have  more  than  seven  standees  to 
the  bus.  If  that  sort  of  thing  happens,  and  it  is 
observed  by  a  councilor  or  anybody  else,  we  can 
simply  ask  that  the  permit  for  carrying  such 
passengers  be  revoked.  I  think  under  the  rules 
we  would  have  that  right.  And  we  all  know, 
without  the  passage  of  such  a  restrictive  ordinance, 
the  buses  have  been  and  will  be  overloaded  with 
standees. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  question?  The  gentleman 
refers  to  the  people  owning  and  operating  the 
road  under  the  Public  Control  Act.  I  wonder 
if  he  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  when  it  comes  to  the 
expenditure  of  money,  whether  for  the  building  of 
tunnels  or  subways,  the  Board  of  Trustees  are 
not  the  final  authority,  but  are  subject  to  the 
directors  of  the  Boston  Elevated?  Does  that 
make  the  Elevated  road  a  publicly  controlled, 
owned  and  operated  railroad? 

Coun.  RUBY — Under  my  permission  to  discuss 
this  matter,  Mr.  President,  I  will  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  say  that,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned  as 
public  officials,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts today  owns  and  operates  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railroad.  The  Governor  of  this  Com- 
monwealth— and  I  want  to  say  now  that  I  favor 
home  rule  for  Boston  at  all  times  on  all  questions, 
even  to  the  extent  of  appointment  of  trustees  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway, — appoints  every 
man  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  they  are 
answerable  to  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth. 
I  think  that  they  should  be  answerable,  as  I 
think  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  should 
be  answerable,  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Never- 
theless, we  are  now  controlling  and  operating 
the  Boston  Elevated  system  in  this  Commonwealth, 
and  we  now  have  before  us  for  action  an  ordinance 
that,  in  my  opinion,  will  benefit  the  general 
public.  How  many  of  us  are  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  it  is  not  so  very  long 
ago  when  open  cars  were  operating.  It  was  at 
least  in  my  time.  I  can  remember — and  I  am 
a  little  older  than  some  members  of  the  Council — 
the  days  when  I,  as  a  boy,  was  allowed  to  stand 
on  the  running-board  of  the  Elevated  cars,  being 
allowed  upon  the  payment  of  five  cents  to  ride 
in  that  manner — although  I  might  have  assumed 
some  responsibility  that  I  didn't  know  about  at 
the  time.  And  let  me  remind  you  that  the  trustees 
of  the  Elevated,  under  the  present  statute,  are 
able  to  do  anything  they  want.  If  they  want  to 
take  off  three  or  four  cars  from  your  district  or 
my  district,  nobody  under  the  sun  can  stop  them. 
When  they  want  to  take  off  cars  from  the  Egleston 
Square-Mattapan  line,  they  do  it — rush  hours, 
Saturdays  or  Sundays,  makes  no  difference.  But 
in  voting  on  this  question  I  am  not  influenced  in 
any  way  by  the  fact  that  delegates  of  the  Union 
came  in  here  and  took  one  position  at  one  time 


and  another  position  at  another  time.  At  no 
time,  however,  did  they  say  that  if  we  granted 
the  permission  to  the  Elevated  it  would  mean 
the  curtailing  of  men.  I  don't  think  a  member 
of  this  body  would  vote  for  the  ordinance  if  it 
meant  the  discharge  of  one  human  being  on  the 
Boston  Elevated.  I  believe,  however,  that  if  the 
Boston  Elevated  has  determined  to  curtail  ex- 
penses and  to  cut  out  men,  it  will  not  do  it  under 
the  power  of  this  ordinance,  because  they  are  now 
permitting,  as  I  say,  nine,  ten  or  eleven  standees 
in  a  bus,  a  larger  number  than  would  be  permitted 
under  this  ordinance.  You  are  saying  to  the 
Boston  Elevated  under  this  ordinance,  "This 
permits  you  to  carry  no  more  than  25  per  cent 
of  your  capacity  in  a  bus  as  standees.  If  the 
average  bus  seats  twenty-eight  people,  you  are 
allowed  to  carry  seven  standees,  and  not  ten, 
eleven  or  twelve" — the  number  that  I  have  seen 
many  times  in  the  Elevated  buses,  on  the  Rowe's 
Wharf  short  trip  to  Franklin  street  and  on  lines 
on  other  important  thoroughfares.  I  think, 
however,  we  ought  not  to  be  disturbed  by  the 
varying  positions  taken  by  representatives  of 
the  Carmen's  Union,  or  by  the  desire  of  the 
Elevated,  for  which  we  hold  no  brief.  I  desire 
to  repeat,  however,  that,  although  men  repre- 
senting the  Carmen's  Union  came  in  here  and 
took  one  position  one  week,  and  another  position 
at  another  time,  at  no  time,  if  my  memory  serves 
me  right, — and  I  was  present  on  both  occasions 
when  they  spoke, — did  they  say  anything  in- 
dicating that  the  Boston  Elevated  intended  to 
fire  one  man  if  we  either  defeated  or  passed  the 
ordinance.  I  do  feel  that  we  will  be  doing  the 
car-rider  a  greater  benefit  by  permitting  a  specified 
percentage,  a  specified  number  of  standees,  and  I 
think  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  speak. 

Chairman  McGRATH — Councilor  Hein  has 
called  for  the  previous  question,  and  that  serves 
as  an  objection  to  the  request  for  unanimous 
consent. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  my  reason  for 
putting  the  order  in  is  this.  Last  week  I  decided 
to  look  over  the  new  Brighton  High  School. 
I  knew  that  the  city  was  spending  considerably 
more  than  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars,  and  I 
wanted  to  see  where  this  money  was  being  spent 
and  for  what.  To  my  mind,  this  building  from 
the  exterior  would  be  an  asset  to  any  college  in 
the  country  if  it  had  been  built  as  a  memorial,  or 
from  money  left  by  some  wealthy  alumnus. 
There  is  quite  a  bit  more  work  to  be  done  on  the 
outside  to  complete  the  project.  I  refer  to  the 
exterior  grading,  drives  and  approaches.  Where 
is  the  loam  coming  from  to  complete  the  grading? 
Where  is  the  loam  that  was  on  the  site  when  the 
work  was  started?  Who  did  the  excavating 
for  the  contractor?  Who  was  the  inspector  for 
the  old  Schoolhouse  Commission  that  should  have 
known  what  was  being  done  with  the  loam? 
What  does  the  architect  of  the  building  know 
about  the  loam?  Who  is  going  to  pay  for  the 
loam  required  for  this  grading?  The  building 
is  faced  with  an  expensive  Gothic  limestone  which 
may  be  pleasing  to  the  artistic  taste  of  some.  When 
1  say  the  building  is  faced,  I  mean  the  whole  exte- 
rior front,  sides  and  back — even  the  automotive 
shop  in  the  rear,  out  of  sight  from  all,  this  is  faced 
with  limestone.  Now,  let  us  go  into  the  building. 
Have  you  ever  visited  the  whispering  gallery  in 
the  dome  of  the  Capitol  in  Washington?  Well,  the 
Brighton  High  School  is  one  big  whispering  gal- 
lery. If  you  talk  louder  than  a  whisper,  you  feel 
as  though  the  roof  was  coming  down  on  you. 
How  long  will  the  teaching  staff  in  this  school  last 
with  their  voices  reverberating  throughout  the 
classroom?  The  slightest  noise  is  carried  back 
and  forth  throughout  each  classroom.  What  has 
been  done  to  tone  this  down?  Why  should  it 
exist  at  all?  If  you  do  not  believe  me,  I  ask  that 
you  visit  this  school  and  get  the  facts  first  hand. 
I  asked  the  superintendent  for  the  contractor  if 
they  had  heat  on  the  building,  and  he  said  they 
let  their  engineer  go  four  weeks  ago.  Imagine  a 
new  building  costing  what  this  building  has  with- 
out heat  to  keep  out  moisture.  In  some  rooms 
the  paint  is  already  beginning  to  peel  off  the 
ceiling.  Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to  look  into 
this  matter  further  if  such  conditions  exist.  What 
has  happened  before?  What  is  likely  to  happen 
in  the  future?  As  the  roof  is  leaking  in  several 
places,  we  can  see  right  now  what   is  happening.

GOVERNOR   SQUARE   ACT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  2,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Chapter  394  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  1930  entitled,  "An  Act  Providing 
for  the  Elimination  of  the  Crossing  at  Grade  at 
Governor  Square  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  Street 
Railway  Cars  using  the  Boylston  Street  Subway," 
provides  in  part  that  the  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  acceptance  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
and  requires  the  filing  of  a  certificate  of  such 
acceptance  with  the  State  Secretary,  provided, 
howe\er,  that  such  acceptance,  approval  and  filing 
occur  during  the  current  year. 

I  submit  to  your  honorable  body  a  copy  of  the 
act  and  an  order  providing  for  its  acceptance. 
The  importance  of  favorable  and  early  action  on 
this  matter  is,  no  doubt,  clearly  evident  to  the 
members  of  the  Council. 

For  years  the  demand  for  relief  from  the  con- 
gestion at  this  most  important  traffic  junction  has 
been  constantly  urged. 

Early  in  1925,  upon  my  petition,  the  Legislature 
enacted  chapter  341  of  that  year,  under  the  terms 
of  which  it  was  provided  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  should  pay  an  annual  rental  sufficient  to 
meet  interest  charges  on  the  debt  incurred  in 
construction  and  provide  for  the  necessary  pay- 
ments into  a  sinking  fund  to  amortize  such  debt. 
This  act  did  not  become  operative  by  reason  of 
the  failure  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  to 
accept  its  terms. 

In  January  of  this  year  I  again  took  the  matter 
up  and  called  into  conference  the  Trustees  and 
Directors  of  the  Elevated  Railway  Company,  the 
members  of  the  Transit  Commission  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city,  with  the  result 
that  an  agreement  was  secured  and  the  present 
law  enacted.  Under  the  terms  of  this  act  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  is  called  upon  to  pay 
an  annual  rental  at  the  rate  of  4$  per  cent,  or 
approximately  S140.000,  on  the  net  cost  of  the 
extension,  this  cost  being  estimated  at  $3,100,000. 
In  the  event,  however,  that  the  reserve  fund  pro- 
vided in  the  Public  Control  Act  of  1918  is  not 
sufficient  to  meet  this  rental  charge  in  whole  or 
in  part,  the  City  of  Boston  is  to  assume  one  half 
of  such  amount  as  the  company  fails  to  pay,  the 
other  half  to  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  and 
in  turn  assessed  on  the  cities  and  towns  comprising 
the  district  established  by  the  1918  Act,  the  amount 
of  such  assessment  to  the  City  of  Boston  approxi- 
mating 72  per  cent. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the  operation  of 
this  extension  will  be  not  only  self-sustaining  but 
will  result  in  a  substantial  saving  to  the  Elevated 
road  by  reason  of  the  elimination  of  the  delays 
at  Governor  square  which  have  seriously  inter- 
fered with  the  maintenance  of  the  time  schedules 
of  the  railway,  affecting  in  turn  the  use  of  the 
entire  rapid  transit  system. 

It  is  most  earnestly  to  be  hoped  and  I  respect- 
fully recommend  that  this  order  be  adopted  by 
your  honorable  body  without  undue  delay.

SATURDAY  HALF  HOLIDAY  FOR  UNITED 
STATES    POSTOFFICE    EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  MAHONEY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,    That    the    City    Council    of    Boston 
heartily    indorses    the    proposed    legislation    now 


before  Congress  extending  to  the  employees  of  the 
United  States  Postoffiee  Department  the  Saturday 
half-holiday  privileges  now  enjoyed  by  nearly  all 
other  public  employees. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
sincerely  of  the  opinion  that  this  resolution  should 
commend  itself  to  the  judgment  of  the  members  of 
the  City  Council.  The  employees  of  the  United 
States  Post  Office  Department  comprise  men  and 
women  who  are  among  the  hardest  workers  in  the 
service  of  our  government,  and  their  intimate  rela- 
tion with  the  great  general  public  which  they  Berve 
makes  necessary  the  fact  that  there  should  be  a 
remarkable  sincerity  of  purpose,  loyalty,  and 
fidelity  of  effort.  The  employees  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Treasury  Department,  as  well 
as  the  various  bureaus  and  governmental  boards 
associated  with  the  United  States  Government, 
today  enjoy  the  Saturday  half-holiday.  The 
measure  of  Congressman  Kendall  now  before 
Congress  in  Washington  will  prevent  the  exclusion 
of  the  employees  of  the  Post  Office  Department  in 
Boston  and  the  entire  country  from  the  emjoyment 
of  the  Saturday  half-holiday  which  those  in  state 
and  municipal  employ  at  present  enjoy.  The 
enactment  of  this  legislation  has  been  proposed  in 
Washington  for  many  years  but  without  avail,  and

issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city  to  said  amount,  the  same  to  be  issued 
outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness. 

14.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $20,000  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission  for 
the  construction  of  a  locker  building  at  the  Mary 
Hemenway  Playground,  Ward  16,  and  that  to 
meet  such  expense  the  City  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  request  of 
the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  to  that  amount. 

15.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $30,000  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission  for 
the  purchase  of  additional  shore  property  to 
sufficiently  enlarge  the  bathing  area  at  Tenean

On  May  19,  1930,  the  foregoing  orders  were 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

Nos.  7,  S,  9,  10,  11,  12,  14  and  15,  under  un- 
finished business,  on  the  calendar,  were  given  their 
second  and  final  reading  and  passage,  yeas  20, 
nays — Coun.  Wilson — 1. 

When  Coun.  Wilson's  name  was  called,  he  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be  recorded  "No"  on 
No.  12,  and  "Yes  "  on  the  rest. 

Chairman  BUSH — The  Chair  is  sorry,  but  the 
councilor's  vote  cannot  be  divided  in  that  way. 

Coun.  WILSON— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
vote  "  No  "  and  will  then  ask  reconsideration  of  the 
entire  vote. 

After  the  announcement  of  the  result,  Coun. 
WILSON  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  move  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
just  taken  and  ask  that  No.  12  be  voted  on  sep- 
arately and  the  others  in  block,  if  required,  and  that 
the  vote  follow  the  executive  session. 

Reconsideration  was  declared  lost. 


JUNE    2,    1930. 
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Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote,  and  upon  the  question  of  the  doubt  I  would 
like  to  make  a  statement,  with  unanimous  consent. 

Chairman  BUSH — Does  the  Chair  hear  any  ob- 
jection? There  being  no  objection,  Councilor 
Wilson  may  proceed. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  my  only  pur- 
pose in  requesting  a  split-up  of  the  various  loan 
orders  is  that  otherwise  I  shall  be  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  to  remain  true  to  the  vote  I  have  al- 
ready taken  in  the  past  on  the  order  which  appears 
in  No.  12  on  the  calendar.  When  the  suggestion 
was  made  that  all  the  orders  be  taken  up  together, 
I  was  otherwise  engaged,  and  by  voting  upon  the 
orders  in  block  I  would  be  denied  an  opportunity 
to  vote  against  the  order  against  which  I  voted 
last  year,  and  upon  which  I  desire  my  action  to 
remain  consistent.  As  a  matter  of  principle,  I  am 
opposed,  anyway,  to  voting  in  block  on  loan  orders 
involving  millions  of  dollars,  although  I  do  not 
object  to  saving  time.  But  the  principle  is  wrong. 
I  certainly  should  like  the  privilege  of  recording  my 
"no"  vote  this  year  on  the  order  upon  which  I 
voted  "  no  "  last  year.  Therefore,  I  have  made  my 
motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  Wilson's  motion  to  reconsider  prevailed  by 
a  rising  vote. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  orders  7,  8, 
9,  10,  11,  14  and  15. 

The  orders  were  given  their  second  and  final  read- 
ing and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  No.  12 
on  the  calendar. 

No.  12  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading  and 
passage,  yeas  18,  nays — Coun.  Wilson — 1.

Coun.  MAHONEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  reports,  as  follows: 

1.  Report  on  petitions  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at 
places  of  public  amusement,  viz.:  Elizabeth  G. 
McNamee,  at  Elizabeth  Peabody  House,  June  13; 
Ruth  Hawes,  Unitarian  Parish  Hall,  June  7;  Irene 
E.  Hogan,  Greenwood  Hall,  June,  9 — that  leave  be 
granted. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  under  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  that  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  junk 
and  old  materials  in  Public  Works  Department 
valued  at  about  $2,200 — that  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  accepting  chapter  394,  being  act 
providing  for  elimination  of  crossing  at  grade  at 
Governor  square, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  there  has  been 
agitation  for  years  to  remedy  traffic  conditions  at 
Governor  square.  Not  only  has  the  congestion 
been  bad  for  street  traffic,  motor  vehicles  and  other- 
wise, but  it  has  interfered  with  the  whole  operation 
of  the  subway.  We  all  know  the  high  cost  of  con- 
structing modern  subways,  that  it  runs  into  many 
millions  of  dollars,  and  what  can  be  more  dis- 
couraging, when  you  have  a  fine  improvement  like 
the  Boylston  Street  Subway,  than  to  find  the  whole 
operation  of  it  interfered  with  by  street  congestion 
at  the  exit  of  the  subway?  Day  after  day  you  can 
see  crowds  getting  on  subway  trains  at  Park  street, 
running  out  to  Beacon  street  and  Commonwealth 
avenue,  and  those  trains  getting  stalled  at  Copley 
square  or  at  points  beyond.  Instead  of  having  the 
rapid  transit  we  are  entitled  to  in  view  of  the  large 
expenditure  we  have  made,  we  find  a  procession  of 
trolley  cars  one  after  the  other  tied  up  because  they 
cannot  get  out  of  the  subway  exit  at  Governor 
square.  Under  the  plan  for  the  proposed  im- 
provement, not  only  will  that  condition  be  relieved, 
but  we  will  find  also  another  great  improvement 
which  will  be  welcomed  in  Boston.  I  notice  from 
the  plans  that  the  exits  and  entrances  of  the  sub- 
way are  going  to  be  at  the  side  of  the  street  and  not 
in  the  middle  of  the  square.  In  this  city  up  to  the 
present  time  we  have  frequently  had  subway  exits 
and  entrances  placed  out  in  the  middle  of  streets  or 
squares.  Such  is  the  case  at  Scollay  square  and  at 
Harvard  square.  I  don't  think  one  sees  that  con- 
dition in  other  cities  with  similar  traffic  conditions. 
You  would  not  expect  to  find  a  subway  entrance  or 
exit  out  in  the  middle  of  Broadway  or  at  the  corner 
of  Fifth  avenue  and  Forty-second  street  in  New 
York.  But  here  we  too  frequently  have  the  en- 
trances and  exits  out  in  the  middle  of  a  square  or 
street,  so  that  the  public  have  to  cross  traffic  in 
order  to  avail  themselves  of  the  subway  accommo- 
dations. So  I  think  there  will  be  a  great  improve- 
ment in  that  respect,  having  the  exits  and  entrances 
at  the  sides  of  the  streets  and  not  in  the  middle  of 
the  square.  So  I  think  we  should  back  this  order 
to  the  limit  and  be  delighted  that  this  troublesome 
question,  which  has  caused  confusion  and  doubt 
for  years,  has  been  finally  settled.  We  should 
certainly  congratulate  the  Mayor  for  the  successful 
result  of  his  activities  in  behalf  of  this  great  public 
improvement. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  passed. 


CENSUS   TABULATION. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
a  retabulation  of  the  United  States  census  enum- 
eration figures  for  Ward  1,  and  that  a  copy  of  this 
resolve  be  sent  to  Mr.  Louis  B.  Sensale,  Supervisor 
of  the  Census  at  Boston. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  introducing  that  resolution  at  this  time  is 
because  I  strenuously  object  to  the  census  report 
as  to  the  population  of  Ward  1,  as  submitted  by 
Mr.  Sensale's  office.  I  was  born  in  East  Boston 
pretty  nearly  forty-one  years  ago.  I  have  lived 
there  all  my  life,  and  I  know  East  Boston.  lOast 
Boston,  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  it  is  geographic- 
ally situated  on  an  island,  is  a  beautiful  residential 
section;  and,  also,  because  of  the  tunnel  Doming 
there,  it  is  attracting  business  men.  The  airport 
and   other   facilities  afforded   over  there   are   also 
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attracting  industry.  We  hear  talk  about  the 
United  Fruit  lines  coming  there,  and  I  wish  to  say 
this  to  Mr.  Sensale,  that  business  is  building  up 
over  in  East  Boston  and  that  the  population 
is  increasing.  There  is  no  retrogression  in  East 
Boston.  As  one  vitally  interested  in  the  growth  of 
East  Boston,  I  strenuously  object  to  the  report 
that  has  been  set  out  by  Mr.  Sensale.  His  report 
is  nonsensical,  in  stating  that  people  are  leaving 
there.  It  is  nonsensical  in  that  respect,  Mr. 
President,  because  they  are  doing  nothing  of  the 
sort.  One  would  think  from  reading  the  report 
that  has  been  sent  out,  practically  speaking,  that 
we  were  exercising  birth  control  over  there.  The 
fact  is,  however,  that  we  have  more  school  children 
in  East  Boston  than  in  any  other  section  of  the 
city.  Certainly,  Mr.  Sensale  and  his  enumerators 
have  failed  to  get  at  the  facts.  Last  week,  since 
my  letter  appeared  in  the  newspapers,  I  received 
many  calls  on  the  telephone  and  word  from  differ- 
ent people  that  they  had  not  seen  enumerators, 
that  they  had  not  come  to  their  house.  If  houses 
have  been  overlooked,  possibly  streets  have  been 
overlooked.  I  ask,  therefore,  that  Mr.  Sensale 
put  his  enumerators  at  work  and  retabulate  the 
count  in  East  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  offer  an  amendment,  if  the  gentleman  will 
accept  it,  that  the  whole  city  be  included. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Yes,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
accept  the  amendment. 

Coun.  NORTON— We  feel  also  that  our  ward 
has  suffered  in  the  enumeration  by  Mr.  Sensale 
and  his  employees.  While  we  are  credited  with  an 
increase  of  9,000  in  Ward  18  in  the  last  decade, 
we  have  found,  just  resorting  to  our  own  amateur- 
ish efforts  over  one  hundred  people  who  were  not 
listed  by  census  takers.  We  feel,  therefore,  that 
instead  of  an  increase  of  9,000,  the  increase  in  the 
ward  should  be  10,000.  Instead  of  having  43,000 
inhabitants  in  Ward  18,  we  feel  that  we  may  very 
likely  have  45,000.  We  feel  that  if  an  opportunity 
is  given  to  have  a  complete  check-up  of  our  ward 
and  of  every  ward  in  the  City  of  Boston,  Boston 
will  take  the  place  to  which  she  is  rightfully 
entitled  among  the  cities  of  the  country. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  before  voting 
on  this  measure  of  Councilor  Donovan,  I  want  to 
say  from  what  little  investigating  I  have  done  in 
my  ward,  while  the  ward  is  credited  with  showing 
a  slight  increase,  certain  enumerators — for  example, 


those  taking  the  census  on  Clayton  street — have 
been  telling  people  that  that  is  Ward  13,  Precinct 
13,  instead  of  Ward  15,  Precinct  15.  So  I  think 
Councilor  Norton's  amendment  to  include  the 
whole  city  is  well  put.  I  think  that  these  fellows 
who  were  employed — while  it  was  very  nice  to 
see  them  get  a  day's  pay,  and  so  on — did  not  know 
their  business. 

Coun.   Norton's  amendment  was  adopted,   and 
Coun.     Donovan's    resolution    as    amended     was

Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  orders  I  made  an 
examination  on  May  29,  1930,  of  the  present 
condition  of  the  walls  and  the  remaining  pergolas 
at  the  Morton  Street  Playground,  Ward  3,  and 
compared  the  structure  with  plans  submitted  by 
the  Park  Department,  and  report  as  follows: 

The  cantilevered  pergola  capping  that  remained 
on  thN  walls  on  the  northerly  side  of  Morton  street 
has  been  removed  with  the  exception  of  the  brackets 
under  the  chimneys  of  the  adjoining  buildings.  I 
am  informed  by  Mr.  Murphy,  the  engineer  of  the 
Park  Department,  that  these  brackets  are  to  be 
removed  and  the  chimneys  bricked  up  to  the 
present  wall  cap. 

The  brick  buttresses  in  the  wall  are  in  fairly 
good  condition.  Possibly  four  or  five  of  them  are 
a  little  out  of  plumb,  the  worst  condition  being  a 
leaning  of  about  two  inches  towards  the  play- 
ground. The  concrete  panels  between  these 
buttresses  show  settlement  cracks,  but  in  my 
opinion  these  are  not  seriou9. 

There  is  one  bad  crack  clear  through  the  wall  in 
one  of  the  panels  in  that  portion  of  the  wall  where 
the  top  fell.  This  panel  should  be  recapped  and 
the  entire  wall  gone  over  and  repaired  ana  pointed, 
especially  on  the  top  where  the  walls  abut  the 
adjoining  buildings. 
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I  would  recomend  that  the  pergolas  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Morton  street,  because  of  the 
deflection  of  the  concrete  rafters  and  the  loose 
concrete  planks  on  the  top  of  them,  be  removed 
and  that  the  remaining  walls  be  repaired  and 
pointed  as  suggested  for  the  the  wall  on  the  other 
side. 

General  repairs  on  the  other  buildings  and  the 
toilets  should  be  made. 

In  comparing  the  present  structures  with  plans 
submitted  by  the  Park  Department  I  find  that, 
barring  a  few  slight  variations  in  dimensions,  the 
structures  were  built  according  to  plans,  except 
that  the  anchor  bolts  were  not  placed  in  walls  and 
piers  as  shown  on  plans  and  that  the  dowels  in 
the  concrete  planks  holding  them  to  the  concrete 
rafters  were  omitted. 

I  would  also  say  that  owing  to  horizontal  joints 
showing  in  the  wals  it  would  appear  that  proper 
care  was  not  taken  in  the  pouring  of  the  concrete 
walls.

Sir, — By  your  order  I  made  an  examination  on 
May  29,  1930,  of  the  condition  of  the  shelter  at 
the  Tyler  Street  Playground,  Ward  3,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon: 

At  the  rear  of  the  playground  is  a  concrete  wall 
24  feet  high  from  the  level  of  the  yard  on  Hudson 
street.  About  7  feet  of  this  wall  acts  as  a 
retaining  wall  for  the  Tyler  Street  Playground. 
The  remaining  17  feet  of  the  wall  forms  the  rear 
bearing  wall  for  a  shelter  which  extends  about 
7\  feet  over  all  into  the  playground.  The  front 
of  this  shelter  is  supported  on  eonctete  columns 
18  inches  in  diameter  with  a  10-inch  by  12-inch 
beam  acting  as  a  plate.  The  rafters  are  4  inches 
by  12  inches,  about  20  inches  on  centers  and 
cantilever  over  the  plate  about  31  feet.  The  roof 
is  of  lj-inch  plank  covered  with  metal.  The 
columns  are  4  feet  from  the  rear  wall  and  rest  on  a 
continuous  concrete  base.  There  are  twelve  of 
these  columns  and  the  structure  is  about  13S  feet 
in  length. 

This  rear  wall  is  a  pilaster  wall  with  12-inch  by 
24-inch  pilasters  about  12J  feet  on  centers  with 
panels  8  inches  thick.  The  wall  is  capped  terra 
cotta  wall  capping  12  inches  in  length. 

In  the  southwesterly  end  of  the  playground 
there  is  another  shelter  of  the  "pergola"  type 
about  16  feet  in  depth  and  60  feet  front.  The 
roof  rafters  are  6-inch  I-beams  resting  on  a  10-inch 
by  12-inch  concrete  plate  which  is  in  turn  sup- 
ported by  four  20-inch  square  columns  and  12 
round  columns  18  inches  in  diameter,  with  a  span 
of  about  10  feet  on  centers.  The  span  of  the 
I-beam  rafters  is  about  11  feet,  20  inches  on  centers. 
Directly  over  the  supporting  plate  and  at  right 
angles  to  the  rafters  is  a  false  beam  or  parapet 
2  feet  wide  and,'  18]  inches  high.  This  apparently 
is   built  of  angle  iron  frame  and  covered  with 


metal  lath  and  cement  plaster.  There  are  two 
of  these  beams,  one  at  the  front  and  the  other  at 
the  rear. 

Between  these  two  beams  there  are  three  con- 
crete planks  2  inches  thick  and  12  inches  wide 
supported  by  1-inch  by  1-inch  angles  running 
transversely  to  the  rafters.  The  rafters  cantilever 
oyer  the  face  of  the  plate  about  2\  feet  and  are 
tied  by  2-inch  by  2-inch  angle.  One  end  of  this 
structure  overhangs  Tyler  street  about  18  inches. 

At  the  back  of  this  shelter  is  a  wall  up  against 
the  adjoining  buildings  6  inches  in  thickness  and 
about  14  feet  high.  It  is  a  question  whether 
this  is  on  concrete  or  wire  lath  and  cement  plaster 
on  angle  iron. 

There  is  an  arch  over  the  Tyler  street  entrance 
to  the  playground  supported  by  two  24-inch  by 
24-inch  concrete  columns.  Tne  arch  is  of  the 
pergola  type  and  is  built  of  wood  covered  with 
wire  lath  and  cement  plaster  capped  with  terra 
cotta  roof  tile. 

The  iron  fence  on  Tyler  street  is  in  poor  con- 
dition and  should  be  straightened  up  and  painted. 

I  recommend  that  the  structure  at  the  south- 
westerly end  of  the  yard  be  removed;  it  is  in  bad 
condition.  Ten  of  the  twelve  round  concrete 
columns  are  cracked  and  shattered;  the  rafters 
are  rusted  and  scaled  and  are  deteriorated  to  such 
an  extent  that  their  value  is  questionable.  The 
concrete  plank  and  supporting  angles  on  top  of 
the  rafters  are  in  an  unsafe  condition,  some  of 
them  being  almost  entirely  disintegrated. 

With  the  exception  of  minor  repairs  to  the  cap- 
ping and  the  flashing  between  the  roof  and  the 
wall  the  shelter  at  the  rear  of  the  yard  is  apparently 
in  good  condition. 

The  arch  over  the  Tyler  street  entrance  to  the 
yard  should  be  repaired. 

The  gate  leading  from  the  abandoned  school 
yard  on  Hudson  street  should  be  made  fast  as 
there  are  several  bad  holes  in  the  brick  pavement, 
one  of  which,  near  the  cistern  in  the  school  yard, 
is  especially  bad.

Dear  Sir, — The  trustess  have  considered  the 
request  of  the  Boston  City  Council  received  with 
your  letter  of  May  22  for  the  establishment  of  an 
entrance  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  the  Fields 
Corner  Station  of  the  Dorchester  Rapid  Transit 
and  have  instructed  me  to  advise  you  as  follows: 

An  entrance  cannot  readily  be  provided  from 
Dorchester  avenue  to  the  Fields  Corner  Station. 
It  would  involve  either  a  stairway  leading  to  an 
elevated  walk  at  approximately  the  track  level  or 
an  underground  passageway.  The  stairway  and 
walk  is  estimated  to  cost  $15,000.  It  would,  of 
course,  present  an  undesirable  appearance.  Effort 
has  been  made  to  make  the  location  as  attractive 
as  possible.  The  space  between  the  trolley  track 
and  the  wall  supporting  the  rapid  transit  tracks  is 
now  grassed  over  and  planted  with  shrubs  and 
there  is  ivy  on  the  wall.  The  distance  from  a 
point  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  which  would  be 
located  on  Dorchester  avenue  to  the  first  car 
of  an  inbound  train  by  means  of  such  an  over- 
head walk  would  be  420  feet  as  compared  with 
6S0  feet  from  the  same  point  by  way  of  Faulkner 
street  and  present  entrance  to  the  station. 
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An  underground  passageway  is  estimated  to 
cost  approximately  $20,000  and  the  distance  from 
the  top  of  stairs  in  Dorchester  avenue  to  the  first 
car  of  an  inbound  train  would  be  approximately 
540  feet  as  compared  with  700  feet  from  the  same 
point  in  Dorchester  avenue  by  way  of  Faulkner 
street  and  present  entrance  to  the  station.

A  total  of  103  ambulance  service  calls  were 
handled  by  this  division  from  May  1,  1929,  to  May 
29,  1930. 

The  combination  patrol  and  ambulance  wagon 
assigned  to  this  station  is  being  used  for  both 
services.  Whenever  a  call  is  received  for  either 
anbulance  or  patrol  service  and  the  wagon  happens 
to  be  out  on  a  call,  another  station  is  immediately 
notified  with  request  to  render  service. 

In  order  to  facilitate  proper  control  of  both 
services,  an  additional  two  patrolmen  would  be 
required  for  duty. 

The  present  structural  frontage  of  the  station 
garage  prohibits  the  free  entry  or  exit  of  another 
vehicle.  There  are  at  present  two  entries  to  the 
garage,  one  of  which  is  being  used  as  an  exit  for 
the  patrol  wagon,  and  the  other  for  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  Plymouth  sedan.

WILSON— Mr.  President,  this  being 
another  intown  jitney  bus  line,  may  I  inquire  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys  whether 
it  replaces  an  existing  line  or  whether  it  is  a  new 
line  on  our  already  overcrowded  streets? 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
in  whose  district  it  is  located  might  be  better  in- 
formed and  able  to  answer  the  gentleman  than  I  am. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  am  pleased 
to  rise  at  this  time  to  try  to  answer  the  interroga- 
tion of  the  gentleman  who  has  just  returned  from 
Canada  and  say  to  him  that  this  bus  line  was  asked 
for  by  the  Elevated  at  my  request  and  the  petition 
of  many  residents  of  the  Columbus  avenue  and 
South  End  district  between  the  railroad  and  Tre- 
mont  street.  There  was  practically  no  service  of 
any  sort  since  the  tracks  have  been  removed  and 
the  streets  have  been  resurfaced.  Several  times 
I  have  had  a  bus  put  on  there,  but  it  has  only 
remained  temporarily.  It  is  the  same  line  aug- 
mented so  that  the  service  will  be  at  more  frequent 
intervals,  and  I  trust  is  a  betterment  of  the  trans- 
portation faculties  of  this  particular  district. 

President  LYNCH — Does  that  information 
satisfy  the  councilor? 

Coun.  WILSON- — I  thought  that  was  very 
nicely  given.

IMPROVEMENTS  AT   WORLD   WAR 
MEMORIAL   PARK. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  send  to  the  City  Council  an  order  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Department  for 
the  installation  of  electric  current  and  other 
improvements  at  World  War  Memorial  Park, 
Ward  1. 
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Coun.  DONOVAN— Despite  the  fact,  Mr. 
President,  that  we  have  a  new  bath  house  at 
Memorial  Park  and  a  new  bathing  beach,  there  is 
something  amiss.  Evidently  in  the  construction 
of  the  building  they  forgot  to  put  in  electric  lights 
At  the  present  time,  Mr.  President,  it  will  entail 
an  expenditure  of  $6,500  on  the  part  of  the  city 
to  have  the  Edison  Company  install  service  there. 
It  was  with  that  thought  in  mind,  that  the  people 
may  have  lighting  facilities  when  they  dress, 
that  I  introduced  this  order.

PLAYGROUND,   WARD    17. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  purchase  of 
land  for  playground  purposes  in  the  vicinity  of 
Dunbar  avenue,  Ward  17,  Dorchester,  and  for 
the  construction  of  said  playground,  and  that  to 
meet  the  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be, 
and  he. hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  said  amount. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
in  explanation  of  that  order,  just  before  asking 
for  the  passage  of  the  same  on  its  first  reading 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  that  the  original 
order  for  the  construction  of  this  playground,  as  a 
result  of  the  unanimous  report  of  former  Mayor 
Nichols'  committee,  was  passed  in  November, 
1929,  as  I  remember  it,  and  signed  by  Mayor 
Nichols,  for  the  sum  of  around  $21,000.  Under 
the  new  administration  it  became  evident  that 
because  of  an  increased  assessment,  although  in 
my  opinion  it  still  is  under-assessed,  there  is  not  a 
sufficient  amount  to  allow  for  the  assessed  value, 
plus  the  quarter,  plus  the  one  half,  which  under 
the  law  must  be  voted  for  construction  purposes 
where  a  playground  is  purchased,  or  where  land 
for  a  playground  is  purchased  and  the  construction 
is  to  be  made.  And  Mayor  Nichdls  being  com- 
mitted to  this,  the  former  Special  Committee  on 
Playgrounds  being  committed  to  it,  the  present 
Mayor  having  signed  a  loan  order  and  being 
committed  to  it,  and  the  Council  having  been 
kind  enough  to  already  pass  loan  orders  with 
reference  to  this  playground,  which  is  now  being 
held  up  merely  because  of  $5,000,  I  would  respect- 
fully request  that  it  receive  a  first  reading  today 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed  at  its  first  reading,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 


ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  CERTAIN  UN- 
NECESSARY NOISES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
An    Ordinance    Prohibiting    Certain    Unnecessary 

Noises. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  No  person  owning  or  having  the 
care,  custody  or  possession  of  any  musical  instru- 
ment, radio  set,  phonograph,  victrola  or  other 
machine  or  device  for  producing  or  reproducing 
sound  shall  operate  or  use  or  permit  to  be  operated 
or  used  such  machine  or  device  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  disturb  the  peace  and  comfort  of  the  neighboring 
inhabitants,  or  at  any  time  with  louder  volume 
than  is  necessary  for  convenient  hearing  for  the 
person  or  persons  who  are  in  the  room  or  chamber 
in  which  such  machine  or  device  is  operated  and 
who  are  voluntary  listeners  thereto.  The  opera- 
tion of  any  such  machine  or  device  between  the 
hours  of  eleven  o'clock  p.  m.  and  seven  o'clcok 
a.  m.  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  plainly  audible  at  a 
distance  of  fifty  feet  from  the  building  or  structure 
in  which  it  is  located  shall  be  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  prima  facie.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  playing  by  a  band  or 
orchestra  in  a  hall,  building  or  in  the  open  air, 
but  this  exception  shall  not  apply  to  a  repro- 
duction of  such  playing  by  any  machine  or  device. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence,  and  not  only  the  person  actually 


doing  the  prohibited  thing  but  also  his  employer 
and  every  other  person  concerned  in  so  doing,  shall 
be  subject  to  such  penalty. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr  President,  I  would  say 
with  reference  to  that  proposed  ordinance  that  I 
believe  the  time  has  finally  come  when  some 
reasonable  restraint  should  be  put  on  the  present 
indiscriminate  use  of  loud  speakers  on  radios,  not 
only  in  mercantile  districts  but  in  the  residential 
districts  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have  no  direct 
quarrel  or  indirect  quarrel  with  the  gentleman 
who  makes  a  living  selling  radios,  or  with  any  of 
my  own  particular  neighbors,  for  I  am  on  Amos 
and  Andy's  daily  free  list  myself  at  7  o'clock  every 
weekday  night,  and  I  can  even  remember  the  time 
when  I  still  had  some  enjoyment  listening  to 
Rudy  Vallee's  singing  of  the  "Stein  Song"  before 
it  was  rendered  too  often  on  other  machines  than 
mine.  But  in  all  seriousness,  while  undoubtedly 
the  present  abuse  of  radios  throughout  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  discomfort  of  almost  every  neigh- 
borhood is  a  violation  of  the  rights  of  those  who 
live  near  where  the  machines  are  being  played,  and 
although  apparently  they  could  be  enjoined  as  a 
nuisance  under  the  common  law,  it  would  appear 
that  the  time  has  come  when  there  should  be  a  city 
ordinance  which  will  make  it  easy  for  the  average 
person  who  desired  to  enter  a  complaint,  and 
reasonably  easy  for  the  Police  Department  to  take 
some  definite  steps.  I  believe  in  all  seriousness 
that  the  average  residential  neighborhood  should 
be  protected,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  particular  ordinance  are  unfair.  I 
believe  that  it  is  a  matter  which  should  receive 
careful  consideration,  and  I  have  no  objection  to  its 
going  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  at  which 
time  I  shall  be  glad  to  submit  such  sections  of  the 
present  law  as  convince  me  that  there  is  no  question 
but  that  the  ordinance  should  be  passed.  And  I 
treat  the  subject  in  no  comedy  vein,  for  I  believe  it 
would  receive,  with  proper  publicity,  the  generous 
support  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The   order   was  referred   to   the   Committee  on 
Ordinances.

PURCHASES  FROM  CHAIN  STORES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  various  city  welfare  depart- 
ments now  purchasing  provisions  and  merchandise 
from  chain  stores,  be,  and  said  departments  hereby 
are,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  respectfully 
requested  to  discontinue  further  purchases  from 
such  concerns  as  fail  to  recognize  American  stand- 
ards of  employment. 

Coun.  WILSON-«I  would  say  in  explanation 
of  that  particular  order  that  in  the  past  I  have 
heard  comments  made  against  the  products  of 
prison  labor,  and  have  read  articles  that  have  been 
published  in  the  newspapers  on  more  than  one 
occasion  with  reference  to  the  alleged  unfairness 
of  allowing  prison  labor  to  manufacture  merchan- 
dise in  unfair  competition  with  industries  endeavor- 
ing to  maintain  a  living  wage.  And  we  have  heard 
comment  frequently  against  the  encouragement 
of  cut-throat  competition  of  various  industries, 
and  against  the  purchase  of  European  goods  which 
are  cheap,  because  of  working  conditions  intoler- 
able under  American  standards.  And  yet,  because 
they  are  cheap  I  know  that  for  the  past  few  years 
destitute  families  have  been  given  food  orders  on 
certain  Boston  chain  stores.  For  example,  the 
man  who  works  in  the  wood  yard,  "works"  some- 
times, in  quotes — works  in  the  wood  yard  gets 
such  an  order  on  various  of  these  chain  stores  in 
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Boston.  I  say  at  the  present  time,  from  the  in- 
formation I  am  able  to  obtain,  that  the  low  prices 
in  these  particular  chain  stores  are  measured  by 
and  are  an  indirect  reflection  of  working  conditions 
in  those  very  chain  stores.  Recently  a  constitu- 
ent of  mine  who  worked  as  manager  or  in  some 
employment  in  a  chain  store  in  the  Dorchester 
district  was  called  for  jury  duty,  and  on  returning 
from  jury  duty  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  he 
found  that  he  had  been  fired  solely  because  he  had 
been  called  for  jury  service.  He  had  served  as  a 
juryman  and  he  was  called  before  the  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  bench  on  three  or  four  occasions, 
and  the  man  in  charge  of  the  store  was  called,  and 
so  far  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain  from  the  last  report, 
although  I  apparently  was  under  the  erroneous 
impression  that  the  firing  of  a  man  because  of 
jury  service  was  a  criminal  offence,  the  man  is 
still  looking  for  a  job  in  one  of  these  very  same 
stores  to  which  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
sent  by  the  Welfare  Department  because  the  goods 
are  cheap.  I  now  understand  that  in  one  of  the 
chain  store  outfits  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  one 
afternoon  a  week,  on  Wednesday,  which  the  men 
who  go  there  to  work  for,  I  believe,  S25  or  less  a 
week,  had  been  receiving,  although  they  work 
all  hours  of  the  day  and  night  the  rest  of  the  week, 
that  one  half  day  a  week  is  being  taken  from  them. 
I  do  not  believe  that  such  practices  should  even 
indirectly  be  countenanced  by  the  City  of  Boston 
through  purchases  made  at  such  stores,  merely 
to  take  advantage  of  the  low  prices  made  possible 
by  any  such  un-American  working  conditions. 
And  it  was  for  that  purpose  that  I  introduced  this 
order.  If  these  stores  are  going  to  treat  their 
help  the  way  they  are  treated,  and  if  they  are 
going  to  fire  a  man  merely  because  he  does  his 
duty  and  serves  as  a  juryman,  I  think  it  is  high 
time  that  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and 
other  departments  of  the  city  should  not  indi- 
rectly encourage  any  such  un-American  standards 
of  workmanship. 

The  order   was  passed  under  a  suspension   of 
the  rule.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
signature,  the  order  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  for  the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  the  widow 
of  Edward  J.  Lennon,  late  a  member  of  the  Police 
Department.  The  law  provides  for  the  payment 
of  such  annuities  only  in  cases  where  the  death 
is  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  an  accident 
occurring  in  the  performance  of  duty. 

I  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  reports 


which  were  submitted  to  and  in  the  possession  of 
the  City  Council  in  regard  to  this  particular  case, 
and  have  been  unable  to  find  anything  to  bring  it 
within  this  provision  of  law. 

The  passage  of  an  annuity  order  of  this  kind 
may  be  due  to  an  honest  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  facts  bring  it  within  the  law; 
or  it  may  be  due  to  neglect  to  consider  the  inform- 
ation submitted  by  the  department  concerned, 
or  it  may  be  due  to  a  reliance  on  the  fact  that 
the  chief  executive,  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  will  be  obliged  to  veto  it. 

However,  the  Council,  as  well  as  the  Mayor, 
owes  a  duty  and  responsibility  to  the  taxpayers, 
and,  while  I  would  not  presume  to  interfere  in 
any  way  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
Council,  the  suggestion  may  be  pardoned  that  it 
is  perfectly  feasible  in  cases  of  this  kind  to  obtain 
the  attendance  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
have  a  full  discussion  of  the  facts  and  the  law 
before  taking  action  on  the  annuity  order.

PLAN  FOR  NORTH  END  BATHING  BEACH 
AND   PARK. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following:

city  by  the  Commonwealth  in  connection  with 
the  Charles  River  Embankment  Improvement, 
together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  same. 
Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  my 
purpose  in  introducing  that  order  is  that  some 
quick  action  may  be  brought  about  in  the  matter 
of  this  development.  On  February  7  an  order 
was  sent  to  the  City  Council  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  relative  to  the  conveyance  of  this  land 
from  the  state  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  sum 
of  $25,000,  and  it  has  been  hanging  fire  until  last 
Thursday  afternoon.  But  the  papers  have 
finally  been  placed  on  record  and  the  City  of  Boston 
has  paid  over  to  the  state  the  $25,000.  I  desire 
at  this  time  to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
the  passage  of  the  order,  so  that  the  proper  authori- 
ties who  now  have  the  matter  in  hand  may  rush 
it  to  a  final  conclusion.  The  people  of  that  section, 
both  in  the  ward  that  I  represent  and  the  ward 
represented  by  Councilor  Curtis,  will  be  greatly 
benefited  by  prompt  action.  With  the  proposed 
Charles  river  improvement  there  will  necessarily 
be  some  curtailment  of  opportunity  to  use  a 
good  deal  of  the  river  front,  while  the  present 
proposed  improvement  there  is  in  course  of  con- 
struction. This  is  on  the  opposite  side  of  Leverett 
street,  and  if  action  is  taken  at  once  the  people 
can  have  a  small  space  for  breathing  purposes. 
The  City  of  Boston  has  made  a  good  bargain 
with  the  state.  It  means  that  50,000  square 
feet  of  land  on  the  land  side  and  30,000  square 
feet  on  the  water  side,  or  80,000  square  feet  of 
land  in  all,  is  purchased  by  the  city  for  $25,000, 
land  that,  in  my  opinion,  is  worth  $250,000. 
I  certainly  hope  that  the  Park  Commissioners 
and  the  Mayor  will  push  this  thing  to  a  rapid 
conclusion.     I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  that 
is  an  order  sent  in  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Boston  Municipal  Court,  who  has  authority  to 
do  so  under  chapter  270  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  proposed  increase  is  S400,  which  will  bring 
the  salary  to  80,000.  This  is  the  largest  court  we 
have  in  the  Commonwealth,  taking  in  practically 
the  entire  city  proper,  and  this  officer  has  a  large 
force  under  him,  the  largest  under  any  probation 
officer.  It  is  entirely  different  from  the  situation 
in  the  local  district  eourts.

TRAFFIC    REGULATION.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  con- 
sider, and,  if  deemed  advisable,  to  adopt,  a  traffic 
regulation  substantially  as  follows: 

No  person  having  charge  of  a  vehicle  shall  stop 
the  same  when  obstructed  by  traffic  in  such  a 
manner  as  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  traffic  on  a 
cross-street;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person 
on  approaching  a  cross-street  not  to  proceed 
across  such  street  until  he  is  reasonably  sure  that 
the  condition  of  traffic  ahead  of  him  is  such  that 
it  will  not  be  necessary  for  him  to  stop  on  the 
crossing. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  this  is  simply 
an  order  requesting  the  Traffic  Commissioner  to 
give  consideration  to  this  matter.  It  seems  to  me 
if  there  is  one  source  of  obstruction  of  traffic  in  our 
streets  which  is  entirely  unnecessary  and  inex- 
cusable, it  is  that  caused  by  the  stopping  of 
vehicles  in  the  path  of  pedestrians  at  cross  streets 
where  there  is  a  traffic  block  ahead.  When  there 
is  such  a  block,  drivers  behind,  instead  of  keeping 
free  the  passageway  for  pedestrians  drive  right 
up  behind  the  block,  thereby  preventing  the 
passage  of  pedestrians  along  the  intersecting 
street.  I  know  that  this  occurs  very  frequently 
in  Ward  5,  as  it  does,  of  course,  all  over  the  city. 
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People  coming  down  or  going  up  Mt.  Vernon 
street,  for  example,  are  held  up  when  there  is  a 
traffic  block  on  Charles  street,  and  the  same  is 
true  on  Beacon  and  other  streets.  This  is  merely 
a  request  to  give  the  matter  consideration  and  if 
advisable  issue  an  order  that  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  drivers  in  such  cases,  where  there  is  a  block  in 
traffic  ahead,  not  to  stop  on  a  crossing,  thereby 
blocking  traffic  along  the  intersecting  streets.  I 
was  going  to  suggest  that  we  pass  an  ordinance 
to  that  effect,  but  the  clerk  tells  me  that  under 
the  1929  act  the  matter  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Traffic  Commission.  So  this  is  merely  a 
request  that  they  take  up  the  matter.  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

ACCEPTANCE  OF  CHAPTER  223,  ACTS  OF 
1930. 

The  following  was  received: 

City   of   Boston,

Gentlemen,— Chapter  223  of  the  Acts  of  1930 
authorizes  a  city  or  town  which  accepts  the  legis- 
lation to  appropriate  money  for  advertising  its 
resources,  advantages  and  attractions,  provided 
that  an  equal  amount  shall  have  previously  been 
contributed  from  other  sources  and  paid  into  the 
city  treasury. 

This  particular  piece  of  legislation  is  a  refreshing 
indication  of  a  change  from  the  conservatism 
which  so  long  has  hampered  the  industrial  and 
commercial  development  of  New  England,  and  I 
am  heartily  in  favor  of  taking  advantage  of  it. 

Upon  the  acceptance  of  the  act  the  Commercial, 
Industrial  and  Publicity  Bureau  created  by  me, 
which  has  funds  raised  by  public  subscription 
amounting  to  885,000,  stands  ready  to  turn  over 
to  the  city  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  advertising 
purposes,  and  I  shall  recommend  an  appropriation 
by  the  city  of  an  equal  amount. 

I    accordingly   recommend   the   passage   of   the 
accompanying  order  accepting  the  act.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  my  opinion  to  Ins 
Honor  the  Mayor  with  reference  to  the  reward  to 
be  offered  as  a  result  of  the  case  of  Anna  Dorothy 
Smith,  of  17  Sackville  street,  Charlestown.  Mass. 

On  February  24,  1930,  the  City  Council  adopted 
the  following  order: 

"Ordered.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
10  of  chapter  276  of  the  General  Laws,  to  offer  a 
reward  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  detection  or 
apprehension  of  the  person  who  kidnapped  Dorothy 
Smith  from  Belmont  street,  Charlestown;  said  sum 
to  be  paid  from  the  Reserve  Fund." 

Section  10  of  chapter  276  of  the  General  Laws, 
pursuant  to  which  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
was  adopted,  provides  as  follows: 

"Section  10.  The  aldermen  or  the  selectmen, 
if  in  their  opinion  the  public  good  so  requires, 
may  offer  a  suitable  reward  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  case,  to  be  paid  by  the 
town  to  any  person  who,  in  consequence  of  such 
offer,  detects  or  secures  a  person  who  has  committed 
a  felony  in  such  place,  either  before  or  after  he  has 
been  charged  therewith,  and  such  reward  shall  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
aldermen  or  selectmen.  If  more  than  one  claimant 
applies  for  the  payment  of  such  reward,  the 
aldermen  or  selectmen  shall  determine  to  whom 
it  shall  be  paid,  and  if  to  more  than  one  person, 
in  what  proportion  to  each,  and  their  determin- 
ation shall  be  final." 

You  will  observe  that  this  statute  provides 
in  part  that  the  reward  shall  be  paid  by  the  oity 
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to  anyone  who  detects  or  secures  a  person  who 
has  committed  a  felony  in  this  city.  The  facts 
in  this  case,  as  disclosed  by  the  report  of  Captain 
Livingston  of  Division  15,  indicate  that  the  person 
was  convicted  of  the  felony  of  "carnal  knowledge 
and  abuse  of  a  female  child ' '  in  Middlesex  County. 
The  order  of  the  City  Council  offers  a  reward 
for  the  detection  or  apprehension  of  the  person 
who  kidnapped  Dorothy  Smith.  The  criminal 
in  this  case  was  not  convicted  of  the  felony  "  kid- 
napping." In  fact,  he  was  discharged  in  the 
Charlestown  District  Court  on  April  9  on  this 
charge.  Consequently  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
no  one  is  entitled  to  receive  the  reward  offered 
by  the  City  Council;  first,  because  the  crime 
specified  in  the  order  of  the  City  Council  was 
"kidnapping"  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
crime  for  which  the  criminal  was  convicted  was 
"carnal  knowledge  and  abuse  of  a  female  child"; 
second,  the  felony  was  not  committed  in  the 
City  of  Boston  but  was  committed  in  Middlesex 
County  and  the  City  of  Boston  has  no  legal 
right  to  pay  a  reward  to  anyone  for  a  crime 
committed  outside  the  precincts  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Daniel  Gallagher  to 
be  retired,  recommending  that  the  petition  be 
granted. 

Report  accepted  and  petition  granted.

Advertising,"  be  accepted  —  that  order  ought  to 
pass.

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  the  reason  I 
feel  at  this  time  as  I  did  in  executive  session  is 
because  when  we  voted  a  million  dollars  for 
Charles  street  we  were  all  led  to  believe  there  were 
to  be  no  takings.  After  listening  to  the  councilor 
from  Ward  IS  he  informed  us  that  the  Evans 
house  is  being  torn  down,  and  that  is  the  reason 
they  have  got  to  go  along  on  the  right-hand  side  of 
Charles  street  coming  from  Cambridge  street,  and 
I  believe,  if  there  have  been  takings  when  we 
voted  there  would  be  no  takings,  we  at  least  ought 
to  be  informed  by  the  Street  Commissioners  why 
the  change  from  one  side  of  the  street  to  the  other 
before  we  vote  on  this  order. 

The  order  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  19, 
nays,  Coun  Murray,  1.

Coun.  BUSH,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was 
referred  June  23,  1930,  the  petition  of  Edward  H. 
Kilday  to  be  reimbursed  for  amount  of  execution 
brought  against  him  on  account  of  his  acts  as  a 
fireman,  having  considered  the  same,  respectfully 
recommends  the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
forty-one  (141)  dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Edward  H.  Kilday  in  reimbursement  for  amount 
of  execution  brought  against  him  on  account 
of  his  acts  as  a  fireman,  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


EMPLOYMENT   OF   ALIENS   BY    CON- 
TRACTORS    DOING     PUBLIC     WORK. 

Coun.  "WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and 
hereby  is,  requested  to  investigate  and  report 
to  the  City  Council  forthwith  concerning  men 
employed  by  any  and  all  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors doing  public  work  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  whether  the  express  provisions  of  sections 
13  to  19,  inclusive,  of  chapter  40  of  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1925  are  being  actually  or  even 
approximately  complied  with  by  said  contractors 
and  subcontractors. 

Coun.  WILSON — Despite  the  fact  that  it  is  a 
hot  day,  and  despite  the  fact  that  many  members 
of  the  Council  may  want  to  get  away — and  those 
who  want  to  get  away  can  get  away,  even  though 
I  present  this  order  at  this  time  —  I  want  to  have 
some  consideration,  and  in  detail,  given  to  this 
particular  order.  I  want  my  position  clearly 
understood  in  this  matter.  In  the  first  place,  it 
is  not  my  intention  to  criticize  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner,  who,  despite  the  handicap  of  late 
action  by  the  Legislature,  has  already  done 
wonderful  work  on  streets  this  year.  Nor  do  I 
criticize  my  good  friend  Shields,  who  has  made 
the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau  this  year  less 
resemble  Death  Valley  or  a  study  in  still  life. 
Finally,  I  have  every  assurance  that  an  order  such 
as  this  will  receive  the  wholehearted  support  of 
the  present  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under 
whose  previous  administration  the  ordinance 
therein  referred  to  was  passed,  and  whose  signature 
it  received  in  1925.  I  believe  this  order,  and  the 
idea  behind  it,  should  and  will  receive  the  support 
of  every  city  department  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
During  the  past  few  years  the  unemployment 
situation  in  our  country,  and  especially  in  New 
England,  and  above  all  in  Boston,  has  become 
absolutely  acute.  And  when  I  say  unemployment, 
I  mean  unemployment  of  citizen  labor.  Our  first 
duty  is  to  American  labor.  And  we  are  falling 
down  on  the  job,  with  a  city  ordinance  of  1925 
still  right  on  the  books  and  still  effective.  I  am 
not  asking  for  anything  new;  I  am  asking  for  the 
enforcement  of  an  ordinance  five  years  old.  A 
sixteen  million  dollar  East  Boston  tunnel  is  to 
mean  work,  we  are  told,  for  hundreds  of  men. 
Four  hundred  and  eighty  aliens  and  twenty 
Americans — or  100  per  cent  American?  The 
Governor  square  job.  Columbus  Park.  The 
biggest  street  program  in  a  generation ;  millions  of 
dollars  to  be  spent  for  streets.  Schoolhouse  work' 
Every  time  this  body  votes  another  million  dollars 
we  are  told  it  will  relieve  unemployment.  And  it 
does — unemployed  aliens.  Of  course  when  the 
contractors  who  bid  on  a  basis  of  $5  a  day 
for  citizen  labor,  and  then  pay  S3  and  $4  a  day  for 
alien  labor,  can  get  away  with  it,  even  in  the  face 
of  a  prohibiting  city  ordinance,  they  will  continue 
to  do  it.  $1  and  $2  per  head  per  day  on  a  three 
months'  job  means  real  money.  It  is  high  time 
that  this  city  ordinance,  that  apparently  has 
become  obsolete  in  five  short  years,  should  be 
dug  up  from  a  premature  grave  and  put  into  use 


where  it  will  do  the  most  good.  I  think  it  is 
important  enough  to  read,  if  you  will  allow  me 
to  wipe  off  the  cobwebs  and  brush  off  the  dust.  I 
will  read  the  provision  of  that  particular  ordinance, 
the  details  of  which  are  perhaps  unfamiliar  to  some 
members  of  the  City  Council.  It  is  in  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1925,  chapter  40,  section  13.  The 
paragraph : 

"Section  13.  No  contract  shall  be  made  by  the 
city  except  with — 

"(a)     individual  citizens  of  the  United  States; 

"  (b)  corporations  or  other  legal  associations 
wherein  the  controlling  interest  to  the  extent  of  at 
at  least  over  one-half  thereof  is  owned  by  a  citizen 
or  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

"Section  14.  No  person  other  than  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  employed  on  any  public 
work  being  done  by, — 

"(a)     the  city  of  Boston; 

"  (b)     any  contractor  with  the  city  of  Boston; 

"(c)  any  subcontractor  with  such  contractor; 
except  that  persons  not  such  citizens  may  be 
employed  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  the  following  section: 

"Section  15.  Whenever  no  citizens  of  the 
United  States  competent  to  perform  the  work  in 
question  can  be  had  at  the  prevailing  and  customary 
rate  of  wages,  the  head  of  the  department  having 
charge  of  the  work  in  question,  with  the  written 
approval  of  the  mayor,  may  issue  a  written 
authorization  for  the  employment  of  such  number 
of  persons  other  than  citizens  for  such  time  as  may 
be  necessary  to  do  the  work,  provided  that  no  such 
authorization  shall  be  issed  except  after  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  the  following  section: 

"Section  16.  Before  issuing  the  written  authori- 
zation provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  the 
head  of  the  department  having  charge  of  the  work 
or  contractor  shall  give  one  or  more  public  hearings 
and  shall  satisfy  himself  and  certify  in  writing 
that  the  facts  exist  which  warrant  the  issuance  of 
such  authorization.  Where  the  employment  is  to 
be  by  a  contractor  or  subcontractor  he  shall  require 
a  written  statement  from  such  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor to  such  facts  sworn  to  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace. 

"Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  heads 
of  departments  to  cause  suitable  inspection  to 
be  made  of  all  work  for  which  they  are  severally 
responsible  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  four  preceding  sections  and  also 
to  call  all  breaches  thereof  to  the  attention  of 
the  proper  authorities  for  prosecution. 

"Section  18.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  any  provisions  of  sections  13,  14,  15  or 
16  of  this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence 
and  a  separate  offence  shall  be  regarded  as  com- 
mitted for  every  day  during  which  Buch  person, 
firm  or  corporation  shall  continue  such  violation. 

"Section  19.  All  contracts  hereafter  made  by 
the  city  shall  contain  suitable  provisions  requiring 
contractors  and  subcontractors  to  comply  witli 
the  terms  of  sections  13,  14,  15  and  16  of  this 
chapter  and  providing  that  no  recovery  shall  be 
had  on  such  contracts  or  subcontracts  either 
against  the  city  or  any  other  person  if  a  breach 
of  said  sections  has  been  established." 

In  other  words,  whenever  no  citizens  competent 
to  perform  the  work  can  be  had  at  the  customary 
rate  of  wages,  the  department  head  may,  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  Mayor,  himself  issue 
written  authorization  to  the  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor to  hire  aliens  for  the  time  necessary 
to  complete  that  job.  But  even  before  that 
written  authority  is  given,  the  department  head 
must  give  one  or  more  public  hearings,  to  satisfy 
himself  that  there  are  no  citizens  available,  and 
the  contractor  must  certify  to  that  fact  under 
oath  before  a  justice  of  the  peace.  If  there  was 
ever  a  public  hearing  held  in  this  hall  to  determine 
the  fact  that  there  are  no  able-bodied  citizens 
available  in  Boston  as  laborers  at  $5  a  day,  they 
would  need  10,000  or  15,000  men  to  help  rebuild 
City  Hall  after  the  riot  was  over.  Mr.  Shields 
can  tell  us  whether  there  are  any  unemployed 
laborers  in  Boston  at  the  present  time.  The 
census  figures  would  seem  to  show  some  27,000 
men  out  of  work  in  Boston.  It  occurs  to  me 
that  a  dozen  or  so  may  be  citizens.  The  Boston 
Post  of  June  25,  1930,  gives  the  total  of  unem- 
ployed in  Boston  as  27,360,  and  states  that  the 
average  number  of  unemployed  in  each  ward 
in  the  City  of  Boston  amounts  to  1,243,  with 
4,542  in  Ward  3  alone.  There  is  a  penalty  incident 
to  the  ordinance  1   have  quoted,     In  fart,  there 
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are  two  penalties.  One  penalty  is  a  voiding  of 
the  contract  by  the  city;  the  other  is  a  fine  of 
$20  for  each  separate  offence,  and  every  day  means 
a  separate  offence.  The  ordinance,  so  far  as  I 
know,  is  still  effective.  I  should  like  to  see  any 
contractor,  affected  by  its  provisions,  unAmerican 
enough  even  to  question  its  validity,  and  still 
expect  to  get  city  work  from  the  present  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  We  hear  stories  of  a, 
schoolhouse  job  in  Boston  where  between  twenty 
and  thirty  aliens  are  reported  to  have  pooled 
$2,000  each  to  insure  a  bid  big  enough  to  get  the 
job  last  year,  with  the  guarantee  that  they  there- 
fore would  each  be  guaranteed  a  year's  work 
and  a  return  of  the  $2,000.  I  understand  that 
the  councilor  from  Charlestown  recently  lined 
men  up  at  the  Bunker  Hill  street  job,  and  de- 
manded employment  for  citizens  in  preference 
to  alien  labor,  and  won  his  point.  There  are 
college  graduates  in  this  city  today,  with  starving 
families,  and  these  men  are  ready,  able  and  willing 
to  swing  a  pick.  So  I  ask  that  the  Employment 
Bureau,  as  the  most  appropriate  bureau,  check 
up  this  situation.  On  March  25,  1929,  I  offered 
the  following  order  in  the  City  Council: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Department, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  advise  the  City 
Council  forthwith : 

"1.  Is  the  customary  provision  that  citizen 
labor  must  be  employed  if  available  still  included 
in  contracts  let  out  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
sewer  and  street  construction? 

"2.  What  are  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  individuals  or  firms  now  holding  contracts 
from  the  City  of  Boston  for  sewer  or  street  work, 
and  covering  work  on  what  streets? 

"3.  On  each  job  now  in  process,  what  number 
of  laborers  are  employed  by  each  contractor 
and  how  many  of  such  laborers  on  each  job  are 
aliens?" 

I  offered  a  similar  order  with  reference  to  the 
Schoolhouse  Department  on  April  29,  1929.  On 
the  Oakland  street,  Dorchester,  job  in  the  spring 
of  1929,  it  appeared  that  seven  out  of  seventeen 
men  were  aliens;  and  on  Morton  street  ten  out 
of  sixteen  men  were  reported  to  be  aliens,  then 
working  on  that  city  job.  Let  the  workers  be 
paid  wages  out  of  the  money  of  the  Boston  tax- 
payers, but  my  request  is  to  give  citizens  of  this 
country  the  right-of-way.  I  mean  business  on 
this  particular  order,  gentlemen,  and  after  its 
passage,  which  I  now  earnestly  urge,  I  propose 
to  offer  a  companion  order  which  I  feel  will  show 
that  we  mean  business. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree  fully 
with  what  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has  said. 
I  agree  with  his  ideas  on  the  unemployment 
situation.  There  is  one  note  in  his  address  that 
I  didn't  agree  with.  He  has  quoted  the  official 
United  States  Census  figures,  as  given  out  here 
in  Boston,  showing  27,000  people  out  of  work 
in  Boston  on  April  1  of  this  year.  1  would  like 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  April  1  of  this 
year,  under  an  order  that  I  introduced  here  in 
the  Council,  the  city  police  of  Boston  reported 
41,500  people  admitted  that  they  were  wage- 
earners  and  out  of  work.  The  very  same  month, 
perhaps  the  very  same  day,  the  very  same  week, 
these  United  States  Census  takers,  also  asking 
how  many  people  were  out  of  work  in  the  various 
homes  of  Boston,  reported  27,000.  Now,  I 
submit,  Mr.  President,  that  when  a  police  officer 
goes  to  a  home  in  uniform  and  knocks  on  the 
door  and  leaves  his  card,  there  is  just  a  sense 
of  pride  in  every  human  breast.  The  average 
wife  or  mother  does  not  like  to  admit  to  a  police 
officer  that  one  of  her  own  is  out  of  work,  and 
when  41,000  odd  people  in  Boston  admit  they 
are  out  of  work  at  the  very  same  time  that  the 
United  States  Census  enumerators  in  civilian 
clothes  report  27,000  out  of  work,  there  is  a  serious 
error  there.  We  have  questioned  the  figures  of 
the  census  enumerators  on  the  matter  of  popula- 
tion in  the  various  wards.  Here  is  a  direct  dis- 
agreement between  the  figures  of  the  United 
States  census  report  and  the  figures  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department.  When  a  policeman  in  uniform 
reports  41,000  odd  people  out  of  work  here  in 
Boston  on  the  first  day  of  April,  and  these  census 
takers,  working  for  Uncle  Sam  in  civilian  clothes, 
report  27,000,  I  ask  any  fairminded  body  which 
figure  is  correct.  Judging  by  the  reports  of  our 
Employment  Bureaus  and  our  social  and  phil- 
anthropic agencies,  we  not  only  have  41,000  out 
of  work,   but,   as  I  told  the   Mayor  of   Boston, 


if  41,000  people  admit  to  a  police  officer  of  Boston 
that  they  are  out  of  work,  then  surely  there 
must  be  75,000  more  out  of  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  director  of  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  report  in  writing  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  prosecution  or 
other  appropriate  action  the  names  of  any  persons, 
firms  or  corporations  violating  the  provisions  of 
sections  13  to  19,  inclusive,  of  chapter  40  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  on  and  after  July  14. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  was  interested 
to  hear  the  figures  advanced  by  the  councilor  from 
Hyde  Park,  whose  figures  I  agree  are  probably 
more  accurate  than  those  reported  by  the  census 
manipulators  of  last  spring,  and,  taking  his  figures 
of  at  least  41,000  men,  I  again  press  the  point  that 
probably  a  large  number  of  that  41,000  are  citizens. 
I  say  again,  good  luck  to  the  alien  who  comes  to 
these  shores,  even  though  he  does  not  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  this  country,  if  there  are  jobs 
and  no  citizens  out  of  work.  But  I  say  where  the 
City  of  Boston,  with  $16, 000,000  to  be  spent  on 
the  tunnel  and  $3,000,000  or  $4,000,000  on  Gover- 
nor square  and  $1,000,000  on  streets  and  various 
improvements — where  the  City  of  Boston  pro- 
posed in  the  next  twelve  months  to  a  year  and  a 
half  to  spend  upwards  of  fifty  millions  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  on  real  work  with  the  pick  and 
shovel,  I  say  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston 
ought  to  get  the  break,  and  I  say  it  is  high  time 
where  there  is  a  city  ordinance  on  the  books  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  passed  as  long  ago  as  1925,  in  the 
last  year  of  the  most  recent  administration  of 
Mayor  Curley,  the  time  has  come  to  put  some 
teeth  in  that  ordinance  and  get  down  to  business. 
I  suggest  with  reference  to  the  order  that  has  just 
been  passed,  that  one  excellent  idea  that  Mr. 
Shields  of  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
could  use — and  it  is  an  idea  advanced  by  Councilor 
Cox — is  that  he  should  at  once  demand  from 
every  contractor  doing  work  for  the  City  of 
Boston  the  names  and  voting  residence,  if  any  of 
them  have  any  voting  residence,  of  the  aliens  now 
doing  work  for  practically  every  city  contractor 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  say  run  these  aliens  to 
cover,  and  that  is  why  I  press  the  passage  of  this 
additional  order,  under  suspension  of  the  rules, 
giving  them  one  week,  seven  days,  starting  next 
Monday,  even  if  we  have  to  put  some  men  to  work 
down  in  Mr.  Shields'  office.  When  these  con- 
tractors get  jobs  from  the  City  of  Boston  on  the 
basis  of  five  dollars  a  day  for  citizens  and  then  go 
out  and  hire  aliens  for  two  or  three  dollars  a  day, 
it  is  time  we  had  a  "showdown." 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  think  the  order 
offered  by  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  may  be 
all  right,  but  a  place  to  start  a  reform  is  right  here 
where  these  contracts  are  given  out.  It  has 
always  seemed  very  strange  to  me  that  men  are 
allowed  to  take  contracts  for  the  same  money  that 
was  paid  twenty  years  ago,  when  the  highest  price 
paid  to  a  laborer  and  the  highest  price  paid  to  a 
city  employee  was  $2  a  day.  How  they  can  give 
those  contracts  out  now  for  the  same  amount  of 
money  that  was  paid  twenty  years  ago  has  been  a 
mystery  to  me.  I  think  the  reform  should  start 
right  here  in  City  Hall.  I  don't  know  what  the 
Employment  Bureau  can  do  about  this.  If  they 
know  these  engineers  and  these  men  in  charge  of 
these  contracts  that  these  men  are  taking,  it 
would  be  very  interesting  to  read  over  some  of 
these  figures  in  the  city  records.  I  saw  where  they 
had  asked  for  bids  a  second  time  on  one  job, 
the  East  Boston  Courthouse,  I  think  it  was. 
Some  of  the  bids  had  been  reduced  $30,000  to 
$40,000  when  the  second  bids  came  around.  Now, 
who  is  responsible?  We  hear  a  lot  of  "blah"  in 
the  newspaper  headlines  about  this  contract  and 
that  contract  being  given  out  at  a  certain  price. 
Take  this  fire  station  in  the  West  End.  That  is  a 
mystery  to  me.  It  has  been  going  on  for  years. 
It  is  hardly  near  completion  now.  Certainly  that 
man  must  be  losing  money  on  it.  If  he  a  not,  he 
must  be  a  martyr  to  the  cause,  and  it  is  no  nearer 
completion.  A  month  ago  they  started  on  the 
Telephone  Building,  and  it  is  going  up  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  will  probably  be  finished  and  open 
and  occupied  before  the  fire  station  will  be  ready  to 
be  occupied.  The  reform  ought  to  start  here.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  the  Employment  Bureau 
is  going  to  do  about  it,  how  they  are  going  to 
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remedy  this  situation.  Right  after  we  hear  a  lot 
of  talk  here  about  competent  inspectors,  a  wall 
collapsed.  The  thing  has  been  hushed  up.  Had  it 
happened  in  the  evening,  with  a  lot  of  people 
hanging  around,  sitting  around  talking,  all  would 
have  been  killed.  The  entire  wall  on  one  side  of 
the  building  came  down,  and  men  competent  in 
the  building  game  know  why  it  came  down.  How 
do  we  know  when  the  apparatus  gets  in  there 
that  the  entire  structure  will  not  come  down? 
They  may  satisfy  the  defects  by  that  time.  I 
hope  they  will.  But  something  is  rotten.  We 
know  that  the  old,  reliable  contractors  have  been 
driven  out  of  business  overnight.  Men  who  had 
records  for  the  work  they  did.  You  ask  why 
certain  big  firms  erecting  big  office  buildings 
cannot  compete  on  city  work.  There  must  be  a 
reason  for  it,  but  I  don't  think  you  can  find  it  in  the 
Employment  Bureau.  It  ought  to  be  found  right 
here.  These  men  who  have  these  contracts  must 
be  made  to  explain  how  they  can  do  that  work 
for  the  price  they  bid  on  it. 

Coun.  NORTON — The  councilor  from  the 
West  End  reminds  me  of  one  of  my  favorite 
topics,  and  that  is  the  question  of  the  automatic 
machine.  In  the  next  year  contracts  are  going 
to  be  let  amounting  to  millions  of  dollars,  and 
I  want  you  to  know  how  few  men  are  actually 
put  to  work  under  these  contracts  amounting  to 
millions  in  the  City  of  Boston.  There  is  the 
great  question  of  today,  colleagues — not  Prohibi- 
tion, not  the  Tariff,  not  the  London  Naval  Con- 
ference, but  the  great  question  of  this  day  is  the 
question  of  unemployment,  due  to  the  intrusion 
of  automatic  machinery^  among  the  forty-five 
million  workers  of  America.  That  is  the  great 
question  in  America  today,  and  next  year  you 
will  see  it  become  predominant — not  Prohibition, 
not  the  Tariff,  but  bread.  And  as  we  watch 
these  millions  of  dollars  being  spent,  just  observe 
how  few  men  are  employed.  Walk  over  here  to 
South  Boston,  the  Strandway,  where  the  Tomasello 
job  is  going  on,  and  you  will  not  count  fifty  men, 
where  over  a  million  dollars  is  being  spent.  Later 
on,  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  introduce  an 
order  to  the  effect  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be 
requested  that  where  possible  he  ask  the  depart- 
ment heads  to  eliminate  the  automatic  machine, 
the  automatic  digger,  the  automatic  pipelayer 
and  put  in  their  place  some  of  these  men  we  are 
now  paying  from  the  City  Poor  Department  to 
do  the  work.  Lay  off  the  automatic  machine 
as  long  as  there  are  home-owners  and  family 
beads  out  of  work.  I  am  not  against  the  automatic 
machine,  but  I  want  you  to  recognize  it  is  an 
acute,  a  chronic  problem.  I  suppose  the  greatest 
study  of  that  problem  has  been  given  to  it  in 
contemporaneous  times  by  the  United  States 
Senator  from  New  York,  a  former  Justice  of  the 
New  York  Supreme  Court,  Senator  Charles 
Wagner.  He  says  this — and  this  is  to  the  Senate 
of  the  United  StateB: 

"This  is  not  only  an  acute  problem,  but  my 
research,  my  study  of  the  unemployment  problem 
in  America,  shows  it  not  only  to  be  acute,  but 
chronic.  And  it  will  not  be  over  this  year  or 
next  year.  And  not  only  is  it  indigenous  to 
America,  but  it  is  world-wide,  wherever  industry 
takes  the  strategic  place  in  the  life  of  a  nation." 

Germany,  said  Senator  Wagner,  with  1,600,000 
men,  for  the  rest  of  this  generation  to  live  on  a 
dole.  The  thriftiest  nation  in  all  Europe,  and 
one  of  the  thrifty  nations  of  all  time,  the  present 
German  nation!  In  England  over  800,000  people 
today  depending  upon  a  dole  that  averages  twenty- 
five  cents  a  day  for  food!  The  difference  between 
starvation  and  living!  This  world-wide  condition 
is  here.  You  are  going  to  see  more  of  it  in  the 
headlines  of  the  newspapers.  You  are  going  to 
have  more  people  come  to  you  seeking  employ- 
ment, and  even  you  men  who  have  served  the 
city  for  so  many  years  in  political  life,  while 
you  may  have  gone  through  past  periods  when 
unemployment  was  acute — I  am  going  to  predict 
to  you,  gentlemen,  that  this  present  problem 
that  is  here  now  will  be  here  for  many  years, 
and  as  the  months  go  by  it  will  become  more 
acute.  I  am  going  to  introduce,  a  little  later 
on,  an  order  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  asked 
that  where  possible  on  city  work,  where  these 
millions  are  being  spent,  they  eliminate  the 
automatic  machines  that  eliminate  the  hand 
labor  of  the  workers. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  listened 
with  some  interest  to  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman 
from  Hyde  Park,  who  was  not  here  under  the  last 


administration,  under  whose  leadership  in  this 
city  the  machine  of  business  allowing  alien  labor 
to  get  a  foothold  in  this  city  was  operating — ■ 
a  machine  not  run  by  gasolene  or  coal.  I  agree 
with  much  that  he  said  with  reference  to  the 
incoming  of  the  machine  and  its  driving  of  hand 
labor  out  of  the  fields  of  industry  here  in  Boston. 
But  I  still  insist  that  on  a  job  such  as  the  East 
Boston  job,  a  job  such  as  the  Governor  square 
job,  on  street  improvements  aggregating  anywhere 
from  82,000,000  to  $5,000,000  hundreds  of  men 
can  be  put  to  work,  or  at  work,  and  will  be  put  to 
work.  The  reason  that  I  named  the  director  of 
the  Employment  Bureau  is  because  he  is  paid 
for  that  duty.  He  has  a  staff  of  assistants  down 
there.  That  is  where  you  and  I  and  the  next 
councilor  send  a  man  for  a  job,  and  if  there  is 
one  department  in  the  City  of  Boston  that  ought 
to  know  how  many  citizens  are  out  of  work  in 
Boston  today,  and  probably  does  know,  it  is  the 
Employment  Bureau,  vested  with  real  authority 
to  go  around,  like  you  or  I  cannot  go  around,  to 
a  contractor  and  back  him  up  to  a  wall  with  a 
figurative  gun  and  say, — "I  am  placed  in  charge 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  unem- 
ployed of  this  city.  As  an  official  of  the  City  of 
Boston  I  want,  in  writing,  within  twenty  minutes, 
the  names  and  voting  residence  of  every  man 
that  you  have  on  a  job  working  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  I  further  say  to  you,  right  up  against 
the  wall,  that  if  you  do  not  file  this  information 
with  me  before  next  Monday  we  will  have  prosecu- 
tions brought  against  you  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston."  That  is  why 
I  send  it  to  Mr.  Shields,  because  he  has  got  some 
official  sanction.  That  is  why  I  say  to  Mr. 
Shields,  "You  have  got  authority  to  back  these 
'babies'  to  the  wall,  and  make  them  either  hire 
citizens  to  do  the  work  of  this  city  or  go  out  of 
business."     [Applause.] 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  much 
interested  in  this  order.  I  was  rather  interested 
to  learn  what  the  councilman  from  Dorchester 
read  about  city  inspectors  seeing  that  this  ordi- 
nance was  enforced.  Evidently  the  inspectors 
have  not  seen  that  it  was  enforced.  I  suggested 
to  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that  the  inspector 
on  the  job,  on  the  contract,  get  from  the  contractor 
a  list  of  those  employed  on  the  job,  because  lie  is  in 
a  positiou  to  know  whether  or  not  there  arc  twenty 
men  or  thirty  men;  he  is  in  a  position  to  check  up 
that  list  and  to  furnish  that  list  to  Mr.  Shields, 
and  thereby  get  some  teeth  into  t he  thing.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  any  more  than  right  that 
citizens  should  have  the  preference,  but  unless  you 
get  some  teeth  into  the  ordinance  it  will  not 
amount  to  anything.  I  think  if  the  city  inspectors 
on  the  job  were  compelled  to  furnish  a  list  of  those 
employed  on  the  job  and  their  voting  residences, 
there  would  be  a  chance  to  check  up  and  find  out 
whether  or  noi  they  were  citizens. 

Coun.  MAHONEY — It  is  only  about  a  month 
or  six  weeks  ago  that  I  introduced  an  order  before 
this  Council  here,  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  order  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  employ  not  only  citizens  of  New  Eng- 
land, but  citizens  of  Boston  and  registered  voters 
of  Boston,  and  I  am  still  waiting  for  a  reply  from 
him. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  might  say  that  my  colleague 
from  Dorchester  has  introduced  one  of  the  finest 
orders  I  have  heard  here  so  far  in  my  short  six 
months  that  I  have  served  as  a  representative  of 
the  public  from  Ward  15,  I  want  to  say  further 
that  people,  men  and  women,  and  especially  the 
fathers  of  families,  with  four  or  five  ohildren  apiece. 
have  come  to  my  home  and  asked  me  what  I  could 
do  for  them  in  the  lino  of  getting  them  employment 
by  some  contractor  who  is  living  from  the  city's 
pocketbook.  I  have  given  them  letters  to  some  of 
these  contractors,  and  they  go  down  to  the  eon- 
tractors,  and  some  of  the  contractors  are  not  even 
kind  enough  to  grant  them  an  interview.  They 
come  back  to  me  and  say.  "All  right,  we  went 
down  to  see  him,  but  lie  refused  to  see  us,"  or, 
"  lie  said,  'There  is  nothing  doing!'  "  And,  as  Mr. 
Wilson  said,  there  are  plenty  of  alien  laborers  on 
these  difforent  jobs.  And,  as  I  said,  it  is  one  ol 
the  best  orders  that  has  ever  been  introduced 
here. 

Coun.  GREEN'— Mr.  President,  I  might  say  I 
am  fully  in  accord  with  everything  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  has  said  on  this  situation,  hut  I 
also  agree  with  my  colleague,  the  councilor  on  my 
left,  because  I  think  a  lot  of  this  is  due  ir.  the 
underbidding  of  contracts.  I  have  talked  about 
the  Mcdford  street  contract,  for  instance.     That 
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street  is  less  than  four  years  old,  and  still  the 
contractor  that  laid  out  the  street  is  over  there 
repairing  probably  150  holes  because  the  body  is 
not  in  the  street.  The  city  experts  estimated  the 
cost  of  that  job  at  $125,000,  but  the  contractor  did 
the  job  at  $80,000  or  $84,000.  The  work  is  not 
properly  done.  I  am  not  going  to  say  anything 
about  the  employment  of  aliens.  Almost  every 
member  of  this  Council  knows  that  is  going  on. 
The  citizen  is  not  getting  a  break.  Everything 
Councilor  Wilson  says  is  the  truth,  but  everything 
that  Councilor  Fitzgerald  says  is  also  the  truth.  It 
is  the  underbidding  of  these  jobs,  and  taking  it 
out  of  the  hearts  and  bodies  of  those  men.  That 
is  the  biggest  item  in  a  contract — labor.  They 
are  supposed  to  pay  those  men  $5  a  day  and  they 
are  working  them  at  $3.  They  are  working  the 
heart's  blood  out  of  those  men,  and  I  think  that 
something  radical  should  be  done. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  there  has 
been  a  suggestion  by  my  colleague  that  we  place 
teeth  in  this  law.  It  comes  to  me  that  Kansas 
City  has  a  law  with  reference  to  aliens  working  on 
city  work.  Any  citizen  of  Kansas  City  who  re- 
ports an  alien  working  on  city  work  and  that  report 
is  proved  to  be  correct,  is  paid  $5  by  the  City 
Treasurer.  It  might  be  possible  that  we  would 
clean  up  a  lot  of  this  alien  situation  as  regards 
municipal  work  if  we  placed  some  practical  provi- 
sion in  this  so-called  ordinance. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Wilson  moves 
the  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  RUBY  it  was  voted  that 
when  the  Council  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet  two 
weeks  from  today. 


On  motion  of  Coun.  ARNOLD  the  Council 
voted  to  adjourn  at  3.45  p.  m. ,  to  meet  on  Monday, 
July  21,  1930,  at  2  p.m. 


CORRECTED  REMARKS  OF  COUNCILOR 
CURTIS  AS  APPEARING  ON  PAGE  220 
OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CITY 
COUNCIL. 

Mr.  President,  this  is  simply  an  order  requesting 
the  Traffic  Commissioner  to  give  consideration 
to  this  matter.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  there  is 
one  obstruction  to  traffic  in  our  streets  which  is 
entirely  unnecessary  and  inexcusable,  it  is  that 
caused  by  the  stopping  of  vehicles  when  obstructed 
by  traffic  ahead  of  them  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
block  traffic  through  an  intersecting  street.  When 
traffic  is  obstructed  on  a  street,  vehicles  will  pile 
up  one  behind  the  other  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
obstruct  cross  streets  frequently  a  block  or  two 
away  from  the  crossing  where  the  traffic  is  held 
up.  Certainly  if  a  vehicle  is  going  to  have  to 
stop  anyway  it  might  as  well  stop  a  few  feet  back 
and  leave  the  crossing  clear,  and  it  is  inexcusable 
for  vehicles  to  push  ahead  and  block  the  crossing. 
Frequently  they  will  not  even  let  the  cross-traffic 
through  when  they  could  do  so  by  moving  forward 
or  backward  a  few  feet.  I  know  that  this  occurs 
very  frequently  in  Ward  5,  as  it  does,  of  course, 
all  over  the  city.  For  example,  vehicles  going 
down  Mt.  Vernon  street,  which  is  now  an  important 
traffic  artery,  are  frequently  unable  to  cross 
Charles  street  although  Mt.  Vernon  street  itself 
beyond  Charles  street  is  perfectly  clear  merely 
because  traffic  on  Charles  street  has  been  held 
up  at  the  crossing  at  Beacon  street  and  a  line  of 
traffic  has  piled  up  and  blocked  the  intersection 
at  Mt.  Vernon  street. 

This  order  merely  requests  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner to  give  this  matter  consideration,  and 
if  deemed  advisable,  to  issue  an  order  that  it 
should  be  the  duty  of  drivers  in  such  cases  where 
traffic  is  obstructed  ahead  of  them,  not  to  stop 
on  a  crossing,  thereby  blocking  traffic  along 
the  intersecting  street  also.  I  was  going  to  suggest 
that  we  pass  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  but 
the  clerk  tells  me  that  under  the  1929  Act  the 
matter  is  under  the  control  of  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission. So  this  is  merely  a  request  that  they 
take  up  the  matter.  I  move  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  without 
my  approval,  amendment  to  Ordinances  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  under  date  of  June  30,  1930. 

The  proposition  in  question  has  been  submitted 
on  three  previous  occasions  during  the  adminis- 
tration of  my  predecessor,  in  1928,  in  1929,  and  two 
days  before  the  expiration  of  his  administration  on 
January  4,  1930.  In  his  veto  of  this  particular 
measure  my  predecessor,  the  Hon.  Malcolm  E. 
Nichols,  stated  that  "It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Park  Department  the  area  between  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Buttonwood  street  should  remain 
restricted,  to  which  I  concur." 

In  addition  to  the  opinion  as  handed  down  by 
the  Park  Department  a  lengthy  protest  has  been 
received  from  the  pastor  of  St.  Margaret's  Church, 
located  upon  the  adjoining  corner.  The  church 
in  question,  in  addition  to  its  religious  activities, 
conducts  a  school  for  the  children  in  this  vicinity, 
and  in  their  opinion,  in  which  I  concur,  the  develop-

contractor  in  every  instance  to  replace  all  alien 
employees  with  citizens.

Your  body  must  appreciate  that  it  is  with  some 
difficulty  that  the  information  as  to  whether  an 
employee  is  an  alien  or  citizen  has  been  ascertained. 
Misinformation  and  concealment  of  the  facts 
in  many  instances  are  some  of  the  obstacles  which 
must  be  overcome.  However,  everything  possible 
is  being  done  to  bring  about  a  compliance  with  the 
order.

My  dear  Mayor, — Under  date  of  July  2  your 
secretary,  C.  A.  Reardon,  inclosed  to  me  a  copy 
of  an  order  recently  adopted  by  the  City  Council, 
and  suggested  that  you  would  appreciate  my 
advice  in  connection  therewith. 

As  far  as  First  National  Stores,  Inc.,  is  con- 
cerned, the  accusations  directed  by  Councilor 
Wilson  neither  can  nor  do  apply  to  our  company. 
If  we  had  an  executive  who  discharged  a  man 
because  he  was  called  upon  for  jury  service,  the 
executive  who  discharged  the  man  would  himself 
be  discharged.  Because  of  the  large  number  of 
employees  we  have,  approximately  9,000,  there  is 
hardly  a  time  when  courts  are  in  session  that  one 
or  more  of  our  employees  are  not  engaged  in  jury 
service,  and  to  my  knowledge  there  has  never 
been  a  single  instance  of  discharge  by  reason  of 
such  absence — or  ever  will  be. 

In  reference  to  American  standards  of  working 
conditions,  I  am  confident  that  the  wages  paid  our 
employees  are  greater  and  the  hours  they  work  are 
less  than  those  of  the  organizations  to  which  Coun- 
cilor Wilson  suggests  transferring  the  orders  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  I  do  not  know 
where  Councilor  Wilson  secured  his  information 
but  as  far  as  our  company  is  concerned  it  does 
not  apply,  and  he  is  as  far  wrong  in  this  instance 
as  he  was  at  the  time  he  stated  that  I  was  "mas- 
querading" under  an  assumed  name. 

Were  the  conditions  as  represented  by  Councilor 
Wilson  to  prove  true  in  any  case,  I  would  not 
consider  him  out  of  order  in  promoting  such  an 
order,  even  though  it  might  subject  the  city  to 
many  thousands  of  dollars  of  additional  expense 
in  the  department.

FIRES  OUTSIDE   OF  BOSTON.

Gentlemen,— Chapter  250  of  the  Acts  of  1925 
authorizes  the  fire  department  of  a  city  to  aid  in 
extinguishing  fires  in  another  city  or  town  pro- 
vided such  authority  is  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  or  other  governing  body.  This  chapter 
also  provides  that  members  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment rendering  such  aid  shall  have  the  same 
privileges  and  immunities  as  if  the  duty  were 
performed  in  their  own  city. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  had  for  some  time  a 
mutual  aid  agreement  with  the  cities  and  towns 
bordering  on  Boston  in  relation  to  responding 
jointly  to  border  boxes,  and  in  addition  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  on  many  occasions  has  fur- 
nished apparatus  at  conflagrations  outside  the 
city  and  sometimes  outside  the  state. 

Presumably  the  object  of  the  act  is  to  legalize 
such  assistance  and  to  protect  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  while  working  at  fires  outside 
of  the  city. 

I  think  it  advisable  that  an  ordinance  to  make 
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effective  the  provisions  of  the  act,  substantially 
in  the  form  herewith  submitted,  should  be  adopted 
by  the  City  Council.

CENTRE   STREET  WIDENING   AND 
RECONSTRUCTION.

Gentlemen, — On  June  2,  1930,  your  honorable 
body  passed  a  loan  order  of  $1,100,000  for  the 
widening  and  reconstruction  of  Centre  street, 
which  order  was  approved  by  me.  Chapter  248 
of  the  Acts  of  1929  which  authorized  this  improve- 
ment provides  that  the  loan  shall  not  be  authorized 
unless  a  sum  equal  to  10  per  cent  of  it  is  voted 
from  taxes  or  other  sources  of  revenue.  It  further 
provides  that  the  10  per  cent  to  be  voted  from 
taxes  must  be  voted  in  the  year  in  which  the  loan 
is  authorized. 

In  1929  the  Council  voted  the  necessary  10  per 
cent  from  taxes  but  refused  to  pass  the  loan  order. 
If  this  year's  loan  is  to  be  effective  it  is  necessary 
to  provide  the  sum  of  $110,000  from  this  year's 
taxes  and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order.

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  rules  suspended  so  that  we  can 
start  Centre  street.  We  have  been  fighting  for 
years  to  get  it  started.  We  passed  the  10  per  cent 
levy  once,  and  I  believe  if  we  passed  this  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rules  we  could  start  work 
immediately. 

President  LYNCH — If  the  councilor  is  willing, 
I  might  suggest  that  we  refer  this  order  to  the 
Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  MURRAY— I  would  like  to  have  the 
rule  suspended. 

Coun.  WILSON— In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
councilor  who  made  the  request  was  the  same 
gentleman  who  two  weeks  ago  suggested  that  all 
matters  be  sent  to  committees,  I  think  we  might 
meet  him  half-way,  and  I  suggest  that  it  be  sent 
to  Executive. 

Coun.  Murray's  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
was  lost  and  the  order  was  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 


SUPPLEMENTARY  BUDGET.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  for  consideration 
by  your  honorable  body  a  supplementary  budget 
totaling  $827,371.11.  The  important  items  mak- 
ing up  this  total  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

Public  Welfare. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment for  dependent  aid  during  the  first  six  months 
of  this  year  show  an  increase  of  approximately 
40  per  cent  over  similar  expenditures  during  the 
same  period  in  1929.  Up  to  June  30  last  year, 
expenditures  for  dependent  aid  totaled  $885,- 
389.58,  whereas  the  expenditures  during  the  same 
period  this  year  total  $1,290,333.19.  If  this 
percentage  of  increase  is  maintained  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  there  will  exist  at  the  close  of  the 
year  a  deficit  in  the  appropriation  for  dependent 
aid  of  approximately  $675,000.  The  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Overseers  has  requested  that  a 
supplementary  appropriation  to  meet  this  prob- 
able deficit  be  provided.  Believing,  however, 
that  it  may  be  possible  through  various  public 
works  to  afford  employment  to  a  number  of  men 
now  on  the  rolls  of  the  department  and  in  this 
way  effect  a  reduction  in  the  welfare  disburse- 
ments of  the  department,  I  have  reduced  the 
supplementary  request  to  $500,000. 

Soldiers'  Relief. 
The  disbursements  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  have  naturally  been  affected  by  the 
economic  depression  prevalent  throughout  the 
country.  In  the  first  six  months  of  the  current 
year  expenditures  for  soldiers'  relief  have  totaled 
$222,413.93,  whereas  during  the  same  period  last 
year  the  total  was  $160,834.86.  These  figures 
show  an  average  monthly  increase  in  expenditures 
over  last  year  of  $10,000  per  month.  Assuming 
that  this  rate  of  increase  will  be  maintained  for 
the  balance  of  the  year,  I  have  included  in  my 
supplementary  budget  recommendations  and 
appropriations  of  $125,000  for  soldiers'  relief. 

Tercentenary  Celebration. 
The  budget  of  the  current  year  contained  an 
initial  appropriation  of  $75,000  to  cover  the  ex- 
penses in  connection,  with  the  official  observance 
by  the  city  of  the  Tercentenary.  It  was  hoped 
that  this  appropriation,  supplemented  by  donations 
to  be  secured  from  private  citizens,  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  provide  an  adequate  and  proper  celebra- 
tion of  this  historical  event.  To  date,  however, 
returns  from  private  sources  have  not  measured 
up  to  expectations;  hence,  I  deem  it  expedient  to 
recommend  at  this  time  a  supplementary  appro- 
priation of  $50,000.

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  made  necessary  by 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  under  the 
care  of  the  division. 

Long  Island  Hospital. 
An  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  emergency  re- 
pairs on  the  boiler  plant  of  the  institution  made 
necessary  by   the   breaking   down    of   the   boilers 
installed  last  year  at  the  hospital. 

Police  Department. 
An  appropriation  of  $16,800  to  permit  the 
modernizing  of  department  records,  the  pur- 
chase of  a  camera  and  photographic  outfit  for  the 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation,  and  instruction 
of  the  personnel  of  the  department  in  rifle,  ma- 
chine gun  and  revolver  work  at  the  rifle  range  in 
Wakefield. 

Public  Works  Department. 
An  appropriation  of  $4,000  to  cover  additional 
street  lights  already  authorized,  and  $15,000  for 
highway  materials  to  be  used  by  department  forces 
in  the  paving  of  city  streets  and  $6,000  for  neces- 
sary dredging  in  connection  with  sewer  outlets.

House  of  Correction. 

$7,796.47  to  meet  increased  pension  require- 
ments and  increased  disbursements  for  care  of 
dependents. 

Water  Service. 

The  appropriation  recommended  under  this 
heading  is  to  be  made  from  water  income,  there- 
fore it  does  not  enter  into  the  tax  rate  of  the  cur- 
rent year.  It  is  to  cover  high-pressure  fire  hydrants 
ordered  in  1929,  and  for  which  an  appropriation 
was  available  at  that  time.  Delay  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  hydrants  prevented  delivery  until 
this  year,  and  since  no  appropriation  was  included 
in  the  original  budget  of  the  Water  Division  a 
supplementary  appropriation  is  now  necessary. 

I  submit  herewith  the  necessary  appropriation 
and  tax  orders  in  connection  with  this  supple- 
mentary budget  and  respectfully  recommend 
adoption  of  the  budget  and  these  orders  by  your 
honorable  body.

REWARD   FOR   APPREHENSION   OF 
OLIVER  B.  GARRETT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  offer  a  reward  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
for  the  apprehension  of  Oliver  Garrett,  former 
Boston  police  officer. 

Coun.  NORTON— The  District  Attorney  of 
this  County  of  Suffolk,  as  the  chief  law  enforce- 
ment officer  of  our  county,  has  requested  that  this 
honorable  body  appropriate  the  sum  of  S500, 
which  1  understand  is  the  maximum  sum  that  we 
can  appropriate,  for  the  turning  up  of  Oliver 
Garrett,  former  Boston  police  officer.  It  is  not 
alone  any  alleged  crimes  that  Oliver  Garrett  is 
supposed  to  have  committed  while  acting  as  a 
police  officer,  but  the  name  of  Garrett  has  become 
synonymous,  throughout  the  land,  with  corrup- 
tion in  the  local  Police  Department,  and  it  has 
brought  to  every  child  of  Boston  a  sense  that  the 
police  officers  of  Boston  are  not  entirely  a  worthy 
lot.  The  average  citizen  in  this  city  knows  that 
the  average  police  officer  in  Boston  is  an  honor- 
able man,  but  in  any  great  aggregation  of  men 
there  are  those  who  are  dishonorable.  I  feel 
that  our  Police  Department  in  this  city  at  the 
present  time,  gauging  it  by  the  standards  of  other 
police  departments  throughout  this  country  at 
this  time  in  our  history,  measures  well  with  any 
other  department,  from  the  standpoint  of  grafting 
officers.  However,  for  the  last  ten  years  our  city 
has  been  in  a  turmoil  regarding  this  one  individual. 
Now,  when  he  is  brought  to  trial  he  openly  flaunts 
the  law,  and  he  says  that  he  will  not  show  up  so 
long  as  a  certain  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  is 
to  try  him.  He  also  issues  the  statement  inferen- 
tially  that  he  will  not  show  up  until  he  feels  like 
it.  It  is  a  direct  affront  at  our  form  of  govern- 
ment. It  is  one  of  the  worst  possible  things 
that  our  city  could  have  happen  to  it.  It  creates 
in  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Boston,  in  a 
sense,  a  question  of  integrity  regarding  the  police 
officers  of  this  city.  This  man  for  ten  years  ran 
wild.  On  his  own  testimony  in  the  Superior  Court, 
where  he  testified  that  without  authority  he  entered 
hundreds  of  homes  in  this  city,  openly  flaunted  an 
honorable  justice  of  the  South  Boston  Court,  when 
requested  by  that  justice  to  stay  within  the  bar- 
riers of  the  law  as  regards  search  warrants,  came 
into  my  ward  and  other  wards  in  this  city  and 
openly  violated  the  law,  smashed  into  homes, 
slapped  women  and  children,  demanded  that  he 
be  recognized  as  the  law  itself.  And  now,  when  an 
attempt  is  made  that  he  be  brought  to  justice, 
after  the  entire  legal  machinery  of  our  Common- 
wealth, acting  under  legislative  order,  through  the 
medium  of  our  attorney-general,  shows  up  cir- 
cumstances in  ten  years  that  call  for  retribution, 
Garrett  openly  flaunts  that  system  and  runs 
away.  It  seems  to  me  at  this  time,  when  our 
district  attorney  is  using  every  resource  within 
his  power,  when  he  employs  three  nationally 
known  detective  agencies  and  employs  the  re- 
sources of  the  Police  Department  and  has  a  search 


going  on  in  every  state  of  this  union  for  the  man 
who  has  openly  violated  our  laws,  that  we,  as  the 
municipal  legislative  authority,  should  at  least 
cooperate  with  the  district  attorney  of  our  county 
by  passing  this  order. 

Coun.  WILSON — I  agree  with  a  great  deal 
that  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  has  said  and 
especially  with  reference  to  the  fact  that  the 
resources  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  and 
three  detective  agencies  are  being  used,  not  to 
mention  a  standing  reward  of  So,  000  by  a  Boston 
newspaper,  to  apprehend  this  particular  man  who 
has  not  yet  been  proved  guilty  but  who  is  under 
indictment  before  the  courts  of  the  Common- 
wealth. I  think  this  order  is  one  which  might 
properly  be  sent  to  executive  for  a  little  discussion, 
not  that  I  am  against  the  purpose  of  the  order 
but  possibly  because  I  question  whether  an 
additional  reward  of  S500  on  top  of  the  standing 
reward  of  $5,000  would  really  be  of  any  substan- 
tial force  or  effect.  1  would  accordingly  move 
that  the  matter  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, without  attempting  to  cut  Councilor 
Kelly  off  from  debate. 

Coun.  KELLY — As  the  previous  councilor  has 
said,  a  substantial  and  binding  reward  has  been 
offered  by  one  of  Boston's  leading  newspapers 
for  the  same  information  that  this  §500  would 
be  offered,  if  it  was  passed  today.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  I  feel  that  you  gave  your  proper  answer 
as  President  of  this  honorable  body,  as  published 
in  the  Boston  American  on  Saturday,  as  this  is  an 
attempt  by  the  district  attorney  of  our  county, 
when  being  pressed  to  retain  his  office,  to  use  this 
body  to  bolster  up  his  chances  of  reelection. 
I  do  not  think  it  is  a  lit  order  to  ask  the  City  Coun- 
cil at  tliis  time,  for  the  simple  reason  that  on  Friday 
evening  the  district  attorney  of  our  Common- 
wealth was  charged  with  misfeasance  and  mal- 
feasance of  office,  over  the  radio,  by  his  challenger. 
Senator  Mulhern.  1  feel,  in  all  fairness  to  a 
fellow  making  an  uphill  fight,  who  no  doubt  will 
be  your  next  district  attorney,  that  we  should  not 
allow  an  order  of  this  kind  to  be  passed  here  today. 

Coun.  NOKTOX — It  is  unfortunate  that  a  man 
who  lias  openly  flaunted  the  laws  of  our  state 
should  virtually  run  wild.  He  has  run  wilder 
than  any  man  in  the  history  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  wilder  than  any  man  ever  dared 
under  the  late  lamented  Stephen  O'Meara,  who 
set  the  precedent  for  Boston  police  commissioners, 
wilder  than  any  man  has  dared  in  our  Police 
Department  history.  It  is  unfortunate  at  this 
time,  when  the  people  of  New  England  are  observ- 
ing the  conduct  of  this  case,  that  when  the  district 
attorney  asks  not  alone  for  $500,  not  the  mone- 
tary value,  not  the  intrinsic  value,  but  in  passing 
this  order  you  render  a  value  that  never  can  be 
measured  in  dollars.  In  passing  this  order  you 
send  out  word  that  Massachusetts  and  the  people 
of  Boston,  in  so  far  as  the  City  Council  and 
the  municipal  government  are  concerned,  are 
standing  back  of  the  man  who  seeks  to  bring  to 
justice  an  individual  who  has  shown  himself  to  be 
unfaithful  as  a  public  official  of  this  city. 

President  L\  NCH — The  order  will  be  referred 
to   the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  believe  the  matter 
ought  to  be  settled  right  here  and  now.  I  under- 
stand from  Councilor  Green  that  the  order  we 
passed  in  reference  to  the  $500  reward  in  the 
Charlestown  case  has  never  been  paid,  and  it 
has  been  held  up  by  order  of  the  Law  Department. 
I  do  not  believe  in  going  into  executive  session 
and  having  a  long-drawn-out  debate  on  this  mat- 
ter. It  is  a  warm  afternoon.  Many  of  the  mem- 
bers may  have  other  business  to  attend  to.  There 
are  other  important  matters  to  be  considered. 
I  do  not  believe  we  ought  to  waste  our  time  by 
taking  this  up  in  executive  session.  If  it  has 
been  decided  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  we 
have  not  the  authority  and  it  is  not  within  our 
province  to  do  this,  we  might  as  well  settle  the 
matter  here  and  now.  I  am  in  sympathy  with 
what  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park  is  trying 
to  bring  out.  No  one  feels  more  keenly  on  the 
subject  than  I  do.  The  people  of  the  entire  city 
are  up  in  arms.  It  is  a  subject  that  is  being  dis- 
cussed everywhere.  While  this  man  has  been  a 
fugitive  from  justice,  there  has  been  $5,000 
offered  by  a  Boston  newspaper,  and  the  Police 
Department  of  the  city  and  detective  agencies 
have  been  seeking  him.  With  all  this  machinery 
of  the  law  at  work  to  apprehend  him,  the  $500 
from  the  City  Council,  in  my  judgment,  will  do 
no  good.  Unless  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park 
desires  to  place  the  Council  on  record  as  to  where 
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they  stand,  I  trust  that  the  matter  will  be  decided 
in  open  meeting,  and  if  any  members  wish  to 
discuss  it  they  should  discuss  it  in  open  meeting 
and  not  take  the  matter  up  behind  closed  doors. 
It  is  not  closed  doors  because  the  newspaper  men 
are  at  every  executive  session,  and  whatever  i3 
said  will  be  carried  in  the  newspapers.  If  it  is 
news,  they  will  publish  it,  and  if  any  man  thinks 
that  by  going  into  executive  session  they  can 
talk  it  over  quietly,  they  are  mistaken,  because 
if  the  newspaper  men  hear  anything  spicy  or 
anything  enlightening  they  will  publish  it.  That 
is  their  duty,  and  they  intend  to  give  the  public 
what  they  think  the  public  wants.  There  is  too 
much  going  into  executive  session.  There  is 
too  much  time  wasted;  too  much  valuable  time 
wasted.  This  man,  as  we  well  know,  should  be 
brought  to  justice,  but  whether  the  gentleman  from 
Hyde  Park  has  taken  the  proper  means,  I  do  not 
know.  I  did  not  receive  any  notice  from  the 
district  attorney  that  he  wanted  this  matter  dis- 
cussed here  today.  I  asked  the  councilor  from  the 
Back  Bay,  and  he  said  he  had  not  received  any- 
thing except  what  he  read  in  the  newspapers. 
I  object  to  going  into  executive  session  on  this. 

Coun.  GREEN — 1  am  going  to  ask  the  coun- 
cilor from  Hyde  Park  if  he  would  object  to  bringing 
the  Corporation  Counsel  down  before  the  body 
so  that  we  can  get  a  legal  opinion  on  this  matter 
before  we  vote,  so  that  we  can  vote  intelligently. 
Whether  we  go  into  executive  session  on  the  mat- 
ter or  discuss  it  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  does 
not  mean  anything  to  me. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
have  anything  that  is  proper.  I  am  not  at  all 
anxious  to  place  my  colleagues  on  record,  pro- 
vided they  have  not  had  full  opportunity  to  look 
into  all  the  facts.  It  is  not  my  idea  in  the  least 
to  embarrass  anybody  and  not  in  the  least  am  I 
actuated  by  a  selfish  or  vindictive  motive  toward 
Oliver  Garrett.  In  answer  to  the  colleague  from 
the  West  End  who  states  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  disapproved  an  order  regarding  the 
heinous  crime  that  the  colleague  from  Charlestown 
was  interested  in,  in  reference  to  which  this  Coun- 
cil appropriated  $500,  as  I  understand  that  ruling, 
the  Corporation  Counsel  in  that  instance  ruled  in 
consequence  of  the  fact  that  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted outside  the  jurisdiction  of  Suffolk  County. 
In  that  case  a  reward  of  $500  would  be  illegal, 
but  in  that  ruling  he  did  not  state  that  if  the  crime 
had  been  committed  in  Suffolk  County  his  ruling 
would  have  been  the  same. 

Coun:  BUSH — I  agree  that  there  is  nothing  to 
be  gained  by  referring  this  matter  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  I  think  we  ought  to  act  on  it  at 
once. 

Coun.  KELLY — Before  we  vote  on  this  im- 
portant measure,  I  want  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  body  to  how  this  order  was  introduced.  1 
feel  that  the  proper  place  for  the  district  attorney 
of  our  county  here,  if  he  wishes  to  introduce  an 
order,  is  to  give  it  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston;  not 
to  have  any  particular  councilor  act  as  a  spokes- 
man for  him.  I  want  you  gentlemen  to  consider 
this,  because  the  Mayor  must  veto  it  or  sign  it. 
We  all  know  why  it  was  not  given  to  the  Mayor 
of  our  city.  It  was  not  given  to  him  because  of 
the  district  attorney's  stand  in  the  Mayor's  fight, 
and  if  this  thing  is  passed  by  this  honorable  body 
this  afternoon  it  will  be  vetoed  the  minute  it  goes 
downstairs,  in  my  estimation.  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  when  we  vote  on  this  we  do  not  allow  the 
district  attorney's  office  that  has  failed  to  show 
any  results  in  this  Garrett  affair  to  put  the  City 
Council  in  line  to  back  the  district  attorney  up 
in  any  of  his  futile  efforts.  We  are  footing  the 
bills  of  his  investigators  and  we  are  willing  to  do 
that.  We  are  willing  that  he  should  hire  private 
detectives.  But  when  he  allows  a  man  who  is  out 
on  bail  to  get  away  from  him  two  days  before  trial, 
I  do  not  think  the  City  of  Boston  should  agree 
with  him  and  sympathize  with  him. 

Coun.  GREEN — Now  that  the  gentleman  from 
Hyde  Park  is  willing  to  bring  the  Corporation 
Counsel  before  the  City  Council,  I  move  that  we 
recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair  and  that 
the  clerk  of  the  Council  notify  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  be  here. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  am  willing  to  refer  this  to 
the  executive  session  of  our  body  to  be  handled  in 
the  regular  way. 

The  motion  of  Councilor  Wilson,  referring  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  was  carried. 

President  LYNCH— The  order  is  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 


REWARD  FOR  INFORMATION  ON  ALIENS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  seek  legislative  approval 
for  the  granting  of  $50  to  any  citizen  of  Boston 
who  reports  an  alien  holding  down  a  position  with 
a  contractor  doing  city  work. 

Coun.  NORTON— Two  weeks  ago,  due  to  the 
efforts  of  a  colleague  from  Dorchester,  an  im- 
portant matter  of  aliens  working  for  contractors 
doing  City  of  Boston  work  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  this  body,  and,  according  to  some 
reports  that  the  original  order  of  the  colleague 
from  Dorchester  brought  forward,  there  were 
discharged  over  fifty  men  employed  by  con- 
tractors doing  City  of  Boston  work.  It  has 
always  seemed  to  me  that  if  the  United  States 
Government  has  seen  fit  to  offer  rewards  for  the 
purpose  of  law  enforcement,  if  they  see  fit  to 
offer  a  reward  through  the  medium  of  the  United 
States  Customs,  to  those  who  point  out  smuggling, 
if  it  is  possible  in  this  state  to  offer  rewards  for 
hit  and  run  drivers,  I  know  of  no  more  important 
reward  than  to  reward  a  citizen  of  this  city  who 
points  out  an  alien  working  for  a  contractor  doing 
City  of  Boston  work  here  within  the  confines 
of  our  city,  while  75,000  citizens  of  Boston  walk 
the  streets  seeking  that  sort  of  employment.

COMMITTEE   ON   JITNEY   LICENSES. 

Coun.  MURRAY,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  a  report  on  petition  (referred 
May  12)  of  Hoston  Elevated  Railway  to  operate 
motor  vehicles  between  the  Somerville-Boston  line 
at  Washington  street  and  Sullivan  square,  over 
Cambridge  street  and  Main  street,  Charlestown 
[Boston  section  of  a  route  between  L'nion  square, 
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Somerville,  and  Sullivan  square,  Boston],  recom- 
mending that  license  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  said  license  granted  on  usual 
conditions. 

Coun.  MURRAY,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  report  on  petition  (referred 
April  7)  of  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  to  operate 
motor  vehicles  between  North  Station  and  South 
Station. 

Coun.  WILSON — Do  I  understand  that  changes 
or  supplements  an  existing  line  or  that  it  is  a  new 
line  between  the  two  termini? 

Coun.  MURRAY — The  above  route  is  a  sub- 
stitution of  the  licenses  granted  by  the  City 
Council  under  dates  of  August  4,  1926,  and  Decem- 
ber 8,  1926,  and  the  petitioner  agrees  that  upon 
the  granting  of  this  license  said  former  licenses  shall 
be  canceled  and  become  null  and  void. 

Coun.  WILSON — Even  though  that  might  make 
some  difference  and  there  may  be  no  other  senti- 
ment in  the  Council,  the  same  way.  it  does  seem 
to  me  that  with  a  direct  through  route  from 
North  Station  to  South  Station  by  elevated,  there 
is  no  need  of  blocking  up,  I  assume,  Atlantic 
avenue  and  those  particular  streets,  with  jitney 
bus  lines,  and  it  does  not  seem  to  me  there  is  a 
crying  need  by  the  sinking  road  for  this  particular 
bus  line. 

By  direction  of  the  President,  the  clerk  read  the 
route  of  the  license,  as  follows: 

"Between  North  Station  and  South  Station 
over  Causeway,  Canal,  Washington,  Devonshire, 
State,  Congress,  Milk,  Federal  streets  and  Dewey 
square;  returning  over  Dewey  square,  Federal, 
Milk,  Congress,  Exchange  streets,  Adams  square, 
Washington,  Canal,  Travers  and  Portland  streets. 
The  above  route  is  in  substitution  of  the  licenses 
granted  by  the  City  Council  under  dates  of  August 
4,  1926,  and  December  8,  1926,  and  the  petitioner 
agrees  that  upon  the  granting  of  this  license  said 
former  licenses  shall  be  canceled  and  become  null 
and  void." 

Coun.  WILSON — I  realize  it  is  hot,  and  perhaps 
it  is  a  little  late.  I  still  press  the  point  that  with 
a  direct  route  by  supposed  rapid  transit  properly 
run  on  the  Atlantic  Avonuo  Elevated  between  the 
North  Station  and  the  South  Station,  there  is  no 
need  for  the  existing  jitney  bus  line  in  such  a  con- 
gested district  as  Washington  street,  Exchange 
street  and  the  district  which  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  other  organizations  are  requesting 
should  be  shut  off  from  all  parking  on  the  claim 
that  it  is  so  congested  that  vehicles  cannot  get 
through.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  for  the 
mere  convenience  of  a  few  fussy  car  riders  and  the 
convenience  of  the  Boston  Elevated — which  does 
about  as  it  pleases  on  the  Hill,  and  I  assume  are 
going  to  do  about  as  they  please  here  at  the  Hall — 
that  there  is  any  need  of  sending  Boston  Elevated 
jitney  buses  through  Devonshire  street,  Postoffice 
square,  Exchange  street  or  any  of  these  intown 
congested  streets,  when  there  is  a  direct  route 
by  Elevated  trains  from  North  Station  to  South 
Station. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— As  I  understand  it,  this 
merely  makes  a  slight  change  because  of  changes  in 
the  approach  to  North  Station. 

Coun.  MURRAY — It  is  the  same  route  that 
now  exists  with  the  exception  of  a  change  in  and 
around  Travers  street.  Instead  of  going  up  Canal 
street,  it  is  proposed  to  go  the  opposite  way. 
The  Traffic  Commissioner  requested  that  on  any- 
more jitney  hearings  that  we  have,  if  we  will  be 
laud  enough  to  let  him  know,  he  will  be  glad  to 
come  down  and  talk  on  it. 

Coun.  CURTIS — As  I  remember  the  present 
direct  rapid  transit  route,  a  lot  of  people  have  to 
walk  a  long  way  across  the  street  from  the  South 
Station  and  downstairs,  and,  if  the  Elevated  wants 
to  put  on  a  few  buses  to  help  some  people  travel 
easier,  it  seems  our  streets  could  be  clogged  a  lot 
worse  by  other  things  than  by  buses  which  are 
serving  the  public. 

Coun.  WILSON — I  do  not  want  to  tire  the 
Council  by  possible  repetition,  but  1  have  in  mind 
the  fact  that  the  §250,000  light  system  which  was 
put  into  effect  was  a  questionable  success  yester- 
day and  at  a  later  date  I  will  be  glad  to  find  out 
what  the  cost  of  that  light  system  was.  Here  is  a 
proposed  bus  line  through  this  expensive  light 
system  installed  at  a  cost  of  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars,  and  I  insist  there  is  no  need  for  this,  and  I 
would  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee 
whether  he  as  chairman  of  that  committee  feels 
there  is  a  crying  necessity  for  a  Boston  Elevated 
jitney  bus  line  through  Devonshire  street  connect- 
ing North  Station  and  South  Station. 


Coun.  MURRAY — The  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses  had  a  hearing,  and  the  only  one  that 
said  there  was  any  crying  need  for  it  was  the  coun- 
cilor from  the  West  End.  I  think  it  is  up  to  him 
to  say  whether  he  wants  it  or  not. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  do  not  know  where 
the  gentleman  gets  his  information,  but  I  know 
that  I  did  not  appear  before  the  committee. 
There  seems  to  be  a  mistake  some  place.  I  was 
asked  in  reference  to  the  matter  today  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee.  I  am  not  interested 
in  any  line.  Nobody  has  spoken  to  me  about  it 
except  to  say  that  it  was  a  minor  change. 

Coun.  MURRAY — In  answer  to  the  councilor 
from  the  West  End,  the  secretary  of  the  road  came 
to  me  and  said  he  talked  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald  and 
said  that  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  in  cooperation.  He  is 
always  in  favor  of  jitneys  for  the  Elevated. 

Coun.  WILSON — Since  there  seems  to  be  a  little 
confusion  and  since  some  of  us  do  not  know  where 
we  stand,  if  there  is  no  objection,  may  I  ask  that 
the  matter  lay  on  the  table? 

The  report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  MURRAY,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  report  on  petition  (referred 
May  26)  of  Boston  Elevated  Railway  to  operate 
motor  vehicles  between  the  junction  of  Washing- 
ton and  Market  streets  and  the  Cambridge-Boston 
line  on  Western  Avenue  Bridge,  over  Market 
street  and  Western  avenue  (Boston  section  of  a 
night  route  between  the  junction  of  Washington 
and  Market  streets,  Brighton,  and  Central  square, 
Cambridge) — recommending  that  license  be 
granted. 

Coun.  WIL.SOX — I  do  not  want  to  become 
objectionable,  and  yet  I  have  a  serious  objection 
to  these  Boston  Elevated  bus  lines.  May  I  ask 
where  that  route  is? 

[The  route,  as  stated  in  the  petition,  was  read.] 

Coun.  HEIN — On  this  particular  route  here  the 
traffic  is  not  as  heavy  as  it  is  downtown.  I  do 
not  believe  there  would  be  any  traffic  congestion 
there.     I  cannot  see  where  it  would  do  any  harm. 

Coun.  MURRAY — In  this  petition  we  talked 
with  the  councilor  whose  district  it  goes  through, 
and  he  is  in  hearty  accord.  I  refer  to  Councilor 
Gallagher  from  Brighton. 

Report  accepted;  said  license  granted  on  usual 
conditions. 


REWARD   FOR   APPREHENSION"   OF 
OLIVER  B.  GARRETT. 

Coun.  NORTON'  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  offers 
a  reward,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
any  person  who  detects  or  secures  the  person  of 
Oliver  B.  Garrett,  former  Boston  police  officer, 
indicted  by  the  Suffolk  County  Grand  Jury  for 
the  crimes  of  larceny,  extortion  and  others,  and 
who  is  now  a  fugitive  from  justice. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  have 
always  strenuously  objected  to  this  body  inform- 
ing other  bodies— Congress,  our  state  Legislature 
and  even  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  — 
as  to  just  what  their  duties  were.  I  have  felt 
that  if  we  minded  our  own  business  we  got  along 
much  better.  There  are  a  number  of  people  in 
the  city  who  feel  that  we  as  a  body  fall  down 
hopelessly  in  tending  to  even  our  own  business 
and,  while  I  do  not  concur  in  that,  I  object  to 
interfering  with  the  prerogatives  of  the  Governor 
of  this  splendid  Commonwealth.  We  took  the 
time  of  our  Corporation  Counsel  this  after- 
noon, brought  him  down  here  and,  in  executive 
meeting,  with  every  member  of  the  Council  present 
and  the  members  of  the  Press  there,  he  informed 
us  that  this  was  the  Governor's  duty  rather  than 
the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council.  On  orders  of  this  kind,  whether  they 
are  introduced  by  a  man  in  politics  or  by  some 
citizen  on  the  outside,  I  have  always  felt  this 
way.  Years  ago  in  the  old  country  we  heard  a 
great  deal  about  informers.  In  this  country 
they  do  not  call  them  informers.  They  call  them 
stool  pigeons.  And  I  do  not  want  to  go  on  record 
as  voting  for  an  appropriation  that  will  send  out 
into  the  highways  and  byways  of  this  state,  hun- 
dreds of  men  and  women  informers  who  in  the 
darkness  of  the  night  will  slink  around  and  try 
to  pin  something  on  one  of  their  fellowmen. 
I  can  take  you  to  State  Prison  today  or  down  to 
the  jail  on  Charles  street  and  you  will  find  them 
overcrowded.  Even  the  corridors  are  crowded. 
I  have  never  been  a  party  to  putting  one  of  them 
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in  jail.  I  broke  into  politics  and  first  went 
to  the  Legislature  in  1915,  and  at  that  time 
there  were  men  in  every  walk  of  life,  political 
life  and  business  life,  who  despised  the*  stool 
pigeon,  who  despised  the  writer  of  an  anonymous 
letter,  who  despised  the  man  or  woman  in  any 
community  who  went  out  of  his  way  in  order 
to  put  the  brand  on  his  fellowman  and  say  that 
he  was  a  felon.  I  care  not  for  Garrett.  I  do  not 
even  know  him.  His  being  found  is  absolutely" 
the  duty  of  the  police  officers.  I  do  not  think 
there  is  a  man  in  this  body  who  has  been  given  a 
badge  by  Commissioner  Hultman.  I  do  not  think 
that  there  is  a  man  in  this  body  who  has  the  au- 
thority to  arrest.  There  is  no  one,  at  least  to  my 
knowledge.  I  asked  the  Corporation  Counsel  if 
a  member  of  this  Council  could  collect  this  reward. 
I  asked  him  if  in  the  future  certain  members 
of  the  Council  wanted  to  appear  as  stool  pigeons, 
could  they  go  out  and  indict  their  fellowman. 
I  say  that  the  time  has  not  changed  from  years 
ago  when  people  would  look  at  the  informer 
with  a  great  deal  of  disdain.  In  this  present  hour 
and  day  we  seem  to  be  forgetting  that.  I  told 
in  the  Executive  Committee  about  a  former 
Congressman,  now  dead,  a  splendid  type  of  old- 
time  politician,  who  said  that  in  his  day  the  man 
or  woman  in  the  community  who  was  not  a  dis- 
trict attorney,  who  was  not  a  judge,  who  was 
not  a  uniformed  police  officer  whose  sworn  duty 
it  was  to  go  out  and  get  information  to  arrest, 
who  would  turn  out  to  be  an  informer,  an  anony- 
mous letter  writer  or  a  stool  pigeon,  was  a  despised 
person  in  his  community.  That  same  thing  con- 
tinues to  this  day  in  many  circles.  But  he  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  along  came  the  draft 
and  that  all  over  this  country,  all  through  this 
state  and  in  this  city,  people  who  never  before  had 
written  a  letter  started  to  write  letters  to  the 
Draft  Board,  started  to  turn  stool  pigeon  on  a 
neighbor,  and  once  they  wrote  their  first  letter, 
like  a  man  who  takes  his  first  drink,  they  continued 
it.  And  today  not  only  on  the  outside,  not  only 
in  the  Watch  and  Ward,  not  only  in  those  paid 
societies  that  snoop,  but  men  in  public  life  are 
asking  us  to  appropriate  money  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  making  some  other  man  or  woman 
turn  stool  pigeon,  at  a  time  like  this  when  there 
are  hundreds  of  families  that  are  hungry,  at  a 
time  when  there  are  thousands  of  men  and  women 
who  may  be  tempted  to  take  this  money  and 
turn  their  backs  on  all  the  honesty  and  decency 
given  to  them  by  their  fathers  and  mothers,  and 
turn  informer.  Garrett's  being  caught  is  the 
duty  of  uniformed  policemen;  it  is  the  duty  of 
detective  agencies;  it  is  the  duty  of  these  self- 
appointed  snoopers;  it  is  the  duty  of  the  district 
attorney;  it  is  not  the  duty  of  red-blooded  men 
in  the  Boston  City  Council.  And  if  the  time  has 
come  that  we  sitting  here  are  going  to  vote  away 
the  money  of  the  people  of  this  city  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  spy,  a  snooper  or  a  stool  pigeon  out 
of  any  decent  man  or  woman  of  our  city,  then 
politics  in  Boston  is  in  a  very  bad  state. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  concur  heartily  with  my 
colleague  from  Dorchester  in  every  remark  that 
he  has  made  here  this  afternoon.  Despite  the 
ruling  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  who  told  us 
in  executive  session  that  the  business  of  offering 
a  reward  for  the  detection  of  an  alleged  criminal 
rested  entirely  with  the  state;  despite  that  fact 
that  it  was  brought  out  that  this  order  for  a 
reward  was  offered  to  the  councilors  from  the  dis- 
trict where  the  present  district  attorney  resides, 
and  they  rejected  it,  figuring  it  was  not  the  Coun- 
cil's business.  Despite  that,  the  councilor  from 
Hyde  Park  persists  in  being  spokesman  for  the 
present  district  attorney,  and  I  conceive  it  to  be 
my  duty  to  uphold  the  man  who  cannot  be  present 
here  and  be  spokesman  for  the  challenger,  and  I 
hope  if  we  pass  this  order  today  that  it  will  be 
immediately  vetoed  downstairs.  There  is  no 
question  about  it  in  my  mind.  The  man  down- 
stairs does  not  want  to  be  brought  into  this  con- 
troversy. If  he  is  brought  into  it,  he  has  to  be 
with  the  man  who  was  with  him  in  the  past 
election.  So,  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  order 
will  be  rejected. 

Coun.  NORTON— One  would  •  think,  sitting 
here  this  afternoon  and  listening  to  some  of  the 
remarks  made  by  some  of  our  colleagues,  that 
it  was  a  terrible  thing  for  the  district  attorney  of 
Suffolk  County  to  ask  for  $500  from  this  honorable 
body  to  apprehend  one  of  the  worst  men  ever 
connected  with  the  Police  Department  of  Boston. 
Oh,  we  hear  about  going  to  State  Prison  and 
seeing  the  snooper.    Yes,  even  the  old  country  is 


appealed  to,  the  land  of  our  fathers.  We  are 
told  what  they  thought.  Let  me  say  to  the  col- 
league who  made  that  remark,  "Yes,  come 
with  me  to  State  Prison  and  I  will  show  you  there 
not  one  but  many  put  there  by  this  racketeer 
who  in  ten  years  in  our  city  smashed  into  homes, 
slapped  women  and  children,  illegally  arrested 
people."  And  then  they  stand  here  this  after- 
noon on  the  floor  of  this  Council  and  inferentially 
say  that  it  is  a  terrible  thing  to  offer  $500. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  the  district  attorney  of 
this  county  has  asked  that  this  Council  give  a 
reward  of  $500.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council 
to  back  up  our  highest  law  officers.  If  we  fall 
down  in  this,  we  send  out  word  to  the  world  that 
we  are  not  interested  in  a  character  who  has 
brought  more  shame  and  ignominy  on  the  Police 
Department  of  Boston  than  anybody  who  has 
ever  been  connected  with  that  department  in  its 
history.  The  issue  is  clear.  It  is  not  a  question 
of  stool  pigeons.  Garrett  is  a  man  who  stool 
pigeoned  more  than  any  of  the  officers  in  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
even  after  he  was  off  the  force  he  put  his  finger 
on  a  man  and  said,  "Lock  him  up."  What  a 
terrible  thing  that  is!  Oh,  what  an  appeal  was 
made  to  the  great  land  of  our  forefathers.  This 
issue  is  clear.  This  issue  is  clean-cut.  The 
people  of  Boston  are  unanimous  in  their  demand 
that  this  man  who  has  shamed  our  city  and 
broken  down  respect  for  our  law  should  be  brought 
to  justice.  It  is  not  a  question  of  stool  pigeons. 
If  it  were  a  question  of  stool  pigeons,  who  has  stool 
pigeoned  more  than  this  man  who  has  relentlessly 
burst  in  and  smashed  and  slapped?  You  know 
the  story  that  was  brought  out  at  the  State 
House.  What  a  terrible  thing  it  is  for  the  district 
attorney  to  ask  for  $500!  What  an  appeal  is 
made  to  the  citizenry!  There  is  no  stool  pigeon 
in  this  Council  and  there  is  nobody  in  this  Council 
who  is  involved  in  this  Oliver  Garrett  affair. 
It  is  merely  a  request  by  the  chief  law  officer  to 
grant  a  reward  of  $500  at  a  time  when_  he,  the 
district  attorney,  has  a  search  going  on  in  every 
state  in  this  nation,  at  a  time  when  he  has  the 
Police  Department  working  as  never  before  to 
bring  to  justice  the  man  who  has  openly  flaunted 
him.  This  bringing  in  of  political  candidacies  for 
district  attorney  is  not  fair.  I  am  not  interested 
in  who  is  elected  district  attorney.  I  am  not 
interested  in  who  goes  back  there.  Personally, 
Joe  Mulhern  is  a  fine  character.  I  do  not 
believe  he  needs  any  support  here  this  afternoon. 
If  the  question  of  political  candidates  is  wrapped 
up  with  the  detection  of  Oliver  Garrett,  then  may 
we  say,  with  Judge  Robert  Grant,  "God  save  the 
Commonwealth."  No;  this  is  a  question  of 
sending  out  to  the  world  and  to  this  country  the 
word  that  the  municipal  government  of  Boston 
stands  unified  in  back  of  the  district  attorney, 
who  has  made  this  request  to  bring  to  justice  a 
man  who  has  done  more  to  bring  shame  and  igno- 
miny on  our  city  than  any  man  who  has  been 
connected  with  it. 

Coun.  GREEN — I  would  like  to  ask  the  coun- 
cilor from  Hyde  Park  a  question,  if  he  cares  to 
answer.  I  would  like  to  ask  if  this  was  not  a 
state  investigation  of  the  Police  Department  and 
if  the  Police  Department  is  not  a  state  institu- 
tion. Although  some  of  the  councilors  do  not 
care  to  be  committed,  I  am  interested  in  the  dis- 
trict attorney  fight,  and  I  will  stand  up  and  be 
counted  here  this  afternoon  as  a  supporter  of  the 
present  district  attorney.  But  I  sometimes 
So  not  agree  with  the  district  attorney  in  every- 
thing that  he  does.  I  do  not  see  why  this  buck 
should  be  passed  to  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
I  think  the  district  attorney  should  have  taken  it 
before  the  proper  authorities,  the  Governor  and 
Council,  and  let  the  award  start  there.  Why 
pass  the  buck  to  us?  I  am  talking  now  as  a  sup- 
porter of  the  present  district  attorney  of  Suffolk 
County,  and  I  will  be  with  him  in  his  contest  in  the 
fall,  but  I  disagree  with  him  in  this  matter. 

Coun.  NORTON — The  councilor  from  Charles- 
town  asked  whether  this  was  not  a  state  matter. 
All  these  criminal  matters  are  primarily  state 
matters.  It  would  be  possible  for  the  Gov- 
ernor, if  a  crime  were  committed  in  Kitchburg  or 
Worcester  or  Pittsfield,  to  take  precedence  in 
offering  a  reward,  the  same  as  it  would  be  here  in 
Boston.  But  I  believe  that  if  the  colleague 
from  Charlestow-n  will  run  down  the  history  of  past 
rewards,  he  will  see  that  they  started  in  the  home 
city  where  the  alleged  crime  was  committed. 
And  I  might  say  to  the  colleague  from  Charles- 
town  that  when  a  little  girl  in  hie  own  district  was 
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the  victim,  we  offered  a  reward.  It  shows  how 
we  change  from  week  to  week.  When  a  little  girl 
in  his  own  district  was  assaulted  and  a  heinous 
crime  committed,  the  colleague  who  now  calls 
on  us  to  go  to  the  Governor,  did  not  see  fit  to  go 
to  the  Governor.  He  came  right  here,  to  the  City 
Council,  where  I  come  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  GREEN — I  might  say  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park  that  the 
Governor  offered  a  reward  for  the  apprehension 
of  this  man  and  he  was  arrested  and  is  doing 
eighteen  years  in  State  Prison.  After  talking  with 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  introduced  an  order  in  the 
Council,  having  the  City  Council  go  on  record  as 
offering  the  reward.  The  question  was  whether 
this  man  committed  a  felony  in  Boston.  It  was 
a  continuing  case.  The  man  was  arrested  and 
found  not  guilty  in  the  Charlestown  Court,  on  the 
crime  of  kidnapping.  He  committed  the  crime  of 
rape  in  Middlesex  County.  He  was  arrested  and 
convicted  in  Middlesex  County  and  sentenced  to 
eighteen  years  at  hard  labor  in  State  Prison.  The 
Judge  in  the  Charlestown  Court  found  him  not 
guilty  of  the  crime  of  kidnapping  in  Charlestown, 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  Boston  ruled  that 
the  felony  had  been  committed  in  Middlesex 
County.     And  the  state  is  paying  the  reward. 

Coun.  RUBY — As  much  as  I  like  to  agree  with 
my  colleague  on  my  left  in  accepting  most  of  his 
suggestions,  I  regret  that  on  this  order  I  am  unable 
to  agree  with  him.  A  reward  of  SoOO  is  asked  by 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  our  county.  Judging 
by  the  arguments  that  we  have  heard  so  far, 
both  for  and  against  this  order,  I  do  not  think 
that  we  ought  to  be  misunderstood,  so  that  any- 
body might  be  led  to  believe  that  we  are  prejudging 
the  case.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
when  the  person  in  question  is  apprehended  he  will 
be  given  an  honest,  decent  and  fair  trial,  not  only 
by  the  district  attorney  of  Suffolk  County  but 
by  the  presiding  justice  who  will  be  designated  to 
preside  at  that  trial.  As  has  so  well  been  said 
already,  through  the  press,  by  the  judge  who  has 
been  chosen  to  preside,  the  man  accused  will  be 
given  every  possible  chance  for  acquittal,  if  he  can 
convince  a  judge  and  twelve  fair-minded  men  of 
hie  innocence.  We  ought  not  to  be  prejudging 
this  case  on  the  floor  of  the  Cits'  Council.  Wn  are 
asked  to  do  something  today  to  help  bring  back 
this  man,  so  that  we  who  are  upholders  of  justice, 
who  believe  in  the  giving  of  a  fair  trial  to  every 
person  accused  of  crime,  can  have  him  brought 
back,  so  that  he  may  have  an  opportunity,  if  he 
can,  to  prove  his  innocence.  And  I  hope,  as  a 
public  official,  that  he  may  be  able  to  do  it.  The 
District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  did  not  start 
the  prosecution  of  this  man.  This  job  was  given 
to  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  and  in  the 
length  of  time  that  he  has  been  prosecutor  of 
Suffolk  County  I  think  90  per  cent  or  more  of  the 
people  of  Suffolk  County  have  learned  to  look  on 
him  not  as  a  persecutor  but  as  a  prosecutor,  one 
charged  with  prosecuting  crime  and  not  persecuting 
individuals.  That  man,  after  the  exhaustion  of 
every  possible  effort  that  he  has  made,  comes 
now  to  this  body,  as  he  can  go  to  no  other  body, 
in  my  opinion,  and  asks  us  to  help  in  bringing  this 
man  back  to  justice.  We  are  not  asking  anybody 
to  become  a  stool  pigepn.  We  are  not  asking  any- 
body to  turn  policeman.  We  have  a  uniformed 
force  in  Boston,  under  the  leadership,  in  my  opinion, 
of  a  very  able  Police  Commissioner.  This  police 
force  is  performing  its  duty  to  the  best  of  its 
ability.  But  it  is  not  unusual  for  a  fugitive  from 
justice  to  evade  detection  and  apprehension,  and 
I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  take  it  in  any  other 
light.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  is  1930  and  that 
in  September  we  will  be  asked  to  nominate  a 
candidate  for  district  attorney.  It  is  unfortunate 
for  the  district  attorney  himself,  because  he  is 
trying  to  perform  a  duty  honestly,  faithfully  and 
impartially.  He  has  not  done  anything  that  any 
other  fair-minded  official  would  not  do.  All  he 
does  is  to  ask  us  to  offer  a  reward,  not  to  send 
that  man  to  State  Prison,  not  to  send  that 
man  to  any  prison  or  jail  within  the  confines  of 
this  county  or  this  state,  but  to  apprehend  a 
man  that  every  individual,  man,  woman  and 
child,  is  ready  to  criticize.  The  Police  Commis- 
sioner in  a  public  statement  less  than  two  months 
ago  said  to  a  group  of  police  officials  in  Boston, 
"Get  back  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  Boston 
before  you  ask  me  to  consider  a  raise  for  you." 
Every  man  in  this  Council  at  some  time  or  other 
has  gone  on  record  for  a  proper  increase  in  salary 
of  every  police  officer  in  Boston,  and  I  daresay 


if  it  was  up  to  this  Council  we  would  have  voted 
an  increase  for  those  men  ere  this.  What  harm 
has  there  been  by  this  order  coming  in  here? 
Let  me*remind  3'ou  men  of  the  first  administration 
of  your  election  to  office  in  1926  that  the  present 
district  attorney  of  Suffolk  County  in  the  first  two 
years  of  office  saved  for  the  citizenry  of  Boston 
over  8125,000  against  an  equal  number  of  years 
of  the  previous  administration,  and  he  saved 
that  because  of  the  economic  way  in  which  he  con- 
ducted the  office.  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to 
have  any  concern  whether  it  be  he  who  is  in  office 
or  whether  it  be  the  man  who  is  now  opposing  him 
for  office.  We  ought  not  to  make  this  a  political 
issue.  Both  men  are  held  in  high  regard  by  the 
elements  in  Boston.  We  are  asking  a  simple 
proposition  here  this  afternoon.  We  are  asking 
you  to  appropriate  S500  for  the  detection  of 
Garrett.  It  might  have  been  anybody  else  in  a 
like  position,  and  we  ought  to  look  at  it  in  that 
light,  and  I  think  that  the  district  attorney  ought 
not  to  feel  that  the  members  of  this  body  are 
retarding  his  desire  to  conduct  his  office  as  he  has 
faithfully  sworn  to  do  it.  We  need  not  talk  of 
the  Legislature  or  the  Governor.  This  investi- 
gation went  to  the  Legislature  because  the  Police 
Commissioner,  who  was  in  a  sense  involved  in  the 
investigation,  but  not  in  this  situation,  was  a 
man  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  not  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  as  he 
should  be,  in  my  opinion.  That  is  why  the 
investigation  went  there.  Had  not  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  been  an  appointee  of 
the  Governor,  the  investigation  would  never 
have  reached  the  Legislature.  But  what  hap- 
pened? The  attorney-general  made  a  fair,  clean 
and  honest  investigation,  in  my  opinion,  and  he 
presented  the  result  of  his  investigation  to  the 
district  attorney,  and  I  do  not  care  whether  it  is 
Foley  or  anybody  else.  How  many  members  of 
this  Council  would  have  had  any  respect  for  the 
district  attorney  if  he  had  not  done  what  it  was 
his  sworn  duty  to  do,  that  is,  to  bring  the  facts  as 
presented  to  him  by  the  attorney-general  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  the  Grand  Jury  of  Suffolk  County, 
which  jury  we  in  this  room  draw,  because  of  the 
re  [uiremente  of  the  law?  Why  isn't  it  our 
province?  Why  isn't  it  the  province  of  any 
other  individual  or  any  other  body  to  vote  this 
particular  reward?  I  believe  the  order  as  pre- 
sented should  come  before  this  body,  and  I  am  in 
favor  of  it,  because  it  is  our  duty  as  public  officials, 
sworn  to  perform  not  only  our  duty  but  to  :. 
every  other  public  official  in  the  county  and  in 
the  Commonwealth  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  to  help  carry  out  their  sworn  duty. 

Coun.  WILSON"— I  will  be  very  short,  but  this 
is  a  vote  which  any  man  in  this  body  must  be 
very  careful  to  be  understood  upon.  I  hold  no 
brief  for  either  candidate  for  district  attorney 
of  Suffolk  County,  and  it  is  most  unfortunate 
that  the  question  of  politics  should  enter  into 
it  in  one  way  or  another,  because  both  of  the  gentle- 
men who  are  announced  as  candidates  for  that 
office,  so  far  as  I  know,  are  competent  to  fill  the 
position,  and  I  wish  both  of  them  the  best  of 
luck,  taking  care  that  while  they  are  fighting  each 
other  somebody  else  does  not  slide  in  between. 
With  reference  to  the  remarks  as  to  what  might 
be  the  attitude  of  the  Mayor,  I  think  that  infer- 
ence, while  not  so  intended,  is  a  little  unfair, 
because  I  do  not  think  we  should  prejudge  the 
position  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city.  It  would  be 
perhaps  a  little  better  if  the  request  in  question 
had  been  sent  through  the  usual  channels,  that  is. 
submitted  to  the  Mayor  to  be  sent  to  the  Council. 
I  think  that  another  remark  that  has  been  made 
this  afternoon,  also  not  intentionally,  should  be 
cleared  up  as  a  matter  of  record.  When  the 
Corporation  Counsel  was  quoted  as  recommending 
that  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  was 
the  proper  party  to  offer  the  reward,  I  think  in 
fairness  to  Mr.  Silverman — with  whom  I  have 
had  my  differences,  despite  personal  friendship — 
it  should  be  pointed  out  as  a  matter  of  record,  so 
that  he  will  not  be  misquoted,  that  he  said,  in 
response  to  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  or  not  it 
would  not  be  proper  for  the  Commonwealth, 
having  started  the  proceedings,  to  offer  the 
reward — that  it  would  be  most  apropos  for  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  office  of  the  attorney- 
general  to  offer  such  a  reward,  and  that  might  well 
come  before  action  by  the  city.  But  he  did 
not  advance  that  proposition.  It  was  in  answer 
to  an  inquiry.  I  must  disagree  with  the  sugges- 
tion that  the  city  has  not  a  duty  in  this  particular 
case,  because  Boston  is  in  the  unenviable  position 
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of  having  its  Police  Department  run  by  the 
Commonwealth,  and  to  that  extent  the  City  of 
Boston  stands  differently  than  any  other  city 
in  the  Commonwealth,  and  it  would  not  be  at 
all  inopportune  that  the  Commonwealth  should 
offer  the  reward.  With  reference  to  the  remarks 
made  by  the  councilor  from  Dorchester,  who 
spoke  so  eloquently,  I  agree  it  is  primarily  the 
duty  of  the  Police  Department  to  act  as  policemen. 
I  do  not  go  all  the  way  with  him  that  there  is 
not  a  duty  on  ordinary  citizens  to  do  all  they  can 
to  apprehend  a  criminal.  I  agree  with  him, 
but  I  do  not  think  we  should  offer  a  reward  to  any 
public-spirited  man  or  woman  to  turn  up  a  crim- 
inal because,  although  the  average  man  or  woman 
on  the  street  is  not  paid  for  it,  as  the  Police  Depart- 
ment is,  they  owe  a  certain  duty,  and  I  agree  with 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that  we  are  stulti- 
fying the  principles  of  any  man  or  woman  to  offer 
him  money  to  do  his  duty.  For  the  benefit  of  the 
public-spirited  citizens  who  need  money  to  do 
their  duty,  a  Boston  paper  has  offered  a  reward 
ten  times  the  figure  that  we  are  asked  to  offer. 
There  was  a  murder  committed  on  Huntington 
avenue  sometime  ago.  So  far  as  I  know,  not- 
withstanding the  worst  crime  known  to  the 
criminal  law, — murder, — we  offered  no  reward 
for  the  apprehension  of  the  murderer.  There 
have  been  other  serious  crimes  committed  in  this 
city,  and  the  criminals  are  still  at  large,  and  we 
have  offered  no  reward.  We  did  offer  a  reward  in 
the  case  of  the  heinous  crime  which  was  committed 
on  a  resident  of  Charlestown,  but  that  was  an 
unusual  case.  So  far  as  I  know,  up  to  date, 
the  Garrett  case  does  not  rank  with  murder, 
and  it  seems  to  me  we  are  setting  a  bad  precedent, 
a  precedent  that  might  well  be  followed  as  a  matter 
of  logic  and  a  precedent  that  might  well  be  thrown 
up  to  us  by  the  councilor  from  Wards  2  or  28 — ■ 
not  meaning  either  one — when  some  constituent 
was  in  trouble  or  wished  help.  Are  we  going 
to  offer  a  reward  for  every  shoplifter,  every  pick- 
pocket or  those  concerned  in  every  robbery 
that  comes  up,  or  are  we  going  to  leave  that  to 
the  properly  constituted  authorities?  I  do  not 
think,  for  the  reasons  stated,  that  we  should  pass 
this  order  at  present. 

Coun.  COX — I  move  the  previous  question. 

(The  previous  question  was  ordered. j 

President  LYNCH — The  question  comes  on 
the  passage  of  the  order? 

Coun.  NORTON— I  ask  for  a  roll  call,  Mr. 
President. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Norton  asks 
for  a  roll  call.  The  question  comes  on  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  MAHONEY — Isn't  that  the  same  order 
that  waB  before  the  Executive  Committee? 

President  LYNCH — Redrafted  to  meet  the 
objections  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order  was 
rejected,  yeas  6,  nays  10:

EMPLOYMENT  OF  TEMPORARY  MEN. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   his    Honor   the    Mayor    be    re- 
quested to  provide  sufficient  funds  to  keep  tem- 
porary  laborers    and    teamsters   at    work   in    the 
Public  Works  Department. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  think  this  is  a  very 
important  matter  and  I  want  to  ask  that  the 
rules  be  suspended  in  order  that  that  order  may 
take  its  passage  today.  On  last  Monday  in  this 
city,  125  laborers — I  do  not  know  whether  or  not 
some  of  them  were  called  teamsters — were  laid 
off  in  the  City  of  Boston  after  some  of  them  had 
worked  since  last  December.  They  were  laid  off 
summarily.  Why,  I  do  not  know.  Of  course 
they  will  have  to  appeal  now  to  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  for  assistance,  and  I  think 
something  of  this  kind  ought  to  be  done.  I 
understand  we  were  so  attentive  to  our  duties 
here  when  the  budget  was  in  operation,  but  many 
of  us  had  the  wool  pulled  over  our  eyes,  for  that 
budget  appropriated  the  smallest  amount  of  money 
to  keep  laborers  and  teamsters  at  work,  that  was 
provided  in  the  history   of  this   city.     Sufficient 


funds  should  be  appropriated  to  keep  these  men 
at  work.  If  there  was  need  for  them  since  last 
December  there  is  need  for  them  now,  more  than 
ever  now,  especially  in  the  warm  weather,  and  at 
this  time  in  the  year  when  so  many  thousands 
of  visitors  are  coming  to  our  city.  More  money 
has  been  provided  by  the  Legislature  than  during 
any  administration  in  the  history  of  the  city,  for 
public  improvements.  And  here  we  have  125 
men  summarily  laid  off,  not  one  word  said  about 
it.  In  my  opinion,  it  demands  some  explanation, 
and  I  ask  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the 
money  provided  for  these  men. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  heard  the  councilor  from 
the  West  End  say  that  these  men  were  appointed 
last  December.  These  men  were  appointed  three 
months  ago,  and  the  Mayor  of  this  city  went  to 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  asked  them  to 
allow  him  to  appoint  some  men  so  as  to  take  care 
of  these  worthy  cases  which  the  councilor  from 
the  West  End  talks  about,  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  through  the  Governor,  gave  him  the 
right  to  appoint  for  ninety  days.  I  talked  with  the 
Mayor,  and  the  Mayor  said  he  has  no  chance  to 
reappoint  them  because  all  he  could  give  them  was 
ninety  days.  Some  of  these  men  who  were  laid 
off  have  been  reappointed  and  went  to  work  this 
morning  on  the  subway.  The  Mayor  told  me  he 
could  not  reappoint  them  because  the  ninety  days 
was  up.  That  is  all  we  are  allowed  through 
civil  service. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  regret  to  have  to 
differ  with  the  distinguished  gentleman  from 
Roxbury  who  was  so  smart  a  short  time  ago  that 
he  misquoted  me  about  being  the  representative 
in  favor  of  the  jitneys.  I  never  represented  any 
corporation,  nor  am  I  the  tool  of  any  corporation . 
I  never  broke  my  word,  and  my  word  is  as  good 
as  my  bond,  and  I  say  here  and  now,  and  I  chal- 
lenge any  man  to  the  contrary,  that,  these  men  that 
I  refer  to  were  put  to  work  last  December.  Their 
records  in  the  civil  service  will  show  it.  I  know 
the  difference  between  the  ninety-day  law  that 
was  passed,  and  I  say  that  these  men  were  laid 
off  last  Monday  and  they  are  men  who  were 
working  since  last  December,  and  I  know  what  I 
am  talking  about.  I  don't  make  any  speech 
unless  I  do  know  what  I  am  talking  about.  When 
this  gentleman  stands  up  and  tells  me  that  I  do 
not  know  what  I  am  talking  about,  I  say  to  you 
that  he  doesn't  know  what  lie  is  talking  about. 
There  were  fourteen  men  in  the  West  End  Yard 
who  were  dismissed.  There  were  men  in  the 
South  End  Yard  who  were  dismissed.  There 
were  men  in  the  Paving  Department  who 
went  to  work  on  the  26th  of  last  December,  prior 
to  Mayor  Nichols  leaving  office.  I  understand 
they  sent  a  requisition  for  twenty-five  laborers 
and  a  requisition  for  twenty-five  more  teamsters. 
These  men  are  off  the  pay  roll,  and  they  are 
she  men  that  I  refer  to  who  have  been  working 
tince  last  December. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  might  state 
that  the  gentleman  from  the  West  End  misunder- 
stood the  gentleman  from  Jamaica  Plain  in  part 
of  his  statement.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
need  of  carrying  this  controversy  any  farther. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Might  I  say  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  requisitioned  last  week  for  500  men. 
The  councilor  from  the  West  End  has  been  in  the 
Legislature,  in  both  branches,  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  he  knows  the  requirements  of  the  civil 
service.  With  his  qualifications,  he  might  be 
able  to  go  up  there  and  arrange  it  so  that  some 
of  these  men  might  be  appointed  before  Friday. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  think  this  is  far  more 
important,  the  employment  of  poor  people,  than 
some  of  the  propositions  we  have  been  talking 
about  this  afternoon.  I  have  looked  up  the 
requisition,  and  the  requisition  was  for  fifty  men 
for  the  tunnel.  I  know  many  of  the  men  who  have 
been  put  to  work.  Fifty  men  is  all  that  we  are 
asking  for  in  this  proposition.  We  were  told  a 
few  months  ago  when  we  put  through  a  large 
appropriation  for  South  Boston,  that  hundreds  of 
men  would  be  employed.  I  fail  to  see  it.  If 
people  want  to  pull  the  wool  over  other  people's 
eyes  here  and  defend  courses  that  arc  not  proper, 
I  will  not  stand  for  it. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President 

President  LYNCH — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  arise? 

Coun.  MURRAY — To  answer  the  councilor 
from  the  West  End. 

President  LYNCH — The  councilor  from  the 
West  End  did  not  ask  a  question. 
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Coun.  MURRAY — I  would  like  to  rise  to  a 
point  of  personal  privilege. 

President  LYNCH — The  gentleman  may  state 
his  point  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  MURRAY — May  I  state  that  the  Mayor 
of  this  city  has  disapproved  of  these  new  contrap- 
tions. They  are  going  to  have  no  steam  shovels 
or  diggers  on  the  new  subway.  They  are  going 
to  have  all  day  laborers.     Instead  of  the  diggers, 


they  are  going  to  have  all  day  laborers,  meaning 
he  will  get  more  in  his  district  and  I  and  every 
other  councilor  will  get  the  same. 

The  rules   were   suspended   and   the   order   was 
passed.

cel of  land  owned  by  the  city  at  the  corner  of  Chest- 
nut Hill  avenue  and  Commonwealth  avenue,  con- 
taining approximately  66,672  square  feet. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  this  playground 
is  in  the  extreme  end  of  Ward  21.  I  do  not 
think  there  is  any  gentleman  in  here  that  is  going 
to  sell  a  so-called  playground  which  is  existing 
in  his  district.  I  have  a  petition  from  500  children 
in  the  neighborhood  who  play  in  this  playground 
constantly.  We  have  one  so-called  playground 
in  the  district  which  I  have  since  the  first  of  the 
year  tried  to  get  fixed  up  so  that  when  it  rains 
they  will  not  need  bathing  suits  to  go  down  there 
and  play  in  it.  I  have  also  tried  to  have  some 
stringers  put  in  there  so  that  the  house  will  not  fall 
over  and  the  City  of  Boston  have  to  pay  money 
out  to  the  children  in  damages.  I  hope  the 
members  of  the  Council  will  not  pass  this  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Our  committee  has  had 
this  order  before  us  for  over  two  months.  It  was 
sent  up  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  sell  this  land 
which  is  out  on  Commonwealth  avenue  alongside 
of  the  reservoir,  at  an  upset  price  of  $100,000. 


There  was  an  attorney  who  represented  some 
people  in  that  location  who  said  that  this  land 
had  been  taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  and 
for  that  reason  it  could  not  be  sold.  We  sub- 
mitted the  matter  to  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  on  last  Friday  when  we  had  our  hearing  here 
the  Corporation  Counsel  came  down  and  sub- 
mitted a  six-page  opinion,  saying  that  this  land 
came  under  an  old  act  of  the  Legislature  known 
as  the  Reservoir  Act,  which  placed  the  matter 
of  the  price  to  be  accepted  within  the  discretion 
of  the  Park  Commissioners,  and  so  the  redrafted 
form  of  order  was  made  out  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  accordingly. 

It  appears  that  this  land  is  not  listed  as  a 
playground;  it  is  part  of  the  reservoir  land.  There 
isn't  any  question  but  what  people  play  there,  but 
it  is  an  extremely  valuable  piece  of  land,  66,000 
feet  of  land  right  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  at 
5100,000.  There  is  so  much  available  land  in  the 
section  of  the  ward  that  the  gentleman  represents 
— and  I  find  no  fault  with  his  opposing  this — that 
could  be  bought  for  a  part  of  this  sum  that  it 
seems  to  me  that  when  the  city  has  an  opportunity 
to  sell  land  out  on  a  main  thoroughfare  for  as 
much  money  as  this,  this  Council  should  not 
stand  in  the  way  by  opposing  this  order  as  sub- 
mitted by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  HEIX — Mr.  President,  'if  they  are 
going  to  use  part  of  this  money  for  other  play- 
grounds and  improvements  in  the  district  I  nave 
no  objection.  I  put  an  order  in  here  two  weeks 
ago  asking  the  Park  Commissioner  to  secure  a 
price  for  a  playground  up  on  Chestnut  Hill  ave- 
nue, near  Wallingford  road,  where  there  is  a  ledge, 
and  I  received  a  letter  stating  that  it  would  cost 
$150,000.  There  is  a  tract  on  Chestnut  Hill 
avenue  which  can  be  obtained,  and  there  is  an- 
other piece  of  land  on  Brainerd  road,  now  owned 
by  the  city,  assessed  for  SS.OOO,  but  they  say  it 
is  not  large  enough.  There  is  not  another  avail- 
able piece  of  land  in  the  city  that  can  be  obtained 
today  for  a  playground,  and  I  think  when  we 
already  have  this  place  existing  it  should  stay 
there. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
and  the  clerk  called  the  roll,  with  the  following 
result:

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIA- 
TIONS ON    SUPPLEMENTARY  BUDGET. 

Coun.  WILSON,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, submitted  the  following  report; 

The  Supplementary  Budget  for  the  City  of 
Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  which  was  referred 
to  your  Committee  on  Appropriations  on  July  21, 
1930,  totaled  $827,371.11,  reductions  totaling 
$363,706.71  having  previously  been  made  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  out  of  original  department 
estimates.  Of  the  total  amount  referred  to  your 
committee,  $500,000  represents  further  requirements 
of  the  Public  Welfare  Department;  $125,777.39 
additional  soldiers'  relief;  $50,000  additional  for 
the  official  city  observance  of  the  Tercentennial 
and  $30,000  is  for  Water  Service,  an  income 
producing  department.  The  usual  and  not 
extraordinary  requirements  of  other  city  depart- 
ments amount  to  $73,231.09,  and  of  county 
departments,    $48,362.63. 

More  in  detail  your  committee  may  well  refer 
to  a  few  items  which  suggest  comment.  An  item 
of  $5,000  is  required  for  emergency  repairs  on  the 
new  boilers  and  pulverizing  units  installed  new 
only  last  year  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital  at  a 
total  cost  in  excess  of  $185,000,  which,  as  stated 
by  the  present  commissioner  last  April,  are  highly 
dangerous  and  should  never  have  been  installed. 
An  item  of  $1,200  is  for  an  additional  trial  attorney 
in  the  office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

An  item  of  $2,000  is  requested  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  incident  to  plans  which  apparently 
call  for  early  installation  of  a  signal  light  system 
on  police  patrol  boxes.  The  sum  of  $4,750  repre- 
sents the  cost  for  the  balance  of  the  year  of  salary 
increases  granted  by  the  Legislature  to  the  Chief 
Justice  and  Associate  Justices  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Court  with  the  recent  approval  of  the 
act  by  the  City  Council.  The  Superior  Criminal 
Court  requires  a  supplementary  appropriation  of 
$20,500  even  after  reduction  of  $10,000  made  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  One  half  of  the  amount 
is  due  to  the  estimated  further  cost  of  detective 
agency  services  incident  to  continued  efforts  by 
the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  to  apprehend 
one  Oliver  B.  Garrett.  Provision  for  the  appro- 
priation of  a  further  $50,000  for  Boston's  Ter- 
centennial year,  making  $125,000  in  all,  is  made 


necessary  by  the  continued  discouraging  failure  of 
Boston  citizens  to  supplement  the  city's  initial 
appropriation  with  donations  adequate  for  a  proper 
celebration  of  this  historical  event. 

The  rapidly  mounting,  but  apparently  necessary 
expenditures,  by  both  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment and  Public  Welfare  Department,  further 
accentuate  the  continued  actute  unemployment 
situation  in  our  city,  and  the  wisdom  of  a  program 
of  municipal  construction  work,  preferably  by  day 
labor,  which,  as  distinguished  from  contract  work, 
absolutely  insures  the  employment  of  citizens 
rather  than  aliens,  and  thereby  automatically 
reduces  the  number  of  destitute  families  forced 
by  hopeless  unemployment  conditions  to  accept 
city  aid. 

With  thirty-seven  employees  and  an  overhead 
of  $77,000,  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  is  this 
year  expending  for  direct  relief  to  war  veterans 
the  sum  of  $425,000.  The  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment for  the  same  period,  with  sixty-three  em- 
ployees in  the  Central  Office  and  an  overhead  of 
only  $130,000,  is  expending  $3,125,000,  thus  mak- 
ing total  city  aid  for  the  destitute  amounting  to 
three  and  one  half  million  dollars  annually. 

While  your  committee  has  only  praise  for  the 
excellent  services  being  rendered  by  both  these 
departments  in  times  of  undoubted  need  and 
want,  yet  the  suggestion  is  made  that  more  definite 
localizing  of  the  districts  affected  and  reports  less 
general  in  character  may  well  encourage  still 
greater  cooperation  from  churches,  associated 
charities  and  other  organizations  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston.  There  is  no  desire  by  any  member 
of  the  City  Council  to  disclose  or  even  ascertain 
the  names  of  such  families  as  now  clearly 
and  deservedly  receive  city  aid.  Mr.  Walter 
McCarthy,  secretary  of  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, appearing  before  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations at  its  meeting  on  Friday  afternoon, 
July  25,  advised  the  committee  in  response  to 
inquiries  that  the  department  is  taking  care  of  an 
average  of  5,000  destitute  families  during  the  year, 
which  he  stated  means  some  7,800  cases  in  the 
aggregate.  There  is  no  information,  however, 
readily  available  with  reference  to  the  average 
number  of  cases  by  wards  or  even  general  districts. 
Your  committee  feels  that  such  a  survey,  which 
Mr.  McCarthy  frankly  admits  can  be  done  with- 
out any  great  hardship  in  the  course  of  a  few  days, 
preferably  in  the  autumn,  would  be  of  real  assist- 
ance in  concentrating  as  it  would  the  assistance  of 
local  charitable  agencies,  awakening  some  degree 
of  local  community  pride,  and  perhaps  discouraging 
or  disclosing  those  undoubted  instances  of  un- 
deserved aid,  which  even  with  a  competent  and 
conscientious  department  creep  in  to  the  detri- 
ment of  deserving  cases  and  to  the  detriment  of 
the  taxpayer,  on  a  pay  roll  of  over  three  million 
dollars  annually.  Your  committee  feels  that  it 
would  be  time  well  spent  to  segregate  all  cases,  at 
least  by  wards,  and  preferably  by  precincts, 
recording  for  each  such  district 

1.  The  number  of  families 

2.  The  number  of  individuals  receiving 

(a)     Temporary  aid,  or 

(h)     Substantially  permanent  aid,  and 

3.  The  amount. 

This  record  could  easily  be  prepared  in  the 
autumn,  as  of  September  1,  for  example,  or  as  of 
October  1,  and  should  be  available  in  detail  for 
the  City  Council,  substantially  prior  to  the  time 
of  receiving  the  1931  budget.  And  a  record  for 
the  eritire  year  1930  might  also  well  be  provided. 
The  task  should  not  be  a  difficult  one,  where  t he- 
average  number  of  families  being  assisted  through- 
out the  year  as  of  almost  any  date,  as  has  been 
stated,  is  approximately  5,000,  and. where,  a"  .Mr. 
McCarthy  states,  the  cases  number  about  7,800  in 
the  aggregate.  Thereafter  a  practice  of  listing  all 
cases,  "i'  making  a  reference  of  all  cases  bj  wards, 
or  preferably  by  precincts,  should  not  incur 
much  more  additional  office  labor  than  the  present 
custom,  for  example,  of  ascertaining  in  each  and 
every  individual  case  whether  outside  aid  is 
being  received  from  any  recognized  charity, — -and, 
in  fact,  smii  systematic  geographical  Listing  should 

aid  in  that  respect,  in  every  case,  in  any  event, 
Boston  resilience  must  he  determined.  In  the 
Election  Department  .-ill  registered  voters  are 
annually  listed  by  wards,  precincts,  streets  and 
dwellings.  The  Police  Department  as  nl  April  l 
of  each  year  makes  a  similar  police  list  of  all  adults, 
whether  registered  voters  or  not.  The  Assessing 
Department  it.  would  appear  each  year  prepares  a 
list  oi  nil  parceli  ol  land  and  buildings,  nut  only 
by  wards,  but  also  by  precincts,  anil  even  pi 
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money  value  on  each  — -  not  to  mention  the  definite 
assessment  and  locating  of  personal  property. 
Obviously  the  above  suggested  information 
requested  from  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
should  in  comparison  be  most  easily  ascertained, 
and  as  Mr.  McCarthy  frankly  admitted  to  your 
committee,  would  in  the  autumn  be  the  work  of 
but  a  few  days. 

Certainly  when  relief  payments  by  two  city 
departments  now  total  over  three  and  one-half 
million  dollars  annually,  and  when  neither  the 
end  nor  even  a  reduction  is  in  sight,  your  com- 
mittee submits  that  the  suggestion  now  made 
should  be  and  undoubtedly  will  be  received  with  a 
spirit  of  cooperation. 

Your  committee  therefore  reports  back  the 
Supplementary  Budget  for  1930  "ought  to  pass."

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  19,  nays  0. 


PUBLIC  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  PubUc  Welfare  Department, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  said  Depart- 
ment hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to  advise 
the  City  Council  before  the  close  of  the  current 
year,  and  as  of  any  date  most  convenient  for  the 
department,  and  by  precincts: 

1.  The  number  of  families  and 

2.  The  number  of  individuals  as  of  such  date 

receiving 

(a)  Temporary  aid,  or 

(b)  Substantially  permanent  aid,  and  also 

3.  The  amount. 

Coun.  McCRATH— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad 
that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  has  intro- 
duced this  order.  For  a  great  many  years  the 
amount  of  dole  that  is  given  out  by  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  increasing,  and  I  do  not  think 
there  is  a  member  of  this  Council  that  wants  to 
fight  against  the  amount  of  money  that  is  given 
out  to  the  real  worthy  families  of  the  city,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  if  we  are  going  to  do  the  most 
good  for  the  people  that  really  need  help  we  need 
to  watch  the  distribution  of  this  money  a  little 
more  closely  than  we  have  been  doing  up  to  the 
present  time.  We  appropriated  this  year,  out- 
side of  the  salaries  of  the  department,  close  to 
$3,000,000,  and  in  this  supplementary  budget  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  asks  for  another  $500,000, 
which  brings  it  up  to  over  $3,000,000  for  this 
year.  The  men  who  are  most  familiar  witli  the 
giving  of  aid  in  our  city  can  appreciate  that  there 
are  dozens  of  organizations  that  are  out  every 
day  collecting  for  the  so-called  worthy  families 
of  our  city.  Recently  there  was  an  order  issued 
by  the  state,  stopping  certain  organizations  from 
collecting  for  charitable  purposes,  when  it  was 
discovered  that  most  of  the  money  was  spent  in 
salaries  for  the  people  who  were  running  the 
organizations.  We  know  that  every  year,  if  the 
money  that  was  collected  in  the  City  of  Boston 
actually  reached  the  families  that  needed  it,  there 
would  be  no  real  poverty  in  our  city.  They  tell 
you  that  the  people  living  in  the  lodging  house 
districts  who  receive  aid  of  $•">  a  week  form  a  great 
part  of  the  people  receiving  aid.  We  brought  in 
the  secretary  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
at  our  meeting  last  week,  and  he  said  that  there 
were  about  six  families  in  the  city  receiving  $30 
per  week,  but  that  somewhere  between  $17  and  $20 
was  the  average.  If  you  have  a  thousand  families, 
with  an  average  of  four  persons  to  a  family,  that 
would  be  4,000  people  in  our  city  who  are  receiv- 
ing the  average  amount  of  dole.  In  other  words, 
if  a  thousand  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  are 
dependent  on  our  city,  and  if  the  average  they 
receive  is  about  $1,000  a  year,  it  only  takes  $1,- 
000,000.  At  that  time  I  asked  the  committee 
this  question.  The  Assessing  Department  knows 
not  only  the  different  pieces  of  property,  but 
every  single  individual  piece  of  property  in  every 
ward  of  the  city.  The  police  make  out  a  list  not 
only  of  citizens,  but  of  noncitizens  in  every  home 
and  every  building  in  the  city.  I  asked  the 
secretary  of  this  Board:  "How  is  this  money 
divided  as  to  wards?"  And  for  perhaps  the 
hundredth  time  in  fifteen  years,  I  received  the 
same  answer:  "We  have  never  drawn  up  the 
records  of  the  department  that  way."  Xow, 
there  is  an  old  stock  argument  that  is  used  this 
year,  as  it  has  been  used  for  years  in  the  past: 
Surely  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  or  surely 
the  members  of  the  City  Council  do  not  want 
the  names  of  the  unfortunate  of  the  city  paraded 
before  the  entire  city.  And  I  assured  them  that 
we  did  not.  But  why,  in  the  name  cf  Heaven, 
can't  we  find,  not  only  by  wards,  but  by  precincts, 
the  number  of  people  temporarily  or  permanently 
receiving  city  aid?  I  want  to  know  in  my  ward, 
for  more  reasons  than  one,  because  I  believe  there 
are  many  local  agencies  that  are  willing  to  help, 
churches  and  different  agencies  that  will  help  in 
the  ward.  I  want  to  know  how  many  people  in 
my  ward  and  how  many  people  in  the  precincts 
of  my  ward  are  getting  temporary  or  permanent 
aid,  for  this  reason,  that  it  is  a  little  harder  to 
have  visitors  going  out  and  sometimes  perhaps 
finding  families  that  do  not  really  exist.  I  know, 
and  I  feel  certain  about  it — and  I  know  it  will  be 
argued  strenuously  against  what  I  say  that  it  is 
not  so — that  $3,000,000  properly  distributed  in 
this  city  this  year  would  relieve  every  single  case 
of  abject  poverty.  That  goes  even  in  a  year  like 
this,  an  extreme  year.  We  figured  it  out  in  the 
room  there  the  other  day,  and  they  said  $600  was 
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the  average  for  a  family.  That  takes  care  of 
nearly  5,000  families  of  four  persons  each.  That 
takes  care  of  20,000  people.  That  takes  care  of 
1,000  people  to  a  ward.  That  is  on  their  own 
figures.  When  you  say,  "How  about  wards?" 
they  say,  "No;  we  take  care  of  the  city,  the 
mysterious  city."  How  about  wards?  How 
about  precincts?  How  about  getting  the  figures 
down  on  whether  it  is  Charlestown,  Ward  15,  or 
whether  it  is  the  ward  of  the  gentleman  who  sits 
in  the  chair  that  is  getting  the  most?  If  there 
are  250  families  in  Ward  3,  and  250  families  in 
Ward  4,  or  Ward  5,  there  are  not  250  families  in 
my  ward,  there  are  not  250  families  in  Ward  16 
or  Ward  17,  there  are  not  250  families  in  Ward  20 
or  Ward  21.  I  know  the  wards  in  this  city  pretty 
well.  There  are  certain  wards  that  have  more 
families,  and  it  is  in  those  wards  that  I  want  the 
money  to  go.  I  have  no  objection  at  all,  and  I 
know  the  chairman  of  the  committee  has  no 
objection  to  every  single  worthy  individual  and 
every  single  worthy  family  getting  all  the  assist- 
ance the  city  can  afford,  but  if  there  is  one  man 
or  one  old  person  in  one  of  the  rooming-houses  of 
our  city,  or  in  any  ward  of  the  city,  who  is  being 
denied  the  proper  assistance  that  we  are  paying 
for  because  some  family  that  is  not  entitled  to  it 
is  getting  it,  or  some  mysterious  family  which 
exists  in  the  city  but  not  in  a  ward  or  precinct 
where  you  can  put  your  finger  on  it,  I  want  to 
know  it.  They  ought  to  be  able  to  say  each 
year  that  of  the  300  odd  precincts  such  a  precinct 
has  so  many  families,  and  such  another  precinct 
has  so  many,  and  then  the  men  of  this  body,  who 
are  more  intimately  connected  with  the  real 
people  of  the  ward,  the  gentleman  in  Roxbury, 
the  gentleman  in  South  Boston,  if  they  saw  a 
precinct  where  the  families  needed  help,  they 
could  say,  "Take  part  of  this  money  and  put  it 
here."  I  don't  care  how  much  assistance  East 
Boston,  the  West  End  or  the  South  End  gets. 
I  want  every  individual  and  every  family  taken 
care  of.  But  if  there  is  any  money  being  charged 
up  to  wards  where  they  have  not  as  many  people 
as  the  number  they  claim  to  be  receiving  aid, 
I  want  to  know  it.  I  want  these  $3,000,000 
to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  people  who  need  it, 
and  I  am  confident  that  if  S3 ,000,000  is  properly 
spent  this  year,  there  will  be  no  starvation  or  no 
real  abject  poverty  in  the  entire  twenty-two 
wards  of  the  city. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  for  the  reasons 
set  forth  in  the  committee's  report,  I  favor  very 
strongly  the  excellent  point  which  was  originally 
brought  out  by  Councilor  McGrath  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  with  the  one 
additional  thought,  that  with  the  Soldiers'  ReUef 
money  to  be  Included,  the  amount  annually  to  be 
expended  by  the  City  of  Boston  supposedly  for 
the  poor  and  the  unfortunate  amounts  to  nearer 
three  and  a  half  million  than  three  million,  and 
the  committee  unanimously  favored  the  point 
brought  out  by  the  councilor  from  Dorchester. 

Chairman  CURTIS— Councilor  Wilson  moves 
the  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


FIRE  ASSISTANCE  IN  OTHER  CITIES. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  a  report  on  message  of  Mayor 
and  ordinance  (referred  July  21,  1930)  providing 
for  assistance  by  the  Fire  Department  to  other 
cities  and  towns — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  ordinance  passed. 


ORDINANCE   ON   UNNECESSARY   NOISES. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  a  report  on  the  ordinance,  referred 
June  23,  1930,  to  prohibit  unnecessary  noises 
from  radios  and  other  machines, — recommending 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  a  new  draft,  as 
follows: 

An    Ordinance    Prohibiting    Certain    Unnecessary 

Noises. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
Section  1.  No  person  owning  or  having  the 
care,  custody  or  possession  of  any  musical  in- 
trument,  radio  set,  phonograph,  victrola  or  other 
machine   or  device   for  producing  or   reproducing 


sound  shall  operate  or  use  or  permit  to  be  operated 
or  used  such  machine  or  device  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  disturb  the  peace  and  comfort  of  the  neighbor- 
ing inhabitants,  or  at  any  time  with  louder  volume 
than  is  necessary  for  convenient  hearing  for  the 
person  or  persons  who  are  in  the  room  or  chamber 
in  which  such  machine  or  device  is  operated  and 
who  are  voluntary  listeners  thereto.  The  operation 
of  any  such  machine  or  device  between  the  hours 
of  eleven  o'clock  p.  m.  and  seven  o'clock  a.  m. 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  plainly  audible  at  a 
distance  of  fifty  feet  from  the  building  or  structure 
in  which  it  is  located  shall  be  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  prima  facie.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  playing  by  a  band 
or  orchestra  in  a  hall,  building  or  in  the  open  air, 
but  this  exception  shall  not  apply  to  a  reproduction 
of  such  playing  by  any  machine  or  device,  nor 
shall  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  apply  to 
radio  broadcasting  under  municipal  or  other 
government  authority  on  a  public  ground,  play- 
ground or  park,  or  to  the  use  of  load  speakers  or 
amplifiers  by  a  daily  newspaper  in  reporting 
elections  or  other  events  of  public  interest,  or  to 
the  use  of  amplifiers  at  a  political  or  other  public 
meeting  or  to  advertise  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence,  and  not  only  the  person  actually 
doing  the  prohibited  thing  but  also  his  employer 
and  every  other  person  concerned  in  so  doing 
shall  be  subject  to  such  penalty. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Chairman    CURTIS    declared     the     ordinance 


Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote  and  call  for  a  roll  call. 

Chairman  CURTIS — The  clerk  will  please  call 
the  roll. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
•  mous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  CURTIS— The  Chair,  hearing  no 
objection,  the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Council,  in  view  of  the  heat  of  the  day,  and 
because  I  felt,  due  to  the  outpouring  of  the  citizens 
interested  in  this  ordinance,  that  there  would  be  no 
substantial  objection,  I  had  not  intended  to  weary 
the  Council  with  a  resume  of  what  happened  at  the 
public  hearing.  But  I  feel,  because  there  seems  to 
be  now  some  doubt  from  unexpected  sources,  and 
because  I  feel  the  Mayor  of  the  city  should  have 
before  him,  as  a  matter  of  record,  exactly  what 
occurred,  that  something  should  be  said  in  defence 
of  this  proposed  ordinance.  This  ordinance  to 
stop  the  unreasonable  use  of  radio  loud  speakers  is 
designed  to  fill  the  only  gap  of  any  importance  in 
our  laws  regulating  noise  nuisances  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  It  was  introduced  in  the  interest  of  the 
sick,  in  the  interest  of  the  workingman  who  needs 
his  rest,  in  the  interest  of  mothers  trying  to  put 
young  children  to  sleep,  in  the  interest  of  those 
radio  owners  who  wish  to  pick  their  own  programs, 
and  in  the  interest  of  business  men  who  wish  the 
right  to  conduct  their  business  without  unreason- 
able interference.  There  is  no  desire  to  stop  the 
playing  of  radios,  but  merely  to  insure  the  use  of 
radio  loud  speakers  in  such  a  reasonable  manner  as 
shall  not  unreasonably  disturb  the  peace  and  coin- 
fort  of  others.  The  wording,  I  submit,  seems  fair 
enough, — shan't  be  operated  "at  any  time  with 
louder  volume  than  is  necessary  for  convenient 
hearing  for  the  person  or  persons  who  are  in  the 
room."  Between  11  p.  m.  and  7  in  the  morning, 
the  ordinance  says,  the  operation  of  a  radio  loud 
speaker  loud  enough  "  to  be  plainly  audible  at  a 
distance  of  50  feet  from  the  building  in  which  it  is 
located  "  shall  prima  facie  be  considered  the  un- 
reasonable use  referred  to.  The  Committee  on 
Ordinances  held  two  hearings.  Who  are  the  pro- 
ponents and  opponents  of  the  proposed  ordinance? 
I  believe  that  those  who  attended  the  hearings  will 
agree  that  public  opinion  is  almost  unanimous  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  proposed  ordinance. 
The  very  substantial  support  at  the  public  hearing, 
included  Mary  H.  Tolinan,  secretary  of  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  an 
organization  of  between  4,000  and  5,000  members, 
believing,  as  she  stated,  that  "in  general  radio 
owners  get  as  much  enjoyment  out  of  their  radios 
if  the  sound  is  more  or  less  confined  to  their  own 
homes." 

Also  Mrs.  Frederick  T.  Lord,  representative  of 
the  Women'?  Municipal  League  of  Boston,  an 
organization  of  1,400  members,  who  stated,    "Tins 
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mix-up  of  the  radio  is  very  hard  on  the  children. 
It  is  very  hard  for  them  in  curtailing  their  hours  of 
sleep,  and  very  hard  on  the  mothers;  besides  the 
nervous  strain  which  noises  cause  and  which  are 
now  recognized  as  more  serious  than  ever  before." 

Also  Alice  M.  Maclntire,  representing  the 
Elizabeth  Peabody  House  on  Charles  street,  an 
organization  of  2,000  members,  who  commented 
on  the  difficulty  of  getting  children  to  sleep  and 
said,  "Late  at  night  loud  noises  of  the  radio  have 
been  found  very  objectionable;  also  in  cases  of 
illness." 

Also  Marian  C.  Nichols,  Secretary  of  the  Beacon 
Hill    Association. 

Also  Charles  A.  Newhall,  representing  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange,  who  stated,  "  I  feel  that  this 
bill  is  one  to  curtail  the  power  of  a  few  disagreeable 
or  thoughtless  individuals,  and  that  the  ordinary 
radio  owner  does  not  condone  this  nuisance  in 
any  way.  I  feel  that  it  would  help  the  sale  of 
radios.  It  would  cut  out  some  of  the  hate  that  a 
great  many  people  have  against  radios  because  of 
guch  nuisance  and  noise,  and  if  they  could  have  one 
of  their  own  and  have  a  program  of  their  own  they 
might  be  interested,  and  so  as  not  to  be  annoyed 
by  other  people." 

Also  former  City  Councilor  Horace  Guild, 
appearing  as  Secretary  of  the  Back  Bay  Associa- 
tion. 

Also  Edward  T.  Hartman,  State  Advisor  of 
Housing  and  Planning,  representing  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  who  pointed  out 
the  advantage  of  the  ordinance  in  filling  the  one 
real  gap  at  present  existing  in  our  laws  against 
noise  nuisances.  Mr.  Hartman  stated,  "The 
radio  people  have  no  more  license  to  oppose  a 
regulation  of  radio  loud  speakei-3  than  automobile 
horn  manufacturers  have  to  oppose  the  regulation 
of  the  use  of  horns.'  ' 

Also  numerous  individuals,  including  mi«ni! 
others  M.  C.  Ryan,  rcil  estate  man  from  Dor- 
chester; Lieutenant  of  State  Police  Joseph  I.. 
Ferrari,  and  Mrs.  M.  .1.  Lewis  of  West  Roxbury; 
E.  B.  Oliver  of  Riverway,  D.  G.  Keith  of  St. 
Germain  street,  A.  McCaulev  of  the  South  End,  and 
B.  T.  Goldie,  .1.  P.  Lynch  and  S.  P.  Kelly  of  Allstpd 
In  addition  scores  of  letters  were  received,  of  which 
these  few  are  typical.

The  rumble  and  vibration  outside  of  the  music 
is  most  annoying  to  a  tenant  of  an  apartment 
house.  1  do  trust  you  can  do  something  regarding 
this.

Against  such  substantial  public  sentiment  and 
the  demand  for  some  relief  against  the  most 
modern  noise  nuisance,  the  only  leal  and  sub- 
stantial opposition  was  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Frank  C. 
Gorman,  a  Winthrop  resident  but  Boston  attorney, 
representing  the  twenty-cine  radio  jobbers  com- 
prising the  Radio  Wholesalers,  Inc.,  and  Mr 
C.  C.  Colby,  president  of  Sampson  Electric  Com- 
pany of  Canton  and  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Wholesale  Radio  Dealers  of 
Maesachusi  tts.  Mr.  Colby  admitted  there  was  no 
apparent  objection  at  all  to  the  form  of  the  pro- 
posed  ordinance  so  far  as  the  winter  months  are 
'concerned,  and  even  during  the  summer  months 
he  frankly  admitted  that  only  about  one  half  of 
one  per  cent  of  all  radio  users  would  in  any  event 
prove  unreasonable.  One  of  my  colleagues,  1 
understand,  has  suggested  that  various  radio 
stations  themselves  request  toning  down  of  radio 
loud  speakers  after  10.30  or  lip.  m.  The  sugges- 
tion may  have  some  merit,  and  only  a  few  v.ili  be 
so  unreasonable  as  not  to  recognise  any  mere 
request.  1  am  inclined  to  agree  with  the  expert, 
Mr.  Colby,  that  991  per  cent  of  our  people  will 
comply  gladly  with  any  regulation  of  loud  speakers. 
It  is  that  small  per  cent  of  small  and  unreasonable 
radio  users  who  make  any  regulation  at  all  a 
necessity,  and  it  is  that  one  half  of  one  per  cent  of 
Boston  residents  who  would  be  affected  by  the 
adoption  of  the  present  ordinance.  Certain 
opponents  of  the  ordinance  have  already  taken  it 
on  themselves  somewhat  boastfully  to  commit  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  advance.  I  know  full  well 
that  his  Honor  will  continue  to  do  his  own  thinking 
and  continue  to  make  his  own  decisions,  as  has 
been  his  custom  in  the  past.  I  confidently  believe 
that  he  will  recognize  the  substantial  arguments 
advanced  by  these  spendid  civic  associations  which 
have  shown,  with  reference  to  the  proposed  legis- 
lation, such  an  active  public  interest, — and 
obviously  without  selfish  motives.  And  most 
especially  I  feel  confident  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  recognize  the  almost  unanimous  public 
sentiment  in  favor  of  this  legislation.  I  therefore 
urge  adoption  of  the  ordinance  as  amended.  On 
coining  into  the  Council  Chamber  there  was  called 
to  my  attention  one  of  several  circular  letters 
which  were  sent  out  by  the  attorney  for  the  radio 
dealers  of  Boston  in  their  effort  apparently  to 
drum  up  a  little  real,  substantial,  logical,  if  any, 
objection  to  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  ordinance, 
and  I  was  interested  to  see  how  hard  up  they  were 
when  they  wrote  this  paragraph: 
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"If  each  member  therefore,  who  is  interested 
and  can  spare  the  time,  will  write  to  the  secretary 
at  once  and  mention  any  points  which  might  be 
used  in  argument  against  the  ordinance,  it  would 
materially  help  in  drafting  a  sound  argument 
which  could  be  presented  to  the  Council. 

"Just  send  a  letter  to  the  writer  today  stating 
any  reasons  you  have  why  the  proposed  ordinance 
should  be  defeated." 

And  I  gathered  from  the  arguments  that  were 
advanced  before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
either  that  there  was  no  response  to  the  hectic 
appeal,  or  that  the  arguments  which  were  advanced 
failed  to  have  an  appeal  for  tne  attorney  who 
came  up  here,  for  lie,  with  decent  self-respect, 
apparently,  failed  to  advance  such  arguments  as 
he  had  received.  But  I  repeat,  public  sentiment 
in  this  city  is  almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance.  The  only  objection  is 
from  a  few  radio  dealers  and  a  paid  attorney 
living  in  Winthrop  who  came  up  here  and  said 
his  piece.  And  I  say  to  the  members  of  this 
Council  that  there  has  been  no  argument  advanced 
at  the  public  hearing,  at  which  so  many  of  you 
were  present,  against  the  adoption  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  has  been  amended  in  two  respects  to 
take  care  of  the  only  reasonable  objections  which 
were  advanced.

NORTON — Mr.  Chairman,  perhaps  the 
greatest  industrial  authority  in  America,  the  lady 
who  heads  the  Industrial  Commission  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  the  fact  that  the  United  States  census 
enumerators  here  in  Boston  and  in  New  York, 
in  counting  the  unemployed,  refused  to  count 
those  who  said  they  were  promised  a  job.  I  don't 
suppose  there  is  one  person  in  one  hundred  who  is 
out  of  work  that  some  one  has  not  promised  a  job. 


I  would  like  to  quote  two  lines  from  her  letter, 
Mrs.  Francis  Perl-ins,  Industrial  Commissioner  of 
the  State  of  New  York: 

"I  have  information  definitely  that  the  United 
States  census  enumerators  followed  the  same  pro- 
cedure in  Boston  and  in  other  cities.  My  informa- 
tion is  to  the  effect  that  all  over  the  United  States 
the  .enumerators  were  instructed  not  to  include 
among  the  unemployed  those  who  said  they  were 
laid  off  and  expected  to  go  hack  to  their  jobs  in  the 
future.  This  group,  of  course,  consists,  in  my 
opinion,  of  exactly  the  group  which  we  want  to 
have  counted,  those  who  are  out  of  work  because 
of  the  business  depression,  and  not  through  fault 
of  their  own." 

Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  respectfully  suggest 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  inquire  from  the  United 
States  census  enumerator  whether  it  is  a  fact  that 
in  this  city  those  who  said  they  were  promised 
work  were  not  counted  in  the  census  of  the  un- 
employed.

The  nearest  companies  to  Box  2564  at  the  top  of 
this  hill  are  Erjgine  45  and  Ladder  16.  The  dis- 
tance from  the  fire  station  in  which  these  com- 
panies are  quartered  to  that  box  is  seven  tenths  of  a 
mile,  and  they  respond  to  this  box  in  from  three  to 
three  and  one  half  minutes.  In  addition,  Engines 
30,  53  and  Ladder  25  respond  to  that  location  in 
approximately  five  minutes. 

The  response  to  boxes  on  the  lower  or  east  side 
of  the  hill,  in  addition  to  Engine  45  and  Ladder  16, 
calls  for  Engines  48,  53  and  Ladder  10.  Engine  48 
and  53  reach  the  scene  in  about  five  minutes  and 
Ladder  10  in  about  seven  minutes. 

From  an  investigation  of  the  chief  officials  of 
this  department  it  appears  that  the  fire  protection 
for  Metropolitan  Hill  is  adequate  at  the  present 
time.

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

President  LYNCH  called  up  for  consideration 
by  the  Council  Nos.  1  and  2  on  the  calendar,  under 
unfinished  business,  viz.: 

1.  Whereas,  By  a  lease  dated  August  10,  1928, 
the  City  of  Boston  leased  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  certain  land  and  flats  situated 
at  Jeffries  Point,  East  Boston,  which  are  more 
fully  described  in  said  lease;  and 

WhereaB,  By  the  provisions  of  chapter  53  of  the 
Resolves  of  1930  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts is  authorized  to  lease  additional  land  for 
airport  purposes;  now,  therefore,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  lease  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  certain  lands  and  flats  lying 
easterly  of  the  premises  referred  to  above  as  hav- 
ing been  leased  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  to 
execute  and  deliver  all  papers  necessary  for  the 
consummation  of  said  lease. 

On  August  4,  1930,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 

2.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston  to  sell  at  public  auction  at  an 
upset  price  of  eight  thousand  three  hundred  dollars 
all  its  rights,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  a  parcel 
of  land  with  the  buildings  thereon  situated  partly 
in  Hyde  Park  and  partly  in  Milton  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  on  the  northeasterly 
side  of  a  proposed  extension  of  Milton  avenue, 
containing  about  194,660  square  feet  of  land;  in- 
cluded in  said  sale  and  for  the  same  consideration, 
in  so  far  as  the  city  is  legally  able  so  to  do,  to  sell 
the  right  and  easement  to  pass  and  repass  over  the 
said  proposed  extension  of  Milton  avenue,  to  and 
from  the  said  above-described  premises  in  all  ways 
and  for  all  purposes  for  which  passageways  are 
ordinarily  used  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  said 
right  and  easement  to  terminate  when  and  if  the 
said  proposed  extension  of  Milton  avenue  is  laid 
out,  constructed  and  accepted  by  the  said  City  of 
Boston  as  a  public  street  by  the  said  City  of 
Boston;  and  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  deed  of  the  said 
premises  and  rights  to  the  purchaser  in  form  satis- 
factory to  the  Law  Department  of  the  said  City 
of  Boston. 

On  August  4,  1930,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

The  said  orders  were  given  a  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage,  yeas  17,  nays  0.

EXTENSION  OF  TIME  FOR  PAYMENT  OF 
REAL   ESTATE    TAXES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor    the    Mayor    be    re- 
quested to  authorize  the  City  Collector  to  grant 
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an  extension  of  time  for  the  payment  of  real  estate 
taxes  for  1929  to  persons  owning  their  homes  and 
who  are  in  needy  circumstances  at  the  present 
time. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  on  Tuesday 
next,  the  26th  day  of  August,  a  number  of  homes 
in  the  City  of  Boston  are  to  be  sold  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes.  The  order  I  have  introduced 
today  covers  only  persons  who  are  striving  to  own 
their  own  homes,  or  attempting  to  pay  off  mort- 
gages in  order  to  own  their  own  homes.  In  my 
ward  a  number  of  cases  have  been  called  to  my 
attention  of  houses  that  have  been  advertised 
three  weeks  in  the  City  Record  and  are  about  to  be 
sold.  They  are  really  worthy  cases  of  widows  or 
husbands  out  of  work  who  are  unable  to  pay  their 
taxes.  If  you  go  over  to  the  Tax  Collector's 
office  and  ask  for  an  extension  of  time  you  are  met 
with  the  answer,  "If  a  man  owns  a  house  it  is 
possible  for  him  to  pay  taxes."  You  ask  them, 
"How?"  and  they  say,  "Well,  he  can  raise  the 
money."  But,  I  ask,  "How  can  a  man  raise  money 
who  has  perhaps  two  mortgages  on  his  home  and  is 
striving  to  pay  them  off?"  The  real  estate  sharks 
will  not  give  him  any  more  money,  and  the  result 
is  that  his  equity  is  going  to  be  taken  from  him  a 
week  from  tomorrow,  whereas  if  he  could  get 
through  this  year,  next  year  with  better  times 
coming  things  would  perhaps  be  better.  What  is 
happening?  There  are  a  bunch  of  real  estate 
shysters  that  stand  down  here  in  the  alley,  that 
refuse  to  pay  even  office  rent,  that  are  around 
looking  at  every  one  of  these  homes  that  are 
advertised,  even  going  around  peeping  in  cellar 
windows,  with  the  intention  of  buying  in  at 
auction  the  homes  of  these  people  in  which  their 
lives'  earnings  are  invested,  and  I  feel  confident 
that  the  Mayor  of  this  city  will  certainly  grant 
additional  time  in  worthy  cases  only  for  the  pay- 
ment of  these  taxes.  I  have  a  number  in  my 
ward,  and  I  think  every  gentleman  in  the  Council 
must  have  the  same  conditions  as  exist  in  my 
ward,  and  I  sincerely  hope  this  order  will  be  passed 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  Another  thing, 
Mr.  President,  part  payment  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  Boston  has  been  refused  by  the  Tax 
Collector.  If  a  man  owes  $225  taxes,  $224  are 
refused.  I  don't  think  that  condition  should 
exist  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Take  out  here  in 
Maiden  where  they  have  had  a  mayor  for  five  years. 
Taxes  have  been  discussed,  but  never  has  a  house 
been  sold  for  the  nonpayment  of  taxes.  Give  these 
people  a  little  more  time,  and  I  am  sure  they  will 
not  have  to  give  up  their  homes  to  these  real  estate 
shysters — and  most  of  them  are  noncitizens — that 
hang  out  here  on  Tremont  street  and  down  City 
Hall  avenue. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commis- 
sion, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  respectfully 


requested  to  make  some  early  provision  for  im- 
provement of  Vose  Park  in  the  Neponset  river 
section  of  Dorchester. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REMOVAL     OF     ASHES     AND     GARBAGE, 
DORCHESTER   DISTRICT. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
the  contracting  firm  in  charge  of  the  removal  of 
ashes  and  garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district  be  in- 
structed and  required   forthwith   to   comply  with 
the   requirements    of    the   contract   between    that 
concern  and  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  this  order,  I  will  state  that  apparently  it  has 
been  customary  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  those 
who  bid  for  contracts  for  the  removal  of  ashes  and 
garbage   to    play   about   the   same   game   that   is 

filayed  by  some  contractors  who  bid  for  the  privi- 
ege  to  lay  the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  found  in  the  latter  ease,  on  street  construction 
work,  that  the  insiders — and  I  do  not  refer  to 
this  administration  necessarily,  but  perhaps  more 
particularly  to  the  most  recent  administration — 
that  the  insiders  bid  knowing,  for  example,  that 
although  everybody  is  supposed  to  be  bidding 
on  a  basis  of  $5  a  day  for  citizen  laborers,  the 
insiders  will  get  the  contract  and  then  proceed  to 
pay  $2  or  $3  a  day  for  alien  labor.  Somewhat 
along  the  same  line,  those  contractors  who  bid  for 
the  removal  of  ashes  and  garbage  apparently  from 
time  immemorial  bid  on  the  basis  of  the  conditions 
made  by  the  City  of  Boston,  which,  so  far  as  the 
Dorchester  district  is  concerned,  specify  that  there 
shall  be  a  collection  of  garbage  twice  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  specify,  for  example, 
that  the  contractor  shall  remove  barrels  from  the 
yards  when  so  placed  as  to  be  easily  accessible. 
The  contractor  is  forbidden  to  place  the  barrels 
on  the  street  until  one  hour  before  collecting  them, 
and  he  must  remove  all  receptacles  so  placed  on 
the  same  day,  and  after  emptying  the  receptacles 
he  must  return  them  to  the  place  from  which  they 
were  taken,  which  is  different  from  the  provision 
with  reference  to  the  collection  of  ashes  and 
garbage  by  city  labor.  So  I  make  these  two 
points:  that  in  the  Dorchester  district  the  con- 
tractor who  obtained  this  contract  has  been  mak- 
ing money  at  the  expense  of  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester in  two  respects.  In  the  first  place,  although 
the  contract  that  he  bid  on  and  got  specifies  the 
collection  of  garbage  at  least  twice  a  week,  the 
garbage  in  the  precinct  in  which  1  live.  Precinct  7 
ill  Ward  17 — at  least  in  the  street  I  live  on — has 
in  i  been  collected  even  once  in  two  weeks,  result- 
ing in  a  saving  to  the  contractor;  and  in  the  sec- 
ond  place,  almost  invariably  the  contractor  fails  to 
do  what  he  agreed  to  do,  namely,  take  the  recep- 
tacles from  an  easily  accessible  place  anywhere  on 
your  premises,  take  them  to  t  lie  street,  dump  them 
and  return  them  to  the  place  from  which  he  took 
the  receptacles,  and  it  is  easy  to  estimate  that  that 
item  alone  undoubtedly  means  a  saving  of  six  men 
each  and  every  week  throughout  the  winter,  and 
it  means  at  least  four  in  the  summer.  And  it 
seems  to  me  that  when  these  contractors  bid  to  do 
a  job,  when  they  obtain  such  a  valuable  contract 
— and  I  assume  it  is  valuable  because  there  is 
competition  enough  in  order  to  get  it — when  these 
contractors  obtain  such  a  valuable  sontract  as 
that  contract  for  the  removal  of  garbage  and  ashes 
in  a  district  such  as  Dorchester,  it  is  up  to  them 
to  fulfill  the  terms  of  the  contract;  it  is  up  to  them 
to  remove  the  garbage  twice  a  week  as  they  agree 
to  do;  it  is  up  to  them  to  hire  citizens  enough  to 
do  what  they  agree  to  do,  namely,  take  the  barrels 
and  receptacles  from  the  yard,  empty  them  and 
take  them  back.  And  I  think  it  is  time  to  call  a 
halt.  I  think  the  present  contractor  should  keep 
his  contract,  and  I  think  when  the  new  contract 
is  let  in  January  that  question  should  have  con- 
sideration. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege  and  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Wilson  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Does  the  gentleman  desire 
to  tell  us  what  this  statement  is  going  to  be  about? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  it  will  be  about 
three  minutes,  and  refers  to  a  letter  which  appeared 
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in  the  City  Council  minutes  on  July  21,  1930, 
which  I  have  just  had  an  opportunity  to  read, 
and  which  refers  to  me  specifically. 

President  LYNCH — The  Chair  hears  no  objec- 
tion.    The  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  WILSON — I  wish  to  make  reference  to 
that  letter  appearing  in  the  City  Council  minutes 
of  July  21,  1930.  On  June  23,  1930,  in  presenting 
an  order  to  the  City  Council  with  reference 
to  the  continued  purchase  of  provisions  and  mer- 
chandise from  such  chain  stores  as  fail  to  recognize 
American  standards  of  employment,  I  suggested 
that  low  prices  are  frequently  an  indirect  reflec- 
tion of  working  conditions.  I  stated  that  recently 
a  constituent  who  worked  in  a  chain  store  had 
been  called  for  jury  duty,  and  on  returning  from 
jury  duty  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  he  found 
he  had  been  fired,  solely  because  he  had  been  called 
for  jury  service.  He  had  served  a9  a  juryman, 
and  he  was  called  before  the  judge  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court  since  on  three  or  four  occasions,  and  the 
man  in  charge  of  the  store  was  called,  and  so  far 
as  I  am  able  to  ascertain  from  the  last  report  the 
man  is  still  looking  for  a  job  in  one  of  these  very 
same  chain  stores  to  which  the  poor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  are  sent  by  the  Welfare  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  because  the  goods  are  cheap. 
I  stated  further  that  if  these  stores  are  going  to 
treat  their  help  the  way  they  are  treated,  and  if 
they  are  going  to  fire  a  man  merely  because  he 
does  his  duty  and  serves  as  a  juryman,  1  think  it 
high  time  that  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
and  the  other  departments  of  the  city  should  not 
indirectly  encourage  any  such  un-American 
standards  of  workmanship.  I  mentioned  the 
name  of  no  chain  store  concern,  but  apparently, 
as  from  time  immemorial,  "a  guilty  conscience 
needs  no  accuser,"  because  on  July  9,  1930,  writing 
from  a  main  office  of  the  First  National  Stores, 
Inc.,  which  incidentally  is  located  in  Somerville, 
and  not  even  in  the  City  of  Boston,  one  C.  P. 
Adams  wrote  to  the  Mayor  as  follows: 

"As  far  as  I'irst  National  Stores,  Inc.,  is  con- 
cerned, the  accusations  directed  by  Councilor 
Wilson  neither  can  nor  do  apply  to  our  company. 
If  we  had  an  executive  who  discharged  a  man 
because  he  was  called  upon  for  jury  service,  the 
executive  who  discharged  the  man  would  himself 
be  discharged.  Because  of  the  large  number  of 
employees  we  have,  approximately  9,000,  there  is 
hardly  a  time  when  courts  are  in  session  that  one 
or  more  of  our  employees  are  not  engaged  in  jury 
service,  and  to  my  knowledge  there  has  never 
been  a  single  instance  of  discharge  by  reason  of 
such  absence — or  ever  will  be." 

There  is  an  element  of  humor  in  that  letter. 
Of  course  the  information  on  which  I  based  my 
order  and  remarks  of  June  23  was  based  on  no 
phoney,  phantom  phone  call,  but  for  once  I  agree 
with  the  gentleman  in  question,  when  he  says, 

"I  do  not  know  where  Councilor  Wilson  secured 
his  information,  but  as  far  as  our  company  is 
concerned,  it  does  not  apply,  and  he  is  as  far 
wrong  in  this  instance  as  he  was  at  the  time  he 
stated  that  I  was  'masquerading  under  an  assumed 
name'." 

I  am  just  as  far  wrong  in  this  instance  as  I  was 
then,  and  so  I  will  pick  just  one  case  out  of  several. 
The  man's  name  is  Peter  Martin;  the  address  is 
87  Centre  street,  Dorchester;  the  First  National 
Store  from  which  he  was  fired  on  his  return  from 
jury  service  is  located  at  465  Washington  street, 
Boston,  almost  opposite  the  Cathedral;  the  name 
of  the  manager  is  Al  Le  Mier.  This  was  a  First 
National  Store  also.  The  man  was  fired  for 
serving  on  a  jury.  The  incident  was  reported  to 
the  division  superintendent,  McManus.  Peter 
Martin  was  drawn  for  jury  service  in  this  room  on 
January  6,  1930;  he  commenced  service  in  the 
Fifth  Session  of  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  on 
February  3,  1930,  with  Judge  John  D.  McLaughlin. 
He  reported  twice  each  week  at  the  store  during 
his  period  of  jury  service,  and  on  his  prompt 
return  to  work  after  his  completion  of  jury  service 
he  was  forthwith  fired.  It  may  have  been  that 
there  was  not  that  overwhelming  evidence  necessary 
in  criminal  matters  for  any  contempt  finding, 
but  in  any  event  the  concern  promised  the  pre- 
siding judge  to  take  Martin  back,  and  I  know  of 
my  own  knowledge  t  hat  the  Court  has  assumed 
that  the  promise  was  long  since  kept,  and  the  man 
back  in  his  former  employment.  He  was  not 
taken  back.  I  trust  the  above  facts  may  suggest 
that  so  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  base  my  statement 
on  something  more  reliable  than  fairy  stories. 


RECESS: 

The  Council  voted  at  2.50  p.  m.  to  take  a  recess, 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members 
reassembled  in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were 
called  to  order  by  President  LYNCH  at  4  p.  m. 


REPORT  OF  PARKMAN  FUND  COMMITTEE. 

Coun.  CURTIS— On  behalf  of  the  Parkman 
Fund  Committee,  I  would  like  to  report  on  the 
request  for  an  appropriation,  that  the  committee 
called  a  meeting  but  a  quorum  was  not  present. 
However,  I  have  spoken  to  the  various  members, 
and  they  are  agreeable  to  passing  this  appropria- 
tion, and  I  would  like  to  ask  that  the  members  of 
the  committee  be  polled,  if  that  is  in  order,  on  an 
appropriation  of  $120,000. 

President  LYNCH — If  there  is  no  objection,  the 
Chairman  may  report  back  the  order.  There 
being  no  objection,  Councilor  Curtis  submits  a 
report  recommending  an  appropriation  of  $120,000 
from  the  Parkman  Fund.  The  question  comes 
on  the  acceptance  of  the  report  and  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

Coun.  HEIN— What  is  the  $120,000  for? 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  $5,000  is  for 
the  zoo  and  animals,  and  another  $5,000  for  the 
aquarium  and  other  matters  of  that  nature;  there 
is  an  item  of  $45,000  for  improvements  out  in 
Franklin  Park,  and  $65,000  for  improvements  in 
the  Fens  Parkway. 

Coun.  HEIN— He  wants  $100,000  altogether, 
$65,000  for  the  Fens,  as  I  understand  it,  to  put 
a  rose  garden  out  there.  With  the  unemploy- 
ment situation  the  way  it  is  in  Boston  today, 
and  with  everybody  having  an  auctioneer  coming 
up  to  their  houses  within  a  week  or  so  to  auction 
them  off,  I  think  we  can  find  a  better  way  to 
spend  $65,000  than  to  put  it  into  a  rose  garden 
at  the  present  time.  I  know  there  are  plenty  of 
playgrounds  where  this  $65,000  could  be  spent 
to  better  advantage  than  in  a  rose  garden  and 
in  Franklin  Park.  I  think  they  have  got  their 
share,  and  that  this  money  should  be  spent  in 
other  parts  of  the  city. 

Coun.  RUBY — For  the  benefit  of  the  councilor 
who  has  just  spoken,  it  might  be  well  to  remind 
you,  I  having  been  a  member  of  that  committee 
since  my  election  to  the  Council  five  years  ago, 
that  this  particular  money  that  is  being  asked 
for  today  is  interest  accumulations  up  to  the 
present  time  from  the  Parkman  Fund  that  can 
only  be  used  for  specific  purposes.  It  cannot  be 
used  for  anything  else.  And  for  that  reason  the 
Mayor,  as  well  as  the  Park  Commissioner,  when 
this  interest  money  accumulates,  three  times  a 
year  comes  into  the  Council  and  submits  a  program 
for  improvements  in  the  various  parks  that  are 
covered  by  the  Parkman  Fund,  and  the  money 
that  is  available  cannot  be  used  for  anything 
else  than  that  specified  for  by  the  Mayor  as  well 
as  the  Park  Commissioner. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  cannot  see  my  way 
clear  today,  Mr.  President,  to  vote  this  $125,000 
for  the  beautifying  of  the  Fens  or  of  Franklin 
Field.  Ever  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this 
Council,  for  the  past  five  years,  the  interest 
from  the  Parkman  Fund  has  been  spent  on  Frank- 
lin Field  and  on  the  Fens,  and  I  think  it  is  high 
time  that  the  Park  Commissioner  should  consult 
with  the  Parkman  Fund  Committee  of  the  Council 
witli  regard  to  spending  some  of  this  money  in 
the  congested  areas.  In  East  Bo9ton,  for  instance, 
I  have  several  parks  that  come  within  the  scope 
of  the  Parkman  Fund,  and  I  find  it  a  hard  job 
to  secure  one  cent  from  the  Park  Commissioner 
to  be  spent  in  my  district,  and  the  other  members 
of  this  Council  who  represent  wards  in  this  city 
have  the  same  trouble.  It  is  time  that  some  of 
this  money  was  spent  upon  other  parks  in  our 
city  rather  than  upon  any  particular  area  of  the 

Coun.  MURRAY— May  I  ask  the  councilor 
from  Ward  14  a  question?  Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
this  money  from  the  Parkman  Fund  was  also 
left  for  playgrounds? 

Coun.  RUBY— No.  As  I  understand,  Mr. 
President,  tiie  money  derived  as  income  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Parkman  was  to  bo 
used  for  those  parks  ami  playgrounds  which 
were  in  existence  prior  to  1887,  and  for  the  further 
information  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  1,  I 
would  say  that  Franklin  Field  docs  not  gel  one 
dollar  of   that   money,   because  it  does  no!    corns 
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under  the  parks  and  playgrounds  in  existence 
at  that  time.  The  money  is  spent  in  Franklin 
Park,  and  not  in  Franklin  Field,  and  is  spent, 
as  I  have  said,  and  can  only  be  spent  for  parks 
and  playgrounds  in  existence  prior  to  1887,  if 
my  memory  serves  me  right. 

President  LYNCH — The  Chair  will  state  that 
this  money   has   to  be  spent   on   the   parks 

Coun.  MURRAY — And  not  playgrounds? 

President  LYNCH — Not  on  playgrounds.  The 
clerk  will  read  the  entire  order  for  the  information 
of  the  members  of  the  Council. 

The  clerk  read  the  order  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $120,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  from  the  income  of  the 
George  I  .  Parkman  F'und,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  for  the 
maintenance  and  improvements  of  the  Common, 
and  the  parks  in  existence  on  January  12,  1887,  as 
follows:  Fens  improvements,  $65,000;  Franklin 
Park  improvements,  $45,000;  animals,  birds,  etc  , 
$5,000;  acquarium  improvements,  $5,000." 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  move  that  this  matter 
be  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  comes  on 
Councilor  I'itzgerald's  motion  to  postpone. 

Coun.  CURTIS — I  would  like  to  speak  on  that, 
Mr.  President,  if  it  is  in  order. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Curtis. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Park 
Department  and  the  heads  of  the  departments  con- 
cerned to  get  to  work  op  this,  and  they  are  anxious 
to  have  this  order  go  through.  I  received  a  mes- 
sage today  that  it  was  desirable  that  men  be 
employed  on  this  work  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
it  was  reported  today  with  that  in  mind. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  am  surprised 
and  astonished  at  the  attitude  taken  by  some  of  the 
councilors  with  reference  to  the  expenditure  of  this 
money  in  either  the  Fens  or  Franklin  Park.  Frank- 
lin Park  and  the  Fens  are  not  local  propositions, 
they  are  not  local  parks.  They  are  parks  of  which 
the  entire  city  is  proud.  Franklin  Park  is  one  of 
the  largest  and  finest  parks  in  the  entire  country, 
and  perhaps  in  the  entire  world.  There  have  been 
efforts  made  to  beautify  that  park  continually, 
and  people  come  to  see  it  from  all  over  the  country. 
And  more  particularly  now  in  this  Tercentenary 
year  there  ought  to  be  as  much  money  as  is  avail- 
able spent  or  both  the  Tens  and  Franklin  Park. 
They  are  not  local  propositions.  I  happen  to  be 
fortunate  enough  to  have  that  park  in  my  ward, 
but  it  certainly  is  not  used  by  the  people  in  my 
ward  alone.  Every  Saturday  and  Sunday  all 
through  the  summer  there  are  thousands  and 
thousands  of  people  that  come  from  all  over 
the  city  for  rest  and  recreation  in  that  park.  There 
are  people  that  come  from  the  outlying  towns  to 
visit  that  park  and  see  the  zoo  and  the  beautiful 
rose  garden  there;  it  is  a  park  that  serves  the  entire 
city  and  the  surrounding  towns.  It  is,  as  I  have 
said,  one  of  the  finest  parks  in  the  world,  and  I  am 
surprised  that  any  councilor  should  even  mention 
the  fact  that  this  park  is  a  local  proposition,  a  ward 
proposition.  It  is  not.  It  is  a  matter  in  which 
the  entire  city  takes  pride.  And  the  lens  is  the 
same  kind  of  a  proposition.  People  come  from  all 
over  the  city  to  take  rides  through  the  Fenway. 
They  take  pride  in  showing  it  to  guests  from  other 
cities  as  part  of  our  park  system.  I  know  it  is  a 
source  of  pride  to  me  to  be  able  to  take  guests  from 
out  of  town  and  show  them  the  beautiful  parks  we 
have  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  the  money 
might  well  be  spent  in  both  of  those  places,  with 
all  due  respect  to  the  local,  small  parks  in  the 
congested  area. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  none  of  these 
projects  is  in  my  ward  and  therefore  I  think  I  can 
speak  impersonally.  It  is  a  fact  that  Boston  is 
most  fortunate  in  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
maintenance  of  our  park  system  is  taken  care  of 
through  legacies.  A  few  years  ago  I  had  an 
opportunity  to  test  out  just  how  much  Boston 
really  thought  of  her  park  system  when,  upon  a 
petition  of  mine  to  the  Legislature,  it  was  proposed 
that  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  take 
over  the  park  system  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
it  was  not  long  before  I  was  very  much  impressed 
with  the  pride  that  the  City  of  Boston  had  in  its 
own  park  system,  and  1  hope  that  we  will  always 
be  able  to  maintain  it,  even  to  a  greater  degree 
than  we  have  done  during  these  twenty-five  or  fifty 
years,  or  whatever  the  length  of  time  may  be,  that 
we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  use  this  income  to 


take  care  of  the  parks  that  were  in  existence  prior 
to  that  time.  I  hope,  sir,  the  matter  will  not  be 
postponed,  and  that  work  may  proceed  along  the 
ideas  that  have  been  advocated  by  the  Park 
Commissioners.  There  are  plenty  of  men  in  the 
Park  Department  on  the  waiting  list  that  need  the 
work.     Now,  let  us  give  it  to  them. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  coming  from 
Ward  18,  an  outlying  section  of  Boston,  1  want  to 
say  that  I  do  not  believe  we  have  ever  had  a  Park- 
man  Fund  allotment  in  that  ward.  Nevertheless, 
we  are  all  beneficiaries  of  the  wonderful  park 
system  of  our  city.  I  never  pass  33  Beacon  street 
but  what  I  think  of  the  wonderful  man  who 
lived  there,  and  the  great  good  that  his  bequests 
have  been  to  the  people  of  Boston  today  and 
generations  yet  unborn;  1  think  of  the  man 
who  left  practically  all  of  his  fortune  to  the  people 
of  Boston.  In  the  Franklin  Park  area  we  have 
a  great  park  that  thousands  of  our  residents 
go  to  yearly — one  of  the  greatest  of  any  munici- 
pality in  America,  and  this  particular  rose  garden 
that  is  alluded  to  I  understand  is  the  finest  rose 
garden  of  any  in  this  hemisphere.  I  think  we 
are  all  beneficiaries  of  it,  and  I  do  not  think  we 
should  take  a  local,  provincial  attitude  on  it. 
Because  the  park  in  my  district  has  not  been 
benefited  by  the  money  left  by  that  great  Bostonian. 
Francis  Parkman,  there  is  no  reason  why  I  should 
stand  here,  feeling  as  I  do,  that  our  district  is  in 
need  of  park  facilities,  and  oppose  a  request  made 
by  the  Park  Commissioner  and  a  board  of  experts 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  further  beautify  in 
this  Tercentenary  year  the  beautiful  rose  garden 
that  is  already  there,  and  to  add  further  to  our 
wonderful  park  system  that  our  people  enjoy 
today. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  noticed  here  on 
Thursday,  August  14,  in  the  Boston  Herald,  the 
Mayor  says  he  wants  $50,000  for  a  rose  garden  in 
the  Fenway  and  $50,000  for  a  rock  garden  in 
Franklin  Park.  We  have  some  forty-eight  or 
fifty  acres  out  there  in  Brighton,  and  we  cannot 
get  settees  or  shade  trees,  let  alone  $50,000  for  a 
rose  garden,  which  they  are  asking  for  the  Back 
Bay,  and  $50,000  for  a  rock  garden  out  in  Franklin 
Park. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  am  not  opposed,  Mr. 
President,  to  the  beautifying  of  the  park  system 
of  Boston,  but  I  think  the  time  has  arrived  to 
spend  some  of  this  money  on  other  parts  of  the 
city.  I  have  three  or  four  parks  in  East  Boston 
that  were  in  existence  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Park- 
man's  death  and  which  .come  within  the  terms  of 
his  will,  but  during  the  past  five  years  that  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  City  Council  I  do  not 
know  of  one  instance  wherein  the  Park  Commis- 
sioner lias  spent  any  of  that  money  in  the  con- 
gested areas.  I  do  not  blame  Councilor  Bush  or 
Councilor  Arnold  for  wanting  to  beautify  the  Fens 
and  Franklin  Park,  due  to  the  fact  that  this  is 
the  Tercentenary  year  in  Boston,  but  it  is  high 
time  that  this  money  was  utilized  in  some  of  the 
congested  districts.  In  East  Boston  I  represent 
some  70,000  people.  We  have  a  World  War 
Memorial  Park  in  East  Boston  which  has  been  in 
existence,  I  will  say,  for  nearly  100  years,  but  we 
have  not  had  one  cent  of  that  money  spent  there 
during  the  past  five  years.  In  the  closing  hours 
of  out  last  administration  here  last  year  there  was 
an  order  came  in  for  something  like  $50,000,  if 
my  memory  serves  me  right,  to  build  a  building 
with  this  money  in  Franklin  Park  or  in  the  Fens — 
I  forget  which  it  was;  my  memory  is  not  quite 
clear  on  the  subject — and  I  say  it  is  high  time  that 
the  interest  from  this  fund  should  be  used  in  some 
of  the  congested  areas  of  this  city,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  men,  women  and  children  of  those  congested 
areas. 

The  question  came  on  Councilor  Fitzgerald's 
motion  to  postpone;  the  question  was  taken  and 
the  Chair  declared  the  motion  lost. 

Coun.   HEIN  doubting  the  vote,  a  rising  vote 
was  taken  with  the  following  result:  Yeas  4,  nays  13. 
The  Chair  declared  the  motion  lost. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 
The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  and  the  clerk  called  the  roll  with  the  fol- 
lowing result: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Curtis,  Englert, 
Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Kelly, 
McCarthy,  Murray,  Lynch,  Norton,  Power,  Ruby, 
Wilson — 17. 

Nays — Coun.  Donovan  and  Hein — 2. 
The  order  was  passed. 
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Coun.  WILSON,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order, 
referred  this  day,  for  the  acceptance  of  the  bequest 
of  Matilda  Jane  Kennemon,  recommending  passage 
of  same. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  orders, 
referred  this  day,  for  the  transfer  of  loan  appro- 
priations to  various  playgrounds;  that  same  ought 
to  pass. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order, 
referred  this  day,  for  the  transfer  of  $700  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  the  Art  Commission — that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order, 
referred  this  day,  for  transfers  within  departmental 
appropriations — that  same  ought  to  pass.     • 

5.  Report  on  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order,  referred  this  day,  for  a  loan  of  $2,000,000  for 
temporary  purposes — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  said  reports  were  severally  accepted  and 
said  orders  severally  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 

6.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order, 
referred  this  day,  for  a  loan  of  $50,000  for  Institu- 
tions Department  for  power  plant  alterations  and 
improvements  at  Long  Island  Hospital — that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  this  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week,  or  at 
least  until  the  next  meeting.  There  is  a  difference 
of  opinion  between  the  heads  of  the  two  depart- 
ments that  are  interested  in  this  loan  order, 
in  that  one  says  that  the  oil  burners  and  the  coal 
pulverizers  are  not  right,  and  the  other  says  they 
are  right.  I  would  like  to  have  some  outside  engi- 
neer give  us  a  reason  why  they  are  right  or  why 
they  are  not  right,  so  that  I  would  like  to  have  it 
laid  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  state  that 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  is  Septem- 
ber 8.  Councilor  Murray  moves  that  the  order 
be  laid  on  the  table  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Council.     There  is  no  debate  on  it. 

The  question  was  taken  and  the  Chair  declared 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  lost. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  hesitate  to 
get  into  this  debate,  after  what  was  said  in  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  It  seems 
that  the  preponderance  of  the  evidence  showed  an 
endeavor  on  the  part  of  the  present  Institutions 
Commissioner  to  discredit  the  man  whom  he  had 
succeeded.  The  members  of  the  Council  who 
were  here  last  year  will  recall  that  it  was  empha- 
sized that  if  we  made  this  improvement,  if  we 
appropriated  the  money  necessary  for  this  improve- 
ment at  Long  Island,  we  would  have  a  more 
efficient  heating  of  that  institution,  as  far  as  the 
supply  of  heat  is  concerned,  and  a  more  economical 
carrying  on  of  the  business  of  that  department. 
Now  we  are  told  that  was  all  wrong;  there  is  not  a 
scintilla  of  proof  in  any  of  the  arguments  which 
I  believe  influenced  us  last  year  to  pass  favorably 
upon  an  appropriation  to  install  these  feeders  for 
those  boilers  at  Long  Island.  Now,  the  gentle- 
man who  held  that  position  last  year  and  during 
a  former  administration  was  not,  I  submit,  an 
engineer.  The  man  who  spoke  to  us  today  may 
be  an  orator,  but  he  is  not  an  engineer.  The 
former  commissioner  was  advised  by  somebody 
that  that  system  would  be  an  effective  and  effi- 
cient one.  The  present  commissioner  has  told  us 
that  he  has  been  advised  that  such  a  system  is 
a  most  inefficient  one.  Now,  they  both  cannot 
be  right.  One  of  them  we  did  go  through  with 
last  year,  and  I  believe  we  should  not  now  about 
face  and  retreat,  in  the  face  of  personal  abuse  and 
condemnation  of  a  previous  administration.  I 
appreciate  the  fact  that  Mr.  Maguire  is  a  practical 
politician,  but  I  want  to  refer  him  to  something 
that  interested  me  in  this  morning's  press,  where 
it  said  that  a  great  fraternity  was  going  to  take 
up  the  cudgels  and  fight  for  purity  in  politics, 
as  far  as  the  vilification  of  candidates  was  con- 
cerned. I  believe  that  if  that  great  fraternity 
promulgates  that  it  will  have  done  one  of  the 
finest  things  that  has  ever  been  done  in  political 
life.  It  said,  as  I  recall,  that  many  people  would 
hesitate  and  have  hesitated  to  run  for  office 
because  of  the  liberty  given  for  personal  abuse  and 
attacks.  Now,  I  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Maguire 
is  an  exception.     I  believe  he  is  as  vulnerable  as 


any  of  those  who  have  preceded  him.  I  believe 
he  is  as  vulnerable  as  the  former  and  present 
mayors  of  Boston.  I  believe  he  is  as  vulnerable 
as  any  member  of  this  Council,  and  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  is  necessary  for  him,  in  order  to 
have  an  efficient  administration  of  his  office,  to 
attack  all  of  those  that  had  anything  to  do  with  it 
prior  to  his  succeeding  to  the  office.  I  do  not 
assume  that  he  himself  is  going  to  be  there  forever, 
and  I  do  not  believe  he  would  care  to  subscribe 
to  the  program  that  whoever  shall  succeed  him 
shall  show  that  everything  that  he  did  was  for  a 
wrong  motive.  I  know  that  these  feeders  are 
being  used  in  institutions,  I  know  that  they  are 
being  used  in  industrial  buildings,  I  know  that 
they  are  being  used  in  private  homes.  Personally, 
I  have  had  that  sort  of  thing  in  view  to  add  to  the 
heating  of  my  own  property.  I  do  not  know  that 
I  shall  use  it.  An  argument  for  it  has  been 
that  it  is  automatic,  and  that  the  fuel  used  is  much 
cheaper  than  that  you  would  have  to  feed  your- 
self with  a  shovel.  If  I  had  no  other  reason  to  be 
against  this  proposition  at  the  present  time,  I  would 
be  against  it  on  account  of  the  arguments  that 
have  been  made.  All  of  us  may  be  accused  at 
times  of  playing  politics,  but  if  the  present  Insti- 
tutions Commissioner  is  playing  politics  as  a  pro- 
fession, then  I  submit  that  his  attitude  is  entirely 
unprofessional.  If  he  is  playing  politics  aB  a 
game,  then  I  submit,  sir,  that  his  attitude  has 
been  at  least  very  unsportsmanlike,  and  for  those 
reasons,  briefly,  Mr.  President,  I  must  be  against 
the  proposition  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  WILSON — In  order  that  the  record 
Perhaps  may  be  clear  on  both  sides  of  the  question, 
I  think  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  some  of  us, 
including  myself, — or  perhaps  myself  alone, — 
are  laboring  under  the  impression  that  Mr.  Maguire 
the  present  commissioner,  made  no  attempt  to 
discredit  his  predecessor.  Naturally  he  is  in  the 
position  now,  holding  the  job  of  commissioner  of 
that  department,  of  indirectly  attacking  his 
predecessor,  who  he  apparently  feels  left  him  at 
the  very  outset  of  the  job  with  some  pulverizing 
units  and  boilers  that  had  cost  from  $150,000  to 
$180,000,  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  which  had 
broken  down.  Mr.  Maguire  was  very  firm  in  his 
belief  that  it  was  a  positive  danger  and  a  horrible 
situation  to  leave  those  pulverizing  units  and 
those  boilers  in  their  present  condition  down  at 
that  institution,  It  is  not  a  question  of  politics 
at  the  present  time,  because  he  told  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  as  long  ago  as  the  16th  of  April 
in  this  room  that  he  would  be  in  here  to  ask  the 
privilege  of  replacing  that  outfit;  that  it  was 
experimental;  that  it  never  should  have  been 
allowed  there,  and  that  he  failed  to  find  that 
either  the  visiting  staff  or  the  chief  engineer  was 
so  much  as  asked  with  reference  to  his  opinion  on 
the  installation  of  this  expensive  outfit.  He 
assured  us  today,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt 
his  word,  that  he  is  corroborated  in  his  belief  by 
Guy  Emerson,  engineer  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission; by  James  J.  Mahar,  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment, who  refused  to  accept  a  similar  outfit  in 
the  schools  of  the  city,  by  Miller  and  Smith,  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology;  and  by 
Manning  of  tRe  Hospital  Department.  Apparently 
it  seems  to  be  almost  the  unanimous  sentiment, 
even  of  such  a  merchandise  establishment  as 
Pilene's,  which  1  am  informed  put  tnem  in  and 
took  them  out.  within  a  very  short  period  of  time, 
that  these  units  are  not  only  unsafe  but  are  much 
more  expensive  than  the  outfit  which  Mr.  Maguire 
asks  to  be  provided  with  this  money.  It  docs 
occur  to  me — and  I  am  constrained  to  agree 
with  Mr.  Maguire  to  this  extent — that  it  is  un- 
fortunate that  $72,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money 
should  within  one  year,  so  far  as  experts  are  able 
to  determine,  prove  to  be  an  absolute  waste  in 
that  particular  department.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  the  taxpayers,  without  there  being  a  consul- 
tation with  engineers  who  know  their  business, 
should  be  stuck  $72,000,  and  I  think  it  is  with 
that  in  mind,  rather  than  for  the  purpose  of  an 
attack  on  his  predecessor,  that  the  present  man 
who  holds  that  office  refuses,  in  the  word  of  the 
street,  "to  hold  the  bag,''  and  he  in  very  plain 
words  advised  this  Council  in  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  so  far  as  he  was  concerned  he  refused 
to  accept  the  responsibility,  as  a  safety  proposition , 
of  leaving  these  pulverizing  units  down  nt  the 
island,  and  he  would  rather  see  the  city  recognise 
its  loss  of  $72,000  than  jeopardize  the  lives  and 
safety  of  the  unfortunates  who  are  down  there. 
The  excellent  suggestion  has  been  made  that  if 
pulverizing  units  were  put  in  there  which  are  nut 
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mechanically  perfect,  proper  action  should  be 
taken  through  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  recover 
some  of  that  money  for  the  city.  I  understand 
the  councilor  on  my  right  has  an  order  in  mind 
along  that  line.  However  that  may  be,  and 
whether  or  not  we  may  be  able  to  salvage  something 
from  this  $72,000  wreckage,  it  does  appear  that 
on  the  testimony  of  those  experts,  and  on  the 
request  of  the  present  commissioner,  we  should 
not  flirt  with  death,  but  should  vote  to  pass  this 
order. 

Coun.  BUSH — I  recall  that  when  Commissioner 
Kinney  appeared  before  the  committee  with 
reference  to  the  installation  of  the  power  plant 
on  Long  Island  he  at  that  time  stated  that  these 
particular  units  would  save  money  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  they  were  more  efficient  than 
the  old  system.  The  City  Councilors  are  not 
engineers.  They  are  perforce  compelled  to  take 
the  information  that  is  given  thern  by  city  engi- 
neers, by  department  heads,  by  commissioners, 
and  must  be  guided  more  or  less  by  that  informa- 
tion as  they  receive  it.  The  Council  acted  on 
the  information  of  the  commissioner,  who  was 
then  the  head  of  the  Institutions  Department, 
and  passed  a  loan  order  for  the  power  plant. 
The  Council  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  details 
of  the  purchase  of  the  various  units  and  could 
not  know  whether  these  particular  units  were 
efficient  or  not,  except  from  information  which 
they  received  from  engineers  employed  by  the  city 
and  by  the  department  heads.  We  are  now 
faced  with  the  situation  of  a  new  department 
head  taking  office,  making  an  investigation  of  his 
department  and  finding,  in  his  opinion,  a  situation 
for  which  he  does  not  wish  to  accept  responsibility. 
He  finds  these  'units  that  were  placed  there  by 
his  predecessor  are  not  only  inefficient,  are  not 
only  not  working  as  they  were  expected  to  work, 
but  finds  that  they  are  more  expensive  to  the 
city  and,  that  which  is  much  more  important, 
finds  that  they  are  unsafe.  Could  anyone  who 
listened  to  the  commissioner  in  the  executive 
session  doubt  his  sincerity?  Could  anyone  doubt 
the  emphasis  of  his  remarks?  Could  anyone 
doubt  that  he  takes  his  position  and  responsibility 
with  a  great  deal  of  seriousness?  The  commis- 
sioner stated  there  that  he  had  consulted  Guy 
Emerson,  the  engineer  for  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  that  Guy  Emerson  agreed  that  the 
units  were  impractical  and  unsafe.  He  tells  us 
that  Mr.  Mahar,  the  engineer  in  the  Sehoolhouse 
Department,  refused  to  accept  those  units  because 
he  thought  they  were  unsafe  for  the  school  children 
in  the  schools.  He  tells  us  that  Professor  Miller 
stated  that  they  were  impractical  and  he  asserts 
that  from  this  information  he  has  received  it  is 
his  own  belief  that  there  may  be  a  possibility  that 
the  great  incandescence  and  heat  generated  by 
these  particular  units  may  cause  an  unsafe  condi- 
tion in  the  boilers  to  an  extent  which  may  bring 
injury  to  some  of  the  patients  at  the  hospital. 
Is  there  any  man  here  in  this  Council  who  would 
care  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  refusing  to 
vote  for  this  order,  in  the  face  of  such  a  contingency, 
no  matter  how  remote  it  may  be,  in  the  face  of  a 
contingency  that  at  some  time  or  other  one  of 
those  boilers  may  explode  and  ea»se  injury  and 
death  to  the  inmates  at  that  institution?  I 
cannot  believe  that  any  man  in  this  room  would 
care  to  accept  such  a  responsibility.  I  for  one 
am  not  willing  to  accept  it.  I  believe  with  the 
commissioner  that  if  such  a  condition  is  discovered, 
there  is  no  excuse  and  no  alibi  for  not  remedying 
it  immediately,  and  to  delay  the  passage  of  this 
order  would  be  the  greatest  mistake. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  unfor- 
tunate that  in  our  executive  meeting  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  that  came  there  was,  to  say  the 
least,  undiplomatic.  I  agree  witii  my  colleague 
from  the  Back  Bay  that  the  charitable  way  of 
looking  at  that  is  that  it  was  due  to  physiological 
effect,  which  was  very  apparent  to  the  members 
present.  I  do  not  believe  the  Commissioner 
wished  to  leave  the  impression  that  he  did  leave 
among  certain  members  of  this  body.  I  do  not 
believe  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  have  gone  into 
the  question  of  integrity  regarding  his  predecessors. 
This  whole  matter  of  what  kind  of  a  stoker  is  the 
proper  kind  is  one  that  has  the  steam  world,  the 
thermo-dynamic  world  in  a  state  of  upheaval 
today.  At  the  Copley-Plaza  Hotel  they  have 
tried  out  one  form  and  changed.  At  the  new 
Manger  Hotel  there  is  a  great  controversy  on  now 
as  to  what  will  be  the  permanent  installation  of 
boilers.  At  the  hotel  here  opposite  the  Public 
Garden,  the  Ritz,  they  have  the  very  same  thing; 


there  is  a  great  question  on  as  regards  automatic 
oil  units,  and  as  regards  the  boiler  itself.  I  have 
had  the  proposition  for  a  number  of  years  of  an 
engineer  saying,  "Unless  you  change  these  pul- 
verizing units  you  will  blow  up  the  plant  and  kill 
somebody."  What  are  you  going  to  do?  One 
man  says  one  thing  and  another  says  the  opposite. 
Well,  there  is  no  place  in  the  world  to  repair  with 
that  argument  but  to  go  to  the  engineers.  Go  to 
the  greatest  engineer  in  this  section  of  the  country, 
if  not  of  the  whole  country,  Prof.  Charles  D. 
Miller,  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, and  listen  to  his  arguments.  Go  down  to 
the  Howells  Technology  Institute  in  New  Jersey, 
and  listen  to  theirs.  It  is  just  a  question  of  the 
personal  equation.  Whom  are  we  going  to  be- 
lieve? Our  commissioner,  who  has  1,500  people 
in  his  care  down  there  on  the  island,  thinks  that 
the  boilers  are  liable  to  go  bad,  and  says  that  he 
will  not  assume  responsibility  unless  we  give  him 
this  change,  and  under  those  conditions  I  see  no 
other  way  to  do  but  to  give  it  to  him.  I  fully 
concur  with  the  previous  councilor  that  it  is  a 
highly  argumentative  matter  just  what  is  the 
proper  type  of  boiler.  For  five  years  we  have 
been  trying  to  decide  that  question  at  the  Com- 
monwealth Pier,  and  are  as  far  off  now  as  ever. 
But  under  the  circumstances,  when  the  commis- 
sioner feels  that  these  boilers  are  liable  to  go  bad 
unless  we  install  a  new  system,  what  is  there  to  do? 
Who  wants  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  leaving 
1,500  unfortunates  on  a  cold  night  without  heat? 
I  surely  do  not,  and  I  surely  am  against  the  prop- 
osition of  spending  $75,000  for  something  that 
was  unnecessary  or  would  appear  to  be  so  a  year 
ago.  It  is  unfortunate,  but  it  is  one  of  those 
things  that  we  must  expect  every  so  often.  There- 
fore, Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  this  order  asking  for  new  equipment  at  the 
Long  Island  Hospital. 

Coun.  HEIN— -Mr.  President,  I  do  not  feel  that 
I  want  to  jeopardize  the  lives  of  the  children  at 
Long  Island  Hospital  or  the  adult  patients  there. 
The  commissioner  stated  the  boilers  were  passed 
twice  a  year  by  the  State  Inspectors,  and  the  only 
reason  they  aren't  safe  is  in  case  the  water  gets  low. 
They  have  no  means  of  getting  water  in  there.  I 
asked  the  commissioner  why  we  could  not  get  light 
and  power  from  the  Edison  Company.  He  said  it 
would  cost  considerable  money,  out  how  much  he 
doesn't  know.  Now,  they  have  been  experi- 
menting down  there  on  boilers  for  quite  a  while. 
As  the  councilor  just  said,  they  put  them  in  the 
Copley-Plaza,  at  the  Ritz  and  even  on  Common- 
wealth Pier.  When  are  they  going  to  stop  ex- 
perimenting with  boilers  around  the  City  of 
Boston,  1  would  like  to  know. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  know  this 
debate  has  taken  considerable  time,  and  I  do  not 
want  to  inject  myself  into  it  except  to  stress  a 
couple  of  features  as  they  strike  me.  If  the  ques- 
tion was  the  goodfellowship  of  the  past  commis- 
sioner, Mr.  Kinney,  I  for  one  would  not  vote 
against  him.  I  enjoyed  his  hospitality,  and  he  was 
a  splendid  fellow,  and  in  or  out  of  office  he  is  just 
as  good  a  fellow.  I  do  not  think  that  has  any  place 
here,  whether  the  present  commissioner  or  some- 
one else  referred  to  it.  I  have  in  mind  this  thought, 
however,  that  if  there  is  anybody  that  wants  infor- 
mation on  this,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  our 
taking  a  roll  call  on  it  at  this  time,  and  under  our 
laws  it  must  wait  over  two  weeks,  and  the  next 
time  it  comes  up  for  roll  call,  anybody  who  has  any 
objection  can  then  rise  and  debate  it  on  the  floor, 
and  if  necesssary  the  order  could  be  defeated  later 
on.  However,  I  just  want  to  stress  this  point, 
from  a  practical  standpoint.  I  say  this  to  you,  Mr. 
President,  and  to  the  gentlemen  in  this  body  who 
represent  wards  such  as  I  do,  that  this  will  be  an 
issue  in  the  next  campaign.  You  are  not  voting 
on  whether  this  present  condition  that  obtains  is 
good  or  bad.  You  have  been  asked  by  a  com- 
missioner, who  went  in  to  the  most  courageous  man 
we  have  had  in  years,  to  the  Mayor,  and  the  Mayor 
has  sent  him  up  here,  and  he  has  brought  this 
animal  up  to  the  doorsteps  of  this  Council.  You 
are  now  asked  today  to  vote  for  the  protection  of 
the  lives  of  1,500  inmates  of  that  institution,  and 
you  are  voting  whether  you  will  give  protection  or 
whether  you  will  deny  protection .  You  are  not 
an  expert,  neither  am  I,  and  neither  is  any  man 
here.  Experts  have  said  that  the  condition  that 
obtains  is  bad,  experts  say  the  lives  of  those 
people  are  in  danger,  and  I  do  not  want  one  drop 
of  their  blood  on  my  hands,  sir,  and  if  there  is  a 
man  in  this  Council  courageous  enough  to  assume 
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the  responsibility  when  the  roll  is  called,  I  want  to 
see  him  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  I 
should  get  up  here  now  and  explain  the  vote  that 
I  am  about  to  make,  especially  as  long  as  my 
predecessor  from  Dorchester,  the  previous  speaker, 
has  made  the  statements  which  he  has.  There  is 
no  person  that  will  vote  in  favor  of  legislation  that 
will  benefit  the  city  any  quicker  than  I,  but  at 
the  same  time  I  hesitate  to  take  $50,000  and  I 
hesitate  to  junk  $72,000  worth  of  machinery  that 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  have  paid  for,  which  has 
only  been  operating  three  months,  and  then  install 
a  $50,000  plant,  costing  the  city  $122,000,  when 
there  are  men  that  say  the  plant  that  is  there  is 
O.  K.,  and  when  there  are  men  that  say  the  plant 
that  is  there  is  not  O.  K.  I  have  heard  but  one 
man,  and  that  is  the  commissioner  at  Long  Island, 
Mr.  Maguire,  who  says  it  is  not  O.  K.  But  he  is 
not  an  expert  on  machinery,  and  neither  am  I. 
1  feel  that  I  want  to  explain  my  vote.  I  will  never 
jeopardize  the  life  or  limb  of  a  person  or  individual 
in  a  hospital,  and  do  not  let  anybody  say  that 
against  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  because  I  vote 
against  it.  I  am  voting  against  it  to  protect  the 
taxpayers  in  Dorchester  who  sent  me  in  here  to 
try  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down.  I  object  strenu- 
ously to  spending  $50,000  and  junking  $72,000 
worth  of  machinery  that  has  been  operating  but 
three  months,  on  the  say  so,  to  me  at  least,  of  one 
man.  Now,  perhaps  the  gentlemen  who  have  been 
in  the  Council  longer  than  I  have  more  information 
on  this  subject,  perhaps  experts  have  explained  it 
to  them,  and  perhaps  they  have  not,  but  no  expert 
in  the  City  Hall  at  any  time  has  explained  to  me 
any  danger  that  would  come  out  of  leaving  this 
present  $72,000  worth  of  machinery  intact  at  Long 
Island,  and  I  feel  that  before  I  vote  away  $122,000 
of  the  taxpayers'  money  of  the  City  of  Boston  I 
should  have  some  information  on  it,  and  I  sincerely 
hope  this  order  will  not  pass. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
every  man  in  this  body  has  at  some  time  visited 
Long  Island,  and  I  hope  that  the  members  of  this 
body  in  their  visits  to  Long  Island  have  seen  the 
construction  and  erection  and  present  use  of 
over  $1,000,000  of  new  property  which  was  under 
discussion  in  this  very  body  three  years  ago. 
I  voted  to  spend  that  money  at  Long  Island  be- 
cause I  felt  at  that  time  that  the  expenditure 
of  that  money  was  necessary  for  the  proper  care 
and  custody  of  the  men,  women  and  children  who 
are  unfortunately  confined  in  that  part  of  Boston. 
None  of  us  who  voted  for  that  needs  to  explain 
his  vote  at  this  time.  I  have  the  highest  regard 
for  those  who  had  charge  of  the  inmates  at  Long 
Island  under  the  previous  administration,  and 
I  think  no  explanation  by  us  of  them  is  necessary. 
We  are  now  confronted  with  a  proposition.  We 
were  told,  not  today,  but  when  the  Institutions 
Commissioner  was  requested  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  to  appear 
before  our  Committee  on  Appropriations  last 
May  or  June,  not  with  reference  to  this  propo- 
sition but  with  reference  to  his  budget  for  1930, 
that  there  was  a  certain  amount  of  money  not 
included  in  the  budget,  $50,000  or  $60,000,  which  he 
would,  of  necessity,  be  compelled  to  ask  of  this 
body  within  the  next  few  months.  I  do  not  want 
to  differ  with  the  Institutions  Commissioner,  or 
with  any  department  head  intrusted  with  the 
performance  of  his  duty.  He  has  appeared 
before  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  this  matter 
has  been  put  before  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and 
there  is  not  an  individual  in  this  body  but  would 
say  that  at  least  in  his  opinion  the  Mayor  has  not 
authorized  this  order  without  some  sort  of  inves- 
tigation, and  upon  investigation,  I  assume,  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  we  are  given  this  order  for 
$50,000.  Some  of  you  folks,  and  I  hope  every 
member  of  this  body,  has  seen,  as  I  have  seen, 
the  unfortunate  children  that  are  at  Long  Island, 
and  I  am  not  stressing  that  to  create  sympathy 
on  the  part  of  any  member  of  this  body,  but  I 
have  been  through  that  institution  and  I  have 
been  through  that  institution  when  some  of  the 
members  of  this  very  body  told  me,  when  I  saw  old 
men  sleeping  in  quarters  next  to  a  boiler  room, 
that  that  was  a  manufactured  situation  for  my 
benefit  as  well  as  for  the  benefit  of  other  members 
of  this  body.  But  when  I  visited  that  institu- 
tion, unknown  to  anyone  that  I  was  coming,  and 
saw  that  situation,  I  was  satisfied  that  that 
situation  was  caused  because  of  the  lack  of  facili- 
ties for  the  proper  care  and  housing  of  the  unfortu- 
nates in  that  institution.  I  have  been  to  other 
institutions,  I  have  been  to  private  institutions, 


and  I  have  always  taken  pride  and  pleasure  when 
the  unfortunates  in  the  institutions  that  I  have  been 
able  to  visit  are  properly  housed  as  they  would  be 
housed  under  the  same  conditions,  were  they 
under  the  care  and  custody  of  their  sons  or 
daughters,  of  their  fathers  or  mothers.  And 
that  same  situation  ought  to  exist  in  Long  Island, 
where  the  burden  of  taking  care  of  the  men, 
women  and  children  is  placed  directly  upon  us, 
and  can  we  say  that  for  $50,000  we  are  going  to 

gostpone  action  because  we  have  an  axe  to  grind? 
ecause,  if  it  is  not  an  axe  to  grind  we  are  bound 
to  pass  this  order.  When  every  member  of  this 
Council  voted  for  the  $60,000,000  odd  of  money  to 
be  spent  in  this  year's  budget,  we  took  the  word 
of  every  department  head  that  came  before  us. 
We  did  not  call  any  experts  to  tell  us  that  the 
Public  Works  Department  needed  $2,000,000  or 
$3,000,000;  we  did  not  call  any  social  service 
workers  to  tell  us  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  or 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  would  need  over 
$3,000,000;  we  did  not  call  any  experts  on  the 
Park  Department  to  tell  us  that  all  this  money 
would  be  needed  by  the  Park  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  now  for  the  paltry  sum  of 
$50,000,  which  we  are  told  we  are  accepting  the 
responsibility  for,  I  think  it  is  unfair  for  those  who 
feel  inclined  so  to  do,  to  vote  against  this  order. 
It  was  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  that  this  meeting 
has  been  called  especially  for  this  purpose,  and  it 
has  that  additional  signification,  because  if  any- 
thing should  happen  the  direct  burden  would  be 
on  us  because  we  had  adjourned  our  Council 
considerations  until  September  8.  But  the 
Mayor  in  his  wisdom,  in  his  sound  judgment — 
and  there  is  no  person  in  this  room  that  has  a 
right  to  doubt  it — called  us  together  this  afternoon 
for  this  specific  purpose.  Do  we  want  to  wait 
until  there  is  a  Holocaust  down  there?  Do  we 
want  to  wait  until  something  unforeseen  happens 
down  there,  as  has  been  the  case  in  years  past, 
when  something  happened  before  our  eyes  were 
opened?  I  call  attention  to  that  situation  on 
Beach  street  a  few  years  ago.  No  one  anticipated 
that  would  happen,  but  it  did  happen  on  the 
Fourth  of  July  one  year,  and  then  we  woke  up 
to  the  fact  that  those  situations  might  occur 
again,  and  we  try  to  correct  it.  We  owe  it  to 
the  people  on  Long  Island,  because  we  are  obli- 
gated to  them.  They  are  in  our  care  and  custody. 
The  Mayor  has  done  everything  he  possibly  can, 
so  that  this  proposition  is  away  from  his  door. 
The  Institutions  Commissioner  has  done  every- 
thing he  can,  so  it  is  away  from  his  door.  The 
burden  is  now  on  us,  and  if  we  do  not  want  to 
take  it  we  must  say  so;  if  we  want  to  assume  it, 
we  must  say  so.  I  do  not  want  to  be  bold  enough 
to  say  that  you  have  got  to  put  this  to  a  vote  to- 
day, but  it  becomes  necessary  because  under  the 
law  we  cannot  hope  to  pass  this  to  a  second  read- 
ing until  September  8.  They  ought  to  have 
heat  down  there  by  September  8;  they  ought  to 
have  a  proper  heating  system,  without  any  danger 
to  any  person  there,  by  September  8.  Instead  of 
that,  if  we  delay  this  until  September  8  we  cannot 
hope  to  give  it  to  them,  if  we  do,  until  October. 
The  change  in  the  heating  system  is  going  to  take 
some  time.  The  unfortunates  there  will  be  com- 
pelled to  be  without  heat.  I  think  we  ought  not 
to  figure  who  is  responsible  for  it.  I  dare  say 
that  if  these  boilers  were  properly  approved  when 
they  were  installed  it  covers  everybody  in  back 
of  it,  the  commissioner,  and  even  those  who  in- 
stalled them,  because  if  we  accepted  them,  or  our 
departments  accepted  them,  we  covered  them. 
But  now  we  are  told,  regardless  of  what  our 
personal  feelings  may  be,  that  they  are  unsafe, 
and  the  Institutions  Commissioner  as  well  as  the 
Mayor  will  not  accept  the  burden.  The  burden 
is  on  us,  and  we  ought  not  to  delay  it  any  longer. 

Coun.  GREEN — I  move  the  previous  question. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  second  the  motion. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Green  moves 
the  previous  question. 

The  question  was  taken  and  the  motion  agreed 
to. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege,  to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Murray  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  If 
there  is  no  objection 

Coun.  ARNOLD — If  it  is  short,  no. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Murray  may 
proceed. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  on  this  order  we  arc  going  to  pass  today,  that 
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I  am  the  father  of  the  largest  family  of  any  councilor 
in  Boston,  and  I  would  not  want  a  hair  of  their 
heads  hurt  by  any  catastrophe  in  our  city.  But 
in  fairness  to  the  other  people  of  my  district,  I 
would  like  to  know  whether  the  previous  com- 
missioner is  right  in  his  judgment,  or  the  present 
commissioner  is  right  in  his  judgment.  If  there 
was  a  mistake  made  in  the  past,  I  believe  we 
should  wait  and  look  into  it.  If  the  commissioner, 
as  the  councilor  said,  appeared  before  the  Budget 
Committee  and  stated  that  he  would  come  back 
in  June,  why  didn't  he  come  back  in  June?  Then 
we  would  have  had  plenty  of  time  to  thresh  it  out. 
Why  hustle  this  in  now,  and  not  give  us  a  chance 
to  debate  it  or  see  what  is  in  back  of  the  order? 
Why  doesn't  he  go  to  the  committee?  There  is 
where  it  should  be  threshed  out.  Every  time 
there  is  an  emergency  we  are  asked  to  pass  a  loan 
order.  What  are  they  scared  of?  Why  an 
emergency  order?  More  emergency  orders  have 
come  in  this  year  than  ever  before. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Kelly  asks  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement.  Is  there  any 
objection?  The  Chair  hearing  none,  the  councilor 
may  proceed. 

Coun.  KELLY — 1  did  not  feel  I  would  be  cut 
off  from  at  least  having  a  chance  to  answer  this 
question.  As  my  colleague  from  Dorchester  says, 
this  may  mean  the  political  future  of  any  councilor, 
and  I  think  it  only  fair  that  I  should  further 
justify  my  vote  that  1  am  going  to  give  on  this 
question  by  saying  that  I  have  investigated  and 
found  out  that  the  state  inspectors  have  O.  K.'d 
this  plant  costing  the  City  of  Boston  $72,000  at 
Long  Island.  They  have  O.  K.'d  it.  No  city 
inspector  has  run  it  down.  Professor  Miller  or 
no  authority  on  this  technical  subject  was  here 
today.  It  is  just  on  the  say-so  of  the  commissioner 
who  has  been  in  office  four  months  that  we  are 
asked  to  pass  this  order.  If  such  an  emergency 
existed,  I  ask  him  why  didn't  he  present  it  three 
months  and  a  half  ago?  Why  did  he  allow  the 
people  at  Long  Island  to  remain  in  danger  four 
months?  What  is  he  trying  to  do  now?  As  my 
colleague  from  Dorchester  says,  he  is  trying  to 
put  us  right  in  the  bag.  There  is  no  question 
about  it.  He  is  trying — and  that  is  the  term  he 
used  in  there — to  put  us  in  the  bag.  Let  him  not 
come  here  and  attempt  to  pass  through  an  emer- 
gency order,  and  try  to  say  that  we  are  refusing 
to  protect  the  lives  and  safety  of  the  public  at 
Long  Island.  I  just  wanted  to  rise  to  make  this 
statement,  because  I  was  shut  off. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
and  the  clerk  called  the  roll  with  the  following 
result :

The  order  was  rejected,  fifteen  votes  being 
required. 

•Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration,  and  ask  that  it  be  assigned  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  make  a  motion  at  this  time  that  it  be  sent 
to  the  committee,  so  that  we  could  then  investigate 
it  and  bring  in  the  people  we  want  to  get  the 
information  from.  Then  at  the  next  meeting  we 
may  be  satisfied  to  pass  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  second  that  motion. 

President  LYNCH — What  is  the  motion  again, 
councilor? 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  make  a  motion  that  we 
refer  it  to  its  regular  committee,  so  that  we  may 
then  have  a  chance  to  go  over  it  and  find  out  the 
real  right  and  wrong  on  both  sides  of  the  question. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Murray  moves 
the  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

The  question  was  taken,  and  the  Chair  declared 
the  motion  lost. 

Coun.  MURRAY  doubting  the  vote,  the  clerk 
called  the  roll,  with  the  following  result:

CLAIMS  FOR  DAMAGES  BY  HOLDERS  OF 
TRACK  FRANCHISE  OR  LICENSE,  NEW 
CONGRESS   STREET  BRIDGE. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to  refuse  any 
claim  made  for  any  damages  claimed  by  the 
holders  of  track  franchise  or  license  at  the  end 
of  the  new  Congress  Street  Bridge,  or  in  the 
alternative  that  such  license  be  revoked. 

Coun.  WILSON — With  reference  to  that  order, 
I  understand  from  sources  which  I  consider  should 
be  believed,  that  an  effort  is  being  made  by  parties 
owning  either  property  or  privileges  at  the  further 
side  of  the  Congress  Street  Bridge  to  collect 
damages  or  alleged  damages  with  reference  to 
the  construction  of  that  bridge,  and  I  have  in 
mind  the  City  Council  minutes  of  November  13, 
1928,  and  the  hearings  held  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  that  year,  of  which  Councilor  Bush 
I  believe  was  chairman,  and  of  which  I  had  the 
good  fortune  or  misfortune  to  be  a  member. 
At  that  time  the  Finance  Committee  had  a  grave 
doubt  with  reference  to  reporting  back  a  $800,000 
loan  order  for  the  construction  of  the  Congress 
Street  Bridge.  The  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  at  that  time,  Councilor  Bush  of  Rox- 
bury,  received  a  good  deal  of  abuse  in  the  news- 
papers and  otherwise  from  the  then  Mayor,  but 
he  and  the  members  of  his  committee,  including 
myself,  insisted  that  we  felt  there  was  a  question 
with  reference  to  the  public  policy  of  spending 
$800,000  for  a  new  bridge,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  were  given  to  understand  that  three 
weeks  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  $800,000 
loan  order  in  the  City  Council  a  spur  track  permit 
was  given  which  would  allow  certain  individuals 
to  run  a  spur  track  flush  across  the  South  Boston 
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end  of  the  new  $800,000  bridge.  Various  members 
of  the  Finance  Committee  at  that  time,  including 
the  chairman  and  myself,  objected  to  the  loan 
order  on  that  basis,  although  some  of  us  on  the 
committee  finally  voted  for  the  order  on  receiving 
assurance  from  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 
or  some  source — my  mind  is  a  little  indistinct  on 
that  at  the  present  time — that  there  was  an 
oral  agreement  at  least  between  the  owners  of 
this  license  and  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
that  they  would  use  the  spur  track  only  during 
the  night  hours,  and  on  the  assurance  being 
given  the  Finance  Committee  that  it  was  a  revok- 
able  license  and  could  be  revoked  at  any  time. 
Having  the  history  of  that  particular  $800,000 
loan  order  in  mind,  and  having  in  mind  the  way 
in  which  a  permit  was  given  three  weeks  before 
we  were  asked  to  vote  $800,000  for  the  bridge, 
it  seems  to  me  the  height  of  poor  business  on  the 
part  of  the  owners  of  the  spur  track  to  now  ask 
damages  from  the  city  for  themselves,  when  the 
one  real  argument  against  the  Congress  Street 
Bridge  was  the  very  creation  of  the  spur  track 
at  the  end  of  the  bridge.  So  I  have  introduced 
this  order  requesting  the  Mayor,  with  all  earnest- 
ness, either  to  refuse  any  claim  for  damages  by 
the  owners  or  holders  of  this  particular  license, 
or  to  revoke  the  license  itself. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  heartily  agree  with  my 
colleague  from  Dorchester  in  his  remarks  on  the 
Congress  Street  Bridge  spur  track  proposition. 
Many  a  man  went  into  business  in  that  section 
and  lost  a  plenty  because  of  noncooperation  on 
the  part  of  the  railroad  spur  track  element,  and 
under  the  conditions  that  he  illustrates  I  heartily 
favor  his  resolve. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

INSURANCE   OF   CITY   AUTOMOBILES. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  forward  herewith  legal 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  the  City  of 
BoBton,  the  same  constituting  a  reply  to  the  order 
adopted  by  your  honorable  body  under  date  of 
May  12,  1930.

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  a  request  of  the 
City   Council   contained   in   an   order  dated   May 
12,  1930,  which  order  is  as  follows: 

"That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report  to  the 


Boston  City  Council  as  to  the  advisability  and 
feasibility  of  placing  personal  and  property  damage 
liability  insurance  on  city  owned  automobiles  and 
automobile  trucks." 

Cities  cannot  raise  and  appropriate  money 
except  for  the  purposes  for  which,  within  the  scope 
of  the  Legislature's  constitutional  power,  they  are 
expressly  or  by  fair  implication  authorized  by 
statute  to  raise  and  appropriate.  This  is  the 
doctrine  of  the  early,  the  late,  and  many  interven- 
ing decisions.  Stetson  v.  Kempton,  13  Mass.  272, — 
Whiting  b.  Holyoke,  Advanced  Sheets,  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  1930,  page  1505. 

The  authority  to  expend  money  is  contained  in 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5,  paragraph  1,  of  said  chapter  40,  pro- 
vides that  a  city  may  appropriate  money: 

"  To  pay  a  proper  charge  of  an  insurance  com- 
pany for  acting  as  surety  on  the  official  bond  of  any 
town  officer." 

There  is  no  other  reference  in  the  statute  to  the 
payment  for  insurance,  and  as  Clause  1  has  dealt 
with  the  matter  of  insurance  it  has  thereby  limited 
the  power  of  appropriating  for  insurance.  Green- 
ough  v.  Wakefield,  127  Mass.  275. 

Paragraph  30  of  said  section  5,  provides  that  a 
city  may  appropriate  money: 

"For  the  compensation  of  all  town  officers  whose 
election  or  appointment  is  authorized  or  required 
by  law,  and  for  all  other  necessary  charges  arising 
in  such  town." 

The  words  here  used  "for  all  other  necessary 
charges  against  such  town"  are  to  be  given  a  very 
limited  construction.  In  Flood  o.  Lahey,  183  Mass. 
232,  the  Court  said: 

"  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  duty,  right  or  interest 
must  be  corporate  as  distinguished  from  the  in- 
dividual duty,  right  or  interest  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town.  No  matter  how  important  or  general 
these  individual  rights  or  duties  are,  they  do  not 
thereby  become  corporate  within  the  meaning  of 
the  rule." 

This  case  decided  that  a  town  had  no  authority 
to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  paying  counsel 
in  order  to  procure  the  insertion  of  conditions  in 
the  grant  of  a  location  by  the  selectmen  to  the  street 
railway  company  relating  to  residents  and  wages  to 
laborers  who  are  to  be  employed,  or  the  rate  of 
fare  to  be  established. 

It  was  said  in  Spaulding  v.  Peabody,  153  Mass. 
129,  in  relation  to  the  phrase  "  for  all  other  necessary 
charges  in  such  town,"  "but  it  is  plain,  from  an 
examination  of  the  course  of  legislation,  that  this 
phrase  has  been  considered  as  of  very  limited  scope, 
and  that  the  Legislature  has  generally  thought  it 
necessary  specifically  to  confer  the  authority,  if  the 
inhabitants  of  towns  were  to  have  the  power  to 
grant  money  for  purposes  not  recognized  as  a 
municipal  duty  by  the  early  usage  of  towns." 
They  further  state  "it  is  well  settled  by  our  de- 
cisions that  towns  derive  all  their  authority  to  tax 
their  inhabitants  from  the  statutes;  if  the  authority 
to  tax  for  a  particular  purpose  is  not  found  there, 
either  in  express  terms  or  by  necessary  implication, 
it  does  not  exist.  The  only  exception  to  this  rule 
is  confined  to  a  few  cases  of  usage  relating  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  a 
town,  such  as  town  clocks,  hay-scales,  pumps, 
reservoirs,  etc.,  and  is  not  to  be  extended." 

I  am  unable  to  find  any  indication  in  the  existing 
statutes  that  the  Legislature  intended  to  make 
provision  for  the  exercise  of  any  such  authority 
as  is  herein  suggested. 

If  it  be  argued,  however,  that  the  automobile  is  a 
recent  means  of  locomotion,  and  has  created  a  new 
hazard  which  should  be  dealt  with,  the  decisions  of 
our  courts  definitely  determine  the  liability  of 
municipalities  for  negligence  of  its  employees.  In 
the  absence  of  special  statutes  imposing  liability,  a 
municipality  is  not  liable  for  tortuous  acts  of  its 
officers  and  servants  in  connection  with  the  gra- 
tuitous performance  of  strictly  public  functions 
imposed  by  mandate  of  the  Legislature  or  under- 
taken voluntarily  by  its  permission,  from  which 
there  is  derived  no  special  corporate  advantage,  or 
pecuniary  profit.  Bolster  ».  Lawrence,  225  Mass. 
at  389.  So  that  as  far  as  the  question  of  feasibility 
is  concerned  there  is  no  merit  to  it. 

If  it  be  argued  further  that  there  is  a  liability 
upon  the  municipality  where  the  negligence  is 
occasioned  by  one  who  is  employed  in  a  division 
of  the  city  which  is  in  its  nature  commercial,  viz., 
the  Water  Department,  and  that,  therefore,  it 
might  be  a  saving  of  the  taxpayer's  money  to 
place  insurance  on  the  automobiles  and  automo- 
bile trucks  employed  in  the  work  of  such  depart- 
ment, said  liability  being  borne  directly   by  the 
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taxpayer,  and  that  insurance  would,  therefore,  be 
advantageous  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  munic- 
ipality, I  quote  Anthony  v.  AdamB,  1  Metcalf,  at 
287,  in  which  the  Court  said: 

"A  case  may  be  imagined,  in  which  it  would 
be  for  the  interest  of  a  town  to  incur  expense  in 
executing  some  work  not  within  their  corporate 
power,  in  order  to  avoid  a  still  heavier  expense  in 
performing  their  legal  duty.  A  town  might  be  so 
situated  that  it  would  be  cheaper  to  make  and 
maintain  a  canal,  than  to  make  and  maintain  a 
road,  with  its  necessary  bridges  and  embankments. 
But  a  town  is  authorized  and  may  be  required 
to  build  a  road,  and  the  act  would  be  a  corporate 
duty,  by  the  performance  of  which  the  town  might 
raise  money  by  taxes,  make  contracts,  employ 
officers  and  agents,  for  whose  care,  skill  and 
fidelity  they  would  be  responsible.  But  a  town 
cannot  be  required  by  law,  nor  have  they  any 
authority,  to  dig  a  canal;  and  any  vote,  contract, 
or  corporate  act  done  in  reference  to  such  a  pur- 
pose would  be  nugatory.  A  town  might  be  so 
situated  near  the  outlet  of  a  lake  or  pond,  where  a 
road  would  be  liable  to  be  flooded  and  damaged 
by  freshets  and  where  a  heavy  expense  would  be 
required  for  the  necessary  bridges  and  embank- 
ments, but  by  cutting  a  canal  and  making  a  new 
outlet  at  the  opposite  side  of  the  lake,  at  some 
distance,  this  expense  might  be  saved.  This 
would  hardly  be  sufficient  to  raise  a  constructive 
power  in  the  town,  to  undertake  such  distant 
canal,  or  to  confer  an  authority  on  county  com- 
missioners to  require  it.  It  would  lead  to  a  lati- 
tude of  construction,  in  regard  to  corporate  powers 
and  dutieB,  which  would  be  in  a  high  degree 
dangerous.  Such  a  case  can  seldom  occur,  and 
when  it  does,  and  is  of  sufficient  importance,  it  is 
better  to  leave  it  to  be  provided  for  by  a  special 
act  of  the  Legislature,  which  is  the  source  and 
fountain  of  all  public  authority.  Such  an  author- 
ity may  be  adapted  to  the  particular  case,  and 
limited  and  modified,  as  the  circumstances  of  each 
case  may  require." 

Section  21  of  said  chapter  40,  paragraph  1,  pro- 
vides : 

"For  directing  and  managing  their  prudential 
affaire,  preserving  peace  and  good  order,  and 
maintaining  their  internal  police." 

What  is  meant  by  the  "prudential  affairs"  of  a 
town  was  considered  in  the  case  of  Willard  v. 
Newburyport,  12  Pickering,  at  231,  and  it  was 
there  said  by  Chief  Justice  Shaw,  that: 

"Perhaps  no  better  approximation  to  an  exact 
description  can  be  made,  than  to  say  that  it  em- 
braces that  large  class  of  miscellaneous  subjects 
affecting  the  accommodation  and  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants,  which  have  been  placed  under  the 
municipal  jurisdiction  of  towns,  by  statute  or  by 
usage." 

The  insurance  of  automobiles  and  automobile 
truoks  is  in  no  sense  either  an  accommodation  or 
convenience  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  munic- 
ipality, nor  can  it  come  within  the  terms  of  the 
word  "usage." 

Therefore,  in  answering  your  question  cate- 
gorically, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  neither 
advisable  nor  feasible  to  place  personal  and  prop- 
erty damage  liability  insurance  on  city  owned 
automobiles  and  automobile  trucks,  ana  further 
add  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  cannot  be 
done  legally.

KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  introduc- 
ing this  order  on  account  of  a  few  things  I  found 
out  in  the  past  month  or  two.  A  number  of  con- 
tractors from  out  of  town  have  come  into  Boston 
and  obtained  contracts  to  do  city  work.  Instead 
of  giving  work  to  Boston  men  who  are  loafing — 
and  we  all  know  there  are  a  great  number  of  them 
loafing  at  the  present  time— some  of  these  con- 
tractors are  so  brazen  that  despite  the  protests 
of  a  councilor  they  will  put  a  man  to  work  from 
out  of  town,  in  preference  to  a  Bostonian.  Only 
last  week,  on  the  carpenter  job  that  is  being 
done  on  the  Boston  Common,  one  of  my  con- 
stituents was  employed  as  a  carpenter,  a  union 
man,  right  from  my  ward,  a  lifelong  resident 
After  three  days'  work,  although  there  was  fif- 
teen days'  work  there,  he  was  laid  off,  and  to 
my  amazement  I  found  out  that  the  man  who 
supplanted  him  was  a  Watertown  resident.  I  think 
it  is  high  time  that  the  people  of  Boston  who  are 
paying  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston,  but  who 
are  out  of  work,  should  be  taken  care  of  first.  I 
know  it  is  not  legal,  I  know  it  is  not  binding,  I 
know  you  cannot  compel  a  contractor  to  go  out 
and  hire  a  Boston  man.  But  I  say  this,  let  us 
do  as  other  cities  do,  whether  it  takes  the  Mayor 
or  the  head  of  a  department  to  do  it,  and  if  a  con- 
tractor persists  in  hiring  out  of  town  men  in 
preference  to  Boston  men  who  are  out  of  work, 
let  that  contractor  be  shut  off  from  getting  any 
further  contracts.  That  is  what  is  done  out  of 
town,  and  it  is  high  time  that  Boston  did  it,  and 
I  don't  care  who  does  it,  whether  it  is  the  Mayor 
that  has  to  do  it,  or  whether  it  is  the  heads  of  the 
departments,  or  the  Law  Department.  I  move 
you,  sir,  that  this  order  be  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule.

DISCONTINUANCE     OF     ZONE     SYSTEM, 
ELEVATED   RAILWAY. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  discontinue  the  present  zone  system 
along  Huntington  avenue,  and  to  restore  the 
previous  system. 

Coun.  POWER. — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
this  order  I  did  so  because  we  feel  out  in  Roxbury 
that  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  have  discrim- 
inated against  us.  A  week  ago  the  new  zone 
system  was  introduced  by  the  Elevated.  Every- 
one thought  it  was  a  wonderful  thing.  They  were 
going  to  reduce  the  fare  from  6£  cents  in  the  zones 
to  5  cents.  We  all  know  that  the  Elevated  needs 
more  revenue,  and  to  get  it  they  have  to  educate 
the  people  to  do  more  car  riding,  and  they  have  to 
get  the  goodwill  of  the  people  also.  But  today 
they  are  not  getting  the  goodwill  of  the  people, 
because  with  the  new  system  and  the  5- cent  fares 
in  the  zones  on  Huntington  avenue,  instead  of  a 
decrease  it  is  an  increase  from  65  cents  to  10  cents. 
Now,  we  all  noticed  yesterday  in  the  paper  how  the 
Mayor  is  going  to  call  a  meeting  tomorrow  of 
experts  to  discuss  the  advisability  of  hastening  the 
extension  of  the  subway  along  Huntington  avenue 
to  Brookline  Village.  Why  is  he  doing  this?  Be- 
cause the  Huntington  avenue  line  is  the  most  con- 
gested line  in  the  whole  City  of  Boston,  and  he 
knows  as  well  as  everyone  else  that  there  are  more 
car  riders  on  this  line  than  on  any  other  line  in  the 
city.  It  is  for  that  reason  that  it  is  necessary  to 
have  this  subway  extended  out  to  Brookline 
Village.  What  did  the  Elevated  do?  Instead  of 
leaving  it  a  6J  cent  zone,  as  it  was  originally,  they 
increased  the  fare  to  10  cents.  Why?  Because 
as  we  all  know,  the  line  is  the  heaviest  line,  and  by 
so  increasing  the  fare  the  Elevated  is  going  to  make 
more  money.  That  is  where  they  put  the  real  10 
cent  fare  in.  We  are  not  expected  to  pay  the  loss 
of  revenue  of  the  Elevated  for  the  last  couple  of 
months.  Why  don't  they  do  it  all  over  the  city  as 
well  as  in  our  section?  The  people  of  Brookline, 
Chestnut  Hill,  Forest  Hills,  Allston  and  Brighton 
ride  five,  six  or  seven  miles  for  a  nickel,  while  we  in 
Roxbury  ride  about  a  mile  and  a  half  and  have  to 
pay  a  dime.  What  is  the  reason  for  the  change? 
Nobody  know.  We  don't  know  whether  the 
officials  did  it  or  the  employees.  There  is  a  joker 
there  somewhere.  Here  is  the  new  warrant  they 
issue  on  the  line,  just  the  same  as  before — "  Francis 
Street,  Public  Gardens,  Huntington  Avenue" 
printed  right  here  on  the  new  warrant.  But  some 
bright  member  of  the  officials  got  the  bright  idea 
that  they  could  make  more  money  by  discontinuing 
that  line,  and  they  put  a  pencil  mark  right  through 
the  same  line  that  they  originally  had.  That  isnot 
fair.  It  is  the  only  line  in  the  City  of  Boston 
where  they  have  increased  the  fare  from  6i  cents 
to  10  cents,  and  we  demand  that  they  restore  the 
original  zone  fare.  It  is  not  fair  at  all  that  people 
riding  for  six  or  seven  miles  should  only  pay  a 
nickel,  and  that  we  should  pay  10  cents  for  riding 
a  mile  and  a  quarter.  Why  not  bring  it  back  to 
Francis  street?  They  have  put  it  through  to 
Massachusetts  avenue  now,  which  is  wrong. 
Why  not  have  the  cars  start  and  stop  at  Francis 
street,  just  the  same  as  before.  The  warrants  are 
the  same,  the  line  is  the  same,  and  the  only  thing 
that  is  changed  is  the  fare.  So  we  in  Roxbury 
demand  that  the  Elevated  go  back  to  their  old 
zone  and  discontinue  the  new  one.  We  do  not 
want  it.  It  is  discriminating  against  us.  And, 
Mr.  President,  I  ask  you  to  suspend  the  rule  and 
pass  this  order. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  1  heartily 
agree  with  everything  Councilor  Power  has  said 
with  reference  to  Roxbury,  but  I  believe  the  same 
condition  prevails  about  the  entire  city.  The 
transportation  facilities  of  our  city  are  disgraceful. 
At  the  present  time  in  East  Boston  we  have  an 
antequated  car  service,  something  that  was  in  use 
twenty  years  ago.  They  have  taken  away  the 
transfer  privilege  in  East  Boston,  and  if  we  ride 
less  than  a  mile  we  have  to  pay  10  cents.  We  are 
confronted  with  the  same  situation  in  East  Boston, 
and  it  is  high  time  that  an  order  of  this  kind  was 
introduced,  and  I  hope  this  order  passes. 


Coun.  ARNOLD — I  want  to  concur  in  what  one 
of  my  contiguous  colleagues  have  just  said,  as  a 
part  of  my  ward  includes  the  district  of  which 
Councilor  Power  has  so  well  spoken.  I  received 
this  morning  a  very  formidable  petition  from  the 
residents  in  that  particular  end  of  my  district, 
which  iucludes  a  part  of  Mission  Hill  and  the  area 
on  either  side  of  Huntington  avenue.  We  were 
glad  when  we  got  the  announcement  that  the  6J- 
cent  fare  was  going  to  be  abolished  and  a  5-cent  fare 
substituted  instead,  but  we  were  very  much  sur- 
prised when  we  found  that  instead  of  a  decrease 
there  was  an  actual  increase  to  a  great  number  of 
people  in  that  particular  part  of  Boston  which  he 
and  I  represent. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ACCEPTANCE    OF  OAK    GROVE  TERRACE 
AND   AUBURN  PLACE. 

Coun.  GLEASON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boardof  Street  Commissioners 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
accept  and  lay  out  Oak  Grove  terrace  and  Auburn 
place,  Ward  9,  as  a  public  thoroughfare  from  Rug- 
gles  street  to  Auburn  street. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  GLEASON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  resurface  Newland  street,  from  Concord 
street  to  Rutland  street,  Ward  9. 
Passed  under  suspension  of,  the  rule.

Coun.  GLEASON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Cumston  street,  Ward  9,  with  smooth 
paving. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

President  LYNCH  called  up  for  consideration 
by  the  Council  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  on  the  calendar, 
under  unfinished  business,  viz.: 

1.  Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily 
money  to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the  financial 
year  1930,  the  City  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at 
such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  deem 
best,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
City  of  Boston  not  exceeding  two  million  dollars 
in  the  total,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the 
current  municipal  year;  that  all  such  notes  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day 
the  money  for  the  same  is  received,  be  made 
payable  with  the  interest  thereon  within  one 
year  of  their  date  from  the  taxes  of  the  year 
1930,  and  bear  interest  from  their  date  until  the 
same  are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as  the  City 
Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Mayor  may 
determine.

2.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chapter

from  the  appropriation  for  Barry  Playground, 
Field  House,  to  the  appropriation  for  Barry 
Playground,  Improvements,  etc. 

3.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chapter

and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  transfer  55,105.48 
from  the  appropriation  for  Francis  Parkman 
Playground,  Building,  to  the  appropriation  for 
Francis  Parkman  Playground,  Improvements,  etc. 

4.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chapter 
261  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  the  City  Auditor  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  transfer  Sl.640.18 
from  the  appropriation  for  Readville  Playground, 
Field  House,  to  the  appropriation  for  Readville 
Playground,  Improvements,  etc. 

President  Lynch — If  there  is  no  objection  we 
will  vote  on  the  orders  collectively.  The  Chair 
hearing  no  objection,  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 
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The  said  orders  were  given  a  second  and  final 
reading  and  passed,  yeas,  20,  nays  0. 

On  motion  of  Coun,  FITZGERALD  the  Council 
took  up  for  consideration  No.  15  on  the  calendar, 
under  unfinished  business,  viz. : 

15.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Institutions  for  Power  Plant,  Long  Island 
Hospital,  alterations  and  improvements,  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  isse,  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  said 
amount. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  at  one  of 
our  meetings  it  was  stated  by  Mr.  Maguire  that 
the  engineer  for  the  Finance  Commission,  Mr. 
Emerson,  said  that  the  plant  at  Long  Island  was 
dangerous,  and  he  advised  its  discontinuance.  I 
have  a  letter  here  from  the  engineer  for  the  Finance 
Commission  which  I  would  like  to  have  the  Clerk 
read,  and  I  would  also  like  to  have  his  report 
printed  in  the  record. 

The  clerk  read  the  letters  as  follows: 

The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
24  School  Street, 

Boston,  August  20,  1930. 
Mb.    Peter   A.    Murray,   City   Councilor,    City 
Hall,  Boston. 

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  your  letter  of  August 
18,  I  inclose  a  copy  of  my  report,  made  after  an 
investigation  of  the  condition  of  the  power  plant 
at  Long  Island  Hospital. 

If  you  will  read  pages  14  and  15,  under  the 
heading  "Future  Policy"  I  believe  it  will  answer 
the  question  asked  by  you.  The  statements 
therein  contained  represented  my  opinions  at  the 
time,  and  I  have  since  seen  no  reason  to  change 
them.  I  have  made  no  statements  since  incon- 
sistent with  the  statement  of  my  report. 

I  do  not  feel  that  the  coal  pulverizers  are  a 
source  of  danger  under  competent  supervision, 
neither  should  there  be  any  future  trouble  with  the 
boilers  under  the  same  conditions. 

If  you  have  occasion  to  read  the  remainder  of 
the  report,  particularly  pages  11,  12  and  13,  you 
will  learn  that  in  my  opinion  the  troubles  were 
probably  due  to  the  misuse  of  boiler  compound. 
In  my  opinion  this  was  the  primary  cause  of  the 
trouble,  although  oil  in  the  return  water  from  the 
radiators  may  have  been  a  contributory  cause. 

On  page  14  I  refer  to  the  plant  at  Deer  Island  as 
one  in  which  coal  pulverizers  are  in  successful  use 
in  connection  with  the  return  tubular  boilers. 
This  statement  was  made  after  consultation  with 
competent  experts  acquainted  with  the  plant. 
Since  writing  my  report  there  have  been  many 
statements  indicating  that  the  plant  at  Deer 
Island  has  not  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  What- 
ever may  be  the  facts,  there  is  no  reason  to  change 
my  statement  that  "there  are  many  small  pulver- 
ized coal  plants  now  is  successful  operation  with 
return  tubular  boilers." 

There   is  no   question   that   the   installation   of 

Eulverizers  in  connection  with  the  plant  at  Long 
stand  has  introduced  an  element  that  increased 
somewhat,  as  compared  with  hand-fired  boilers, 
the  danger  on  account  of  unskillfulness  on  the  part 
of  the  boiler  room  force.

To  the  Finance  Commission. 

Gentlemen, — There  has  been  submitted  to  me  by 
the  chairman  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  J.  Lydon, 
Acting  Commissioner  of  Institutions  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  which  is  appended  a  report  in  relation 
to  certain  accidents  to  the  boilers  in  the  new  boiler 
plant  at  the  Long  Is  and  Hospital.  This  report 
was  made  jointly  by  Edward  F.  Miller,  Professor 
of  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  Major  A.  S. 
Smith,  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  Plant,  at 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

After  studying  the  procedure  at  Long  Island,  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  Finance  Commission  should 
have  more  extended  information  regarding  affairs 
at  Long  Island  than  is  contained  in  the  report  of 
Messrs.  Miller  and  Smith  only.  I  therefore  submit 
my  report  in  two  parts;  Part  1,  relating  to  the 
accidents  in  question  and  their  probable  cause ;  and 
Part  II,  dealing  with  the  details  of  the  various 
contracts  made  on  account  of  installing  the  new 


boiler  plant,  together  with  the  additions  and 
changes  made  and  the  high  cost  of  the  completed 
work. 

Part  I. 

Following  is  an  outline  of  the  operations  at 
Long  Island,  leading  up  to  the  accidents  to  the 
boilers  in  the  power  plant  at  Long  Island  on 
February  14,  1930,  and  on  subsequent  dates. 

Some  time  in  the  year  1928  the  officials  in 
charge  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital  decided  to 
replace  the  boilers  then  in  the  power  plant  with 
new  boilers.  Plans  were  prepared  under  the 
supervision  of  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates, 
architects,  and  engineers.  The  original  plans 
contemplated  replacing  the  seven  boilers  in  the  old 
plant  with  four  new  return  tubular  boilers.  Two 
of  the  new  boilers  were  to  be  84  inches  in  diameter. 
They  were  to  work  at  a  comparatively  high  steam 
pressure  of  110  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  they 
were  to  be  equipped  with  pulverized  coal  burning 
apparatus.  The  two  remaining  boilers  were  to  be 
72  inches  in  diameter.  They  were  to  work  at  a  com- 
paratively low  pressure  of  about  15  pounds  per 
square  inch  and  were  to  be  hand  fired. 

Competitive  bids  for  the  work  were  received  and 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  J.  P.  Dwyer  Company, 
the  lowest  of  three  bidders,  at  a  price  for  the  com- 
pleted work  of  $68,300.  The  contract  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  on  June  15,  1928. 

A  change  order  was  made  on  June  25  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  on  July  13,  according  to 
which  certain  parts  of  the  plant  as  designed  were 
eliminated,  including  the  two  72-inch  new  boilers 
and  two  of  the  newer  72-inch  boilers  in  the  old 
plant  were  substituted  with  suspended  settings. 

On  December  6,  1928,  a  second  change  order  was 
sent  to  the  contractor.  This  order  was  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  December  12,  1928.  This  order 
canceled  the  previous  order  as  regards  the  resetting 
of  the  two  old  72-inch  boilers  and  eliminated  the 
72-inch  boilers,  both  old  and  new,  from  the  con- 
tract. A  deduction  of  §14,515  was  made  from  the 
contract,  on  account  of  the  elimination  of  the  two 
72-inch  boilers  ,and  the  incidental  cost  of  piping 
connected  with  them.  The  amount  deducted  was 
made  up  by  the  addition  of  meters,  gauges,  and 
other  boiler  equipment  that  was  not  contemplated 
in  the  original  contract,  so  that  there  was  no 
change  in  the  price  paid  to  the  contractor. 

Work  upon  this  contract  was  apparently  com- 
pleted in  November,  1928,  and  the  city  received 
two  84-inch  boilers  with  coal  burning  equipment 
instead  of  four  boilers,  as  originally  contemplated. 
The  city  also  received  certain  pieces  of  accessory 
equipment  not  originally  contemplated. 

On  December  12,  192S,  the  same  contractor  was 
awarded  without  competition  a  contract  for  the 
installation  of  three  66-inch  high  pressure  boilers 
with  necessary  piping,  etc.  The  amount  of  the 
contract  was  §54,000  and  the  work  was  to  be 
completed  on  or  before  May  6,  1929.  On  April  30 
the  Mayor  approved  an  extension  for  the  comple- 
tion of  this  contract  from  May  6  to  May  31,  1929. 
Again,  on  June  20,  1929,  an  extension  was  ap- 
proved from  May  31  to  July  1,  1929.  This  con- 
tract was  apparently  completed  within  the  con- 
tract time  as  extended. 

On  October  24,  1929,  the  third  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  same  contractor  without  com- 
petition for  the  installation  of  three  steam,  turbine 
driven,  coal  pulverizing  units  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  three  66-inch  boilers  installed 
according  to  the  previous  contract.  The  amount 
of  this  contract  was  $47,149,  and  the  work  was  to 
be  completed  on  December  22,  1929. 

On  January  3,  1930,  the  Mayor  approved  an 
extension  from  December  22,  1929,  to  February  21, 
1930.  It  is  apparent  from  the  dates  given  that  it 
was  anticipated  that  the  work  of  installing  the 
coal-pulverizing  apparatus  would  extend  into  the 
cold  weather. 

The  result  of  the  third  contract  was  to  remove 
the  three  66-inch  boilers  from  use  during  the  coldest 
part  of  the  winter  and  to  place  the  entire  duty  of 
furnishing  light,  heat  and  power  upon  the  two  84- 
inch  boilers.  This  duty  required  that  the  boilers 
operate  at  several  times  their  rated  capacity. 

On  February  13  a  leak  developed  in  one  of  the 
84-inch  boilers  that  required  its  being  put  out  of 
commission.  The  State  Boiler  Inspector's  office 
was  notified  and  on  the  evening  of  February  14  the 
plant  was  visited  by  Mr.  John  B.  Kearney,  state 
boiler  inspector.  According  to  his  report,  he 
found  that  the  girth  seam  of  the  boiler  was  leaking 
badly  and  that  there  was  a  bag  in  front  of  the  seam .

The  evidence  showed  that  oil  from  the  returns  of 
the  heating  system  had  been  pumped  into  this 
boiler  through  the  feed  water.  The  inspector  also 
states  that  the  boiler  "was  inspected  by  me  in- 
ternally on  January  13  of  this  year  and  was  found 
clean  and  in  good  condition."  Mr.  Kearney  also 
informed  the  writer  verbally  that  at  the  time  he 
anticipated  trouble  with  the  second  84-inch  boiler 
and  gave  orders  that  its  use  be  immediately  dis- 
continued and  the  new  66-inch  boilers  put  in  use. 
These  orders  apparently  were  not  complied  with, 
with  the  result  that  two  or  three  days  later  the 
second  84-inch  boiler  was  so  damaged  as  to  require 
extensive  repairs. 

About  February  3,  1930,  the  three  66-inch  boilers 
were  placed  in  service,  so  that  repairs  might  be 
made  on  the  damaged  84-inch  boilers. 

On  February  18  leaks  developed  in  two  of  the 
66-inch  boilers,  with  the  result  that  the  84-inch 
boilers,  that  had  in  the  interim  been  repaired,  were 
again  put  in  service,  together  with  the  remaining 
66-inch  boiler  that  was  still  in  good  condition. 

In  addition  to  the  report  submitted  by  the  state 
boiler  inspector,  an  examination  was  made  of  the 
84-inch  boilers  by  Prof.  Edward  F.  Miller  and 
Maj.  A.  S.  Smith.  The  report  made  jointly  by 
these  two  experts  confirms  in  substance  the 
findings  of  the  state  boiler  inspector,  that  the 
trouble  with  the  boilers  was  due  to  the  interior  of 
the  boilers  becoming  coated  with  a  layer  of  oil 
from  the  condensate  returning  from  the  heating 
system  that  was  reused-  as  feed  water. 

Messrs.  Miller  and  Smith  are  apparently  of  the 
opinion  that  this  oil  had  been  gathering  on  the 
interior  of  the  radiators  and  other  parts  of  the 
heating  system  for  a  long  time  and  that  it  suddenly 
became  dislodged  and  was  carried  into  the  feed- 
water  tank.  Mr.  Kearney  seems  to  be  of  the 
opinion,  as  the  result  of  his  very  complete  in- 
vestigation, that  the  oil  in  the  feed-water  tank 
was  a  result  of  a  long  time  accumulation,  that  the 
tank  was  not  kept  perfectly  clean,  that  is,  it  was 
not  blown  off  frequently,  and  on  account  of  the 
rapid  evaporation  of  water  by  the  boilers,  the  water 
in  the  tank  became  so  lowered  that  the  oil  floating 
on  the  surface  was  fed  directly  into  the  feed-water 
pump  and  pumped  into  the  boilers.  This  con- 
clusion is  consistent  with  the  information  gained 
by  me  during  an  interview  with  the  engineers  at 
the  island.  I  was  informed  that  there  was  no 
doubt  of  the  gathering  of  oil  in  the  boilers  and  in 
the  feed-water  tank,  as  the  presence  of  oil  was 
shown  for  some  time  in  the  water  gauge  glasses 
on  both  the  boilers  and  the  feed-water  tank. 

In  order  to  obtain  evidence  as  to  the  cause  of 
the  accidents  and  also  find  out  whether  conditions 
as  assumed  by  the  experts  are  still  continung 
analyses  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  Finance 
Commission  by  chemists.  These  analyses  include 
tests  of  cylinder  oil  being  used,  analyses  of  the 
scale  said  to  have  been  taken  from  the  boilers,  a 
sample  of  the  feed-water  and  samples  of  the  two 
liquid  boiler  compounds  used. 

Cylinder  Oil. 
As  regards  the  cylinder  oil,  it  was  found  to  be  a 
conventional  type  of  compound  oil,  compounded 
of  petroleum  distillate  with  a  small  amount,  5 
to  7  per  cent  of  animal  fats,  such  oil  as  is  ordinarily 
specified  for  engines  running  at  a  comparatively 
low  steam  pressure.  The  gravity  of  the  oil  is 
somewhat  heavier  than  called  for  in  the  specifica- 
tions of  the  United  States  Government  for  a  com- 
pounded steam  cylinder  oil  for  noncondensing 
engines.  The  departure,  however,  from  these 
specifications  does  not  seem  to  be  sufficient  to 
condemn  the  oil. 

Boiler  Compounds  and  Scale. 

During  the  year  1929  there  were  purchased  for 
the  treatment  of  boiler  water  at  Long  Island  very 
large  amounts  of  various  materials.  Considering 
the  fact  that  the  three  small  boilers  were  out  of 
commission  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  this 
material  must  have  been  used  for  the  greater  part 
in  the  two  84-inch  boilers.  Information  furnished 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Institutions  Department  shows 
that  there  were  purchased:  500  pounds  of  soda 
ash;  12  charges  of  caustic  potash.  At  current 
prices  it  appears  that  there  must  have  been  bought 
about  1,000  pounds  of  this  latter  material.  There 
were  also  purchased  two  kinds  of  liquid  boiler 
compounds.  These  compounds  will  hereinafter 
be  designated  as  Compounds  A  and  B,  instead  of 
by  their  trade  names. 

Of  Compound  A,  550  pounds  were  purchased 
and  apparently  all  used  during  the  year.    It  wat 


injected  into  the  boilers  with  the  feed  water,  to 
the  amount  of  one  gallon  per  week  per  boiler. 
The  analysis  shows: 

Water 57 . 4  per  cent" 

Sodium  silicate 51 . 1  per  cent. 

Total 98 . 5  per  cent. 

Compound  B  was  purchased  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  1929.  Its  use  was  commenced 
in  the  boilers  about  the  beginning  of  1930.  It 
was  fed  into  the  boiler  with  the  boiler  water  to  the 
extent  of  one  gallon  per  day.  The  maker's  pre- 
scription calls  for  two  quarts  per  day  for  two  days 
and  one  pint  per  day  thereafter  until  the  boiler 
is  cleaned.  Compound  B  was  a  so-called  colloidal 
compound.     Analysis  shows: 

Water  and  organic  matter.  .  .72.9  per  cent. 

Sodium  silicate 25.3  per  cent. 

Total 98.2  per  cent. 

I  am  informed  by  others  than  the  chemist  that  a 
part  of  the  organic  matter  was  a  variety  of  seaweed. 

In  connection  with  colloidal  compounds  in  gen- 
eral, the  following  is  an  extract  from  a  recently 
published  book  by  an  authority  on  feed-water 
purifications: 

"Another  class  of  products  is  known  as  colloidal 
compound.  These  preparations  consist  of  inert 
organic  substances  which  tend  to  inhibit  the 
formation  of  dense,  adherent  scale,  depositing 
sludge,  which  may  be  blown  from  the  boiler  as 
desired.  The  functioning  of  these  compounds  is 
based  upon  established  scientific  facts,  but  often 
the  desired  phenomenon  fails  to  function  in  accord- 
ance with  the  claims.  .  .  .  The  use  of  tan- 
nin and  dextrine  and  other  organic  substances, 
including  certain  forms  of  seaweed  and  marine 
algae  is  not  a  new  discovery.  Carefully  con- 
trolled, some  good  may  result  from  this  treatment. 
If  not  controlled,  serious  damage  to  the  boiler 
from  corrosion,  burned  tubes,  or  crown  sheets 
may  result." 

The  sample  of  deposit  from  the  84-inch  boilers 
consisted  of  a  hard,  thin  scale,  varying  in  thick- 
ness from  .008  inch  to  .016  inch  mixed  with 
soft  sludge  of  the  consistency  of  thick  mud,  in 
connection  with  which  no  information  regarding 
the  thickness  of  the  layer  in  the  boiler  could  be 
obtained.     Analysis  of  the  mixture  shows: 

Mineral  matter 64  per  cent. 

Oil  and  organic  matter 36  per  cent. 

The  mineral  matter  consists  largely  of  iron 
oxide  with  probably  a  considerable  percentage 
of  silica. 

A  second  analysis  was  made  of  the  soft  sludge 
from  which  the   hard  scale   had   been   separated; 
so  far  as  was  feasible.     This  analysis  showed: 
Oil  and  soluble  organic  matter, 51 . 4  per  cent. 
Insoluble  organic  matter. ...  .11.6  per  cent. 
Mineral  matter  after  ignition 

(iron  oxide  and  silica) 37.0  per  cent. 

This  analysis  seems  to  show  conclusively  that  the 
soft  deposit  was  the  result  of  the  colloidal  boiler 
compound  that  had  been  used. 

The  deposit  taken  from  the  66-inch  boilers  was 
very  different  in  appearance  from  the  deposit  from 
the  84-inch  boilers.  No  hard,  thin  scale  was 
present.  The  entire  sample  was  in  the  form  of  a 
fine,  dry  powder,  apparently  very  largely  organic 
matter.  It  contained  little,  if  any,  oil.  An 
analysis  showed  the  following  quantities  by  weight. 

Organic  matter 28.   8  per  cent. 

Iron  oxide,  Fe-03 49.79  per  cent. 

Silica,  Si0J 11 .89  per  cent. 

Undetermined 9 .52  per  cent. 

Total. 100.00  per  cent. 

The  presence  of  a  considerable  amount  of  iron 
oxide,  aB  shown  by  this  analysis,  coupled  with  a 
comparative  absence  of  oil,  makes  uncertainty 
as  regards  the  source  of  the  iron  oxide.  It  may 
have  been  from  the  return  water  from  the  radiators 
as  has  been  assumed  for  the  deposit  in  the  84-inch 
boilers.  On  account  of  the  excessive  amount  of 
boiler  compound  used,  the  oil  may  have  been 
completely  emulsified  and  blown  off  with  the 
boiler  water.  Another  contingency  is  that  these 
boilers  had  been  out  of  commission  for  several 
months  previous  to  being  started  up  about  the 
1st  of  February.  During  that  time  iron  rust 
may  have  formed  by  natural  processes  on  the 
interior  of  the  boilers  in  sufficient  amount  to 
account  for  the  iron  oxide  found  by  the  analysis. 
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This  analysis  indicates  that  the  excessive  use 
of  boiler  compound  contributed  more  greatly  to 
the  formation  of  the  deposits  in  the  66-inch  boilers 
than  in  the  84-inch  boilers.  This  is  shown  by 
the  large  amount  of  organic  matter  found  and 
also  by  the  presence  of  the  silica  and  the  compar- 
ative absence  of  oil. 

In  connection  with  these  analyses  it  should  be 
appreciated  that  the  percentages  given  are  by 
weight,  the  organic  matter  being  much  lighter 
than  the  inorganic,  mineral  matter,  so  that  if  it 
were  possible  to  show  an  analysis  by  volume,  the 
amount  of  organic  matter  would  appear  very 
much  greater  than  the  figures  given  indicate. 

Feed  Water. 

On  March  5,  a  sample  of  water  from  the  boiler 
feed  tank  was  furnished  to  the  firm  of  Weston  and 
Sampson  for  analysis,  at  the  request  of  the  writer. 
The  boiler  feed  tank  contains  the  condensed  water 
of  the  returns  from  the  radiators  of  the  heating 
plant  and  is  re-used  as  boiler  water.  The  water 
was  analyzed  to  determine  if  the  water  contained 
an  undue  amount  of  oil.  The  amount  of  oil  found 
was  negligible  and  Weston  and  Sampson  report: 

"In  our  opinion  the  water  contains  no  scale 
forming  materials  and  should  be  a  good  water  for 
use  in  steam  boilers." 

The  report  of  Weston  and  Sampson  is  herewith 
appended. 

This  analysis  does  not  furnish  any  conclusive 
evidence  as  regards  the  boiler  water  at  the  time 
the  accidents  happened.  It  does,  however,  show 
that  under  present  conditions  there  is  no  consider- 
able amount  of  oil  passing  from  the  heating  system 
into  the  feed  water. 

The  analysis  of  the  boiler  feed  water  indicates 
that  the  conditions  that  may  have  caused  the 
formation  of  scale  have  for  the  present  disappeared 
and  that,  considering  the  fact  that  there  is  no  longer 
necessity  of  running  any  of  the  boilers  beyond 
their  rated  capacity,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason 
why  there  should  be  a  recurrence  of  the  trouble, 
even  though  the  return  water  is  used  for  feed  water 
i  n  the  boilers. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  frequently  had 
occasion  to  criticize  the  excessive  purchase  and  use 
of  boiler  compounds  without  any  intelligent  idea 
as  to  the  purpose  which  they  were  to  accomplish. 
Ordinarily  with  Boston  water  no  compound  is 
needed.  If  for  any  reason  such  material  is  to  be 
employed,  a  small  amount  of  sal-soda  or  soda  ash 
is  sufficient.  In  the  present  case  the  boilers  were 
clean  and  the  only  condition  requiring  the  boiler 
compound  was  a  possible  return  of  oil  from  the 
heating  system.  In  such  a  case  either  sal-soda  or 
soda  ash  would  have  been  the  best  remedy.  It 
was  apparent  that  the  presence  of  oil  was  not 
realized  until  the  accident/therefore  the  only  logical 
excuse  for  using  the  boiler  compound  in  these 
boilers  was  the  desire  on  the  part  of  somebody  to 
purchase  and  use  a  large  amount  of  the  particular 
boiler  compound  that  was  used. 

I  find  upon  inquiry  that  this  material  is  now 
being  used  in  many  of  the  power  plants  of  the  city. 
In  addition  to  Long  Island  it  is  being  used  at  the 
Deer  Island  House  of  Correction,  Sewer  Service 
Pumping  Station  and  seven  school  buildings.  In 
the  City  Hospital  plant  at  the  South  End  another 
type  of  boiler  compound  is  being  used.  In  the 
plant  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium  and  of  the  City 
Hall  Annex  the  engineers  report  that  no  boiler 
compound  is  necessary.  The  men  in  charge  of 
these  plants  should  be  commended  for  their  re- 
nitence  and  good  sense. 

Causes  of  the  Accidents. 

The  accidents  seem  to  have  been  due  to  a  com- 
bination of  causes.  The  primary  cause  was,  with- 
out doubt,  the  formation  of  a  scale  or  coating  on 
the  interior  of  the  boilers  that  acted  as  an  insulating 
material  and  prevented  the  free  transmission  of 
heat  from  the  furnaces  through  the  boiler  plate  to 
the  contained  water. 

The  deposit  from  the  84-inch  boilers  was  com- 
posed of  oil  and  iron  rust,  probably  from  the 
radiators  and  return  pipes  of  the  heating  system, 
together  with  sludge  formed  by  the  boiler  com- 
pounds used.  The  oil  and  iron  rust  were  probably 
present  in  unusually  large  quantities  at  the  time 
immediately  preceding  the  accidents.  During  the 
process  of  removing  and  relocating  the  pipes  of  the 
heating  system,  changing  the  radiators,  etc.,  the 
mechanical  operations  in  doing  the  work  probably 
dislodged  a  large  amount  of  scale  from  the  interior 
of  the  heating  system. 


The  absence  of  filters  for  the  return  water  allowed 
the  scale  forming  material  to  enter  freely  into  the 
feed  water  tank  and  be  pumped  into  the  boilers 
with  the  feed  water. 

The  evidence  obtained  has  been  such  as  to  war- 
rant the  opinion  that  due  care  was  not  exercised  to 
keep  the  feed  water  tank  and  the  boilers  free  from 
scale  forming  materials,  expecially  oil  andiron  rust. 

The  deposit  from  the  66-inch  boilers  was  prob- 
ably for  the  greater  part  due  to  the  misuse  of  boiler 
compound.  The  trouble  with  all  boilers  was 
accelerated  by  the  excessive  heat  necessary  to 
force  the  boilers  far  beyond  their  normal  capacity 
in  furnishing  the  entire  amount  of  heat,  light  and 
power  necessary  from  a  smaller  number  of  boilers 
than  should  have  been  used. 

The  action  of  the  officials  in  charge  in  putting 
three  boilers  of  the  plant  out  of  commission  during 
the  coldest  part  of  the  winter  was  both  reckless  ana 
unnecessary,  as  the  boilers  were  in  condition  for 
service  and  should  have  been  kept  in  use  until  the 
summer  season  when  their  use  for  heating  would 
have  been  no  longer  necessary.  Had  this  course 
been  followed  it  is  probable  that  none  of  the  acci- 
dents herein  considered  would  have  occurred. 

As  regards  one  of  the  84- inch  boilers,  the  accident 
to  it  would  undoubtedly  have  been  prevented 
had  the  recommendations  and  orders  of  the  state 
boiler  inspector  been  complied  with  immediately. 

Future  Policy. 

As  regards  future  policy  in  connection  with 
the  plant  at  Long  Island,  there  appears  to  be  no 
necessity  for  an  immediate  renewal  of  any  part 
of  the  plant. 

Although  Messrs.  Miller  and  Smith  state  in 
their  report,  page  2: 

"We  feel  that  this  type  of  boiler  (return  tubular) 
should  never  have  been  installed.  What  you 
should  have  used  was  some  form  of  water  tube 
boiler." 

It  seems  to  me  that  these  experts  probably 
meant  that  return  tubular  boilers  should  not 
have  been  installed  with  pulverized  coal  burning. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  present 
plant  at  Long  Island  should  not  operate  satis- 
factorily under  normal  conditions,  with  pulverized 
coal  as  a  fuel.  There  are  many  small  pulverized 
coal  plants  now  in  successful  operation  with  return 
tubular  boilers,  for  example,  the  one  at  Deer 
Island.  Now  that  the  work  at  Long  Island  has 
been  finished  and  many  of  the  causes  of  the 
accidents  have  disappeared,  it  is  unlikely  that  the 
troubles  will  recur  under  normal  conditions  of 
operation  under  competent  supervision.  The 
plant  should  be  given  a  long  time  test  under  such 
conditions  and  if  it  should  be  shown  that  the 
plant  is  unsatisfactory  or  unsafe,  then  the  neces- 
sary changes  can  be  made. 

It  is  well  known,  as  regards  the  operation  of 
small  plants  with  coal-burning  apparatus,  that 
the  economies  gained  as  compared  with  hand 
firing  are  not  in  nearly  so  great  a  ratio  as  with 
arger  plants.  In  connection  with  the  Long 
sland  plant,  considering  the  operating  conditions, 
the  fact  that  the  present  installation  has  not 
accomplished  any  reduction  in  labor  cost,  the 
large  amount  of  steam  used  for  operating  the  coal 
pulverizers,  and  similar  matters,  it  may  be  found 
that  an  expert  investigation  would  show  that, 
if  the  plant  is  to  be  remodeled,  in  the  interest 
of  economy  and  efficiency  the  coal  pulverizing 
and  burning  apparatus  should  be  dispensed  with 
and  return  tubular  boilers  retained,  instead  of 
retaining  the  coal  pulverizing  apparatus  and 
installing  water  tube  boilers. 

Part  II. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  intended  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  financial  effect  on  the  finances 
of  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  vacillating  and  dilatory 
methods  employed  by  the  officials  of  the  city  in 
securing  the  construction  of  the  new  power  plant 
and  other  mechanical  work  at  Long  Island. 

Previous  to  the  work  on  the  power  plant, 
already  discussed,  it  appears  that  the  firm  of 
J.  P.  Dwyer  &  Co.  executed  other  contracts  at 
Long  Island  under  the  supervision  of  James  H. 
Ritchie  and  Associates. 

In  1927  J.  P.  Dwyer  &  Co.  installed  the  heating 
system  in  the  Nurses'  Home  as  subcontractor 
under  the  general  contractor  for  the  entire  struc- 
ture. This  work  involved  the  installation  of 
radiators  which  were  placed  on  the  ceilings. 
Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  this  work  a 
new  contract,  in  the.  sum  of  S3, 750,  was  awarded 
without  competition  to  the  Dwyer  Company  for 
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removing  the  radiators  from  the  ceilings  and 
placing  them  on  the  walls.  Following  is  a  copy 
of  the  letter  of  Commissioner  Kinney  to  the 
Mayor  in  the  matter: 

January  18,  1929. 
Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols, 

Mayor  of  Boston, 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Permission  is  respectfully- 
requested  to  award  a  contract,  without  advertising, 
to  J.  P.  Dwyer  Company  in  the  sum  of  $3,750 
for  removing  the  wall  type  radiators  from  the 
ceilings  of  all  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the  Nurses' 
Home,  Long  Island, — with  the  exception  of  the 
lecture  room,  kitchen  and  dining  room, — and 
placing  these  radiators  on  the  walls,  furnishing 
all  cleats,  bolts,  brackets  and  making  all  necessary 
disconnections  and  connections  required  to  do 
the  work.  This  price  also  includes  the  cleaning 
of  all  mud  pockets  in  the  heating  system,  and  the 
patching  of  the  plaster  damaged  and  painting  to 
make  a  presentable  appearance  after  the  work  is 
done. 

The  above  contractor  has  just  completed  the 
work  of  installing  all  the  heating  fixtures  and 
appliances  in  the  above  building  and  is  now  upon 
the  ground  with  his  men  and  equipment.  He  is 
therefore  in  a  position  to  do  the  work  cheaper  than 
any  one  not  so  situated,  and  therefore  no  advantage 
would  accrue  to  the  city  from  advertising  this 
contract. 

This  work  should  be  done  immediately  because 
a  great  strain  is  being  placed  on  certain  pumps 
which  are  part  of  the  vacuum  system  at  the  present 
time,  and  if  a  break  occurs  the  entire  vacuum 
system  might  be  severely  damaged.

No  explanation  is  given  as  to  why  the  changes 
were  necessary  or  why  the  proper  location  for  the 
radiators  was  not  fixed  when  the  building  contract 
was  made.  The  reasons  given  for  the  award  of 
the  contract  for  changing  the  radiators  were  not 
convincing,  especially  the  last  paragraph  of  the 
commissioner's  letter,  which  relates  to  the  danger 
of  damage  to  the  vacuum  system.  How  any 
serious  trouble  could  take  place  with  this  system 
is  not  dear. 

,The  contract  for  changing  the  radiators  was  to 
be  completed  on  March  20.  Apparently  at  the 
time  these  contracts  were  made,  there  had  been 
no  publicly  announced  intention  of  changing  the 
boiler  plant,  neither  did  there  aapper,  not  has 
there  yet  appeared,  any  adequate  reason  for 
making  the  changes. 

I  have  secured  from  the  office  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  Division  of  Boiler 
Inspection,  the  reports  of  the  latest  inspections 
made  on  the  old  boiler  plant.  Nothing  in  these 
reports  indicates  any  necessity  for  immediate 
change  in  the  boiler  plant,  or  in  fact  a  change  at 
any  time.  This  conclusion  by  me  has  been 
confirmed  by  a  verbal  conference  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  boiler  inspector's  office. 

According  to  the  reports,  two  of  the  72-inch 
boilers  were  inspected  on  August  27,  1927.  These 
boilers  were  certified  as  being  at  the  time  ten  years 
old.  They  were  licensed  for  125  pounds  pressure, 
the  same  as  when  they  were  new.  The  new  plant 
is  being  operated  at  110  pounds  pressure.  The 
other  72-inch  boiler  was  inspected  July  6,  1928. 
It  was  certified  as  being  nineteen  years  old.  This 
boiler  was  entirely  retubed  in  1926.  This  boiler 
was  also  licensed  for  125  pounds  pressure. 

Of  the  four  66-inch  boilers  then  in  service,  two 
were  inspected  on  July  6,  1928.  They  were 
certified  as  being  twenty-nine  years  old  and  they 
were  licensed  for  110  pounds  pressure.  The 
remaining  two  66-inch  boilers  were  inspected  on 
October  10,  1928.  They  were  certified  as  being 
twenty-seven  years  old  and  were  licensed  for 
100  and  110  pounds  pressure  respectively.  One 
of  these  boilers  was  also  entirely  retubed  during 
October,  1926. 

Two  of  the  72-inch  boilers  were  inspected  pre- 
vious to  the  making  of  the  contract  for  the  new 
plant  and  the  others  were  inspected  shortly 
after  the  first  contract  was  made. 

The  only  inference  that  can  properly  be  drawn 
from  these  reports  is  that  it  might  be  desirable  to 
renew  one  of  the  66-inch  boilers,  the  pressure  of 
which  had  been  reduced  below  the  pressure  for 
which  the  new  plan  has  been  designed. 


Notwithstanding  the  good  condition  of  the  old 
plant  as  shown,  the  entire  plant  was  scrapped  and 
the  new  contracts  previously  discussed  were  made. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  design  of  the  plant  as 
finally  built  that  is  new,  or  that  has  been  developed 
since  the  first  contract  was  made,  An  adequate 
study  by  competent  experts  should  have  produced 
a  design  from  which  only  minor  departures  should 
be  made  during  the  installation,  yet  in  the  present 
case  there  appears: 

The  contract  of  June  15,  1924,  involving  an 
expenditure  of  $68,300. 

The  change  order  of  July  13,  1924,  which 
increased  the  price  by  $5,700. 

This   order   provided   for   deductions    from    the 
contract  as  follows: 
For  omission   of  meters  and   coal   scales 

deduct $4,115 

For  omission  of  two  new  72-inch  boiiers 

called  for  in  Item  No.  1,  deduct 4,700 

Total  deductions $8,815 

The  additions  are  as  follows: 
For   resetting   two   72-inch    boilers    with 

modern  hung  boiler  settings,  add $7,000 

For  changes  in  piping  on  account  of 
changing  two  72-inch  boilers  and  one 
66-inch  boiler  over  to  low  pressure, 
add 7,515 

Total  additions $14,515 


You  will  note  that  the  addition  for  the  work  of 
resetting  two  of  the  old  72-inch  boilers  is  $1,300 
more  than  the  deduction  for  the  omission  of  two 
new  boilers,  including  both  the  cost  of  the  boilers 
and  the  settings.  You  will  also  note  as  regards 
the  item  of  $7,515  for  changing  piping  that,  so 
far  as  shown,  no  deduction  has  been  made  for  the 
cost  of  piping  contemplated  in  connection  witli 
the  two  new  72-inch  boilers  called  for  in  the 
contract. 

The  change  order  of  December  12,  1928,  which 
eliminated  the  72-inch  boilers  from  the  contract, 
but  without  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  plant. 

In  connection  with  this  second  change  order, 
you  will  note  that  it  provides  for  meters,  gauges, 
CO2  recorders,  etc.,  both  for  the  84-inch  boilers  and 
the  66-inch  boilers.  It  is  nowhere  shown  whether 
the  gauges,  etc.,  to  be  installed  under  this  extra 
order  were  the  same  as  were  eliminated  under  the 
first  extra  order.  As  regards  the  CO2  recorders, 
these  are  instruments  of  very  delicate  construction, 
of  doubtful  advisability  in  connection  with  small 
plants,  and  at  times  of  doubtful  accuracy  of  opera- 
tion. Their  efficient  use  requires  the  possession 
of  a  considerable  amount  of  scientific  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  the  engineers  in  control.  It  is  very 
doubtful  if  their  installation  at  Long  Island  was 
advisable. 

The  second  contract  of  October  27,  1927,  for  the 
installation  of  three  66-inch  boilers,  involving  an 
expenditure  of  $47,149. 

The  third  contract  of  December  12,  1928,  for 
the  installation  of  pulverized  coal  equipment  at  a 
cost  of  $54,000. 

No  study  has  yet  been  made  of  the  details  of  the 
cost  of  the  extra  work.  It  is  probable,  however, 
that  under  the  conditions  the  price  was  sub- 
stantially higher  than  might  have  been  obtained 
had  competition  been  secured. 

The  original  cost  of  the  work,  as  shown  by  the 
first  contract,  was  to  be  $68,300.  The  total  cost, 
not  including  repairs  recently  made,  was  $175,149. 
Of  this  amount  $101,149  was  for  new  contracts  let 
without    competition. 

The  letter  of  the  acting  commissioner,  sent  to 
the  Finance  Commission,  indicates  an  intent  to 
determine  the  liability  for  present  conditions  at 
Long  Island.  If  by  present  conditions  is  meant 
the  physical  condition  of  the  present  plant,  then  it 
seems  to  me  clear  that  this  condition  is  due  to  the 
neglect  and  inefficiency  of  the  operating  force  at 
Long  Island.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  intended 
to  determine  the  reasons  for  the  excessive  cost  of 
the  plant,  it  appears  that  a  further  detailed  study 
of  the  reasons  for  the  many  changes  would  be  worth 
while.  Such  study  would  involve  the  summoning 
and  questioning  of  all  parties  connected  with  the 
design,  construction  and  operation  of  the  new 
plant.

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  might  also 
add  that  the  state  inspectors  under  the  chief,  Mr. 
Plunkett,  I  am  informed,  had  to  lay  off  this  year 
the  chief  engineer  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  be- 
cause he  was  not  competent  to  run  the  plant  at 
Long  Island.  Now  I  think  the  trouble  is  with  the 
working  force  down  there  and  I  do  not  see  why  we 
should  tax  the  citizens  of  Boston  $50,000  more. 
The  engineer  and  the  inspectors  at  the  State  House 
say  the  plant  is  perfectly  all  right  to  run  with  a 
competent  force.  Mr.  Maguire  came  before  us 
and  said  it  was  the  fault  of  the  boilers,  but  I  be- 
lieve it  is  the  fault  of  the  boiler-room  force,  and 
if  it  is  the  fault  of  the  force,  it  is  better  that  we 
should  pass  it  up  to  him  to  remedy  that  condition, 
and  if  that  condition  is  remedied  I  do  not  see  why 
the  plant  at  Long  Island  will  not  be  all  right,  and 
we  will  save  that  amount  of  money  which  we  are 
asked  to  appropriate. 

Coun.  GREEN — I  would  like  to  ask  the  coun- 
cilor who  has  just  taken  his  seat  if  Mr.  Maguire  at 
any  time  asked  for  and  received  an  opinion  on  this 
matter  from  Mr.  Emerson. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  might  answer  that  I  be- 
lieve he  did  receive  this  report,  or  his  predecessor 
received  it,  from  Mr.  Emerson. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— All  I  know  about  these 
boilers  is  what  was  said  at  the  meeting  by  Mr. 
Maguire,  and  also  some  talk  that  I  heard  around 
that  during  the  winter  on  one  Sunday  there  were 
some  fifty  bolts  that  were  shot  out  of  these 
boilers.  Whatever  the  cause  was  I  don't 
know,  but  they  lay  it  to  the  improper  installation 
of  these  boilers,  or  they  say  the  boilers  are  not  fit. 
But  somehow  or  other  Mr.  Emerson  states  in  his 
report  that  the  boilers  would  be  all  right  under 
competent  supervision.  If  the  chief  engineer 
has  been  removed  or  suspended  for  sixty  days,  we 
ought  to  know  it,  and  if  he  is  incompetent  he  ought 
to  be  removed.  We  all  know  that  under  the 
present  civil  service  regulations,  with  the  right  of 
a  man  to  appeal  to  the  courts,  and  under  the 
veterans'  preference,  it  is  little  they  can  do  to 
handle  employees  if  they  are  incompetent.  That 
is  a  fact  that  has  got  to  be  brought  home  to  every- 
body. But  I  believe  there  is  something  radically 
wrong  with  these  boilers.  I  do  not  see  any  reason 
why  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions  should  want 
to  bring  this  proposition  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  or  the  Mayor  himself  unless  there  was 
something  radically  wrong.  Of  course  Mr. 
Emerson  may  be  a  competent  engineer.  I  don't 
know  that  he  is  competent  to  pass  on  boilers.  He 
was  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  or  at  least 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  under  two  former 
administrations,  and  had  to  do  with  street  work 
and  street  work  only.  1  have  my  doubts  whether 
a  man  can  be  an  authority  on  every  possible  ques- 
tion of  the  day.  However,  there  are  men  working 
in  that  plant  who  claim  it  is  dangerous,  and  claim 
the  boilers  were  not  properly  installed.  Of 
course  the  City  Council  has  an  investigating  com- 
mittee going  to  the  island,  and  we  rely  upon  that 
committee  for  some  kind  of  a  report.  They  must 
have  known  something  about  it,  and  I  would  like 
to  hear  from  some  members  of  this  Council  who 
have  been  on  the  committee  that  had  charge 
of  the  investigation  of  the  institutions  and  looking 
after  the  welfare  of  those  institutions  and  giving  a 
correct  and  reliable  report  to  this  body.  I  would 
like  to  hear  something  from  the  chairman  of  that 
committee  who  has  been  over  to  Long  Island  to 
enlighten   us  on   this   matter. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  up  until  10 
o'clock  this  morning  the  boilers  were  not  con- 
demned by  the  state  boiler  inspectors.  Mr. 
Plunkett,  the  chief  inspector  there,  told  me  so 
himself.  The  last  time  the  boilers  were  inspected, 
they  were  inspected  by  Boiler  Inspector  Carney, 
and  I  think  if  we  want  to  get  new  boilers  down 
there,  and  condemn  the  boilers  we  have,  we  should 
get  Mr.  Carney's  report  to  the  State  House  and 
find  out  why  they  need  new  boilers. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  there  seems  to  be 
some  misapprehension  here  as  to  just  what  this 
appropriation  is  for.  Everybody  is  talking  about 
the  replacement  of  the  boilers.  My  understand- 
ing is  that  the  coal  pulverizers  were  the  cause  of 
all  the  trouble,  and  it  was  intended  to  replace  the 
coal  pulverizers,  and  not  the  boilers.  The  ques- 
tion whether  the  boilers  are  safe  or  not  has  nothing 
to  do  with  this  case.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
Councilor  Murray  has  received  this  letter  from 
Mr.  Emerson  with  reference  to  his  stand  on  the 
question  of  the  efficiency  of  the  pulverizers,  each 
of  us  has  received  a  letter  from  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  in  which  the  Mayor  takes  a  stand  support- 


ing the  Commissioner  of  Institutions.  The  City 
of  Boston  happens  to  have  the  good  fortune  to 
have  one  of  the  most  capable  executives  at  the 
helm  that  it  ever  had  in  its  history,  and  if  the 
Mayor  is  satisfied  that  a  replacement  of  these  coal 
pulverizers  is  necessary  he  must  be  satisfied  be- 
cause of  sufficient  information  which  he  was  able 
to  obtain.  I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
members  again  to  the  protest  of  the  commissioner 
when  he  appeared  before  the  Executive  Committee, 
that  he  would  not  accept  the  responsibility  for  the 
retention  of  those  pulverizers,  and  he  then  stated 
that  he  had  authority  from  several  other  people 
besides  the  Finance  Commission  engineer,  and  he 
named  several  technical  experts  from  whom  he  had 
received  opinions  with  reference  to  the  safety  of 
the  coal  pulverizers.  Now,  Mr.  Maguire  stated 
to  me  personally  sometime  after  the  discussion 
here,  that  in  a  personal  conversation  with  Mr. 
Emerson  with  reference  to  these  coal  pulverizers 
Mr.  Emerson  was  a  little  more  positive  about  the 
safety  of  these  pulverizers.  Apparently  Mr. 
Emerson  did  not  care  to  be  quoted  in  writing  to 
that  extent.  The  Commissioner  of  Institutions 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  the 
burden  and  the  ultimate  responsibility  in  case 
anything  develops  at  the  island  as  a  result  of  the 
use  of  these  coal  pulverizers,  and  if  in  the  middle 
of  the  winter,  on  some  very  cold  and  frigid  day, 
the  plant  fails  to  work,  and  those  inmates  at  the 
island  are  left  to  the  mercy  of  the  elements,  the 
responsibility  will  rest  upon  the  Mayor  and  the 
Institutions  Commissioner  and,  if  the  Council  fails 
to  pass  the  order,  upon  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Council.  I  feel,  therefore,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, that  further  delay  in  the  passage  of 
this  order  would  be  very  dangerous. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  has  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Council  what  is  really  under 
discussion.  If  it  were  a  proposition  that  required 
the  changing  of  the  type  of  boiler,  my  position,  I 
believe,  would  be  very  different  from  what  it  is. 
But  it  is  a  proposition  which  has  to  do  with  the 
automatic  pulverizing  feeders.  In  common  with 
the  rest  of  the  members  of  the  Council  I  received 
a  very  courteous  and  exceedingly  well-written 
communication  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  asking 
me  to  cooperate  with  him  on  two  measures,  one  of 
which  affects  the  health  of  the  people,  and  the 
other  the  rights  of  the  people.  With  the  one  I  am 
in  thorough  accord,  and  I  do  not  believe  he  can 
say  that  I  have  not  cooperated  with  him  during 
his  term  on  every  measure  that  has  been  con- 
structive in  character.  I  do  not  feel,  however, 
that  I  can  extend  this  cooperation  to  a  proposition 
or  a  procedure  which  seems  to  me  destructive. 
By  destructive  I  mean  this,  that  we  are  asked  to 
vote  here  for  an  appropriation  of  $50,000,  to  junk 
872,000  worth  of  useful  and  efficient  and  economical 
apparatus.  We  were  told  at  our  last  meeting  that 
two  competent  engineers  had  condenmed  the 
pulverizers.  I  submit  that  there  has  been  just 
furnished  to  the  Council  sufficient  evidence  from 
one  of  them  that  such  was  not  the  case.  We  were 
again  at  that  time  referred  to  one  E.  F.  Miller,  an 
engineer  of  the  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
in  a  letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions,  the 
Acting  Commissioner,  he  says  this: 

"The  pulverized  coal  equipment  seemed  to  be 
giving  excellent  results  as  far  as  combustion  was 
concerned.  The  appearance  of  the  flame  would 
indicate  that  the  burners  were  in  every  way  satis- 
factory." Then  he  goes  on  to  say  something  about 
the  type  of  boilers.  But  we  are  not  concerned 
with  the  type  of  boilers.  As  I  stated  at  the  outset, 
if  it  was  the  type  of  boilers  that  was  to  be  con- 
sidered, my  position  would  be  entirely  different. 
It  is  the  pulverizing  units  that  are  giving  trouble, 
and  yet  these  two  engineers  that  were  quoted  at  our 
last  meeting  both  say  they  are  satisfactory  and  are 
working  efficiently  in  every  way.  They  are  work- 
ing too  efficiently,  it  would  seem,  or  else  they  would 
not  have  had  the  hazard  they  have,  and  he  goes  on 
to  tell  us  how  to  avoid  that  hazard.  We  did  not 
know  at  our  last  meeting  what  this  was  all  about, 
this  bagging;  at  least  I  did  not.  I  admitted  it. 
But  I  have  since  obtained  some  light  on  the  sub- 
ject of  bagging  boilers,  and  bagging  will  occur  in 
any  boiler  if  it  is  not  properly  handled.  This  is 
machinery.  Does  anyone  of  you  know  of  any 
machinery  that  is  foolproof?  Why  is  this  inten- 
sive campaign  going  on  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  in  regard  to  motor, 
vehicles,  if  machines  are  foolproof?  No,  sir,  Mr. 
President,  these  machines  are  no  exception  to 
other  types  of  machinery.     And  what  is  needed,  in 
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ray  opinion,  is  not  the  junking  of  this  property,  or 
this  equipment,  which  they  all  say  works  well, 
but  which  they  do  not  care  to  use  because  they  are 
afraid  that  these  particular  boilers  that  they  have 
will  sag,  and  perhaps  there  might  occur  an  explo- 
sion— what  is  needed  is  an  efficient  boiler-room 
force  to  run  this  equipment.  The  engineer  goes 
on  to  say  that  these  boilers  should  be  cleaned,  and 
should  be  laid  off  in  rotation  once  a  week.  Is  that 
anything  unreasonable  in  regard  to  service?  Don't 
they  expect  to  service  these  boilers  at  all?  Have 
you  any  equipment  in  your  home  that  does  not 
require  service?  Take  the  automobile.  Do  you 
ever  have  it  serviced?  I  will  say  you  do,  if  you 
ride.  These  boilers  also  must  be  serviced,  and  the 
Commissioner  was  told  in  much  detail  just  how 
they  should  be  serviced,  and  that  if  they  were 
serviced  and  watched  this  would  be  an  efficient 
equipment  for  the  heating  of  that  island.  Now 
what  is  the  layout  of  the  plant  there?  We  were 
told  at  our  last  meeting  that  lives  were  in  danger. 
As  near  as  I  can  find  out,  these  bedridden  children 
are  not  within  100  yards  of  this  power  plant. 
Now,  let  me  go  back  a  little  bit  into  the  history  of 
this  expenditure  that  we  authorized  during  the  last 
couple  of  years.  We  authorized  the  expenditure  of 
considerably  over  $1,000,000  down  there,  and  in 
the  reconstruction  and  enlarging  of  that  plant  there 
was  added  a  heating  equipment,  and  I  believe  that 
if  Mr.  Maguire  would  go  back  into  his  records  he 
would  find  that  requisitions  were  made  for  this 
upright  type  of  boiler  instead  of  the  horizontal 
type,  which  admittedly  would  be  more  dangerous 
than  the  other.  That  meant  at  that  time  a  much 
increased  appropriation.  It  would  call  for  the 
abandoning  of  the  old  plant  and  the  building  of 
another,  because  of  the  room  that  type  of  boiler 
would  take,  and  the  requisition  was  denied,  and 
the  same  type  of  boiler  that  has  been  there  for  the 
past  thirty  years  or  more  was  installed.  It  is 
going  to  be  an  expensive  proposition  to  change  the 
boilers,  but  I  do  not  believe  it  is  an  expensive 
proposition  to  have  the  present  boilers  efficiently 
handled,  and  I  submit  that  we  are  not  called  upon 
to  appropriate  $50,000  to  junk  $72,000  worth  of 
equipment.  It  ought  to  be  worth  something  if  it 
is  going  to  be  junked.  I  do  not  see  any  occasion, 
Mr.  President,  for  the  appropriation. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons,  I  will  say 
in  answer  to  my  colleague  from  Ward  3  that  the 
only  authority  we  have  as  a  committee  with  refer- 
ence to  Long  Island  is  with  reference  to  those 
prisoners  from  Deer  Island  who  work  at  Long 
Island,  or  who  may  be  ill  and  confined  to  the  Long 
Island  Hospitals,  but  we  have,  as  a  committee,  no 
other  authority  over  Long  Island,  and  when  we 
make  our  visits  to  Deer  Island  we  make  the  usual 
inspection  there  on  our  way  down  the  harbor,  and 
for  no  other  purpose. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  this  question 
is  one  that  is  very  perplexing,  to  say  the  least. 
Two  weeks  ago  I  called  up  Professor  Miller  of 
Technology  and  asked  him  if  he  would  be  kind 
enough  to  give  me  a  little  time  and  explain  this 
proposition  to  me.  I  went  out  there  one  afternoon 
and  spent  the  entire  afternoon  with  him  in  the 
mechanical  division  of  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. As  far  as  I  can  find  out,  it  is  all  a  question 
of  what  type  of  boiler  on  the  island  is  the  safest. 
My  colleague  from  Dorchester  says  it  is  all  a 
question  of  pulverizers,  and  not  of  boilers.  I 
cannot  quite  agree  with  him  on  that.  The  state 
boiler  inspector  has  said  that  the  pulverizers  and 
boilers  and  the  entire  boiler-room  equipment  iB 
O.K.,  so  far  as  they  are  concerned.  So  says  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission, 
Guy  Emerson.  He  states  that  the  equipment 
down  there  is  O.K.  That  makes  a  very  vexing 
problem.  So  I  went  over  to  Technology  and 
interviewed  the  man  who  is  perhaps  the  outstand- 
ing expert  in  this  section  of  the  country,  if  not 
in  the  country,  on  steam  boilers, — Edwin  Miller. 
He  took  me  into  his  laboratory,  and  he  said, 
"Here  is  the  proposition.  Here  is  a  boiler,  and 
we  fill  it  with  water  and  we  put  these  pulverizers 
under  it  and  heat  it.  If  something  goes  wrong 
here,  as  it  went  wrong  at  Long  Island,  and  you 
obtained  a  penetration,  you  would  get  an  explosion 
in  those  boilers,  or  in  the  individual  boiler,  equal 
to  an  explosion  of  300  pounds  of  t.  n.  t. 

"  Now,  I  recommend  that  instead  of  having 
that  type  of  boiler,  where  the  water  is  all  segre- 
gated in  one  section,  and  the  forced  flame  is  under 
here  where  the  water  is  liable  to  obtain  some  oil 
in    it   as   it   circulates   and   vaporizes   throughout 


the  system,  and  leave  that  oil  impregnated  upon 
that  2|-inch  oil  seat,  and  this  forced  fire  seeks  to 
get  through  to  the  water  and  forms  a  blister, 
and  may  lead  to  an  explosion — instead  of  having 
that  water  and  that  heat  and  that  dynamite, 
you  might  say  for  purposes  of  analysis,  all  in  that 
one  segment,  I  want  to  place  it  in  tubes,  so  that 
if  something  goes  wrong,  not  an  explosion  equal 
to  300  pounds  of  t.  n.  t.  will  occur,  but  only  that 
individual  tube  will  give  way." 

He  had  his  whole  class  there.     He  said: 

"I  can  run  the  tubular  boiler  here  at  Tech- 
nology O.K.,  and  I  can  run  the  type  of  boiler 
you  have  at  Long  Island  O.K.,  but  each  individual 
boiler  and  each  individual  institution  is  a  case 
in  itself.  I  could  run  those  boilers  with  these 
boys  of  mine  undoubtedly  without  any  trouble, 
but  down  on  Long  Island  it  is  a  different  proposi- 
tion. Men  are  careless.  You  are  bound  to  have 
difficulty.  You  may  say  you  can  keep  oil  out 
of  that  return  system,  but  the  moment  a  mechanic 
goes  and  fixes  a  radiator,  or  fixes  a  valve  and 
gets  a  little  grease  in  there,  or  a  little  oil,  that  may 
be  sucked  back  into  the  system  and  cause  a 
deposit  upon  the  side  of  the  boiler  itself. 

"Now,  at  Long  Island  you  have  inmates  who 
are  unable  to  take  care  of  themselves.  If  some- 
thing happens  you  have  a  tremendous  problem. 
At  Deer  Island  it  is  a  little  different.  You  have 
plenty  of  help,  plenty  of  men,  plenty  of  people 
to  take  an  interest  in  the  boilers.  And  under 
those  conditions  down  there,  rather  than  have 
anything  happen,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
tubular  boiler  be  installed,  and  when  the  tube 
goes  it  will  do  no  damage,  but  when  the  entire 
boiler  goes  it  means  trouble,  and  perhaps  death." 

My  colleague  from  the  Back  Bay  states  that 
not  within  100  yards  are  there  children  or  inmates. 
That  may  be  so.  It  may  be  that  the  boilers 
down  there  could  blow  up,  and  no  one  be  injured. 
I  hope  that  will  never  occur,  and  I  am  glad  to 
know  they  are  so  far  away,  but  nevertheless  a 
statement  from  the  head  of  a  department  of  the 
Institute  of  Technology  that  an  explosion  would 
be  equal  to  that  of  300  pounds  of  t.  n.  t.  is  certainly 
entitled  to  some  consideration.  What  are  you 
going  to  do  about  the  report  of  the  engineer  of 
the  Finance  Commission?  I  don't  know.  In  a 
case  such  as  this  we  can  go  to  the  most  competent 
expert  and  ask.  There  is  no  question  today, 
mechanical,  electrical,  or  physical,  but  what  the 
experts  do  not  disagree.  Before  Lindbergh  made 
his  great  flight  the  experts  wanted  to  go  into 
court  and  get  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  prevent  him 
from  making  a  suicidal  attempt.  In  the  courts 
of  New  Jersey,  when  Edison  brought  forth  his 
electric  light,  the  same  proposition  was  advanced. 
So  we  can  argue  here  for  weeks  or  months,  but  I 
feel  that  when  a  man  from  Technology  who  is 
the  greatest  expert  in  this  section  of  the  country- 
called  so  by  Conklin,  the  head  of  the  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  called  so  by  Hamlin 
the  head  of  the  Stevens  Institute  of  Technology 
of  New  Jersey — I  feel  that  his  opinion  is  certainly 
entitled  to  some  consideration,  and  when  he  states 
that  in  his  opinion  the  tubular  type  of  boiler  at 
Long  Island  would  be  better  and  safer  than  the 
present  equipment,  I  find  it  very  hard  to  vote 
against  it.  In  the  event  of  something  happening 
down  there  next  winter,  or  the  winter  after,  1 
should  feel  very  mush  grieved  to  think  that  I 
had  prevented  the  installation  of  the  type  of 
boiler  that  was  recommended  by  the  head  of  a 
department  at  the  greatest  institution  of  its 
kind  in  the  world,  Prof.  Edwin  Miller  of  Tech- 
nology. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  a  few  weeks 
ago,  for  reasons  I  thought  justifiable,  I  made  a 
stand  on  this  question.  Since  that  time  I  have 
thought  enough  of  my  stand  to  make  two  visits 
to  this  plant  at  Long  Island  with  a  fellow  whom 
I  consider  well  capable  of  handling  any  kind  of 
engineering,  and  asked  his  opinion  on  the  con- 
ditions that  existed  there.  Now,  here  is  what  I 
find  there.  I  don't  know  whether  every  member 
of  the  Council  knows  the  condition  that  exists 
there.  First  of  all,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  for 
any  order  for  any  amount  of  money,  no  matter 
how  great,  that  comes  into  this  Council  for  the 
protection  of  those  poor  unfortunates  at  Long 
Island,  and  I  have  been  that  way  ever  since  I  took 
office.  But  when  an  uncalled  for  order  comes  in 
for  850,000,  I  am  here  as  a  free-thinking  repre- 
sentative of  the  people  of  Dorchester,  the  tuv- 
payers  of  Dorchester,  protecting  their  righto 
Now,  let  me  go  on  for  just  a  moment  to  show  you. 
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how  this  plant  is  operated.  They  want  to  do 
away  with  the  coal  pulverizers.  The  coal  pulver- 
izers are  a  great  unit.  They  are  working  on  Deer 
Island  to  perfection,  contrary  to  reports,  and  yet 
the  Commissioner  of  Institutions  comes  in  here 
and  makes  the  offhand  statement  that  they  are 
not  working  right  on  Deer  Island.  I  say  he  is 
wrong;  they  are  working  right  on  Deer  Island. 
If  they  were  not,  there  would  perhaps  be  an  order 
in  here  for  Deer  Island,  too.  They  want  to  take 
out  the  coal  pulverizers  that  feed  the  coal  auto- 
matically to  the  boilers  and  give  a  heat  of  2,600 
degrees,  and  put  in  hand-fed  apparatus  that  will 
give  a  heat  of  but  1,300  degrees.  I  say  2,600 
degrees  is  more  efficient.  It  has  turned  out  that 
way  at  different  factories  where  the  coal  pulver- 
izers have  been  installed.  But  they  must  have 
careful  operators.  And  what  have  we  got  a 
commissioner  down  there  for?  It  is  up  to  him  to 
see  that  he  has  capable  operators  to  protect  the 
lives  of  those  unfortunate  men,  women  and 
children  that  are  confined  there.  Do  not  let  him 
come  up  here  and  put  us  in  a  tough  position  with  the 
people  of  Boston.  Let  me  go  further  and  show 
you  how  ridiculous  this  order  is.  They  talk  about 
explosions.  You  can  have  an  explosion  in  any 
kind  of  a  boiler,  whether  it  is  in  your  own  home, 
down  in  your  cellar,  or  in  any  factory,  if  it  is 
neglected,  and  yet  they  are  trying  to  put  this 
order  through  on  the  pretence  that  there  may  be 
an  explosion.  Of  course  there  may  be  an  explosion 
if  a  boiler  is  not  guarded  right.  But  what  have 
we  got  to  warn  the  men  that  are  supposed  to  be  on 
their  job?  If  this  water  gets  too  hot,  whistles 
that  can  be  heard  all  over  the  Island  are  installed 
there  to  bring  back  the  help  that  may  have 
wandered  off  the  job.  That  is  what  we  have 
there.  I  think  it  would  be  a  shame  and  an  out- 
rage if  we  junked  §72,000  worth  of  machinery  that 
has  been  working  efficiently  for  six  months,  and 
put  in  $50,000  worth  of  new  equipment  that  is 
uncalled  for.  Thev  talk  about  leaving  this  Island 
in  a  destitute  condition,  as  far  as  heat  goes,  but 
let  me  remind  you  that  there  are  four  spare  boilers 
down  there  that  are  not  operating.  Any  time 
during  the  winter,  if  anything  happened  to  one 
of  the  boilers,  there  are  always  two  spare  boilers. 
I  want  each  and  every  one  of  you  gentlemen  to 
bear  these  things  in  mind,  and  then  bear  in  mind 
the  report  of  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. Although  I  know  there  may  be  enough 
"yes"  men  to  put  this  order  over,  I  think  the  order 
should  not  go  over.  I  think  the  order  is  a  steal, 
I  think  the  order  is  unjustified,  and  for  that 
reason,  and  to  protect  the  taxpayers  that  sent  me 
here,  I  shall  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
that  at  the  last  meeting  I  introduced  an  order  for 
$50,000  to  see  if  we  could  get  some  information, 
and  1  asked  the  chairman  of  the  committee  to  hold 
a  meeting  and  let  us  bring  these  different  engineer- 
ing experts  here  and  let  us  find  out  the  facts  for 
ourselves.  We  are  all  enough  interested,  and  I 
think  if  we  had  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  the  whole  body  would  be  there  to  find  out 
the  story.  Why  not  have  the  meeting?  If  we 
had  held  a  meeting  we  would  know  something  to- 
day. As  it  is,  we  don't  know  any  more  today  than 
we  did  before.  I  make  a  motion  that  the  matter 
be  laid  on  the  table  until  we  get  some  information 
from  some  experts. 

The  question  was  taken  and  the  motion  was 
rejected. 

Coun.  BUSH — I  want  to  elaborate  just  a  little 
further  on  these  coal  pulverizers,  despite  what  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  said  with  reference  to 
the  boilers.  I  made  the  statement  that  the 
question  here  was  a  question  with  reference  to  the 
pulverizers.  I  did  not  elaborate  on  that  state- 
ment, and  I  would  like  to  do  that  now.  It  seems 
that  these  coal  pulverizers  are  not  adaptable  to  the 
particular  boilers  which  are  installed  at  Long 
Island.  To  replace  the  boilers  in  order  to  make 
the  coal  pulverizers  adaptable  to  the  boilers 
would  be  like  the  tail  wagging  the  dog.  It  seems 
that  these  coal  pulverizers  produce  an  incandes- 
cent heat,  just  as  Councilor  Kelly  stated.  He 
states  that  the  heat  is  2,600  degrees.  I  don't 
know  whether  it  is  or  not,  but  it  does  create  an 
intense  heat,  and  the  trouble  with  the  heat  is  not 
merely  that  it  creates  an  intense  heat,  but  that 
heat  is  condensed  or  converged  on  a  single  point. 
Those  pulverizers  would  operate  all  right  if  the 
heat  was  diffused  over  a  large  area  of  surface  of 
those  boilers,  but  it  is  not,  and  the  effect  of  that 
concentration  of  heat  on  a  particular  point  in  those 
boilers  is  similar  to  the  effect  of  an  oxyhydrogen 


blowpipe  which  will  create  a  heat  around  500 
degrees  Fahrenheit  on  the  6-inch  armor-plate  of  a 
battleship,  which  would  cut  through  the  armor- 
plate  like  a  knife  through  hot  butter.  Now,  that 
is  the  effect  of  the  concentration  of  heat  on  one 
particular  spot,  and  that  is  the  trouble  with  these 
pulverizers.  They  might  just  as  well  put  an 
oxyhydrogen  blowpipe  in  there  if  they  wanted  a 
great  deal  of  heat.  But  what  would  happen?  It 
would  cut  right  through  those  boilers  as  if  they 
were  tissue  paper,  and  the  concentration  of  heat 
on  that  one  spot  melts  or  weakens  the  structure  of 
the  boiler  at  that  particular  spot,  and  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  any  way  in  which  that  heat  can  be 
diffused  properly.  Therefore  the  only  proper 
thing  to  do  is  to  take  those  coal  pulverizers  out  and 
put  in  the  kind  of  a  system  that  will  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  that  type  of  boiler.  Now,  the 
fact  that  those  pulverizers  were  put  in  there  by 
the  previous  administration,  by  which  the  problem 
of  obtaining  heat  with  those  particular  boilers  was 
probably  ill-considered,  or  apparently  so  from 
present  indications,  and  the  mere  fact  that  we  have 
got  to  junk  that  S72.000  worth  of  equipment, 
should  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the  passage  of  this 
order,  if  it  means  the  safety  and  the  convenience 
and  the  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  on  Long  Island 
who  are  helpless,  and  to  whom  even  the  breakdown 
of  the  plant  for  a  few  days,  should  it  happen  in  the 
midst  of  winter,  would  be  a  grievous  calamity. 

Coun.  CURTIS— There  is  one  further  bit  of 
information  which  it  seems  to  me  it  is  necessary  to 
have  before  we  vote  on  this  order.  Ordinarily  I 
do  not  suppose  this  Council  goes  with  any  great 
detail  into  the  matter  of  how  money  is  going  to  be 
spent  and  why  a  certain  amount  of  money  is 
necessary,  but  in  this  case  1  think  we  ought  to  feel 
the  responsibility  of  junking  this  expensive  equip- 
ment and  spending  this  amount  of  money  to 
replace  it.  Now,  I  for  one,  after  having  made  some 
investigation,  am  entirely  prepared  to  support  the 
commissioner  in  his  feeling  that  there  ought  to  be 
some  changes  in  that  boiler  plant,  but  I  would  like 
to  know  what  the  various  changes  are  to  be,  and 
why  it  is  going  to  require  $50,000  to  do  the  work. 
I  understand  that  if  it  is  merely  a  question  of 
going  back  to  hand-firing,  that  plant  can  be  put  in 
good  order  for  hand-firing  for  much  less  money 
than  that.  We  have  never  had  that  information. 
If  they  are  going  to  install  new  boilers  there  and 
put  in  a  truck  for  carrying  coal,  or  something,  I 
think  we  ought  to  know  it,  and  also  what  the 
various  items  making  up  this  $50,000  are,  before 
we  can  determine  whether  we  should  vote  for 
them.  Mr.  President,  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
anybody  here  who  can  furnish  that  information, 
and  therefore  I  am  going  to  move  that  this  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  order 
that  we  may  obtain  that  information  which  I  for 
one  feel  is  necessary  in  order  to  vote  intelligently 
on  this  question. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  make  an  amendment  to  that  motion,  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
that  we  bring  these  different  engineers  in  and  find 
out  the  story,  and  then  bring  in  the  Commissioner 
from  Long  island. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
the  amendment  is  out  of  order.  Councilor  Curtis 
moves  a  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

MAHONEY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
there  are  two  letters  there  that  were  received  by 
Mr.  Maguire,  of  the  Institutions  Department,  from 
the  Division  Engineer,  and  on  motion  of  Councilor 
Bush  I  would  like  to  have  them  read  into  the 
record.  ,        ,„  ,    ., 

President  LYNCH — The  clerk  will  read  the 
letters. 

The  clerk  read  the  letters  as  follows: 

Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,

Mr.  John  J.  Lydon,  Commissioner  of  Institutions, 
Room  809,  City  Hall  Annex,  Boston,  Mass. 
Dear  Mr.  Lydon, — In  regard  to  the  boilers  at 
the  Long  Island  Hospital  the  undersigned  beg  o 
report  as  follows: 

This  plant  has  three  (3)  66-inch  horizontal  return 
tubular  boilers,  and  two  (2)  84-inch  boilers  fired 
with  powdered  charcoal,  the  total  horse  power  of 
the  plant  being  approximately  900.  The  three 
(3)  66-inch  boilers  are  set  approximately  6  feet  9 
inches  from  the  floor  and  the  center  of  the  burner 
supplying  powdered  coal  is  approximately  2  feet 
9  inches  below  the  bottom  of  the  boiler.  On  the 
84-inch  boilers  the  distance  from  the  bottom  of 
the  boiler  to  the  floor  is  approximately  10  feet  and 
from  the  center  of  the  burner  to  the  bottom  of  the 
boiler  approximately  5  feet  6  inches.  We  find 
that  these  boilers  are  carrying  from  100  to  110 
pounds  pressure,  and  the  safety  valves  are  said 
to  be  set  at  120.  , 

The  heating  system  in  the  building  makes  use  ol 
what  exhaust  steam  is  available  from  your  refrig- 
erating machine  and  from  your  lighting  engines, 
and  the  demand  in  excess  of  this  is  supplied  di- 
rectly from  the  boilers.  This  method  of  operation 
we  understand  has  gone  on  for  some  thirty  years 
and  there  is  a  probability  that  a  large  part  of  the 
heating  system  may  have  a  film  of  oil  on  the  inside 
surface.  This  oil  is  likely  to  come  back  at  any 
time,  and  there  is  no  filter  that  is  100  per  cent 
efficient — either  one  filtering  oil  out  of  exhauBt 
steam  or  one  filtering  oil  out  of  condensate,  in  fact, 
condensate  will  carry  oil  in  emulsion  which  will  go 
through  any  filter. 

We  found  that  two  of  the  boilers— the  84-inch — 
had  been  bagged  and  that  the  bags  had  been  suc- 
cessfully pushed  back  into  place,  the  girth  seam 
rerivetted — the  boiler  repair  men  having  done  an 
excellent  piece  of  work.  As  soon  as  any  returns 
containing  oil  are  put  back  into  the  type  of  boilers 
which  you  are  using  there,  especially  boilers  fired 
with  powdered  coal  or  oil,  there  is  always  the  pos- 
sibility of  oil  collecting  on  the  plates,  the  plates 
becoming  overheated  and  bags  resulting.  Should 
these  bags  which  form  break  through  and  release 
the  water  in  the  boiler,  a  disastrous  explosion  would 
result.  The  reason  for  this  bag  occurring  is  that 
the  place  under  the  spot  where  the  oil  had  accu- 
mulated becomes  heated  to  a  dull,   cherry  red— 


possibly  even  hotter  than  this.  The  strength  of 
the  plate  is  reduced  practically  one  half  when 
heated  to  a  dull  cherry  red.  As  the  plate  begins 
to  stretch,  frequently  the  water  gets  under  the  scale 
which  is  dislodged  and  cools  the  plate  in  time  to 
prevent  explosion.  You  were  fortunate  enough  in 
the  case  of  your  two  (2)  84-inch  boilers  to  have 
this  condition  of  things  occur.  We  feel  that  this 
type  of  boiler  should  never  have  been  installed. 
What  you  should  have  used  was  some  form  of 
water  tube  boiler.  With  a  water  tube  boiler,  if  oil 
collects,  you  may  burn  out  a  tube  which  is  a  small 
item  with  no  danger  of  anything  resulting. 

We  found  yesterday  that  the  three  remaining 
boilers  were  carrying  an  overload  running  at  225 
per  cent  rating  and  yesterday  was  a  mild  day  with 
the  temperature  around  60.  The  pulverized  coal 
equipment  seemed  to  be  giving  excellent  results 
as  far  as  combustion  was  concerned.  The  appear- 
ance of  the  flame  would  indicate  that  the  burners 
were  in  every  way  satisfactory.  With  powdered 
coal,  as  with  oil,  it  is  possible  to  burn  coal  at  a 
much  more  rapid  rate  than  was  ever  possible  with 
hand-firing,  and  a  boiler  can  be  crowded  with  this 
type  of  fueling  easily  to  500  per  cent  without  a 
fireman  perhaps  realizing  what  a  load  he  has  put 
on  the  boiler.  With  this  type  of  boiler  such  crowd- 
ing is  absolutely  dangerous  and  we  believe  that  it 
is  not  safe  for  oil  or  powdered  coal  to  be  used  under 
boilers  of  the  type  which  you  have  there,  especially 
as  you  are  returning  oil  in  the  condensate  which 
goes  back  into  the  boiler  as  feed  water. 

It  seems  that  on  Sunday  when  this  trouble 
occurred  the  day  was  extremely  cold  and  these 
two  84-inch  boilers  were  carrying  practically  all 
the  load.  As  we  were  given  to  understand,  they 
were  the  only  boilers  on  the  line  at  the  time  the 
accident  occurred.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  impossible 
to  make  a  change  in  your  boilers  at  this  time  of 
year  we  have  suggested  to  Mr.  John  J.  Ryan,  the 
Superintendent,  the  following: 

"February  19,  1930. 
Mr.   John  J.   Ryan,   Superintendent,  Long   Island 
Hospital,  Boston  Harbor,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — It  is  our  suggestion  that  as  soon  as 
you  get  the  two  (2)  84-inch  boilers  in  condition 
you  put  them  on  the  line  and  run  the  five  (5) 
boilers  as  moderately  as  possible.  That  you  use 
as  little  oil  as  you  possibly  can  in  your  steam- 
driven  equipment  which  is  exhausting  into  the 
heating  system,  and  that  the  boilers  be  laid  off  in 
rotation  once  a  week  and  washed  out. 

Before  the  two  (2)  84-inch  boilers  are  put  on 
the  line  they  should  be  given  a  dose  of  soda  ash  and 
caustic,  manhole  left  open,  and  boiled  for  twenty- 
four  hours.  After  you  have  boiled  for  twenty- 
four  hours,  drain  out  and  then  wash  thoroughly 
with  a  hose. 

In  the  spring  when  your  load  is  light  you  can 
put  kerosene  in  the  boilers  and  run  that  steam 
through  the  heating  system  and  throw  all  the 
returns  away  until  the  oil  that  has  been  stored  up 
for  the  last  thirty  years  is  washed  out. 
Very  truly  yours,

Wc  would  recommend  that  you  replace  the  two 
(2)  84-inch  boilers  as  soon  as  your  steam  load  is 
light  enough  to  enable  you  to  do  so,  with  a  water 
tube  boiler  properly  set  for  burning  powdered 
coal  and  that  after  this  boiler  has  taken  the  load, 
you  then  replace  the  three  (3)  66-inch  boilers 
with  such  type  of  water  tube  boilers  as  you  can 
get  in  this  restricted  vertical  space.  It  may  be 
necessary  in  the  restricted  space  which  you  have 
where  the  three  (3)  66-inch  boilers  are  now  set 
for  excavation  to  be  made  in  order  to  give  suffi- 
cient space  for  a  combustion  chamber.  There 
may  also  be  a  possibility  of  getting  space  by  re- 
moving the  present  ceiling  at  the  top  of  the  boiler. 
This  detail  we  ha\-e  not  gone  into. 

We  feel  that  the  boilers  in  their  present  condi- 
tion should  be  watched  carefully  through  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season  so  that  there  will  be  no 
recurrence  of  the  Sunday  accident. 

We  understand  that  this  report  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  we  felt  that  a 
letter  which  Professor  Miller  wrote  to  Mr.  J.  P. 
Manning  under  date  of  July  10  might  be  of  inter- 
est, inasmuch  as  Professor  Miller  investigated,  at 
the  request  of  Mr.  Manning,  conditions  at  the 
City  Hospital  in  regard  to  power,  and  also  was 
consulted  and  visited  the  tuberculosis  hospital  at 
Mattapan  where  the  architect  was  contemplating 
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putting  in  practically  the  same  type  of  equipment 
as  was  installed  at  Long  Island.  A  copy  of  this 
letter  is  appended  hereto.

Dear  Sir, — On  a  recent  visit  to  Long  Island,  at 
the  request  of  and  accompanied  by  Commissioner 
Lydon,  the  writer  observed  the  pulverized  coal 
burners  installed  in  the  boiler  room  of  the  power 
plant. 

The  use  of  pulverized  coal  as  a  fuel  has  passed 
the  experimental  stage  and  in  its  field  remarkable 
results  are  obtained.  But  the  conditions  under 
which  this  fuel  is  satisfactorily  burned  are  practi- 
cally impossible  at  this  station.  In  the  first  place 
the  heat  generated  by  these  burners  cannot  be 
regulated  through  a  range  of  temperature  as  a 
grate-fired  boiler  owing  to  the  volume  of  air  re- 
quired for  combustion  and  the  necessary  pressure; 
any  attempt  to  run  what  would  be  called  a  light 
fire  would  expose  the  fire  room  personnel  to  the 
dangers  of  a  flare  back.  Second,  the  temperatures 
generated  by  the  burners  are  so  intense  that  no 
steel  of  the  boiler  should  be  in  such  a  position  the 
Name  may  impinge  on  it;  when  the  steel  of  the 
boiler  is  exposed  to  this  excessive  temperature, 
steam  is  generated  so  rapidly  that  the  steam  keeps 
the  water  from  direct  contact  with  the  steel  and 
acts  as  insulation,  permitting  the  steel  to  be  raised 
to  such  a  temperature  that  it  will  break  down. 
Third,  the  temperatures  in  the  furnaces  of  pul- 
verized coal  burners  are  so  great  that  huge  com- 
bustion chambers  are  absolutely  necessary;  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  construct  the  plant 
at  Long  Island  with  sufficiently  large  combustion 
chambers.  Fourth,  the  only  boiler  which  should 
be  served  by  pulverized  coal  burners  is  the  high 
pressure,  water  tube  type;  the  boilers  at  Long 
Island  are  horizontal  return  tubular,  the  best 
fitted  for  the  service  they  are  to  render.  In  the 
cylindrical  or  shell  type  boiler,  to  which  group 
the  horizontal  return  tubular  belongs,  the  circu- 
lation of  the  water  in  the  boiler  is  of  necessity 
sluggish,  since  the  heated  water  rises  through  the 
colder,  simply  by  the  differences  in  specific  gravity. 
In  the  water  tube  type  boiler  all  the  current  in 
each  group  of  pipes  is  in  one  direction  only,  thereby 
greatly  accelerating  the  velocity  of  circulation. 
It  is  apparent  that  excessive  temperatures  in  shell 
boilers  must  be  eliminated. 

Considering  the  above  data,  it  is  evident  that 
it  is  humanly  impossible  to  operate  the  Long 
Island  plant  without  jeopardizing  life  and  prop- 
erty, and  that  the  use  of  pulverized  coal  at  this 
plant  should  be  prohibited  at  once.

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  to 
take  the  time  of  the  Council,  but  I  would  just  like 
to  make  a  very  brief  statement  as  to  why  I  am 
going  to  oppose  this  order  at  this  time.  I  per- 
sonally believe  that  changes  ought  to  be  made  in 
the  power  plant,  and  I  am  prepared  to  vote  the 
necessary  money  to  do  it,  but  I  believe  in  this 
case  we  ought  to  have  information  as  to  what  is 
going  to  be  done,  and  approximately  how  much 
it  is  going  to  cost  to  do  it.  In  view  of  the  con- 
troversy here  I  should  like  also  to  see  some  out- 
side engineer  pass  on  the  plant.  We  tried  to  get 
that  information,  and  were  not  able  to  do  so,  and 
that  is  the  only  reason  I  am  going  to  oppose  this 
order  at  this  time  on  the  record,  but  I  shall  be 
the  first  to  try  to  hustle  this  matter  through  when 
we  get  the  information  we  ought  to  have. 


Coun.  MURRAY — At  this  time  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  this  order  on  the  statement  made 
by  the  commissioner  himself.  He  said  that  the 
plans  for  this  amount  of  money  were  drawn  up 
by  a  man  named  Murphy  who  was  an  engineer, 
and  because  he  was  incompetent  the  state  in- 
spectors of  the  State  Department  of  Boiler  In- 
spection, suspended  him  for  one  month  or  two 
months,  I  am  not  sure  which,  but  I  know  he  was 
suspended,  and  if  that  man  is  now  making  out 
the  plans  for  the  new  loan  order  which  we  are 
going  to  pass  I  cannot  stultify  myself  in  voting 
for  it. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  assistant 
engineer  at  Long  Island  also  gave  us  a  letter  which 
was  quoted  in  the  Executive  Committee  session, 
in  favor  of  this  recommendation  of  the  Mayor.  I 
am  heartily  in  favor  of  the  order,  from  a  technical, 
mechanical  standpoint,  after  going  into  the  matter 
in  great  detail.  I  am  not  here  siding  with  the 
Mayor  because  he  is  the  Mayor.  I  will  oppose 
him  the  moment  I  think  he  is  wrong.  I  do  believe 
that  in  this  instance  the  Mayor  is  right  in  his 
request  for  tubular  boilers.  As  to  the  amount  of 
money  appropriated,  we  are  appropriating  $50,000, 
but  perhaps  §25,000  will  do.  The  commissioner 
himself  in  executive  session  gave  us  information  to 
that  effect.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  Mayor  that  in 
the  making  of  these  plans  and  in  the  new  installa- 
tion— I  am  going  to  make  a  personal  request  of  him, 
as  a  result  of  this  controversy  in  the  Council,  that 
he  leave  the  plans  and  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
Professor  Miller  of  Technology. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  thought  there  was  going 
to  be  no  conversation  on  this  order,  but  as  long 
as  there  is  I  think  1  will  get  my  oar  in.  I  notice, 
first  of  all,  that  this  is  supposed  to  be  a  confidential 
letter  from  the  Mayor,  and  I  believe  in  treating 
things  as  confidential  until  somebody  makes  them 
public,  but  as  long  as  the  letter  has  been  made 
public  I  want  to  call  my  colleague's  attention  that 
all  the  Mayor  says  about  the  inspection  of  these 
boilers  down  at  Long  Island  is  this,  that  since 
the  last  meeting  we  had,  the  matter  has  been 
further  investigated  by  the  Boiler  Inspection  De- 
partment at  the  State  House.  But  I  understand 
it  has  been  a  favorable  inspection,  so  therefore  I 
say  why  spend  $50,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money 
to  junk  $72,000  worth  of  machinery  down  here. 
I  understand  the  real  reason  that  that  is  to  be 
done,  and  that  the  commissioner  wants  it,  is  be- 
cause the  men  are  under  the  influence  of  liquor 
attending  those  boilers  there,  and  I  call  upon  him 
to  straighten  this  matter  out,  and  not  bring  it 
into  the  City  Council,  by  going  down  there  and 
putting  decent,  respectable  men  that  are  de- 
pendable down  there.  If  we  need  to  pay  them 
more  money,  let  him  put  a  request  in  here  that 
these  men  be  paid  more  money,  but  let  us  have 
men  down  there  that  are  dependable.  The 
boilers  are  all  right,  the  unit  is  all  right.  Let  us 
not  go  ahead  and  junk  this  $72,000  worth  of 
piachinery  that  has  been  in  operation  a  few  months 
just  to  protect  a  few  men  that  I  understand  are 
drunk  down  there,  and  that  are  being  tolerated. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted . 
The  order  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  16, 
nays — Coun.  Arnold,  Curtis,  Gleason,  Hein,  Kelly, 
Murray. 

Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for  final  action.

Ordered,  That  the  Street  Commission  be 
respectfully  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  advise  the  City  Council  whether  the 
present  use  of  Atlantic  avenue  for  steam  railroad 
trains  is  by  license  granted  by  the  City  of  Boston 
and  whether  there  is  any  restriction  with  reference 
to  hours  of  use;  and 

Further  ordered,  That  the  Street  Commission, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  said  Street 
Commission  hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to 
restrict  the  use  of  Atlantic  avenue  by  steam  trains 
to  such  hours  as  shall  not  unreasonably  interfere 
with  traffic  along  Atlantic  avenue  and  such  inter- 
secting streets  as  Richmond  street,  Clinton  street 
and  South  Market  street. 

Coun.  WILSON — With  reference  to  that  order, 
1  introduce  that  order  at  this  time,  having  in  mind 
that  the  City  of  Boston  has  spent  recently  between 
$100,000  and  $200,000  for  a  very  beautiful  and 
partly  effective,  growing  more  effective,  lighting 
system  for  traffic,  and  traffic  is  allowed  to  go  with 
some  rapidity  on  Tremont  street  and  Washington 
street,  but  due  to  the  fact  that  this  railroad  is 
allowed  to  shuttle  its  trains  up  and  down  Atlantic 
avenue  every  morning,  all  the  traffic  that  this 
expensive  lighting  system  brings  into  the  heart 
of  the  city,  immediately  on  turning  right,  comes 
through  Dock  square,  with  its  great  and  expensive 
widening,  down  through  such  streets  as  Richmond 
and  streets  in  the  market  district,  and  go  on  down 
Atlantic  avenue,  and  there  is  stopped  anywhere 
from  half  an  hour  to  an  hour  every  single  morning 
in  the  week,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  if  this  railroad 


is  to  be  allowed  to  negative  the  entire  effect  of  this 
lighting  system,  they  at  least  ought  to  be  restricted 
in  the  use  of  their  cars  to  night  hours,  or  hours  not 
between  8  and  10  in  the  morning. 
PasBed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PROPOSED       FOOT       PASSAGEWAY       OR 
BRIDGE  ACROSS  TRACKS  AT  BUTLER 
STREET. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That   his   Honor   the   Mayor   instruct

LOADING    PLATFORM    FOR    PASSENGERS 
AT   BUTLER  STREET. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following 

Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  be,  and 
said  commission  hereby  is,  respectfully  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  proceed  at  once 
with  plans  and  with  construction  of  an  appropriate 
loading  platform  for  passengers  at  Butler  street  on 
the  new  Dorchester  Rapid  Transit  line. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  those  two 
orders  concern  a  matter  in  which  I  have  for  over 
two  years  been  making  a  fight  for  proper  and  con- 
venient transportation  facilities  on  the  new  rapid 
transit  line  in  the  so-called  Lower  Mills  section  of 
Dorchester.  While  this  great  public  improve- 
ment was  still  under  construction,  as  long  ago  as 
September  5,  1928,  the  following  order  was,  at  my 
request,  passed  by  the  City  Council: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  be,  and 
said  commission  hereby  is,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  respectfully  requested  to  advise  the  City 
Council  forthwith  the  approximate  cost  of  con- 
structing along  the  line  of  the  new  Dorchester 
Rapid  Transit  a  footbridge  and  way  station  at  or 
near  the  site  of  the  present  freight  house  at  Butler 
street,  thereby  offering  convenient  rapid  transit 
facilities  for  residents  in  the  entire  Richmond 
street,  Adams  street,  Huntoon  and  Medway  streets 
sections  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed 
Cedar  Grove  Station  is  over  a  mile  distant." 

The  answer  of  the  Transit  Department  was  as 
follows,  in  the  City  Council  minutes  of  November 
13,  1928: 

"City  of  Boston, 
Transit  Department,  October  31,  192s. 
Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 

Dear  Sir, — We  return  herewith  order  of  the  City 
Council,  dated  September  5,  1928,  requesting  the 
approximate  cost  of  constructing  a  footbridge  and 
station  over  the  Dorchester  Rapid  Transit  near 
Butler  street. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost  $23,000  for  a 
5-foot  passageway,  together  with  the  necessary 
island  platform. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  people  in  this  vicinity  will 
utilize  the  Milton  Station,  which  is  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  from  Butler  street. 

Very  truly  yours, 

City  of  Boston  Transit  Department, 

by  Thomas  F.  Sullivan, 

Chairman." 

In  view  of  the  large  section  and  the  larger  num- 
ber of  people  affected,  and  the  fact  that  over  one 
half  of  the  passengers  at  the  Milton  Station  come 
from  the  Grove  or  Butler  street  side  of  the  \epon- 
set  river,  we  continued  to  urge  the  construction  of 
a  way  station  at  Butler  street,  or  even  a  footbridge 
over  the  Neponset  river.  When  the  railroad  bridge 
was  actually  under  construction  across  the  river  I 
received  assurances  from  both  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  and  the  Transit  Commission 
that  this  way  would  be  built,  to  allow  later  for  such 
a  bridge.  In  September,  1929,  I  again  appeared 
before  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  and  urged  some  relief.  In  October 
I  learned  that  the  opposition  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  A  Hartford  Railroad  was  really  pre- 
venting the  construction  of  the  contemplated  fooe- 
bridge.     I    wrote   in   October,    1929,   to   the    Xtw 
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York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  also 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  and  finally  was 
able  to  effect  a  conference  early  this  year,  at  which 
time  Mr.  Dana  of  the  Elevated  and  representatives 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  were  all  present,  together  with 
the  officers  of  the  Lower  Mills  Improvement 
Association,  and  at  that  time  the  Elevated  prom- 
ised to  make  plans  either  for  a  foot  passageway 
across  the  Neponset  river  or  a  station  platform  at 
Butler  street.  Following  that,  on  June  4,  1930,  I 
took  a  referendum  of  the  registered  voters  in  the 
entire  district  affected  with  reference  to  their  prefer- 
ence for  a  way  station  or  a  foot  passageway  across 
the  Neponset  river,  and  reported  the  result  of  that 
to  the  Elevated  Railway  Company,  and  last  week 
it  was  my  privilege  to  have  a  conference  with  Mr. 
Dana  of  the  Elevated,  at  which  the  president  of 
the  Lower  Mills  Improvement  Association  was 
present.  The  study  made  by  the  Elevated 
engineers,  their  No.  30-82,  has  now  been  completed. 
A  loading  platform  at  this  point,  it  appears,  will 
cost  the  Elevated  about  $12,000;  an  overhead 
footbridge  across  the  tracks,  about  6  feet  wide  for 
a  proper  approach,  will  cost  about  $16,000,  but  will 
mean  a  reasonably  convenient  car  stop  for  scores, 
and  perhaps  hundreds  of  families,  both  in  the  Grove 
section,  and  on  the  Adams  and  Richmond  street 
sides,  no  longer  necessitating  a  long  and  circuitous 
walk  all  the  way  up  Adams  street,  through  Pierce 
square,  and  down  to  the  Milton  Station.  I  have 
every  assurance  that  a  glance  at  any  street  map  of 
the  section  affected  will  convince  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  that  the  request  I  now  make  for  relief  is  a 
reasonable  and  proper  one.  I  believe  that  an 
examination  of  the  blueprint  plans  drawn  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  engineers  will  convince  his  Honor 


the  Mayor  that  the  city  should  cooperate  to  the 
fullest  extent,  especially  in  view  of  a  total  cost  of 
less  than  $28,000  for  both  footbridge  and  loading 
platform,  which  have  been  urged  and  sought  for  by 
the  people  of  this  district  since  as  long  ago  as 
September,  1928. 

The  orders  were  severally  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule.

VETO   OF  ANNUITY. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  the  order  adopted  by  your  honorable 
body  under  date  of  September  8,  1930,  providing 
for  the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  the  widow  of 
Frank  L.  Lyons,  late  a  captain  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

The  appended  opinion  as  submitted  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  which  is  in  confor- 
mity with  opinions  handed  down  in  similar  cases 
by  four  of  his  predecessors  in  office,  Thomas  M. 
Babson  under  date  of  December  20,  1909,  Judge 
Joseph  J.  Corbett  on  July  29,  1912,  E.  Mark 
Sullivan  on  April  11,  1924,  and  Frank  S.  Deland 
on  December  9,  1921,  leaves  no  other  course  open. 
Respectfully, 
James  M.  Curley,  Mayor. 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  September  22,  1930.

Mayor  of  Boston. 
Dear   Sir, — With   reference   to   your  inquiry   of 
September  20,  1930,  wherein  you  ask  for  an  opinion 
as  to  the  legality  of  an  order  of  the  City  Council 
which  provides: 

"Ordered:  That  an  annuity  of  six  hundred  dol-. 
lars  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  widow  of  Frank  L. 
Lyons,  late  captain  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment, such  annuity  to  continue  as  long  as  said 
widow  remains  unmarried  and  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Fire  Department,  Pensions  and 
Annuities," 


please  be  advised  that  the  provisions  of  law  author- 
izing an  annuity  such  as  in  the  present  case  are 
contained  in  section  1  of  chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of 
1930.  This  section  provides  in  part  that  certain 
annuities  shall  be  paid  in  the  event  that  a  member 
of  the  police  or  fire  force  of  this  city  is  killed  or  dies 
within  one  year  from  injuries  received  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  and  it  shall  be  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  that 
such  death  was  the  natural  and  proximate  result 
of  an  accident  occurring  during  the  performance 
and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty  as  such  member, 
and  provided,  also,  that  the  attending  physician  or 
medical  examiner  shall  certify  that  the  death  was 
the  direct  result  of  said  injury.  This  act  amends 
chapter  182  of  the  acts  of  1930,  which  requires 
acceptance  by  the  city.  You  will  observe  that  by 
the  language  used  in  chapter  241  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  payment  of  an  annuity  is  that  the 
fireman  shall  have  been  killed  or  shall  have  died 
from  injuries  received  and  that  the  death  was 
the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  an  accident. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  chapter  241  of  the 
Acts  of  1930  the  following  acts  were  applicable 
especially  to  the  City  of  Boston: 

Section  2  of  chapter  107  of  the  Acts  of  1880,  as 
amended  by  chapter  93  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919 
and  chapter  62  of  the  Acts  of  1920. 

Section  2  of  chapter  107  of  the  Acts  of  1880  is  as 
follows: 

"If  any  member  of  the  said  fire  department  shall 
die  from  injuries  received  while  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  and  shall  leave  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow, 
any  child  or  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  may  be 
paid  by  way  of  annuity  to  such  widow  so  long  as 
she  remains  unmarried,  or  to  any  such  child  or 
children  so  long  as  he  or  they  continue  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  and  the  board  of  fire  commis- 
sioners may  from  time  to  time  order  such  annuity 
to  be  reduced." 

It  is  thus  seen  that  under  the  present  act,  as  wel* 
as  under  the  earlier  statutes  applicable  to  Boston' 
that  the  Legislature  has  limited  the  payment  o! 
annuities  to  cases  where  the  fireman  died  from 
injuries  received  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Examiner  of  the  Fire 
Department  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  concerning 
the  late  Capt.  Frank  L.  Lyons  states  that  he  died  of. 
broncho-pneumonia  and  that  the  medical  certificate 
"proof  of  death"  gives  the  cause  of  death  as 
"bilateral  broncho-pneumonia."  This  report 
clearly  indicates  that  the  late  Capt.  Frank  L. 
Lyons  died  from  a  disease  rather  than  from  an 
injury.  In  my  opinion  section  1  of  chapter  241  of 
the  Acts  of  1930  does  not  apply  when  the  member 
of  the  department  dies  as  the  result  of  a  disease  and 
payment  must  be  confined  to  cases  where  death 
follows  as  the  result  of  inuries  due  to  an  accident 
occurring  during  the  performance  of  his  duty. 

Four  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  the  late 
Thomas  M.  Babson,  on  December  20,  1909,  Judge 
Joseph  J.  Corbett,  on  July  29,  1912,  E.  Mark 
Sullivan,  on  April  11,  1924,  and  Frank  S.  Deland, 
on  December  9,  1927,  arrived  at  the  same  con- 
clusion on  the  construction  of  the  word  "injuries" 
as  contained  in  the  earlier  statutes.  Mr.  Babson 
in  his  opinion  to  Samuel  D.  Parker  said: 

"The  statute  under  which  this  pension  or 
annuity  is  granted  does  not  apply  to  the  widows 
of  persons  who  died  of  disease  contracted  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  firemen,  but  only  to 
widows  of  persons  who  received  physical  injury 
which  resulted  in  some  way  in  their  death." 

He  further  ruled  that  the  statute  did  not  apply 
to  the  case  of  a  fireman  who  died  of  pneumonia 
occasioned  by  getting  wet  at  a  lire. 

Judge  Corbett  in  his  opinion  said: 

"In  an  effort  to  provide  relief  for  employees 
incapacitated  by  disease,  the  door  would  be 
opened  wide  to  claims  of  a  highly  flimsy  and 
litigous  character.  It  is  largely  a  matter  of  proof. 
Where  there  is  a  change  in  the  physical  structure, 
it  is  generally  possible  to  show  the  fact  that  it 
occurred  in  the  course  of  employment  which  pro- 
duced it.  Where  there  is  a  disease  it  depends  on 
the  statements  of  the  employee  and  his  physician. 
The  question  of  fact  that  it  was  caused  by  the 
employment  is  rarely  without  doubt." 

(See  opinions  dated  December  11,  1924,  of 
former   Corporation    Counsel    E.    Mark    Sullivan, 
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and   December   9,    1927,    of   former    Corporation 
Counsel  Frank  S.  Deland.) 

I  am  unable  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  different 
from  that  of  my  predecessors.  The  present  case 
very  clearly  indicates  that  the  late  captain  died  of 
sickness  or  disease  rather  than  from  injuries  re- 
ceived as  the  result  of  an  accident  which  occurred 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  within 
the  scope  of  his  employment.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — In  reply  to  yours  of  Septem- 
ber 20,  I  beg  to  advise  that  the  trustees  in  a  sin- 


cere effort  to  offer  a  five-cent  fare  so  that  short- 
haul  riders  might  take  advantage  of  same  and 
thereby  increase  the  number  riding,  placed  an 
experimental  plan  into  effect  for  thirty  days  from 
September  1.  This  plan  has  now  been  extended 
for  the  month  of  October.  It  is  believed  expedient 
to  make  no  change  in  the  method  now  in  operation 
until  the  trustees  know  the  results  and  can  come 
to  a  definite  conclusion  as  to  its  merits  as  far  as 
assisting  in  the  problems  of  meeting  our  revenue 
demands  is  concerned. 

Under  the  Service-at-Cost  Act  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  trustees  to  meet  the  cost  of  service. 
Owing  to  the  decline  in  gross  revenue  the  situation 
has  become  acute.  This  experiment  is  an  effort, 
through  a  fare  decrease  rather  than  a  fare  increase, 
to    see    what    results    actually    can    be    obtained.

In  reply  to  attached  order  in  Council,  by  Coun- 
cilor Wilson.  "  That,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
the  contracting  firm  in  charge  of  the  removal  of 
ashes  and  garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district  be 
instructed  and  required  forthwith  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  contract  between  that 
concern  and  the  City  of  Boston,"  we  expect 
complaints  from  every  large  district  as  regards  the 
individual  non-collection  of  garbage  and  litter  and 
for  many  reasons,  but  the  complaints  from  the 
four  big  districts  average  less  than  one  to  1,000 
inhabitants  for  the  period  from  August  1  to  27. 
which  is  the  season  ordinarily  when  we  have  the 
greatest  number  of  complaints  on  account  of  the 
large  amount  of  green  corn  waste  which  fills  up 
the  containers.  In  fact,  to  remedy  the  situation, 
we  have  given  some  portions  of  the  Dorchester 
district  more  than  two  collections  a  week  as  called 
for  under  the  contract. 

The  strange  provision  of  this  contract  for  the 
last  four  years  is  that  Dorchester  is  the  only  one 
of  the  five  contract  districts  which  requires  the 
collection  of  garbage  twice  a  week  the  year  around. 
Why  this  favoritism  was  shown  during  the  past 
four  years  is  a  mystery,  except  that  it  was  for  the 
purpose  of  favoring  a  bidder  for  the  first  year's 
contract  who  was  awarded  the  contract  and  who 
hopelessly  fell  down  on  collections  and  disregarded 
entirely,  it  is  said,  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 
It  may  be  that  the  people  of  Dorchester  having 
been  given  twice  the  service  as  any  other  section 
of  the  city,  either  contract  or  day  labor,  are  expect- 
ing too  much. 

We  realize  that  under  the  contract,  or  under  the 
day  labor  system,  the  individuals  who  collect  are 
human  and  sometimes  neglectful  and  are  resentful 
of  discourteous  treatment  from  householders  and. 
naturally,  take  offence  at  unreasonable  chronic 
kickers,  so  that  complaints  are  expected,  but  in  no 
case  where  a  complaint  reaches  either  the  district 
foreman's  desk  or  the  City  Hall  headquarters  do  we 
fail  to  see  that  proper  collection  is  made  imme- 
diately and  the  contractor  notified  that  conditions 
must  improve. 

Under  contracts  to  be  let  during  this  term,  it  is 
only  fair  to  the  rest  of  the  city  to  see  that  the 
number  of  collections  in  Dorchester  will  not  exceed 
those  made  elsewhere.

HEARING   ON   PARKING. 

Coun.    DONOVAN    submitted    the    following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be 
requested  to  grant  further  hearings  on  parking 
conditions  in  suburban  districts. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  introducing  the  order  at  this  time  is  that 
I  want  to  strenuously  protest  against  the  arrest  of 
people  who  park  cars  in  the  suburban  districts.  I 
personally  enjoy  the  friendship  of  the  police,  par- 
ticularly of  the  officers  in  my  district,  and  I  have 
the  highest  respect  for  their  honesty  and  devotion 
to  duty  as  public  officials.  But  I  want  to  most 
earnestly  and  strenuously  protest  against  the 
arrest  by  the  police  of  people  who  park  cars  in 
the  suburban  districts.  We  grant  certain  licens  eg 
and  privileges  in  Boston  to  taxicab  companies 
and  taxicab  owners,  and  certainly  no  good  pur- 
pose is  served  by  preventing  the  owners  of  cars 
in  the  suburban  districts  from  even  parking  cars 
in  front  of  their  own  homes,  particularly  where 
there  is  no  question  of  interference  with  traffic 
arising.  Certainly,  unless  a  man  is  interfering 
with  traffic  conditions,  he  has  a  perfect  right  to 
park  his  car  in  front  of  his  own  house.  Certainly 
no  question  can  arise  in  regard  to  such  parking 
of  cars  in  the  suburban  district  where  there  is 
no  interference  with  traffic.  As  I  understand  it, 
the  restrictions  against  the  parking  of  cars  in 
the  congested  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  in 
order  to  relieve  the  congestion  that  would  other- 
wise result.  That  is  all  right  in  the  heart  of  the 
business  section.  But  when  you  get  out  into  the 
suburban  districts  and  interfere  with  the  park- 
ing of  cars  outside  of  the  homes  of  our  citizens 
by  their  owners,  haling  into  court  taxpayers 
of  our  city  and  giving  them  a  criminal  record, 
simply  because  they  have  left  their  cars  parked 
outside  of  their  homes,  it  is  going  altogether 
too  far.  Whenever  we  have  an  innovation  of 
this  kind,  in  police  procedure  in  this  city,  the 
brunt  of  it  always  seems  to  fall  on  East  Boston. 
"Everything  falls  on  Patsy."  I  don't  know 
how  it  may  be  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  but, 
due  to  a  piece  written  by  a  scribe  on  one  of  our 
East  Boston  papers, — a  rather  long  article  dealing 
with  the  parking  of  cars  in  certain  parts  of  East 
Boston — which  was  evidently  called  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Traffic  Commissioner  by  one  of 
our  garage  owners,  the  police  have  been  indulging 
in  activities  in  the  way  of  bringing  into  court 
car  owners  in  our  section,  people  who  have  parked 
cars  in  places  where  there  was  no  interference 
whatever  with  traffic  conditions.  It  seems  to 
me  an  outrageous  thing.  I  am  not  offering  the 
order  at  all  as  an  affront  to  the  Traffic  Commis- 
sioner of  the  city,  who  simply  had  it  called  to  his 
attention  in  this  way  and  who  acted  accordingly; 
but  I  do  feel  that  it  is  outrageous  to  have  such  car 
owners  brought  into  the  courts  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  given  a  record  for  any  such  cause, 
people  who  are  honest,  law-abiding  citizens  of  the 
community. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  (Councilor 
Donovan)  in  this  matter.  I  feel  that  the  Traffic 
Commissioner  has  been  doing  an  excellent  job  in 
the  downtown  district  of  Boston,  but  I  agree  with 
the  councilor  that  a  resident  of  a  suburban  district 
ought   to   have   the   privilege   of   parking  his   own 


machine  in  front  of  his  own  home.  There  has 
been  similar  procedure  to  that  of  which  the 
councilor  tells  about  in  East  Boston  taken  in 
regard  to  parked  vehicles  in  the  Dorchester  district, 
particularly  in  the  neighborhood  of  Codman  Hill. 
There  have  been  such  cases  where  men  have  parked 
cars  in  front  of  their  own  homes,  and  also  cases 
where  they  have  parked  them  in  the  neighborhood 
of  various  moving  picture  houses,  where  they 
were  not  interfering  with  traffic  in  any  way  what- 
ever. It  seems  to  me  that  the  only  logical  objection 
to  such  parking  is  where  it  is  causing  congestion 
and  interfering  with  the  free  flow  of  traffic;  but  in 
the  residential  districts,  for  the  most  part,  particu- 
larly in  places  where  there  is  no  danger  of  traffic 
congestion,  the  police  of  this  city  could  better 
utilize  their  time  in  other  ways  than  by  bringing 
the  owners  of  cars,  who  park  them  in  front  of  their 
own  homes,  into  court.  Particularly  when  we 
consider,  Mr.  President,  the  breaks  that  have  been 
going  on  in  some  of  the  districts,  it  certainly  seems 
that  the  police  officers  in  such  districts  might 
better  utilize  their  time  on  the  more  secluded  and 
out-of-the-way  portions  of  their  beats  than  by 
staying  among  the  bright  lights,  in  such  places  as 
Codman  square,  which  may  afford  a  more  pleasant 
environment  than  the  other  places  where  their 
efforts  may  be  more  needed.  Certainly,  it  would 
seem  that  their  time  might  be  spent  to  better 
advantage  than  in  bringing  into  court  people  who 
park  cars  in  such  districts  in  front  of  their  own 
homes. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  also 
like  at  this  time  to  protest  against  the  treatment 
of  these  minor  violations  as  criminal  offenses, 
dragging  the  owners  of  such  cars  into  our  courts 
and  giving  them  thereby  criminal  records.  There 
has  been  legislation  suggested  on  the  Hill  for 
several  years,  carefully  thought  out  by  men  of 
judicial  capacity,  to  treat  such  technical  violations 
of  the  law  in  a  different  way  from  that  in  which 
really  criminal  matters  are  treated;  and  I  would 
like  to  see  the  Council  go  on  record  some  day  as 
favoring  such  proper  and  reasonable  legislation.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  that  last  order,  I  submit  that  that  request  of 


the  Mayor  is  a  very  proper  and  important  one. 
The  reason  for  the  request,  briefly,  is  this,  that 
in  the  1931  budget  some  provision  be  made  for 
clerical  assistance  to  follow  the  transfers  of  title 
and  the  Suffolk  Registry  of  Deeds.  I  understand, 
perhaps  erroneously,  that  even  at  the  present 
time  the  Board  of  Assessors  has  a  staff  of  eight  or 
ten  men  who  supposedly  follow  those  transfers 
and  keep  the  Assessing  Department  somewhat 
in  line  with  what  is  going  on,  in  order  that  tax 
bills  may  be  sent  to  the  proper  parties.  But, 
owing  to  the  present  duplication  of  effort  in  differ- 
ent departments,  there  should  be  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  men  assigned  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds  to 
give  notice  of  transfers  of  title  not  only  to  the 
assessors'  office,  but  to  the  Water  Division  of 
the  Public  Works  Department,  the  City  Collector's 
office,  and  other  offices  that  may  be  concerned 
with  transfers  of  title.  Recently,  in  spite  of  the 
assurance  of  the  last  administration  that  there 
would  be  no  further  water  shutoffs  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  despite  my  protest  earlier  this  year, 
I  understand  that  they  have  returned  to  the  old 
city  ordinance  in  the  matter  of  water  shutoffs, 
with  a  great  deal  of  injustice  and  hardship  to 
parties  who  are  really  innocent.  You  will  prob- 
ably recall  that  a  year  or  two  ago  the  Council 
thought  the  matter  of  sufficient  importance,  after 
scores  of  water  shutoffs  in  Dorchester,  to  recom- 
mend that  the  water  ordinance  that  allowed  that 
sort  of  thing  be  repealed,  having  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the  ones  who  suffer  in  such  cases  are  the  occu- 
pants, not  the  owners  of  the  buildings.  Our 
action  was  vetoed.  Assurance,  however,  was  given 
by  the  last  administration  that  that  sort  of  thing 
should  not  be  continued.  But  during  the  last 
month  several  instances  have  come  to  my  attention 
in  my  ward  of  shutoffs,  which,  of  course,  affect 
immediately  the  occupants,  without  notice  being 
served  on  the  present  owners,  probably  because  of 
misapprehension  in  regard  to  the  ownership.  It 
seems  to  me  some  provision  should  be  made  so 
that  the  Water  Department  may  know  to  whom 
to  send  their  notices,  and  the  City  Collector's 
office  should  be  kept  informed  so  that  it  may  know 
to  whom  to  send  tax  bills.  I  understand  that 
where  a  tax  bill  is  sent  to  the  wrong  owner,  and  is 
not  paid  for  two  years,  the  property  is  sold  for 
taxes,  and  then  the  question  comes  of  assessing 
costs  and  accrued  interest.  If  it  can  be  shown 
that  no  bill  was  sent  to  the  owner  of  record  on  the 
first  of  April,  even  though  the  city  is  trying  to  get 
the  taxes  for  two  or  three  years,  it  can  get  no  inter- 
est and  no  costs  under  the  law.  So  it  seems  to  me 
an  ordinance  such  as  I  suggest  would  also  be  in  the 
interest  of  the  city  in  that  respect.  Therefore,  not 
only  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  man  whose 
water  is  shut  off,  but  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
owner  of  the  property  and  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
I  feel  that  something  should  be  done  in  this  matter. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  respectfully  submits  the  following  report 
in  connection  with  the  order  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  on  September  8,  1930. 

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare 
at  its  regular  meeting  held  on  Wednesday,  Sep- 
tember 10,  1930,  considered  the  statements  which 
recently  appeared  in  the  press  to  the  effect  that 
it  had  been  stated  before  your  honorable  body 
that  the  overseers  require  men  receiving  aid  to 
accept  work  digging  clams,  or  be  denied  further 
consideration  for  aid. 

The  Board  desires  to  reply  that  any  such  charge 
is  entirely  unfounded  in  fact. 

For  reasons  which  you  will  readily  understand 
and  sympathize  with  the  Board  does  not  publicly 
discuss  the  names  or  facts  concerning  persons  in 
the  receipt  of  aid. 

After  very  careful  consideration  of  this  subject, 
however,  the  Board  feels  convinced  that  the  in- 
formation furnished  to  a  member  of  the  Council 
was  inaccurate  and  was  not  made  in  fairness  to 
the  Board  or  to  the  councilor  to  whom  made. 

Copy  of  a  letter  received  at  this  office  from  one 
of  the  men  to  whom  the  job  of  digging  clams  was 
offered,  is  inclosed  herewith  for  your  consideration 
since  it  does  in  fact  furnish  an  accurate  statement 
of  the  method  employed  in  the  department  with 
reference  to  the  subject  in  point.

tatives in  the  General  Court,  District  Attorney, 
Register  of  Probate  and  Insolvency;  also  to  give 
in  their  votes  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the  following 
questions: 

Question  No  1. — Proposed  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution. 
Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  re- 
lative to  the  apportionment  of  senatorial,  repres- 
entative and  councilor  districts,  further  described 
as  follows: 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution 
provides  for  the  annulment  of  Article  XXI  of 
the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the  Constitution 
and  the   substitution  therefor   of  a  new  Article 


XXI,  and  for  the  annulment  of  Article  XXII 
of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  substitution  therefor  of  a  ne  w  Ar- 
ticle XXII.  The  proposed  amendment  embodies 
in  substance  the  following  changes  in  and  addi- 
tions to  said  Articles  XXI  and  XXII: 

1.  In  proposed  Arti'le  XXI,  towns  of  twelve 
thousand  inhabitants  or  more  may  be  divided 
in  forming  representative  districts.  No  pre- 
cincts, however,  in  such  towns  may  be  divided. 
In  taking  the  census  the  special  enumeration  of 
legal  voters  shall  specify  the  number  residing  in 
each  precinct  of  such  towns.  Under  existing 
Amendment  XXI  no  town  may  be  divided  and 
no  specification  of  the  number  of  voters  in  a 
precinct  is  required. 

2.  The  division  of  a  county  into  representative 
districts  and  the  apportionment  of  representatives 
to  districts  therein  is  to  be  made  by  "The  county 
commissioners  or  other  body  acting  as  such  or,  in 
lieu  thereof,  such  board  of  special  commissioners 
in  each  county  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided 
by  law,  .  .  ."  Under  Article  XXI  as  it 
now  stands  the  division  and  apportionment  is 
made  by  "The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city 
of  Boston,  the  county  commissioners  of  other 
counties  than  Suffolk, — or  in  lieu  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  of  the  county 
commissioners  in  each  county  other  than  Suffolk, 
such  board  of  special  commissioners  in  each  county, 
to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  or  of 
the  towns  therein,  as  may  for  that  purpose  be 
provided  by  law,  .  .  ."  The  time  for  as- 
sembling of  such  commissioners,  board  or  body 
for  the  purpose  of  making  such  division  and  ap- 
portionment is  also  changed,  from  the  first  Tues- 
day of  August  next  after  each  assignment  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  number  of  representatives  to 
each  county,  to  a  time  within  thirty  days  after 
certification  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  such  commissioners,  board  or  body  of 
the  number  so  assigned,  or  within  such  other 
period  as  the  General  Court  may  by  law  provide. 

3.  Under  the  proposed  articles,  each  special 
enumeration  shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  the 
districts,  senatorial,  representative  and  councilor, 
for  the  ten-year  period  beginning  in  the  fourth 
January  following  said  special  enumeration  and  the 
present  division  of  districts  is  to  remain  in  effect 
until  January,  1939.  Under  the  existing  amend- 
ments the  ten-year  period  is  the  period  between 
the  taking  of  each  census.  (Thus,  the  next  re- 
division  based  upon  the  next  census  in  1935  would, 
under  the  proposed  articles,  affect  those  elected  in 
1938  to  hold  office  beginning  in  January,  1939, 
instead  of  affecting  those  elected  in  1936  to  hold 
office  beginning  in  January,  1937.  Under  existing 
amendments  representation  of  newly  created 
districts  begins  in  January  of  the  second  year  after 
cacli  ten-year  census,  whereas  under  the  proposed 
article  it  would  begin  in  January  of  the  fourth  year 
thereafter.)  The  number  of  representatives  (,240), 
senators  (40)  and  councilors  (8)  is  not  changed. 

4.  The  Legislature  may  limit  the  time  within 
which  a  division  of  representative,  councilor  or 
senatorial  districts  may  be  questioned  by  judicial 
proceedings.  The  existing  amendments  contain 
no  provision  that  itself  limits  or  authorizes  the 
Legislature  to  limit  such  time.

the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  110  in 
the  negative  and  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  11  in 
the  affirmative  and  20  in  the  negative,  be  approved? 

Question  No.  3. — Law  Proposed  by  Initiative 

Petition. 
Shall  the  proposed  law  which  amends  General 
Laws,  chapter  131,  by  inserting  therein  a  new  section 
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number  59A,  which  in  substance  makes  it  a  mis- 
demeanor punishable  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for 
any  person  to  use,  Set  or  maintain  any  trap  or  other 
device  for  the  capture  of  fur-bearing  animals 
which  is  likely  to  cause  continued  suffering  to  an 
animal  caught  therein  and  which  is  not  designed  to 
kill  the  animal  at  once  or  take  it  alive  unhurt, 
except  traps  or  other  devices  for  protection  against 
vermin,  set  or  maintained  within  fifty  yards  of  any 
building  or  cultivated  plot  of  land  to  the  use  of 
which  the  presence  of  vermin  may  be  detrimental, 
which  law  was  disapproved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote 
of  12  in  the  affirmative  and  24  in  the  negative, 
and  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of 
48  in  the  affirmative  and  107  in  the  negative,  be 
approved? 

Question  No.  4. 

Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty,  entitled,  "An 
Act  relative  to  the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston  "  be  accepted? 

Also  to  indicate  by  a  cross  which  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing plans  he  desires  to  have  adopted,  viz.: 

Plan  No.  1. — Return  to  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  its  railway  system  by  terminating  public 
management  and  operation  thereof. 

Plan  No.  2. — Continuation  of  public  management 
and  operation  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  in  accordance  with  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  agreed  to  by  the  stockholders  of 
said  company.

months.  The  President  of  the  nation  has  ap- 
pointed committee  upon  committee  to  solve  this 
situation;  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  appointed 
committees,  other  committees  have  been  appointed 
in  other  parts  of  the  country.  But  nothing  tangi- 
ble or  definite  has  been  done  to  relieve  the  unem- 
ployment situation,  and  suffering  continues  more 
and  more  each  and  every  day.  I  say  the  only 
solution  of  the  unemployment  situation  in  Boston 
is  the  appropriation  of  money  by  the  city  govern- 
ment in  order  to  set  the  example,  to  be  followed, 
we  trust,  by  the  appropriation  of  money  for  the 
Bame  purpose  by  private  individuals  and  industrial 
and  mercantile  concerns.  I  say  that  we  can  use 
a  million  dollars  outside  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  and  outside  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department.  It  might  mean  a  small  increase  in 
the  tax  rate,  but  if  the  luxury  items  are  cut  from 
the  budget  of  1931  it  will  not  mean  a  large 
increase;  and,  if  it  should  mean  an  increase,  I  say 
the  taxpayers  and  property  owners  are  willing  to 
stand  the  increase  in  order  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  the  citizens  of  our  city.  Chicago  has 
seen  fit  up  to  the  present  time  to  appropriate 
through  public  subscription  and  public  spirited 
support  by  citizens  312,000,000,  Cleveland, 
$6,000,000,  New  York  City  51,000,000.  I  read  in 
the  papers  yesterday  about  opening  the  jails  in 
order  to  house  people.  I  say  to  the  Council  and 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  where  are  the  poor  un- 
fortunates going  to  sleep  this  winter  if  we  do  not 
take  some  sort  of  a  stand  and  make  a  provision  for 
them?  Now  is  the  time  to  do  it.  A  million 
dollars  is  not  a  lot  of  money  when  it  comes  to 
placing  a  number  of  men  at  work  for  three  or  four 
months,  removing  the  ashes  and  garbage  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  doing  it  regularly  and  reasonably, 
frequently,  instead  of  waiting  two  or  three  weeks. 
I  hope  the  Mayor,  in  his  wisdom,  will  see  fit  to  go 
over  the  budget  of  1931,  cutting  from  it  the 
luxury  items  and  putting  in  there  SI, 000, 000  for 
the  hiring  of  unemployed  in  this  city,  possibly 
2,000  men. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  business,  industrial  and 
labor  leaders  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  raising,  by  popular  subscription, 
the  sum  of  two  million  dollars,  said  sum  to  be 
applied  to  the  relief  of  the  present  acute  and 
unprecedented  unemployment  situation,  and  to 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  said  committee, 
which  shall  be  held  strictly  accountable  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  for  its  proper  disbursement. 

Coun.  DOWD — This  order,  Mr.  President,  sug- 
gests that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  possibility  of  raising  S2.000,- 
000  by  public  subscription,  through  the  business 
men  of  Boston.  I  daresay  there  is  not  a  city  in 
the  entire  country  which  has  men  of  more  promin- 
ence and  wealth  than  this  city  of  ours,  and  I  say 
if  the  City  of  Boston  Bhows  the  right  spirit  by 
appropriating  one  million  dollars,  there  is  no  real 
reason  why  the  people  of  Boston  who  have  the 
money  should  not  appoint  a  committee  of  citizens 
to  raise  two  million  dollars  by  subscription,  making 
altogether  three  million  dollars,  to  be  used  to  care 
for  the  poor  and  unemployed  during  the  coming 
winter.

POWERS    OF    COUNCIL    IN    RE    PUBLIC 
WELFARE   DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  inform 
the    City    Council    relative    to    its    powers    with 
reference  to  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 


Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  board  for  the  last  five  years  I  have 
continuously  voted  for  the  appropriation  in  the 
budget  for  the  Overseeing  of  the  Poor  Depart- 
ment. While  our  powers  are,  I  believe,  somewhat 
limited  by  statute,  I  would  like  to  know  at  this 
time  what  our  powers  really  are  in  reference  to 
that  department.  I  don't  want  to  know  who 
personally  is  receiving  the  doles  in  our  city,  but 
I  do  want  to  know  how  the  money  that  has  been 
appropriated  by  the  City  of  Boston,  the  three 
million  dollars,  has  been  allocated.  We  con- 
tinually ask  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  Department 
to  take  care  of  some  of  the  poor  in  our  districts, 
and  we  continuously  hear  the  same  old  story, 
"We  can  do  nothing."  In  giving  out  the  dole,  it 
seems  to  me  cases  should  be  dealt  with  differently, 
according  to  circumstances,  that  more  should  be 
given  in  one  case  than  in  another.  So  that  we 
may  know  just  what  out  position  is,  I  am  asking 
the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  our  rights  and  our 
jurisdiction  over  that  amount  of  money.  I  would 
like  to  know  to  what  extent  they  are  willing  to  go 
with  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  working 
with  them  in  harmony  to  secure  the  proper  dole 
for  the  unfortunates  of  our  districts. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  that  last  order,  I  heard,  as  I  was  entering  the 
chamber,  what  Councilor  Dowd  said  in  reference 
to  unemployment  conditions  in  the  city  and 
elsewhere,  and  I  cannot  fail  to  have  in  mind  that 
in  the  closing  days  of  the  last  administration  one 
of  the  chief  arguments  in  favor  of  the  $16,000,000 
to  be  appropriated  for  the  East  Boston  Tunnel 
was  that  it  would  help  alleviate  unemployment 
conditions.  So  I  think  now,  after  the  passage  of 
many  months,  the  Council  is  entitled  to  be  en- 
lightened on  the  question  of  whether  any  men  are 
to  be  put  at  work  there  before  the  average  unem- 
ployed man  in  the  City  of  Boston  drops  dead  while 
he  is  waiting  for  a  job.  I  think  possibly  some 
information  may  be  available  at  this  time  as  to 
what  is  proposed,  either  in  the  matter  of  actual 
digging  or  possible  demolition  of  buildings,  or  as 
to  the  plans  for  putting  men  at  work  in  some  way.

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  for  ap- 
pointment of  special  committee  of  five  members 
to  consider  the  unemployment  situation, — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

President  LYNCH  appointed  as  said  committee 
Councilors  Dowd,  Fitzgerald,  Hein,  Green  and 
Wilson. 


UNEMPLOYMENT  SITUATION. 
Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Governor  and  Council  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  suspend 
the  civil  service  rules  during  the  present  period  of 
unemployment  in  order  that  temporary  appoint- 
ments may  be  made  in  the  city  service  without 
the  approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
said  appointments  in  any  case  not  to  exceed  ninety 
days.  Said  rules  to  apply  only  to  laborers  and 
mechanics  in  any  branch  of  the  city  service. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  previous 
to  the  appointment  of  the  present  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  cities 
and  towns  were  allowed  to  appoint  men  for  periods 
of  thirty,  sixty  and  ninety  days  without  resort- 
ing to  the  civiL  service  list,  in  cases  of  emergency, 
times  like  the  present,  when  we  see  the  worst 
unemployment  situation  that  has  existed  for  many 
years.  It  is  within  the  province  of  the  Governor 
and  Council  to  suspend  the  civil  service  rules. 
They  are  not  laws,  but  rules,  and  there  is  no  time 
better  than  the  present  to  help  out,  so  far  as  it  is 
possible  to  do  so,  in  the  unemployment  situation. 
As  has  already  been  suggested  earlier  in  the 
season,  there  are  many  times  in  the  Sanitary- 
Service  and  in  the  other  services  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  and  other  departments,  when 
temporary  labor  can  be  put  on  in  times  of  distress, 
except  for  these  rules.  There  is  no  reason,  under 
the  circumstances,  why  there  should  not  be  sucli 
a  suspension.  The  Governor  and  Council  have 
that  power.  The  last  Legislature  passed  a  law 
giving  the  right  to  suspend  the  rules  for  ninety 
days  in  the  case  of  those  with  dependents.  But 
it  didn't  really  relieve  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion, because  in  many  cases  men  taken  from  the 
list  were  already  employed,  were  in  positions 
where  they  were  drawing  good  salaries  and  were 
simply  seeking  the  opportunity  to  do  additional 
work  for  the  city.  They  were  in  some  cases 
instructed  by  men  in  politics  to  "take  the  tempo- 
rary job,  and  we  will  make  it  permanent."  in 
some  cases  they  gave  up  a  permanent  job  and  lost 
out,  but  in  many  cases  there  were  people  ap- 
pointed who  simply  were  looking  for  a  chance  to 
make  a  little  extra  money,  people  already  in 
employment.  That  is  one  of  the  curses  we  have 
today,  the  so-called  "rackets,"  places  being  filled 
by  people  who  are  already  drawing  one,  two  or 
three  salaries,  while  others  are  walking  the  streets 
with  nothing  to  do;  just  as  there  are  men  at  the 
present  time  receiving  amounts  for  100  per  cent 
disability,  and  then  taking  different  jobs  around, 
while  others  are  walking  the  streets  absolutely 
without  employment.  It  is  a  crime,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. We  see  men  who  are  middle-aged,  with  a 
look  of  sadness  on  their  faces,  too  proud  to  beg, 
too  proud  to  ask  for  relief  from  the  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare,  many  of  whom  have  seen  better 
days,  and  who  have  children  suffering  with  hun- 
ger, while  they  themselves  are  walking  the  streets 
without  a  job  and  others  with  jobs  are  enjoying 
these  "rackets."  Now  is  the  opportunity  for  us 
to  start  something  here,  to  stir  matters  up  witli 
the  Mayor  and  the  Governor,  appealing  to  the 
Governor  to  open  his  great  heart  and,  himself  and 
his  Council,  to  suspend  the  rules.  Every  day  no 
doubt  there  are  sixty  or  seventy  men  who  stay  away 
from  their  jobs  with  the  Public  Works  Department, 
who  are  not  on  duty  by  reason  of  sickness  and  one 
thing  and  another,  do  not  report,  and  if  such  action 
as  is  proposed  here  is  taken,  men  can  be  put  on 
temporarily  in  their  place.  I  know  of  many  cases 
where  there  is  that  opportunity  and  where  at  the 
present  time  they  cannot  put  such  men  on,  but 
simply  have  to  appeal  to  the  civil  service,  which 
sometimes  involves  a  delay  of  three  or  four  weeks 
in  order  to  get  a  lift.  Now  is  the  time  for  such 
action  as  is  proposed  here.  Now  is  the  time  for 
the  Governor  and  the  Mayor  to  act.  It  is  all  right 
for  highbrows  to  meet  at  the  Parker  House  and 


other  places  and  discuss  these  matters,  but  what 
do  the  highbrows  know  about  the  poor?  What  do, 
they  know  about  people  in  the  section  where  I  live, 
the  people  in  Charlestown,  people  in  Roxbury  and 
South  Boston.  Some  of  us  always  have  the  poor 
with  us  in  our  sections,  and  here  an  opportunity 
suggests  itself  to  do  something  for  them.  There 
are  always  cases  of  men  who  do  not  report  for  duty 
at  certain  times ,  and  on  such  occasions  these  men 
can  be  given  some  work.  I  tell  you,  Mr.  President, 
the  time  has  arrived  when  something  has  got  to  be 
done  besides  talking.  The  situation  makes  me 
sick.  Here  we  are,  members  of  this  City  Council, 
trustees  of  the  city,  who  are  not  even  consulted  on 
any  of  these  matters  today.  I  had  the  same  order 
to  introduce  that  was  introduced  by  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd).  We  are  trustees  of 
this  city,  Mr.  President,  and  we  are  ignored.  On 
the  street  corners  and  other  places  where  men  meet 
us  they  say  the  City  Council  are  a  lot  of  beggars, 
not  even  being  consulted  on  these  matters  where 
they  should  be  consulted.  Let  us  have  some 
gumption.  We  at  least  have  the  power  to  appro- 
priate, and  it  is  the  appropriating  power  that 
makes  the  mare  go  in  this  city.  Why  should  the 
Council  surrender  its  rights?  Of  course,  the  Mayor 
is  the  executive,  but  we  also  have  our  duties  as  a 
part  of  the  city  government,  and  we  are  totally 
ignored.  We  vote  for  appropriations  and  are  then 
given  no  consideration  by  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments; and  yet  these  men  come  in  and  we  pass 
ordinances  increasing  their  salaries.  In  return, 
what  do  we  get?  I  say  that  people  are  getting 
restive  all  over  the  city,  and  have  been  so  for  the 
last  year.  We  appropriate  $100,000  for  a  great 
celebration,  and  hundreds  are  put  to  work.  A 
lot  of  fourflushers  and  fashion  plates  are  put  to 
work,  while  these  poor  fellows  are  walking  the 
streets.  I  say  that  the  City  Council  should  have 
been  called  upon  and  given  the  right  to  see  that 
their  constituents  were  properly  taken  care  of. 
We  have  hundreds  of  men  clamoring  at  our  doors 
continually.  It  is  all  right  for  these  men  who 
occupy  comfortable  positions  and  who  are  living 
on  the  fat  of  the  land,  but  the  time  will  come 
when  tlie  wheel  will  turn.  Those  who  are  up 
today  will  be  down  tomorrow.  When  those 
list?  come  down  from  the  civil  service,  the  heads 
of  departments  should  be  forced  to  find  out  if 
those  men  who  seek  employment  are  engaged  in 
other  employment,  and  I  say  that  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  have  a  right  to  be  considered 
in  the  matter.  We  deal  with  these  men  every 
day,  we  know  what  their  conditions  are,  what 
their  needs  are.  But  some  of  the  others  who  get 
these  jobs  are  driven  up  to  City  Hall  in  automo- 
biles. The  time  was  when  such  men  would  have 
been  driven  out  when  they  were  seeking  for  em- 
ployment, when  they  did  not  deserve  it.  That 
was  in  the  days  of  party  organization.  But  there 
is  no  party  organization  today,  Democratic  or 
Republican,  and  men  are  building  up  their  own 
personal  machines.  We  are  the  ones  that  will 
suffer,  and  we  should  be  held  to  answer.  It  is 
for  your  interest,  members  of  this  body,  to  try  to 
do  something  in  this  matter,  because  these  men 
come  and  go.  and  statistics  go  on  forever.  Let  us 
try  to  do  something  for  the  deserving  people  in  our 
district.  They  cannot  hide  behind  this  civil 
service  provision  because  it  is  a  law.  It  is  not  a 
law;  it  is  a  ride.  Down  to  the  time  of  the  present 
chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  the 
matter  was  in  their  power;  they  had  this  right. 
If  this  rule  can  be  temporarily  suspended,  there 
will  be  an  opportunity  at  times,  as  I  say,  for  100 
or  200  men  to  be  put  to  work  in  this  manner, 
where  opportunities  afford  themselves,  and  we 
want  to  see  to  it,  if  possible,  that  men  shall  not  be 
put  to  work  unless  they  really  need  it  and  are  in 
dire  want. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  sym- 
pathy with  what  the  gentleman  from  Ward  3 
(Coun.  Fitzgerald)  has  said,  but  I  fail  to  follow 
the  line  of  argument  that  a  change  of  rules  will 
create  work.  It  seems  to  me  the  manner  to  put 
hundreds  of  men  at  work  is  to  take  hold  of  projects 
such  as  Governor  square  and  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel,  concerning  which  I  introduced  an  order 
earlier  this  afternoon.  Personally,  while  I  have 
sympathy  with  the  people  of  East  Boston  who  are 
given  until  December  1  to  move,  having  in  mind 
unemployment  conditions,  although  with  perhaps 
no  knowledge  of  how  to  run  any  department  of 
the  city  as  an  expert,  it  would  appeal  to  me  it  was 
time  that  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  on  the 
Boston  and  East  Boston  sides  should  be  shortly 
started,  and  that  it  would  place  hundreds  of  men 
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at  work,  also  enabling  the  later  work  on  the  tunnel 
to  be  pushed  to  a  more  rapid  conclusion.  It 
seems  to  me  the  way  to  relieve  unemployment  is 
to  get  at  work  on  city  jobs  that  are  already  sup- 
posed to  be  under  way.  I  do  not  believe  in  wiping 
out  civil  service  rules  and  I  don't  believe  that  an 
appeal  of  this  kind  for  action  by  the  present 
Governor,  appealing  to  his  great  heart,  or  whatever 
the  expression  was,  will  create  more  work  than 
exists.  I  do  not  believe  that  canceling  civil  service 
rules  will  place  men  at  work.  The  only  way  is  to 
create  or  get  under  way  the  job,  and  in  that  way 
get  men  off  the  streets,  whether  under  the  civil 
service  laws  or  outside  the  civil  service  laws. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester  does  not  probably  understand 
what  I  was  driving  at.  At  the  present  time,  in 
the  West  End  of  Boston,  in  Roxbury,  the  South 
End,  Charlestown,  East  Boston  and  South  Boston, 
when  the  men  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Department 
are  supposed  to  come  out  in  the  morning,  there 
may  be  fifty  men  out  sick,  and  that  may  be  the 
case  for  a  period  of  three  or  four  days.  Under  the 
old  way  of  doing  things  men  would  have  been  put 
on  in  their  place,  but  that  cannot  be  done  now  on 
account  of  civil  service  rules.  That  is  the  reason 
for  suspending  the  rules  at  a  time  like  this,  so  that  a 
number  of  men  can  be  promptly  taken  care  of  in 
connection  with  the  various  work.  Of  course,  I 
don't  refer  to  the  Governor  square  job.  That  will 
come  under  civil  service,  as  it  is  an  entirely  different 
sort  of  a  job.  Up  to  a  year  ago,  men  could  always 
be  taken  care  of  in  such  a  situation,  their  jobs  being 
filled  for  the  time  being.  I  have  no  desire,  Mr. 
President,  to  break  down  the  civil  service  laws.  I 
simply  want  to  give  the  heads  of  departments  the 
same  power  they  had  up  to  a  year  ago.  The 
Governor  and  Council  can  suspend  the  rules  for 
the  present  emergency.  But  the  present  chairman 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  takes  the  stand 
that,  no  matter  for  how  long  a  time  or  how  short  a 
time  a  man  works,  he  must  come  through  the 
civil  service.  That,  under  the  circumstances,  is 
wrong.  Suppose  we  are  trying  to  get  a  job  for 
new  men — probably  it  will  take  two  weeks  before 
they  can  be  put  on  the  civil  service  list.  In  the 
^meantime,  the  thing  is  held  up.  But  if  they  were 
put  on  for  thirty  days,  they  would  get  the  work, 
and  the  money  paid  for  the  services  would  not  be 
simply  held  idle  in  the  city  treasury.  I  am  merely 
trying  to  take  care  of  emergencies,  covering  em- 
ployment of  thirty  days,  in  no  event  more  than 
ninety  days. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily  in 
sympathy  with  what  the  councilor  from  the  West 
End  (Coun.  Fitzgerald)  has  said,  but  is  seems  to  me 
that,  outside  of  what  he  has  said,  the  civil  service 
sometimes  works  a  hardship  under  present  con- 
ditions. It  is  not  merely  the  laborer  who  is  out 
of  work.  It  is  the  white  collar  man  who  is  out  of 
work.  Then,  under  the  civil  service,  there  is  a 
preference  for  the  Legionnaire,  the  man  who  served 
in  wartime.  I  grant  you  that  he  is  entitled  to 
consideration,  but  I  have,  and  you  all  have  living 
in  your  districts  men,  fathers  of  six,  eight  or  ten 
children,  who  cannot  get  employment  because,  if 
they  are  on  the  civil  service  list,  they  are  away 
down  on  the  list.  I  certainly  think  the  father  of 
six  or  eight  children  is  entitled  to  consideration. 
I  think  the  civil  service  is  a  good  thing  under 
certain  conditions,  but  I  don't  think  it  always 
works  properly  in  the  present  situation.  Wc 
sometimes  hear  the  laborer  referred  to,  however, 
as  if  he  were  the  only  man  deserving  of  considera- 
tion. But  it  is  not  the  laborer  always,  the  man 
who  is  physically  fit  to  work  as  a  laborer,  that  is 
hurt.  It  is  the  so-called  white-collar  man,  who 
'  is  not  physically  fit  to  do  laboring  work.  Nothing 
whatsoever  is  being  done  for  him.  I  have 
earned  that  today  is  the  first  day  of  the  extension 
of  the  Boylston  Street  Subway  where  the  civil 
service  list  has  been  suspended,  so  that  a  man 
could  possibly  get  a  job  there — a  carpenter,  for 
instance.  The  Governor,  being  an  employer, 
must  know  that  there  are  some  men  suffering  who 
have  never  applied  for  civil  service  rating.  But 
they  cannot  starve  because  they  could  not  do  so, 
and  they  are  entitled  to  consideration.  I  am  in 
favor  of  suspending  all  civil  service  rules  under  the 
present  conditions,  when  there  are  thousands  who 
need  work.  I  was  astounded  last  winter,  when  the 
snow  storm  came,  that  men  had  to  come  out_  to 
West  Roxbury  to  buy  a  house  in  order  to  get  a  job 
to  shovel  snow.  They  had  to  walk  or  ride  to  West 
Roxbury  to  get  a  card  bearing  my  name,  in  order 
to  get  a  job  of  snow  shoveling  for  three  or  four 
hours.     I  think  that  is  an  outrage.     I  think  a  man 


who  needs  a  job  badly  enough  so  that  he  is  willing  to 
shovel  snow  should  not  have  to  go  to  any  councilor 
for  his  name  in  order  to  get  that  job.  I  think  the 
entire  civil  service  should  be  suspended  and  that 
men  who  need  work  and  who  have  families  should 
be  given  the  preference. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  order  re-read,  because  as 
I  understood  it,  all  civil  service  rules  were  to 
be  suspended,  and  that,  I  suppose,  would  in- 
directly suspend  the  Veterans'  Preference  Act 
of  the  Legislature.  I  suppose  what  is  aimed 
at  is  merely  temporary  work,  but,  if  I  heard  the 
order  aright,  it  proposed  to  suspend  civil  service 
rules  for  all  jobs.  I  ask  that  it  be  re-read. 
The  clerk  re-read  the  order. 
Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
suggest  that  in  order  to  relieve  the  unemploy- 
ment existing,  instead  of  employing  men  for 
ninety  days,  they  be  given  thirty  days  employ- 
ment. For  example,  where  you  would  employ 
one  man  for  ninety  days,  three  men  might  be 
given  work  for  thirty  days  each.  Every  little 
bit  under  present  conditions  is  going  to  help. 
So  I  think  if  we  are  really  going  to  tackle  the 
proposition  in  the  right  way,  the  order  should 
be  so  amended. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  will  agree  to  that 
amendment  proposed  by  Coun.  Cox,  providing 
for  thirty  days,  Mr.  President.  I  simply  want 
to  relieve  the  present  situation,  and  I  will  agree 
to  that. 

The  order  was  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  "ninety"  before  "days"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  "thirty,"  and  adding  after  "days" 
the  words  "at  one  time,"  so  as  to  read,  "Said 
appointments  in  any  case  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days  at  one  time." 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  if  the  councilor  from  the  West  End  (Coun. 
Fitzgerald)  would  consider  amending  the  order 
so  as  to  give  preference  to  married  men  with 
families? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  can- 
not at  present  agree  to  any  proposition  of  the 
kind.  I  believe  in  letting  them  use  their  own 
judgment,  and  that  if  we  add  anything  more 
to  the  order  we  will  probably  lose  the  effective- 
ness of  the  whole  proposition. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
very  important  order.  I  realize  that  it  is  the 
sincere  desire  of  the  councilor  from  the  West 
End  to  help  out  in  a  very  important  emergency, 
but  it  would  seem  to  me  that,  if  we  are  going 
to  ask  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  sus- 
pend the  rules,  we  should  make  some  provision 
so  that  those  who  will  receive  this  temporary 
work  as  compensation  will  be  those  most  need- 
ing it.  The  trouble  lias  been,  so  far  as  my  ex- 
perience in  the  Council  shows,  that  those  who 
get  the  jobs  are  not  always  those  who  most  need 
them.  It  is  well  known  that  many  men  around 
City  Hall  today  who  have  employment  here 
also  serve  on  these  outside  positions.  As  re- 
gards preference  for  veterans,  I  have  always 
felt  that  they  were  entitled  to  some  preference, 
but  certainly  not  the  preference  that  would 
give  a  veteran  who  has  GO  per  cent  an  advantage 
over  another  man  receiving  99  per  cent.  It  is  un- 
fair that  such  a  provision  should  be  still  in  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  I  think  we  would 
all  be  perfectly  willing  to  give  the  veteran  a 
certain  percentage  of  advantage,  but  to  say 
that  a  veteran  who  gets  a  mark  of  00  per  cent 
shall  take  precedence  over  another  man  who 
gets  99  per  cent  is  unfair.  Of  course,  wc  all 
want  to  help  the  man  who  is  out  of  work.  I 
myself  called  attention  to  the  effect,  of  automatic 
machinery  on  this  question  of  nonemployment 
;nshilc  ago.  Wc  must  all  realize  the  tremendous 
amount  of  unemployment  that  arises  from  the 
vastly  increased  use  of  machinery.  It  affords 
a  very  grave  problem  today.  There  are  auto- 
matic machines  in  this  country  that  will  do  the 
work  of  000,000,000  workers,  where  we  have 
but  45,000,000.  Now,  people  must  earn  a  living. 
We  all  hear  the  gossip  around  the  Council  as  to 
unemployment  conditions  about  us.  Never  in 
our  lifetimes  have  we  Been  such  an  acute  situation 
as  exists  today,  and  perhaps  wc  never  will  again. 
It  is  a  matter  that  touches  every  home  and  every 
town  and  city  in  the  land.  I  come  from  a  dis- 
trict where  there  bai  always  been  a  tremendous 
amount  of  manufacturing.  There  are  out  there, 
among  other  places,  the  New  York,  N'i-u  Haven 
&  Hartford  car  shops,  which  at  one  time  em- 
ployed  10,000  men.     Today  there  are  less  than 
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2,000,  and  it  is  entirely  probable  that  within 
two  years  they  will  be  shut  down.  The  time 
has  gone  by  when  there  was  employment  for 
every  man.  The  scientific  improvement  in 
machinery  in  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years  has 
done  more  to  eliminate  the  necessity  for  human 
employment  than  all  the  advance  made  in  the 
previous  history  of  the  world.  That  is  what  is 
the  trouble.  Look  at  the  situation  in  Chicago 
and  Cleveland,  as  well  as  in  all  the  other  large 
cities.  There  they  are  trying  to  remedy  con- 
ditions. Prominent  business  men  in  those  cities, 
as  well  as  in  Detroit,  are  getting  together  to  try 
to  alleviate  the  situation.  The  Mayor  of  New 
York  is  doing  the  very  same  thing,  and  Governor 
Rolph  of  California  is  getting  the  business  men 
there  to  get  together  this  winter  and  relieve 
the  terrible  conditions.  When  the  police  started 
out  to  take  the  census  in  Boston  I  had  a  ques- 
tion put  in  asking  whether  the  wage-earners  of 
the  family  were  out  of  work.  Forty-one  thousand 
reported  that  they  were  out  of  work,  and  I  told 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  that  to  my  mind  that  meant 
100,000,  the  reason  being  that  the  average  man 
would  not  want  to  inform  the  police  that  he  was 
out  of  work.  There  is  that  human  Bense  of 
pride  and  privacy  that  would  prevent  a  mother 
or  sister  from  saying  that  the  wage-earner  of  the 
family  was  out  of  work.  So  when  41,000  were 
so  reported,  it  undoubtedly  meant  that  the  num- 
ber was  around  100,000.  The  United  States 
enumerator  in  the  same  month  went  to  the  same 
homes  in  Boston  and  asked  how  many  reported 
that  they  were  out  of  work.  It  came  to  pass 
that  a  United  States  enumerator  in  asking  the 
perfectly  plausible  question  might  get  a  better 
response  than  a  police  enumerator  would  get, 
but  they  reported  24,000  only.  I  tried  to  find 
out  why,  writing  to  Miss  Barrow  of  New  York 
State,  an  authority  on  social  service  matters, 
asking  whether  it  was  a  common  thing  for  people 
who  were  out  of  work  to  be  unwilling  to  so  re- 
port. She  said  that  that  was  so,  and  that  in 
cases  where  they  had  been  promised  a  job  they 
didn't  put  themselves  down  as  unemployed.  I 
can  see  why  that  might  easily  be  the  case.  Of 
course,  there  are  going  to  be  many  appeals  to 
relax  the  civil  service  law,  and  I  don't  know  that 
suoh  relaxation  will  help  unless  it  is  insisted  that 
men  who  are  furnished  employment  shall  not 
be  those  who  are  already  holding  positions,  and 
unless  a  provision  is  made  that  the  most  de- 
serving, perhaps  those  having  five  or  six  children, 
shall  take  precedence.  The  trouble  today  is 
to  find  so  many  professionals  on  the  job.  The 
problem  is  to  give  the  jobs  to  those  who  really 
need  them.  Men  with  children,  men  with  heavy 
responsibilities,  should  be  first  considered,  and 
not  the  chiselers.  Generally,  a  man  out  of  a 
job  for  the  first  time  does  not  file  an  application. 
Therefore,  I  respectfully  ask  that  consideration 
and  preference  be  given  to  married  men  with 
children;  and,  in  the  event  of  that  not  being  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  this  order,  I  will  in- 
troduce a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
we  are  getting  anywhere  this  afternoon,  and  1 
suggest  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  special 
committee  just  appointed.  I  think  that  is  the 
proper  place  for  it.  We  can  then  call  a  meeting  of 
the  committee  immediately  after  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  and  tomorrow  can  wait  on  the 
Governor,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  and 
the  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  think  that  is  about  all 
that  can  be  done.  I  think  the  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  special  committee. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  would  say  that 
under  the  rules  he  intends  to  refer  the  order  to  the 
special  committee. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  disagree  with 
the  last  councilor  in  his  remarks  to  the  effect  that 
we  should  shut  off  further  discussion  of  the  unem- 
ployment situation  by  referring  this  order  to  that 
committee.  All  I  have  heard  since  I  have  taken 
office  is  "unemployment,"  and  I  heartily  agree 
with  the  councilor  from  the  West  End  when  he 
says  that  the  twenty-two  men  in  the  Boston  City 
Council,  possibly  together  with  the  forty-four 
Representatives  and  the  few  Senators  from  Boston, 
know  more  about  the  unemployment  situation 
from  a  practical  standpoint  than  many  of  the 
people  who  are  trying  to  be  so  active  in  this  matter 
and  who  are  claiming  to  take  such  an  interest  in  it. 


We  know  the  men  who  come  to  our  homes,  who 
stop  us  on  the  street  and  tell  us  stories.  We  know 
more  about  it  than  the  Mayor  or  than  some  of  these 
other  people  who  claim  to  know  so  much  about 
unemployment.  The  men  come  to  our  houses, 
and  not  to  theirs  and  tell  their  stories  to  us  as 
public  servants.  Therefore,  we  know  at  first  hand 
about  the  unemployment  situation.  These  other 
people  are  not  bothered  at  their  homes  at  night  by 
the  men  who  are  unemployed.  I  say  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  is  not  bothered  at  his  home  by 
people  asking  for  jobs.  His  telephone  is  not 
ringing  continually  at  night.  Even  when  he  is 
leaving  here,  the  elevator  is  cleared  so  that  no  other 
persons  are  allowed  in  it,  who  may  ask  him  for  a 
job.  Certainly  such  men  as  the  members  of  this 
body,  the  twenty-two  councilors,  are  much  more 
in  touch  with  conditions  in  the  unemployment 
situation  than  these  others  in  the  community. 
So  I  hope  we  will  discuss  unemployment  until 
something  comes  out  of  the  discussion — even  if  it 
is  a  tax  on  the  automatic  machines  which  Clem 
Norton  has  told  us  about.  Perhaps  those  machines 
might  be  taxed,  giving  the  money  that  is  so  raised 
over  to  those  men  who  are  unemployed.  Some- 
thing has  got  to  be  done,  and  the  more  we  discuss 
the  matter  the  more  ideas  we  will  get  on  the  subject. 
So  I  mean  to  discuss  it,  if  necessary,  having  a 
meeting  every  day  this  week  and  next  week  until 
something  is  done  about  it.

We  have 
out  there  a  very  serious  situation.  On  one  side 
is  Ward  11  and  on  the  other  Ward  19.  Where 
fire  apparatus  has  to  come  down  Hyde  Park 
avenue,  it  has  to  go  through  a  very  narrow  passage 
to  Washington  street,  passing  through  the  neck  of- 
the  bottle.  If  we  take  land  and  widen  and  relocate 
Washington  street  and  Hyde  Park  avenue  at  that 
point  we  will  then  have  a  proper  thoroughfare  for 
the  people  of  that  district.  Certainly,  it  is  im- 
portant that  something  should  be  done  not  only 
for  fire  apparatus  going  back  and  forth  but  for 
traffic  in  general,  which  is  very  heavy  at  that 
point.  Children  going  to  school,  for  instance, 
have  to  come  down  Hyde  Park  avenue  into  Wash- 
ington street,  and  they  do  so  at  great  danger  to 
themselves,  going  through  this  small,  narrow  neck 
of  the  bottle  at  a  great  deal  of  risk.  If  this  widen- 
ing is  done,  it  is  going  to  make  it  much  safer  for 
them  to  go  to  and  from.  This  is  a  thing  that  is 
very  much  needed  in  our  district,  and  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass.

I  referred  the  matter  to  the  City  Planning  Board 
who  also  agree  that  the  city  should  sell  the  land. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  for  its  sale  at  an  upset  price 
of  $39,500.

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Planning  Board  returns 
herewith  letter  from  William  P.  Long,  chairman 
of  the  Park  Department,  suggesting  that  the 
property  adjacent  to  264  Freeport  street,  Dor- 
chester, containing  160,745  square  feet  of  land,  be 
sold  at  public  auction  for  the  reason  that  it  is  of 
no  use  to  his  department  and  will  never  be  used 
for  park,  beach  or  playground  purposes. 

In  this  connection  the  City  Planning  Board 
would  say  that  this  property  which  was  formerly 
known  as  Mallock's  Wharf,  contains  1.15  acres 
of  land  and  2.54  acres  of  flats,  having  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Park  Department  by  the  Sanitary 
Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  1913. 

The  following  paragraph  appeared  in  the  Thirty- 
Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1913: 

"The  Public  Works  Department  also  transferred 
to  us  a  small  piece  of  wharf  property  on  Freeport 
street,  Dorchester,  which  at  the  present  time  is 
of  doubtful  value,  but  may  be  useful  later  as  a 
boat  landing  in  connection  with  a  possible  harbor 
service  which  may  be  established  under  the  auspices 
of  this  department." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning  Board  the 
development  of  the  Savin  Hill  Playground,  beach 
and  bath  house,  the  Tenean  Playground,  the 
dredging  and  construction  of  a  storm  drain,  the 
building  of  the  Old  Colony  Parkway,  and  other 
improvements  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
vicinity,  render  the  particular  area  under  consid- 
eration less  valuable  for  any  public  purpose.  Also 
the  entire  area  is  zoned  for  industrial  use  at  the 
present  time  which  renders  the  property  still  less 
valuable  for  recreation  purposes. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  the  area  in  1930  was 
$39,500,  the  solid  land  being  assessed  at  60  cents 
per  square  foot  and  the  flats  at  8  cents  per  square 
foot. 

The  accompanying  diagram  shows  the  use  of 
properties  and  the  assessed  valuations  in  the 
vicinity. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  Mr.  Long's 
communication,  combined  with  its  own  investiga- 
tion, it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning  Board 
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that  the  recommendation  of  the  Park  Department 
should  be  adopted  and  the  property  sold  at  public 
auction.

PROPOSED     WORK    ON    BLUE    HILLS 
RESERVATION. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  considered  that  the  Blue 
Hills  Reservation  has  continually  been  in  danger  of 
forest  fires  due  to  the  large  growth  of  underbush 
existing  thereon ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  work  can  be  done  now  at  most 
reasonable  prices;  and 

Whereas,  Such  work  would  relieve  the  serious 
unemployment  conditions  that  exist: 

It  is  voted,  by  the  Council  of  the  City  of  BostoD, 
that  the  Governor  be  requested  to  instruct  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  place  five 
hundred  men  at  work  on  the  Blue  Hills  and  the 
Reservation  adjacent  thereto,  under  its  jurisdiction, 
fcr  the  purpose  of  making  all  parts  of  this  Reserva- 
tion passable  to  pedestrians  and  to  remove  the 
possibilities  of  fire  because  of  the  extensive  under- 
growth existing  thereon. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  the  pur- 
pose for  which  I  have  introduced  that  resolve  is  to 
ask  the  City  Council  of  Boston  to  go  on  record  to 
help  to  relieve  this  present  unemployment  situa-

tion  by  requesting  the  Governor  to  confer  with  his 
Metropolitan  District  Commission.  Now,  at  the 
Blue  Hill;  Reservation  there  is  a  lot  of  work  to  be 
done.  It  is  all  under  the  control  of  the  state.  It 
will  affect  men  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  well  as  in 
other  parts  of  Greater  Boston.  These  men  can 
now  be  put  to  work  cleaning  up  the  debris  there 
in  case  of  fire.  We  don't  know  when  one  of  those 
fires  may  start.  The  condition  there  at  the  present 
time,  with  the  falling  leaves  and  one  thing  and 
another,  is  deplorable.  I  read  in  the  newspapers 
the  other  day  where  a  man  from  the  western  part 
of  the  country,  evidently  here  attending  one  of  the 
conventions,  viewed  with  great  wonder  the  great 
scene  that  he  had  witnessed  there  in  the  Blue  Hills 
Reservation,  and  compared  it  to  an  entire  western 
township.  These  men  can  be  put  to  work.  The. 
commission  can  do  it.  A  year  ago  they  did  some- 
thing like  it  down  through  the  Cape  district.  Here 
is  an  opportunity.  84,000,000  were  appropriated 
by  the  last  session  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature, 
affecting  the  Charles  River  Basin.  There  also  is 
the  highway  from  Canton  to  Wellesley,  under  the 
control  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  There 
is  the  highway  from  Washington  street,  West 
Roxbury,  to  Blue  Hill  avenue,  under  the  control 
of  the  Public  Works  Department.  There  is  the 
highway  from  Milton  to  the  Blue  Hills  Parkway 
and  the  West  Roxbury  Parkway,  to  Milton  street — 
$4,000,000,  and  not  one  thing  has  been  done,  as 
far  as  the  state  is  concerned,  to  relieve  the  unem- 

Eloyment  situation.  The  story  is  that  the  plans 
ave  not  been  completed  by  the  engineer.  It  was 
an  easy  thing  for  them  to  employ  many  expert 
engineers  and  put  through  these  projects.  They 
should  now  be  put  into  immediate  operation,  to 
give  men  employment — $4, 000, 000,  and  not  one 
dollar  has  been  spent  for  labor,  and  it  will  all  go 
towards  labor.  I  ask  the  City  Council  to  go  on 
record  and  pass  this  resolve  I  have  introduced,  to 
put  these  men  to  work.  They  have  the  emergency 
appropriation,  and  it  will  help  out  in  some  instances 
to  relieve  the  present  unemployment  situation. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Unemployment.

UNEMPLOYMENT   CRISIS.

the  city,  and  that  he  authorize  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  to  serve  food  at  such  buildings 
during  such  emergency. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  we  have  a  seri- 
ous situation  in  Boston.  The  Public  Welfare 
Department  informs  me  that  in  case  any  emer- 
gency arises  this  winter  whereby  our  citizens  may 
be  out  of  work  and  out  of  their  homes,  they  are 
only  able  to  take  care  of  150  persons  at  the  present 
time  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  the  situation 
is  really  serious.  I  have  here  a  telegram  which  I 
have  received  from  Congressman  MeCormack  in 
Washington,  in  which  he  states: 
"Councilor  John  F.  Dowd, 
City  Hall. 

I  want  to  congratulate  you  on  your  construc- 
tive efforts  to  secure  action  that  will  tend  to 
reduce  the  present  unemployment  situation  in  Bos- 
ton. Your  suggestion  for  raising  a  large  sum  by 
public  subscription  is  an  excellent  one,  and  if 
order  is  passed  and  committee  appointed  for  pur- 
pose of  receiving  donations  it  is  my  intention  to 
subscribe  and  assist  in  every  way  possible.  Pres- 
ent conditions  require  quick  action  and  coopera- 
tion on  the  part  of  all. 

Congressman  John  W.  McCorm.vck." 

The  order  that  has  just  been  read  calls  upon  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  request  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings  to  have  ready  in 
case  of  emergency  certain  municipal  buildings  in 
the  congested  districts  of  Boston  to  take  care 
of  our  citizens.  It  is  not  a  new  idea.  Mayor 
Walker  has  seen  fit  to  secure  arrangements  in  the 
City  of  New  York  to  take  care  of  50,000  persons. 
I  ask  for  the  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


FUEL  FOR  DESTITUTE  FAMILIES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  open  places  of  registration  for  the  un- 
employed of  the  city  in  each  of  the  twenty-two 
wards,  and  that  he  direct  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  to  be  prepared  to  supply  fuel  to 
all  destitute  families. 

Coun.  DOWD — The  order,  as  just  read,  calls 
upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  open  registration  booths  in  the  twenty- 
two  wards  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  order  that 
we  may  determine  those  out  of  work  in  Boston 
who  are  the  heads  of  families  and  how  many 
children  they  have,  so  that  we  may  class  intelli- 
gently any  family  or  any  person  that  is  out  of 
employment. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Unemployment. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  understand,  is 
leaving  Boston  after  the  State  Election,  I  believe 
that  we  should  take  immediate  action,  and  if  the 
body  has  no  objection  I  am  asking  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  the  passage  of  the  orders,  so  that 
they  may  reach  the  Mayor  before  he  leaves 
Boston. 

Coun.  MoGRATH — Mr.  Chairman,  as  the 
councilor  is  the  chairman  of  that  Committee  on 
Unemployment,  and  it  is  up  to  him  how  speedily 
this  action  is  taken  on  unemployment,  I  suggest 
that  that  is  the  proper  committee  to  act  on  all  of 
these  unemployment  measures. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


DISTRIBUTION     OF     CASH     BY     PUBLIC 
WELFARE  DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  distribute  relief  in  all  cases  in  cash 
instead  of  grocery  orders,  and  to  cut  its  investiga- 
tions to  a  minimum  during  the  present  unemploy- 
ment crisis. 

Coun.  DOWD — This  is  simply  a  repetition  of 
the  orders  we  have  presented  in  the  Council  for 
the  last  two  or  three  years.  At  the  present  time 
a  head  of  a  family  who  is  compelled  by  dire  neces- 
sity to  go  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare 
receives  half  or  two-thirds  of  his  allotment  in 
grocery  orders.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  that  the  only  one  who  is  deriving  any 
benefit  from  the  so-called  grocery  order  is  the 
chain  store.  In  the  old  days  a  man  received  $15 
or  $18  a  week  in  cash,  and  if  he  ran  out  of  coal  or 
medicine  or  anything  else  he  was  allowed  to  go 
to  the  store  around  the  corner  where  he  might  be 
able  to  secure  a  little  credit  for  a  week  or  two 
weeks.  But  under  the  present  plan  the  chain 
stores  are  the  only  ones  who  are  deriving  any  ben- 
efit. If  I  remember  right — and  I  think  I  do — 
when  Councilor  Donovan  was  President  of  this 
Council  I  made  this  same  suggestion,  and  Mayor 
Curley,  who  then  was  a  private  citizen,  sent  a 
letter  to  our  committee  indorsing  the  order,  and 
saying  that  in  his  opinion  all  people  receiving  aid 
should  be  paid  in  casli  and  not  in  groceries,  and  I 
see  no  reason  why  the  City  of  Boston  should  not 
pay  its  needy  citizens  in  cash  rather  than  to  allow 
the  chain  stores  to  derive  the  profit  and  the  benefit. 

Coun.  WILSON" — Mr.  President,  we  have  all 
kinds  of  rumors  whi  h  have  been  for  some  time 
current,  to  the  effect  that  a  10  per  cent  commission 
is  being  paid  for  the  groceries  obtained  from  the 
various  chain  stores  under  the  innovation  intro- 
duced in  the  last  administration,  and  I  will  ask 
the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  if  it  is  not  a 
fact  that  up  until  the  last  administration  all  pay- 
ments were  made  in  cash?  Wasn't  that  the  usual 
custom? 

Coun.  DOWD — In  the  previous  Curley  admin- 
istration all  payments  were  made  in  cash.  When 
Mayor  Nichols  took  office  the  innovation  went 
into  effect.  I  might  say,  bearing  out  Councilor 
Wilson's  statement,  if  a  man  receives  a  S5  grocery 
order  and  he  needs  medicine  or  needs  some  little 
article  he  cannot  purchase  in  the  lirst  National 
or  in  the  A.  .V  I'.,  what  happens?  He  goes  to  the 
A.  &  P.  or  to  the  lirst  National,  to  the  manager, 
and  lor  his  »"i  grocery  order  he  receives  $-1  in  cash. 

Coun.  BUSH — With  reference  to  that  part  of 
the  order  which   the  councilor  introduced,  which 
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stipulates  that  the  payments  be  made  in  cash 
instead  of  using  orders  on  the  chain  stores,  I  am 
heartily  in  accord  with  it,  but  I  would  like  to  have 
the  councilor  amend  his  order  with  reference  to 
that  part  of  it  which  states  that  the  investigations 
should  be  dropped.  The  mounting  cost  of  the 
administration  of  our  OverBeers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  is  increasing  tremendously,  and  unless 
investigations  are  made  a  great  many  who  are 
not  entitled  to  the  relief  will  be  receiving  it,  to 
the  detriment  of  those  who  are  in  need,  and  the 
only  way  in  which  this  expenditure  can  be  curbed, 
and  in  which  the  administration  of  the  funds  can 
be  made  an  equitable  one  is  through  the  means  of 
investigation  of  the  various  cases  that  come  before 
the  board.  I  do  not  feel  than  I  can  vote  for  the 
order  unless  that  is  struck  out. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  my  sole  purpose 
in  asking  that  the  investigations  be  cut  down  to 
the  minimum  is  because,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  we  have  appropriated  this  year  a  million  dol- 
lars more  for  the  overseers  than  last  year  or  any 
other  year,  the  same  force  is  operating  there.  I 
know  that  in  my  district,  in  Charlestown,  East 
Boston,  and  the  other  congested  districts  the  mini- 
mum investigation  during  a  temporary  period 
certainly  should  be  made.  I  have  two  distinct 
cases  in  my  mind  at  the  present  time,  one  with  a 
family  of  seven  children,  and  the  other  with  a 
family  of  eight  children.  They  went  to  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  ten  days  ago,  and  up  until 
two  o'clock  today  no  investigator  and  no  relief 
has  been  sent  to  those  people.  Either  the  investi- 
gations must  be  cut  down  to  a  minimum,  or  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  must  add  at  least 
twenty-five  or  thirty  investigators  in  order  that 
these  families  may  be  taken  care  of.  I  don't  think 
there  is  a  man  in  the  Council  here  that  wants  to 
call  up  the  overseers  and  give  them  the  name  of  a 
worthy  family  with  five,  six,  seven  or  eight  chil- 
dren, and  then  a  week  or  ten  days  later  have  that 
family  come  to  him  and  tell  him  that  no  investi- 
gator has  been  out  to  his  house.  I  say  to  you, 
gentlemen,  that  during  this  temporary  period  the 
minimum  investigation  that  is  possible  should  be 
had.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  red  tape  which 
at  the  present  time  exists  in  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  should  go  on.  If  a  woman  goes 
down  there  today  for  aid,  what  happens?  She 
is  ordered  first  to  report  to  the  City  Hospital  and 
if  she  has  five,  six,  seven  or  eight  children,  they 
have  all  got  to  be  examined  and  a  blood  test  taken, 
which  probably  takes  a  week  or  ten  days,  and 
then  an  investigator  goes  up  to  her  house  when 
he  gets  around  to  it.  In  asking  for  the  minimum 
investigation  I  am  only  asking  it  for  a  temporary 
period. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  would  suggest 
to  the  councilor,  then,  that  he  revise  his  order  so 
that  temporary  relief  may  be  granted  for  one  or 
two  weeks  without  investigation,  subject  to  with- 
drawal after  investigation,  and  also  that  the  force 
in  the  Public  Welfare  Department  be  increased 
to  meet  the  demands  upon  them. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  might  say  that  I  have  an 
order  there  calling  upon  the  Mayor  to  have  the 
force  increased,  but  I  still  insist  that  the  minimum 
investigation  by  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
during  the  present  period  is  sufficient,  because  I 
really  think  that  no  sincere  person  will  allow  him- 
self to  go  down  to  Chardon  street  and  ask  for 
aid  unless  he  really  needs  it. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  ask  Coun- 
cilor Bush  whether  or  not  an  amendment  is  offered. 

Coun.  BUSH — I  would  like  to  amend  the  order, 
Mr.  President,  but  it  would  take  some  little  time, 
and  if  the  councilor  will  suspend  the  motion  for 
the  time  being,  I  will  be  very  glad  to  cooperate 
with  him  in  drawing  up  an  amendment  to  the 
motion. 

President  LYNCH — If  it  is  agreeable  to  Coun- 
cilor Dowd. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  would  be  glad  to  suspend. 
When  it  comes  to  the  Council  I  will  insist  on  the 
original  motion,  but  I  will  be  glad  to  suspend  for 
the  time  being. 

President  LYNCH — If  it  is  agreeable  to  Coun- 
cilor Dowd  the  order  will  be  referred  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


INVESTIGATORS     IN     DEPARTMENT     OF 
PUBLIC  WELFARE. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  twelve  temporary  investigators  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  service  during 
the  present  unemployment  emergency. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


APPROPRIATION  FOR  SHOES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  said  committee, 
for  shoes  for  needy  children  in  the  elementary 
schools. 

Coun.  DOWD — The  order  calls  upon  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  to  request  the  School  Committee  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  850,000  to  be  expended 
for  shoes  for  children  in  the  elementary  schools 
during  the  coming  year.  We  all  know  that  if  a 
man  is  out  of  work,  and  he  has  four  or  five  children, 
it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  allow  those  children 
to  go  to  school  with  absolutely  nothing  on  their 
feet,  and  the  School  Committee,  God  knows, 
spends  enough  money  foolishly,  and  I  believe  this 
is  something  they  should  take  care  of,  and  I  am 
asking  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


CONFERENCE   ON   BUILDING    PROGRAM. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  call  a  conference  of  himself,  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  the  members  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee!  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Buildings  Commission,  with  a  view  to  relieving  the 
present  unemployment  situation. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  any 
offender  in  the  city  or  state  government  in  regard 
to  city  contracts,  it  is  the  so-called  present  School- 
house  Commission.  We  all  know  that  a  referen- 
dum was  placed  on  the  ballot  giving  the  Governor 
the  power  to  appoint  one,  the  School  Committee 
the  power  to  appoint  one,  and  the  then  Mayor 
Nichols  the  power  to  appoint  one.  That  unpaid 
commission  is  functioning,  and  only  two  months 
ago,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
and  the  Governor  are  doing  every. hing  possible 
to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation,  they  turned 
back  half  a  million  dollars  which  was  appropriated 
about  the  first  of  the  year  for  construction  work. 
They  refused  to  place  the  schools  of  Boston 
in  first  class  condition,  and  returned  half  a  million 
dollars.  But  we  all  know  that  the  contractor 
from  Cape  Cod  or  Ipswich,  if  he  is  25  cents  under 
the  Boston  contractor,  gets  the  contract,  and 
I  say  it  is  about  time  that  those  who  have  the 
power  to  appoint  the  unpaid  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission call  them  into  conference  and  read  the 
riot  act  to  them,  because  it  never  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  people  of  Boston  to  send  our  work  to 
men  living  in  Danvers  and  Salem  or  any  other 
section  of  the  state.  You  take  Cambridge  or 
Somerville.  When  they  advertise  a  contract 
over  there,  if  you  don't  come  from  Cambridge  or 
.•-omerville  you  don't  get  the  contract.  But 
here  in  Boston,  if  a  Boston  man  bids  S98  for  a 
contract,  and  a  man  from  Ipswich  bids  $97.50, 
the  man  from  Ipswich  gets  the  contract,  despite 
the  fact  that  it  is  Boston's  money  that  is  paying 
the  bills.  I  say  it  is  about  time  the  Schoolhouse 
Department  got  busy  and  did  some  real  work 
in  the  construction  of  school  houses.  They  have 
plenty  of  money.  The  portable  houses  are 
still  in  existence.  The  plan  of  Mayor  Curley 
that  called  for  a  chair  for  every  pupil  has  evidently 
been  abandoned  under  the  present  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  and  I  say  to  the  Mayor,  to  the 
Governor  and  to  the  School  Committee  that 
they  are  lax  in  their  duty,  because  they  have  the 
power  of  appointment  of  this  unpaid  commis- 
sion, and  they  should  be  called  in  and  placed  on 
the  carpet  and  told  to  get  busy  and  spend  the 
money  in  order  to  relieve  the  present  unemploy- 
ment situation. 
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Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
plan  under  way  at  the  present  time,  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  to 
spend  some  two  or  three  million  dollars  in  the 
building  program  of  Boston,  with  the  thought  in 
mind  of  relieving  the  unemployment  situation. 
I  believe  they  have  had  one  meeting  on  this  pro- 
posed plan,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  city  has  taken 
this  step  in  the  right  direction  at  the  present  time 
himself. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


MANUAL  LABOR  ON  CONTRACTS. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  instruct  heads  of  departments  to  insert  a  clause 
in  all  contracts  that  during  the  period  of  unem- 
ployment emergency  all  public  works  shall  be  done 
by  manual  labor,  and  that  no  machinery  shall  be 
used. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  asking  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  insert  in  all  future  contracts 
that  may  be  given  out  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
clause  which  will  prevent  the  use  of  any  machinery 
of  any  kind.  The  mayors  of  other  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts have  seen  fit  to  do  it,  and  there  is  no  real 
logical  reason  during  this  temporary  period  why 
Boston  should  not  do  the  same  thing.  You  take 
the  steam  shovel  and  the  cement  mixer.  Those 
two  machines,  in  my  opinion,  do  away  with  at 
least  75  laborers  on  every  street  that  is  under 
construction,  and  if  there  are  twelve  or  fifteen 
streets  under  construction,  as  there  are  at  the 
present  time  in  the  City  of  Boston,  it  certainly 
means  that  they  are  depriving  900  or  1,000  men 
of  places  to  work.  Tt  may  cost  the  city  a  little 
more  money  to  do  it  by  manual  labor,  but  what 
of  it?  This  is  a  trying  crisis  in  the  history  of  our 
city  and  the  next  three  or  four  months  should  be 
taken  care  of  by  the  taxpayers.  I  know  they 
would  not  object.  The  contractors  might  be  able 
to  get  a  few  more  dollars  by  doing  the  streets  by 
manual  labor.  Mayor  Gallagher  of  Woburn  has 
done  the  same  thing.  He  has  refused  to  allow 
any  machines  on  any  road  construction  work. 
And  I  certainly  hope  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will 
see  fit  to  insert  that  clause  in  all  contracts,  and  if 
he  does  that,  and  there  are  twelve  or  fifteen  streets 
under  construction,  it  will  certainly  mean  that 
900  or  1,000  men  will  be  given  work. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  fol- 
lowed with  interest  the  various  orders  and  remarks 
of  Councilor  Dowd,  but  much  as  I  regret  it,  I  feel 
perhaps  that  this  order  should  be  referred  to  a 
committee.  With  the  $16,000,000  East  Boston 
Tunnel  project  not  yet  scratched,  with  the  Gover- 
nor Square  job  of  $3,000,000  barely  started,  and 
with  the  $4,000,000  of  state  work  referred  to  by 
the  councilor  from  Ward  3,  not  to  mention  the 
millions  of  dollars  supposedly  available  for  streets, 
I  believe  that  more  men  should  be  put  to  work 
and  more  work  done  than  that  we  should  ham- 
string the  proper  work  of  the  City  of  Boston  by 
cutting  out  machinery.  We  all  regret  the  fact 
that  machines  have  cut  down  the  amount  of 
manual  labor  employed,  and  I  could  see  perhaps 
the  logic  of  it  if  there  were  only  four  or  five  streets 
to  be  done,  why  in  a  moment  of  great  stress  we 
should  do  away  with  machines.  But  having  in 
mind  that  there  is  between  $20,000,000  and 
$30,000,000  worth  of  work  to  be  done,  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  real  effort  should  be  placed  upon 
getting  these  various  projects,  that  have  been 
talked  about  so  much  and  done  so  little,  on  the 
skids  and  ready  to  go,  instead  of  cutting  down 
street  work  in  my  ward  or  in  the  next  man'B  ward. 
Because  we  all  realize  that  if  a  street  is  once 
started  in  our  ward,  we  want  it  done.  We  don't 
want  the  machines  to  be  pulled  off  the  street  in 
the  middle  of  winter,  when  the  snow  starts  to  fly. 
While  I  compliment  the  councilor  from  Roxbury 
on  his  evident  wish  to  create  all  possible  employ- 
ment, yet  as  an  economic  proposition  it  seems  to 
me,  although  he  probably  is  enthusiastic  about  it, 
rather  poor  judgment  to  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
to  include  in  all  contracts,  even  street  contracts  in 
his  ward  and  mine,  a  provision  that  they  shall  not 
use  cement  mixers  or  that  they  shall  not  use 
machines.  I  go  with  him  almost  the  whole  dis- 
tance on  all  of  his  various  projects,  but  I  do  not 
chink  that  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  and 
without  mature  deliberation,  we  should  pass  this 
particular  order. 


Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
to  the  councilor  from  Dorchester,  but  I  contend, 
and  I  think  I  contend  rightly,  that  the  discon- 
tinuance of  machines  in  the  city  streets  will  mean 
more  work  than  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  and  the 
Governor  Square  job.     You  have  heard  about  the 
$3,000,000    Governor    Square    job.     How    many 
men  are  employed  there  up  to  the  present  time? 
Not  over  200  men.     You  have  heard  about  the 
$16,000,000  East  Boston  Tunnel  job,  which  we 
passed  in   the   closing  session   of   our  last   City 
Council,  almost  ten  months  ago,  and  you  heard 
what    Commissioner    Sullivan    said   in    executive 
session  the  other  day,  that  the  contracts  will  not 
be  let  out  before  the  first  of  the  year.     If  that  is 
so,  they  will  never  get  started  on  the  work  of  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel  until  April  or  May.     I  say 
that    immediate    relief   and   immediate   action   is 
necessary  for  the  next  four  months — not  for  June. 
July  or  August,  and  not  for  next  year,  when  pros- 
perity may  return  to  us  again.     Now  is  the  time 
tor  action.     You  know  and  I  know  that  committee 
upon  committee  has  been  appointed.     And  what 
has  been  the  result?     No  definite,  tangible  action 
nas  been  taken  by  any  committee  in  reference  to 
the  unemployment  situation.     Not  one  dollar  of 
the  city's  money  over  the  budget  of  last  year  has 
been  expended  this  year  towards  the  relief  of  un- 
employment.    I  say  that  if  the  machines  are  taken 
off  the  streets  of  Boston  for  a  temporary  period  of 
three  or  four  months,  it  will  place  at  work  more 
men  than  the  Governor  Square  job  or  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  job,  which,  in  my  opinion,  will  not 
be  started  until  next  May  or  June. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want 
to    leave    my    position    at    all    not    clear.     I    still 
insist  that  there  are  a  score  of  streets  in  the  City 
of   Boston   on    which    hearings   have   been    held 
1  can  count  at  least  six  in  my  own  ward.     I  realize 
that  the  construction  of   a  street    takes   a  long, 
long  time,  but  I  still  feel  that  until  we  run  out  of 
work, .until  we  run  out  of  streets  to  complete,  we 
should    not    hamstring    the    streets    that    we    are 
actually  doing,  and  it  seems  to  me  the  real  remedy 
is  to  do  more  streets  in  the  total,  and  not  to  put 
more   men   on   certain   particular  streets.     And   I 
feel  strongly  that   we  ought  to   put  perhaps   500 
or  1,000  or  as  many  men  as  can  be  put  to  work  on 
those  six  streets  in  my  ward  or  the  five  streets  in 
somebody  s   else   ward,   and   not   cut   down   auto- 
matically   by   removing    the    machines    the    work 
now  being  done  on   the  streets  that  have  been 
started.     I     remember     particularly     under     the 
last    administration,    something    not    so    evident 
under    this    administration,    that    the    one    thing 
that   in   my   opinion   stopped    work    and    clogged 
work  was  the  fact  that  there  were  only  three  or 
four  or  five  contractors  who  either  had  influence 
enough  or  who  had  men  and  material  enough  to 
take  the  average  job,  and  I  said  then,  and  I  say 
to  a  lesser  extent  now,  that  the  real  thing  that  is 
holding    up    construction    work    in    the    City    of 
Boston,   perhaps  in   the  state,   is   that  there  is   a 
certain   group   of   contractors    who    perhaps   have 
the  money  and  the  machinery,   who   are  able  to 
outbid   the  average  contractor  on   any  particular 
job,   and  it  is,   of   course,   an  obvious  result  that 
after    a    contractor    gets    six    or    eight    or    fifteen 
streets  to  do,  he  can  only  do  so  many  at  a  time, 
and  the  real  handicap  to  the  completion  of  work 
in  the  city  and  in  the  state  is  the  fact  that  a  chosen 
group  —  and   I  say  that,   perhaps  not  that  they 
are  '  in  '  so   much  as  that  they  can  only  handle 
so   much  —  a  chosen  group  of   contractors  have 
all  the  jobs,  and  the  rest  of  the  world  is  out  of 
work.     I  really  believe  that  a  more  concrete  and 
helpful    suggestion    would    be    that    the    Publio 
Works  Department,  not  alone  of  the  city,  but   per- 
haps of  the  state,  hold  these  contractors  down  to 
a  certain  number  of  jobs,  and  if  a  contractor  bids 
on  Milton  street  or  Centre  street  or  another  Btreet, 
he  should  be  able  to  show  as  a  part  of  his  bid  that 
if  he  gets  the  contract  he  can  put  men  to  work 
and  if  he  is  doing  other  jobs  down  on  Cape  Cod 
or  in  some  other  ward  of  the  city,  he  should  not 
be   awarded   the   contract.     I   say   that   is   much 
more  important  than  it  is   to  pull   machinery  off 
any  given  job,  and  a  much  better  and  more  helpful 
suggestion,  to  my  mind — and  I  do  not  ask   the 
councilor  to  accept  the  suggestion — would  be  the 
insertion  in  every  contract  of  a  guaranty  by  the 
contractor   that   if   he   gets    the   contract   he    will 
start  work   within  a  week  or  within  thirty  days 
or  sometime  while  a  man  still  lives. 

Coun.  BUSH— Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
constant  and  ever  present  discussion  concerning 
the  unemployment  situation,  it  might  not  be  amiei 
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to  bring  these  facts  before  the  President  of  this 
body.  One  of  the  great  contributing  factors  to 
the  unemployment  situation  in  the  City  of  Boston 
is  the  fact  that  while  this  city  used  to  be  a  great 
recruiting  center  in  past  years  for  woodsmen  for 
the  pulp  mills  up  in  Maine,  this  year  there  has 
been  no  such  work  given  to  the  men  in  Boston. 
In  past  years  from  12,000  to  20,000  men  were 
recruited  in  the  spring  and  the  fall  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  sent  up  into  the  Maine  woods  as 
woodsmen,  to  cut  trees  for  the  pulp  mills  in  Maine. 
It  has  just  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  has  given  permission 
this  year  to  the  pulp  manufacturers  in  Maine  to 
import  Canadian  labor  for  the  purpose  of  cutting 
those  trees,  and  the  reason  that  these  Canadian 
laborers  are  imported  is  because  they  work  for 
less  money  than  the  New  England  woodsmen  will 
work  for.  It  seems  to  me  that  with  all  the  talk 
of  unemployment  in  the  city,  state,  and  nation, 
the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  could  well 
refrain  from  granting  these  permits  to  our  local 
and  domestic  pulp  mills  in  order  that  they  may 
be  able  to  bring  in  foreign  labor  who  will  work 
for  less  than  our  domestic  labor.  Now,  that 
means  the  employment  of  anywhere  from  12,000 
to  20,000  men,  and  these  men  were  practically 
all  recruited  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  sent  up 
to  the  Maine  woods,  but  this  year,  both  in  the 
spring  and  in  the  fall,  there  were  not  700  men 
recruited  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  that  purpose, 
because  of  this  Canadian  labor  which  is  being 
imported  by  special  permit  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration. 

President  LYNCH — The  order  is  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Unemployment. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  I  stated 
before,  the  unemployment  situation  is  pressing, 
and  if  the  City  Council  can  take  no  definite  action 
without  the  cooperation  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
and  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  going  away  to 
be  gone  for  four  or  five  weeks,  if  we  do  not  get 
action  before  he  goes  away  then  the  committee 
is  practically  helpless.  Replying  to  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester,  I  say  that  it  is  not  my  intention 
or  the  intention  of  the  order  to  handicap  any 
street  work  being  done.  I  do  say  this,  that  it 
is  a  known  fact  that  a  cement  mixer  used  in  any 
street  takes  the  work  of  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty-five  men.  If  that  is  so,  why  not  discon- 
tinue that  cement  mixer  and  put  those  thirty-five 
men  to  work  there  on  that  street.  The  street 
will  get  completed  just  as  quickly  as  if  those 
men  were  not  there.  The  only  thing  it  does  is  to 
create  a  job  for  so  many  more  individuals.  I  am 
going  to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


UNEMPLOYMENT   FUND. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  matter  of  requesting 
from  each  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  a 
donation  of  one  cent  per  month  for  each  dollar 
received  in  salary  as  a  contribution  to  an  unem- 
ployment fund  during  the  coming  winter  period, 
to  be  administered  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  with  regard 
to  this  great  problem  that  we  have  been  discussing 
today,  it  has  struck  me  that  we  are  attempting 
to  solve  it  in  the  best  manner  possible  and  in  the 
best  way  that  is  at  the  means  of  this  Council,  but 
here  is  a  constructive  order,  which  asks  that  each 
one  working  for  the  City  of  Boston  contribute 
one  cent  for  each  dollar  received  per  month. 
That  will  make  a  fund  of  at  least  $20,000  that  can 
be  administered  by  the  Overseers  of  Public  Wel- 
fare. We  are  all  lucky  today  to  have  a  job.  Any 
man  that  is  drawing  a  salary  is  a  lucky  person. 
The  element  of  fate  often  enters  into  it.  There 
are  enough  employees  of  the  city  who  would  be 
willing  to  give  that  small  subsidy  each  month,  in 
order  to  create  a  fund  of  money  to  be  administered 
by  the  Public  Welfare  Department.  That  sug- 
gestion does  not  come  from  me,  but  it  comes 
from  a  study  of  what  is  being  done  in  the  various 
municipalities  of  America.  It  is  a  suggestion 
which  at  first  was  supposed  to  have  emanated 
from  the  leading  private  citizen  of  New  York 
State,  the  Honorable  "Al"  Smith.  Whether  it 
came  from  Mr.  Smith  or  not,  I  do  not  know,  but 
I   do  know  that  at  the  present  time  his  Honor 


the  Mayor  of  New  York,  Mayor  Walker,  has 
requested  the  employees  of  New  York  City  to 
donate  one  cent  for  each  dollar  received  per 
month  to  an  unemployment  fund,  and  to  Serve 
as  the  base  of  an  unemployment  fund  in  New 
York  City. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.   NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  matter  of  requesting 
the  public  service  corporations  of  Boston  to 
request  their  employees  to  donate  one  cent  per 
month  for  each  dollar  received  in  salary  for  a 
contribution  to  an  unemployment  fund  during 
the  coming  winter  period,  to  be  administered 
by  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  public 
service  corporations  of  the  great  cities  such  as 
Chicago  and  New  York  have  already  taken  steps 
along  this  line  and  have  requested  those  who 
are  receiving  good  salaries  from  the  New  York 
Electric  Light  Company  and  from  the  Chicago 
Public  Utilities  Service  Corporation  to  make  such 
a  contribution.  Samuel  Insull  himself,  perhaps 
the  leading  outstanding  public  utilities  executive 
of  America  today,  has  personally  requested  each 
and  every  employee  of  the  Chicago  Company  to 
make  that  donation  once  a  month,  and  it  seems 
that  if  Chicago  can  make  that  donation,  and  if 
New  York  is  seriously  considering  it  at  the  present 
time,  it  would  be  in  order  for  Boston,  which  is 
suffering  just  as  acutely,  to  also  offer  the  same 
suggestion. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NOONTIME   LUNCH,   HAWKINS   STREET. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  consider  immediate  plane  for  the  issuance  of 
a  noontime  lunch  at  the  Hawkins  street  head- 
quarters. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
it  is  not  the  custom  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  to  give  a  noontime  lunch.  In  other  words, 
if  a  person  is  in  straightened  circumstances  he 
goes  there  of  an  evening,  and  after  performing  so 
much  labor  obtains  an  evening's  meal,  sleeps  there 
at  night,  and  then  obtains  breakfast.  There  is  no 
provision,  however,  for  a  man  who  comes  to 
Boston  to  seek  a  position,  and  walks  the  streets 
here  all  day,  and  then  desires  at  noontime  to  have 
a  cup  of  coffee  or  a  sandwich.  That  proposition 
als->  is  being  considered  by  New  York  at  the  present 
time,  and  also  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 
They  feel  that  in  this  acute  period  some  provision 
should  be  made  for  taking  care  of  the  unfortunates 
who  are  walking  the  streets  of  those  municipalities 
seeking  work.  I  would  like  to  see  some  provision 
made  so  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare 
might  give  to  anyone  who  is  a  citizen  of  Boston, 
and  who  goes  to  Hawkins  street  at  the  noon  hour, 
a  sandwich  and  a  cup  of  coffee.  I  understand, 
after  consultation  with  the  officials  of  the  bureau, 
that  there  is  no  provision  for  any  such  procedure 
at  this  time.  I  listened  with  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest to  the  remarks  of  my  colleague  from  Rox- 
bury.  This  question  of  the  automatic  machine 
I  have  been  interested  in  for  a  good  many  years. 
Six  months  ago,  as  you  will  see  if  J'ou  read  the 
record  here,  some  of  the  members  thought  I  was  a 
little  premature  in  talking  about  this  automatic 
mixer.  I  would  like  to  be  understood  rightly  on 
that  question.  The  automatic  machine  is  a 
wonderful  thing.  The  automatic  machine  has 
made  the  luxury  of  yesterday  the  necessity  of 
today.  The  automatic  machine  has  brought 
about  a  wonderful  condition  in  a  way,  and  at  the 
same  time  in  this  country,  as  in  the  world,  it  has 
created  a  condition  the  like  of  which  we  have  never 
known  before.  The  primary  objective  of  govern- 
ment is  to  find  an  orderly  method  of  procedure 
for  the  ordinary  citizen  to  earn  an  honest  living, 
and  when  an  integrating  force  impinges  itself  on 
the  economic  life  of  our  nation  and  causes 
45,000,000  people  in  America  to  be  disseminated 
through  unemployment,  then  that  should  take 
precedence  over  all  other  problems  of  government. 
We  cannot  eliminate  the  automatic  machine  over- 
night. I  do  not  know  that  it  would  be  a  good 
thing.     I   doubt  if   any  man   knows.     Councilor 
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Dowd  suggests  the  elimination  of  certain  machinery 
and  he  is  right.  But  I  would  like  to  see  a  little 
further  study  of  it.  There  may  come  a  time  when 
all  automatic  machinery  on  public  works  will  have 
to  be  discarded  for  a  month  or  two  months  or 
three  months.  The  like  of  this  economic  depres- 
sion has  never  been  known  before.  Search  all 
history,  3,000  years  of  contemporary  and  3,000 
yearB  of  ancient,  and  you  will  not  find  an  analogous 
situation  to  this.  There  is  nothing  like  it.  One 
of  the  most  brilliant  contemporary  minds,  that  of 
an  Englishman  who  died  only  a  week  ago,  Lord 
Northcliffe,  on  visiting  America  and  writing  one  of 
the  most  critical  and  scientific  surveys  ever  made 
on  our  government  and  upon  our  conditions,  said 
that  America  is  coming  to  a  situation  similar  to 
that  of  Great  Britain.  It  will  take  years  for  her 
to  go  into  it,  and  years  to  come  out  of  it.  What 
the  answer  is  I  don't  know  but  America  will  suffer. 
What  the  answer  to  the  automatic  machine  is  I 
don't  know,  but  I  know  that  if  you  look  at  the 
Tomasello  job  on  the  Strandway  at  South  Boston 
you  will  not  count  twenty-five  men  working  there. 
I  know  that  if  you  go  into  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  car  shops,  where  3,000  men 
were  employed  ten  years  ago,  you  will  not  count 
more  than  fifty  men.  Yet  those  3,000  men  hang 
around,  hoping  to  get  someone  to  tell  them  the 
job  is  coming  back.  The  job  is  never  coming  back. 
I  don't  believe  in  stalling  these  men  along,  and 
telling  them  the  job  will  be  there  tomorrow.  It 
won't  be.  Now,  it  is  not  up  to  the  Governor;  it  is 
not  up  to  the  Mayor.  What  would  I  do  tomorrow 
if  I  were  Mayor  of  this  city,  to  bring  one  day's 
work  to  the  car  shops?  I  don't  know  of  any  way 
in  which  to  bring  back  a  day's  work  to  the  men  in 
the  car  repair  shops.  The  only  thing  we  can  do  fs 
through  the  medium  of  public  relief,  to  try  to 
relieve  this  terrific  pressure  of  unemployment. 
We  can  try  to  do  that.  But  economically  that  is 
not  going  to  help  us.  It  is  only  a  temporary, 
ephemeral  order.  Every  man  and  woman  is  not 
employed  on  public  works.  The  large  problem  is 
the  white  collar  man.  What  are  we  going  to  do 
with  him?  No  Governor,  no  Mayor,  no  President 
is  wholly  to  blame.  Any  man  who  stands  up  and 
says  so  is  wrong.  This  is  an  ecomonic  condition 
that  is  world-wide.  There  are  a  number  of  causes 
which  have  brought  it  about,  but  mostly  the  great, 
impelling  force  of  the  last  fifteen  years  by  which 
the  standard  of  living  has  been  so  highly  raised. 
The  sciences  have  contributed,  along  with  the 
automatic  machine,  towards  the  elimination  of 
jobs.  At  the  Readville  car  shops  today  there  are 
eighty  engines.  Never  in  the  history  of  that  car 
shop  in  thirty-five  years  have  there  been  eighty 
engines  doing  nothing.  Why?  Because  one 
engine  today  does  the  work  of  ten.  It  will  pull 
180  cars.  Years  ago  an  engine  that  pulled  eighteen 
cars  was  considered  to  be  doing  a  wonderful  job. 
Today  one  engine  pulls  180  cars,  and  one  crew 
does  the  work  that  ten  crews  did  years  ago.  Now 
the  engine  goes  back  for  repairs  once  a  month. 
The  sciences  of  metallurgy  and  thermodynamics 
have  been  perfected  so  that  today  they  have 
boilers  that  do  twice  and  treble  the  work  that  they 
used  to.  The  science  of  chemistry  has  shown  them 
how  to  treat  the  sleeper  so  that  it  only  has  to  be 
taken  up  once  in  fifteen  years.  It  used  to  be  once 
in  seven  years.  It  became  watersoaked  and 
rotten,  and  a  great  crew  used  to  be  necessary  to 
remove  those  old  sleepers  and  replace  them  with 
new  ones.  Today  the  science  of  chemistry  has 
shown  them  how  to  preserve  the  sleepers  so  that 
they  are  good  for  twenty  years.  They  used  to 
have  to  take  up  the  steel  rails  and  calibrate  them. 
Now  they  don't.  Science  has  shown  them  how  to 
make  a  rail  that  will  never  deviate  in  two  decades. 
What  do  you  need  men  for?  Our  remarks,  I 
confess,  may  be  a  little  embarrassing,  this  talk 
a  little  confusing,  but  nevertheless  those  are  the 
elements  entering  into  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion. It  is  a  world-wide  problem.  Listen  to 
what  Al  Smith  said  in  New  York  on  Saturday 
night — a  man  who  is  noted  for  speaking  out  and 
says  what  he  thinks — and  I  want  you  to  tell  me 
any  other  man  in  America  who  has  been  brave 
enough  to  make  this  remark — "1  don't  believe 
the  situation  is  going  to  get  better.  I  think  it  is 
going  to  get  worse."  No,  good  friends,  it  is  not 
going  to  be  over  this  winter.  You  hear  a  lot  oi 
people  saying  this  winter  is  going  to  be  bad.  I 
want  to  make  the  prediction  that  next  winter  will 
be  just  twice  as  bad.  There  is  no  way  out  in  a 
period  such  as  this  except  by  bringing  together 
these  various  forces  that  have  caused  this  acute 
problem.  Now,  my  good  friends,  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  has  spoken  about  the  poor  authori- 


ties. I  appreciate  that  what  he  has  stated  in 
regard  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  many  cases 
in  other  districts  has  been  so,  but  I  want  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  representative  of 
that  department  who  is  in  our  ward,  Ward  18.  He 
has  done  a  wonderful  job  and  has  cooperated  with 
us  there  99  or  101  per  cent.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
in  the  case  of  two  families  where  the  father  died 
leaving  half  a  dozen  children,  he  was  there  arrang- 
ing for  the  funeral  so  that  the  widowed  mother  and 
those  children  had  something  to  eat  after  the 
funeral.  My  good  friends,  it  is  very  interesting 
to  hear  the  remarks  about  the  department  from 
the  councilors  in  other  wards,  but  in  our  own  ward 
we  are  extraordinarily  fortunate  at  the  present 
time. 

Coun.  BUSH. — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
not  only  this  afternoon  but  a  good  many  after- 
noons to  the  constant  diatribes  against  machinery 
displacing  manual  labor.  It  is  true  enough  that 
machinery  has  displaced  manual  labor,  that  is, 
unskilled  manual  labor,  but  how  many  millions  of 
new  labor  has  it  made  opportunities  for?  How 
many  millions  does  the  automobile  give  employ- 
ment to?  How  many  other  thousands  of  people 
are  given  employment  because  of  the  manufacture 
and  operation  of  newspaper  presses?  How  much 
more  employment  is  given  to  shoemakers  through 
the  medium  of  shoemaking  machinery  than  has 
ever  been  given  in  the  entire  history  of  the  world 
in  the  past?  The  advent  of  machinery  has  not 
taken  any  labor  away.  It  has  made  new  labor. 
It  has  made  increasing  opportunities  for  new 
employment.  It  has  increased  employment  all 
over  the  world  many  times  over.  True  enough, 
it  has  detracted  from  unskilled  labor.  The 
opportunities  for  unskilled  labor  are  becoming  less 
and  less,  but  the  opportunities  for  skilled  Tabor 
are  becoming  greater  all  the  time,  and  I  become 
somewhat  impatient  with  these  diatribes  against 
the  machine  age.  The  unemployment  situation 
does  not  exist  entirely  because  of  ttie  advent  of 
machinery.  The  unemployment  situation  is  more 
complicated  than  that.  It  cannot  be  simply  done 
away  with  by  the  mere  statement  that  machinery 
has  come  and  displaced  manual  labor.  It  is  much 
more  complicated  than  that,  and  I  would  not  even 
attempt  to  say  what  caused  it.  But  there  are 
forces  all  over  the  world  that  cause  it.  The  tariff 
is  in  part  responsible  for  it.  Retaliatory  measures 
by  other  countries  are  partly  responsible  for  it. 
The  foreign  countries  are  not  buying  as  much 
merchandise  from  us  as  they  were  formerly.  We 
are  not  purchasing  as  much  from  other  countries 
as  we  were  formerly.  There  has  been  some  ham- 
pering of  trade,  and  as  a  result  of  the  hampering  of 
trade  there  has  been  less  manufacturing,  and  as  a 
result  of  less  manufacturing  there  has  been  less 
employment.  But  the  thing  is  far  more  compli- 
cated than  appears  by  the  statement  that  the 
machine  age  has  displaced  manual  labor. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President. 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  have  to  rule 
that  the  gentlemen  are  out  of  order  in  that  they  are 
not  talking  to  the  orders. 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the  rules  and 
passage  of  the  several  orders,  and  the  orders  were 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PUBLIC   GOLF   COURSE. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  unemployment  condition  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  serious  and  is  not  going  to 
be   lessened    during  the  approaching   winter;  and 

Where  is.  There  is  rnucn  state  and  municipal 
work  being  studied  and  planned;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  considered  more  economical  to 
do  such  work  at  times  similar  to  the  present  when 
labor  can  be  had  at  reasonable  prices;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  been  discussions  regard- 
ing municipalities  and  the  Commonwealth  sup- 
plying public  golf  courses,  it  is  voted,  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the 
Commonwealth,  through  its  Governor  and  its 
Metropolitan  District  Commission,  confer  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  the 
building  of  a  golf  course  on  the  Stony  Brook 
Reservation  or  on  the  Blue  Hill  Reservation,  or 
both;  such  work  is  mostly  of  the  kind  that  un- 
skilled labor  can  be  used  on,  being  out-of-doors 
and  but  little  equipment  being  necessary. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  right,  the  last  City  Council 
appropriated  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase

of  a  golf  course,  and  it  never  has  been  done. 
Now,  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  this  is  a  glorious 
opportunity  to  find  employment  for  the  unem- 
ployed, the  so-called  unskilled  labor.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  just  returned  from  Wash- 
ington where  he  has  done  a  pretty  good  job. 
He  has  succeeded  in  getting  the  government 
to  agree  to  transfer  Governor's  Island  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  use  as  an  airport.  Now,  I 
think  this  is  another  opportunity  to  confer  with 
the  state  authorities,  and  get  this  land  free. 
While  there  are  very  few  in  my  district  who  play 
golf,  and  I  don't  play  it  myself,  nevertheless  it 
seems  to  be  the  burning  issue  of  the  hour,  and 
here  is  one  opportunity,  in  my  opinion,  to  bring 
about  some  action  to  relieve  this  so-called  un- 
employment. 

Coun.  HEIN — In  reference  to  the  order  that 
the  councilor  just  put  in,  and  his  remarks  re- 
ferring to  this  great  man  who  has  been  down 
in  Washington  and  got  all  this  land,  I  think  the 
best  way  to  relieve  unemployment  is  to  get  some 
men  and  have  them  clean  some  of  these  streets. 
Out  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  from  Warren 
street  down,  they  have  not  had  a  cleaner  in  the 
last  two  weeks.  I  think  we  can  start  right  in 
there  with  some  sweepers  and  clean  the  streets, 
without  making  golf  courses. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Unemployment. 


VACANCIES   IN   POSTAL   SERVICE. 

Coun.    IITZGERALD    offered    the    following: 

Whereas,  The  policy  of  the  Postmaster-General 
of  the  United  States  in  not  filling  vacancies  in 
the  Postal  Service  occasioned  by  retirements 
on  pension  has  resulted  in  increased  duties  for 
the  already  overworked  employees,  delaying  the 
dispatch  and  delivery  of  the  mail;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  pro- 
tests against  this  policy  of  the  Postmaster-General 
of  the  United  States,  and  respectfully  requests 
that  all  vacancies  in  the  Boston  Postal  Service 
be  filled  immediately;  and  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  Postmaster-General  of  the  United  States. 

President  LYNCH — The  order  is  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President — 

President  LYNCH — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  would  like  to  have 
the  rules  suspended  in  order  that  we  might  take 
action  on  that  now.  My  purpose  in  introducing 
that  order  was  this.  I  don't  know  whether 
any  members  of  this  body  are  aware  of  the  fact 
or  not,  but  1  have  discovered  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  have  been  pensioned  in  the  Boston 
postal  district.  No  doubt  the  members  here 
read  in  the  newspapers  that  in  the  past  two  months 
some  200  or  more  men  had  been  pensioned,  and 
their  positions  have  never  been  filled.  I  find 
that  the  mail  that  was  formerly  delivered  at 
my  home  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  does  not 
now  get  there  until  9.30  or  10  o'clock.  I  have 
made  some  inquiries  about  the  situation,  and  I 
find  that  the  routes  are  being  doubled.  The 
men  are  now  being  forced  to  carry  sixty  or  seventy 
pounds  of  mail.  I  know  that  in  this  body  at 
the  present  time  there  is  a  man  who  was  formerly 
employed  in  the  postal  service.  He  perhaps 
knows  more  about  it  than  I  do.  He  probably 
knows  the  anxiety  working  on  the  force  here. 
Colonel  Wood  has  recently  been  appointed  by 
President  Hoover  to  find  ways  and  means  to 
relieve  the  unemployment  situation,  and  I  read 
in  the  newspaper  this  morning  that  he  calls  upon 
the  home-owners  and  property  owners  to  hire 
help  to  do  work  in  their  homes,  to  paint  and  to 
do  carpenter  work  and  to  put  in  new  furnaces. 
We  know  that  many  of  the  people  in  the  City 
of  Boston  right  now  are  unable  to  pay  interest 
on  their  mortgages,  and  many  of  them  are  forced 
to  give  up  their  homes.  They  haven't  got  the 
money  to  do  these  things  that  are  being  asked  of 
them  by  these  so-called  highbrow  unemploy- 
ment committees  that  are  appointed.  In  the 
City  of  Boston  we  know  that  people  are  stagger- 
ing under  the  terrible  water  rates  that  are  being 
forced  upon  them,  the  increase  in  taxation  this 
year,  and  not  only  the  increase  in  taxation  but 
the  increase  in  the  valuations  on  their  property. 
The  banks  are  pretending  to  pay  off  their  mort- 
gages and  stacking  them  up  against  them,  and 
as  we  well  know,  many  people  who  only  a  few 


months  ago  were  living  comfortably,  are  now 
forced  to  do  things  that  they  never  thought 
they  would  have  to  do  in  the  history  of  their 
lives.  We  know  that  the  large  stores  are  laying 
off  this  high  class  help  they  have  had.  We  know 
that  Hornblower  &  Weeks  have  laid  off  500 
men,  I  am  informed,  in  the  last  two  weeks,  and 
many  other  concerns  are  forcing  their  men  out. 

Now,  the  President  by  a  stroke  of  his  pen  can 
sign  a  bill,  or  can  force  it  through  with  his  Post- 
master-General, that  he  will  employ  50,000  men 
in  the  postal  service  of  the  country,  and  that 
will  mean  in  the  Boston  postal  district  at  least 
300  additional  men  who  can  be  taken  care  of.  I 
personally  know  men  who  have  been  subbiug 
five  or  six  years  and  getting  one  or  two  days  a 
week,  who  are  not  now  getting  anything.  That 
is  a  very  serious  matter.  I  realize  the  Council 
can  do  very  little,  but  by  passing  this  today 
they  at  least  put  themselves  on  record  and  bring 
the  situation  to  the  attention  of  the  unemploy- 
ment committee  so  that  some  action  may  be 
taken  that  will  bring  about  relief  not  only  in  the 
Boston  postal  district  but  throughout  the  entire 
country. 

The  question  came  on  the  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  tire  order.  The  President 
declared  the  motion  lost.  The  order  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent   to  make  a  statement. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Donovan  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Hear- 
ing no  objection,  the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  DONOVAN"— Mr.  President,  if  I  may 
take  the  floor  at  this  time,  I  do  it  to  disagree 
with  some  of  the  statements  that  have  been  made 
here  this  afternoon.  I  disagree  with  my  col- 
league from  Hyde  Park  when  he  says  that  the 
President  is  not  responsible  for  the  conditions 
throughout  the  country.  The  burden  is  on  the 
President  of  this  country,  on  his  cabinet  and 
on  the  two  houses  of  Congress  at  Washington. 
I  listened  with  attention  to  my  colleague,  Coun- 
cilor Bush,  when  he  drew  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  fact  that  20,000  men  were  being 
brought  in  here  from  Canada.  I  listened  to 
my  colleague  from  the  West  End  when  he  criti- 
cized conditions  in  the  Post  Office  in  Boston. 
The  fact  is  that  those  matters  do  not  belong  in 
the  City  Council  of  Boston.  They  belong  in 
Congress  at  Washington.  Let  us  place  the  bur- 
den where  it  belongs.  We  hear  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  country  is  attempting  to  relieve 
the  unemployment  situation,  and  yet  he  has 
given  orders  to  lay  off  200  men  in  the  coast  guard 
— and  I  never  approved  of  the  coast  guard,  Mr. 
President.  He  says,  "Lay  off  men  in  the  Charles- 
town  Navy  Yard;  lay  off  all  men  on  government 
enterprises."  If  he  is  sincere  in  saying  he  wants 
to  relieve  unemployment  and  alleviate  con- 
ditions, let  him  take  steps  along  proper  lines. 
Let  them  establish  unlimited  credit  through  the 
Federal  banking  system  for  worthy  enterprises. 
A  short  time  ago  you  could  go  into  the  banks 
of  our  city  and  procure  loans  on  stocks  to  gamble 
in  the  stock  market,  but  today  you  are  confronted 
with  a  situation  where  you  cannot  go  into  a  bank 
in  our  city  and  procure  a  loan  for  a  worthy  enter- 
prise. They  have  not  the  money  for  those  things. 
Those  are  the  proper  steps  to  take,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  I  think  it  would  be  fitting  if  the  Council 
allowed  those  things  to  rest  upon  the  shoulders 
of  the  Congressmen  from  our  respective  districts. 


SIDEWALK  ON  OLNEY   STREET. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  112  to  118  Olney 
street,  Ward  14,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12 
feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone, 
with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917.

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


BLANKETS    AT    WAYFARERS'    LODGE. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  have  the  blankets  used  in  sleeping  quarters  at  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge  washed  at  least  once  a  month. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  paid  a  visit  down 
to  the  Welfare  Lodge  on  Hawkins  street  a  few 
weeks  ago.  I  was  informed  by  the  man  that  takes 
care  of  the  building,  the  custodian,  that  those 
blankets  are  washed  but  once  a  year.  The  pillows 
there  are  black,  and  I  think  it  is  now  time,  with 
people  going  down  there,  that  they  should  be 
washed  at  least  once  a  month,  if  not  every  week. 
Furthermore,  when  they  are  going  to  pass  out  food 
down  there  to  unfortunates,  they  should  fumigate 
the  building  from   top   to  bottom. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


THE  AUTOMATIC  MACHINE. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  there  are  no 
more  orders  to  be  offered  today,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  consent  of  my  colleagues  to  correct  what  I 
consider  a  misstatement  by  two  of  my  colleagues 
with  reference  to  a  statement  that  I  made  here  this 
afternoon. 


President  LYNCH — You  may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON — My  colleague  from  Roxbury 
is  always  very  interesting  in  his  remarks.  He  is  a 
student  of  municipal  government.  But  neverthe- 
less I  must  disagree  with  him  in  his  statement  that 
this  diatribe  against  the  automatic  machine  is  more 
or  less  a  myth.  He  inferentially  made  remarks  to 
that  effect.  I  don't  blame  the  automatic  machine 
as  the  sole  cause  of  this  depression.  I  recognize  in 
the  automatic  machine  a  great  amount  of  good  in 
many  ways.  But  nevertheless  the  point  I  wish  to 
bring  out  is  this,  that  the  automatic  machine  is 
doing  the  work  of  600,000,000  people  in  America 
today,  and  45,000,000  people  who  have  got  to  earn 
a  living  have  got  to  find  some  way  of  harnessing 
production  so  that  they  may  obtain  and  hold  jobs. 
The  automatic  machine  is  not  the  entire  cause  of 
the  depression.  There  are  many  other  factors. 
My  colleague  from  Roxbury  speaks  of  the  wood 
cutters  down  in  Maine  coming  over  the  border. 
We  have  the  same  trouble  in  California  where 
thousands  of  Mexicans,  not  hundreds,  come  over 
into  California,  and  we  have  the  same  trouble  in 
Vermont  where  over  2,000  Canadians  come  over 
daily  to  take  the  jobs  of  Americans.  That  is 
something  that  has  been  put  up  to  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  and  the  officials  of  this  country 
for  years,  and  nothing  has  been  done.  We  had 
here  in  Boston  the  other  day  the  personal  repre- 
sentative of  Benito  Mussolini  of  Italy.  The 
Mayor  of  Boston  received  him — Mr.  Martino. 
He  said  he  was  honored  to  welcome  him  here. 
Well,  Mussolini  has  discarded  the  automatic  ma- 
chine as  being  one  of  the  causes  of  the  present  de- 
pression. The  great  Mahatma  Ghandi,  the  leader 
of  the  Indian  people,  has  done  the  very  same 
thing.  So  I  think  the  automatic  machine  is  more 
or  less  of  a  factor. 

You  say  it  applies  only  to  the  unskilled.  Well, 
the  automatic  machine  in  the  motion  picture  in- 
dustry has  eliminated  45,000  skilled  musicians  over- 
night, that  is  the  "talkie."  The  automatic  ma- 
chine went  into  the  offices  of  the  Boston  Post  and 
Herald  and  eliminated  overnight  the  old  telegra- 
phers who  had  a  sense  of  pride  in  the  perfection 
of  their  profession.  The  automatic  machine  now 
does  the  work  more  quickly  than  half  a  dozen  men 
could  previously  do  it.  In  the  shoe  factories,  that 
used  to  employ  thousands  of  help,  the  automatic 
machine  is  now  doing  the  work.  So  I  am  inclined 
to  believe,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  my  colleague  is  a 
little  in  error  when  he  Bays  that  this  diatribe 
against  the  automatic  machine  is  more  or  less  of  a 
myth.  Answering  my  colleague  from  East  Boston, 
who  wants  to  put  it  up  to  Congress,  I  quoted  the 
words  of  United  States  Senator  David  I.  Walsh 
when  I  said — not  that  this  problem  was  not  up  to 
the  President,  but  what  I  said  was  this,  that  it  was 
not  wholly  up  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
How  much  politics  can  interfere  with  the  economics 
of  business  has  always  been  a  great  question.  The 
President  of  the  United  States,  if  I  had  my  way, 
would  call  a  special  session  of  Congress  on  unem- 
ployment. He  would  bring  this  public  relief  matter 
forward  to  the  attention  of  the  nation.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  all  these  committees  that  are  being  ap- 
pointed are  going  to  do  any  more  good  than  the 
President  did  when  six  months  ago  he  called  the 
leading  men  of  the  nation  to  Washington,  and  they 
all  came  back  and  said  they  would  not  discharge  a 
man,  and  the  first  order  issued  after  the  board  of  the 
New  Haven  got  home  was  to  discharge  a  thousand 
men  at  the  Readville  car  shops  of  the  New  Haven 
Railroad.  We  are  going  to  nave  the  same  thing 
with  these  committees.  It  is  an  economic  question. 
Everyone  is  not  a  pick  and  shoveler.  If  all  the 
public  work  in  Boston  was  going  tomorrow  you 
would  not  tilke  care  of  one-fiftieth  of  the  unem- 
ployed. Next  summer  you  are  going  to  have  the 
same  problem.  You  are  going  to  say,  "Where  is 
all  this  work?  Is  it  a  myth?"  What  we  are  going 
to  have  eventually  is  a  federal  industriil  com- 
mission that  will  regulate  as  the  War  Industries 
Board  did  during  the  war,  the  production  of  the 
nation  and  the  consumption  of  the  nation.  Until 
we  have  a  federal  industrial  commission  that  will 
take  charge  and  that  will  guarantee  each  industry 
so  much  work  a  week,  you  are  going  to  have  chaos 
and  trouble.  If  you  have  a  machine  turning  out  a 
million  of  these  books  in  one  day  and  you  can  only 
sell  half  a  million,  and  yet  you  have  fifty  companies 
throughout  America  making  them,  you  are  bound 
to  have  bankruptcy  and  chaos,  unless  you  can  tell 
each  man  making  that  book,  "You  can  make  just 
so  many  books  a  day,  work  just  so  many  days  on 
automatic  machines,  and  have  so  many  em- 
ployees." 
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Take  the  Gillette  Safety  Razor  Company.  The 
papers  published  a  picture  of  the  Gillette  Safety 
Razor  Company  working  nisjht  and  day  turning  out 
2,700,000  blades  a  day.  Well,  that  is  where  the 
federal  industrial  commission  would  say  to  the 
Gillette  Company,  "  Just  three  or  four  hours  a  day, 
three  or  four  days  a  week,  and  then  stop  production, 
and  not  have  what  has  taken  place."  Three 
months,  night  and  day,  with  the  automatic  ma- 
chine, and  now  it  looks  like  three  years,  and  nothing 
doing  at  all!  There  is  your  problem,  and  one  of 
the  finest  men  in  this  country  on  this  subject,  a  man 
who  wrote  the  financial  sections  at  the  Versailles 
treaty  for  Wilson,  one  of  the  leading  Jewish 
Americans  of  the  world,  Bernard  Baruch,  suggests  a 
supreme  court  of  business.  The  Protective  Order 
of  Eagles  some  years  ago  were  the  pioneers  in  sug- 
gesting old  age  pensions.  They  should  come 
forward  in  national  convention  and  say,  "We  want 
a  federal  industrial  commission,"  and  until  they 
do  there  will  be  chaos  and  unemployment.  So, 
my  colleagues,  with  regard  to  the  public  works  of 
this  city  or  the  public  works  of  the  Commonwealth, 
I  am  in  favor  of  it  all  if  it  will  help  out,  and  anything 
that  helps,  no  matter  how  small,  is  a  wonderful 
thing.  But  it  is  not  going  to  take  care  of  the  whole 
proposition.  Some  day  I  am  going  to  bring  in  an 
order  asking  the  Commonwealth  to  make  a  study 
of  this  matter  and  to  draft  a  bill  for  a  federal 
industrial      commission.     Until     we     have    some 

Eower  in  this  nation  that  will  decide  how  many,  and 
ow  many  kinds  of  a  particular  commodity  shall 
be  produced,  then  we  are  going  to  have  trouble.  It 
is  not  this  year  or  next  year.  It  is  a  ten-year 
problem.  Well,  Mr.  President,  my  one  colleague 
tells  me  that  there  are  5,000  eigarmakers  in  Boston 
and  only  fifty  employed  today.  Any  day  you  can 
go  down  to  the  waterfront  and  see  the  most  pa- 
thetic thing  you  ever  saw,  a  poor  old  woman  who 
has  lived  her  life  in  comfortable  circumstances, 
whose  husband  worked  in  a  cigar  factory, — you  can 
now  see  her,  in  the  eveninc  of  life,  over  there  with  a 
little  bag  peddling  cigars  for  ten  cents  apiece  while 
the  husband,  willing  to  work,  is  at  home.  It  is  a 
serious  proposition.  How  much  we  can  do  to  help 
out  I  don't  know.  I  am  in  favor  of  all  public 
works,  and  spending  as  much  money  at  this  time  as 
we  can.  That  is  why  I  would  like  to  have  the 
employees  and  the  Council  here  that  are  drawing 
a  salary — everyone  that  is  drawing  a  salary  from 
the  City  of  Boston — contribute  a  dollar  a  month  or 
so  to  this  unemployment  fund, — do  something;  at 
least  try  to  do  something.  How  much  we  can  do 
outside  of  publicity,  I  don't  know.  A  more 
eminent  member  of  the  Council  than  I,  said  some 
time  ago  that  after  the  budget  was  passed,  he  saw 
little  need  of  being  here.  Outside  of  the  news- 
papers of  Boston  giving  to  the  Council  an  extraor- 
dinarily large  amount  of  space  and  making  it  a 
sort  of  broadcasting  station,  I  often  wonder  what 
it  is  all  about.  However,  we  can  point  out  ways 
and  means,  and  get  a  little  publicity  on  it.  I  take  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  in  pointing  to  that  federal 
commission.  I  am  sure  that  five  or  ten  years  from 
now  I  will  be  able  to  point  back  to  the  record,  and 
that  you  will  see  something  similar  to  it.  That  is 
what  that  committee  is  headed  for,  this  committee 
of  experts.  They  are  talking  about  it  in  Boston, 
and  that  is  what  they  will  eventually  come  to.

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install 
an  automatic  traffic  signal  at  the  junction  of 
Huntington  avenue,  Tremont,  Francis  and  Calumet 
streets,  Ward  10.

RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  EXGLERT,  the  Council 
voted  to  take  a  recess  at  3.37  p.  m.,  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President.

(referred  today)  for  transfers  within  departmental 
appropriations — that  said  orders  oug'.it  to  pass. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  comes  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  comes  on  the 
passage  of  the  orders,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — There  is  one  item  in  that 
transfer  that  I  have  objection  to  voting  on.  Now, 
if  there  is  any  way  it  could  be  arranged  so  that 
your  report  will  include  everything  but  that  item 
in  the  Fire  Department,  which  transfers  an 
appropriation  for  solid  rubber  tires  which  are  a 
necessity  to  a  fire  truck  if  they  are  ever  a  necessity 
any  place,  to  pneumatic  tires,  I  am  willing  to  vote 
for  it.  But  I  want  to  vote  against  that,  and  I 
want  to  know  if  these  different  departments  can 
be  sub-divided,  because  I  feel  that  the  others 
are  justifiable.  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
vote  on  every  order  but  that  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment.    I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  comes  on  the 
passage  of  all  orders  but  the  transfer  of  money 
for  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  the  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  the  orders  were 
severally  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  passage  of  the  order  for  the  transfer  to  the 
Boston  Fire  Department.  The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — Before  this  vote  is  taken,  I 
want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  to  the  fact  that  we  are  now  voting  on 
certain  money  to  exchange  solid  rubber  tires  on 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  trucks  to  pneumatic 
tires.  I  believe  that  the  Fire  Department  appa- 
ratus, as  it  needs  to  respond  to  a  call  at  any  time. 
and  needs  to  be  sure  and  get  there,  can  take  no 
chances  by  putting  on  a  tire  that  might  necessitate 
its  stopping  on  the  road  with  either  a  blowout  or 
a  puncture.  I  contend  that  there  is  one  apparatus 
in  the  City  of  Boston  that  positively  needs  solid 
rubber  tires,  and  that  is  the  fire  apparatus,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  that  order  will  not  be  passed. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  it  seems  "to  me 
we  can  take  a  tip  here  from  all  the  contractors. 
Everybody  that  uses  his  eyes  will  notice  these  big 
trucks  with  pneumatic  tires.  There  has  been  a 
change  in  the  way  the  tires  are  made,  and  if  you 
will  look  around  at  the  big  trucks  carrying  rock 
and  dirt  and  so  forth,  you  will  see  that  most  of 
them  have  got  pneumatic  tires  on  them.  Now,  if 
the  Fire  Commissioner  thinks  that  the  use  of 
pneumatic  tires  will  save  wear  and  tear  on  the 
trucks,  let  us  allow  the  Fire  Commissioner  go  ahead 
and  put  them  on.  He  is  not  putting  them  on  all 
of  them  at  once,  but  I  say  let  us  let  him  have  the 
money. 

President  LYNCH— The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  16,  navs,  Coun.  Kelly,  1.

Gentlemen, — t  return  herewith,  without  my  sig- 
nature, the  order  passed  by  your  honorable  body 
making  a  loan  of  $50,000  for  granolithic  sidewalks.

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  heads  of  departments  to  insert 
a  clause  in  all  contracts  that  during  the  period  of 
unemployment  emergency  all  public  works  shall  be 
done  by  manual  labor  and  that  no  machinery  shall 
be  used." 

I  beg  to  state  that  the  best  minds  in  the  world 
are  today  endeavoring  to  solve  the  problem  of  the 
"Vanishing  Job"  and  to  the  present  without 
success. 

There  is  no  means  of  determining  what  the  ulti- 
mate decision  will  be.  My  personal  viewpoint  is 
that  a  federal  law  should  be  adopted  limiting  the 
operation  of  automatic  machinery,  but  I  am 
inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  courts  would 
construe  it  as  unconstitutional.  There  is  no  way 
to  justify  general  approval  of  the  order  adopted 
by  your  honorable  body  and  were  it  approved 
there  is  no  way  in  which  its  provisions  could  be 
honestly  lived  up  to  other  than  on  a  certain 
character  of  work,  namely,  snow  removal,  and  upon 
this  work  in  the  specifications  that  were  submitted 
and  upon  which  bids  will  be  received,  provision 
was  made  for  snow  removal  by  automatic  loaders 
and  an  alternate  proposition  for  removal  by  hand 
shoveling.  Personally,  if  I  controlled  the  ele- 
ments and  could  determine  the  amount  of  snow 
that  would  fall  at  a  given  storm  in  advance  during 
the  winter  and  provided  I  could  be  assured  no  fall 
of  snow  would  go  over  eighteen  inches,  I  would 
make  immediate  preparations  that  the  work  be 
done  by  hand.  Unfortunately,  however,  with  a 
fall  of  snow  three  feet  in  depth,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  use  snow  loaders  in  order  that  the  citizens 
in  the  home  might  be  furnished  with  fuel,  and  food 
and  other  necessaries,  and  until  such  time  as  one 
can  determine  the  fall  of  snow  in  a  given  winter  in 
advance  it  is  impossible  to  apply  this  theory  even 
to  this  limited  avenue  for  unemployment.

I  beg  to  state  that  the  policy  adopted  by  the 
various  department  heads  of  the  city  has  been  to 
limit  the  number  of  contracts  awarded  to  bidders 
upon  work  and  this  policy  has  made  possible  the 
operation  of  a  larger  number  of  contracts  during  a 
given  time,  and  during  the  last  year  many  times 
over  that  of  previous  years. 

The  policy  has  worked  out  admirably  and  shall 
be  continued  and  so  far  as  citizen  labor  receiving 
preference  is  concerned  the  law  provides  this  and 
so  far  as  it  is  humanly  possible  we  are  endeavoring 
to  live  up  to  the  law.

MENT FUND.

Gentlemen, — Replying  to  the  order  adopted  by 
your  honorable  body  under  date  of  October  20, 
1930,  and  reading  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  appoint  a  committee  of  business,  in- 
dustrial and  labor  leaders  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  raising,  by  popular 
subscription,  the  sum  of  two  million  dollars,  said 
sum  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  present  acute 
and  unprecedented  unemployment  situation,  and 
to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  said  committee, 
which  shall  be  strictly  accountable  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  for  its  proprt  disbursement." 

I  beg  to  state  that  at  a  conference  held  at  the 
office  of  the  Mayor  today,  at  which  were  present 
the  entire  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare, 
the  subject  matter  as  outlined  in  the  order  adopted 


was  considered.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion 
of  those  present  that  the  City  of  Boston  holds  a 
unique  position  among  the  cities  of  America  in 
dealing  with  the  needs  of  the  unemployed, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  its  Public  Welfare 
Department.  The  industrial  depression  that  has 
been  in  evidence  during  the  present  year  and  the 
means  necessary  to  meet  the  condition  resulting 
therefrom  was  anticipated  when  the  budget  was 
submitted  in  March  and  a  sufficient  sum  wa6  pro- 
vided to  meet  such  conditions  as  might  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  the  needy  of  the  city,  the  theory 
under  which  this  program  was  established  being 
that  since  the  individual  is  not  responsible  for 
industrial  conditions  that  deprive  the  worker  of  an 
opportunity  for  securing  the  employment  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  needs  of  his  family,  that  it  should 
be  met  by  taxation  rather  than  depending  upon 
the  questionable  generosity  of  the  public  who, 
unfortunately,  are  not  always  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  their  fellowman.

SPECIAL   SESSION   OF   LEGISLATURE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  his   Honor   the   Mayor  be   re- 
quested to  call  upon  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth   to    convene    the    Legislature    in    special 


session,  for  the  purpose  (1)  of  providing  sufficient 
money  to  relieve  the  present  unemployment 
crisis,  and  (2)  to  authorize  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  suspend  its  rules  during  this  emergency. 
Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
several  veto  messages  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
has  sent  up  to  us  this  afternoon  in  regard  to 
orders  passed  by  this  body  dealing  with  the  un- 
employment situation,  it  would  seem  that  one 
must  have  some  courage  to  shoot  in  additional 
orders  having  in  mind  the  relieving  of  the  situation. 
I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  must  disagree  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  when  he  says  that  the  time  has 
not  yet  arrived  to  provide  for  immediate  relief  of 
the  poor  of  Boston.  Certainly  Boston  can  be  in 
no  better  shape  in  that  respect  than  the  city  of 
New  York,  where  Mayor  Walker  has  seen  fit 
to  provide  out  of  the  taxpayers'  money  $2,000,000, 
which  will  enab.e  2,500  additional  men  to  be 
placed  temporarily  at  work  cleaning  up  the  streets 
and  parks.  I  wonder  how  that  position  can  be 
taken  by  anybody,  in  view  of  the  7,548  names  on 
the  list  of  civil  service  would-be  employees,  men 
anxious  to  get  any  kind  of  work  which  will  enable 
them  to  obtain  a  livelihood.  I  certainly  disagree 
with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  with  the  Public 
Welfare  Board,  and  I  charge  that  that  board  is 
deliberately  lying  or  ducking  when  they  inform 
the  Mayor  that  the  poor  of  Boston  are  being 
taken  care  of  today.  It  was  only  the  other  day 
that  we  had  the  Board  of  Overseers  before  us, 
and  they  admitted  that  it  took  ten  to  twelve  days 
for  their  people  to  investigate  cases.  Certainly, 
in  face  of  that  fact,  it  cannot  be  claimed  that 
temporary  relief  is  being  taken  care  of.  I  say 
it  is  temporary  starvation.  I  am  glad  that  it  has 
been  decided  at  least  to  put  on  fifteen  temporary 
men  in  that  department.  If  the  Committee  on 
Unemployment  shall  accomplish  nothing  else, 
we  will  at  least  have  placed  fifteen  men  at  work 
in  the  Overseeing  of  the  P9or  Department.  The 
President  of  the  United  States  says  that  the 
situation  is  a  serious  one,  and  he  is  going  to  ask 
Congress  for  an  additional  amount  of  money  to 
place  men  at  work.  If  you  go  out  to  the  city  of 
Newton,  you  will  find  that  they  have  appropriated 
$150,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  to  put  650  men 
at  work  cleaning  the  streets  and  parks.  But  in 
Boston  what  has  been  done  to  relieve  the  situation? 
I  say  that  not  one  step  forward  has  been  taken, 
despite  what  we  hear  about  great  projects,  and  I 
say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  and  to  the  Council, 
that  Colonel  Sullivan,  the  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Bdard,  at  a  meeting  last  Thursday  told  us  very 
plainly  that  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  would  not 
get  under  way  until  next  June  or  July,  when,  at 
the  most,  it  would  put  500  or  600  men  at  work. 
We  hear  talk  about  the  new  school  program. 
That  will  not  get  under  way  until  next  May  or 
June.  In  the  meantime,  what  are  the  people  of 
Boston  to  do?  We  don't  want  soup  or  bread  lines 
if  they  can  be  avoided  by  the  furnishing  of  em- 
ployment, but  three  local  agencies  in  the  last 
few  days  have  opened  their  doors,  and  there  are 
soup  lines  here  at  the  present  time.  Then,  of 
course,  there  is  trouble,  and  there  is  going  to  be  a 
great  deal  more  trouble  about  lack  of  coal.  We 
don't  always  hear  about  it,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  the  average  decent  citizen  would  rather 
freeze  to  death  than  go  down  to  that  hell  hole 
that  we  call  the  wood  yard,  to  get  half  a  ton  of  coal. 
The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  says  it  is 
a  serious  situation,  and  he  has  called  together  the 
great  minds  of  the  state  in  order  to  try  to  relieve 
the  unemployment  situation.  I  say  that  this 
is  a  critical  time  in  the  history  of  Boston.  Action 
should  not  be  postponed  until  next  June  or  July. 
Now  is  the  time  to  meet  the  situation  and  to 
protect  the  people  for  the  nest  three  or  four 
months.  The  order  I  have  introduced  simply 
calls  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  request  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  to  call  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Legislature.  If  we  haven't  the  money 
that  will  enable  us  to  place  men  at  work,  the 
Legislature  can  help  us  in  that  respect.  Also, 
there  can  be  a  change  made  in  the  present  civil 
service  rules.  At  the  present  time,  as  Colonel 
Goodwin  acknowledges,  there  is  considerable 
delay  before  anything  can  be  done.  But  the 
Legislature,  if  in  session,  can  remedy  that  difficulty, 
and  can  inform  the  arrogant  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioner that  he  must  suspend  the  rules  so  that 
men  with  six,  seven  or  eight  children  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  (lie 
rule. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


NONPAYMENT    OF    GAS   AND    ELECTRIC 
BILLS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  call  upon  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  direct  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to 
ask  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  to 
refrain  from  shutting  off  gas  and  electricity, 
respectively,  for  nonpayment  of  bills,  for  a  period 
of  four  months. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  are  any 
companies  that  can  well  stand  a  little  extra  strain 
under  the  present  situation,  they  are  the  public 
utility  companies.  I  see  no  reason  at  the  present 
time  why  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
which  pays  its  dividends  right  along  regularly,  and 
the  Edison  Electric  Company,  which  also  pays 
dividends  to  its  stockholders,  cannot,  in  view  of 
the  present  acute  situation,  help  out  in  the  way 
suggested  by  this  order.  I  therefore  request  in 
the  order  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  call  on  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  to  direct  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  ask  the  Edison  Company 
and  the  Gas  Company  not  to  shut  off  electric 
light  or  gas  from  the  poor  and  needy  people  for  the 
next  three  or  four  months. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


AIDING   FAMILIES— CHANGE   IN 
PROCEDURE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  direct  their  visitors  to  discontinue  the  practico 
of  having  warrants  for  arrest  of  men  applied  for 
before  their  families  are  allowed  to  receive  aid. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  indicated  by 
the  order  which  has  just  been  read,  it  is  proposed 
that  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  direct  their  visi- 
tors to  discontinue  the  practice  of  having  warrants 
for  arrest  of  men  applied  for  before  their  families 
are  allowed  to  receive  aid.  A  parent,  for  instance, 
will  have  a  son  over  twenty,  or  a  woman  will  have 
a  husband,  whose  whereabouts  is  unknown,  and 
who  cannot  be  readily  reached.  Still,  under  the 
present  system,  they  are  asked  to  apply  for  a 
warrant  for  arrest  before  they  can  receive  aid. 
Many  times  the  mother  or  the  wife  does  not  know 
where  the  son  or  the  husband  is  located.  He  may 
be  in  Boston  or  may  be  in  New  York.  I  wonder 
if  any  of  the  gentlemen  who  conduct  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  would  like  to  have  relations 
of  theirs  put  to  that  trouble  before  any  assistance 
can  be  obtained.  I  say  it  is  about  time  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  desisted  from  that 
kind  of  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CLEANING  OF  STREETS  AND  ALLEYS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  place  at  work  one  thousand  men  for  a  temporary 
period  of  sixty  days,  to  be  engaged  in  cleaning  the 
public  streets  and  alleyways  throughout  the 
city. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  under  this  order 
I  am  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  place  at  work 
immediately  1,000  men  to  clean  the  streets  and 
alleyways  of  Boston,  and  I  don't  think  there  is  a 
councilor  here  who  will  disagree  with  me  when  I 
say  that  the  streets  and  ways  of  Boston  need  a 
thorough  going  over  at  the  present  time.  I  say 
that  if  a  thousand  men  are  placed  at  work,  as  pro- 
posed, it  may  assist  very  much  in  relieving  the 
situation  and  lessen  the  work  that  will  otherwise 
have  to  be  done  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  the  Soldiers'  l?elief  Department. 
The  taxpayers  of  Boston  are  willing,  in  my  opinion, 
that  men  should  be  put  at  work  in  this  way  to 
clean  the  streets  and  alleyways  throughout  the 
city.  And  they  should  be  cleaned,  Mr.  President. 
This  will  help  to  tide  1,000  men  over  the  Christmas 
holidays.  I  certainly  hope  and  trust  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  will  see  fit  to  place  1,000  men  at 
work  in  this  way  immediately. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  with  much  that 
the  councilor  from  Roxbury  has  proposed  I  do  not 


wholly  agree,  but  I  think  there  is  much  merit  in 
this  last  order,  when  we  bear  in  mind  facts  that 
have  been  brought  out  before  the  Unemployment 
Committee  within  the  last  week  or  so.  When  we 
realize  that  1,000  or  2,000  men  are  required  to  con- 
tinually apply  to  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  for  a  chance 
to  saw  wood,  and  that  they  have  to  prove  that  they 
haven't  any  work,  and  when  we  consider  the 
trouble  they  are  put  to  and  the  difficulty  of  getting 
something  out  of  it  that  will  help  to  relieve  their 
needs,  it  seems  to  me  that  such  action  as  here 
proposed,  if  put  into  effect,  as  suggested  by  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury,  might  well  be  an  excellent 
idea.  In  other  words,  instead  of  having  1,000  or 
2,000  men  checking  in  twice  a  day  for  S3  a  week 
at  the  coal  and  wood  yard,  it  might  not  be  a  bad 
suggestion  to  have  some  of  these  men,  who  now 
receive  aid  from  the  Public  Welfare  or  the  Sol- 
diers' Relief,  put  at  work  on  the  streets  and 
alleyways  of  the  city. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  think  myself 
that  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman  from  Rox- 
bury (Coun.  Dowd)  is  a  very  excellent  one.  It 
seems  to  me  that  in  the  past  there  has  been  a 
divided  authority  in  the  matter  of  cleaning  the 
streets.  The  power  sweepers  are  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Sanitary  Department,  while  the  streets 
that  they  are  unable  to  work  on  with  the  power 
sweepers,  in  the  suburbs,  are  generally  done  by 
hand  work,  and  usually  done  by  employees  of  the 
Cleaning  Department.  Now,  it  happens  that  the 
employees  of  the  Cleaning  Department  are  work- 
ing on  resurfacing  streets  in  the  summer  time,  and 
have  very  little  time  to  give  to  the  cleaning  of 
the  streets  in  the  suburban  sections.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  streets  in  the  suburban  sections  of  the 
city  are  not  cleaned  more  than  once  a  year,  and 
frequently  the  cleaning  is  not  done  that  often  in 
some  sections.  It  would,  therefore,  be  a  very 
good  idea  to  put  these  men  at  work  in  those  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  cleaning  up  the  streets.  The 
streets  and  ways  are  overrun  with  rubbish  and 
leaves  all  over  the  city,  and  the  cleaning  as  pro- 
posed in  this  order  would  be  a  very  excellent  idea, 
and  would  also  furnish  work  to  the  unemployed. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President.  I  might  say  for 
the  information  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
nn  Unemployment  that  almost  every  city  yard  in 
Boston  is  undermanned  at  the  present  time,  just 
as  Councilor  Bush  has  very  well  said.  In  the 
Charlestown  paving  yard  where  they  had  seventy- 
five  men  at  one  time,  there  are  seven  men  now- 
trying  to  do  the  work  required  in  resurfacing 
streets.  Certainly  something  should  be  done 
immediately,  and  I  trust  that  the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President.  I  think  it  is  not 
important  to  start  on  the  streets  alone.  I  think 
the  sewers  also  might  well  be  attended  to.  On 
Commonwealth  avenue  every  time  we  have  a 
storm  there  is  a  flood.  Sometimes  there  is  a  foot 
of  water.  The  result  is,  that  being  a  very  busy 
thoroughfare,  that  we  have  a  number  of  accidents 
there.  Several  have  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion in  the  last  few  weeks.  If  you  call  on  the 
Park  Department  to  do  something,  they  are  busy. 
They  keep  a  Ford  truck  in  Franklin  Park,  which 
leaves  there  at  8.30  in  the  morning,  arriving  in 
Brighton  at  nine,  which  then  leaves  Brighton  at 
11.30  and  comes  back  at  1.30,  and  leaves  at  4.30 
p.  m.  for  the  day.  In  the  wintertime,  if  they  have 
snow  and  ice  on  the  hill,  they  have  to  send  to 
Franklin  Park,  and  by  the  time  help  arrives  there 
have  probably  been  accidents.  So  I  think  it  is 
high  time  that  something  should  be  done  along 
the  line  of  increasing  the  facilities  of  the  Brighton 
yard  immediately. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ANNUITY   TO   WIDOW   OF   JOHN  J. 
CARMODY 
Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  an  annuity  of  SGOO  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  the  widow  of  John  J.  Carmody,  late 
member  of  the  Fire  Department,    who  died    from 
injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  his  duty, 
such  annuity  to  continue  so  long  as  said  widow- 
remains    unmarried,    and   to    be    charged    to    the 
appropriation  for  Fire  Department,  Pensions  and 
Annuities.

CENTURY     OF     PROGRESS     EXPOSITION. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commercial,  Industrial  and 
Publicity  Bureau,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be,  and  said  department  hereby  is,  respectfully 
requested  to  advise  the  City  Council  as  follows: 

1.  The  terms  of  the  contract  and  business 
arrangements  for  the  Century  of  Progress  Exposi- 
tion to  be  held  at  Columbus  Park  next  June. 

2.  The  manner  in  which  profits  are  to  be 
divided  if  said  exposition  is  operated  at  a  profit, 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  deficit  is  to  be  paid  if 
said  exposition  is  operated  with  a  resulting  deficit. 

3.  The  authority  for  and  terms  of  the  lease  of 
land  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  said  exposition. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  in  the  first  place, 
let  me  say  that  I  understand  a  private  company 
is  promoting  this  undertaking  and  if  it  is  a  private 
company,  why  should  this  beautiful  park  over 
there,  a  park  on  which  thousands  of  dollars  have 
been  spent  for  improvements,  be  used  for  this 
exposition?  In  the  second  place,  Mr.  President, 
I  understand  that  the  lumber  to  be  used  is  coming 
from  the  West  Coast  and  not  from  New  England, 
where  the  people  would  be  glad  to  sell  it  at  a 
cheaper  price.  Furthermore,  they  had  something 
of  the  sort  in  Philadelphia  years  ago,  involving  a 
cost  of  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  taxpayers  are 
paying  for  it  yet,  and  paying  continually.  I  think 
this  is  certainly  a  matter  that  should  be  looked 
into,  at  least. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  have  not 
the  slightest  objection  to  the  councilor  obtaining 
the  information  he  desires  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tions he  asks.  But  I  think  we  had  better  let  it 
stand  right  there,  obtaining  the  answers  to  the 
questions  before  going  any  further.  It  seems  to 
me  that  this  proposed  exposition,  as  I  have  read 
about  it  in  the  papers,  would  be  something  that 
would  stimulate  business  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  New  England,  and  until  such  time  as  we  find 
something  to  the  contrary  I  feel  that  we  had 
better  go  rather  slow  in  the  matter  of  placing 
obstacles  in  the  path.  We  hear  a  great  deal  about 
the  present  business  depression  and,  with  the 
administration  taking  the  initiative  in  creating  a 
situation  that  may  very  likely  result  in  bringing 
business  to  our  city,  I  feel  that  this  body  ought  to 
go  on  record  for  instead  of  against  such  a  plan. 
I  understand  that  the  order  may  not  have  origi- 
nated with  the  councilor,  as  I  saw  awhile  ago  that 
the  Good  Government  Association  had  recently 
come  to  life  and  was  attempting,  in  this  time  of 
business  depression,  to  prevent  something  of  this 
sort,  which  might  result  in  an  important  con- 
tribution to  the  business  life  of  our  city  going 
through.  I  don't  know  of  any  connection  between 
the  councilor  from  Brighton  and  the  resurrected 
Good  Government  Association  across  the  street. 
But  I  will  simply  say  that  the  criticism  we  have 
seen  by  that  association  of  this  attempted  con- 
tribution to  a  forward-looking  plan  in  my  district 
and  your  district,  Mr.  President,  might  better 
have  come  from  the  President  and  from  myself 
rather  than  from  the  councilor  from  Brighton. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  this  order  was  not 
given  me  by  anybody.  I  don't  know  anybody 
connected  with  the  Good  Government  Association. 
I  do  understand,  however,  that  one  of  the  men  who 
is  at  the  head  of  this  is  connected  with  the  West 
Coast  Lumber  Company  of  California  and  that  he 
intends  to  get  the  necessary  lumber  from  Cali- 
fornia instead  of  from  the  states  of  Maine  or  New 
Hampshire.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order,  Mr.  President. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended.  Coun. 
HEIN  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

The  Council  voted  to  suspend  the  rule,  yeas  17, 
nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Cox,  Curtis, 
Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald, 
Gleason,  Green  Hein,  Kelly,  Murray,  Norton, 
Power,  Wilson — 17.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  LEGAL  RESIDENTS  OF 
BOSTON. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor   the    Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  favor  the  City  Council  with  a  reply  to 
my  order  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule  on 
September  8,  1930,  asking  him  to  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  inserting  a  clause  in  all  contracts  for 
city    work    providing    that    workmen    employed 
thereon  shall  be  legal  residents  of  Boston. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  interest  to  the  Mayor's  replies  to  orders  in- 
troduced in  this  body  to  further  the  handling  of 
the  unemployment  situation  in  Boston,  orders 
passed  by  us  on  October  20  and  October  27.  But 
today,  after  waiting  for  two  and  one-half  months, 
I  haye  not  heard  any  reply  to  my  order  which  was 
passed  unanimously  by  this  honorable  body  on 
September  8,  calling  upon  the  Mayor  of  this  city 
to  do  as  the  mayors  and  chief  executives  of  other 
cities  in  this  Commonwealth  are  doing  —  namely, 
to  see  that  contractors  who  live  upon  the  money 
of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  com- 
pelled, as  they  are  compelled  in  other  cities,  to 
hire  citizens  of  the  municipality.  I  have  made 
this  fight  because  constituents  in  my  ward  —  one 
Mr.  McDonald  of  Clarkson  street  and  others  too 
numerous  to  mention  —  have  been  laid  off  from 
jobs  in  this  city  and  preference  has  been  given  to 
people  who  reside  in  other  cities.  These  same  con- 
stituents have  gone  to  other  cities  and  towns  and 
tried  to  obtain  jobs  there.  The  first  question 
asked  them  was,  "Where  do  you  live?"  When 
they  have  said  they  lived  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
they  have  been  told  that  there  was  no  opening  for 
them.  So  I  say  the  same  condition  should  obtain 
here,  that  our  citizens  should  be  favored  against 
those  from  other  places.  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  sincere  in  his  efforts 
to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation,  he  can  by 
a  stroke  of  the  pen  put  2,000  men  at  work  in 
different  parts  of  the  city.  But  I  claim  that  the 
Mayor  is  not  sincere  in  his  efforts;  I  claim  that  the 
reason  why  he  did  not  want  to  reply  to  my  order 
was  that  he  did  not  want  to  offend  citizens  of  other 
cities  and  towns,  for  selfish  reasons  of  his  own, — 
for  the  simple  reason  that  he  could  go  out  later 
and  run  for  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
that  if  he  made  such  a  ruling  as  he  should,  in  be- 
half of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  the  citizens  of 
these  other  cities  would  then  be  knocking  his  head 
off.  But  despite  the  double-crossing  he  has  given 
in  the  last  few  weeks  to  the  Governor-elect  of  the 
Commonwealth,  he  will  never  be  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth.  To  go  a  step  further,  I  have 
seen  in  the  press  false  reports  about  men  going  to 
work  issued  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  members 
of  the  press.  Those  reports  have  been  published 
at  times,  and  I  have  had  men  come  to  my  home, 
calling  attention  to  reports  saying  that  250  men 
were  going  to  work  at  Governor  square  at  a  cer- 
tain time,  500  at  another  time,  and  so  on,  and 
that  they  would  like  a  job.  I  have  looked  care- 
fully into  the  matter,  have  got  in  touch  with  the 
chairman  of  the  Transit  Commission,  and  ho  says 
that  but  400  men  have  been  employed  there  since 
the  job  started.  I  say  it  is  high  time  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  got  on  to  himself  and  protected 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  stopped 
issuing  these  false  reports  to  people  who  are  look- 
ing for  jobs  in  my  ward  and  in  other  wards  of  tho 
city, —  saying  that  500  men  are  going  to  work  at 
Governor  square  at  a  certain  time  and  men  who 
stand  about  400  on  the  list  will  conic  to  you  and 
say,  Why  cannot  I  go  to  work?  "  when,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  only  100  or  150  are  being  put  on.  There 
is  another  thing  that  I  want  to  bring  out, — a  report 
brought  to  me  in  the  last  few  works  that  if  I  con- 
tinued to  protect  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  together  with  tlio  bond  expert  and  real 
rstnic  dabbler  who  occupies  a  seat  on  School 
street — namely,    his    brother — are    going    to    step 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  have  to  rule 
the  gentleman  out  of  order,  in  that  he  is  not  talk- 
ing to  the  order. 
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Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President 

President  LYNCH — The  gentleman  is  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
continue  on  the  order. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Ruby  moves 
that  the  Council  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair. 

The  motion  to  take  a  recess  was  "declared  lost. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President 

President  LYNCH— The  Chair  has  ruled  the 
gentleman  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  object  to  the 
ruling  of  the  Chair. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Kelly  objects  to 
the  ruling  of  the  Chair.

PLACING    OF    1,000    MEN    AT    WORK. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  15,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  order  adopted 
by  your  honorable  body  under  date  of  November 
10,  1930,  and  reading  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  place  at  work  one  thousand  men  for  a  temporary 
period  of  sixty  days,  to  be  engaged  in  cleaning  the 
public  streets  and  alleyways  throughout  the  city." 

Within  the  limitations  imposed  by  law  on  the 
expenditures  of  the  city  and  by  the  civil  service 
rules  on  the  employment  of  labor  every  effort  has 
been  and  is  being  made  to  employ  as  many  men  as 
possible  on  temporary  work. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner that  some  time  before  the  passage  of  the 
order  a  requisition  was  made  for  temporary  laborers 
and  that  the  present  force,  with  the  addition  of 
these  temporary  men,  will  be  sufficient  to  do  all 
that  is  practicable  on  the  kind  of  work  described 
in  the  order. 

It  has  been  my  purpose  from  the  beginning  of 
the  year  to  refrain  from  devoting  time  or  thought 
to  the  creation  of  single  jobs  for  any  individual, 
realizing  that  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  made 


necessary  the  application  of  study  to  the  develop- 
ment of  such  programs  as  would  permit  of  the 
employment  of  large  groups. 

It  is  to  my  purpose  that  this  policy  be  adhered 
to  since  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  any  single 
individual,  or  small  group  of  individuals,  would  in 
no  wise  relieve  a  situation  in  which  such  large 
numbers  are  involved  as  in  the  present. 

It  would  be  most  pleasing  to  me  to  comply  with 
the  wishes  of  the  Council  in  the  appointment  of 
one  thousand  men,  as  outlined  in  the  order,  but 
my  primary  concern  is  the  expenditure  of  public 
funds  wisely  so  that  sufficient  may  be  available  to 
later  provide  for  the  necessities  of  the  needy  and 
unfortunate  who  are  entitled  to  precedence  over 
all  others.

TBAFFIC    CONDITIONS. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission,  through 
Ins  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  said  commission 
hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  prompt  adoption  of  an  alternative 
parking  regulation  which  will  insure  free  traffic 
conditions  along  main  highways  into  the  business 
district  of  Boston  in  the  morning  and  unobstructed 
exit  from  the  city  at  the  close  of  business  hours. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  make 
a  very  brief  reference  to  that  order,  which  is  in 
line  with  the  suggestion  made  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  months  ago  when  he  stated  in  newspaper 
articles  that  he  believed  the  alternative  regulation 
which  had  worked  with  marked  success  in  the 
downtown  district  should  be  extended  to  every 
street  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have  in  mind  such 
improved  thoroughfares  as  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
Seaver  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  and  also 
have  in  mind  the  regulation  which  prohibits 
automobiles  passing  at  the  left  of  street  cars. 
Anyone  who  is  in  the  habit  of  driving  a  car  in 
from  Milton,  Dorchester  or  other  districts,  knows 
that  it  is  practically  impossible  on  many  of  our 
streets  to  get  into  Boston  at  certain  times,  due  to 
the  fact  that  on  streets  that  have  car  tracks  cars 
are  parked  on  both  sides,  not  allowing  the  passage 
of  an  auto  to  the  right  of  an  electric  car.  If  there 
were  regulation  for  alternative  parking  —  for 
example,  to  the  effect  that  on  a  street  like  Dor- 
chester avenue,  let  us  say,  in  the  forenoon,  from 
7.30  until  10,  cars  shall  not  be  parked  on  the 
right-hand  side  coming  into  the  city,  and  that 
going  the  other  way,  in  the  afternoon,  cars  shall 
not  be  parked  on  the  right-hand  side  from  5  to  8, 
this  situation  would  be  remedied.  It  is  a  very 
simple  regulation  and  not  at  all  an  experiment. 
I  feel  strongly  that  it  should  be  put   into  effect. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WARD  i  IMPROVEMENTS. 
Coun.  ARNOLD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  make  necessary  repairs  to  the  wood  block  pav- 
ing on  Warren  avenue,  near  West  Canton  street, 
Ward  4. 

Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
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Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repair  the  defective  catch-basins  near  18  Leon 
street,  Ward  4. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Harwich  street,  Ward  4,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SIDEWALK   CONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  32  Grant  street,  to 
corner  of  Harbor  View  street,  Ward  13,  in  front  of 
the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be 
from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to 
be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of 
artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  28  Grant  street, 
Ward  13,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edge- 
stones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PORTER  AT  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  request  the  Governor  to  order  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  to  file  a  complete  report  with  the 
City  Council  regarding  the  application,  record 
and  certification  of  the  name  of  one  certain  Martin 
E.  McCarthy  of  143  West  Newton  street,  Boston, 
as  a  laundry  porter  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  in 
answer  to  a  requisition  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  for 
two  laundry  porters  for  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
on  June  25,  1930. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  because  I  feel  that  every  one  of 
the  members  of  this  Council  is  vitally  interested 
in  the  matter  of  how  the  civil  service  rules  affect 
employees  of  the  city.  I  have  had  occasion  a 
number  of  times  to  go  before  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  on  really  worthy  cases  of  fathers 
with  children,  who  failed  in  their  application  to 

Eossibly  state  an  offence  of  drunkenness  or  per- 
aps  some  minor  violation  of  the  automobile  law 
years  before.  But  the  Board  has  never  seen  fit, 
that  I  know  of,  to  allow  such  a  man  to  go  to  work 
for  the  City  of  Boston.  In  this  case  I  want  this 
information  furnished,  because  I  have  already 
looked  into  the  matter  thoroughly  and  I  find  out, 
after  careful  study  of  the  civil  service  records  at 
the  State  House,  that  this  particular  individual, 
who  is  now  employed  on  the  civil  service  fist  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  filed  his  application  on 
January  4  of  this  year,  the  day  when  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  took  office.  He  filed  as  a  laborer.  Six 
months  later  the  Mayor  put  in  a  requisition  for 
two  laundry  porters  at  the  City  Hospital.  The 
name  of  this  fellow,  who  does  not  live  with  his 
wife  and  who  has  no  family,  was  sent  to  the 
Mayor's  office,  and  as  a  result  he  got  the  job. 
In  showing  up  what  I  have  found  out  in  regard  to 
this  matter  I  feel  that  I  am  doing  an  important 
service  to  every  one  of  my  colleagues.  This  fellow 
has  a  record.  He  has  been  in  court  ten  different 
times.  Yet  he  was  certified  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  go  to  work  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
He  has  a  record  for  keeping  and  exposing  liquor, 
and  for  attempted  larceny.  Yet  this  man  is  at 
present  working  in  the  City  Hospital,  and  his 
name  is  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner 
and  is  O.  K.'d  by  the  Mayor.  Besides  that  I  find, 
after  going  into  the  record  thoroughly,  that  he 
joined  the  police  force  in  1919,  at  the  Hanover 
street  station,  and  that  he  had  considerable 
trouble.  He  received  a  punishment  of  210  hours 
out  for  a  serious  offence  at  one  time,  and  a  242- 
hour  off  duty  punishment  at  another  time,  for  a 
certain  offence.  He  was  then  transferred  by  Cap- 
tain   O'Connell    to    Station    17,    West    Roxbury. 


He  was  there  three  months  and  was  charged 
in  three  specific  instances  with  breaking  and  enter- 
ing, disposing  of  liquor  in  a  hallway,  and  leaving 
his  gun  in  a  certain  place.  He  did  not  go  to  trial 
in  those  cases  but  resigned  with  those  charges 
pending  as  a  matter  of  public  record — three  specific 
charges.  You  and  I,  Mr.  President,  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Council,  know  that  there  are  a  good 
many  men  in  our  different  wards  who  have  been 
on  the  laborers'  list  for  a  number  of  years  and  have 
never  been  called.  I  wonder  how  it  is  that  an 
individual  like  this,  however,  can  get  his  name  on 
the  list  and  when  a  requisition  is  put  in  for  two 
laundry  porters  can  be  certified  for  a  civil  service 
position  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Furthermore,  as 
you  gentlemen  probably  know,  to  be  transferred 
on  civil  service  jobs  you  must  be  on  the  job  for  at 
least  a  year.  This  fellow  was  sent  to  work  at  the 
City  Hospital  July  3,  1930,  as  a  laundry  porter. 
In  the  early  part  of  August,  in  less  than  a  month 
from  the  time  he  was  so  employed,  he  was  advanced 
to  ward  porter — as  I  say,  in  spite  of  the  fact,  of 
which  you  gentlemen  are  aware,  that  in  order  to 
get  a  change  of  rating  you  must  be  at  least  a  year 
on  a  civil  service  job.  I  wonder  why  such  condi- 
tions exist?  Now,  let  me  go  on  a  little  further. 
We  find  that  he  is  a  man  of  many  addresses. 
We  find  that  on  April  1,  1930,  he  is  police  listed 
at  143  Newton  street,  Ward  4,  but  that  he  voted 
at  8  Hampshire  street,  Ward  9,  Precinct  11.  In 
1929,  on  April  1,  we  find  him  police  listed  at  186 
Fisher  avenue,  Ward  10,  Precinct  10,  but  that  he 
voted  in  Ward  9,  449  Shawmut  avenue.  We  now 
find  him  domiciled  at  some  place  on  Cummins 
Highway!  So  I  want  this  information  furnished 
to  the  Council  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
because  I  know  of  cases  of  other  men  who  have  been 
rejected  because  of  some  minor  offence.  I  want 
to  know  what  makes  the  difference.  This  is  the 
same  individual  who  last  Thursday  followed  me 
from  City  Hall,  when  I  was  in  company  with 
another  councilor,  and  without  giving  me  a  chance 
to  defend  myself  brutally  assaulted  me  on  Union 
street.  I  also  find  from  reliable  information — ■ 
from  Miss  Davis  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital— 
that  he  was  discharged  by  her  seventeen  days 
after  going  to  work  but  was  reinstated  without  a 
hearing.  I  wonder  why  these  things  exist.  We 
find  also  from  Miss  Davis  and  other  people  that 
he  is  related  to  John  Curley  by  marriage.  I  want 
you  to  bear  these  facts  in  mind,  because  it  is  a 
pretty  serious  state  of  affairs  if  a  man  cannot 
come  into  this  body  and  express  honest  views  on 
any  subject  without  being  brutally  assaulted  two 
or  three  days  later.  This  happened,  as  I  say, 
when  I  was  in  company  with  another  councilor. 
So  I  want  this  information  for  these  different 
reasons.  I  am  telling  you  cold  facts  here,  and  I 
intend  to  get  this  information  from  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  to  see  what  connection 
there  is  between  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
and  City  Hall,  in  a  case  where  a  requisition  is 
made  and  a  fellow  like  this  gets  the  job — a  fellow 
who  always  votes  in  Ward  9,  although  he  is 
police  listed  in  other  wards.  I  say  that  we  should 
pass  the  order,  and  I  move  its  passage  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  KELLY  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  add  another  word  to  my  remarks  earlier 
in  the  afternoon. 

President  LYNCH — Councilor  Kelly  asks  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement.  Hearing  no 
objection,  Councilor  Kelly  will  proceed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  want  this  in 
the  record  for  future  use.  This  fellow  of  whom  I 
am  inquiring,  this  Martin  McCarthy,  I  believe  was 
told  by  certain  political  factors  to  stay  away  from 
work  Thursday  of  the  past  week,  and  was  in- 
structed to  come  here  every  day  that  I  appear 
here  on  behalf  of  my  constituents  and  do  to  me 
what  he  did  on  Union  street.  Kegardless,  how- 
ever, of  his  dealings  with  me  in  a  very  cowardly 
manner,  or  regardless  of  possibly  100  more  deal- 
ings of  the  sort,  it  will  never  alter  my  determina- 
tion to  keep  the  promise  I  made  to  my  constituents 
a  year  ago  that  I  would  come  into  this  Council 
and  oppose  anything  that  I  saw  that  was  out  of 
the  way  and  would  speak  up  for  them  in  any 
matter  that  concerns  their  interests.  I  care  not 
how  powerful  any  person  is,  I  shall  stand  and  con- 
tinue to  stand  fur  what  I  believe  to  be  the  right 
thing,  and  if  they  want  to  send  a  person  like  tins 
to  me  every  day  in  the  week,  let  them  go  ahead 
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and  do  so.  It  will  not  alter  the  decision  I  made  a 
year  ago  and  that  I  have  lived  up  to  to  the  present 
day. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AT  TENEAN  BEACH.

Tenean  Beach,  and  that  to  meet  such  expense  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  ex-

IMPROVEMENT    OF    MARY    HEMENWAY 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission for  the  construction  of  a  locker  building 
and  bleachers  at  the  Mary  Hemenway  Playground, 
Ward  16,  and  that  to  meet  such  expense  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


INFORMATION  FROM  THE  MAYOR. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  inform  the  Boston  City  Council  what  particular 
orders  it  has  passed  relating  to  the  unemployment 
situation  that  were  a  deliberate  attempt  to  capi- 
talize these  conditions  or  to  promote  publicity  for 
themselves. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  the  in- 
augural address  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  at 
the  time  when  the  present  City  Council  was 
sworn  into  office,  the  Mayor  of  this  city  said: 

"Too  often  in  the  past  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  has  been  centered  on  the  inauguration, 
personality  and  policies  of  the  Chief  Executive; 
losing  sight  of  the  fact  that  this  ceremony  is 
also  the  inauguration  day  of  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  who  have  been  selected  by  the 
people  to  act  as  a  Board  of  Directors.  Since 
the  curtailing  of  their  powers  along  certain  ex- 
ecutive and  administrative  lines  by  the  so-called 
Good  Government  charter  of  1909  it  has  become 
customary  for  those  having  little  knowledge 
of  the  foundations  of  municipal  government 
to  make  light  of  the  City  Council  membership 
and  attempt  to  belittle  their  importance.  Noth- 
ing is  more  unwarranted  and  unfair — and  no 
one  can  more  appreciate  from  actual  experience 
their  power  and  influence  for  good  administra- 
tion, and  the  necessity  for  their  hearty  cooperation 
and  assistance,  than  1.  From  my  knowledge 
of  the  caliber  of  the  men  the  people  nave  selected 
to  represent  them  in  the  present  honorable  body 
I  feel  certain  of  that  cooperation  and  assistance 
to  the  fullest  degree." 

For  ten  long  months,  Mr.  President  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  on  every  order  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  has  seen  fit  to  send  to  this  Council 
looking  to  the  relief  of  the  present  unemployment 
situation,  this  Council  has  agreed  with  the  Mayor, 
without  any  differences  or  any  debate  whatso- 
ever. I  believe  that  each  and  every  member  of 
this  Council  was  sent  here  to  decide  for  himself 
and  for  the  people  what  he  should  do  on  any  order 
or  in  any  situation  that  might  arise.  Serving 
three  terms  in  the  City  Council,  1  feel  that  any 
order  I  have  introduced  into  the  body  — and  I 
feel  that  the  same  thing   applies  to   the  orders 


introduced  by  others — has  been  constructive  in 
its  purpose — even  if  it  has  not  been  introduced 
by  a  professor  or  an  educator  whom  some  might 
think  know  more  about  the  unemployment 
situation  than  members  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil. I  would  like  to  know  the  particular  orders 
that  have  been  presented  in  this  Council  to  which 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  objects.  I  wish  to  go 
briefly  over  the  orders  I  have  presented.  One 
was  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature 
in  order  to  deal  with  the  situation.  If  we  want 
to  place  men  at  work  and  haven't  the  funds  to 
do  it,  we  will  have  to  get  help  through  the  Legis- 
lature. Was  that  a  constructive  or  destructive 
order?  I  have  asked  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
ask  permission  of  Mr.  Goodwin  to  suspend  the 
civil  service  rules.  Was  that  constructive  or 
destructive?  I  am  personally  of  the  opinion 
that  it  was  a  constructive  order.  What  else  is 
there?  I  have  asked  the  Mayor  to  request  the 
Governor  of  this  state,  through  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities,  to  ask  the  richest  corporations 
within  the  confines  of  our  state,  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  and  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company,  not  to  turn  gas  or  elec- 
tricity off  during  a  period  of  four  months  in  this 
present  emergency.  But  his  veto  comes  back, 
and  he  says  that  this  is  America,  not  Russia.  1 
think  it  looks,  in  the  existing  state  of  affairs  in 
Boston  at  the  present  time,  as  if  this  were  Russia. 
I  wonder  if  that  order  was  destructive  or  con- 
structive. I  believe  it  was  constructive.  I  be- 
lieve all  these  things  merely  represent  proper  at- 
tempts to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  poor  at 
the  present  time.  What  else?  I  asked  that 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  be  requested  to 
discontinue  their  policy  requiring  that  warrants 
be  issued  for  a  father  or  son  before  anyone  could 
get  aid  from  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
If  that  is  destructive,  I  am  very  much  mistaken 
and  wish  to  stand  corrected.  I  asked  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  employ  a  thousand  men  to  clean  the 
streets  and  alleys  of  Boston,  and  the  answer — the 
automatic  answer  that  we  all  get  from  depart- 
ment heads — was  that  the  streets  and  alleys  are 
in  very  good  shape  and  don't  need  to  be  cleaned. 
What  else  is  there?  I  asked  him  to  recommend 
the  placing  of  SI, 000,000  in  the  budget  for  the 
corning  year  to  employ  4,000  or  5,000  men  in 
public  work  of  one  kind  and  another,  to  relieve 
the  present  situation.  That  order  was  vetoed.  I 
wonder  if  it  was  destructive  or  constructive? 
What  else  is  there?  We  have  asked  the  Mayor 
to  take  steps  to  stop  the  practice  of  giving  the 
chain  stores  a  monopoly  of  grocery  orders,  and 
he  lias  vetoed  that.  I  think  I  do  not  need  to 
say  anything  on  that  score.  We  have  gone  through 
that  situation  and  we  find  that  the  chain  stores 
will  receive  the  magnificent  sum  of  $300,000,  and 
the  only  answer  we  can  get  from  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Department  is  that  in  their  discretion  they 
think  it  advisable  to  do  that.  I  wonder  if  that 
order  was  destructive  or  constructive?  May  I 
also  refer  to  the  orders  that  have  been  introduced 
by  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton) 
dealing  with  the  present  unemployment  situation? 
I  certainly  feel  that  they  were  constructive,  be- 
cause they  simply  mean  doing  what  leaders  in 
the  community  have  been  endeavoring  to  do. 
Certainly,  I  think  that  they  were  not  destructive, 
but  constructive,  measures.  In  that  same  way 
I  might  also  refer  to  the  order  presented  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  17  in  reference  to  contractors. 
I  say  that  that  was  constructive.  Last,  but 
not  least,  I  might  refer  to  the  order  I  introduced 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  look  into  the 
feasibility  of  providing  S2.000.000  from  public 
subscription  for  the  poor  of  Boston.  I  don't 
think  that  was  destructive,  by  any  means.  It 
was  simply  in  line  with  what  is  being  attempted 
by  many  leaders  in  the  community  to  relieve 
present  conditions.  For  example,  we  are  seeing 
the  effort  to  bring  about  an  Army-Navy  game 
which  will  probably  raise  $150,000  in  one  lump 
sum.  What  else  is  there?  The  Mayor,  in  a 
statement  given  to  the  press  Saturday,  blames 
the  councilors. 

"The  sharp  increase  in  the  demands  upon  the 
city  for  aid  was  laid  by  the  Mayor  at  the  feet  of 
certain  City  Councilors  and  others  who,  he  said, 
'have  been  making  political  capital  out  of  the 
unemployment  situation.'  Recently  the  Mayor 
declined  "to  accept  donations  for  an  unemployment 
fund,  explaining  that  the  city  had  the  situation 
well  in  hand  through  the  appropriation  of 
54,000,000  for  the  poor,  but  within  the  past  two 
weeks  members  of  the  Council  in  unemployment 
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hearings  have,  he  said,  'focused  public  attention 
on  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  causing  in- 
creased demands  upon  the  poor  relief  funds,  with 
the  result  that  the  department  will  exceed  its 
budget  total  by  about  $400,000.'" 

I  wonder  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  justified  in 
accusing  twenty-two  members  of  the  City  Council, 
which  after  all,  is  what  it  amounts  to,  because 
these  orders  were  passed  without  a  dissenting  vote. 
I  wonder  if  he  is  correct  when  he  says  that  we  are 
responsible  for  an  increase  of  $400,000  in  the 
poor  relief  fund.  If  we  are,  I  say  to  the  Mayor, 
that  we  will  gladly  accept  that  condemnation  from 
him,  because  if  it  is  the  truth  we  at  least  have 
caused  $400,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  to  be 
spent  among  the  poor  of  Boston,  which  would 
not  have  been  done  except  for  the  Unemployment 
Committee  and  for  this  City  Council.  Now, 
what  else  do  we  find?  We  find  he  claims  that  we 
have  done  this  for  publicity.  Well,  let  us  analyze 
the  situation.  Surely,  if  he  wants  to  criticize  the 
City  Council,  we  have  a  right  to  answer  him,  and 
I  intend  to  answer  him.  Let  us  see  about  the 
publicity,  and  who  is  looking  for  publicity.  On 
January  18  there  was  a  notice  in  the  Boston 
papers  that  there  was  to  be  a  million-dollar  high- 
way in  East  Boston  and  that  400  men  would  be 
employed.  What  has  happened  to  that?  Is  that, 
coming  from  the  Mayor's  office,  undue  publicity? 
Then,  what  else  do  we  find?  We  find  when  the 
question  is  raised  with  the  Mayor  in  regard  to  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel  he  replies  in  a  Boston  news- 
paper that  1,500  men  will  immediately  go  to  work 
on  that  $16,000,000  tunnel  to  East  Boston.  And 
what  has  happened  to  that?  Colonel  Sullivan 
answered  that  statement  when  he  said  that  work 
on  the  East  Boston  tunnel  will  not  get  started 
until  May  or  June  of  next  year  at  the  utmost,  and 
that  only  600  men  will  be  employed  on  the  tunnel. 
What  else  do  we  find?  We  find  that  the  Legisla- 
ture gave  $5,000,000  for  street  construction,  and 
we  were  told  that  would  give  employment  to 
1,500  men.  But  what  do  we  now  find?  That 
$3,500,000  of  that  amount  still  remains  unexpended, 
and  that  it  is  not  being  used  at  all  at  the  present 
time.  I  wonder  if  that  is  undue  publicity?  Then, 
we1  find,  in  regard  to  Governor  square,  according 
to  the  last  report  which  must  have  come  from  the 
Mayor's  office,  that  600  or  700  men  were  to  be 
placed  at  work  immediately.  Are  the  men  work- 
ing? I  hardly  think  they  are.  Then,  only 
recently,  we  were  told  that  $2,800,000  was  avail- 
able for  school  construction,  and  that  1,000  men 
would  be  employed.  But  we  now  understand 
that  the  work  will  not  be  started  until  next  June 
or  July.  I  wonder  if  the  Mayor  is  looking  for 
undue  publicity  in  that  and  these  other  matters? 
Then,  coming  to  the  extension  of  the  Governor 
square  tunnel  to  Audubon  road,  the  statement 
was  made  in  the  papers  by  the  Mayor  that  500 
men  would  go  to  work  there,  and  that  $1,800,000 
would  be  expended.  But  we  now  understand  that 
it  will  provide  work  for  only  200  men.  Then, 
what  is  the  next  item?  The  so-called  Governor's 
Island  project,  where  the  Mayor  stated  that  in 
November  500  men  would  go  to  work,  in  January 
500  and  in  February  500,  or  a  total  of  1,500  men. 
We  are  now  told  by  the  Mayor  that  nothing  can 
be  done  until  an  act  of  Congress  is  passed.  So, 
in  the  total,  taking  the  Boston  newspapers  and  the 
reports  from  the  Mayor's  office,  where  7,300  men 
were  supposed  to  be  put  at  work,  we  find  that  the 
sum  and  substance  of  it  is  that  only  550  men  have 
been  put  at  work,  and  that  the  bulk  of  the  work 
on  these  projects  will  not  be  started  until  June  or 
July.  I  say  that  that  is  not  relieving  the  unem- 
ployment situation  to  any  great  extent.  I  say, 
Mr.  President,  that  you,  I  and  the  other  members 
of  this  Council  have  a  bounden  duty  to  perform 
for  the  people  who  elected  us  to  this  office.  They 
did  not  send  us  here  to  sit  around  like  Stoughton 
bottles,  and  to  say  "Yes"  to  everything  that 
comes  from  the  Mayor's  office.  They  sent  us  here 
to  exercise  our  God-given  rights  in  their  interest, 
and  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  public  welfare. 
We  are  trying  to  do  our  duty,  and  I  say  in  all 
fairness  that  unless  there  is  an  improvement  in 
the  situation,  and  unless  something  is  done  to 
solve  the  unemployment  problem,  there  will  be  a 
lot  of  new  faces  in  the  City  Council  of  1932. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SUBSCRIPTION   FOR    RELIEF    OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Coun.DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  business,  industrial  and 
labor  leaders  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  raising  by  popular  subscription 
the  sum  of  two  million  dollars,  said  sum  to  be 
applied  to  the  relief  of  the  present  acute  and 
unprecedented  unemployment  situation,  and  to 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  said  committee,  which 
shall  be  held  strictly  accountable  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  for  its  proper  disbursement. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  is  an  order 
similar  to  the  one  I  introduced  some  three  weeks 
ago,  which  was  vetoed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
In  his  veto  message  at  that  time  he  said: 

"I  beg  to  state  that  at  a  conference  held  at  the 
office  of  the  Mayor  today,  at  which  were  present 
the  entire  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare, the  subject  matter  as  outlined  in  the  order 
adopted  was  considered.  It  was  the  consensus  of 
opinion  of  those  present  that  the  City  of  Boston 
holds  a  unique  position  among  the  cities  of  America 
in  dealing  with  the  needs  of  the  unemployed, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  its  Public  Welfare 
Department." 

I  thought  possibly  I  was  very  much  mistaken 
in  my  order  and  that  the  Mayor  was  absolutely 
right  in  his  veto  message,  but  after  listening  last 
Wednesday  evening  to  the  nation-wide  hook-up 
of  the  former  Governor  of  New  York,  Alfred  E. 
Smith,  I  found  that  an  order  of  the  very  same 
kind  that  this  Council  passed  three  weeks  ago  for 
the  relief  of  unemployment  was  outlined  and 
favored  by  that  great  former  Governor  of  New 
York.  I  say  that  there  are  concerns  and  indi- 
viduals in  Boston  just  as  anxious  to  relieve  the 
unemployment  situation  as  concerns  and  indi- 
viduals in  other  parts  of  the  country,  if  the  thing 
is  presented  to  them  in  the  right  way.  I  have 
asked  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  do  what?  To 
appoint  a  committee  of  leading  business,  indus- 
trial and  labor  leaders  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  raising  $2,000,000  by  popular  subscription. 
I  don't  see  that  there  is  anything  wrong  in  that. 
If  I  am  absolutely  wrong,  I  am  in  the  company  of 
such  men  as  President  Hoover,  Governor  Rolph, 
Senator  Wagner,  Governor  Roosevelt,  and  ex- 
Governor  Smith,  who  must  in  that  case  be  abso- 
lutely wrong  in  their  ideas,  too.  New  York  City 
evidently  is  not  so  unique  in  the  efficiency  of  its 
charitable  institutions  that  it  does  not  dare  to  ask 
for  public  subscription  to  a  public  fund  to  relieve 
the  present  unemployment  situation.  Personally, 
I  have  been  very  much  interested  in  seeing  here 
in  Boston  the  firms  that  have  come  forward  and 
offered  the  aid  to  the  Mayor  in  this  matter — the 
Schulte  and  Huyler  concerns  and  others,  despite 
the  fact  that  only  last  Monday  the  Mayor  vetoed 
this  order,  and  yet  last  Saturday  we  find  him  will- 
ing to  accept  contributions  of  public-spirited  citi- 
zens and  concerns.  So  evidently  a  part  of  my 
order  is  right;  and  all  this  order  proposes  is  to 
form  a  committee  that  will  consider  the  advisability 
of  raising  some  such  sum  by  popular  subscription. 
It  seems  to  me  that  is  a  much  better  way  to 
approach  the  situation  than  to  lay  all  the  stress  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 
Many  men  don't  care  to  incur  the  stigma  that  is 
attached  to  getting  relief.  That  fact  was  set 
forth  by  ex-Governor  Smith  of  Xew  York,  when 
he  said  that  men  don't  want  charity,  but  want 
to  go  to  work.  That  is  what  I  say  about  Boston 
men.  They  do  not  desire  charity.  If  such  funds 
are  turned  over  to  the  Public  Welfare  Department, 
the  stigma  of  pauperism  will  be  attached  to  the 
recipients  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  Social  welfare 
workers  can  get  their  records  at  any  time,  and  it 
will  be  held  up  against  them  in  the  future  as  a 
reproach.  I  believe  the  only  proper  way  to 
handle  the  situation  is  the  way  that  a  similar 
committee  is  doing  in  Xew  York  City,  under  the 
leadership  of  "Al"  Smith.  They  are  raising 
$6,000,000,  and  I  believe  that  we  in  Boston 
should  certainly  be  able  to  gel  $2,000,000.  One 
game  in  the  Stadium,  between  Boston  College  and 
Harvard  College,  would  raise  $150,000,  7J  per  cent 
of  $2,000,000  that  is  here  suggested;  and,  if  big 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  sincere,  let  him  put  his  signa- 
ture to  this  order,  and  let  us  see  what  can  be  done 
in  the  immediate  future.  My  dear  friends,  I  am 
personally  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  immediate  action  should  be  taken  The 
Governor  has  formed  it  committor,  but  no  definite 
action   has   yet   been   taken    by    that   committee. 
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I  hope  the  Mayor  of  Boston  will  recognize  the 
Boston  City  Council  as  he  did  in  his  inaugural 
address  and  will  immediately  proceed  in  such  lines 
as  are  here  suggested, — for,  after  all,  Boston  is  the 
only  large  city  in  the  country  that  has  not  done 
anything  in  the  way  of  immediate  relief.  They 
talk  about  Boston's  unique  position  along  chari- 
table lines.  I  don't  think,  Mr.  President,  that 
Boston  does  any  more  in  the  way  of  charity  than 
is  done  in  any  other  large  city  in  the  country. 
I  have  here  the  budget  of  charities  in  New  York 
City,  amounting  to  $32,288,000  for  unfortunates, 
while  in  Boston  it  is  only  a  little  over  S3, 000. 000. 
So  I  don't  think  Boston  holds  a  unique  position 
as  compared  with  the  other  large  cities  of  the 
nation.  The  Department  of  Commerce  shows 
that  in  1929  the  city  of  New  York  spent  $31,140,000 
for  charitable  purposes,  Chicago,  $6,372,000; 
Philadelphia,  $8,847,000;  Detroit,  $5,796,000,  and 
so  on.  So  when  they  tell  you  that  Boston  is 
doing  more  in  the  way  of  charitable  work  than 
any  other  city,  they  are  not  telling  the  truth, 
because  the  figures  set  forth  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce  do  not  lie. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BUDGET    FOR    OVERSEERS    OF     PUBLIC 
WELFARE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  include  in  the  budget  for  1931  the  sum  of  one 
million  dollars  to  be  used  for  the  relief  of  unem- 
ployment, said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  the  amounts 
provided  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare 
and  the   Soldiers'    Relief   Department. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  desire 
point  out  to  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  1,500 
men  with  families  who  take  their  place  in  the  so- 
called  prison  line  so  well  described  by  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester,  in  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. They  average  $15  a  week.  The  increase 
last  week  was  350  families,  in  one  week,  and  by  the 
first  of  the  year  it  means  that  there  will  probably  be 
2,000  additional  families  applying  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare,  making  3,500  families. 
On  the  basis  of  $15  a  weekeach,  that  will  mean  the 
City  of  Boston  will  be  paying  out  $55,000  a  week, 
or  a  trifle  over,  to  the  men  reporting  to  the  wood- 
yard.  I  say  to  the  Mayor,  Mr.  President,  that 
there  is  a  way  out  of  the  situation  that  will  not  cost 
a  great  deal  of  money  and  that  will  take  away  the 
sting  of  pauperism  from  the  people  who  go  down 
there, — because,  after  all,  no  decent  man  desires 
to  go  down  there  unless  he  is  forced  to  do  so.  If 
the  Mayor  will  appropriate  $1,000,000  plus  the 
usual  amount,  in  the  budget  of  1931,  to  put  men  at 
work,  instead  of  taking  care  of  3,500  families  for 
ninety  days  at  the  woodyard,  at  an  expense  of 
about  $680,000,  it  will  mean  that  6,405  men  can  be 
placed  at  work  for  ninety  days  for  $1,000,000,  or 
only  $300,000  more,  and  they  will  not  have  the 
stigma  of  pauperism  attached  to  them.  It  may  be 
said  that  the  civil  service  will  refuse.  I  think  if 
the  matter  were  put  up  to  Governor  Allen  he  could 
not  very  well  refuse.  If  he  does,  the  $300,000 
would  be  put  with  the  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare and  paid  out  in  the  way  of  salaries  on  the  basis 
of  a  four-day  week,  $20  per  week,  for  ninety  days. 
This  plan  will  enable  a  large  number  of  families  in 
this  city,  suffering  from  unemployment,  to  keep 
going  for  a   period  of  ninety  days. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ADDITIONAL   TEMPORARY 
INVESTIGATORS. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through   his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
provide    additional    temporary    investigators    for 
that  department  during  the  present  unemployment 
crisis. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INFORMATION   AS   TO    $30,000,000 
PROJECTS. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    his   Honor   the   Mayor   be   re- 
quested  to   advise   the    Boston    City   Council   in 


detail  concerning  the  thirty-million  dollar  projects 
which  he  stated  in  his  recent  veto  message  would 
be  in  operation  before  the  new  budget  would 
become  operative. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DEATH   OF   SCHOOL  PUPIL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  conduct  a  thorough  investigation  into  the 
death  of  a  pupil  at  the  Aaron  Davis  School  in 
Roxbury,  and  which  the  pupil's  parents  allege 
was  due  to  blows  said  pupil  received  while  attend- 
ing said  school. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  have  recently 
read  in  the  papers  about  the  young  child  of  eight 
years  of  age,  a  pupil  in  the  Aaron  Davis  School 
who,  it  is  claimed,  was  beaten  in  the  school  and 
was  taken  to  the  hospital  the  next  day,  dying  two 
days  later.  The  parents  of  the  child  allege  that  the 
child  received  several  blows  from  pupils  during 
school  hours,  and  claim  that  the  death  was  caused 
by  the  blows  received.  The  parents  of  the  child 
have  further  stated  to  me  that  in  their  opinion  the 
records  of  the  City  Hospital  were  changed.  For 
that  reason  I  would  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  ask 
the  School  Committee  to  conduct  a  sweeping  in- 
vestigation of  the  matter. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TELEPHONE    INVESTIGATION. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  appear 
before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  connec- 
tion with  the  bill  which  is  now  before  that  body, 
and  to  favor  a  decrease  in  the  general  prices  of 
telephone  service. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  recently  a  peti- 
tion was  filed  by  members  of  the  Central  Labor 
Union  requesting  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  to  decrease  the  rates  charged  by  the  tele- 
phone company.  I  believe  there  is  not  a  councilor 
here  who  does  not  feel  that  those  rates  should  be  de- 
creased. We  all  know  about  the  charges  for 
service  installation  of  telephones  and  cords,  and 
that  they  got  that  increase  under  a  subterfuge  at 
the  last  hearing,  when  those  present  were  interested 
particularly  in  rates  and  not  service  charges.  I 
hope  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  will  see  fit  to  have 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  present  at  the  hearings 
and  protect  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION    FROM    POLICE 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  rules  of  the  Police  Department 
state  that  "members  of  the  force  are  liable  to  be 
called  into  service  at  any  time;  and  the  sanie 
responsibility  as  to  the  detection  and  prevention 
of  crime  and  the  preservation  of  order  rests  up°n 
them  when  not  in  uniform,  or  off  duty,  as  when  on 
duty  in  uniform"; 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  whether  or  not  it  is  the  practice 
of  the  department  to  allow  full  pay  and/or  hospital 
bills  to  a  patrolman  injured  in  the  performance  of 
an  ordinary  police  duty  while  not  on  his  regular 
tour  of  duty. 

Coun.  HEiN — Mr.  President,  in  the  particular 
case  I  am  referring  to  in  these  resolutions  this  man 
left  the  station  house  at  6  o'clock  in  the  evening 
and  started  for  his  home.  At  6.35  in  the  evening 
he  was  hit  by  an  automobile  coming  down  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  suffered  a  fractured  skull, 
and  had  his  leg  broken  in  two  places.  He  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  and  there  developed  pneu- 
monia. Doctor  Broderick  ordered  him  transferred 
to  a  private  room  with  two  special  nurses.  Of 
course,  the  expenses  were  very  heavy.  He  gets 
half-time  for  thirty  days,  the  equivalent  of  $18  a 
week,  and  after  that  $1  a  day  from  the  relief 
association.  This  man  had  to  be  taken  to  the 
hospital  due  to  no  fault  whatsoever  of  his  own. 
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His  first  bill  was  $41,  and  he  did  not  have  it  to  pay. 
Some  kind  Samaritan  came  around  and  paid  the 
$41.  Last  week  his  bill  was  $161,  including  room, 
nurses,  and  other  paraphernalia  in  connection  with 
his  stay  in  the  hospital.  The  man  simply  has  not 
got  it.  The  Police  Department  says  he  is  on  duty 
for  twenty-four  hours.  If  that  is  the  case,  if  a 
man  is  going  home,  why  is  he  not  entitled  to  aid  in 
a  matter  of  this  kind  from  the  Police  Department? 
If  he  has  not  got  it,  is  he  going  to  be  left  to  die 
like  a  dog?  The  police  are  expected  to  protect  the 
lives  and  safety  of  our  citizens.  They  are  sup- 
posed to  be  on  duty  for  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 
Certainly  in  a  case  like  this,  where  a  man,  through 
no  fault  of  his  own,  is  injured,  taken  to  the  hospital, 
and  is  obliged  to  undergo  this  sort  of  thing,  with 
all  the  expenses  that  go  with  it,  a  man  with  a  wife 
and  children,  something  should  be  done  for  his  and 
for  their  protection.  This  accident  happened  on 
the  25th  of  October,  and  up  to  today  they  have  not 
received  one  penny  either  from  the  relief  associa- 
tion or  the  Police  Department.  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED   IMPROVEMENTS   FOR 
WARD   10. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide 
a  playground  in  the  Parker  Hill  section  of  Ward  10. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  install  an  arc  light  at  the  corner  of 
Minden  and  Schiller  streets,  Ward  10. 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install 
an  automatic  traffic  signal  at  the  junction  of 
Huntington  and  South  Huntington  avenues, 
Ward  10. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Parker  street,  both 
sides,  from  Huntington  avenue  to  Conant  street, 
Wards  4,  9,  10,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12 
feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone, 
with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ADMINISTRATION   OF   BOSTON 
SANATORIUM. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
commends  the  administration  of  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  and  the  improvements  which  have 
been  made  at  that  institution  since  the  direction 
of  its  affairs  was  taken  over  by  said  trustees. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  sometime  last 
evening  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  one  of  the 
Boston  newspapers  informing  me  that  certain 
allegations  had  been  made  with  reference  to  the 
conduct  of  this  institution  by  some  of  the  patients 
there.  I  stated  to  the  Press  at  that  time  that  I 
would  immediately  go  to  the  institution  today, 
because  of  my  personal  vital  interest  in  it.  In 
1927  I  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances when  the  change  in  administration  of  the 
Boston  Sanatorium  went  into  effect.  After  the 
order  was  presented  to  the  City  Council  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  for  weeks  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  refused  to  bring  in  a  report  approving 
the  contemplated  change,  because  we  felt  that  a 
complete  investigation  should  be  made.  After 
two  months,  and  after  conference  with  some 
of  the  chief  medical  men  in  this  city,  such  as 
Doctor  Otis,  who  is  a  tuberculosis  specialist,  and 
a  group  of  other  tuberculosis  specialists,  we 
brought  into  the  Council  a  report  recommending 
the  adoption  of  the  ordinance  transferring  that 
institution  from  the  then  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital.  Since  that  time  I  have 
made  periodical  visits  to  the  institution,  with 
representatives   of   several   private   organizations, 


and  in  all  my  visits  there,  while  there  might  have 
been  minor  complaints  made,  I  found  nothing  to 
warrant  such  complaints  as  have  been  received 
and  set  forth  in  this  pamphlet  that  has  been 
sent  to  us.  I  went  to  the  institution  this  morning 
at  nine  o'clock  and  spent  over  four  hours  traveling 
through  it.  We  visited  several  of  the  wards,  and 
at  noontime,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Murphy, 
the  dietitian  of  the  sanatorium,  we  went  to  the 
new  part  of  the  institution,  which  dispenses 
food  to  the  patients.  There  we  found  the  follow- 
ing situation.  At  the  time  we  were  there  the 
women  of  the  institution  were  partaking  of  their 
dinner,  and  they  would  file  in,  cafeteria  style, 
to  this  well-lighted,  well-ventilated  room,  where 
the  food  was  dispensed.  During  the  time  we 
were  there  I  personally  spoke  to  forty  or  fifty 
men  and  women  during  their  lunch  period.  No 
person  connected  with  the  institution  was  within 
hearing  of  our  voices.  I  invariably  asked  how 
they  felt  about  the  food  being  dispensed  in  the 
institution,  and  in  the  group  to  whom  we  spoke 
there  was  not  a  single  person  who  did  not  say 
that  the  food  had  improved  tremendously  during 
the  last  year  or  two.  We  spoke  to  some  who  had 
been  there  only  three  or  four  months.  One 
young  girl  whom  I  met  there  comes  from  my 
own  ward,  and  she  made  this  statement  to  me 
in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Boston  Press,  that  she  never  dreamed  she 
would  be  accorded  the  treatment  and  care  she 
was  getting  in  that  institution,  and  she  arrived 
only  two  weeks  ago.  We  found  over  470  patients 
in  the  institution.  We  found  that  the  new  wing 
of  the  hospital  is  being  opened  as  fast  as  it  can 
be  made  ready  for  occupancy,  that  in  the  very 
near  future  there  will  be  seventy-five  or  more 
additional  empty  beds  for  patients.  In  going 
through  the  various  wards  I  spoke  with  men  and 
women  from  more  than  a  dozen  wards  of  the 
city,  men  and  women  who  wanted  to  be  remem- 
bered to  their  respective  councilors.  I  don't 
want  to  go  into  that  in  detail  at  this  present 
time,  mentioning  the  names,  but  I  have  the 
names  here.  Some  referred  to  Councilor  Donovan, 
some  to  Councilor  Green,  some  to  Councilor 
Fish,  and  to  other  different  members  of  the  City 
Council  from  whose  districts  they  came.  They 
expressed  nothing  but  satisfaction  with  the 
treatment  they  were  getting,  and  1  believe  that 
since  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  have 
taken  over  this  institution,  for  the  last  three 
years,  there  has  been  a  tremendous  improvement 
in  conditions  there.  In  this  pamphlet  attention 
is  called  to  liquor  drinking.  In  my  visit  1  asked 
the  medical  man  in  charge,  and  lie  informed 
me  that  for  medical  purposes  there  have  never 
been  more  than  eight  or  ten  gallons  of  liquor 
used  or  dispensed  in  that  institution  in  any  year. 
I  feel  sure  that  that  institution  is  being  well 
taken  care  of  by  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital. 
I  believe,  taking  into  account  the  way  in  which 
the  money  has  been  spent  there  by  the  trustees 
of  the  City  Hospital,  the  City  Council  is  deserving 
of  high  commendation  for  its  appropriation  for 
this  institution.  Those  in  charge  said  to  me  that, 
since  we  have  been  in  this  body,  for  a  period  of 
say  five  years  at  least,  not  one  cent  was  ever 
cut  from  the  budget  appropriation  of  the  institu- 
tion by  the  body.  In  1928  over  S400.000  was 
appropriated,  of  which  §380,000  was  spent: 
in  1929  we  appropriated  $422,000,  of  which 
$401,000  was  spent:  and  in  this  present  year  we 
have  allotted  for  that  institution  over  $561,000, 
of  which  in  a  period  of  ten  months  S376.0OO 
has  been  spent, — that  is,  apart  from  the  building 
program  which  is  now  being  completed.  There- 
fore, in  view  of  the  way  in  which  wo  have  per- 
formed our  duty  to  the  institution,  we  are  obligated 
to  Bee  that  the  patients  of  that  institution  are 
accorded  every  possible  privilege  that  can  be 
accorded  inmates  of  an  institution  of  that  kind. 
It  is  tough  to  be  sick:  it  is  tougher  to  leave  your 
family  not  knowing  when  you  are  going  to  I" 
permitted  to  come  back  to  them;  anil  I  feel 
that  we  cannot  give  too  great  consideration  to 
the  men  and  women,  the  young  boys  and  girls, 
who  are  obliged  to  go  to  that  institution,  dial 
we  should  give  everything  that  can  be  given 
within  the  means  of  :i  oity  such  :is  (his  When  a 
pamphlet  of  this  kind  is  sent,  as  is  admitted,  by 
soinp  disgruntled  person  to  over  300  people  in 
Boston  it  is  the  duty  of  tins  body  to  make  sun- 
that  the  condemnation  heaped  on  such  an  in- 1 
tion  in  that  way  is  properly  investigated.  In 
these  days,  when  we  are  quick  to  criticize,  we 
ought  to  be  quick  to  commend  when  the  occasion 
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for  commendation  is  brought  to  our  attention. 
I  have  here  the  menu  of  the  institution,  and 
it  is  interesting  to  examine  it.  For  every  day 
of  the  week  and  every  meal  a  different  food  is 
provided;  the  second  week  is  the  same  as  the 
previous  week.  The  patients  are  given,  as  I 
have  been  informed  by  the  patients  themselves, 
all  the  milk  they  can  drink,  all  the  eggs  they  can 
eat.  I  believe  we  members  of  the  City  Council, 
when  the  opportunity  presents  itself,  when  we 
are  satisfied  after  investigation  that  these  institu- 
tions are  being  conducted  as  well  as  they  possibly 
can  be  conducted,  ought  not  to  be  affected  by  a 
circular  such  as  the  one  in  which  these  complaints 
are  made.  So  far  as  just  grievances  are  concerned, 
there  may  be  one  or  two,  and  I  have  in  mind 
several  such  that  I  am  going  to  take  up  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital,  who 
have  charge  of  that  institution,  so  that  they  may 
investigate  certain  matters.  1  feel  that  one 
young  boy  there  ought  to  have  an  examination  by 
a  specialist.  In  his  mental  state  he  might  be 
benefited  if  he  received  a  little  attention  from  a 
specialist.  But  there  is  no  ground  for  the  kind 
of  criticism  that  is  made  here.  I  feel,  in  justice 
to  the  institution  and  its  management,  that  this 
order  ought  to  go  through,  and  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  its  passage. 

Coun.   WIL.SON— -Mr.    President,    I   think   my 
colleague  from  Dorchester  is  to  be  complimented 


on  the  time  and  attention  he  has  very  obviously 
given  to  this  matter,  and  the  way  in  which  he 
has  investigated  it  in  the  time  since  the  com- 
plaint was  entered.  I  have  not  seen  the  com- 
plaint that  has  been  referred  to.  From  one 
point  of  view  I  might  perhaps  dislike  to  see 
the  order  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule, 
with  the  possible  implication  that  there  is  only 
one  department  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  de- 
serves commendation  at  the  present  time.  I 
have  not  read  the  criticism  that  has  been  made 
of  the  hospital.  So  far  as  I  know,  it  is  being 
carried  on  in  a  proper  manner,  and  no  doubt 
in  a  much  more  proper  manner  than  was  the 
case  in  the  two  years  prior  to  the  investigation. 
It  does  seem  to  me,  however,  instead  of  passing 
the  order  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  giving  a 
blanket  vote  of  commendation  to  one  specific 
department,  the  Council  should  send  it  first  to 
the  Committee  on  Rules  or  the  Committee  on 
Hospitals. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  have  no  objection,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Coun.  Ruby's  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was 
withdrawn,  and  the  order  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules.

LIGHTING     FACILITIES     ON     SARATOGA 
STREET. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  provide  adequate  lighting  facilities  on  Saratoga 
street,  Ward  1.  between  the  railroad  bridge  and 
the  Winthrop  Bridge. 

Coun.  DONOVAN"— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
this  is  a  thing  that  should  be  called  to  the  direct 
attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  not  adequate  lighting 
facilities  on  that  bridge.  Going  along  the  highway 
there  between  the  Narrow  Gauge  Bridge  and  the 
Winthrop  Bridge  there  were  two  deaths  this  last 
week,  and  numerous  accidents.  Going  down 
Saratoga  6treet  you  will  find  an  arc  light  every 
300  or  400  feet.  It  is  necessary  to  place  arc  lights 
along  there  going  to  Winthrop,  as  it  is  more  or 
less  of  a  speedway.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  patroled  by  two  motor  cycle  officers  we  have 
had  these  casualties  in  the  last  week. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NEW   PRINTING    PLANT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
advise  the  Boston  City  Council  when  it  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  construction  of  the  new  printing 
plant,  for  which  the  City  Council  has  voted  an 
appropriation  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  desire 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  members  of  the  Council  the  fact  that  on 
March  10  of  this  year  without  a  dissenting  vote 
the  City  Council  passed  an  order  providing 
8300,000  for  the  immediate  construction  of  a 
printing  plant.  That  was  last  March.  Up  to 
the  present  time  not  one  effort  has  been  made,  in 
so  far  as  we  know,  to  erect  this  printing  plant. 
$300,000  spent  at  this  time  would  provide  some 
employment  for  people  out  of  work.  Having 
especially  in  mind  the  fact  that  we  are  trying  to 
provide  work  for  people  who  are  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  that  we  are  calling  upon  people  in  mer- 
cantile business  to  spend  money  on  buildings  so  as 
to  give  employment,  it  seems  rather  strange  that 
8300,000  which  we  appropriated  for  this  building 
seven  months  ago  has  not  yet  been  touched,  that 
nothing  has  been  done  towards  its  erection. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WIDENING    OF  CENTRE  STREET. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  ad- 
vise the   City  Council  when   it  is    contemplated 
to  start  work  on  the  widening  of  Centre  street. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
members  of  this  Council  the  fact  that  on 
June  2  of  this  vear  we  passed  an  appropriation 
for  $1,100,000  for  the  widening  of  Centre  street, 
Jamaica  Plain,  and  that  to  date  not  a  spade  has 
been  placed  in  the  ground  on  Centre  street.     There 
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is  an  opportunity  to  use  .$1,100,000,  which  will  be 
largely  used  for  labor,  on  Centre  street,  a  sum  which 
would  employ  at  least  300  men,  even  with  the 
machines  in  operation  at  the  present  time,  and  it 
remains  unused.  I  have  today  pointed  out  two 
things  for  which  the  city  has  appropriated  money 
within  six  oreight  months,  and  under  which  nothing 
has  been  done  by  either  the  department  heads  or 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  although  we  were  given  the 
impression  at  the  time  when  the  orders  were  in- 
troduced that  it  was  highly  important  to  pass  them 
at  once. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  might  men- 
tion the  fact  that  the  same  situation  exists  at  the 
widening  of  Charles  street.  Money  has  been  ap- 
propriated for  the  traffic  circle  near  the  Longfellow 
Bridge,  and  for  some  reason  which  I  have  not  been 
able  to  get  the  work  has  not  been  started.  It  seems 
to  me  important  that  work  should  proceed  at  this 
time  on  these  things  that  have  been  authorized. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
in  regard  to  the  $1,100,000  for  Centre  street  that  a 
committee  waited  on  his  Honor  the  Mayor  three 
months  ago,  representing  the  different  sections 
interested,  Roslindale,  Jamaica  Plain,  and  I  believe 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  who  comes  from  that 
district,  also  attended.  It  appeared  at  that  time 
that  there  was  a  controversy  going  on  between 
them  and  the  Mayor's  office  as  to  whether  it  should 
be  an  80  or  a  100  foot  street,  and  I  believe  the 
President  of  the  Senate  intends  to  go  to  the  Legis- 
lature and  get  special  action  to  have  it  an  80-foot 
street  instead  of  a  100-foot  street.  I  think  when 
that  action  is  taken  the  work  can  immediately 
proceed. 

Coon.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
there  was  no  need  of  waiting  six  months  or  so  to  see 
whether  it  should  be  an  80  or  a  100  foot  thorough- 
fare. We  appropriated  $1,100,000  for  immediate 
work  on  the  project,  and  I  don't  think  there  should 
have  been  six  months'  delay.    • 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  the  City  of  Boston, 
cannot  go  ahead  with  that  widening  until  the 
Legislature  enacts  a  law  reducing  the  width  to  70 
or  80  feet.  The  act  as  passed  by  the  Legislature 
allowed  100  feet.  I  understand  that  it  is  necessary 
for  the  new  act  which  has  been  referred  to  to  pass 
the  Legislature  before  anything  can  be  done  on 
Centre  street.  But  I  understand  that  they  are 
going  ahead  with  their  plan  to  change  the  law  so 
that  that  can  be  done. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  perhaps  the 
councilor  from  West  Roxbury  (Coun.  Cox)  can 
answer  a  question  through  the  Chair.  He  says  that 
the  original  law  provided  for  the  widening  of  this 
street  to  100  feet.  They  now  want  to  change  it  to 
what  width? 

Coun.  COX — Seventy  or  80  feet.  I  don't  know 
that  the  proposed  width  was  definitely  decided 
upon,  but  I  think  it  is  80  feet. 

Coun.  DOWD — Well,  Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  authorities  when  they  come  in  here 
and  ask  us  to  pass  an  order  for  $1,100,000,  ought  to 
know  definitely  what  it  is  proposed  to  do  with  the 
money  before  they  ask  for  it. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  one  member 
who  was  not  rushed  into  voting  for  the  Centre  street 
loan,  I  would  like  to  see  the  records  complete  and 
correct  in  the  matter.  Of  course,  this  very  same 
point  was  brought  up  by  the  Mayor  two  or  three 
months  ago,  in  regard  to  local  dissension  as  to 
whether  the  street  should  be  70,  SO  or  100  feet  in 
width.  That  was  brought  out  at  the  hearing  be- 
fore some  of  the  members  here  voted  to  adopt  the 
act  of  the  Legislature;  and  I  imagine  when  the 
local  boards  of  trades  and  other  organizations  get 
together  and  decide  what  they  want,  some  progress 
will  be  made  on  Centre  street.  But  is  appears  that 
they  are  now  about  where  they  were  when  the 
Council  adopted  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  namely, 
they  don't  appear  to  be  unanimous,  don't  know 
exactly  what  they  wish. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  for  the  information 
of  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Wilson) 
I  want  to  say  that  the  objection  to  making  Centre 
street  100  feet  wide  came  from  the  trustees  of 
Harvard  College,  who  hesitated  about  allowing 
the  city  to  take  any  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum 
for  the'  purpose.  Everybody  else  agreed.  The 
only  objectors  I  know  of  are  the  trustees  of  Harvard 
College,  who  do  not  wish  to  have  the  Arnold  Arbo- 
retum disturbed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  on  motion  of  Coun.  DOWD. 


NONRESIDENT    SECRETARY    OF    POLICE 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  direct  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  immediately  discharge  the  non- 
resident whom  he  has  employed  as  secretary. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  recognize  the 
fact  that  it  is  rather  a  drastic  request  to  ask  the 
Governor  of  the  state  to  take  steps  to  have  one 
of  the  appointees  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
discharged.  But  I  believe  conditions  in  Boston  at 
the  present  time  demand  such  drastic  action.  I 
am  firmly  convinced  that  there  are  thousands  of 
young  men  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  hundreds 
in  the  Police  Department  who  are  more  familiar 
with  the  workings  of  that  organization  than  the 
gentleman  who  has  been  imported  from  Melrose 
to  act  as  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Police  of  Boston. 
I  say  that  the  time  has  come  in  Boston  when 
Boston  men  should  be  employed,  and  if  the  time 
has  come  when  we  are  to  allow  the  Police  Com- 
missioner to  appoint  as  his  secretary  a  nonresident 
of  Boston,  without  even  a  protest  from  this  body, 
as  representing  the  taxpayers,  or  without  the 
opposition  of  some  of  the  taxpayers  themselves, 
I  say  it  is  a  sad  state  of  affairs.  I  do  not  claim  that 
the  appointee  might  not  make  an  efficient  secre- 
tary. I  am  not  in  any  way  doubting  his  efficiency 
or  intelligence.  But  1  do  say  that  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  Boston  owes  a  duty  to  the  people  of 
Boston,  who  are  paying  his  salary,  and  that  duty 
is  to  employ  a  Boston  man  for  the  job.  He  has 
been  very  fortunate  while  in  office  to  have  the 
advice  of  our  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel. 
He  has  him  there  at  the  present  time  practically 
in  the  capacity  of  secretary.  I  say  that  the 
Council  should  at  this  time  take  a  definite  stand 
and  should  not  allow,  if  it  is  in  our  power  to 
prevent  it,  any  Police  Commissioner  in  the  employ 
of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  to  take  this  position. 
You  and  I  know  that  the  Police  Department  of 
Melrose  would  npt  take  a  Boston  man  in  any  such 
corresponding  capacity,  and  if  it  could  not  be  done 
there,  why  should  the  reverse  take  place  here, 
particularly  when,  as  I  say,  there  are  thou- 
sands of  brilliant  young  men  in  the  City  of  Boston 
capable  of  filling  the  job,  and  no  doubt  hundreds 
in  the  department  itself,  who  could  perform  the 
duties  much  better  than  the  gentleman  who  has 
been  imported  from  Melrose. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  am  just  wonder- 
ing why  the  Police  Commissioner  has  had  to  hire 
a  secretary.  As  I  recall,  he  said  he  did  not  need  a 
secretary,  that  he  was  going  to  save  the  City  of 
Boston  the  $5,000  salary  that  would  be  paid  to  a 
secretary.  And  now  he  goes  out  to  the  city  of 
Melrose  to  get  a  secretary.-  Why  should  he  not, 
take  a  man  who  belongs  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  whose  salary  is  being  paid  by  tin-  taxpayers 
of  Boston? 

president  LYNCH-  The  order  will  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  see  why 
the  order  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules.  It  is  a  matter  that  the  Council  should  act 
upon.  Each  and  every  one  of  us  is  supposed  to 
represent  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  their 
shouldn't  lie  any  need  of  referring  it  to  any  com- 
mittee,    We  should  take  a  stand  upon  the  matter

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  name 
the  small  park  on  Medford  street,  opposite  Charles- 
town  Heights,  Ward  2,  John  Philip  Hickey  Park, 
in  memory  of  said  Hickey,  a  late  veteran  of  the 
World  War. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RELIEF  STATION  IN   DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  include  in  the  budget  for  1931 
a  sum  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  relief  station  in  the  central 
part  of  Dorchester. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  with  the  Dor- 
chester part  of  Boston  fast  growing,  at  the  present 
time  containing  over  200,000  inhabitants  in  what 
is  known  as  the  Dorchester  wards,  I  believe  that 
the  establishment  of  a  relief  hospital  for  that 
district  is  a  necessity.  There  are  many  factories 
in  the  Neponset  section  of  Dorchester  and  Dor- 
chester Lower  Mills,  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of 
Dorchester  and  Mattapan,  and  at  its  farthest 
point  Dorchester  is  over  six  miles  from  the  present 
City  Hospital.  It  would,  therefore,  seem  impera- 
tive that  some  action  be  taken  so  that  proper 
hospitalization  may  be  provided  for  that  district. 
With  conditions  as  they  are,  with  the  City  Hospital 
so  far  removed  and  inaccessible  because  of  con- 
gested traffic,  it  would  seem  that  the  time  has  come 
when  provision  should  be  made  in  the  central 
part  of  Dorchester  to  serve  the  five  wards  out  there, 
almost  one  fourth  of  the  entire  City  of  Boston, 
and  that  for  that  purpose  a  relief  hospital  should  be 
established  and  maintained  under  the  hospital 
trustees. 

Coun.  PISH — Mr.  President,  I  think  the  order 
just  introduced  by  Councilor  Ruby  is  a  very  good 
one.  We  have  a  population  of  possibly  a  quarter 
of  a  million  people  in  Dorchester,  larger  than  that 
of  any  city  in  New  England  outside  of  Boston. 
I  believe  such  a  relief  station  might  be  well  pro- 
vided at  either  Codman  square  or  Fields  Corner, 
and  I  certainly  hope  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  act- 
favorably  upon  the  order. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  also  wish  to 
be  recorded  in  favor  of  Councilor  Ruby's  order, 
having  in  mind  an  order  passed  in  this  Council  as 
long  ago  as  April  23,  1928,  which  requested  the 
Public  Buildings  Commissioner,  if  I  am  correct, 
to  advise  the  City  Council  as  to  the  approximate 
cost  of  construction  of  a  modern,  municipal  build- 
ing on  the  present  so-called  library  lot  in  Codman 
square.  The  order  was  repeated  on  July  16,  192S, 
and  answered  on  August  30,  at  which  time  we 
received  an  estimated  cost  of  the  building  as 
$300,000.  The  cost  of  the  present  library  building 
in  Codman  square,  on  city-owned  land,  was 
835,000  in  1904.  I  then  introduced  a  similar 
order  as  long  ago  as  October  8,  1928,  reading  as 
follows: 

"Whereas  a  so-called  health  unit  erected  from 
the  George  R.  White  Fund  lias  already  been  con- 
structed in  South  Boston  at  a  cost  of  S36S.O00, 
and 

"Whereas  it  is  proposed  to  lay  the  cornerstone 
of  a  new  health  unit  from  said  George  R.  White 
Fund  in  Charlestown,  estimated  to  cost  $247,000, 
and 

"Whereas  it  is  reported  that  a  third  health 
unit  is  to  be  constructed  in  Roxbury,  with  work  to 
be  started  within  a  month, 

"Ordered,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor" — that  is, 
the  former  Mayor — "be,  and  he  hereby  is,  respect- 
fully requested  forthwith  to  confer  with  He 
Trustees  of  the  George  H.  White  Fund  in  reference 
to  the  early  construction  of  a  health  unit  in  the 
Dorchester  district,  which  said  section  comprises 
at  least  five  of  the  twenty-two  wards  of  the  City 
of  Boston." 

As  long  ago  as  February  11,  1929,  Councilor 
Fish  introduced  a  S.">00,000  order  to  provide  a 
municipal  building  for  his  ward,  Ward  IS,  but  was 
fair  enough  to  the  other  councilors  in  the  Dor- 
cluster  district  to  agree  to  an  amendment  of  his 
order  to  the  effect  that  the  building  should  be 
placed  somewhere  in  the  five  Dorchester  wards. 
This  matter,  therefore,  being  one  that  lias  been 
proposed  by  all  of  the  five  Dorchester  councilors 
since  as  long  ago  as  spring,  1928,  we  feel  should 
receive  consideration  in  the  budget  for  the  con 
year. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PRICE   OF  COAL. 

Coun.  DOWI)  offered  the  loll,, wing: 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor    the    Mayor    be    re- 
quested  (o  recommend   to   the    President  of  the 
United  States  that  a  federal  investigation  be  had 
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of  the  present  coal  situation,  with  a  view  to  lower- 
ing the  price  to  the  consumer. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  realize  only 
too  well  that  this  body  is  set  against  memorializ- 
ing the  President  of  the  United  States  and  Con- 
gress, inasmuch  as  we  have  our  own  Congressional 
Representatives  and  Senators  from  this  state,  who 
are  presumed  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the 
Btate.  I  have  on  this  date  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Senators  and  Congressmen  of  Massachusetts, 
similar  to  the  order  I  have  introduced,  under 
which  I  have  asked  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
recommend  this  action,  looking  to  a  Federal  inves- 
tigation having  in  mind  the  lowering  of  the  price 
of  coal  in  New  England.  When  we  stop  to  con- 
sider the  western  states — in  Chicago,  for  example, 
you  can  buy  anthracite  coal  for  slightly  under  $7 
a  ton  to  the  consumer,  while  the  people  of  Boston 
pay  $16.50  a  ton.  There  is  no  commodity  in  the 
entire  country  the  price  of  which  affects  working 
men  and  women  more  than  the  price  of  coal,  and 
we  have  seen  the  price  steadily  increase  during  the 
last  few  years.  Boston  is  nearer  to  the  coal  mines 
than  Chicago  and  some  of  the  other  great  western 
states.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  the  price  paid  at 
the  mines  is  $6.50  for  hard  anthracite  coal,  and  I 
don't  think  anybody  can  disagree  with  me  when 
I  say  that  when  the  companies  pay  a  dollar  a  ton 
to  bring  coal  here  on  barges,  and  pay  but  SI. 95  by 
rail,  the  maximum  price  of  coal  in  Boston  should 
be  much  lower  than  it  is.  When  it  arrives  in 
Boston  it  should  be  $7.50  or  $8  a  ton,  and  to  my 
mind  there  is  no  reason  for  the  exorbitant  price 
of  $16.50  per  ton  paid  by  the  consumers.  I  say 
it  is1  up  to  our  Congressmen  and  Senators,  our 
representatives  in  Washington,  to  demand  a 
Federal  investigation  of  this  situation  as  it  affects 
Boston  and  New  England,  with  a  view  to  reducing 
the  price  of  coal  to  the  consumers. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INSTALLMENT    PAYMENTS     ON     TAXES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Collector  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  accepting  installment  payments  on 
all  taxes  due  the  city. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  a  number  of 
cases  have  been  brought  to  my  attention  of  late 
of  owners  of  homes  who  have  had,  we  will  say, 
$50,  $60  or  $75  to  pay  on  taxes  which  will  perhaps 
amount  to  $90  or  more,  but  the  whole  amount  was 
immediately  demanded.  There  is  one  case  where 
the  individual  had  within  $5  of  the  total  amount, 
but  no  exception  was  made  in  his  case  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  he  had  so  large  a  proportion  of  the 
total  sum  ready  to  pay.  We  are  living  in  the  days 
of  installment  buying.  I  am  not  arguing  for  the 
success  of  the  installment  system  or  whether  it 
may  prove  to  be  economic  or  not.  The  fact 
remains,  however,  that  in  our  budgets  installment 
payments  have  become  an  integral  part  of  our 
social,  economic  and  business  situation.  There- 
fore, I  respectfully  request  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  matter  of  paying  taxes  in  Boston  on 
the  installment  plan.  It  is  a  plan  that  is  now 
being  used  in  about  ten  of  our  largest  American 
cities,  and  a  plan  that  is  being  studied  by  the 
National  Bureau  of  Municipal  Works  in  New 
York  City. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  a  few  months 
past,  before  the  city  declared  that  it  was  going 
to  sell  the  homes  of  these  unfortunate  people  who 
were  unable  to  raise  every  single  cent  of  the 
taxes  due  for  1929,  I  introduced  an  order  in  this 
honorable  body,  which  was  passed  unanimously, 
but,  to  my  great  amazement,  along  with  a  few 
other  orders  I  have  introduced,  which  I  considered 
of  importance  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  did  not  think  it  of 
enough  importance  to  answer.  I  say  it  is  high 
time  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  do  as  other 
cities  do  in  this  matter,  giving  a  little  leeway  to 
people  in  times  like  the  present  on  matters  affect- 
ing the  preservation  of  their  homes.  We  can 
always  step  in,  Mr.  President,  and  seize  a  home. 
We  can  insist  on  the  payment  of  taxes  ulitmately, 
and  can  seize  a  home  if  they  are  not  paid.  So 
what  chance  is  the  city  taking  in  allowing  people 
three  or  four  months  more  in  which  to  pay  their 
taxes?  Still,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  did  not  see  fit, 
when  I  introduced  such  an  order  a  few  months 
ago,  to  pay  any  attention  to  it.  There  was  a  case 
of  a  widow  in  my  district  who  could  not  raise  any 


additional  money,  who  had  a  second  mortgage 
that  wiped  out  every  equity,  so  that  she  could 
not  possibly  add  another  mortgage,  and  who  just 
needed  a  little  help,  as  is  the  case  with  many  others. 
Still,  he  did  not  see  fit  to  answer  it,  although  the 
mayors  of  other  cities  do  not  allow  homes  to  be 
sold  without  giving  at  least  two  years  to  the 
owners  to  pay  the  taxes.  I  say  in  these  times  of 
depression,  in  real  worthy  eases  the  Mayor  and 
the  Tax  Collector  of  the  City  of  Boston  should 
forget  their  strict  business  methods  and  give 
these  people  an  opportunity  to  get  on  their  feet. 
I  trust  that  the  order  introduced  by  Councilor 
Norton,  if  passed,  will  meet  with  better  success 
than  the  orders  I  have  introduced  have  met  with, 
and  that  the  body  will  at  least  receive  some  sort 
of  alibi  or  reply  from  the  man  downstairs. 

The  order  was  passed  under   suspension  of  the 
rule.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Washington  street, 
from  about  632  to  646,  Ward  22,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon ;  said  sidewalk  to  be 
from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining, 
to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of 
artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1917. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Woodman  street, 
both  sides,  from  Custer  street  to  Jamaica  street. 
Ward  11,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above 
the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in 
width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Severally  passed   under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PAVING    OF   WOODMAN   STREET. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Woodman  street,  Ward  11,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Central  avenue, 
Ward  17,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Washington  street, 
Ward  17,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;

APPROPRIATION     FOR     SOCLVL    LAW 

LIBRARY. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
proprietors  of  the  Social  Law  Library  the  sum  of 
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one  thousand  dollars  for  the  maintenance  and 
enlargement  of  said  library;  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  County  of  Suffolk,  Social 
Law  Library. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INCINERATION  PLANT. 
Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  fifty 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  for  the  purchase 
of  land  if  necessary,  and  for  the  construction  of  a 
modern  incineration  plant  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  that  to  meet  such  expense  the  City  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  somewhat 
of  the  spirit  of  the  old  Roman  tribune  of  many 
years  ago,  who  ended  every  speech  he  made  with 
the  words,  "Carthage  must  be  destroyed,"  and 
eventually  succeeded,  I  have  introduced  this 
order  now  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year.  On 
August  2,  1926,  an  order  was  introduced  by  me 
into  the  City  Council  requesting  advice  as  to  the 
estimated  cost  of  an  incinerator  to  eliminate  the 
present  antiquated  and  unsanitary  dump  system 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  After  some  delay,  with  no 
response  to  the  particular  order,  the  Public  Works 
Department  on  November  8,  1926,  advised  this 
honorable  body  that  there  had  been  "a  study  of 
the  situation  since  the  receipt  of  this  order,  based 
on  the  cost  of  recent  installations  in  New  York 
City  and  several  other  large  cities  of  the  country, 
which  shows  that  it  will  cost  about  $4,000,000  to 
install  incinerators  in  Boston  to  properly  solve 
the  problem.  Plants  would  have  to  be  constructed 
in  various  sections,  the  costs  of  which,  by  districts, 
would  be  as  follows: 

East  Boston $335,000 

Charlestown,  North  and  West  Ends 715,000 

South  Boston,  Back  Bay  and  South  End,     875,000 

Brighton 335,000 

Dorchester 715,000 

West  Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park 335,000 

Roxbury 715,000 

On  May  9,  1927,  the  following  year,  the  second 
year  of  service  of  many  members  of  the  City 
Council,  an  order  was  passed  by  this  body  that 
the  Mayor  advise  the  Council  as  to  the  prospect, 
if  any,  of  serious  consideration  of  the  problem  of 
the  installation  of  incinerators  for  rubbish  disposal 
in  at  least  one  of  the  seven  disposal  districts  in 
Boston,  as  set  forth  by  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner in  1926.  That  order  had  in  mind  the 
installation  of  but  one  incinerator  in  one  of  the 
districts,  in  order  to  try  the  thing  out.  A  year 
later,  on  March  26,  1928,  an  order  which  I  intro- 
duced in  this  body  was  passed,  that  the  sum  of 
$335,000  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
for  the  construction  of  a  modern  incineration  plant 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  That  loan  order  was  passed 
by  the  City  Council  in  June  of  1928  and  was 
vetoed  by  the  late  Mayor  or  the  former  Mayor — 
there  is  a  distinction — Mayor  Nichols,  on  the 
ground  that  the  existing  contract — namely,  the 
Coleman  contract  for  disposal  of  three-fourths  of 
the  material  collected  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
would  not  expire  for  four  years, — showing  that  he 
completely  missed  the  point,  which  was  simply 
that  an  incineration  plant  be  tried  in  one  of  the 
districts  before  the  expiration  of  the  Coleman 
contract,  so  that  in  1932,  when  this  ten-year  con- 
tract expired,  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  know 
whether  the  present  system,  objectionable  to 
many,  of  disposal  on  Spectacle  Island  should  be 
given  up,  as  it  has  evidently  been  the  experience  of 
other  cities  of  the  United  States  that  incineration 
is  the  proper  way  of  handling  the  problem  of 
disposal  of  rubbish  and  garbage.  Former  Mayor 
Nichols,  however,  vetoed  the  order.  Last  year 
again  a  loan  order  of  $350,000  was  introduced  for 
the  installation  of  an  incineration  plant  in  one  of 
the  seven  districts  of  the  city,  so  that  we  might 
know  when  1932,  the  date  of  expiration  of  the 
present  contract,  arrived,  where  we  stood.  Mayor 
Nichols,  however,  in  his  wisdom  vetoed  that  order 
on  the  same  ground,  that  three-fourths  of  the 
rubbish  disposed  of  in  the  City  of  Boston  was  dis- 
posed of  under  the  contract,  and  that  that  would 
not  expire  for  three  years.     And  so,  after   five 


years,  we  are  now  one  year  nearer  the  expiration 
of  the  Coleman  contract.  For  that  reason  I  have 
introduced  the  order  at  this  time — not  for  the 
installation  of  incinerators  in  all  seven  districts, 
but  for  the  installation  of  an  incinerator  in  one 
district,  so  that  we  may  know  before  1932  whether 
the  Coleman  contract,  of  doubtful  value,  is  to  be 
renewed  or  not,  and  on  the  same  terms.  I  ask  that 
this  order  be  sent  to  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Council. 

The   order  was  referred   to   the  Committee   on 
Finance.

The  Council  voted,  at  3.30  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  RUBY,  to  take  a  receBS,  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  LYNCH  at  3.50  p.  m. 


PAYMENT     TO     AMBULANCE     DRIVERS. 

Coun.  COX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
wages  in  full  to  ambulance  drivers  during  their 
absence  because  of  injuries  received  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  we  do  not  often 
think  of  ambulance  drivers,  except  sometimes 
when  they  are  needed.  It  seems  to  me  that  if 
an  ambulance  driver  is  injured  in  the  performance 
of  his  duty  the  city  should  keep  him  on  full  pay 
until  he  recovers  from  the  injury  and  is  put  back 
at  work.  I  hope  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hos- 
pital will  endeavor  to  do  this,  if  it  is  possible 
under  the  present  laws.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EXECUTIVE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  MAHONEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  ,  appropriating  $5,000  to  be  ex- 
pended by  Boston  Port  Authority  for  all  expenses 
incidental  to  prosecution  of  petitions  and  com- 
plaints filed  with  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion relative  to  elimination  of  port  differentials— 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted ;  order  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today),  that  sum  of  $60,000  be  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  under  direction  of  Fire 
Commissioner  for  fire  station,  West  End  District, 
site,  and  that  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  city 
to  said  amount — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  given  its  first  read- 
ing and  passage,  yeas  18,  nays  0.

COMMITTEE  ON    PUBLIC    LANDS 
REPORT. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Lands,  submitted  the  following  report,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  September  291  that  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  be  authorized  under  the  provision! 
of  Acts  of  1899  to  sell  at  public  auction  panel  of 
land  owned  by  city  at  corner  of  Chestnut  Hill 
avenue  and  Commonwealth  avenue— that  same 
ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  tiie  passage  of  the  order. 

At  request  of  Coun.  Curtis,  the  order  WOB 
reread. 
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CITY  COUNCIL. 


Coun.  DOWD  moved  to  amend  the  order  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "public  auction"  the 
words  "at  an  upset  price  of  $200,000." 

Coun.  Dowd's  amendment  was  adopted,  and 
the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order  as 
amended. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  have  had  this 
amendment  made  to  the  original  order  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  order  presented  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  entitles  the  Park  Commissioner  to  sell  the 
land  at  ten  cents  a  foot  if  he  deems  it  wise  or 
necessary.  There  is  no  provision  for  an  upset 
price  in  the  order  submitted  to  us,  and  I  think 
before  the  Council  passes  upon  the  order  in  any 
form,  whether  to  adopt  or  reject  it,  it  would  be  a 
very  good  precedent  for  us  to  have  an  upset  price 
attached  to  the  same.  Let  me  point  out  the  facts 
briefly.  The  City  of  Boston  purchased  a  lot  of 
land  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away  and  paid  $2.25  a 
foot  for  it.  This  corner  lot  is  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  valuable  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  city  selling  the  land,  if  it  be 
deemed  necessary,  provided  the  taxpayers  are 
protected.  But  I  say  that  a  fair  upset  price  is 
$200,000. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Public  Lands  Committee  I  regret  to  state 
that  I  just  entered  the  chamber,  and  did  not  hear 
the  report  read  and  don't  know  what  it  is.  1 
simply  entered  while  a  vote  was  being  taken. 
This  is,  of  course,  through  no  fault  of  our  secre- 
tary or  chairman.  But  I  would  like  to  personally 
explain  just  how  I  feel  in  this  matter,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee.  I  personally  received  notice  of 
the  hearing  very  late  in  the  forenoon,  perhaps  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  previous  day  had  been  a 
holiday  and  that  it  was  difficult  to  have  the  not  icei 
delivered  any  sooner.  But  my  own  personal 
notice  was  very  short,  and  I  was  unable  to  come. 
I  have  heard  nothing  to  indicate  to  me  that  the 
Mayor  is  intensely  either  for  or  against  the  order. 
I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  read  a  statement  of 
the  law  quoted  to  the  committee,  to  the  effect 
that  there  is  grave  doubt  whether  the  City  of 
Boston  has  the  right  to  sell  this  particular  hind. 
But,  whatever  may  be  the  arguments,  whatever 
the  committee  may  have  heard  or  have  not  heard, 
I,  perhaps .  erroneously,  feel,  with  not  even  a 
quorum  of  the  committee  present,  as  1  understand 
- — and  I  may  be  in  error — and  especially  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  that  there  is  no  controlling 
reason  for  rushing  this  through,  especially  having 
in  mind  the  legal  questions  whether  we  have  a  right 
to  sell  the  land  and  that  we  don't  know  what  the 
value  of  the  land  is.  Therefore,  if  in  order,  I 
move  that  the  matter  be  sent  back  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  might  I  say 
that  when  this  order  came  in  for  the  second  time, 
introduced  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  went  to  the 
councilor  from  Brighton  (Coun.  Hein)  and  said  to 
him  that  I  would  fix  a  date  for  the  hearing  at  his 
convenience,  because  of  the  fact  that  he  had  a 
number  of  people  in  his  district  who  were  inter- 
ested and  who  wished  to  be  heard.  The  date  for 
the  hearing  was  set  five  weeks  ahead,  because  of  the 
pending  election,  and  that  was  perfectly  agreeable 
to  me.  Before  the  day  for  which  the  hearing  was 
called  notices  were  sent  out,  I  suppose,  as  they  arc 
sent  on  all  meetings,  and  a  great  group  of  people, 
among  them  lawyers  and  people  in  business,  were 
present.  Personally  I  was  chagrined  to  find  that 
only  two  members  of  the  committee  were  inter- 
ested enough  to  be  present.  But,  sir,  rather  than 
take  up  the  time  of  all  the  people  who  were  here 
by  a  postponement,  I  called  in  other  members  of 
the  Council  and  proceeded  with  the  hearing,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  councilor  who  is  most  interested, 
this  being  in  his  district.  If  members  of  the 
committee  do  not  see  fit  to  come  to  committee 
meetings,  it  is  not  up  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee.  Of  course,  a  man  has  his  own  activi- 
ties and  things  in  which  he  is  interested,  and  that 
is  none  of  my  affair,  but  in  justice  to  those  who 
came  and  gave  up  the  afternoon  I  went  through 
with  the  meeting.  As  I  understand  it,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  has  informed  the  Council  that 
this  land  is  in  the  same  situation  as  all  the  other 
Reservoir  land  which  was  originally  bought, — 
that  we  have  no  right  under  the  law  to  fix  the 
price  at  which  the  land  shall  be  sold.  That  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  Park  Commissioners.  This  is  an  ex- 
tremely valuable  piece  of  land,  one  of  the  best 
corners  on  Commonwealth  avenue.  But  the  Park 
Commissioner  came  here  and  I  said,  "Is  this  a 
playground?'*     He  said,   "No."     "Have  you  ever 


recognized  it  as  a  playground?"  "No."  It  is  a 
piece  of  property  taken  under  the  old  Reservoir 
land-taking,  under  which  66,000  feet  was  taken 
on  one  side  of  Commonwealth  avenue  and  1,800,000 
feet  on  the  other  side.  So  this  is  not  recognized 
as  a  playground  by  the  Park  Commission.  It  is, 
however,  a  city-owned  piece  of  land,  and  children 
have  been  allowed  to  play  upon  it  because  nobody 
prevented  them  from  doing  so.  The  committee 
reported  "Ought  not  to  pass."  I  favored  selling 
the  property.  I,  too,  would  like  to  see  an  upset 
price  on  it,  and  favored  the  amendment  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd)  setting  an 
upset  price,  and  if  that  should  prevail  it  can  then 
be  determined  whether  it  can  be  sold  at  that  price 
or  not.  I  might  say  that  three  attorneys  came  in 
here — Mr.  Clark,  Mr.  Lazarus  and  Mr.  Lane — 
and  each  of  them  more  or  less  substantiated  their 
claim  that  we  could  not  sell  this  under  the  law. 
Mr.  Clark  said,  in  the  presence  of  all  who  were 
gathered,  that  if  the  Council  passed  this  he  was 
going  to  take  it  to  the  Supreme  Court.  So, 
whether  we  pass  it  today  or  don't  pass  it,  makes, 
little  difference,  so  far  as  the  action  of  the  body  is 
concerned,  because  if  our  action  is  negative,  that 
probably  ends  it  anyway,  and  if  it  is  affirmative 
these  gentlemen  are  going  to  try  it  out  in  the 
Supreme  Court.  I  say,  therefore,  that  we  might 
as  well  let  it  go  in  that  way,  allowing  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  to  take  it  up  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  bar.  If  we  have  a  right  to  sell  it,  let 
us  if  possible  set  an  upset  price;  if  the  contention 
of  the  other  attorneys  is  correct,  we  have  no  right 
to  sell  this  property. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  this  playground 
so  called  has  been  used  in  this  district  for  the  last 
thirty  years.  It  has  been  maintained  by  the  Park 
Department,  settees  have  been  placed  around  by 
the  Park  Department.  Mr.  Long,  when  before 
the  committee,  said  that  the  men  of  the  depart- 
ment have  been  out  there  in  the  summertime  cut- 
ting grass.  So  I  think  it  is  certainly  somewhat  of  a 
playground.  Let  me  say  to  the  councilors  that  if 
a  playground  of  this  surt  can  be  easily  sold  in  my 
district  there  is  danger  that  the  same  thing  will  be 
tried  in  their  districts.  I  think  it  is  high  time  for 
the  City  of  Boston  to  reserve  the  playgrounds  that 
are  in  existence. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  proposition 
to  sell  this  playground — although  the  Park  Com- 
missioner does  not  seem  to  think  it  is  a  playground 
— was  the  cause  of  my  visiting  this  particular  plot 
of  land  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  and  I  found  out 
during  my  visit  to  this  city-owned  property  children 
from  ten  to  twelve  years  of  age  down  to  five  and 
six  years  of  age  playing  there.  I  recall  also  back 
in  the  fall  of  1917,  the  fall  ofl921  and  again  the  faU 
of  1929,  a  certain  man  who  was  a  candidate  for 
olhce  in  the  City  of  Boston  going  to  different  sec- 
tions throughout  the  city  and  advocating  play- 
grounds, posing  as  a  playground  champion  for  the 
children.  So  when  this  order  came  into  the  Coun- 
cil I  had  to  look  twice  to  see  if  it  was  the  same 
Mayor,  if  it  was  his  order,  and  to  my  great  amaze- 
ment I  found  that  it  came  from  none  other  than 
the  champion  of  playgrounds  for  the  children,  that 
being  the  platform  on  which  he  was  elected,  in 
spite  of  which  he  is  now  advocating  the  sale  of  this 
land.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say.  You  don't  have 
to  have  a  lot  of  imagination  to  see  that  if  this  land 
is  sold  and  taken  away  from  the  unfortunate  little 
children  they  will  be  compelled  to  cross  Common- 
wealth avenue,  a  thoroughfare  which  men  or  women 
have  to  sometimes  wait  for  five  minutes  before  they 
can  cross,  in  order  to  get  to  another  playground. 
Of  course,  I  don't  need  to  go  far  for  a  reason  — 
because  a  certain  member  of  the  Mayor's  family 
happens  to  be  a  real  estate  dabbler,  and  be  is  very 
much  interested  in  this  piece  of  property.  I  make 
this  specific  charge  now,  that  the  Mayor,  unless  he 
was  interested,  would  not  dare  to  put  into  this 
Council,  after  we  rejected  it,  an  order  to  sell  a 
playground  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston.  We  all 
know  that  there  are  few  enough  playgrounds  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  we  know  that  when  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  went  before  the  voters 
of  the  city  in  three  campaigns  he  advocated  play- 
grounds for  the  children.  But  now,  not  once  but 
twice,  he  advocates  the  passage  of  this  order.  I 
cannot  even  vote  for  the  upset  price  suggestion  by 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  8.  I  cannot  see  myself 
voting  to  sell- a  piece  of  land  that  is  used  as  a  play- 
ground by  the  children  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
maintain  that  we  should  keep  it  as  a  playground. 
Each  and  every  member  of  the  Council  knows  that 
there  are  few  enough  pieces  of  land  in  our  different

districts,  in  the  various  parts  of  Boston,  for  play- 
ground purposes.  Regardless  of  the  Council 
amending  the  order  so  that  there  should  be  an 
upset  price  of  $200,000,  I  cannot  possibly  vote  for 
it,  and  I  hope  that  no  member  of  the  Council  will 
see  his  way  clear  to  vote  for  this  order,  depriving 
the  children  of  an  opportunity  to  play  in  safety. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  order  that 
the  record  may  be  clear,  believing,  as  1  do,  that  this 
is  no  place  for  personalities  on  this  particular  order, 
I  was  very  careful  not  to  criticize  the  chairman  of. 
the  committee  or  any  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  connection  with  the  matter.  But  I  don't  think 
the  criticism  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  is  a 
fair  one,  as  to  my  absence  or  the  absence  of  other 
members  from  the  committee  meeting  of  which  the 
notice  was  only  anywhere  from  sixty  minutes  to 
two  hours.  I  have  not  criticized  the  shortness  of 
the  notice  on  the  ground  that  it  was  unjustifiable. 
I  tried  to  explain  that  a  holiday  intervened.  But 
I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  criticize  the  absence  of 
any  member  of  the  committee  under  the  circum- 
stances. I  don't  know  about  the  other  absent 
members,  but  I  know  that  I  did  not  receive  notice 
until  anywhere  from  sixty  minutes  to  two  hours 
before  the  time  for  which  the  meeting  was  called, 
and  other  engagements  prevented  my  attending. 
It  may  be  that  others  received  a  prior  notice.  I 
always  very  much  regret  the  laxness  of  members 
in  the  matter  of  presence  at  committee  meetings. 
I  think  the  chairman  of  tne  committee  showed  good 
judgment  under  the  circumstances  in  going  on  with 
the  hearing,  both  he  and  the  gentleman  from 
Brighton  showed  good  judgment,  in  view  of  the 
attorneys  and  various  people  who  were  present  to 
give  their  story,  in  proceeding,  not  having  the 
matter  postponed  to  another  day.  _  But  I  don't 
think  the  committee  was  justified  in  rushing  in 
here  with  a  measure  that  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee don't  know  much  about,  except  that  they 
may  have  read  the  brief  or  letter  filed  with  the  com- 
mittee by  one  of  the  attorneys,  touching  upon  the 
legality  of  the  sale  of  this  particular  land.  I  do 
not  think,  further,  that  merely  because  someone 
is  going  to  bring  a  lawsuit  if  this  does  pass,  the  body 
should  put  itself  on  record  as  passing  the  measure, 
regarding  it  as  an  empty  gesture,  simply  because 
they  think  it  is  going  to  be  settled  in  a  lawsuit. 
As  a  member  of  the  body,  I  don't  feel  that  I  or  that 
any  of  us  are  justified  in  passing  an  order  simply 
because  it  is  possibly  going  to  be  defeated  in  the 
courts.  I  don't  understand,  either,  that  this  is  an 
administration  measure,  one  way  or  the  other.  1 
have  heard  rumors  that  there  are  those  who  would 
be  interested  in  seeing  the  order  defeated  today. 
I  do  not  propose  personally  to  vote  to  either  pass 
or  defeat  it  today,  if  I  can  help  it,  simply  to  take 
anybody's  irons  out  of  the  fire.  It  seems  to  me 
we  should  send  it  back  to  the  committee,  where  it 
belongs,  under  the  circumstances.  They  can 
consider  the  opinions  that  have  been  submitted  and 
the  evidence,  both  the  views  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  the  other  attorneys,  as  well  as  the 
statements  that  have  been  submitted,  and  can 
then  bring  in  a  report  one  way  or  the  other.  But 
I  personally  do  not  see  any  reason  why  this  should 
be  rushed  through  today.  That  is  the  reason 
why  I  want  to  have  it  sent  back  to  the  committee. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  con- 
troversy with  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester,  but 
the  hearing  took  place  on  November  12,  and  it  has 
been  a  long  time  between  the  day  of  the  hearing 
and  the  report  back  "Ought  not  to  pass."  I  see 
no  reason  why  we  should  not  vote  upon  the  matter 
today. 

The  order  was  declared  recommitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands.  Coun.  HEIN  doubted 
the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  report 
from  William  P.  Long,  chairman  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission, with  reference  to  your  request  for  addi- 
tional bleachers  on  the  Sullivan  Square  Play- 
ground.

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In  reply  I  would  call  your  attention  to  Rule  37, 
Section  4,  of  the  Police  Rules  and  Regulations, 
which  reads  aB  follows: 

"When  an  officer  is  absent  from  duty  on  account 
of  sickness,  injury  or  disability  which  his_  Cam- 
manding  officer  certifies  was  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  duty  involving  risks,  exertion  or 
exposure  not  ordinarily  attendant  upon  the 
performance  of  routine  duty,  and  the  existence  of 
such  sickneBS,  injury  or  disability  is  certified  to 
by  a  physician  or  surgeon  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner, full  pay  for  lost  time  may  be  allowed 
by  the  Commissioner.  When  patrolmen  or 
officers  of  rank  of  the  department  are  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  to  the  extent  that 
medical  or  surgical  treatment  is  necessary,  they 
shall  go  or  be  taken  to  such  hospitals  as  are  ap- 
proved   or   designated   by    the    Commissioner." 

All  bills  so  contracted  are  approved  by  the 
commissioner  and  are  then  paid  by  the  city. 

Rule  35  of  the  Police  Rules  and  Regulations 
reads  as  follows : 

"The  hours  of  regular  service  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  specified  by  Commanding  Officers, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  but, 
when  occasion  requires,  officers  are  liable  to  be 
called  into  service  at  any  time;  and  the  same 
responsibility  as  to  the  detection  and  prevention 
of  crime  and  the  preservation  of  order  rests  upon 
them  when  not  in  uniform,  or  off  duty,  as  when 
on  duty  in  uniform." 

This  rule  means  that  all  officers  of  the  depart- 
ment are  subject  to  call  twenty-four  hours  a  day 
in  order  to  properly  protect  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
and  if  they  are  injured  at  any  time  while  per- 
forming police  duties,  Rule  37  quoted  above  would 
apply.

With  a  view  to  preventing  such  an  occur- 
rence I  conferred  with  the  Secretary  of  Labor, 
the  Honorable  James  J.  Davis,  and  was  assured 
by  him  that  an  agreement  had  been  entered  into 
between  the  coal  operators  and  coal  miners,  under 
which  labor  disputes  would  be  the  subject  of 
arbitration  without  strike  during  the  next  five 
and  one  half  years. 

With  reference  to  the  matter  of  a  federal  in- 
vestigation with  a  view  to  lowering  the  price  to 
the  consumer,  this  is  only  possible  through  Con- 
gressional action,  and  it  would  be,  in  my  opinion, 
advisable  for  the  member  of  the  Council  introduc- 
ing the  order  to  communicate  directly  with  the 
Senatorial  or  Congressional  Representatives  from 
the  Commonwealth,  who  I  am  quite  sure  would 
at  least  accord  him  the  courtesy  of  a  reply.

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  Boston  City  Council  what 
particular  orders  it  has  passed  relating  to  the 
unemployment  situation  that  were  a  deliberate 
attempt  to  capitalize  these  conditions  or  to  pro- 
mote publicity  for  themselves," 

I  beg  to  state  that  I  made  no  such  charge  against 
the  City  Council  as  a  body.  The  statement, 
which  was  an  expression  of  my  opinion,  was  that 
the  political  capitalization  of  the  unemployment 
situation  by  publicity  seekers  in  the  City  Council 
and  elsewhere  had  resulted  in  increased  demands 
on  the  Public  Welfare  Department.  Whether  such 
a  characterization  fits  any  member  of  the  City 
Council  or  not  can  safely  be  left  to  the  judgment 
of  his  fellow  members.

Dear  Mr. Mayor, — The  conditionsat  the  women's 
bathhouse  and  auxiliary  laundry  at  the  North  End 
Beach  are  unsafe.  With  the  permission  of  the 
Building  Department,  I  had  temporary  repairs 
made  on  them  to  carry  us  through  the  summer 
months.  I  feel  sure  that  the  Building  Depart- 
ment would  condemn  these  buildings  if  they  were 
the  property  of  individuals.  They  are  old,  un- 
sanitary and  unsafe  buildings,  entirely  out  of  date. 
The  laundry  has  heavy  machinery  stored  on  the 
second  floor  and  the  building  is  of  unsafe  construc- 
tion for  such  use.  They  are  fire  traps  in  the  heart 
of  a  thickly  congested  business  section.  I  feel  that 
we  should  order  all  these  buildings  demolished  and 
replacement  should  be  made  with  new  modern 
fireproof  buildings. 

In  order  to  do  this  the  work  would  have  to  be 
started  almost  immediately  so  that  I  may  have 
them  ready  in  June  of  1931. 

An  appropriation  would  have  to  be  made  and 
architect's  services  engaged  and  the  work  adver- 
tised as  soon  as  possible.  I  estimate  the  cost  of 
this  work  would  be  S125.000.

Gentlemen, — The  Park  Commission  have  sub- 
mitted to  me  correspondence  with  reference  to  the 
purchase  of  the  Fallon  estate  at  Roslindale.  The 
estate  adjoins  the  Fallon  Field,  named  in  honor  of 
the  son  of  the  owner,  William  J.  Fallon,  who  was 
killed  in  the  World  War. 

For  sentimental  reasons  he  is  willing  to  part 
with  the  estate,  consisting  of  159,950  square  feet 
of  land  with  buildings  thereon,  for  the  sum  of 
§65,000. 

The  area  of  the  present  playground  is  approxi- 
mately 140.000  square  feet.  The  purchase  of  this 
additional  land  would  result  in  a  doubling  of  the 
area  for  playground  purposes  in  this  rapidly  grow- 
ing section  of  Boston. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find  areas 
of  sufficient  size  for  playground  purposes  or  to 
acquire  land  for  the  enlargement  of  existing  play- 
grounds without  being  obliged  to  undergo  exorbi- 
tant costs. 

Under  the  circumstances,  it  would  in  my  opinion 
be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  purchase  this  estate  and  I

Elevated  Railway  Trustees  in  discontinuing  the 
escalator  service  at  the  Forest  Hills  terminal. 

Coun.  ENGLEF.T— Mr.  President,  in  in- 
troducing this  order  I  might  say  that  a  week 
or  so  ago  we  read  in  the  Boston  newspapers  about 
the  Boston  Elevated  trying  to  remove  the  es- 
calator located  at  Forest  Hills.  I  have  received 
many  petitions  and  complaints,  remonstrances 
against  that  proposed  action,  from  improvement 
associations  and  others  in  my  district,  which 
wish  to  go  on  record  as  being  against  the  re- 
moval of  that  escalator.  The  removal  of  the 
escalator  would  greatly  handicap  especially  the 
older  and  infirm  people  who  would  have  to  walk 
up  fifty  or  sixty  steps  to  reach  the  higher  level. 
I  understand  that  $98,000  has  been  expended 
since  1916  on  repairs  on  the  escalator,  or  a  sum 
of  perhaps  $7,000  a  year.  Instead  of  making 
repairs  on  the  escalator,  I  think  the  Elevated 
officials  should  put  in  a  new  escalator,  so  that 
they  will  not  have  to  spend  as  much  as  they  claim 
that  they  have  been  spending  upon  it.  I  will 
simply  say  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  hearing 
tomorrow  at  the  State  House  before  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  upon  this  matter  at 
which  hearing  I  expect  a  number  of  the  residents 
of  my  district,  together  with  those  represented 
by  Councilors  Cox,  Norton  and  Murray,  to 
appear  and  protest  against  the  removal  of  the 
escalator  at  Fore9t  Hills. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  the  Ele- 
vated is  starting  in  again  on  this  idea  of  removing 
escalators  from  its  system.  They  began  in 
Charlestown,  by  taking  out  the  escalator  there. 
True,  that  did  not  affect  the  district  referred  to 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  removal  of  the 
escalator  from  the  Forest  Hills  Station,  districts 
represented  by  several  of  the  councilors  in  this 
body,  but  it  did  affect  the  people  of  Everett, 
Somerville,  Maiden  and  Melrose,  the  section 
out  that  way.  They  are  now  proposing  to  re- 
move the  escalator  at  Forest  Hills,  to  the  injury 
of  the  car  riders.  This  is  a  matter  which  affects 
many  people  in  our  district,  people  coming  and 
going  to  work  at  different  factories  and  places 
of  business,  particularly  affecting  older  and  more 
or  less  infirm  people.  I  believe  it  is  just  one  more 
illustration  of  the  wedge  they  are  trying  to  drive, 
endeavoring  to  curtail  the  rights  of  the  car  riders 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  they  are  successful 
at  Forest  Hills,  as  they  have  been  at  Sullivan 
square,  it  means  the  carrying  out  of  a  similar 
program  throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
people  in  my  district  are  up  in  arms  about  the 
matter,  and  some  of  them  will  be  at  the  hearing 
tomorrow  voicing  disapproval  of  the  proposed 
removal  of  the  escalator  at  Forest  Hills. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK   CONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following:

ISLAND. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  arrange  for  the  immediate  use  and  occupancy 
of  the  new  residence  building  recently  constructed 
at  Deer  Island. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  when  the  Com- 
mittee on  Inspection  of  Prisons  last  week  visited 
Deer  Island,  we  found  that  the  new  building 
there  had  been  constructed  and  has  been  ready 
for  occupancy  since  last  September,  but  that 
for  some  reason  unknown  to  your  committee,  be- 
cause of  some  difference  between  the  architects 
and  the  contractor,  the  building,  while  all  ready 
for  use,  has  for  some  reason  not  been  opened.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  building  has  been  con- 
structed for  use  of  the  chaplain,  the  doctor  and 
one  or  two  officials  at  Deer  Island,  and  having 
in  mind  the  inadequacy  of  their  present  quarters, 
I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage 
of  the  order.

DONATION  BY  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  hi9  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  request  officially  of  each  official  and 
employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  donation  of  one 
per  cent  each  month  for  a  period  of  three  months 
commencing  January,  1931,  out  of  each  dollar 
received  from  the  city,  such  donations  to  be  used 
as  a  contribution  to  an  unemployment  fund  and 
administered  by  the  Mayor's  Special  Committee 
on  Unemployment  with  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  that  order  is  in 
part  a  duplication  of  an  order  originally  introduced 
by  Councilor  Dowd,  perhaps  a  month  ago,  which 
was  vetoed.  While  I  do  not  always  agree  with 
everything  that  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  says, 
any  more  than  he  probably  agrees  with  me  in 
much  that  I  say,  I  do  feel,  as  the  result  of  further 
study,  that  the  order  introduced  by  him  was  a 
proper  one  and  one  that  should  have  become 
effective.  The  veto  of  Councilor  Dowd's  order, 
the  original  proposal,  was  based  on  the  idea  that 
any  such  request  of  the  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  would  in  effect  be  double  taxation.  But, 
while  I  agree  with  the  Mayor  on  a  great  many 
occasions,  I  have  many  friends  among  the  em- 
ployees of  the  city,  and  I  question  much  whether 
the  average  city  employee  pays  a  very  large  real 
estate  tax  and.  whether  he  would  suffer  from 
double  taxation  by  voluntarily  contributing  in 
this  way  in  a  very  small  degree  in  order  to  help 
relieve  the  present  unemployment  situation. 
The  works  which  are  proposed  by  the  City  of 
Boston  during  the  coming  months  are  a  credit  to 
the  city,  and  particularly  to  the  present  executive 
of  the  city,  and  there  is  no  question  that  we  are 
about  to  engage  in  far  greater  construction  work 
than  the  city  has  endeavored  to  put  through  in 
perhaps  the  last  ten  or  twenty  years.  I  am  fully 
aware  of  the  great  advantage  that  will  be  derived 
from  the  pushing  through  of  the  Boylston  Street 
Subway,  from  the  proposed  double-decked  artery, — 
the  financing  of  which  is  still  rather  hazy, — from 
the  two  new  police  stations,  the  printing  plant, 
and  the  East  Boston  Tunnel.  All  those  are 
excellent  projects,  but  unfortunately  do  not  put 
coal  in  the  cellar  in  the  winter  of  1930.  I  make 
no  criticism  of  any  city  department  nor  of  the 
chief  executive  when  I  say  that,  because  plans 
must  be  made -and  vast  works  like  these,  involv- 
ing engineering  problems,  bids  and  that  sort  of 
tiling,  take  time.  I  cannot  fail  to  take  into 
account  the  remarks  made  in  this  room  by  the 
chief  executive  when  wo  were  asked  to  pass  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel  proposition,  and  I  know  how 
they    were   greeted   by    the    unemployed    in    the 
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balcony  of  this  room.  But,  regardless  of  the 
ultimate  importance  of  that  work,  and  the  fact 
that  it  will  furnish  labor  to  unemployed,  it  is 
going  to  take  time  for  it  to  get  started,  and  work 
has  not  been  started  on  the  East  Boston  Tunnel 
yet.  So,  while  these  projects  will  eventually 
put  men  to  work,  they  do  not  buy  milk  or  bread 
this  week  or  next.  It  seems  to  me  if  we  are  to 
expect  any  material  return  from  the  appeal  made — 
and  I  think  a  proper  appeal — to  the  private 
concerns  of  the  city  to  step  in  and  give  some 
assistance  in  this  matter,  the  City  of  Boston 
itself  should  set  a  good  example,  and  this  order 
I  have  introduced  suggests  this  voluntary  con- 
tribution by  the  various  employees  of  the  city 
and  by  the  various  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
including  the  men  in  this  room,  who  I  know  would 
be  very  glad  to  set  the  example  even  to  the  small 
extent  suggested.  I  do  not  have  in  mind  so 
much  the  amount  involved  as  the  fact  that  it 
will  be  a  sign  of  good  faith  on  our  part  to  the 
private  concerns,  who  should  in  turn  come  through. 
Having  made  a  visit  to  New  York  this  last  week, 
I  was  interested  to  read  in  the  New  York  papers 
a  list  of  different  groups,  concerns  and  individuals, 
who  have  contributed  already  half  a  million 
dollars  to  help  relieve  present  conditions  in  that 
city,  in  which  we  now  see  on  every  corner  men 
not  selling  apples  but  standing  beside  apples 
which  they  are  trying  to  sell.  I  was  pleased  to 
learn  that  among  the  various  concerns  who  have 
kicked  in,  so  to  speak,  there  are  a  number  which 
have  branches  in  this  city,  as  well  as  others. 
I  have  before  me  a  long  list,  from  which  1  will 
simply  quote  a  few  names.  As  I  say,  many  of 
these  concerns  in  this  list  are  represented  in 
Boston:  The  Du  Pont  Rayon  Company,  American 
Lithographic  Company,  Hotel  Commodore,  Hotel 
Biltmore,  Ritz-Carleton  Hotel,  Pacific  Mills, 
Prince  George  Hotel,  United  States  Guaranty 
Company,  Crowell  Publishing  Company,  Mary- 
land Casualty  Company,  Royal  Typewriter 
Company,  Murray  Hill  Hotel,  Community  Water 
Service  Company,  Hotel  Manger,  Robert  Fulton 
Hotel,  Times  Square  Hotel,  Dennison  Manu- 
facturing Company,  Hotel  Plaza,  Waldorf- 
Astoria  Hotel,  Lumber  Mutual  Casualty  In- 
surance, New  Yorker  Hotel,  Hotel  Somerset, 
West  Side  Savings  Bank,  the  "Literary  Digest,' 
the  First  National-Old  Colony  Corporation, 
General  Railway  Signals  Company,  Barber 
Steamship  Lines,  New 'York  Athletic  Club,  and 
very  many  others.  It  seems  to  me  if  we  are  to 
get  any  generous  response  to  the  condition  which 
I  believe  exists  in  Boston,  as  well  as  in  the  other 
large  cities  of  the  country,  we  should  set  an  example 
among  the  officials  and  other  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  1  see  no  particularly  valid 
reason  why  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment should  lead  the  way  and  others  should 
not  follow.  I  understand  that  something  like 
$2,000  has  been  raised  from  the  members  of  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  being 
contributed  for  this  purpose.  So  I  urge  at  the 
present  time  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  this  particular  order,  because  I  feel 
that  this  is  a  matter  that  requires  immediate 
attention.  I  say  at  this  time  that  I  appreciate 
the  generosity  of  certain  employees  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  me 
this  afternoon,  and  I  know  it  must  have  been  to 
other  members  of  the  City  Council,  to  see  how- 
few  of  the  employees  of  the  city,  as  compared  with 
other  years,  have  been  pressing  for  an  increase 
in  wages.  I  think  in  taking  that  position  at 
this  time  they  are  adopting  a  very  proper  atti- 
tude, with  hundreds  and  thousands  of  men  in 
the  streets  who  would  be  only  too  glad  to  get 
under  cover  in  almost  any  position  that  might 
offer.  While  I  have  called  particular  attention 
to  the  Police  Department,  I  also  have  in  mind 
what  I  understand  to  be  the  attitude  of  the  Fire 
Department  along  a  similar  line.  I  certainly 
feel  that  this  particular  order  should  be  passed 
and  signed. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  after  waging  a 
lone  battle  in  the  Council  for  two  months,  it  is 
very  gratifying  to  find  that  other  members  of  the 
Council  are  beginning  to  be  aware  of  the  fact  that 
there  is  an  unemployment  crisis  in  Boston,  thereby 
disagreeing  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  who  says 
that  there  is  no  emergency  existing  at  the  present 
time.  I  quite  agree  with  Councilor  Wilson  in  his 
remarks  about  the  huge  projects  that  are  about  to 
take  place  in  Boston;  but  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Council  knows  that  it  will  be  at  least  a  year, 
and  perhaps  two  years,  before  legislation  can  be 


enacted  which  will  put  these  projects  into  opera- 
tion. In  the  meantime,  are  the  people  of  Boston 
going  to  suffer  the  way  they  are  at  the  present 
time?  If  there  is  no  present  emergency  in  Boston 
I  want  to  know  why  so  many  families  have  been 
added  to  the  daily  list  at  the  Chardon  and  Hawkins 
street  woodyards  in  the  last  seven  days?  If  it  is 
not  an  emergency,  I  would  like  to  know  what  to 
call  it.  In  regard  to  the  message  of  the  Mayor 
upon  the  unemployment  measures  sent  to  him, 
and  which  he  sent  back  to  us,  let  me  remind  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  that  two-thirds  of  the  orders 
which  were  vetoed  by  the  Mayor  are  now  being 
enacted  into  law.  He  vetoed  my  order  calling  for 
a  committee  on  unemployment,  and  that  com- 
mittee has  now  been  appointed.  He  vetoed  my 
order  to  discontinue  grocery  orders,  and  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  last  week  the  poor  unfortunates 
were  getting  cash,  and  that  only  in  emergency 
cases  are  grocery  orders  given.  So,  so  far  as  the 
veto  messages  of  the  Mayor  are  concerned,  I 
simply  repeat  that  two-thirds  of  the  orders  passed 
by  the  Council  dealing  with  the  unemployment 
situation,  and  vetoed  by  the  Mayor,  are  now  in 
operation.  I  agree  with  Councilor  Wilson  that 
the  only  way  to  relieve  the  situation  is  by  the 
raising  of  $2,000,000  or  §3,000,000,  the  same  as 
the  people  of  New  York,  Chicago  and  other  places 
have  done. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  a  question,  if  he 
will  answer  it. 

Coun.  DOWD— I  shall  be  delighted,  Mr. 
President. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  if  it  is  not  true  that  every  member  of  the 
Council  voted  on  every  order  that  he  introduced 
into  the  Council  dealing  with  the  unemployment 
situation. 

Coun.  DOWD— They  did  vote,  Mr.  President, 
but  didn't  give  me  any  support  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council.  That  is  why  I  made  the  remark  that  1 
was  glad  that  other  councilors  were  now  taking  the 
floor  on  the  unemployment  situation. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
the  gentleman  needed  any  help  from  members  of 
the  Council,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  orders 
were  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.  I 
think  every  member  of  the  Council  is  doing  his 
duty  in  the  matter  of  relieving  the  unemployment 
situation.  I,  for  one,  am  on  the  job  every  day, 
and  I  can  say  the  same  for  the  President,  and  so 
for  the  members  all  down  the  line.  We  are  doing 
our  bit,  but  are  not  waving  any  red  flags  or  claiming 
credit  for  it. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
gentleman  from  Charlestown  (Coun.  Green) 
misconstrued  my  remarks  entirely.  I  say  this, 
that  if  one  councilor  on  the  floor  of  this  body  every 
Monday  is  talking  about  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion and  he  is  the  only  councilor  who  sends  any- 
shing  down  to  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor  is  going  to 
tay  that  it  doesn't  amount  to  anything,  that  only 
one  man  in  twenty-two  is  hollering.  I  am  not  • 
criticizing  the  other  councilors.  Far  be  it  from 
me.  I  know  how  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Council  is  trying  to  do  something  for  his  constitu- 
ents at  the  present  time.  So,  if  my  remarks  did  in 
any  way  offend  Councilor  Green,  I  desire  to  with- 
draw such  remarks.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  make 
any  unkind  remarks  about  my  colleagues.  I  don't 
think  they  were  unkind.  They  were  certainly 
not  intended  to  be.  I  say  to  Councilor  Green  now 
that  I  desire  to  withdraw  any  remarks  that  may 
have  been  offensive  to  him. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  did  not  have  to  apologize.  I  believe 
we  are  working  whole-heartedly  with  him  on  this 
matter,  Mr.  President.  I  therefore  accept  his 
statement. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  (lie 
rule. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  NEEDY  CITIZENS. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  call  such  conference  between  the  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare,  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
the  Park  Commissioner  and  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau  as  may  permit  the  employment  of 
needy  and  destitute  unemployed  citizens  of 
Boston  by  the  city  and  that  payment  for  such 
workers  be  made  out  of  funds  in  the  budget  of  the 
Overseers  of  Public  Welfare. 

Coun.   WILSON  —  Mr.   President,   I  introduce 
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that  order  at  this  time  because  I  feel  that  assistance 
must  be  given  during  the  cold  winter  months  to 
the  unemployed  in  the  City  of  Boston,  despite 
the  excellent  work  in  most  instances  being  done 
by  the  Public  Welfare  Department.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  average  man  who  comes  to  me  in  my 
ward  looking  for  assistance,  wants  work,  and  not 
charity.  I  personally  can  see  no  objection  to 
some  arrangement  being  worked  out  between 
these  departments  whereby  men  may  have  their 
needs  dealt  with  without  having  to  go  into  town, 
spend  one  of  their  few  remaining  dimes  in  going 
to  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and  Hawkins 
street,  getting  a  little  work  sawing  wood,  and 
going  in  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  going 
back  as  late  as  4  in  the  afternoon.  It  seems  to 
me  that  instead  of  the  waste  that  is  now  involved, 
some  of  these  men  might  be  put  to  work  in  some 
other  way.  It  seems  to  me  some  arrangement 
must  be  possible'^ where  by  the  money  of  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  is  being  paid 
out  to  the  tune  of  at  least  four  million  dollars  to 
five  millions  dollars  a  year  for  relief,  should  be 
paid  over  to  the  men  in  return  for  services  rendered, 
and  not  as  mere  charity.  Despite  what  has  been 
said,  there  is  work  to  be  done  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
that  might  very  well  be  done  at  this  time.  There 
are  streets  to  be  cleaned;  there  is  other  important 
work  to  be  done.  There  are  certainly  jobs  enough 
to  take  care  of  those  who  report  to  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  two  or  three  times  a  week, 
and  get  just  a  little  work  when  they  do  so.  Five 
out  of  six  of  those  men  just  saw  or  chop  a  few 
sticks  of  wood.  So  I  think  a  part  of  the  money 
now  spent  by  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
might  well  be  paid  over  for  work  which  will  help 
needy  families,  and  work  which  should  be  done. 
There  is  work  to  be  done  raking  up  leaves,  for 
instance,  in  the  Park  Department,  work  cleaning 
streets,  other  odd  jobs  which  could  be  done  for 
the  benefit  of  the  city  and  for  the  relief  of  unem- 
ployment. It  would  at  least  result  in  moving 
around  these  men  who  now  go  to  the  Hawkins 
street  yard,  and  much  work  could  be  done  which 
would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  as  well  as  for 
the  help  of  the  unemployed. 

The  order  was    passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  request  the  Governor  to  order  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  to  file  a  complete  report  with 
the  City  Council  regarding  the  application,  record 
and  certification  of  the  name  of  one  certain 
Martin  E.  McCarthy  of  143  West  Newton  street, 
Boston,  as  a  laundry  porter  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  in  answer  to  a  requisition  by  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  for  two  laundry  porters  for  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  on  June  25,  1930. 

Coun.  KELLY  —  Mr.  President,  I  now  introduce 
an  order  similar  to  one  which  was  passed  unani- 
mously in  this  Council  on  November  17,  just 
about  a  month  ago.  Today  for  the  first  time  I 
hear  from  the  gentleman  downstairs  in  a  well 
couched  reply,  for  which  it  perhaps  took  luin 
the  whole  month  to  get  the  words  together  to 
the  effect  that  he  does  not  consider  it  compatible 
with  the  dignity  of  his  own  office  or  that  of  the 
Governor  to  comply  therewith  —  that  is,  to  ask 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  forward  to  the 
City  Council  a  complete  record  covering  certifica- 
tion of  the  employment  and  the  conduct  while 
employed   of  a   certain  employee   of  the   City   of 


Boston.  Mr.  President,  I  think  the  conduct  of  a 
city  employee,  the  manner  in  which  he  gets  on  the 
list,  and  whether  he  is  the  proper  kind  of  man  to 
work  for  the  city,  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance 
to  the  twenty-two  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  also  should  be  a  vital  matter  to  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  might  state  to  the  Mayor 
that  one  further  reason  why  I  have  introduced 
this  order  into  the  Council  is  that  I  made  a  request 
of  the  Governor  in  a  letter  under  date  of  November 
21,  and  to  date  I  have  had  no  reply,  although 
there  has  been  an  investigation  of  this  case. 
Knowing  that  they  are  guilty,  knowing  that  they 
have  been  working  in  collusion  with  somebody 
in  City  Hall,  I  have  not  received  a  reply.  Here  is 
the  letter  which  I  sent  to  Governor  Allen  on 
November  21: 

"Hon.  Frank  G.  Allen,  Governor  of  Massachu- 
setts, State  House,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
"Dear  Governor  Allen, — I  am  directing  this 
communication  to  you  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
I  think  the  facts  which  I  state  below  concerning 
the  administration  of  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioner Elliot  H.  Goodwin  bear  out  the  scathing 
denunciation  directed  toward  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioner Goodwin  by  the  special  Legislative 
Committee  that  investigated  his  office  and  reported 
their  findings  to  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature. 
"You  will  recall  that  this  Legislative  Investiga- 
tion Committee  headed  by  Senator  James  Moran 
of  Mansfield  and  having  only  one  member  of  the 
minority  party  in  its  entire  membership,  filed  a 
report  which  was  submitted  to  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature  which  criticized,  arraigned  and 
denounced  the  chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, Mr.  Goodwin,  for  his  arrogance  and 
arbitrary  action  and  further  said  in  substance 
that  he  was  not  administering  his  great  office  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

"In  behalf  of  the  many  thousands  of  people  on 
the  civil  service  list  in  this  Commonwealth,  par- 
ticularly the  City  of  Boston,  and  as  a  protest  on 
behalf  of  the  additional  many  thousands  of  decent 
and  respectable  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  who  are  on  the 
waiting  lists  looking  forward  eagerly  and  anxiously 
for  an  opportunity  to  earn  an  honest  living,  I  cite 
below  a  case  which  should  command  your 
immediate  attention  and  warrants  the  immediate 
removal  of  this  man  for  the  benefit  of  our  citizens. 
"On  January  4,  1930,  only  a  few  months  ago, 
one  Martin  E.  McCarthy  placed  his  name  on  the 
regular  unclassified  general  labor  list  which  at 
that  time  had  approximately  1,500  veterans  at 
the  top  of  the  list  and  perhaps  some  three  or  four 
thousand  additional  names.  There  must  have 
been  well  over  a  thousand  names  ahead  of  him  on 
the  list,  although  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner 
either  will  not  or  cannot  give  any  definite  informa- 
tion as  to  his  position  on  the  list  at  the  time  he 
registered. 

"Now  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there 
have  been  names  on  this  list  for  years,  this  man, 
who  is  married  and  is  not  living  with  his  wife  and 
had  no  children  and  no  one  depending  upon  him 
for  support,  was  certified  for  employment  and  was 
put  to  work  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  acting  in  agreement  witli  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioner,  on  June  25,  1930,  he  not 
even  being  on  the  list  for  a  period  of  six  months. 
Hi-  went  to  work  with  the  rating  of  laundry 
porter  at  $23  and  meals  per  week,  although  the 
positions  which  he  made  application  lor  were 
teamster,  chauffeur,  laborer  and  rigger,  and  I  can 
linil  no  record  on  file  with  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission of  special  qualification  for  laundry  porter. 
A  ■_■ : l i 1 1  less  than  two  months  afterward,  on 
August  22,  1930,  presumably  with  the  consent  of 
the  .Mayor  of  Boston  or  one  of  his  department 
heads,  lie  was  given  a  change  in  rating  to  a  ward 
porter  and  given  an  increase  to  $24  and  meals 
per  week,  although  1  understand  there  is  a  civil 
service  rule  which  forbids  this  being  done  in  a 
shorter  period  than  one  year. 

"I  also  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  he 
was  discharged  on  July  Ml).  1930,  and  while  these 
discharges  are  supposed  to  he  looked  niter  by  tin- 
Civil    Service    Commissioner,    he    was    reinstated

"Now   let  us  consider  s •  of  the  statements 

made  in  the  application  and  some  of  the  circum- 
stances Burrounding  tins  man  who  was  being  given 
so  much  consideration  hy  the  Civil  Serve

or  one  of  his  department  heads. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


"This  man,  Martin  McCarthy,  stated  in  his 
application  blank  which  was  filed  with  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  these  words  'I  resigned  from 
the  Boston  Police  Department  while  charges  were 
pending.  The  charges  were  drunkenness.'  That 
is  what  he  stated  under  oath  in  his  civil  service 
application.  I  could  find  no  further  information 
or  the  Civil  Service  Commission  could  give  me 
no  further  information  in  connection  with  this 
statement  in  McCarthy's  application.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  a  proper  investigation  of  this  state- 
ment would  have  disclosed  the  fact  that  this  man 
resigned  from  the  Boston  Police  Department  while 
charges  were  pending  against  him;  first,  for  mak- 
ing a  forced  entrance  into  a  lodging  house;  second, 
for  leaving  his  gun  on  the  premises;  third,  for 
bringing  liquor  into  a  private  dwelling  while  on 
duty;  fourth,  for  untruthfulness  to  his  superior 
officers,  and  while  a  member  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment this  man  had  done  punishment  duty  on  two 
occasions,  once  for  210  hours  and  another  time  for 
42  hours  and  only  lasted  as  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  for  the  short  period  of 
two  and  one  half  years. 

"In  answer  to  another  question  which  asks  for 
the  number  of  times  he  was  arrested,  sets  forth 
only  four  arrests,  while  as  a  matter  of  fact  he  was 
arrested  ten  times. 

"What  has  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  got 
to  say  to  you  about  this  situation? 

"In  answer  to  another  question  Mr.  McCarthy 
states  that  he  was  in  business  for  himself  from 
1921  to  1926  and  that  he  resigned  as  a  member  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department  in  1921,  while  as  a 
matter  of  fact  this  was  not  the  truth  because  he 
did  not  resign  from  the  Boston  Police  Department 
until  July,  1922. 

"I  submit  that  in  these  trying  days  of  so  much 
suffering  and  distress  with  so  many  thousands  of 
men  with  wiveB  and  children  depending  upon 
them  for  support,  walking  the  streets  unable  to 
earn  a  dollar  in  an  honest  way,  that  this  action 
in  allowing  a  man  of  this  type  to  take  one  of  these 
positions,  which  should  go  to  a  man  and  his 
family,  is  just  about  the  next  thing  to  the  com- 
mission of  a  crime. 

"I  respectfully  request  that  you  look  into 
this  matter,  if  your  investigation  discloses  the 
facts  as  I  have  outlined  them  above  that  you  will 
demand  the  immediate  resignation  of  that  man 
who  has  already  been  described  by  members  of 
his  own  party,  in  substance,  as  unfit  for  the 
administration  of  the  office  which  he  holds;  I  refer 
to  Civil  Service  Commissioner  Elliot  H.  Goodwin. 

"Awaiting  your  reply,  I  remain, 
"Respectfully  yours," 

I  Bent  that  to  the  Governor  under  date  of 
November  21.  They  had  an  investigation  up 
there  and  it  disclosed  a  few  things — a  few  things 
that  would  break  Boston  wide  open,  as  between 
City  Hall  and  the  State  House.  That  is  why, 
as  I  say,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  sent  back  the 
answer  that  he  did  to  the  Council  after  we  passed 
an  order  similar  to  this  a  month  ago.  I  might 
refer  perhaps  to  a  remark  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
McCarthy  the  day  that  I  dropped  the  criminal 
complaint  for  assault  and  battery  against  him, 
made  to  me  in  front  of  my  attorney,  when  he 
begged  my  pardon  and  thanked  me  for  dropping 
the  matter.  He  told  me  that  he  owed  a  certain 
obligation  to  a  number  of  people  in  Boston,  that 
he  had  to  work  out.  He  said  further  that  he  was 
sent  to  get  me  with  something  besides  fists,  some- 
thing in  his  hands.  He  said  that  he  recognized 
the  obligation,  but  that  he  decided  to  use  fists — 
although  he  couldn't  use  fists  any  too  well.  But 
that  is  what  he  said  when  I  dropped  the  criminal 
complaint  of  assault  and  battery,  the  result  of 
which  would  have  been  perhaps  to  send  him  to  jail 
by  Judge  Zottoli  in  the  Municipal  Court.  I  am 
simply  going  to  say  this  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
Let  him  forget  dignity  for  awhile.  He  has  for- 
gotten it  a  good  many  times  in  the  long  years  he 
has  been  in  politics,  and  to  forget  it  for  a  little 
while  now  will  not  hurt  him.  So  I  have  asked  the 
Council  to  pass  this  order,  so  that  we  may  obtain 
the  full  record  of  this  employee  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Let  us  find  out  about  the  connection 
between  City  Hall  and  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion. If  the  present  Governor  does  not  see  fit  to 
remove  this  fellow,  because  they  are  working  up 
there  in  collusion  with  certain  people  at  City  Hall, 
perhaps  when,  as  the  result  of  the  November 
election,  we  have  a  new  era  of  democracy  in  the 
state  when  Governor  Ely  takes  office,  we  may  be 
able  to  then  have  something  done.     I  respectfully 


ask  the  Council  to  pass  the  order  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule,  and  I  trust  that  the  Mayor  will 
this  time  take  steps  to  have  the  information  fur- 
nished to  the  Council  as  quickly  as  possible. 
A  month  has  elapsed  since  I  introduced  the  other 
order.  I  certainly  trust  that  we  may  obtain  prompt 
action  at  this  time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONTRACTS   HELD   BY   NONCITIZENS. 

Coun.  DO  WD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  an  investigation  of  the  sub- 
contract on  the  marble  interiors  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  and  the  East  Boston  Court  House, 
and  if  said  firm  of  subcontractors  is  not  com- 
posed of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  that  the 
general  contractor  be  directed  to  cancel  said  sub- 
contract. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  for  a  good  many 
years  this  Council  and  previous  Councils  have  had 
a  good  deal  of  trouble  with  this  question  of  alien 
help  and  alien  work  on  subcontracts.  We  now 
have  an  accusation  made  by  a  reliable  organiza- 
tion— the  stone  masons  and  marble  setters'  union 
No.  9,  of  the  City  of  Boston, — in  which  they  state 
that  not  only  under  the  general  contracts  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  and  the  East  Boston  court 
house  are  men  employed  who  live  outside  of 
Boston,  but  they  say  that  an  entirely  alien  con- 
cern— namely,  Pignat  Yicenzi  of  Everett — has 
received  the  subcontract  on  the  City  Hospital  job, 
and  that  the  same  concern  has  received  the  sub- 
contract on  the  East  Boston  court  house.  1  say 
to  you,  Mr.  President,  and  to  the  Mayor  that 
here  are  two  specific  instances  where  alien  help  is 
employed  from  Everett  while  thousands  of  Boston 
boys  are  walking  the  streets  unable  to  get  a  job, 
and  I  understand  that  alien  help,  not  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  are  employed  on  those  jobs. 
As  the  contracts  read,  only  citizens  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  given  a  contract,  and  yet  we  find 
these  contractors — I  know  not  who  they  are,  and 
I  care  not — erecting  the  City  Hospital  and  the 
East  Boston  court  house,  doing  work  amounting 
to  thousands  of  dollars;  that  the  employees  of 
this  alien  concern  from  Everett  are  not  citizens 
of  Boston  or  citizens  of  Everett,  but  aliens,  as  I 
understand  it.  I  am  now  asking  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  investigate  these  cases,  and  if  the  facts 
are  as  alleged,  in  justice  to  Boston  contractors  and 
in  justice  to  citizens  of  this  city  and  this  country, 
to  cancel  the  contract  of  this  alien  concern  and 
employ  at  least  citizens  of  America. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say- 
that  I  am  glad  to  see  somebody  cooperating  with 
me  on  the  floor  of  the  Council.  I  heard  the  coun- 
cilor from  Roxbury  earlier  in  the  session  make  the 
remark  that  no  one  was  cooperating  with  him  on 
the  floor  of  the  City  Council  relative  to  the  un- 
employment situation,  but  I  guess  he  did  not 
need  to  go  far  to  find  out  that  if  any  help  was 
required  he  would  surley  have  the  assistance  of 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester.  I  wish  to  say 
that  on  two  distinct  occasions  I  have  introduced 
orders  into  the  Council  that  the  Mayor  take  some 
action  so  that  work  on  city  contracts  would  be 
given  to  citizens  of  Boston,  because  other  cities 
are  doing  it.  I  have  stated  previously  what  I 
felt  to  be  the  reason  why  the  Mayor  refused  to 
make  such  an  order.  I  think  it  is  evident  to 
everybody  that  he  does  not  want  to  offend  people 
in  other  cities.  That  is  the  reason.  I  am  glad  to 
see  that  somebody  in  this  Council  besides  myself 
thinks  this  matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  send 
it  for  the  third  time  down  to  the  Mayor,  and  I 
hope  this  time  the  Mayor  will  sit  up  awhile  and 
make  a  good  answer,  better  than  the  one  he  sent 
to  us  this  afternoon. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT    TO    PARENTS   OF   DOROTHEA 
CARSON. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 

approves  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing 

the  City  of  Boston  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  to  the 

parents  of  Dorothea  Carson. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  desire 

to  say  that  that  order  is  introduced  because  of  the 
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death  of  the  little  Carson  girl.  Her  parents  assume 
that  she  was  kicked  to  death  in  a  school  in  Rox- 
bury. The  parents  desire  the  matter  brought 
before  the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature.  But 
before  we  can  even  get  it  in  it  must  be  passed  by- 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  I  am  in- 
formed that  the  attorney  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carson 
are  asking  the  Legislature  to  pay  to  the  parents 
the  sum  of  $5,000  because  of  the  child's  death. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


.SIDEWALK  ON   RILL   STREET. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Rill  street,   No.  2 
to  No.  10,  Ward  15,  in  front  of  the  estates  border- 
ing  thereon;  said   sidewalk   to    be   from    3   to    10 
inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5 
to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial 
stone,    with    granite    edgestones,    under    the    pro- 
visions of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SPOT-LIGHT  IN  WARD  19. 
Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Traffic  Commis- 
sion be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  install  a  spot-light  at  the  corner  of  Green  and 
Centre  streets,  Ward  19,  for  the  use  of  the  traffic 
officer  on  duty  at  that  point. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

3.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $60,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  Fire  Sta- 
tion, West  End  District,  Site,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  request  of 
the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  December  1,  1930,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

4.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Park  Commission  for  filling,  grading, 
relocating  baseball  diamonds,  and  other  necessary 
improvements,  on  the  Healy  Playground,  Roslin- 
dale,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

On  December  1,  1930,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 

The  above  orders,  Nos.  2,  3  and  4  on  the  calendar, 
were  given  their  second  and  final  passage,  yeas 
20,  nays  0.

RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  RUBY,  the  Council  voted, 
at  3.14  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  LYNCH  at  5.31  p.  m. 


GIRLS'  HIGH   SCHOOL,   GROVE   HALL. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  pro- 
ceed  with   the   immediate   erection   of    the    girls' 
high  school  in  the  Grove  Hall  section  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
take  the  time  of  the  Council  at  this  late  hour, 
but  this  is  a  duplicate  of  the  order  that  1  presented 
earlier  in  the  afternoon.  I  am  stressing  the  point 
because  of  the  information  1  have  and  because  it 
is  unfortunate  if  we  do  not  take  the  proper  steps 
to  forward  the  erection  of  a  school  that  is  now 
comparatively  congested.  I  believe  that  the 
girls'  high  school  is  necessary,  I  believe  that  it 
will  not  only  serve  the  school  purposes  of  the 
different  parts  of  the  Dorchester  district,  but  that 
it  will  vitally  affect  other  sections  as  well  as 
Roxbury  and  Dorchester.  I  believe  if  we  delay 
action  on  the  matter  at  this  time  the  immediate 
result  will  be  the  acceptance  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  Worthington  street  site.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  given  considerable  thought 
to  this  proposition,  and  I  believe  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission  has  also  done  so,  and 
that  those  two  gentlemen  are  laying  every  possible 
emphasis  on  the  choice  between  the  two  sites. 
What  the  thing  revolves  on  now  has  no  reference 
to  intermediate  high  schools  in  AUston,  Brighton 
or  any  other  section,  but  it  is  a  question  whether 
the  School  Committee  and  those  in  charge  of 
school  construction  shall  build  a  girls'  high 
school  in  the  Worthington  street  section  or  one 
at  Grove  Hall.  I  think  some  members  of  the 
Council  may  unwittingly  lose  the  point, — which 
is,  that  if  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  we  may 
not  get  one  or  the  other.  I  think  if  the  Grove 
Hall  site  is  defeated  no  other  site  can  be  selected 
in  the  present  program  of  girls'  high  school  con- 
struction. I  certainly  trust  that  the  members  of 
the  Council  will  give  immediate  thought  not 
merely  to  the  councilors  from  Dorchester  and 
Roxbury,  but  to  the  councilors  from  the  lower  end 
of  Roxbury,  the  Back  Bay  and  South  End  of 
Boston,  feeling  that  if  we  do  not  express  our 
opinion  at  this  time  in  favor  of  the  Grove  Hall 
site  we  will  ultimately  get  that  undesirable  site 
close  to  the  Brookline  line;  I  ask  for  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

President  LYNCH — Is  this  the  same  order  that 
was  introduced  in  the  early  part  of  the  session? 
Coun.  RUBY— It  is. 

President  LYNCH— Then  the  Chair  will  have 
to  rule  it  out  of  order,  inasmuch  as  it  is  under  con- 
sideration  by   the   Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  RUBY— Might  I  then,  Mr.  President, 
ask  that  the  order  referred  earlier  in  the  session 
be  recalled? 

President  LYNCH — You  ask  suspension  of  the 
rule  for  that  purpose? 

Coun.  RUBY— I  do,  Mr.  President. 
Coun.  CURTIS— I  object,  Mr.  President. 
President  LYNCH — The  question  comes  on  sus- 
pending the  rule  for  the  recall  of  the  order  intro- 
duced  by  Councilor   Ruby  earlier  in   the  session 
and  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  order  intro- 
duced earlier  in  the  session,  identical  with  the 
order  introduced  before  the  beginning  of  this 
discussion  by  Councilor  Ruby,  was  declared  re- 
called from   the   Executive  Committee. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  now  comes 
on  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  a  councilor 
from  Dorchester  I  agree  with  my  colleague  who 
has  just  spoken  that  Dorchester  can  stand  another 
high  school.  Butldosay  this,  that  if  Dorchester, 
comprising  200,000  people  and  consisting  of  five 
and  one-half  wards,  is  to  have  another  high  school. 
it  should  be  in  a  central  position  in  Dorchester, 
I  say  this,  that  the  Grove  Hall  section  of  Dorchester 
is  not  a  central  part  of  Dorchester,  but  that  either 
Meeting  House  Hill  or  Fields  Corner  is  a  proper 
place  for  a  high  school  to  be  placed,  if  the  School 
Committee  are  desirous  of  placing  one  there.     In 
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either  case,  that  would  be  in  a  place  where  the 
transportation  facilities  are  of  the  best,  and  a  place 
central  to  everybody  in  Dorchester,  not  within  a 
stone's  throw  of  another  high  school  as  this  would 
be  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  Roxbury  Memorial 
High  School.  I  want  to  see  a  high  school  in  Dor- 
chester and  want  to  do  everything  I  can  to  have 
it  go  there,  but  I  think  at  the  same  time  the  School 
Committee  should  be  informed  that  the  councilors 
from  Dorchester  want  it  in  a  central  part  of  Dor- 
chester, and  at  either  Meeting  House  Hill  or  Fields 
Corner.  So  I  will  have  to  vote  against  the  order 
to  have  the  high  school  in  the  Grove  Hall  section. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  think  the  order 
introduced  by  Councilor  Ruby  is  a  good  order. 
This  land,  I  understand,  has  been  bought  and  paid 
for  and  the  plans  drawn  for  the  Grove  Hall  section. 
Although  I  don't  think  that  is  the  ideal  location, 
rather  than  lose  the  school  altogether  I  would  be  in 
favor  of  Grove  Hall. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  this  particular  order  for  the  reason  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  after  a  very 
thorough  examination  has  advised  the  body  that  it 
is  a  question  of  whether  this  new  girls'  high  school 
shall  be  placed  at  Grove  Hall  or  the  error  of  sending 
a  high  school  out  in  the  wilds  near  the  Art  Museum 
shall  be  immediately  repeated.  Therefore,  in 
order  to  save  a  repetition  of  that  mistake,  I  shall 
vote  for  this  particular  order. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  would  not 
inject  myself  into  the  discussion,  and  I  will  vote 
for  the  order,  except  for  the  fact  that  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  evidently  has  not  become  familiar 
with  the  section  I  have  the  honor  to  represent, 
when  he  terms  it  "out  in  the  wilds."  If  he  were 
as  familiar  with  the  city  as  a  councilor  should  be, 
he  would  know  that  his  characterization  is  entirely 
erroneous. 

Coun.  WILSON — The  gentleman  misunder- 
stood my  pronunciation.  I  referred  to  the 
"wiles,"  not  the  "wilds"!     [Laughter.] 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  councilor  from  Ward  14  whether  he  is  now 
introducing  the  same  order  that  we  voted  on  in 
Executive  Committee? 

President  LYNCH — The  order  introduced 
earlier  in  the  session  was  referred  to  Executive 
Committee,  where  it  was  laid  on  the  table,  and 
has  now  been  recalled  upon  motion  of  Councilor 
Ruby,  and  is  before  us  for  action. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  again,  as  I  did  in 
executive  session,  feeling  that  this  is  a  matter  on 
which  we  ought  to  know  how  the  School  Commit- 
tee feels  before  committing  ourselves. 

Coun.  Curtis'  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the 
table  was  declared  carried.  Councilor  Ruby 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Council  refused  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table, 
yeas  9,  nays  13: 

Cox,  Curtis,  Gallagher,  Hein, 
Kelly,  Lynch,  Mahoney,  Murray,  Norton — 9. 

Nays— Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Donovan,  Dowd, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gleason,  Green, 
McGrath,  Power,  Ruby,  Wilson — 13. 

President  LYNCH — The  question  now  comes  on 
the  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  refrained 
from  injecting  myself  into  debate  on  this  question, 
but,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission  has  pointed  out  that  if  the 
site,  which  has  already  been  paid  for  and  in  con- 
nection with  which  plans  have  been  drawn  for  the 
new  high  school  at  the  Grove  Hall  section  is  not 
taken,  the  chances  are  very  strong  that  no  high 
school  will  be  built  at  all  for  some  time.  That  will 
mean  going  through  the  same  rigmarole  all  over 
again,  purchasing  new  land  in  a  new  location,  and 
so  on.  In  view  of  that  fact,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  crying  need  for  a  high  school  in  that 
section  to  take  care  of  the  overflow,  I  am  in  favor 
of  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  declared  passed,  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.  Coun.  MURRAY  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  yeas  17,  nays  5:

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at 
Dlaces  of  public  amusement,  viz.: 

Anne  Marie  Casey,  at  South  Boston  Municipal 
Building,  December  18,  that  leave  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  under  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mavor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  a  loan  of  $90,000  for  Fallon 
Field  Playground,  additional  land  and  construc- 
tion— that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  question  we 
are  to  decide  this  afternoon  is  not  whether  we 
should  get  additional  land  for  playgrounds,  but 
whether  we  should  purchase  additional  land  for 
the  Fallon  Playground  at  the  price  proposed.  I 
have  always  been  a  firm  believer  in  the  city  pur- 
chasing as  much  land  as  possible  for  playground 
purposes  for  the  children,  but  I  am  also  of  the 
opinion  that  when  an  order  involving  $90,000  is 
presented  to  our  Executive  Committee  we  should 
at  least  expect  department  heads  to  appear  before 
us  and  tell  us  the  truth  in  the  matter.  Each  and 
every  member  of  the  Council  heard  Commissioner 
Long  tell  us  that  the  land  was  assessed  at  either 
$43,000  or  $48,000,  and,  because  of  the  fact  that 
no  councilor  had  sufficient  time  to  look  into  the 
matter,  we  took  the  word  of  the  commissioner  that 
it  was  assessed  for  $43,000  to  $48,000,  and  that  it 
was  proposed  to  purchase  the  land  for  $65,000.  I 
felt  that  even  with  a  valuation  of  $48,000  the 
price  of  $65,000  was  too  much,  because  I  had  in 
mind  the  fact  that  the  same  department  purchased 
in  Dorchester  108,000  square  feet  for  two-thirds  of 
this  amount.  Now,  what  is  the  situation  here? 
There  are  109,950  square  feet  of  land,  that  we  were 
informed  here  is  assessed  for  $43,000  to  $48,000. 
The  real  story  I  have  obtained  from  the  Assessing 
Department,  which  is  that  the  land  is  assessed  for 
$26,800  and  the  building  for  $6,200,  or  an  assess- 
ment altogether  of  $33,000.  Now,  we  were  misin- 
formed or  somebody  deliberately  lied  in  making 
the  statement  that  was  made  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  If  members  of  this  Council  can 
conscientiously  vote  to  buy  a  piece  of  property 
assessed  for  $33,000  for  $65,000,  they  may  do  so. 
1  say  that  I  believe  the  Fallon  Playground  should 
be  enlarged,  but  I  believe  the  Council  should  at 
least  have  a  chance  to  look  into  the  matter  where 
it  is  proposed  to  spend  $65,000  of  the  taxpayers' 
money  for  a  piece  of  land  that  is  assessed  for 
$33,000.  We  certainly  do  not  want  to  give  the 
owners  of  land  assessed  for  17  cents  a  foot  34  cents 
a  foot.  It  is  unfair  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston. 
If  you  vote  for  this  order,  you  are  voting  to  put 
into  somebody's  pocketbook  the  6um  of  $25,000. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
somewhat  embarrassed  by  the  remarks  made  here, 
particularly  as  being  one  of  that  large  majority 
who  voted  back  "Ought  to  pass"  on  this  particular 
order.  I  hesitate  to  believe,  and  trust  it  is  not 
exactly  accurate,  that  the  head  of  a  department 
would  mislead  the  members  of  the  Council.  I  do 
have  in  mind,  however,  that  if  we  adjourn  for  two 
weeks  this  order  might,  if  it  is  passed  today,  then 
receive  its  second  reading  and  can  still  be  defeated. 
I  believe  we  should  take  this  matter  up  with  the 
Park  Department  or  the  proper  officials  before  we 
do  meet  again,  so  that  we  may  understand  the 
situation.  But  if  action  on  this  matter  is  cut  short 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  I  don't  know  what  the 
result  may  be.  I  do  wish  to  say,  however,  that, 
voting  to  give  this  order  its  first  reading  and  in 
favor  of  its  passage  at  this  time,  I  reserve  the  right 
to  vote  differently  on  the  second  reading,  two  or 
three  weeks  from  today. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  perhaps  the  Park  Commissioner  may  have 
been  mistaken  as  to  the  assessed  valuation  of  that 
land,  and  so  that  the  councilors  might  become 
familiar  with  it,  I  would  recommend  its  being  laid 
on  the  table.  Personally,  I  wish  to  say  that  I 
know  the  property  and  I  know  the  building  that 
is  on  it,  and  that  $65,000  is  not  at  all  an  exorbitant 
price  for  this  property.  It  adjoins  the  playground 
called  the  Fallon  Field  Playground,  which  at  the 
present  time  does  not  have  a  full-sized  diamond 
or  a  full-sized  football  field.  In  view  of  what  has 
occurred,  however,  I  would  like  to  have  the  matter 
laid  on  the  table. 
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President  LYNCH— The  Chair  would  remind 
the  Council  that  if  the  order  does  not  receive  one 
reading  today  there  will  not  be  an  opportunity  to 
act  upon  it  this  year,  that  it  will  have  to  go  over. 
However,  if  the  councilor  wishes  to  make  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  of  course  he  can  do  so. 
Do  you  make  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table, 
councilor? 

Coun.  COX — I  withdraw  that  motion,  Mr. 
President. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  if  this 
order  was  not  put  in  during  the  last  administration 
for  the  sum  of  $100,000? 

Coun.  COX — I  believe  it  was,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  amount  then  was  $100,000, — or  the  pur- 
chase price,  I  understood,  was  then  $80,000,  and 
it  is  now  $65,000.  I  want  to  say  this,  that  there 
can  be  no  question  in  the  mind  of  anybody  that 
Mr.  Fallon,  who  owns  that  property,  could  sell 
his  home  and  cut  the  land  up  into  house  lots  and 
receive  a  great  deal  more  money  than  this  $65,000. 
But  Mr.  Fallon  is  a  very  high  type  of  gentleman, 
and  it  is  a  question  of  helping  the  community. 
His  son  was  killed  in  the  war  and  this  playground 
is  named  after  his  son. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is 
rather  unfair  to  try  to  compare  real  estate  values 
of  three  years  ago,  when  the  order  was  put  in  here 
for  $100,000,  with  real  estate  values  at  the  present 
time.  We  all  realize  that  real  estate  values  are 
now  50  per  cent  below  what  they  were  at  that  time. 
I  am  not  questioning  the  integrity  of  the  owner  of 
the  land  in  any  respect  whatever,  but  I  do  say 
that  members  of  the  Council  are  entitled  to  a 
hearing  on  any  matter  that  comes  before  them, 
and  they  are  entitled  to  the  truth.  When  the 
head  of  a  department  comes  before  us  in  this  way 
and  makes  such  statements,  I  cannot  see  how 
anybody  can  conscientiously  vote  to  give  100  per 
cent  over  the  value  of  the  land  in  these  days. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor, 
of  enlarging  any  playground  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  think  I  have  already,  by  my  attitude  in  past 
meetings,  shown  that.  At  the  same  time,  I  am 
against  having  orders  introduced  here  at  2.15 
o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  a  meeting  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  having  him  try 
to  get  them  through  without  reference  to  the 
proper  committee.  I  claim  that  the  matter 
should  be  investigated  by  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  or  the  Committee  on  Finance.  I 
am  on  neither  committee.  I  understand  that  the 
gentleman  from  West  Roxbjiry  has  no  objection 
to  laying  the  matter  on  the  table,  and  1  move 
you,  sir,  that  we  lay  the  matter  on  the  table.  I 
make  that  as  a  motion. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
lost.  Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  rising  vote.  The  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  was  lost  by  a  rising  vote,  6  to  13. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  merely  want  to 
correct  the  impression  given  by  one  of  the  previous 
speakers  with  reference  to  the  discrepancy  be- 
tween the  assessed  valuation  of  property  and  the 
amount  for  which  the  property  is  proposed  to  be 
sold.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  difference  between 
assessed  valuations  of  commercial  property,  as- 
sessed valuations  of  income-bearing  residential 
property,  and  assessed  valuations  of  single  homes. 
You  will  find  in  going  through  the  assessed  valua- 
tions of  single-family  homes  throughout  the  entire 
city  —  and,  in  fact,  throughout  the  entire  Com- 
monwealth —  that  all  single-family  homes  are  very 
much  under-assessed.  I  have  in  mind  at  the 
present  time  a  home  at  the  corner  of  Rutledge 
street  and  Humboldt  avenue,  in  my  own  ward,  a 
very  beautiful  estate  and  a  very  expensive  estate 
—  I  think  it  probably  cost  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  $75,000  to  build  the  home  alone.  Yet 
that  estate  has  been  assessed  for  years,  through 
the  high  market  prices,  for  not  more  than  $26,000 
for  both  the  house  and  the  garage,  although  the 
garage  alone  cost  more  than  half  of  that  to  build. 
So  you  cannot  take  assessed  valuations  alone  as  a 
criterion  on  which  to  base  the  value  of  a  single- 
family  estate,  more  especially  when  the  estate 
contains  a  very  large  area  of  vacant  land  in  addi- 
tion to  the  house,  because  then  the  land  is  assessed 
for  still  less,  it  not  only  being  nonineome-bearing 
property,  but  being  occupied  only  by  an  individual 
for  purposes  of  a  home.  For  that  reason  I  believe 
you  cannot  take  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  entirely  into  consideration  in  deciding 
the  valuation  at  which  the  property  should  be 
purchased  and  in  arriving  at  a  fair  price  to  be 


paid  for  it.  I  think  the  property  ought  to  be  ap- 
praised. I  feel  that  this  Council  ought  to  adjourn 
for  one  week  only  and  in  the  meantime  further 
information  should  be  furnished  to  us  on  this 
question.  I  think  that  will  still  leave  us  sufficient 
time  to  give  the  order  a  second  reading.  [Voices  - 
"No!"] 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think 
there  is  one  point  that  we  lose  sight  of  in  this 
matter.  There  is  a  field  out  there  known  as 
Fallon  Field.  They  want  to  extend  the  field. 
Everyone  in  that  section  says  it  is  necessary  to 
extend  the  field.  They  cannot  take  three  or  four 
blocks,  paying  the  amount  of  money  that  would 
be  necessary,  in  order  to  extend  the  field.  They 
have  to  buy  land  directly  adjacent  to  the  present 
land.  As  I  understand  it,  Fallon  Field  is  named 
for  the  man  who  owns  the  land  adjacent  to  Fallon 
Field.  He  has  a  rather  extensive  home  and  stable 
there.  Of  course,  they  never  assess  single  homes 
at  their  full  valuation,  and,  of  course,  while  the 
city  will  have  to  demolish  that  home  and  stable, 
it  must  pay  for  them.  A  year  ago  this  same  prop- 
osition was  in  for  $100,000.  That  home,  as  it 
has  been  well  kept  up,  I  understand,  is  probably 
worth  about  as  much  today  as  it  was  previously, 
and  the  land  is  valuable,  because  the  value  of  land 
in  that  section  of  Boston  is  perhaps  growing  more 
rapidly  than  anywhere  else.  So  you  are  faced 
with  this  situation.  Fallon  Field  is  too  small  for 
the  proper  sort  of  playground.  You  cannot  buy 
land  outside  of  Fallon  Field,  improved  property, 
for  five  times  the  amount  proposed  here.  So,  in 
extending  the  field,  the  only  possible  way  to' do 
so  is  in  the  way  proposed  here,  land  which  was 
offered  previously  for  $100,000  and  can  now  be 
purchased  for  $65,000.  Let  us  stand  up  and  vote 
for  the  proposition. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  vote 
intelligently  upon  this  matter,  and  I  shall  vote  for 
the  passage  of  the  order  to  one  reading  this  after- 
noon. As  Councilor  Wilson  said  awhile  ago,  we 
can  reserve  our  rights  on  the  second  reading  of 
this  order,  and  I  will  reserve  my  right.  I  think  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  member,  after  such  sensational 
charges,  as  I  call  them,  as  have  been  made  here  by 
a  member  of  this  body,  in  justice  to  the  Park 
Commissioner  and  other  officials  to  weigh  them 
carefully.  We  can  vote  for  the  first  reading  and 
passage  of  the  order  this  afternoon  and  reserve 
our  rights  on  the  second  reading,  and  that  is  what 
I  propose  to  do. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  re- 
mind the  Council  that  if  they  ever  want  to  enlarge 
a  playground,  they  always  have  the  right  under 
the  law  to  go  out  and  take  any  parcel  located 
within  the  confines  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under 
the  right  of  eminent  domain,  and  pay  to  the  owners 
thereof  the  fair  value.  So  I  say,  if  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  wishes  to  enlarge  this  play- 
ground, he  can  go  out  and  take  this  piece  of  land 
just  like  that  and  have  the  courts  decide  on  the 
fair  value  of  the  land.  I  believe  when  a  piece  of 
property  is  assessed  for  $33,000  and  is  being 
offered  to  the  city  for  $65,000  it  is  outrageous, 
and  I  agree  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  when' 
he  stands  up  and  tells  his  colleagues  that  it  is 
outrageous.  So  there  is  no  fear  of  anything  being 
lost  by  a  little  delay.  The  land  can  always  be 
taken.  It  is  not  like  money  in  the  I'nr'kman 
Fund  which  has  to  be  spent  this  year.  This 
land  does  not  have  to  be  taken  this  year.  It  may 
be  taken  at  any  time  up  to  March  or  April,  or  later 
for  that  matter.  So  I  shall  vote  against  the  order' 
Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  will  simply 
say  that  I  agree  with  the  councilors  from  Dor- 
chester and  Roxbury  when  they  Bay  the  proposi- 
tion to  give  $65,000  for  land  assessed  for  $33,000 
is  hard  to  explain.  However,  we  have  a  rather 
mixed  problem  here.  I'p  to  a  few  momenta  ago 
I  did  not  know  where  I  would  stand  on  the  matter, 
although  I  think  now  I  will  vote  for  the  first 
reading  of  the  order,  reserving  the  right  to  change 
my  vote  on  the  second  reading  if  circumstances 
seem  to  warrant.  I  fully  agree  with  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  that  it  is  a  matter  i  hat  needs  In, .king 
into.  Of  course,  the  Street  Commissioners  under 
the  law  of  eminent  domain  can  have  a  hearing 
and  take  the  land.  We  can  pass  this  order  to  a 
first,  reading  today,  and  if  circumstances  seem  to 
warrant  can  defeat  it  when  it  comes  up  for  a  second 
reading.  If  the  matter  then  goes  over  to  the 
next  fiscal  year  and  it  i  ired  to  take  the 

land,  the  Street  Commissioners  can  hold  n  hearing 
and  any   of  us  who  wish  can  go  there  and 
the  taking  on  account  of  the  price.     But  in  voting 
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in  favor  of  the  first  reading,  I  reserve  my  right  to 
change  my  position  later. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  if  this  order 
is  passed  today  and  then  goes  over,  does  it  auto- 
matically go  into  effect? 

President  LYNCH — It  does  not  pass  unless  it 
has  two  readings  this  year. 

Coun.  NORTON  moved  the  previous  question; 

The  main  question  was  ordered,  and  the  Council 
voted  to  give  the  order  its  first  reading  and  pas- 
sage, yeas  18,  nays  4:

ORDERS    REGARDING    UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  22,  1930. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — For  a  period  of  nearly  two  months, 
after  each  weekly  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  I 
have  been  in  receipt  of  orders  requesting  informa- 
tion or  action  on  the  question  of  unemployment, 
many  of  the  orders  having  motives  which  perhaps 
might  be  considered  nonconstructive.  I  appre- 
ciate the  cooperation  of  the  Council  during  the 
present  year,  and  anticipate  it  for  the  future,  but 
in  order  to  forestall  a  possible  tendency  to  become 
controversial  over  certain  phases  of  the  situation  it 
becomes  advisable  to  make  my  position  clear. 

The  remedies  suggested  to  alleviate  the  condition 
confronting  this  country,  and  it  seems,  the  rest  of 
the  world  also,  fall  into  two  classes:  First,  the  relief 
of  unemployment,  and  second,  the  relief  of  the 
unemployed.  The  relief  of  unemployment  is  a 
highly  involved  economic  question  and  its  solution 
is  engaging  the  attention  of  the  best  minds  in  this 
country  and  abroad.  The  temporary  employ- 
ment of  men  in  governmental  activities,  and  in 
other  construction  work  financed  by  contributions 
from  public-spirited  citizens,  is  in  no  sense  a  solu- 
tion of  this  great  problem  except  in  so  far  as  it  may 
have  an  effect  in  restoring  public  confidence  and 
expanding  the  circulation  of  money.  The  real 
problem  is  to  so  manage  the  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural production  of  the  world  and  its  markets 
that  the  number  of  those  who  need  jobs  and  are 
without  them  shall  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and 
that  this  situation  once  arrived  at  shall  be  approx- 
imately permanent. 

The  other  kind  of  relief,  namely,  furnishing  the 
means  of  providing  the  necessities  of  life  for  those 
who  are  out  of  employment,  is  the  class  to  which 
nearly  all  the  orders  presented  in  the  Council  bo- 
longs.  This  particular  kind  of  relief,  whether  in 
the  form  of  charity  or  temporary  work,  is  a  matter 
which  has  engaged  my  attention  almost  continu- 
ously for  more  than  thirty  years. 

For  the  past  eleven  months  the  principal  effort 
of  the  administration  has  been  directed  to  adopting 
measures  to  cope  with  the  present  situation,  and  I 
may  be  pardoned  for  saying  that  it  is  doubtful  if 
anyone  is  more  familiar  with  conditions  than  I, 
both  from  past  experience  and  present  position. 

I  shall  welcome  any  remedial  suggestions,  pre- 
sented either  publicly  or  privately  by  the  members 
of  the  Council,  and  they  may  feel  assured  that 
even  if  I  do  not  reply  categorically  to  future  orders, 
those  which  have  merit  will  be  given  my  best  con- 
sideration; and  the  suggestions,  if  practicable 
adopted.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  report  from  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  prepared  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  400,  Acts  of  1930,  arid  containing 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plans  for  the 
officers  and  employees  of  Suffolk  County,  together 
with  rules  for  administering  the  same. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  after  a  five 
months'  intensive  study  of  the  thirty-two  depart- 
ments and  the  1,027  positions  making  up  the 
service  of  the  County  of  Suffolk.  The  maximum 
cost  of  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  plans  is  esti- 
mated by  the  Budget  Commissioner  to  be  $161,- 
797.66,  or  approximately  7  per  cent  of  the  present 
county  pay  roll  requirements.  This  maximum 
cost  will  not  be  felt  immediately  but  will  be 
spread  over  a  period  of  eight  years,  the  full  cost 
not  being  reached  until  1938. 

Adoption  of  the  proposed  plans  will'result  in  the 
establishment  of  a  sound  and  practicable  basis  for 
arriving  at  proper  rates  of  compensation  for  officers 
and  positions  in  the  county  service.  The  present 
method  of  fixing  salaries  by  the  Legislature  results 
only  in  spasmodic  changes  by  statute  at  the  be- 
hest of  well-organized  groups.  Under  such  a  sys- 
tem, inequalities  have  naturally  crept  into  the 
compensation  schedules  of  Suffolk  County.  The 
proposed  plans  will  not  only  remove  these  in- 
equalities but  will  assure  uniform  justice  in  the 
relation  between  the  compensation  officers  and 
employees  now  receive  and  the  value  of  their  work. 

I  transmit  this  report  for  consideration  by  your 
honorable  body,  together  with  an  order  providing 
for  the  putting  into  effect  of  the  proposed  plans 
and  rules.

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Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Cooperative  Bank  League  has  drawn  up 
a  bill  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature 
giving  to  the  individual  boards  of  directors  of  the 
individual  banks  the  right  to  state  whether  or  not 
dues  which  are  owed  to  the  banks  monthly  shall  be 
paid,  or  whether  or  not,  where  the  individual  is  out 
of  work  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  and  is  unable 
to  make  payments,  whether  they  shall  be  held  up 
until  an  opportunity  is  given  to  pay  them.  In 
other  words,  Shall  the  home  be  saved?  The 
Massachusetts  Cooperative  Bank  League  has  pre- 
pared a  bill  that  is  to  be  introduced  into  the  Legis- 
lature that  will  give  to  the  directors  of  cooperative 
banks  in  Massachusetts  the  right  to  say  how  long 
they  shall  allow  an  individual  to  go  without  paying 
his  dues  to  the  bank.  In  other  words,  perhaps'  a 
concrete  case  will  illustrate.  If  a  man  owns  an 
$8,000  home  and  pays  the  bank  $80  a  month,  $10 
of  that  amount  is  for  interest  and  the  other  $40  is 
for  what  is  known  as  the  due  clause  in  the  co- 
operative bank.  Now,  the  bank  does  not  ask 
the  right  to  waive  that  interest  charge,  but  it  does 
ask  the  right  to  waive  the  present  law  in  the  present 
economic  emergency.  Under  the  law,  at  the  expi- 
ration of  four  months,  when  a  man  does  not  meet 
his  payment  for  four  months,  the  bank  lias  the 
right  to  step  in  and  foreclose  the  mortgage  and 
take  the  home.  At  the  end  of  six  months,  this  is 
mandatory.  The  bank  must  then  step  in  and 
foreclose  the  mortgage  and  take  the  home  from 
the  man  who  is  out  of  work  and  unable  to  meet 
his  payments.  The  directors  of  the  banks  ask 
this  privilege,  that,  instead  of  stepping  in,  fore- 
closing and  taking  the  home  from  the  shareholder, 
who,  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  is  unable  to  make 
he  payments,  discretion  in  the  matter  be  left  to 
the  directors  of  the  banks  in  each  community.  If 
they  find  that  the  man  is  honest  and  cannot  obtain 
work,  the  bank  will  allow  it  to  run  for  eight  months. 
The  dues  need  not  be  paid  for  eight  months,  but 
the  interest,  of  course,  must  run  on.  During  the 
war  we  had  an  emergency  where  men  were  in- 
ducted or  drafted  into  the  service  of  Uncle  Sam. 
The  cooperative  bank  official  in  this  Common- 
wealth at  the  present  time  will  file  a  bill  in  the 
Legislature  asking  that  they  be  given  that  au- 
thority. At  the  present  time,  at  the  expiration  of 
six  months  they  must  foreclose  and  sell  the  home, 
but  under  this  proposed  law  it  will  be  possible,  in 
cases  they  think  are  worthy,  to  hold  that  loan  for 
six,  eight,  ten  or  even  twelve  months. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Council  of  December  15  whereby  it  was  ordered: 

"That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
direct  an  investigation  of  the  subcontract  on  the 
marble  interiors  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and 
the  East  Boston  Courthouse,  and  if  said  firm  or 
subcontractors  is  not  composed  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  that  the  general  contractor  be 
directed  to  cancel  said  subcontract."  I  respect- 
fully report  that  I  have  had  the  clerk  of  works  on 
the  East  Boston  Courthouse  check  up  on  all  the 
present  employees  on  this  work  and  find  that 
there  are  no  marble  workers  among  them.  The 
only  marble  work  done  up  to  the  present  time  has 
been  the  removal  of  the  old  material  about  the 
middle  of  July  and  since  that  time  no  mechanics 
in  this  line  have  been  employed  in  the  building. 

As  far  as  work  on  the  City  Hospital  is  con- 
cerned, that  building  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  department  and  I  have  no  way  of  knowing 
what  the  conditions  are  there.

EMPLOYMENT     OF     LEGAL     RESIDENTS 
OF   BOSTON. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — This  is  in  reply  to  the  order 
adopted  by  your  honorable  body  on  November  10, 
1930,  which  order  is  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  favor  the  City  Council  with  a  reply  to 
my  order  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule  on 
September  8,  1930,  asking  him  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  inserting  a  clause  in  all  contracts 
for  city  work  providing  that  workmen  employed 
thereon  shall  be  legal  residents  of  Boston." 

I  assume  it  is  the  purpose  of  your  order  to  find 
employment  for  legal  residents  of  Boston  through 
contractors  who  are  employed  upon  city  work. 

Upon  consideration  of  this  matter  I  find  this 
difficulty  —  Section  26  of  chapter  149  of  the 
General  Laws  provides  as  follows: 

"In  the  employment  of  mechanics,  teamsters 
and  laborers  in  the  construction  of  public  works 
by  the  commonwealth,  or  by  a  county,  town  or 
district,  or  by  persons  contracting  therewith  for 
such  construction,  preference  shall  first  be  given 
to  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  who  have  served 
in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  time  of 
war  and  have  been  honorably  discharged  there- 
from or  released  from  active  duty  therein,  and 
who  are  qualified  to  perform  the  work  to  which 
the  employment  relates;  and  secondly,  to  citizens 
of  the  commonwealth  generally,  and,  if  they  can- 
not be  obtained  in  sufficient  numbers,  then  to 
citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  every  contract 
for  such  work  shall  contain  a  provision  to  this 
effect.  The  wages  for  a  day's  work  paid  to 
mechanics  and  teamsters  employed  in  the  con- 
struction of  public  works  as  aforesaid  shall  be  not 
less  than  the  customary  and  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  for  a  day's  work  in  the  same  trade  or  occu- 
pation in  the  locality  where  such  public  works  are 
constructed;  provided,  that  no  town  in  the  con- 
struction of  public  works  shall  be  required  to  give 
preference  to  veterans  not  residents  of  such  town, 
over  citizens  thereof.  Any  contractor  who  know- 
ingly and  wilfully  violates  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  tine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars." 

This  provision  of  law  is  mandatory  upon 
municipalities  and  limits  the  authority  of  the  city 
government  to  restrict  employment  upon  public 
works  to  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  generally. 

Regardless  of  the  desirability  of  having  persons 
who  are  legal  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  pre- 
ferred in  public  works  performed  by  contractors 
for  and  in  behalf  of  the  city,  the  Legislature  has 
fixed  the  limitations  as  to  who  may  be  so  employed: 

First:  To  veterans. 

Second:  To  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
generally. 

Third:  To  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
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Fourth:  To  citizens  of  a  town  in  preference  to 
veterans  nonresidents  of  such  town. 

These  limitations  having  been  fixed  there  is  no 
municipal  authority  to  alter  or  extend  them

Dear  Sir, — Further  replying  to  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  dated  December  1,  1930,  asking 
that  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  cooperate  with 
the  Police  Commissioner  in  preventing  the  con- 
tinual parking  of  cars  around  City  Hall  Annex,  a 
parking  check  discloses  the  following  facts: 

Six  cars  were  parked  on  the  right  side  from  1 
hour  to  1£  hours. 

Three  cars  were  parked  on  the  right  side  from 
2  hours  to  2i  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  on  the  right  side  from  3 
hours  to  3J  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  on  the  right  side  from  3£ 
hours  to  4  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  on  the  right  side  from  4 
hours  to  4J  hours. 

Three  cars  were  parked  on  the  right  side  from 
5  hours  to  5J  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  on  the  right  side  from  5£ 
hours  to  6  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  on  the  right  side  from  6 
hours  to  6J  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  on  the  right  side  from  7£ 
hours  to  8  hours. 

Eight  cars  were  parked  on  the  right  side  from 
8  hours  to  8J  hours. 

Section  18  of  the  Traffic  Rules  provides  that  no 
operator    shall    park    any    vehicle    between    the 


hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.  of  any  day  except 
Sundays  and  legal  holidays  on  any  street  for  a 
period  of  time  longer  than  one  hour. 

On  the  Annex  side  of  City  Hall  the  area  that  is 
reserved  for  city  cars  it  is  reported  that,  besides 
the  taxis: 

Five  cars  were  parked  from  30  minutes  to  1 
hour. 

Six  cars  were  parked  from  1  to  lj  hours. 

Four  cars  were  parked  from  1J  to  2  hours. 

Five  cars  were  parked  from  2 "to  2j  hours. 

Four  cars  were  parked  from  2h  to  3  hours. 

Three  cars  were  parked  from  3j  to  4  hours. 

Four  cars  were  parked  from  5  to  5}  hours. 

Five  cars  were  parked  from  5£  to  6  hours. 

One  car  was  parked  from  6  to  6j  hours. 

Three  cars  were  parked  from  65  to  7  hours. 

Two  cars  were  parked  from  7  to  7-j  hours. 

Three  cars  were  parked  from  7J  to  8  hours. 

Section  38,  part  2,  of  the  Traffic  Rules  provides 
that  vehicles  with  passenger  registration  may  stop 
on  the  left  of  one-way  streets  only  for  five  minutes 
continuously  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of 
passengers.  Ordinarily,  this  would  mean  that 
cars  could  not  park  at  the  Annex  side  of  Court 
square,  but  Section  26  of  the  Traffic  Rules  pro- 
vides that  vehicles  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
or  used  in  the  city  service  may  be  parked  in  Court 
square  without  time  limit  next  the  curbs  at  City 
Hall  Annex. 

The  number  of  vehicles  cited  above  are  exclu- 
sive of  city-owned  vehicles. 

A  strict  enforcement  of  the  traffic  rules  will 
provide  additional  space  for  many  who  have 
occasion  to  do  business  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Court  square.  By  analyzing  the  above  report  it 
will  be  seen  that  many  people  use  this  space  for 
garage  purposes.

PLAYGROUND. 
Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park 
Commission  for  the  filling  and  grading,  and  the 
erection  of  suitable  bleachers,  on  the  John  H.  L. 
Noyes  Playground,  East  Boston,  and  that  to  meet 
sucn  expense  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  said  amount. 


Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say  for  the  benefit  of  my  colleagues  that  this  play- 
ground in  East  Boston  is  in(a  peculiar  situation, 
that  at  certain  times  of  the  year  it  is  entirely 
covered  by  water.  I  therefore  ask  that  this 
amount  of  money  be  appropriated,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  put  a  fill  in  there,  and  con- 
struct bleachers  on  the  playground. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 


LOAN  FOR   FALLON   HELD. 

Coun.  COX  called  up,  under  unfinished  business, 
No.  2  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  S90.000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  for  Fallon  Field 
Playground,  additional  land  and  construction,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  December  15,  1930,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  4. 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
we  voted  on  this  matter  before  with  the  under- 
standing that  there  would  be  further  hearings  and 
further  consideration  of  it  before  it  came  up  again 
and  that  we  ought  to  wait  for  a  chance  to  see  the 
Park  Commissioners  before  finally  voting.  1  ask, 
therefore,  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  at  the  last 
meeting  when  this  was  considered  1  was  very  glad 
to  vote  to  take  initial  action  on  the  matter,  know- 
ing that  we  could  change  our  position  if  the  facts 
seemed  to  warrant  at  this  meeting.  There  was  at 
that  time  a  question  as  to  the  value  of  this  property. 
There  is  perhaps  a  natural  desire  on  the  part  of 
some  to  have  this  go  through  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  but  I  find  now  that  some  of  the  officials 
involved  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  look  into 
the  question  of  whether  this  price  is  A  proper  one. 
It  is  a  matter  in  which  some  of  my  own  constitu- 
ents are  interested,  and  1  believe  the  Roslindale 
Board  of  Trade  has  taken  a  stand  upon  it.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Roslindale  Board  of  Trade  is  one 
of  the  leading  private  citizens  in  my  own  ward.  I 
am  naturally  interested  in  what  he  is  interested  in. 
But  this  is  a  peculiar  case.  The  fact  is  that  this 
land  has  been  valuated  at  different  times  at  S30.000, 
$50,000  and  £90,000.  It  is  hard  ta  find  out  exactly 
what  the  land  is  worth.  Nobody  wants  to  extend 
playground  facilities  for  the  children  of  West 
Roxbury  more  than  do  I;  nobody  is  more  inter- 
ested in  cooperating  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  than  I.  But  1  hold  in  my  hand,  as  a  result 
of  protests  and  the  various  assessments  that  have 
been  made  of  this  property,  a  certificate  of  ap- 
praisal from  the  Appraisal  Committee  of  the  Bos- 
ton Heal  Estate  Exchange,  signed  by  the  vice 
president  of  the  Exchange,  to  the  effect  that  their 
experts  have  looked  this  property  over  personally 
and,  after  giving  every  possible  consideration  to 
the  position  of  the  city  in  the  matter,  as  well  as 
of  the  owner,  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  dis- 
trict, have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  fair  cash 
valuation  of  the  property  as  of  December  27,  1930. 
is  $43,875.  This  is  merely  one  of  the  things  that 
has  come  up  at  the  last  minute.  So  I  feel  person- 
ally that  I  must  take  cognizance  of  this  statement 
before  voting  to  pay  the  owner  of  this  property 
twice  as  much  as  it  is  worth,  and  I  understand  that 
examinations  of  this  sort  take  into  consideration 
every  possible  way  in  which  the  land  can  be  used. 
I  am  sure  that  when  his  Honor  the  Mayor  gives 
the  matter  consideration  he  also  will  take  the  view 
that  the  price  proposed  for  the  land  is  too  large. 
1  feel  confident  that  these  experts,  taking  into  con- 
sideration every  element  that  enters  into  the  value 
of  the  land  and  giving  the  matter  their  personal 
examination,  have  arrived  at  a  proper  price  to  be 
given  for  it.

WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  not  had 
time  to  check  up  on  this  matter.  If  the  councilor 
from  East  Boston  has,  I  am  willing  to  have  the 
names  of  Kelley  and  Lesberg  taken  up  and  voted 
upon  at  this  time. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  these  men  have  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements. That  is  an  easy  matter  to  check  up 
with  Mr.  Baldwin. 

No.  16  was  taken  from  the  table,  and  the  ques- 
tion came  on  confirmation.  Committee,  Coun. 
Callagher  and  Green.  Whole  number  of  ballots 
16,  yeas  16,  and  the  appointments  were  confirmed.

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection,  and  in  order  to  clear  the  calendar,  I 
would  move  that  all  the  other  names  of  appointees 
listed  on  the  calendar  be  indefinitely  postponed.

to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  December  15,  1930,  the  foregoing  order 
was  read  once  iind  passed,  yeas  22. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
NORTON,  at  2.40  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order 
by  President  LYNCH  at  3.45  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  MAHONEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  the  acceptance  of  section  56 
of  chapter  148  of  General  Laws,  providing  for  the 
licensing  of  open-air  parking  spaces  —  that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  resolves 
(referred  today)  favoring  presentation  of  legisla- 
tion to  be  considered  for  enactment  at  incoming 
session  of  Legislature  —  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  had  in  mind 
until  I  came  into  the  Council  Chamber  offering 
an  amending  resolution  to  our  report  back  "Ought 
to  pass,"  having  in  mind  the  fact  that  there  is  the 
unfortunate  rule  of  the  Legislature  that  prevents 
the  sending  of  these  particular  bills  to  committees 
unless  the  City  Council  approves  their  presenta- 
tion in  advance.  I  have  had  some  members  of 
the  Council  come  to  me  in  past  years  and  say, 
"We  have  already  given  our  approval  in  advance," 
to  the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  for  instance,  or  some 
other  act,  whereas  all  we  have  done  was  to  go 
through  the  routine  motion  necessary  to  have  a 
bill  presented  to  the  Legislature.  Accordingly, 
I  had  in  mind  offering  an  amendment  somewhat 
to  this  effect, — "Resolved,  That  the  City  Council 
approves  the  filing  and  presentation  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  attached  bills  with  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature, but  without  necessary  assent  to  the  same 
unless  such  bills,  when  passed,  include  a  provisoin 
that  final  acceptance  must  be  by  the  Mayor  with 
the  approval  of  the  City  Council."  f  find,  how- 
ever, that  all  four  of  the  important  bills,  involving 
the  expenditure  of  bo  much  money,  have  such  a 
provision  already  inserted.  Having  that  in  mind 
and  feeling  that  our  approval  at  this  time  is  a 
routine  matter  in  connection  with  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  bills,  I  will  vote  for  approval  of  the 
report  oi  the  committee,  contrary  to  my  vote  in 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  for  the  record 
I  would  like  to  state  that  my  understanding  of 
this  is  that  our  action  is  necessary  in  order  that 
Mir  hills  may  be  presented,  and  that,  although 
some  of  the  later  wording  might  indicate  that  we 
favor  the  enactment  of  the  hills,  such  is  not  really 
the  case.  My  vote  in  favor,  therefore,  is  given 
with  th"  understanding  thai  we  an-  not  < 
on  the  merits  of  the  bills  themselves,  bi 
merely  favoring  their  presentation,  arid  that  we 
will  have  an  opportunity  later  to  pass  on  the 
merits  of  the  bills,  when  they  may  some  before  us; 
that  the  action  we  arc  taking  now  is  merely  routine 
action   in   order  that  these  bills  may   be  presented 
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understanding  and  interpretation  of  our  action,  I 
am  voting  in  the  affirmative  on  these  matters. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  two  previous  councilors,  and  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  presentation  of  these  matters  to  the 
incoming  Legislature.  I  do  object,  however,  to 
the  subsequent  prelude  to  each  one  of  the  orders 
and  hope  tne  Legislature  will  not  construe  it  to 
mean  what  in  the  ordinary  sense  it  should  mean — 
that  is,  that  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing, 
etc.  I  feel  that  the  City  Council  should  be  free 
to  thoroughly  investigate  any  bills  that  are  pre- 
sented by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  the  Legislature 
and  that  may  be  acted  upon  favorably  by  the 
Legislature;  and  we  should  not  be  handicapped 
later  by  the  claim  that  we  are  on  record  in  favor 
of  theBe  different  bills  presented  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  which  we  know  nothing  about,  bills  which 
have  just  come  into  us  today  and  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  which  to  the  Legislature  we  are  asked  to 
vote.  Simply  because  we  favor  such  presenta- 
tion, that  should  not  be  construed  as  meaning 
that  we  favor  the  enactment  of  the  bills.  I  feel 
that  we  still  reserve  our  rights  in  that  matter. 
Therefore,  I  want  it  distinctly  understood  that 
my  vote  here  does  not  exactly  jibe  with  the  word- 
ing of  the  prelude  to  each  order.  My  position 
is  that  I  favor  the  presentation  of  these  bills  to 
the  Legislature  for  their  serious  consideration,  but 
do  not  favor  on  behalf  of  this  body,  as  the  Mayor 
is  attempting  to  put  us  in  the  position  of  doing, 
the  enactment  of  each  one  of  the  bills.  I  am, 
therefore,  going  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  these  bills  to  the  Legislature,  Mr.  President. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  said  resolves  passed. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  that  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  authorized  to  expend  the  sum  of  $66.54 
for  cost  of  ice  furnished  by  Boston  Ice  Company  at 
Bowdoin  square  fountain  during  month  of  July, 
1929 — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(recommitted  today)  for  a  loan  of  S90.000  to  be 
expended  by  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  for 
Fallon  Field  Playground,  additional  land  and 
construction — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and 
the  question  came  on  giving  the  order  its  final 
reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  realize  that 
the  councilor  from  Roslindale  and  West  Roxbury 
has  been  making  a  fight  for  the  past  few  weeks  for 
this  order,  something  for  which  he  should  be 
commended  by  his  colleagues  and  the  people  of 
his  district.  But  I  say  that  I  am  going  to  be 
consistent.  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to  vote  to 
spend  865,000  to  take  a  piece  of  land  that  is  worth 
but  §35,000.  There  is  no  one  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  will  vote  more  money  to  increase, 
enlarge  or  get  another  playground  in  the  city 
than  myself.  But  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to 
vote  in  favor  of  this  particular  transaction,  under 
the  circumstances,  when  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  can  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
and  pay  to  the  owner  of  the  land  a  fair  figure. 
We  heard  Councilor  Norton  earlier  in  the  session 
quote  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  experts 
as  to  valuation  of  the  property,  men  who  spent 
considerable  time  on  the  matter,  examining  this 
particular  piece  of  land,  and  finally  appraising  in 
as  worth  $43,000.  I  cannot  see  how  members  os 
the  Council  can  vote  to  spend  $65,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  for  that  land  when  the  value  has 
been  so  arrived  at  and  when  the  Mayor,  through 
the  Law  Department,  can  take  the  land  under 
eminent  domain  procedeings  and  pay  a  fair  price 
for  it.  I  am  in  favor  of  increasing  the  size  of  this 
playground.  It  is  inadequate.  I  am  not  in 
favor,  however,  of  robbing  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  of  an  unexplainable  sum  in  order  to 
make  some  particular  individual  wealthy.  I  am 
satisfied  after  investigation  that  nobody  can  pos- 
sibly rightfully  claim  that  this  land  is  worth  over 
$43,000.  I  understand  that  last  year  the  adminis- 
tration came  in  here  with  an  order  appropriating 
$100,000  for  it,  which  order  was  rejected.  This 
year  an  order  has  been  brought  in  for  $65,000, 
and  it  looks  as  if  it  were  going  through.  I  say, 
however,  that  we  should  take  the  land  at  a  fair 
figure  and  enlarge  the  playground.  If  the  Mayor 
is  anxious  to  enlarge  it  at  the  smallest  possible 
expenditure  to  the  City  of  Boston,  that  is  the 
method  we  would  use,  instead  of  sending  such  an 
order  in  here  two  weeks  ago  at  a  quarter  of  two 


and  expecting  us  to  pass  it  before  three  o'clock  at 
the  very  first  meeting  at  which  it  was  introduced. 
So  I  am  against  the  order,  not  because  I  am 
against  the  acquisition  or  enlarging  of  playgrounds 
that  are  needed  in  this  city,  but  because  I  feel  that 
the  figure,  $65,000,  is  exorbitant,  unfair,  and  means 
robbing  the  taxpayers  of  at  least  $25,000,  which 
could  be  saved  if  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
would  take  this  piece  of  land  by  right  of  eminent 
domain. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  councilors  here  who  have  promised  me  to 
support  this  bill,  I  feel  that  I  must  make  some 
answer  to  Councilor  Kelly.  Real  estate  experts 
are  a  good  deal  in  the  class  of  handwriting  experts 
— they  find  for  the  person  who  employs  them. 
Real  estate  at  the  present  time  is  at  its  lowest 
point.  When  an  expert  goes  out  to  appraise  a 
piece  of  property,  to  judge  what  it  is  worth,  his 
guess  is  as  good  as  the  next  man's.  He  may  come 
from  a  section  of  the  city  which  is  a  little  different 
from  the  section  where  the  particular  land  is 
located.  He  may  not  be  at  all  familiar  with  the 
conditions  in  that  particular  section.  I  have 
before  me  now  the  real  estate  assessments  on  South 
street  and  other  streets  in  this  vicinity,  and  1  find 
their  land  assessed  for  30  cents,  35  cents,  and  as 
high  as  $1.50  per  foot.  I  find  land  here  at  892-904 
South  street  assessed  for  $1.50  a  foot.  The  City 
of  Boston  is  buying  this  piece  of  land  at  around 
33  cents  a  foot.  Leaving  aside  the  valuation  of 
the  property  we  have  here,  I  find  that  in  1899 
the  City  of  Boston  paid  for  3.87  acres  a  matter 
of  $26,000,  and  some  odd  for  the  land  and  $33,000 
for  structures,  a  matter  of  $60,000.  That  was  in 
1899.  Gentlemen,  I  went  to  West  Roxbury  some 
eighteen  or  nineteen  years  ago.  At  that  time  all 
we  had  in  West  Roxbury  were  about  twenty-six 
graveyards.  I  attended  a  church  whose  congre- 
gation numbered  400.  Today  we  number  2,800, 
and  in  addition  to  that  another  parish  has  grown 
up.  We  have  doubled  or  more  than  doubled  our 
population  in  the  last  five  years.  We  have  shown 
an  increase  in  the  valuation  of  our  ward  of  over 
$20,000,000  in  the  last  four  years.  If  we  have 
shown  that  increase,  surely  the  value  of  that  par- 
ticular spot  must  also  have  increased,  and  if  we 
paid  in  1899  a  matter  of  $26,000  for  less  than 
four  acres  of  land,  or  a  little  better  than  $6,000 
an  acre,  I  don't  think  it  is  unfair  or  exorbitant 
if  the  City  of  Boston  is  asked  to  pay  $65,000  for 
this  100,000  odd  feet  of  land,  plus  a  building  that 
could  not  be  built  today  for  $60,000.  And  I 
know  what  I  am  talking  about.  I  ask  you  gentle- 
men to  support  this  order. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  West  Roxbury  speaks  about  values.  He  re- 
fers to  the  fact  that  in  1899  four  acres  of  land  in 
West  Roxbury  was  bought  for  $26,000,  or  some- 
thing over  $6,000  an  acre,  and  that  there  has  been 
an  enormous  development  and  increase  of  popula- 
tion in  the  section  since,  which  has  greatly 
enchanced  values.  But  that  does  not  necessarily 
follow.  Take,  for  instance,  land  down  here  in 
Dock  square — that  land  was  worth  very  much 
more  in  1899  than  it  is  today.  Nothing  fluctuates 
so  violently  as  real  estate  values,  and  the  fact  that 
in  1899  in  certain  parts  of  West  Roxbury  land  was 
worth  a  certain  amount  means  nothing  as  applied 
to  values  today.  While  I  do  not  agree  with  my 
colleague  from  Dorchester  in  some  of  his  remarks, 
I  do  agree  as  to  the  value  of  this  particular  piece  of 
land.  I  have  devoted  some  time  to  looking  into 
the  question  of  the  value  of  this  property.  So 
far  as  I  can  learn,  the  owner  of  the  land  is  not 
particular  about  selling  to  the  city.  He  would 
just  as  soon  stay  in  his  home  there.  But  the  Park 
Department  wishes  to  enlarge  the  playground. 
The  owner  is  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the 
section.  If  the  Council  votes  $65,000  for  it  I 
am  confident  that  every  penny  will  go  to  the 
owner  of  the  land.  As  regards  the  position  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  am  confident 
that  if  he  had  had  time  to  look  into  the  matter 
carefully  he  would  have  said  to  Mr.  Fallon  "This 
playground  is  named  after  your  illustrious  son, 
who  lost  his  life  in  the  World  War,  and  I  think 
perhaps  you  might  be  a  little  benevolent  in  regard 
to  the  disposal  of  the  property.  "  But  the  peculiar 
circumstance  is  this.  Here  is  something  which,  in 
order  to  use  up  a  balance,  had  to  be  rushed  through 
at  the  last  minute.  Of  course,  when  hasty  action 
is  taken  under  such  circumstances  mistakes  are 
frequently  made.  I  have  here  a  definite  statement 
from  the  appraisal  committee  of  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Exchange  that  the  property  is  worth 
$43,875.     Now,    I    cannot    conscientiously    vote 
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$65,000  when  that  is  their  idea  of  what  it  is  worth, 
even  giving  all  benefit  of  the  doubt.  It  is  going 
to  be  very  hard  to  come  here  and  vote  to  expend 
$65,000  of  the  city's  money  in  this  way  and  then 
perhaps  have  to  explain  a  year  from  now  or  five 
years  from  now  our  vote,  when  impartial  experts 
investigate  and  tell  us  now  that  we  are  spending 
too  much.  We  have  had  some  illustrious  examples 
of  the  mistakes  that  can  be  thus  made  in  municipal 
history  in  the  last  few  years.  As  regards  the  letter 
from  the  secretary  of  the  Roslindale  Board  of 
Trade,  which  was  commented  on  in  executive 
session,  I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  fact  that  nothing  was  stated  in 
the  letter  regarding  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the 
playground.  The  name  of  Tom  Fitzpatrick,  one 
of  the  leading  citizens  out  there,  was  referred  to  in 
executive  session  as  favoring  this  purchase.  But  I 
don't  believe  he  has  ever  given  a  moment's  thought 
to  what  the  value  of  the  land  is.  We  are  now  at  a 
time  when  the  city  needs  every  dollar  it  can  spare 
for  the  unemployed,  and  I  do  not  feel  that  I  can 
conscientiously  vote  to  spend  $65,000  of  the 
people's  money  for  this  land  when  the  highest 
authority  on  land  values  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  tells  us  that  we 
are  voting  too  much  money.  Of  course,  there 
are  no  personalities  involved.  So  far  as  Mr. 
Fallon  is  concerned,  $20,000  doesn't  mean  that  [a 
snap  of  the  fingers]  to  him.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston,  with  only  a  few  weeks  to  go,  last  year 
tried  to  clean  up  this  proposition.  It  did  not  go 
through  then,  and  it  has  now  come  up  this  year. 
I  am  sure  now  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  actuated 
only  by  the  highest  motives,  and  that  the  same  is 
true  of  Mr.  Fallon,  who  is  not  at  all  anxious  to  dis- 
pose of  the  land.  But  I  do  say  that  on  the  evidence 
presented  to  us  we  are  voting  too  much  money. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  think  we  will 
all  agree  that  we  would  like  to  buy  this  land,  that 
we  are  in  favor  of  enlarging  this  playground,  but 
that  the  only  question  before  us  is  whether  the 
price  is  too  high.  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
from  everything  I  have  heard  here  that  the  price 
is  too  high.  I  know  another  real  estate  man  who 
looked  into  it  thoroughly,  and  his  figure  of  the  valu- 
ation coincides  almost  exactly  with  the  figure  that 
Councilor  Norton  has  given  as  arrived  at  by  the 
appraisal  committee  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Exchange.  With  a  probable  value  of  from  $30,000 
to  $45,000,  we  are  asked  to  pay  $65,000  for  the 
land.  It  is  said  that  this  is  the  only  piece  of  land 
that  can  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the 
playground.  In  other  words,  there  is  a  scarcity 
value  here,  so  far  as  the  city  is  concerned.  That 
may  be  so,  but,  after  all,  aren't  we  paying  too  much? 
The  property  was  offered  to  the  city  once  before 
as  I  understand,  for  $100,000,  and  it  is  now  offered 
for  $65,000.  I  wonder  if  we  delayed  a  bit  on  this 
matter,  whether  it  would  not  come  back  again  at  a 
lower  figure?  I  don't  think  there  is  danger  that 
the  owner  of  the  land  is  going  to  be  able  to  dispose 
of  it  otherwise.  We  all  know  that  people  who 
have  these  large,  expensive  pieces  of  ground  cannot 
today  easily  get  rid  of  them.  People  don't  want 
such  large  places  as  they  did  twenty  or  twenty-five 
years  ago.  Feople  with  large  places  have  been 
giving  them  up.  So,  while  I  would  like  to  see  the 
city  buy  this  land,  if  that  were  the  only  question 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  property,  it  is  to  my 
mind  a  pure  question  of  business  judgment,  and  I 
feel  that  the  price  is  too  high. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  with 
reference  to  this  particular  order  which 
has  excited  so  much  debate  and  com- 
ment, not  only  on  the  floor  of  the  Council, 
but  also  in  the  Executive  Committee, 
I  cannot  see  great  force  in  much  of 
the  argument  that  has  been  used  in 
opposition  to  the  purchase  of  this  particular 
piece  of  land  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil. The  matter  was  brought  in  here  last  year 
and  we  did  turn  it  down,  at  the  price  of  $100,000, 
which  we  assumed  was  an  excessive  figure.  On 
the  other  hand,  I  do  not  rank  the  three  appraisers 
of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange — and  1  don't 
know  their  names — with  the  three  wise  men  in 
the  Bible,  having  had  some  experience  myself 
with  appraisals  that  have  been  made  by  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange.  I  realize  that 
there  are  great  variances  in  the  figures  that  you 
can  get  from  different  members  of  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  depending  on  which  side  of  the 
case  they  are  testifying.  So  I  do  not  lay  too 
much  stress  on  what  any  one  expert  or  any  three 
experts  may  state  as  the  proper  figure.     Nor  do  I 


believe  that  the  correct  figure  would  necessarily 
be  the  assessed  value,  nor  that  the  value  of  a 
particular  piece  of  land  is  necessarily  dissociated 
with  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  taken.  I  have 
been  interested  to  hear  those  who  have  spoken 
point  out  the  fact  that  the  city  here  is  trading 
with  a  man  who  is  not  anxious  to  sell  and  to  whom 
$20,000  is  as  a  snap  of  the  fingers — which,  of 
course,  strengthens  me  in  my  feeling  that  the  city 
is  up  against  this  proposition,  that  it  is  dealing 
with  a  seller  who  is  not  particularly  anxious  to 
sell,  with  a  seller  to  whom  $20,000  or  $30,000 
apparently  means  not  very  much,  and  dealing 
with  a  seller  who  is  the  owner  of  the  only  piece  of 
land  which  can  be  bought  for  this  purpose  adjacent 
to  this  particular  playground.  In  other  words, 
the  city  is  dealing  with  an  owner  of  a  piece  of  land 
which,  as  Councilor  Curtis  has  pointed  out,  has  a 
certain  scarcity  value.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
buying  a  piece  of  land  somewhere  in  Roslindale 
for  a  playground.  It  is  not  simply  a  question  of 
the  city  having  bought  in  the  past  a  certain  number 
of  thousand  square  feet  for  the  present  playground, 
with  the  price  which  it  may  have  been  wortli 
many  years  ago.  Keeping  in  mind  all  these 
elements  I  see  no  reason  why  this  body  should  not 
vote  to  relieve  the  Roslindale  district  from  the 
situation  in  which  it  now  finds  itself  with  respect 
to  this  playground. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
remind  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  who  has 
just  spoken,  an  able  attorney,  that  I  think  he 
knows  something  about  the  law  of  eminent  domain. 
I  want  to  recall  the  fact  to  the  minds  of  every 
member  of  the  City  Council,  without  reading  the 
particular  chapter  of  the  General  Laws  covering 
eminent  domain,  that  the  city  has  the  right  to 
take  this  piece  of  land  at  any  time.  We  could 
take  it  a  week  from  tomorrow,  if  we  wished  to  do 
so,  and  pay  the  owner  a  fair  value  for  it.  If  these 
experts  have  decided  that  $43,000  is  a  fair  value, 
let  us  take  that  piece  of  land  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  playground  for  the  benefit  of  the  children 
of  Roslindale  and  pay  that  fair  value,  and  we  will 
then  not  give  anybody  a  chance  to  come  in  after- 
wards and  say  that  the  city  spent  too  much  for 
this  particular  piece  of  land.  In  answer  to  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  who 
says  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  niay  have  intro- 
duced this  order  without  carefully  investigating 
the  circumstances,  I  would  say  that,  in  a  matter 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $90,000  by  the  city, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  very  lax,  if  what  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  says  is  true.  Either 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  not  carefully  looked 
into  the  matter  and  has  been  lax,  or  he  has  care- 
fully looked  into  it,  has  seen  that  the  figure  was 
exorbitant,  and  yet  has  recommended  its  purchase 
at  this  amount,  to  be  paid  to  this  gentleman  in 
Roslindale,  perhaps  indirectly,  the  Mayor  knowing 
it  to  be  an  unreasonable  amount  and  having  sent 
it  to  this  honorable  body  at  2.15  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  day  on  which  he  wished  it  passed.  So  there 
are  the  alternatives — either  he  did  it  knowingly  or 
with  laxness.  Whichever  was  the  case  is  for  the 
public  of  Boston  to  decide.  But  I  want  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  that  remark  made  by 
the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park — that  the  Mayor 
might  have  introduced  the  order  for  $i)0,000  on 
the  spur  of  the  moment,  without  having  looked 
carefully  into  it.  If  he  did  so,  he  was  lax  in  the 
duty  he  owed  to  the  good  people  of  Boston  who 
elected  him.  If  he  was  not  lax,  and  if  he  sent  it 
in  after  due  thought,  I  say  he  did  something  that 
he  should  not  have  done,  and  that  this  Council 
should  not  vote  in  favor  of  spending  $00,000  for 
something  that  is  worth  only  $43,000. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  we  received  the 
order  two  weeks  ago,  at  which  time  it  was  given 
its  first  reading,  then  coming  over  to  this  meeting 
with  the  understanding  that  the  members  of  the 
body  might  now  be  guided  by  the  information  they 
had  been  able  to  obtain  in  the  two  weeks  elapsing 
between  the  introduction  and  the  final  passage 
of  the  order.  The  order  came  to  us  as  an  appro- 
priation order  for  the  enlargement  of  a  playground. 
Now,  I  wonder  how  many  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  who  have  been  members  for  the  last  three 
or  four  years  have  witnessed  the  efforts  made  by 
the  respective  councilors  in  their  sections  of  Boston 
to  get  proper  playground  facilities,  which  every 
man  in  the  city  admits  are  absolutely  necessary 
\Vc  have  been  privileged  in  the  la3t  few  months  to 
vote  for  the  first  playground  in  the  district  oi  the 
councilor  from  Ward  17,  after  a  fight  by  him  for 
two  or  three  years,  and  we  will  now  have  in  the

Ward  17  section  of  Boston  a  proper  playground 
with  proper  facilities.  We  are  in  this  order  asked 
to  make  an  appropriation  of  $90,000,  not  merely 
for  the  purchase  of  a  playground,  or  for  playground 
land  to  be  added  to  the  Fallon  Field,  but  $90,000 
for  the  land  and  structure  and  equipment  _  for 
Fallon  Field.  In  other  words,  we  are  asked  to 
appropriate  $65,000  of  this  amount  for  the  land 
and  from  the  remarks  made  by  some  members  of 
the  Council  one  would  be  led  to  believe  that  the 
amount  is  exorbitant  and  unfair,  in  their  opinion 
based  on  the  opinion  of  some  real  estate  experts 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  excessive  amount  being 
somewhere  between  $15,000  and  $20,000.  But  I 
say  that  we  should  not  merely  consider  the  parcel 
of  land  it  is  proposed  to  purchase,  taken  by  itself, 
but  that  we  should  also  take  into  consideration,  as 
has  been  so  well  said  by  the  councilor  from  Ward 
17  (Coun.  Wilson)  in  executive  session,  the  peculiar 
circumstances  with  reference  to  this  lot  of  land. 
With  the  talk  of  so-called  laxity  on  the  part  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  this  matter,  1  absolutely 
disagree.  I  cannot  believe,  and  cannot  be  led  to 
believe,  by  any  persuasive  arguments  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  sends  in  to  us  any  order,  for  a 
thousand  or  a  million  dollars,  unless  he  is  satisfied 
in  his  own  mind  and  has  a  firm  conviction  that 
we  ought  to  vote  for  the  order  presented  by  him. 
Now,  here  is  a  ease  where  we  are  dealing  not  with 
real  estate  operators,  as  has  been  the  case  in  years 
past,  but  with  the  present  owner  of  the  property, 
a  man  who  has  owned  it  not  for  one  year  or  two 
years,  but  for  a  number  of  years,  and  there  is  a 
sentimental  value  attached  to  this  piece  of  property 
by  the  present  owner.  It  is  proposed  to  be  sold 
to  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  enlargement  of 
a  field  that  now  bears  the  name  of  the  son  of  the 
owner  of  the  property.  It  is  true  that  an  order 
came  to  us  awhile  ago  to  purchase  this  property 
for  $100,000,  and  we  rejected  that  order.  An 
order  now  comes  in  to  us  for  the  purchase  of  the 
property  for  $65,000.  I  would  rather  take  the 
word  of  the  councilor  from  the  district  in  which 
this  land  is  situated  when  he  tells  us  that  the 
buildings  on  this  particular  piece  of  property 
could  not  be  replaced  for  $50,000  or  $60,000. 
It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  appraisers  who 
appraised  that  property  for  the  councilor  for 
Ward  18  did  not  take  into  consideration  replace- 
ment value  in  connection  with  it.  Now,  we  have 
just  voted  to  spend  $16,000,000  for  the  construction 
of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  and  if  the  argument 
of  those  opposed  to  this  order  were  to  stand 
would  it  be  claimed  that  it  would  be  unfair  for 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  pay  10  per  cent  above 
the  assessed  value  of  the  land  taken  on  the  Boston 
side  and  pay  100  or  200  per  cent  of  the  value  ol 
buildings  and  land  taken  in  some  parts  of  the 
East  Boston  section  for  the  building  of  this  same 
tunnel?  As  the  Mayor  has  said  on  different 
occasions,  there  is  a  different  value  put  on  property 
when  you  are  depriving  a  family  of  its  home 
and  in  that  case,  of  course,  the  owner  of  a  particu- 
lar piece  of  property  ought  to  be  paid  more  than 
the  assessed  value,  ought  to  be  paid  on  the  basis 
of  replacement  value.  I  have  in  mind  in  my  own 
district,  within  the  last  six  months,  a  case  where  the 
Street  Commissioners  decided  to  take  a  small 
shanty  on  Canterbury  street  in  connection  with 
the  street  construction  program,  a  building  for 
which  I  don't  believe  anybody  would  want  to 
pay  over  $600,  and  yet  it  was  agreed  to  pay  a 
number  of  thousands  of  dollars  for  the  land  and 
building,  not  because  it  had  a  value  of  that  amount, 
but  because  the  widow  would  have  to  go  out 
somewhere  else  and  get  a  home.  The  same 
situation  holds  here.  AVe  are  not  paying  an 
exorbitant  amount.  It  is  admitted  that  the  man 
does  not  need  the  money,  but  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
as  well  as  the  Park  Commissioner  and  the  man 
representing  the  seller  of  the  building  got  to- 
gether on  this  matter  and  arrived  at  this  figure 
as  being  a  fair  figure.  We  have  a  right  to  assume 
that  our  Park  Commissioner,  who  has  served  the 
city  for  a  number  of  years,  and  our  Mayor,  who 
has  also  served  the  city  for  a  number  of  years, 
in  sending  to  us  this  order  have  sent  an  order  in 
which  they  believe  the  amount  suggested  is  right. 
I  say  that  any  of  us  who  know  the  playground 
needs  in  our  respective  sections  realizes  just  what 
such  demands  are,  what  it  means  to  a  councilor 
to  be  able  to  have  a  playground  in  his  district 
increased  to  a  sufficient  size.  I  am  satisfied  that 
when  the  order  came  to  us  it  came  after  every 
possible  consideration  had  been  given  to  all  the 
attending  circumstances.  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
order  and  shall  so  vote. 


Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  at  the  last  meet- 
ing at  which  we  considered  this  particular  play- 
ground, I  voted  against  it  because  I  thought  the 
price  mentioned  was  exorbitant.  But  here  is  a 
sheet  made  up  by  the  gentlemen  in  the  Assessing 
Department  down  stairs  showing  that  property 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  is  paying  taxes  on  a  valua- 
tion of  30  cents  a  foot  or  more  at  the  present  time. 
Mr.  Fallon's  property  is  being  sold  to  the  city  for 
33  cents  a  foot.  I  certainly  do  not  think  at  the 
present  time  that  the  city  is  overpaying  Mr. 
Fallon.  At  the  previous  meeting  I  voted  against 
the  order,  not  knowing  what  the  land  was  worth 
and  not  knowing  the  conditions  out  there,  but  I 
now  wish  to  go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  this 
order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
take  only  one  moment  to  answer  my  colleague  from 
Dorchester.  He  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  was  laxness  in  this  particular  case.  I  don't 
call  it  by  that  name.  Every  municipality,  at  times 
acting  hastily  on  matters  in  closing  up  a  year's 
work,  at  times  makes  mistakes.  In  the  city  of 
New  York  last  month  they  voted  to  erect  a  $500,000 
schoolhouse  on  a  tract  of  land,  and  found  out  after- 
wards that  they  did  not  even  own  the  land.  There 
is  a  chapter  in  the  book  of  Professor  Munioe  of 
Harvard  with  reference  to  municipal  government, 
speaking  of  the  mistakes  that  frequently  arise  in 
cities  when  they  are  rushing  through  work  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  I  feel  that  we  are  apt  to  make  such 
a  mistake  here,  when  the  Mayor  of  Boston  comes 
in  in  this  way,  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  year  and 
asks  a  suspension  of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of  an 
order  of  this  sort.  We  can  argue  all  night  on  the 
relative  merits  of  this  particular  piece  of  land  and 
end  where  we  started.  The  fact  remains,  however, 
according  to  the  valuation  by  experts,  that  we  are 
paying  $20,000  too  much.  I  would  be  willing  to 
vote  to  pay  $5,000  or  $10,000  additional,  but  I 
cannot  favor  the  passage  of  an  order  where  there 
is  such  a  discrepancy. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  justice  to  my 
many  good  friends  in  the  Council  who  have  agreed 
to  support  this  measure,  I  want  to  lay  the  case 
clearly  before  the  public.  We  have  heard  a  good 
deal  of  talk  here  in  regard  to  the  opinion  of  real 
estate  experts.  I  am  willing  to  accept  the  Assess- 
ing Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, as  my  expert.  I  have  here  a  list  of  assess- 
ments on  nineteen  properties  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  in  the  total  averaging  a  valuation  of  35 
cents  per  foot  for  property  in  the  neighborhood. 
Therefore,  if  the  City  of  Boston  is  getting  this 
property  for  33  cents  n  foot,  I  feel  that  this  can  in 
no  way  be  termed  an  exorbitant  price  for  the 
property.  Therefore,  I  move  the  previous  ques- 
tion. 

The  main  question  was  ordered,  and  the  order 
was  given  its  second  and  final  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  IS,  nays  3:

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
INSPECTION   OF  PRISONS. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Committee  on  Inspec- 
tion of  Prisons,  submitted  the  following  report, 
viz.: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
223  of  the  Revised  Laws,  the  Committee  on 
Inspection  of  Prisons  of  the  City  Council  sub- 
mits herewith  its  annual  report. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

Your  committee  made  the  customary  semi- 
annual inspections  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail. 

The  building  that  housed  the  padded  and  soli- 
tary confinement  cells  was  demolished  to  make 
way  for  the  widening  of  Charles  street  and  a 
modern  structure  to  care  for  this  equipment  is 
now  in  the  process  of  construction. 

Your  committee  believes  it  advisable  to  re- 
locate the  West  End  Yard  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  as  the  land  thus  released  could  be 
used  most  advantageously  by  the  jail  to  make 
up  for  the  space  taken  for  the  improvements 
made  necessary  by  the  widening  of  Charles  street. 
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The  new  vehicular  entrance  from  North  Grove 
street,  which  eliminates  the  dangers  formerly 
experienced  in  the  entrance  from  Charles  street, 
is  a  great  improvement,  and  a  motor  van  now 
conducts  the  prisoners  from  the  courthouse  to 
the  jail,  taking  the  place  of  the  time-honored 
horse-drawn  vehicle.  Both  of  these  recommenda- 
tions were  contained  in  last  year's  report. 

General  conditions  at  the  jail  are  excellent  and 
the  average  population  for  the  closing  year  was  310. 

House  of  Correction. 

Semiannual  inspections  of  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection were  made  by  your  committee  during  the 
year. 

The  buildings  were  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  con- 
dition and  the  deportment  of  the  inmates  very 
good. 

Your  committee  found  that  some  of  the  build- 
ings are  old  and  dilapidated  and  should  be  re- 
placed by  new  and  up-to-date  structures. 

Your  committee  also  found  that  many  improve- 
ments as  far  as  accommodations  are  concerned 
might  be  made  and  feels  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Penal  Institutions  will  submit  his  recommenda- 
tions to  the  committee  before  the  next  report  is 
made. 

Report  accepted,  and  ordered  printed  as  a  city 
document.

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
install  an  automatic  traffic  signal  at  the  junction 
of  Centre  street,  South  Huntington  avenue, 
Boylston  and  Moraine  streets,  Ward  19. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


OPENING   OF   POLLS   IN   BOSTON. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  lie  hereby  is,  respect- 
fully requested  promptly  to  file  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  a  bill  permitting  an  opening 
of  the  polls  in  the  City  of  Boston  on  election  days 
at  an  hour  later  than  6  a.  m. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  shall  speak 
very  briefly  on  this  particular  order.  It  deals 
with  a  question  that  comes  up  almost  every  year — 
namely,    the   requirement   covering    the    City    of 


Boston  and,  I  think,  only  one  other  city,  if  any,  in 
the  whole  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, — 
that  the  polls  in  the  City  of  Boston  must  open  at 
six  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It  seems  to  me  that 
a  bill  should  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  to 
deal  with  this  situation,  so  that  precinct  officers  in 
the  various  precincts  shall  not  have  to  work  from 
half  past  five  —  at  which  time  they  would  have 
to  start  in  order  to  have  the  polls  opened  at  six  — 
until  hours  after  midnight,  in  receiving  and  count- 
ing the  ballots.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  City  of 
Boston  should  be  the  exception  to  the  general  rule 
and  why  our  polls  must  open  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Does  the  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature require  the  polls  in  Boston  to  be  opened  at 
six  o'clock  in  the  morning? 

Coun.  WILSON — I  understand  that  under  the 
legislative  provision  the  polls  in  the  City  of  Boston 
must  be  opened  not  later  than  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  • 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  believe  on  primary  days 
they  are  opened  from  six  to  four,  and  on  election 
day  from  six  to  eight. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  ask 
this  in  the  interest  of  the  idle  rich.  I  simply  ask 
that  a  bill  may  be  introduced  so  that  the  City  of 
Boston  may,  if  it  so  desires,  set  the  time  for  the 
opening  of  the  polls  here  at  a  later  hour  than  six. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  no  alternative  one 
way  or  the  other. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LEGISLATION    IN    RE    CITIZEN    LABOR. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  respect- 
fully instructed  to  file  a  bill  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature  changing  the  existing  statute  in 
such  manner  as  to  permit  restricting  to  resident 
citizen  laborers  of  Boston,  when  available,  employ- 
ment on  all  jobs  performed  by  or  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  "your  Honor," 
I  have  in  mind  in  introducing  this  order  the  veto 
message  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  which  he  is 
quite  correct  in  saying  that  the  statute  prevents 
the  mayor  of  any  city  in  Massachusetts  from  in- 
sisting—  although  many  of  them  do  —  that  labor 
under  the  various  contractors  on  city  work  must 
be  done  by  residents  or  citizens  of  the  city  paying 
the  contractor.  I  understand  that  cities  such  as 
Somerville  and  other  outside  towns  do  insist  —  and 
get  away  with  it  —  that  the  work  be  done  by  their 
own  citizens.  Apparently  under  the  statute  they 
have  no  such  right.  But  if  it  is  possible  by 
statute  to  insist  that  laborers  must  be  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  it  must  be 
just  as  constitutional  for  the  Legislature  to  pass  a 
statute  going  even  farther  and  making  it  possible 
to  restrict  contractors  on  certain  work  to  the 
employment  of  citizens  or  residents  of  the  city  for 
which  they  are  doing  the  work.  With  that  in 
mind  I  introduce  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LICENSING   OF   INDOOR   GOLF   AND 
MINIATURE   GOLF   COURSES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  respect- 
fully requested  to  amend  the  proposed  bill  author- 
izing the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  license 
indoor  golf  and  miniature  golf  courses,  by  specifi- 
cation that  such  licenses  shall  require  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


COMMENDATION  OF  PRESIDENT  LYNCH. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  —  Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a, 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  LYNCH  —  The  gentleman  will  state 
his  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
pay  a  slight  tiibute  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
City  Council  during  the  year  1930. 

President  LYNCH  —  The  gentleman  may 
proceed.     [Laughter.] 
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Coun.  ARNOLD  —  Mr.  President,  as  one  of 
those  who  did  not  vote  for  you  when  you  received 
the  honor  of  election  of  president  of  this  body,  it 
occurs  to  me  that  a  word  or  two  coming  from  me, 
and  representing  the  sentiment  of  the  Council,  in 
commendation  of  your  conduct  in  the  office  of 
president  during  the  year  might  be  very  appro- 
priate. It  was  partly  suggested  by  my  colleague, 
who  just  introduced  a  proposition  looking  to 
legislative  enactment,  in  addressing  you  as  "your 
Honor."  I  know  that  as  a  matter  of  courtesy 
during  the  past  year  you  have  been  referred  to 
with  the  term  "Honorable"  attached  to  your 
name  on  many  occasions  and  in  many  publications. 
I  believe,  even  if  that  is  not  a  legal  addition  to 
your  name,  it  is  certainly  an  adjective  that  your 
colleagues  would  be  only  too  glad  to  add,  as  a 
careful  observation  of  your  administration  by 
myself  at  every  meeting  during  the  year  has 
convinced  me,  as  I  know  it  has  convinced  all  of 
my  colleagues,  of  your  extreme  fairness  and 
courtesy  during  your  entire  term.  And  so,  Mr. 
President,  I  am  going  to  ask  this  body  to  rise  in 
tribute  to  you  in  these  last  few  moments  of  our 


closing  year,  in  tribute  to  your  worthy  and  splendid 
conduct  as  presiding  officer  over  the  deliberations 
of  this  body,  by  so  rising  confirming  that  honorary 
title  that  has  been  accorded  you  so  many  times 
during  the  year, —  the  title  of  "Honorable." 

[All  the  members  arose  and  applauded  President 
Lynch.) 

President  LYNCH  —  Before  closing  our  meeting 
I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  body,  the 
attaches  and  the  newspaper  men  for  their  con- 
tribution to  the  harmonious  cooperation  which 
has  prevailed  here  this  year.  The  honor  that 
you  conferred  upon  me  in  making  me  your  President 
for  the  year  of  the  Boston  Tercentenary  is  one 
that  I  highly  appreciated  and  will  always  cherish. 
I  hope  that  equal  satisfaction  and  pleasure,  and 
the  same  harmonious  cooperation  may  be  enjoyed 
by  my  successor,  whoever  he  may  be.  Gentlemen, 
I  thank  you.     [Applause.]
